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HISTORICAL  COMMISSION  REPORT  FOR  1971 

At  the  March  1971  town  meeting  it  was  voted  to  transfer  the  custody 
of  the  land  at  18  West  Main  Street  to  the  Norton  Historical  Commission. 
The  Commission  has  approved  the  moving  of  the  1854  #3  district  school- 
house  belonging  to  the  Norton  Historical  Society  to  this  land  to  be 
maintained!  by  the  Society  as  a  museum. 

The  Commission  applied  for  and  received  a  $100  grant  from  the 
America  the  Beautiful  Fund  matched  equally  by  the  Historical  Society 
and  used  for  site  planning  for  the  moving  of  the  school. 

Work  sessions  have  been  held  in  the  attic  of  the  Town  Hall  many 
Saturday  afternoons.  Some  order  has  been  established,  many  valuable 
records  found,  and,  hopefuUy,  these  will  be  sorted  and  stored  in  a 
more  accessible  way. 

There  is  a  survey  of  the  town's  historical  assets  being  conducted. 
The  cemeteries  have  all  been  studied,  photographed,  and  recorded  with 
the  state  historical  commission.  Houses  and  old  mills  and  mill  sites 
are  being  recorded  also. 

Colors  for  the  town  seal  were  established  by  the  Commission  with 
the  approval  of  the  Selectmen.  ,

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  NORTON 

This  has  been  an  extremely  busy  yet  rewarding  year  for  your  School 
Committee.  The  Committee  has  held  18  regular  meetings,  12  negotiating 
sessions,  and  attended  two  meetings  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of 
School  Committees. 

The  Committee  would  like  to  thank  the  Building  Committee  for  its 
tremendous  amount  of  work  that  led  to  the  successful  passage  of  the  bond 
issue.  As  you  all  know,  the  new  high  school,  which  has  been  the  chief 
concern  of  the  School  Committee  because  of  lack  of  adequate  educational 
space,  is  currently  under  construction.  We  feel  that  with  this  construction 
under  way  many  of  our  problems  have  been  answered. 

We  are  now  in  a  very  concerned  effort  of  planning  for  the  smooth 
transition  into  this  building.  In  September  of  1973  we  will  be  operating 
a  new  high  school;  the  present  high  school  and  elementary  complex  will 
be  converted  into  a  Middle  School,  (which  requires  sound  educational 
planning  and  coordination)  and  also,  we  hope  in  1973  to  be  able  to  provide 
kmdergarten  for  the  children  of  Norton. 

To  provide  the  necessary  planning  for  the  school  year  173-74,  the 
School  Department  has  released  time  on  a  system-wide  basis  on  desig- 
nated Wednesday  afternoons.  During  this  released  time  numerous  cur- 
riculum and  planning  committees  are  working. 

Other  achievements  we  are  very  pleased  with  are  the  hiring  of  Mr. 
Arnold  Kenniston  as  a  full-time  media  coordinator,  and  the  hirmg  of  Mr. 
Lionel  Blatchley,  our  school  psychologist.  Project  SPOKE  has  been 
phased  out  as  a  federal  project  and  because  of  its  tremendous  value  to 
the  student  body  and  the  teaching  staff  we  have  been  able  to  provide 
local  takeover  in  conjunction  with  the  towns  of  Easton,  Foxboro  and 
Mansfield.  We  have  also  joined  together  with  the  same  three  towns  in  an- 
other federal  project,  Project  HEED,  for  the  diagnosing  and  identifica- 
tion of  children  with  learning  disabilities.  This  Project  has  its  head- 
quarters in  the  Project  SPOKE  building,  and  the  School  Committee  has 
initiated  a  learning  disability  program  with  the  hiring  by  September  1972 
of  three  learning  specialist  teachers  and  three  teacher  aids. 
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Other  points  of  interest  include  the  first  time  graduation  has  been 
held  at  St.  Mary's  Parish  Center,  and  our  guest  speaker  was  Senator 
John  M.  Quinlan.  We  sponsored  through  the  summer  a  Science  Course 
conducted  by  two  of  our  teachers,  Mr.  Charles  Gaides  and  Mr.  Peter 
Holster,  in  which  18  students  within  our  school  system  studied  ecology 
in  the  Town  of  Norton  in  reference  to  water.  We  also  took  part  in  the 
State  program  to  test  the  achievement  of  our  4th  graders  and  we  were 
very  pleased  with  the  results. 

Our  school  system  is  continually  growing  with  the  increase  in  the 
town's  population,  and  naturally  the  School  Committee's  duties  become 
more  diversified,  complex,  and  more  time  consuming. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  towns- 
people for  their  continued  support  and  trust  that  you  have  placed  in  them 
over  the  past  year.  We  are  looking  forward  to  serving  you  in  the  future, 
and  to  another  successful  year  in  the  education  of  Norton's  future  citizens 
and  leaders.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOL 
TO  THE  NORTON  SCTOOL  COMMTTTEE 

The  following  is  my  second  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools.  This  is  the  78th  Annual  School  Report,  and  indicates  information 
and  contributions  from  our  Director  of  Elementary  Education,  principals, 
supervisors,  department  chairmen,  and  other  personnel. 

In  my  report  I  made  last  year  I  indicated  that  our  number  one  prob- 
lem was  space.  Due  to  the  progress  of  the  School  Building  Committee 
this  situation  has  been  resolved,  and  by  September  of  1973  we  will  have 
a  new  high  school  in  operation,  which  will  greatly  improve  the  overall 
education  for  the  children  of  Norton.  Also,  at  that  time  the  school  organi- 
zation will  undergo  some  major  changes.  Namely,  the  introduction  of 
kindergarten,  the  creation  of  a  Middle  School  in  what  is  now  the  ele- 
mentary-high school  complex  with  grades  5,  6,  7,  and  8,  and,  of  course, 
the  operation  of  a  new  high  school.  In  order  to  have  a  smooth  and  orderly

changeover,  one  which  will  be  done  with  planning  and  thought  as  to  the 
overall  educational  pattern  of  our  system,  this  school  year  and  the  next 
are  dedicated  to  curriculum  reform.  We  have,  in  order  to  carry  this  out, 
introduced  released  time  for  the  entire  system,  and  we  have  under  study 
at  this  time  a  complete  curriculum  revision  within  the  high  school  and 
elementary  system,  with  special  curriculum  for  Drugs  and  Kindergarten, 

I  am  very  pleased  with  the  progress  the  staff  has  made  and  the  at- 
titude they  have  displayed  on  these  committees.  The  overall  improve- 
ment for  the  system  will  be  obvious  as  you  read  the  reports  of  the  various 
areas. 

Other  system-wide  observations  which  I  think  are  noteworthy  would 
he  that  the  school  system  has  again  a  school  psychologist,  which  is  an 
extremely  valuable  person  to  have,  and  was  greatly  needed  in  the  system. 
Also,  we  are  now  a  member  of  Project  HEED,  a  federally  funded  project 
for  the  diagnosis  and  educational  prescription  of  children  with  learning 
disabilities.  Ths  now  covers  Grades  1,  2,  and  3,  and  hopefully  t  will  be 
able  to  expand  if  successful. 

We  have  a  full-time  audio-visual  media  specialist  who  is  providing 
expertise  and  guidance  to  the  entire  system  in  this  area. 

In  summary,  I  would  like  to  say  that  as  you  read  the  report,  we  are 
very  pleased  with  the  progress  in  the  English  Department  in  the  high 
school,  with  their  innovative  ideas  and  introduction  of  MIDI  courses;  that 
of  the  Math  Department  with  the  introduction  of  the  Computer  Math 
coiu-se  and  the  teleprocessing  terminal,  sharing  telephone  line  time  with 
the  University  of  Rhode  Island's  IBM  360-50  computer.  Also  the  fact  that 
key  punch  equipment  is  now  available  in  the  Business  Department;  the 
continuation  of  Northeastern  Interns  and  the  Summer  Environmental 
Science  Program  involving  two  teachers  and  eighteen  students. 

On  the  elementary  level  the  revision  of  the  Social  Studies  and  Science 
curriculums  has  been  very  successful.  The  introduction  of  Project  HEED, 
the  continued  success  of  programmed  reading  and  the  teachers*  willing- 
ness to  innovate  and  improve,  has  maintained  the  high  standard  of  our 
elementary  system. 

In  keeping  with  its  philosophy  to  provide  personal,  educational  and 
vocational  guidance  services  within  the  schools,  the  Guidance  Depart- 
ment has  carried  out  a  wide  variety  of  activities  during  this  year. 

The  Class  of  1971  included  one  hundred  ten  students.  Fifty-five  of 
these,  representing  50%  of  the  Class,  elected  and  were  accepted  for 
further  education  beyond  the  high  school.  Of  this  total  29,  or  26%  are 
attending  four-year  colleges  and  26,  or  24%  are  in  attendance  at  institu- 
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tions  requiring  from  one  to  three  years  of  study  to  obtain  their  desired 
vocational  goals.  The  remaining  fifty-five  students,  or  50%  of  the  Class 
chose  to  enter  the  labor  force  or  the  armed  services. 

Opportunity  and  encouragement  has  been  provided  for  the  students 
to  meet  with  representatives  from  a  large  number  of  universities  and 
colleges,  including  both  4-year  and  2-year  programs  of  study,  business 
schools,  technical  institutes,  nursing  schools  and  the  armed  services. 
These  representatives  provide  both  counselors  and  students  with  con- 
siderable information  concerning  careers  and  vocations  and  the  necessary 
training  to  propare  for  them.  Counselors  bring  to  the  attention  of  the 
students  the  information  gleaned  from  the  conferences  they  attend  and 
the  visitations  made  to  colleges,  schools  and  industries.  Counselors  are 
engaged  in  an  ever  increasing  amount  of  vocational  counseling  in  order 
to  assist  more  effectively  the  total  student  population  in  their  post- 
secondary  placement  in  job  or  training  program.  Plans  are  currently 
underway  for  a  special  event  in  the  spring  on  careers  so  that  the  stu- 
dents may  further  acquaint  themselves  with  vocational  possibilities. 
Thorough  college  counseling  is  provided  for  those  planning  on  higher 
education. 

The  collection  of  literature  in  the  Guidance  Office  is  constantly  being 
up-dated  and  additions  of  interesting  new  publications  are  made  through- 
out the  school  year.  The  addtion  of  an  Occupational  View  Deck,  just  pub- 
lished this  fall,  will  augment  the  current  information  available  to  the 
students.  Continuing  assistance  is  given  to  the  Social  Studies  classes  in  the 
development  of  career  booklets  through  the  use  of  the  vocational  resource 
materials  in  our  collection.  Three  students  completed  the  mental  health 
careers  course  sponsored  by  the  Foxboro  State  Hospital  and  two  students 
are  enrolled  for  the  current  school  year.  This  has  proven  to  be  a  valuable 
experience  for  our  students  and  for  the  Hospital  as  well,  in  terms  of  their 
contribution  to  the  program. 

Through  the  Work-Study  Program,  thirty-three  students  are  enabled 
to  complete  their  high  school  course  of  study  and  to  be  gainfully  em- 
ployed at  the  same  time.  Their  classes  are  scheduled  in  the  morning  and 
they  are  able  to  report  to  their  jobs  in  the  early  afternoon,  receiving  full 
school  course  credit  for  their  work  experiences.  This  program  is  an  ef- 
fective instrument  to  keep  students  in  school  until  they  receive  their 
high  school  diploma  and  at  the  same  time  gain  valuable  work  experience 
which  often  becomes  full-time  employment  with  the  same  company  after 
graduation.  Through  diagnostic  achievement  testing  administered  by  the 
Guidance  personnel,  the  Work-Study  English  course  has  been  tailored  to 
fit  the  specific  individual  needs  of  the  students  in  the  class. 
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Counseling  for  the  sixth  grade  students  is  conducted  both  on  the  in- 
dividual level  as  the  need  arises,  and  in  group  guidance  sessions.  An 
orientation  program  was  conducted  in  early  Jime  to  introduce  the  sixth 
graders  to  the  Junior  High  School  and  to  familiarize  them  somewhat  with 
what  they  could  expect  in  the  fall  as  they  accomplished  this  next  step  in 
the  educational  process. 

The  Guidance  services  have  been  made  available  to  adults  in  the 
community  who  are  seeking  educational  or  vocational  information  and 
assistance,  as  they  formulate  their  plans  for  further  study.  We  welcome 
the  opportunity  to  offer  the  resources  of  the  department  to  the  com- 
munity. 

As  we  look  to  the  future,  we  hope  to  extend  and  intensify  the 
Guidance  services,  reaching  down  to  the  elementary  levels.  The  need 
exists  for  these  services  in  the  lower  grades.  As  a  first  step,  plans  cur- 
rently imder  way  call  for  their  implementation  in  the  whole  middle  school 
as  it  comes  into  existence,  with  the  hope  for  an  elementary  adjustment 
counselor  at  the  lower  levels. 

Follow-up  studies  were  conducted  for  the  one-year  and  the  five-year 
graduates,  yielding  considerable  interesting  and  valuable  information. 
The  comments  made  concerning  the  educational  process  as  it  existed 
while  these  students  were  in  school  provide  important  guidelines  for 
curriculum  development  in  order  to  best  serve  the  needs  of  the  youth  of 
the  community. 

A  two-year  vacancy  in  a  special  area  position  was  filled  when  Mr. 
Lionel  Blatchley  assumed  duties  as  the  new  full-time  school  psychologist 
in  September,  1971.  A  gratudate  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  Mr. 
Blatchley  received  his  Master's  degree  in  school  psychology  from  the 
University  of  Rhode  Island  where  he  is  completing  work  on  his  doctorate. 
He  served  as  a  consultant  to  two  Rhode  Island  school  systems  prior  to 
coming  to  Norton,  in  addition  to  having  training  experience  in  several 
clinics  and  Federal  Title  VI  programs. 

Mr.  Blatchley's  responsbilities  in  Norton  are  to  provide  psychological 
services  throughout  the  school  system,  grades  one  through  twelve.  At  the 
elementary  level,  the  year's  first  priority  was  to  establish  and  introduce 
referral  procedures  so  that  classroom  teachers  could  request  evaluation 
and  help  for  children  with  special  needs.  At  three  staff  meetmgs  held  at 
the  L.  G.  Nourse  and  Norton  Elementary  Schools,  guidelines  for  co- 
ordinating a  team  effort  were  outlined.  Teachers,  principals,  reading 
specialists,  and  school  nurses  cooperate  in  observing  the  child's  learn- 
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ing,  behavior,  and  adjustment  in  school  as  well  as  gathering  background 
information  to  assist  the  psychologist  in  defining  the  nature  of  the  prob- 
lem. The  school  nurses  are  responsible  for  contacting  the  parents  to  in- 
form them  of  the  referral  and  also  gather  pertinent  medical,  develop- 
mental, and  social  history  information. 

The  main  focus  of  the  school  psychologist's  efforts  will  be  the  identi- 
fication and  evaluation  of  children  who  are  not  profiting,  for  one  reason 
or  another,  from  regular  instruction  and  curricular,  from  among  those 
students  referred  by  teachers.  After  administering  individual  psycho- 
logical and  educational  tests  that  measure  skills  related  to  learning  in 
the  classroom,  the  psychologist  will  recommend  corrective  and  remedial 
measures  to  the  teacher  that  will  be  appropriate  to  the  needs  of  the 
particular  child.  Mr.  Blatchley  will  be  working  with  teachers  to  define 
the  child's  strengths  and  weaknesses  and  plan  ways  in  which  the  child 
can  be  helped  in  the  classroom  by  compensating  for  or  circumventing 
his  problem  areas.  Conferences  with  parents  are  also  held  to  exchange 
information  and  make  recommendations  relevant  to  the  child's  needs. 

When  appropriate  or  necessary,  Mr.  Blatchley  wUl  recommend  to 
school  administrators  the  development  of  special  services  for  children 
whose  educational  needs  cannot  be  satisfactorily  met  solely  within  the 
regular  classroom.  Such  provisions  woidd  include  individualized  tutoring, 
and  part-time  or  full-time  placement  in  remedial  programs.  A  long-range 
contrbution  of  school  psychological  services  will  be  the  development  of 
educational  programs  for  many  types  of  educationally  handicapped  chil- 
dren, in  accordance  with  guidelines  provided  by  state  legislation.  Mr. 
Blatchley  is  serving  as  a  consultant  to  Mr.  Holbert,  Director  of  Ele- 
mentary Education,  and  the  existing  special  education  classes  imder  his 
supervision.  The  goal  of  the  psychologist's  testing  program  throughout 
the  year  will  be  to  update  the  census  of  "educationally  handicapped" 
children  in  order  to  assess  special  program  needs  and  determine 
priorities. 

A  very  significant  development  in  relation  to  special  services  for 
children  is  Norton's  participation  in  Project  HEED,  a  federally  funded 
Title  III  program  which  also  serves  the  communities  of  Easton,  Foxboro 
and  Mansfield.  The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to  identify,  diagnose,  and 
plan  remedial  instruction  for  children  with  specific  learning  disabilities  in 
grades  K-3  in  each  of  the  four  towns.  In  this  role,  Mr.  Blatchley  will 
supervise  group  screening  of  all  children  in  Grades  1-3  and  will  work  with 
the  teachers  in  identifying  a  group  of  "high  risk"  children  who  will  be 
tested  individually  and  possibly  referred  for  diagnosis  by  the  staff  of 
medical  and  educational  specialists  at  Project  HEED.  The  teachers  are 
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participating  in  in-service  training  workshops  and  will  receive  additional 
guidance  from  Mr.  Blatchley  to  help  the  children  in  the  classroom.  It  is 
hoped  that  Norton's  participation  in  Project  HEED  will  serve  to  increase 
community  and  school  awareness  of  the  needs  of  children  with  learning 
problems.  It  should  have  a  positive  impact  on  the  development  of  ele- 
mentary ciu'riculum,  as  well  as  provide  incentive  to  develop  instructional 
services  and  methods  to  help  children  avoid  unnecessary  failure  and 
maladjustment  in  the  early  grades. 

At  the  secondary  level,  Mr.  Blatchley  works  as  a  consultant  to  Mr. 
Yelle,  Principal,  Mr.  Solmonese,  Assistant  Principal,  and  the  High  School 
Guidance  Department  in  identifying  and  planning  help  for  students  with 
learning,  emotional,  or  behavioral  problems.  Once  a  plan  of  action  is 
determined,  staff  meetings  with  teachers  are  held  to  communicate  in- 
formation and  recommendations,  and  cooperatively  plan  the  student's 
educational  program.  Often,  individualized  programming  and  a  search 
for  new  ways  to  utilize  available  resources  is  undertaken  in  order  to  in- 
volve the  student  more  positively  and  constructively  in  school  life.  In 
conjunction  with  his  role,  Mr.  Blatchley  functions  as  a  liaison  with  the 
staff  at  the  Attleboro  Area  Mental  Health  Clinic  which  offers  diagnostic 
and  therapeutic  counseling  services  to  Norton  students  and  their  families. 
Mr.  Blatchley  holds  conferences  with  parents  of  high  school  students  re- 
ferred to  him  and  is  responsible  for  assisting  them  to  locate  outside 
services  when  necessary. 

As  part  of  his  role  at  the  high  school,  Mr.  Blatchley  teaches  an  in- 
troductory psychology  course  to  forty-five  seniors.  The  class  meets  three 
times  a  week  for  lectures,  films,  and  demonstrations,  while  available 
students  in  the  course  meet  on  the  two  remaining  days  for  smaller  group 
discussion  and  independent  study.  The  purpose  of  the  course  is  to  in- 
troduce students  to  principles  of  human  behavior  and  develop  under- 
standing of  how  scientific  methods  are  applied  in  the  study  of  behavior, 
learning,  development,  and  personality,  as  well  as  in  the  solution  of 
mental  health  and  social  problems.  Field  trips  to  various  institutions  in 
the  area  are  planned  for  the  spring. 

The  addition  of  a  Microfilm  reader-printer  was  a  turning  point  for  the 
Norton  High  School  Library.  Students  are  now  able  to  do  research  and 
duplicate  materials  from  nine  periodicals  covering  the  period  1960-70. 
Several  hundred  new  titles  have  been  added  with  many  being  made  avail- 
able through  participation  in  Title  II.  A  record  player,  cassette-recorder, 
two  filmstrip  viewers  and  two  slide  viewers  have  also  been  added,  and 
with  our  two  carrels,  will  soon  be  ready  for  student  use.  Air-conditioning 
and  a  fresh  coat  of  paint  have  made  the  Library  more  attractive  and 
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comfortable  despite  the  overcrowded  conditions  that  exist  .  .  .  student 
seating  is  limited  and  we  now  are  sharing  office  space  with  our  AV  co- 
ordinator. Looking  forward  to  future  growth  in  the  new  high  school,  every 
effort  is  being  made  to  keep  a  balanced  collection  for  junior  and  senior 
high  school  students  alike. 

The  English  Department,  this  year,  successfully  completed  its  first 
phase  of  MIDI  courses.  These  sixteen  courses  were  offered  to  aU  seniors. 
Thus,  each  term  the  student  makes  his  choice  of  which  specialized  course 
he  would  like  to  take.  Because  of  the  popularity  of  the  MIDI  courses,  the 
junior  class  will  be  offered  fifteen  new  courses.  From  these  senior  MIDI 
courses  came  many  creative  ideas.  The  imaginative  Literature  Course 
made  stuffed  animals  reflecting  some  of  the  reading;  the  Creative  Writ- 
ing Course  produced  a  Creative  Capers  booklet  which  was  an  anthology 
of  the  students'  work;  and  Cinema  Extravaganza  produced  five  short 
film  segments  via  a  Super  Eight  camera. 

Rotational  teaching  was  introduced  on  the  sopohmore  level  in  the 
fields  of  public  speaking  and  writing  of  a  term  paper.  AU  sophomore 
classes  are  taught  mechanics  of  a  paper  by  one  teacher.  While  he  is 
teaching  this  three-week  unit,  the  other  classes  are  on  a  mini  structure; 
one  class  is  taught  poetry,  another  The  Business  Letter;  stiU  another  a 
review  of  grammar,  and  the  other  two  divisions,  the  short  story  and 
drama. 

Grades  seven,  eight,  and  nine,  in  a  pilot  program,  are  being  taught 
spelling  via  the  orthographic  method  which  encompasses  filmstrips, 
slides,  and  tapes.  Students  as  well  as  teachers  prepare  the  list  for  class 
distribution. 

On  the  eighth  grade  level,  a  very  illustrative  imit  has  been  created 
on  the  American  Indian.  The  unit  uses  a  multi-media  approach  to  study. 
Using  the  existing  materials  and  equipment  at  Project  SPOKE,  the 
students  and  teachers  produced  slides,  and  made  recordings  of  Indian 
Folklore. 

New  in  the  curriculum  this  year  is  the  Video  Rover  II  television 
equipment.  Through  the  NDEA  Title  III  funds,  the  English  Department 
will  be  prepared  to  teach  a  course  in  Script  Writing  and  Television  Pro- 
duction. Students  will  learn  to  operate  the  video  tape  recorder  and 
camera  and  vidth  this  portable  packet  produce  a  thirty-minute  (film) 
television  program. 

As  usual,  many  class  trips  were  made:  to  Stratford,  to  view  a  Shakes- 
pearean Production;  to  Boston,  Attleboro  and  Brockton,  to  view  films  in 
conjunction  with  the  texts  read.  There  was  also  a  field  trip  to  Emerson 
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to  introduce  students  to  the  set-up  of  a  television  studio;  and,  in  addition, 
planned  trips  will  have  students  visit  WHDH  and  WJAR  studios  to  see 
professional  television  in  operation. 

In  summary  of  this  year's  program,  the  English  Department  was 
pleased  to  learn  that  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  has 
incorporated  into  its  Innovative  Magazine,  Kaleidescope,  a  write-up  of 
the  innovative  programs  introduced  in  the  Norton  High  School  English 
Department  this  past  year. 

In  the  continuing  effort  to  up-date  the  Mathematics  Program  at  Nor- 
ton High  School  the  following  changes  occurred  this  year: 

One  section  of  Modern  Algebra  One  is  being  taught  to  the  eighth 
grade  students.  Two  classes  of  Computer  Mathematics,  one  for  seniors 
and  one  for  juniors,  are  offered  this  year  in  addition  to  a  data  process- 
ing, and  machines  class  to  the  same  two  groups.  At  least  two  MINI 
courses  in  Computer  Programming  will  be  offered  to  any  student  in 
grades  7-12  during  their  study  hall  class  time.  This  course  wiU  be  one 
marking  period  in  length  or  about  a  10-week  course. 

An  in-service  Computer  Programming  Course,  30  weeks  in  length, 
meeting  two  hours  each  Thursday  from  3:15  to  5:15  p.m.  is  being  con- 
ducted by  Mr.  Fred  Kelley  for  nine  teachers  of  the  school  system,  and 
nine  students  from  the  high  school.  Techniques  in  card  punching  and 
computer  programming  in  the  BASIC  and  FORTRAM  languages  will  be 
taught  during  this  course.  Plans  are  now  being  formulated  to  continue 
our  association  with  the  newly  formed  Mathematics  League.  This  year 
15  schools  will  participate  in  at  least  four  meets  where  the  competition 
will  consist  of  mathematics  problems  in  all  areas  of  senior  high  school 
mathematics.  Miss  Barbara  Fell  is  the  faculty  advisor  for  the  League 
at  Norton. 

During  the  first  five  months  of  the  school  year  a  teacher  intern  from 
Northeastern  University  is  assisting  the  mathematics  teachers  and  the 
students  of  grades  7-12  in  the  area  of  mathematics. 

The  Social  Studies  Department,  during  the  past  and  present  years, 
has  been  involved  in  upgrading  and  modernizing  its  curriculum.  Hope- 
fully, the  fruits  of  these  efforts  will  come  into  actuality  in  September  of 
1972.  The  general  objective  for  the  new  Social  Studies  curriculum  wiU 
be  to  have  students  emerge  from  their  Social  Studies  classes  with  an 
ability  to  do  something  they  previously  were  unable  to  do.  No  longer 
does  it  suffice  for  a  student  to  have  an  appreciation  of  government,  law, 
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etc.  Some  students  are  now  voters  and  others  are  mature  enough  to  take 
active  parts  in  society.  Therefore,  the  new  Social  Studies  curriculum  must 
teach  students  how  to  evaluate,  correct,  update  and  take  part  in  govern- 
ment, law,  and  other  areas  within  the  Social  Studies  scope  of  involve- 
ment. To  help  students  obtain  this  general  objective,  the  Social  Studies 
Department  this  past  year  has  turned  to  the  inquiry  method  whereby  it 
is  hoped  the  student  will  be  made  aware  of  significant  problems  and  be 
motivated  to  find  the  possible  solutions.  Independent  study  and  research  is 
also  encouraged.  Experience  is  perhaps  the  best  teacher,  and  for  this 
reason  the  department  has  encouraged  field  trips  where  students  may 
see  and  experience  things  for  themselves.  This  past  year  has  been  Social 
Studies  field  trips  to:  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts;  Bronson  Museum; 
the  United  Nations,  the  State  House,  Superior  Court,  Bridgewater  Cor- 
rectional Institute,  Freedom  Trail  and  Plimouth  Plantation. 

Curriculum  revision  began  in  the  Social  Studies  Department  this  past 
year  on  the  12th  grade  level.  The  Problems  of  Democracy  course  was 
reconstructed  and  revitalized.  The  new  Modem  Problems  course  is  taught 
on  a  midi-course  basis.  Students  choose  a  midi-course  to  be  taken  during 
each  quarter  of  the  school  year.  Students  themselves  determined  what 
courses  they  wished  to  be  taught  according  to  what  was  relevant  to  them. 
The  midi-course  selections  are:  Crime  and  the  Penal  System,  Ecology, 
Extremist  Groups,  Drug  Abuse,  United  States  Foreign  Policy  and  Viet- 
nam, Consumer  Protection,  Morality  and  the  Government,  Art  of  Politics 
and  Local  Government,  Welfare  and  Taxation,  Minorities  and  Their 
Problems,  Blacks  in  the  United  States,  and  Propaganda. 

The  High  School  Business  Department  is  at  the  present  time  con- 
templating a  few  changes  in  course  offerings  at  the  high  school  level. 
The  department  hopes  that  these  changes  will  improve  our  department 
for  the  new  high  school,  and  add  a  few  business  courses  in  the  Middle 
School.  By  January,  1972,  we  hope  to  have  our  typing  lab  set  up  and 
ready  for  use  in  all  typing  classes.  For  the  next  project,  a  transcription 
class  is  being  considered  for  seniors  including  a  stenographic  machine 
to  be  taught  through  the  use  of  tapes  using  our  present  stenographic  lab 
that  is  presently  located  in  Room  112.  Another  project  which  is  being 
considered  is  graphic  arts,  which  includes  a  copy  machine,  offset,  and  a 
stencil  maker.  Through  the  help  of  federal  funds,  we  hope  to  offer  this 
course  not  only  at  the  high  school  level  but  at  the  8th  grade  level. 

As  of  September  1971,  a  Machines  Course  is  now  being  offered  with 
emphasis  on  the  key  punch  machines,  therefore,  instructing  our  business 
students  and  Computer  Math  students  to  become  key  punch  operators. 
Also  included  in  our  Machines  Course  is  the  electronic  calculator  as  an- 
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other  added  feature.  A  second  course  that  has  been  added  to  our  depart- 
ment is  a  Record-Keeping  course  for  the  slow  learners  and  the  Work- 
Study  students. 

During  the  year  the  Business  Club,  the  Law  and  Economics  Classes, 
go  on  trips  to  different  industries,  business  schools,  and  see  a  coui't  in 
session.  To  supplement  classroom  work  the  Office  Practice  Class  has  a 
series  of  talks  by  Burdett  College,  Johnson  &  Wales,  Andover  Institute, 
and  Foxboro  Company. 

Audio-visual  aids  and  equipment  is  being  used  very  extensively 
through  the  presentation  of  films,  transparencies,  records,  and  tapes  in 
all  classes  in  the  Business  Department.  Magazines  and  pamphlets  are 
used  in  Economics,  Law,  and  Stenography  classes.  Another  added  feature 
is  a  stenographers'  and  typists'  reference  manual  which  is  used  daily 
by  all  the  students  in  the  Department.  Also  up-to-date  materials  such  as 
legal  sets  and  the  addressing  of  envelopes  for  the  computer  is  being 
taught  in  our  advanced  typing  classes  and  Office  Practice  class. 

The  Foreign  Language  Department  completed  the  changes  in  the 
PYench  curriculum  that  were  begun  at  the  urging  of  the  Department 
members  and  supported  by  an  attitude  questionnaire  given  to  the  students 
in  the  spring  of  1970.  Presently  the  change  has  been  made  to  replace  the 
A-LM  series  with  a  combination  of  the  first  two  levels  of  Harper  and  Row 
and  the  third  and  fourth  levels  of  McGraw-Hill.  The  students  appear  more 
interested  and  the  material  is  more  appropriate  to  language  learning 
that  begins  in  the  early  adolescent  period.  The  Harper  and  Row  series 
also  states  its  objectives  in  behavioral  terms  and  should  be  easily  adapt- 
able to  the  rewriting  of  the  foreign  language  curriculum  for  1973. 

The  addition  of  another  Industrial  Arts  teacher  has  enabled  schedul- 
ing more  classes  in  the  school  Shop.  Junior  High  Industrial  Arts  classes 
are  divided  into  two  groups.  While  one  group  is  having  instruction  in 
metal  work  the  other  group  is  having  instruction  in  woodworking.  To 
make  this  system  work,  a  wall  partition  was  built  by  students  and  teach- 
ers to  separate  the  wood  shop  from  the  metal  area.  In  January  the  stu- 
dents will  change  classes  in  order  to  have  experience  in  both  areas.  The 
most  significant  change  has  been  the  opportunity  for  teachers  to  give 
more  individual  instruction  to  students. 

In  Technical  Drawing  two  seniors  have  gone  on  to  advanced  techni- 
cal schools.  Both  students  have  reported  back  to  the  high  school  about 
their  accomplishments,  and  are  very  pleased  with  the  experience  they 
gained  at  Norton. 
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The  Home  Economics  Department  has  had  2  teachers,  90  high  school 
students,  and  160  junior  high  students.  Overcrowding  is  very  evident  in 
this  department.  Special  projects  undertaken  by  the  high  school  students 
included  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  dinners  served  to  the  faculty  and 
food  sales  to  earn  money  for  the  scholarship  fund.  Classroom  instruc- 
tion made  use  of  SPOKE  facilities  and  field  trips  to  neighboring  com- 
mimities.  Two  style  shows  were  offered  to  parents  of  the  clothing  stu- 
dents and  to  the  faculty. 

Musical  highlights  of  the  school  year  included  two  exchange  concerts 
held  in  the  early  spring.  The  High  School  Concert  Band  participated  in 
a  musical  exchange  with  the  Duxbury  High  School  Band,  and  the  Con- 
cert Choir  and  Stage  Band  travelled  to  Dennis-Yarmouth  High  School  to 
present  a  program  to  its  student  body.  Several  members  of  the  Choir  and 
the  Band  auditioned  for  the  Southeastern  District  Music  Festival  to  be 
held  in  early  1972.  Accepted,  Norton  expects  to  place  its  share.  In  spite 
of  double  sessions,  the  elementary  instrumental  and  choral  programs  are 
still  being  conducted  with  success.  A  junior  high  school  Band  has  been 
organized  and  will  meet  after  school  until  it  is  possible  to  schedule  it 
into  the  school  day. 

This  year  the  addition  of  an  opaque  projector  has  been  a  great  aid 
to  teaching  in  the  Art  courses.  This  equipment  enables  the  teaching  of 
visual  concepts  from  readily  available  sources  without  delay.  Articles 
from  current  periodicals,  photographs,  reproductions  of  works  of  art 
can  be  presented  to  the  class  as  they  are  without  any  cost  to  convert 
them  into  slides  or  other  AV  software.  Photographs  of  all  seventh  grade 
students  (204)  were  taken  to  afford  speedier  acquaintance  and  to  facili- 
tate more  accurate  evaluation.  The  objective  of  this  project  was  to  in- 
crease individualization  in  development  of  the  creative  potential  of  each 
student.  The  film  cost  was  borne  by  the  teacher  who  also  did  the  process- 
ing of  the  photographs..  Plans  are  underway  for  more  comprehensive 
curricular  both  of  general  and  specific  natures. 

New  equipment  was  purchased  that  will  allow  the  Physical  Educa- 
tion Program  to  conduct  golf  and  archery  indoors  for  the  first  time.  Nor- 
ton High  School  sent  a  team  to  the  Marine  Corp  Physical  Fitness  Meet 
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at  Boston.  Norton  placed  third  in  competition  with  schools  from  the  entire 
New  England  region.  For  the  first  time  in  Norton's  history  a  group  of 
youngsters  performed  at  a  public  display  of  gymnastic  events. 

The  Athletic  Department  added  tennis  to  the  program  and  it  is  hoped 
we  will  be  able  to  compete  interscholastically  in  a  relatively  short  time. 
The  School  Committee  voted  to  withdraw  Norton  High  School  from  the 
Tri  Valley  Conference  and  enter  the  newly  formed  Southeastern  Mass. 
Athletic  Conference  at  the  beginning  of  the  1972-73  school  year. 

The  L.  G.  Nourse  School  houses  Grades  1  through  4,  a  trainable  class, 
special  class,  and  one  fifth  grade  class.  At  the  present  time  there  is  a 
total  of  29  classes  housed  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School.  St.  Mary's  Parish 
Center  again  houses  four  third  grade  classes  as  a  result  of  the  steadily  in- 
creasing enrollment  in  the  Norton  Public  Schools.  The  L.  G.  Nourse 
School  and  St.  Mary's  are  administered  by  Mr.  Richard  J.  Silva,  Princi- 
pal, who  is  assisted  by  Mrs.  Natalie  A.  Gorczyca,  head  teacher.  The  en- 
tire elementary  school  program  is  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Williston 
M.  Holbert,  Director  of  Elementary  Education. 

Each  teacher  teaches  a  language  arts  bloc  to  a  homogeneous  reading 
group  and  teaches  the  remaining  subjects  to  their  homeroom  class  which 
is  heterogeneous.  A  Readiness  Class  was  established  for  the  first  time 
for  children  entering  for  the  first  year. 

Our  transitional  rooms  continue  in  Grades  2,  4,  and  5.  These  three 
classes  which  are  fairly  small  in  number,  exist  for  those  students  whom 
it  is  felt  have  a  learning  problem  which  can  be  more  successfully  met  in 
a  small  class  situation.  Project  SPOKE  is  utilized  by  the  staff  for  films 
and  film  loops.  Several  courses  have  been  offered  at  SPOKE  during  the 
school  year  which  have  been  well  attended  after  school  hours.  There  is  no 
question  that  the  facilities  at  SPOKE  have  contributed  to  better  educa- 
tion for  the  children  in  Norton,  and  has  become  an  important  part  in  our 
educational  program.  Project  HEED  is  a  new  federal  program  which  is 
the  first  of  its  kind  to  be  in  existence.  The  towns  of  Norton,  Mansfield, 
Foxboro  and  Easton  are  involved.  There  was  a  workshop  in  the  fall  for 
teachers,  administrators,  and  supervisors  on  learning  disabilities. 
Wheaton  College  and  the  elementary  schools'  relations  have  been  cordial 
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and  fruitful.  Some  Wheaton  College  students  were  available  this  year  in 
a  teacher  aide  program  under  teacher  direction.  This  program  again  pro- 
vided for  more  individual  attention  to  the  pupils.  A  Drug  Committee  has 
worked  long  and  diligently.  Members  of  this  Committee  are  Mrs.  Eliza- 
beth Vandemoer,  Mr.  Richard  Silva,  Mrs.  Natalie  Gorczyca,  Mr.  Peter 
Bartek,  and  Mr.  John  Kieser.  They  prepared  a  curriculum  guide  "The 
Way  It  Is,  A  Study  of  Drugs."  This  guide  is  being  used  in  Grades  1 
through  8  with  the  Committee  working  to  develop  and  prepare  a  similar 
program  for  Grades  9  through  12. 

This  year  we  have  also  added  new  curriculum  to  the  elementary  level 
in  the  areas  of  Social  Studies  and  Science.  Modern  Elementary  Science, 
by  the  Holt,  Rinehart  and  Winston  Co.,  was  adopted  as  our  new  Science 
program.  This  program  is  an  experience  centered  program,  not  a  book 
oriented  program,  with  emphasis  on  student  involvement  in  the  processes 
of  science,  experimenting,  observing,  problem  solving,  etc.  Our  Social 
Studies  curriculum  is  concept-centered  with  concern  for  the  development 
of  ideas  in  students  rather  than  facts.  This  program  develops  meaning- 
ful values  in  the  student  to  utilize  in  today's  society. 

The  Norton  Elementary  School  once  again  this  year  has  been  a  school 
of  many  changes.  The  major  change,  quite  naturally,  is  its  shift  from 
single  to  double  session  status.  This  involves  all  fifth  and  sixth  grades  in 
the  town  except  the  fifth  grade  transitional  class,  which  is  housed  at  the 
L.  G.  Nourse  School.  At  the  present  time,  there  is  a  total  of  eleven  classes 
involved.  Three  fifth  and  three  sixth  grades  attend  the  morning  session 
which  begins  at  7:30  a.m.  and  ends  at  12:00  noon.  The  remaining  two 
fifth  and  three  sixth  grade  classes  attend  the  afternoon  session  which 
goes  from  12:00  noon  to  4:30  p.m.  This  school  is  administered  by  Mr. 
Stanley  Koss,  Head  Teacher,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  WUliston  M.  Hol- 
bert.  Director  of  Elementary  Education. 

Once  again  this  year  each  teacher  teaches  a  language  arts  bloc  to  a 
homogeneous  homeroom.  This  bloc  consists  of  Reading,  English,  Spelling, 
and  Handwriting.  Each  teacher  then  becomes  a  specialist  in  either  Math, 
Science,  or  Social  Studies  and  teaches  one  of  these  areas  to  all  the  stu- 
dents. In  the  areas  of  Science  and  Social  Studies,  new  programs  are  being 
phased  into  the  curriculum.  The  Science  program  is  activity  orientated 
and  emphasizes  the  notion  that  students  become  much  more  adept  in  the 
area  by  actually  doing  .  .  .  experimenting,  observing,  problem  solving. 
The  Social  Studies  program  is  conceptcentered,  that  is,  it  is  more  con- 
cerned with  the  development  of  important  ideas  in  students  rather  than 
facts.  It  also  stresses  the  development  of  meaningful  values  in  the  stu- 
dent as  a  means  of  helping  him  develop  into  a  solid,  contributing  citizen 
to  the  American  and  world  society. 
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Both  Mrs.  Burkhart  and  Miss  Truesdale  spent  a  good  amount  of  time 
this  past  summer  preparing  for  this  year,  and  are  now  "team  teaching" 
their  classes.  Teaming  with  proper  planning  results  in  a  good  deal  of 
flexibility.  Already  this  approach  has  proven  quite  fruitful  to  the  pupils 
of  their  classes.  At  various  times  both  groups  are  brought  together  and 
are  instructed  as  one  large  group.  At  other  times  the  classes  are  taught 
as  a  class  or  even  broken  down  into  smaller  groups  depending  upon  the 
objectives  of  the  lesson. 

Again  this  year  the  school  does  not  have  a  library  as  such,  because 
of  lack  of  space.  Mrs.  Eleanor  Thomas,  elementary  librarian,  who  is  lo- 
cated at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School,  is  able  to  box  and  transport  books  to 
the  school  on  request.  Teachers  also  have  classroom  libraries  available 
to  the  students.  Arrangements  once  again  have  been  made  with  the  Nor- 
ton Public  Library  for  students  to  visit  the  library  as  a  class  and  receive 
lessons  in  library  skills.  SPOKE  materials  are  used  in  great  quantity  by 
the  teachers.  The  only  problem  that  results  from  this  use  of  audio-visual 
materials  is  with  the  availability  of  AV  equipment  such  as  filmloop  pro- 
jectors, film  projectors,  and  the  like.  We  do  not  have  enough  of  this  equip- 
ment. Mr.  Kenniston  hopes  to  rectify  this  situation  this  year  by  procur- 
ring  more  equipment.  Basically,  it  reflects  the  same  problem  .  .  .  money. 
With  the  cost  of  education  skyrocketing,  priorities  must  be  established 
just  as  in  any  other  situation.  But,  it  is  a  minor  problem  and  one  that 
we  are  glad  to  have  because  it  indicates  the  wide  use  of  these  materials 
at  the  Norton  Elementary  School,  and  this  versatility  in  presentation  can 
only  certainly  benefit  them. 

The  basal  reading  program  for  the  primary  grades  (1-3)  is  the  Sul- 
livan Programmed  Reader.  Children  who  finish  the  program  before  the 
third  level  are  placed  in  appropriate  Harper-Row  basal  readers.  The  first 
three  grades  are  grouped  homogeneously  for  Reading.  The  success  of 
the  readiness  room  which  was  pUoted  last  year,  is  now  a  part  of  the  first 
grade  program.  The  curriculum  for  this  class  involves  the  acquisition  of 
readiness  skills  which  are  absolutely  necessary  for  beginning  first  grade. 
Such  skills  include  motor  coordination,  visual  and  auditory  perception, 
language  development  and  experiential  background.  The  class,  directed 
by  Mrs.  Zito,  serves  18  children  who  get  a  highly  individualized  approach 
to  pre-reading  and  beginning  reading  instruction.  The  remaining  seven 
classes  are  grouped  homogeneously  for  readng  on  the  basis  of  the  Metro- 
politan Readiness  Tests. 

Our  Title  I  program,  High  Hopes,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Bleau, 
continues  to  serve  those  first  grade  children  who  show  some  difficulty  in 
beginning  reading.  These  children  work  with  Mrs.  Bleau  daily  until  she 
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feels  the  problem  has  been  corrected.  New  materials  which  have  been 
added  to  the  first  grade  curriculum  include  Auditory  Discrimination  in 
Depth,  published  by  the  New  York  Times,  The  Talking  Page  ...  an 
audio- visual  machine  which  is  programmed  for  individual  corrective 
work,  published  by  Responsive  Environments  Corporation,  and  a  number 
of  suplementary  workbooks  and  masters  in  phonics  and  comprehension 
skills.  Through  High  Hopes  we  were  able  to  engage  a  part-time  speech 
therapist  who  worked  with  first  grade  children  who  showed  evidence  of  a 
speech  difficulty.  We  also  had  the  services  of  two  volunteer  therapists 
who  were  students  from  Emerson  College  in  Boston. 

All  first  grade  children  were  tested  ia  June.  The  testing  involved 
three  successive  Wednesdays.  While  the  children  were  being  tested  the 
Reading  Supervisor,  WiUiam  A.  Ferrara,  presented  three  lectures  to  the 
parents  of  the  incoming  first  grade  children.  These  lectures  explained  (1) 
the  readiness  tests  and  the  rationale  behind  them,  (2)  the  reading  pro- 
gram in  the  first  grade,  and  (3)  what  parents  can  do  at  home  to  help 
make  the  child  ready  for  school.  Approximately  200  parents  attended.  The 
Reading  Supervisor  administered  the  Botel  Reading  Inventory  to  the 
Special  Eucation  class  at  the  high  school  in  order  to  assist  their  teacher 
in  determining  their  reading  strengths  and  weaknesses. 

Grades  four,  five,  and  six,  continue  in  a  basal  program.  AH  three 
levels  are  grouped  homogeneously  for  reading.  The  two  highest  fourth 
grade  classes  are  housed  in  the  L.  G.  Nourse  gymnasium  in  an  open  class 
situation.  The  fifth  and  sixth  grades  at  the  Norton  Elementary  School  are 
on  double  sessions.  The  High  School  Reading  Program  continued  serving 
three  sections  of  seventh  graders  and  three  sections  of  eighth  graders. 
Classes  are  also  included  for  ninth  and  tenth  graders.  The  Tutorial  Pro- 
gram under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Sammer  continues.  This  program  in- 
volves high  school  seniors  who  are  given  training  in  the  use  of  diagnostic 
instruments  and  remedial  reading  techniques.  These  students  then  give 
individual  diagnosis  and  prescriptive  tutoring  to  seventh  grade  students 
with  reading  problems.  The  Introduction  to  Education  Class  is  now  in  its 
fourth  year.  Ten  seniors  are  involved  as  "student  teachers"  in  the  ele- 
mentary school  for  four  hours  per  week  with  a  one-hour  seminar  with  Mr. 
Ferrara.  The  program  has  proved  highly  successful  for  both  the  ele- 
mentary teachers  and  the  high  school  students. 

In  elementary  Art  Mrs.  Armel  has  attempted  to  include  the  basic 
elements  involved  in  painting,  sculpture,  weaving  and  drawing  through 
craft-type  projects.  For  example,  using  plaster  casting  for  the  6th  Grade, 
self -hardening  clay  for  the  1st  Grades,  wire  forms  with  liquid  plastic 
for  4th  Grades,  paper  mache  all  grades.  AH  of  these  methods  were  used 
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to  reinforce  elements  necessary  for  all  sculpture.  Each  grade  level  has 
been  exposed  to  these  areas  of  artistic  expression  based  upon  their  level 
of  ability. 

Through  our  subsidized  program,  our  school  lunch,  to  meet  federal 
standards,  must  provide  one  third  of  the  daily  nutrients  for  good  health 
and  well  being.  An  average  of  eleven  hundred  and  two  meals  were  served 
daily  during  last  year  under  very  crowded  conditions.  In  fact,  the  State 
Report  states  "a  very  fine  job  in  very  inadequate  space." 

Bag  Ixmches  containing  a  hot  meal  packed  in  styrofoam  cups  were 
served  on  Wednesdays  throughout  the  school  year  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse 
School  because  of  early  dimmissal  on  that  day.  A  breakfast  of  orange 
juice,  hot  oatmeal,  scrambled  eggs,  buttered  toast  and  milk,  was  served 
free  to  all  first  grades  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School,  and  all  fifth  and  sixth 
grades  at  the  Norton  Elementary  School.  This  was  a  State  Advised  meal 
and  we  were  reimbursed.  The  thank  you  notes  from  the  first  graders  were 
very  rewarding.  A  special  breakfast  was  served  in  May  to  the  seniors. 
This  replaced  a  long-time  custom  of  Mrs.  Helen  Post  (our  retired  Cafe- 
teria Director)  of  serving  a  chicken  dinner  to  honor  the  "top  ten."  They 
were  served  orange  juice,  bacon  and  sausages,  "tiny  taters,"  scrambled 
eggs,  toast  and  jam  and  milk.  This  menu  was  chosen  by  the  seniors. 

Our  government  flour  and  shortening  are  used  daily  to  make  fresh 
cakes  and  cookies,  and  in  the  afternoon  a  part-time  baker  comes  in  to 
make  delicious  bread  and  rolls.  The  participation  is  now  58.8  per  cent 
and  we  hope  before  the  year  is  over  this  figure  will  be  much  higher.  We 
wholly  agree  with  the  slogans  used  by  the  Bureau  of  Nutritional  Educa- 
tion and  School  Food  Service  .  .  .  "More  School  Lunches  for  More  Chil- 
dren .  .  .  Better  Food  Makes  Better  Students." 

In  the  custodial-maintenance  department  the  emphasis  this  year  was 
placed  on  painting.  At  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  painting  was  done  through- 
out with  all  colors  selected  by  the  teachers,  making  a  more  cheerful 
learning  atmosphere.  The  exterior  trim  was  completely  painted  at  both 
schools.  This,  coupled  with  our  regular  cleaning,  maintenance  schedule, 
put  our  schools  in  excellent  condition.  However,  this  type  of  work  is 
never  done.  Problems  of  all  types  challenge  us  throughout  the  year,  and 
all  are  treated  with  the  same  efficiency  regardless  of  importance. 

The  secretarial  staff  throughout  the  system  who  are  responsible  for 
the  operation  of  the  various  offices  and  distribution  of  all  correspondence, 
has  necessarily  increased  in  number  this  year,  and  have  done  a  most 
outstanding  job,  again  under  cramped  and  limited  circumstances  for  this 
tyi>e  of  work.

Heights  and  weights  were  taken  in  all  grades  at  the  same  time  the 
vision  and  hearing  tests  were  given.  Individual  testing  was  found  to  be 
more  accurate  than  group  testing,  and  also  meant  a  student  was  taken 
from  class  only  once  rather  than  three  times. 

Routine  physicals  and  aU  sports  physicals  were  carried  out  by  Dr. 
Palmer,  Dr.  Auerbach,  Dr.  Loeb,  and  Dr.  Sumner  .  .  .  (285). 

The  pre-school  health  conference  was  held  May  5,  1971,  for  all  in- 
coming first  graders.  The  total  number  attending  the  clinic  was  35. 
Vision  and  hearing  tests  were  administered  at  the  clinic.  Children  who 
did  not  pass  these  tests  were  referred  to  family  physicians  or  specialists 
for  further  study.  Hair  inspections  were  made  in  Grades  1-6  and  also  7-12, 
as  needed.  Chest  X-rays  were  made  available  to  all  seniors  and  school 
personnel.  Flue  vaccine  was  administered  to  all  personnel  requesting  it. 
Home  visits  were  made  when  necessary.  AU  state  forms  were  filed  as  re- 
quired by  law.  Assistance  was  given  at  the  public  immunization  clinics 
which  were  held  periodically  throughout  the  year.

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RECREATION  PROGRAM 

The  Recreation  Program  marked  its  third  year  of  operation  in  1971. 
In  our  initial  year  of  operation  the  program  consisted  of  an  eight-week 
summer  program  geared  primarily  for  youngsters  of  elementary  and 
junior  high  age.  The  daily  activities  of  the  program  centered  on  play- 
ground activities  at  the  Norton  Elementary  School  field  and  a  swimming 
program  at  Wheaton  CJollege  pool. 

From  the  modest  beginning  of  1969,  the  program  was  expanded  in 
1970  with  the  addition  of  a  Spring  and  Fall  Program  geared  primarily  for 
teen-age  youngsters  of  the  town.  This  addition,  of  seventeen  weeks  dura- 
tion, centered  on  a  variety  of  activities  held  three  evenings  a  week  at 
Norton  High  School.  The  summer  program  was  highlighted  by  two  major 
innovations.  First,  the  playground  program  featured  a  special  activity 
each  day  which  gave  added  variety  to  the  program.  Secondly,  the  swim 
program  benefited  greatly  with  the  introduction  of  bus  service  to  and 
from  Wheaton  pool.  This  service  had  three  immediate  positive  effects  or 
the  swim  program:  1)  It  enabled  the  swim  instructors  to  set  up  and  ad- 
here to  a  better  structured  time  schedule  with  a  resulting  increase  in  pool 
time  for  the  participants.  2)  It  released  for  other  recreational  duties  per- 
sonnel which  previously  had  been  tied  up  escorting  the  youngsters  to  and 
from  Wheaton  College  pool.  3)  It  eliminated  the  dangers  inherent  in  walk- 
ing a  large  group  of  youngsters  through  an  area  of  heavy  traffic,  par- 
ticularly in  crossing  Taunton  Avenue. 

Our  goal  in  1971  was  to  continue  the  improvement  of  our  basic  pro- 
gram. This  was  accomplished  by  modifying  certain  aspects  of  it  and  by 
making  additions  and  deletions  where  necessary.  There  is  ample  evidence 
indicating  that  we  have  successfully  attained  our  objective.  Participation 
in  all  basic  seasonal  programs  has  significantly  increased.  Question- 
naires taken  by  the  yoimgsters  indicate  their  appreciation  of  what  is  be- 
ing presented.  97  per  cent  of  the  youngsters  polled  expressed  their  satis- 
faction with  our  summer  program.  85  per  cent  regarded  this  year's  pro- 
gram significantly  improved  over  last  year's  program  which  was  of  good 
caliber. 

A  further  indication  of  the  approval  of  the  youngsters  was  their  re- 
sponse to  special  programs.  The  large  attendance  and  involvement  of  the 
yoimgsters  reflected  their  interest  in  these  programs.  Finally,  remarks 
made  by  individual  yoimgsters  and  townspeople  made  to  the  director 
and  to  staff  personnel  have  been  gratifying.  On  the  following  pages  an 
outline  and  summarization  of  our  1971  program  will  be  found. 
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SPRING  AND  FALL  EVENING  PROGRAM  —  17  WEEKS 

The  program  is  in  operation  three  evenings  a  week  for  teen-agers 
living  in  Norton.  A  variety  of  activities  and  games  are  available.  In- 
cluded are  basketball,  floor  hockey,  checkers,  and  general  socializing. 
Recorded  "Pop"  music  is  continually  played.  In  addition,  impromptu 
''rock"  sessions  with  live  music  take  place  on  occasion.  We  have  found 
that  a  relaxed,  informal  atmosphere  has  great  appeal  for  the  youngsters 
as  it  follows  the  more  formal  setting  of  the  school  day.  Most  youngsters 
usually  move  from  one  activity  to  another  as  the  evening  progresses. 


SUMMER  PROGRAM  —  8  WEEKS 

This  is  a  daily  program  in  operation  Monday  through  Friday  from  9 
a.m.  to  4  p.m.  It  is  geared  principally  for  elementary  and  Junior  High 
youngsters,  although  a  relatively  small  number  of  senior  high  students 
also  take  part.  In  the  morning  activities  are  centered  at  Norton  Ele- 
mentary Field.  In  the  afternoon  the  program  features  playground  activity 
at  the  Elementary  Field  and  swimming  activities  at  Wheaton  College 
pool. 

Regular  playground  activities  included  a  comprehensive  arts  and 
crafts  program,  softball,  football,  soccer,  knock  hockey,  basketball,  horse 
shoes,  checkers,  tether  ball,  and  a  substantial  number  of  playground 
games  and  activities.  The  program  revolved  around  special  daily  features 
incorporated  in  a  weekly  theme.  A  calendar  of  these  features  will  be 
foimd  elsewhere  in  this  report.  Among  the  highlights  of  the  summer  were 
a  trip  to  a  Red  Sox  game;  a  beach  day  at  Scusset  Beach;  intertown  soft- 
ball  games  with  Attleboro;  visit  by  the  Zoomobile  talent  shows  featuring 
television  personality  Ted  Miller  and  Magician  Willis  Miller;  the  Tom 
Thumb  Wedding,  Demonstrations  by  the  Norton  Fire  Department  and 
the  Norton  Police  Department;  the  Summer  Olympics  Games;  and  a 
walk  in  the  Great  Woods.  Particular  mention  should  be  made  of  a  new 
weekly  series  of  Nature  Studies.  Sponsored  by  the  Norton  Land  Preser- 
vation Society,  this  series  was  enthusiastically  received  by  the  youngsters. 

The  Swim  Program  was  both  instructional  and  recreational  in  nature. 
All  participants  had  at  least  one  day  of  instructional  swimming  and  one 
day  of  recreational  swimming.  Due  to  stricter  scheduling,  we  were  able 
to  provide  an  additional  day  of  instructional  swimming  for  those  young- 
sters who  could  benefit  most  from  it,  namely,  the  beginners  and  ad- 
vanced beginners. 
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OUTLOOK  FOR  1972 

Summer  Playground  Site 

Our  most  immediate  coneem  is  the  location  of  our  Playground  Area 
for  the  summer  program.  The  Norton  Elementary  School  Field  will  no 
longer  be  available  as  this  land  will  be  used  as  a  portion  of  the  road  lead- 
ing to  the  new  high  school.  An  adequate  replacement  site  must  be  chosen 
from  available  school  fields. 

Expansion  and  improvement  of  our  existing  program 

We  are  presently  conducting  a  survey  to  investigate  the  feasibility  of 
instituting  an  evening  program  for  teen-agers  during  the  summer.  By 
this  survey  we  will  receive  information  from  other  communities  showing 
how  it  has  fared  elsewhere. 

We  would  like  to  set  up  more  structured  programs  for  our  evening 
activities.  While  recognizing  that  informality  in  such  a  program  is  a  de- 
sireable  characteristic,  we  feel  that  adopting  formal  leagues  and/or 
tournaments  in  areas  such  as  basketball,  floor  hockey,  vollyball,  tennis, 
and  bumper  pool  would  enhance  our  program  and  possibly  attract  addi- 
tional youngsters  to  the  program.  To  date,  our  attempts  to  set  up  such 
activities  have  met  with  limited  success  due  to  either  an  insufficient  num- 
ber of  registrants  or  failure  of  the  programs  to  sustain  initial  interest. 
Two  exceptions  to  this  apathy  were  1.)  a  two-division  basketball  tourna- 
ment and  2.)  the  summer  Olympics  competition. 

Pending  the  location  of  a  permanent  playground  area,  we  would  in- 
vestigate procuring  and  installing  permanent  playground  equipment  such 
as  slides,  merry-go-rounds,  swings,  climbers,  and  saddle  mates. 

We  would  like  to  institute  a  series  of  group  trips  for  the  teen-agers 
of  the  spring  and  fall  program  similar  to  that  provided  for  the  young- 
sters who  take  part  in  our  summer  program.  We  would  provide  trans- 
portation and  arrange  for  group  ticket  rates  for  the  yougsters  wishing  to 
go.  Sports  events  such  as  Patriots,  Celtics,  and  Bruins  Games  and  Music 
Concerts  would  receive  priority. 

POINTS  OF  INFORMATION: 

1.  We  are  fortimate  to  have  a  well-qualified  professional  staff. 
The  Director,  the  Adult  Supervisors  and  the  Junior  Leaders 
are  coUege-trained  and  have  ample  experience  in  working  with 
children.  Our  Swimming  Instructors  are  experienced  and  quali- 
fied through  Red  Cross  and  YMCA  Swim  Instruction  and  Life 
Saving  Programs. 
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2.  The  attendance  figures  are  exceptional  for  a  community  of 
Norton's  size.  The  sum  total  of  participation  in  the  program 
was  over  20,000. 

3.  The  cost  per  participant  was  $.45. 

4.  The  average  attendance  for  the  evening  program  was  well 
over  200.  On  occasion  over  300  young  people  would  be  present. 

5.  The  average  daily  attendance  for  the  summer  playground  pro- 
gram was  over  150.  An  additional  60  youngsters  took  part  in 
the  Swim  Program  daily. 

6.  There  were  225  registrants  in  the  Swim  Program. 

7.  The  program  is  open  to  residents  of  Norton  only.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 
NORTON  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMmEE 

In  September  of  1970  the  school  building  committee  entered  into  a 
contract  with  the  architectural  firm  of  Haynes,  Lieneck  and  Smith  who 
had  within  the  past  year  designed  two  excellent  schools  at  cost  below 
$30.  per  sq.  ft. 

The  committee  met  weekly  with  architect  Paul  Lieneck  to  get  a  set 
of  preliminary  plans  drawn  up  on  a  school  building  that  Mr.  Lieneck  felt 
could  be  built  for  less  than  $30.  per  sq.  ft.  Such  a  set  of  plans  were  ready 
in  January  1971.  At  this  time  the  committee  moved  to  have  an  article  in 
the  warrant  of  the  annual  town  meeting  in  March. 

From  January  up  until  the  March  town  meeting  date  the  committee 
members  and  Supt.  of  Schools  Maurice  J.  Splaine  spent  many  hours  at 
coffee  gatherings  and  meetings  going  over  the  proposed  building  plans 
with  the  townspeople  and  answering  their  questions. 

At  the  March  town  meeting  the  building  committee  sponsored  an 
article  asking  for  a  bond  issue  of  $3,400,000.  A  vote  of  approval  was  given 
by  the  townspeople  on  this  bond  issue  and  it  was  go  ahead  with  the  final 
plans  and  specifications  on  our  800  pupil  high  school. 

The  building  committee  members  were  pleased  and  encouraged  by 
the  vote  and  continued  on  with  their  many  meetings  with  architect  Paul 
Lieneck.  Subcommittees  were  formed  to  meet  and  discuss  the  plans  with 
High  School  Principal  Henri  Yelle,  the  teachers  and  department  heads 
which  helped  formulate  the  final  plans. 

About  the  1st  of  July  the  plans  and  specifications  were  ready  and  the 
bidding  scheduled  was  advertised.  In  early  August  the  bids  came  in  with 
ninety-eight  sub-contractor  bids  and  eight  general  contractor  bids. 

Rocheford  Construction  Co.  of  Natick,  Mass.  was  low  bidder  by 
$93,000.  However,  their  bid  was  still  $275,000  over  the  committee  and 
architects  estimated  cost. 
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The  committee  then  met  with  the  architect  and  the  low  bid  contractor 
to  see  if  the  cost  could  be  reduced  and  the  building  erected  for  the 
$3,400,000  (that  the  committee  had  in  its  budget.  However  the  committee 
found  that  it  would  be  very  difficult  to  cut  the  cost  down  without  hurting 
the  value  of  the  building.  Thus  the  committee  reluctantly  asked  for  a 
special  town  meeting  to  present  its  new  $275,000  problem  to  the  towns- 
people. 

At  the  special  town  meeting  held  on  September  13,  1971  on  a  recon- 
sideration vote  the  town  voted  to  appropriate  the  additional  funds.  The 
total  cost  of  the  new  high  school  building  at  this  time  is  $3,675,000. 

I  would  like  to  point  out  that  this  cost  is  only  $28.19  per  square  foot 
and  substantially  below  the  average  cost  of  $40.  per  sq.  ft.  for  building 
high  schools  in  Massachusetts  during  the  past  three  years. 

The  committee  had  the  contract  read  and  approved  by  town  counsel 
Herbert  Patriquin  and  signed  it  with  the  low  bidder  Rocheford  Constr.  Co. 

Construction  was  started  on  site  work  and  a  ground  breaking  cere- 
mony was  conducted  on  September  24,  1971.  The  guest  speakers  were 
Senator  John  Quinlan,  Rep.  Max  Volterra,  Chairman  of  Norton  Board  of 
Selectmen  Curtis  Dahl,  and  Rev.  Donald  Couzai,  Pastor  of  St.  Mary*s 
Church  of  Norton. 

Mr.  Elmer  Anderson  of  Bridgewater,  Mass.  has  been  hired  as  clerk  of 
the  works.  Mr,  Anderson  has  worked  exclusively  as  a  clerk  of  the  works 
on  school  buildings  for  more  than  ten  years  and  came  highly  recom- 
mended by  all  of  the  building  committees,  supt.  of  schools  and  architects 
for  whom  he  had  previously  worked. 

In  summary  the  progress  made  by  your  school  building  committee 
during  the  past  year  has  been  substantial.  The  attendance  of  each  and 
every  member  at  the  many  meetings  and  subcommittee  meetings  while 
formulating  the  plans  was  excellent  and,  as  the  people  of  Norton  can  well 
believe,  many  many  hours  have  been  given  by  these  committee  members.

For  the  Building  Committee  I  wish  to  thank  the  townspeople  for  their 
cooperation  and  confidence.  I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Maurice  J.  Splaine,  Jr.,  for  his  splendid  and  untiring  cooperation. 

As  Chairman  of  the  Committee  I  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
members  for  a  job  harmoniously  and  well  done,  and  I  look  forward  to 
working  with  this  Committee  until  our  job  is  finished  and  the  building  is 
completed  in  1973. 

One  note  of  great  interest  to  the  town:  Recent  new  legislation  which 
has  been  approved  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  greatly  af- 
fects the  payment  of  the  new  school.  Chapter  1010,  which  has  now  been 
amended,  has  changed  our  reimbursement  rate  from  50%  to  65%,  and 
another  equally  important  feature  being  that  now  the  percent  is  paid  on 
both  the  principle  and  the  interest.  In  actual  savings  to  the  town,  our 
original  share  of  this  school  including  interest  and  principle  would  have 
been  $3,845,500.  Our  share  now  is  $1,989,050.  which  gives  us  a  savings  of 
$1,856,450.  This  is  of  tremendous  significance  to  the  local  taxpayers.

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NORTON  FUTURE  SCHOOL  BUILDING  SITES  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

With  the  town  concentrating  its  energies  during  the  year  of  1971  on 
the  furthering  of  the  high  school  building  project,  the  question  of  addi- 
tional school  sites  has  been  slowed.  However,  the  Sites  Committee  did 
meet  for  four  regular  meetings  and  several  field  trips  to  the  Newland 
Street  area  for  work  on  test  borings  and  perculation  tests. 

The  rapid  growth  of  residents  in  the  eastern  part  of  Norton  points  to 
the  urgent  need  to  locate  a  suitable  school  site  in  that  section  while  suf- 
ficient area  is  still  easily  available.  Such  a  site  should  soon  be  ready  for 
presentation  to  the  town. 

There  were  two  resignations  during  the  year,  Ernest  Lijoi  and  Daniel 
Vespucci.  Resulting  from  this  the  Sites  Committee  members,  in  trying 
to  cope  with  quorum  difficulties,  voted  to  keep  the  number  of  Committee 
members  at  seven  and  to  reduce  the  number  needed  for  a  quorum  from 
five  to  three. 

Charles  Gaides  resigned  as  secretary  of  the  Committee,  and  Joan 
Scott  was  elected  to  fiU  his  place.

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REPORT  OF  SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL 
SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE  FOR  1970 

The  Committee  members  who  were  serving  the  participating  com- 
munities in  1971  were  Edward  A.  Raymond  and  Clement  F.  Beals, 
Brockton;  Robert  B.  Snow,  Stoughton;  Allan  B.  Temple,  Sharon;  Robert 
A.  Girardin,  Foxborough;  Louis  E.  Tarsa,  Jr.,  Mansfield;  Mrs.  Ruth  B. 
Brown,  Norton;  Charles  D.  Anderson,  Easton;  Robert  B.  Ewing,  East 
Bridgewater;  and  John  H.  Hamilton,  West  Bridgewater. 

During  the  year  Mrs.  Ruth  B.  Brown  and  Mr.  Allan  B.  Temple  did  not 
seek  re-election  and  were  replaced  by  Mr.  Charles  McDonald,  Norton, 
and  Mr.  James  Leonard,  Sharon. 

The  organizational  meeting  is  requii'ed  to  be  held  on  the  first  of  April. 
At  this  meeting  the  following  officers  were  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year: 
John  H.  Hamilton  of  West  Bridgewater,  Chairman;  Clement  F.  Beals  of 
Brockton,  Vice-Chairman;  Louis  E.  Tarsa,  Jr.,  Secretary.  Sub-commit- 
tees were  appointed  to  study  various  issues  as  the  year  progressed. 

One  of  the  highlights  in  the  District's  short  history  occurred  in  1971 
when  the  Southeastern  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  and 
Technical  Institute  became  fully  accredited  institutions  of  learning,  now 
holding  membership  in  the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Secondary  Schools. 

Recognition  of  the  value  of  Vocational  Technical  Education  became 
more  paramount  vnth  the  increase  in  student  applications  and  with  the 
school  fimcftioning  at  capacity.  To  satisfy  the  demand  and  to  offer  more 
opportunities  for  District  students,  a  concept  of  satellite  schools  is  being 
developed.  Proposals  are  being  studied  to  renovate  four  small  and 
unoccupied  schools  in  Easton,  Foxboro,  Sharon  and  Stoughton;  ultimately 
they  will  be  used  by  Southeastern  for  new  programs.  The  renovation  is 
to  be  accomplished  by  the  students  of  the  Plant  and  Building  Maintenance 
Program. 
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In  order  to  keep  abreast  of  new  industrial  techniques  and  provide 
District  students  with  an  up-to-date  education,  Advisory  Committees  were 
organized,  and  a  program  for  a  continuous  dialogue  was  set  up  between 
the  teaching  staff  and  members  of  industry  which  represent  every  occu- 
pation that  is  taught  at  the  school.  This  type  of  exchange  will  certainly 
assure  our  students  of  a  realistic  preparation  for  the  world  of  work. 

Involvement  has  been  the  significant  characteristic  of  our  students. 
This  fall,  our  school  was  the  host  for  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts 
District  Association  of  Student  Ck)uncils.  Over  three  hundred  students 
attended  this  conference.  Also,  a  first  for  Southeastern  was  the  introduc- 
tion of  a  new  and  innovative  senior  elective  program  developed  by  the 
English  Department.  Seniors  were  assigned  to  visit  the  area  industrial 
plants  and  obtain,  through  interview,  all  the  possible  information  they 
could  gather  concerning  specific  occupations.  They  then  prepared  this 
information  using  slides  and  tapes,  and  presented  these  facts  to  the  9th 
grade  exploratory  students.  The  receptiveness  by  industry  and  the 
students  to  this  program,  assured  its  continuation  and  adoption  into  the 
curriculum. 

School  construction  continues  at  the  school.  The  students  are  involved 
in  constructing  a  system  of  storage  buildings  to  contain  equipment  and 
inventory. 

Southeastern  graduated  its  first  class  that  started  at  the  9th  grade 
level.  Despite  the  decline  in  our  economy,  the  majority  of  those  available 
for  employment  were  able  to  find  jobs  in  the  field  where  they  would 
best  use  their  training.

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BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 

ANNUAL  REPORT  —  NORTON,  MASS. 

DECEMBER  31,  1971 

On  June  30,  1972,  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  will 
complete  thirteen  years  of  service  to  the  Town  of  Nortjon  and  eighteen 
other  communities  within  the  County. 

The  Project  was  again  plagued  by  the  appearance  of  equine 
encephalitis.  The  first  case  was  reported  on  August  12th,  and  the  last 
on  September  9th.  The  communities  involved  were:  New  Bedford  (3), 
Acushnet  (2),  Taunton  (1),  Raynham  (1),  and  Westport  (1).  We  feel 
that  our  two-way  radio  system  was  instrumental  in  checking  the  out- 
break, as  all  areas  were  sprayed  immediately  upon  receiving  informa- 
tion from  the  Reclamaition  Board  in  Boston  or  the  Lakeville  Encaphalitis 
Station. 

In  March  our  larvicide  program  got  underway  and  resulted  in  the 
treating  of  138  acres  before  our  mist  blowers  were  mounted  on  the  first 
of  May.  Adult  mosquitoes  were  on  the  wing  early  this  year  and  our 
spraying  season  did  not  terminate  xmtil  September  19th. 

With  the  spraying  season  over,  the  mist  blowers  were  removed 
and  all  crews  turned  to  the  brook  and  ditch  maintenance  program.  This 
resulted  in  the  removal  of  obstructions  and  debris  from  5,510  feet  of 
existing  brooks  and  ditches.  4,460  feet  of  brush  was  also  removed  to 
allow  proper  drainage  and  to  aid  in  preventing  imnecessary  flooding. 

Our  tractor  was  instrumental  in  reclaiming  700  feet  of  ditch  in 
areas  where  hand  work  would  be  impracticable. 

All  personnel  are  licensed  for  the  application  of  pesticides  and  use 
only  those  approved  for  mosquito  control  by  the  Pesticide  Board. 

We  thank  the  residents  of  Norton  for  their  continued  cooperation.

fflGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

Board  of  Selectmen: 

This  is  a  report  of  the  Highway  Department  and  its  work  and 
progress  in  1971. 

1,300  feet  of  Newcomb  St.  was  excavated  and  paved  with  a  %  gallon 
penetration  coat  and  a  V4  gallon  seal  coat  with  another  V4  gallon  seal 
to  be  applied  in  1972. 

2,300  feet  of  Crane  St.  was  widened  and  paved  with  %  gallon  pene- 
tration and  V4  gallon  seal  coat  with  another  V4  gallon  seal  to  be  applied 
in  1972.  Rain  was  a  factor  on  this  job  as  oil  doesn't  like  rain. 

A  1"  S  T  mix  was  applied  on  East  Main  St.  from  ithe  state  boimdary 
east,  200  feet  under  the  CI  90  maintenance  program. 

A  drainage  system  was  installed  on  Woodward  St.  approximately 
1,000  feet  was  installed.  The  cost  was  somewhat  greater  than  usual 
because  there  was  a  14  foot  cut  on  the  job. 
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Many  Burms  were  put  in  to  contain  water  from  going  where  its  not 
wanted. 

Approximately  80,000  gallons  of  Road  oils  were  used  during  the  year 
under  the  Chapter  81  and  Chapter  90  maintenance  programs  as  the  cost 
of  materials  rise  the  Town  has  to  contribute  more  and  more  to  state 
reimbursement  does  not  rise  with  the  cost  of  labor  and  materials. 

Leonard  St.  received  approximately  1/.  miles  of  sand  and  stone  mix 
approximately  2¥i  inches  thick  because  the  road  was  badly  out  of  shape. 
Most  people  don't  like  this  kind  of  work  because  it  is  messy  for  a  few 
days  but  the  only  other  way  to  do  this  kind  of  work  is  to  use  type  I 
and  the  cost  is  very  much  greater. 

Much  work  was  done  on  drainage  in  the  town  but  lots  more  remains 
to  be  done.  Drainage  is  a  big  problem  in  Norton  because  most  of  the 
streets  in  Norton  were  built  without  very  much  drainage,  and  drained 
mostly  on  vacant  land,  but  there  is  a  house  in  a  lot  of  the  places  where 
the  water  used  to  run. 

Some  drainage  work  was  done  in  the  Balsum  Road  area  this  fall  to 
help  with  the  terrible  problem  they  have  had  with  the  high  water  for 
many  years  but  there  is  still  much  more  drainage  work  needed  in  this 
area. 

The  dump  is  a  problem  to  the  town  and  it  always  will  be  now  that 
we  cannot  bum,  it  fills  up  to  beat  the  band. 

The  section  of  John  B.  Scott  Blvd  between  Dean  St.  and  Harvey  St. 
has  been  brought  up  to  grade. 

Signs  in  the  town  are  a  problem.  You  put  them  up  one  day,  and 
next  day  some  kids  got  them  in  his  room  or  in  the  river  so  sometimes 
you  wonder  if  it's  worth  putting  them  up. 

The  Town  still  has  four  wooden  bridges  most  of  which  are  close  to 
30  years  old.  It  might  be  a  good  idea  to  think  about  replacing  these 
old  wooden  structures.

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Quote  from  newspaper:  "Wasps,  bees,  hornets  and  other  winged 
insects  cause  more  fatalities  in  the  U.  S.  than  any  other  wild  creatures, 
including  rattlesnakes." 

Town  Dump  sprayed  for  hornets,  with  not  much  effect. 
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Hired  Hixon  Tree  again  for  mist-blower  spray  of  Elms.  300  gallons 
of  12%  Methoxachlor  applied. 

Federal  and  State  tests  held  in  Middleboro  show  that  Elm  spray  by 
Helicopter  is  not  as  effective  as  that  by  hydraulic  or  mist-biower  rigs. 
At  the  approximately  40  M.P.H.  forward  speed  the  pilot  must  maintain 
for  safety,  he  cannot  apply  enough  material  to  each  tree.  By  hovering 
over  each  tree  the  application  could  be  multiplied,  but  the  cost  of  the 
time  involved  for  safety  would  also  very  greatly  multiply. 

Efficiency  and  cost  of  mist-blower  and  hydraulic  seems  about  equal. 

Your  Local  Superintendent  attended  2  I.P.C.  meetings. 

Tent  caterpillars  were  bad  in  Mansfield. 

750  gallons  of  Sevin  were  used  to  cover  about  2-3  of  Norton  for  Tents. 

400  gallons  of  Amino  Triazole  were  sprayed  on  Poison  Ivy. 

All  Fall  Web  worm  webs  that  I  could  find  were  cut  and  destroyed. 
These  critters  are  bad  from  west  of  Boston  up  into  Maine. 

A  few  of  you  people  have  seen  the  Gypsy  Moth  defoliation  on  the 
Cape  and  in  Dover,  Mass.,  and  in  New  York  and  Comiecticut.  You  are 
concerned  about  Norton  and  have  spoken  to  me  about  it,  as  the  Gyp 
is  on  the  increase  here. 

I  hesitate  to  think  of  a  wholesale,  entire  Town  spray. 

Timing  is  the  secret  of  aU  successful  spray  applications,  and  I  go 
along  wiith  the  thinking  of  the  I.P.C.  people  in  Boston: 

Wait  until  we  have  something  to  shoot  at. 

A  Town-wide  aerial  spray  (the  only  way  to  get  the  miles  of  Oak 
woods)  would  cost  too  much  in  taxes  and  the  possible  loss  of  bird  life 
and  sure  loss  of  "good"  bulg  life,  etc.,  for  the  few  Gyps  we  now  have. 

My  guess  is  5  to  15  years  before  we  have  such  a  build-up.  When 
and  if  that  occurs  we  will  probably  work  with  an  abutting  Town  with 
the  same  problem,  for  control, 

I  am  thinking  on  it.

As  with  the  Tree  Warden  account,  your  Local  Superintendent  received 
transfer  of  Part  Time  wages  Elm  money  to  Supplies,  and  hired  profes- 
sional tree  work  done  . 

In  December  of  1970,  the  Light  Co.  helped  us  top  out  9  elms.  The 
brush  and  wood  promptly  got  snow  covered  and  froze  in  and  we  didn't 
get  it  cleaned  up  until  February  and  March  of  '71,  when  I  used  my  l/12th 
to  do  so. 


On  January  1st  we  had  61  tagged  D.E.D.  trees  and  boles  standing. 


At  the  regular  March  Town  Meeting  you-ali  voted  me  almost  $7,000.00 
instead  of  $1,000.00,  and  Tierney  Tree  Service  of  Norton  contracted  for 
and  removed  the  61  trees  and  boles  at  a  cost  of  $2,200.00  finishing  the 
job  April  10th.  Average  cost  per  tree  $36.07. 


All  removed  material  went  to  the  Town  Dump. 


Pelrine  Tree  Co.  of  Weymouth  bid  $2,978.00,  with  an  optional  extra 
bid  of  $1,560.00  to  chip  all  material. 

In  June  the  State  Aid  Elm  Removal  crew  came  into  Town  and 
removed  7  dead  elms. 
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In  August  the  State  Aid  Elm  Sampling  crew  came  into  Town  and 
sampled  21  elms,  of  which  15  were  reported  Positive  by  the  Massachusetts 
State  Tree  Laboratories  at  Amherst. 

In  December  the  State  Removal  Crew  came  back  and  removed  7 
tagged  elms. 

Throughout  the  year  we  further  removed  17  trees,  and  with  the  help 
of  the  Light  Co.,  topped  out  2  trees  which  held  telephone  pole  guy  cables. 
We  will  remove  the  boles  when  they  remove  the  cables. 

We  also  removed  3  truck  loads  of  small  (2  - 10  inch)  D.E.D.  roadside 
elms. 

In  all  operations,  all  chips  from  elm  brush  went  into  the  Gertrude 
Cornish  Forest,  and  all  other  brush,  wood,  and  logs  went  into  the 
Town  Dump. 

We  amputated  limbs  from  11  elms,  and  promptly  lost  3  of  the  trees 
which  were  removed. 

As  of  December  31,  we  have  14  Amputees  standing,  but  I  think  one 
of  them  has  been  re-infected. 

Total  92  trees  removed  plus  many  small  trees. 

As  we  go  into  1972,  for  the  first  time  since  we  started  fighting  D.E.D. , 
we  have  no  tagged  diseased  trees  standing,  except  the  2  boles. 

I  am  encouraged. 

Your  Local  Superintendent  attended  3  State  Elm  meetings. 
Another  "First"  for  Norton: 

Since  I  started  using  the  word  some  years  ago,  I  notice  tliat  the 
State  feUows  and  other  tree  men  and  tree  wardens  now  describe  a  tree 
with,  all  branches  removed,  as  a  "Bole."

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Brush  chipper  borrowed  and  used  on  Doria  and  other  roadside  Tree 
and  Elm  work.  46.6  hours.  Chips  have  been  spread  on  the  Gertrude 
Cornish  Forest  access  roads. 

We  missed  hurricanes  Beth,  Heidi,  and  Ginger.  But  we  caught  2  or  3 
other  heavy  winds  which  caused  damage.  We  also  caught  Tropical  Storm 
Doria,  which  cost  us  $1,070.11  in  labor  (supplies).  Clean-up  of  the 
resultant  tree  damage  took  about  2  weeks. 

A  misunderstanding  arose  from  a  newspaper  note.  We  had  NO 
INTENTION  of  chipping  dirty  back  yard  brush,  rakings,  forsythia  bushes, 
and  stumps. 

Norton  received  about  $2,000.00  worth  of  tree  topping  and  Elm  ampu- 
tation (my  educated  guess)  from  the  Electric  Co.,  other  than  their  regular 
line  clearing.  13  K.v.  (13,000  volt)  electricity  is  being  extended  to  many 
streets  and  developments,  which  means  more  overhead  cutting  of  tree 
branches.  And  the  Gas  Co.  is  extending  pipe  to  many  streets,  which 
means  tree  root  damage.

Mssrs.  Joseph  Lopes  and  Gunnar  Anderson  resigned  from  this  Com- 
mittee. 

They  had  picked  up  the  ball  and  carried  it  for  good  yardage. 

A  desire  to  go  for  Touch-down  is  often  stymied  by  the  slowness  of 
the  Town  Game. 

Thank  you,  Joe  and  Gunnar. 

Joseph  Lopes,  Jr.  was  our  Recording  Secretary  for  2  years.  He  will 
soon  go  into  Service. 

For  your  conscientious  and  clear  reporting,  thank  you,  Joe  Jr. 

Stephen  Zumalt  and  Gerald  Bernier  have  been  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancies  on  the  Committee. 

A  reorganizational  meeting  was  held  December  20th  at  the  Town 
Tree  Bam.  Lawrence  Reinhard  was  elected  Chairman  for  1  year,  and 
Gerry  Bernier  to  the  job  of  Secretary.  The  Tree  Bam  was  decided  on 
as  a  quiet  place  for  monthly  meetings. 

Selectmen's  Executive  Secretary,  John  Healey,  attended  the  meeting 
and  brought  a  new  proposal: 

Use  of  the  Town  Forest  Field  opposite  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  to 
the  Recreational  Committee.

Before  the  gravel  was  applied,  your  Tree  Warden  put  a  ton  of 
fertilizer  over  the  roots  of  the  4  big  elms,  and  the  Highway  spread 
a  thick  layer  of  old  chips  over  all. 

It  was  determined  that  kids  on  bicycles  broke  into  the  building  at 
Timothy  Plain  Cemetery,  tore  shingles  off  the  G.  C.  Forest  bird  feeder, 
and  caused  considerable  nuisance. 

Lavirence  Reinhard  thought  it  might  have  been  Boy  Scouts,  and 
caused  quite  a  FLAP. 

Boy  and  Girl  Scouts  and  Junior  Grade  Same  enjoyed  camping  in 
the  G.  C.  Forest  again  this  year. 

The  Girls  installed  picnic  benches  in  their  area  and  chained  'em  to 
trees.  Which  is  a  good  idea.  Somebody  stole  the  rubbish  barrels. 

We  received  bird  and  rabbit  feed  from  the  Conservation  Committee 
and  it  was  all  used. 

A  Trail  Ride  Group  (horses)  camped  in  the  G.  C.  Forest  with 
permission. 

A  canoe  trip  up  the  Canoe  River  from  the  Lake  (7  canoes)  by  the 
Norton  Land  Preservation  Society  ended  with  a  cook-out  at  the  Forest. 

Mourning  Doves,  Purple  Loosestrife,  and  Opossum  are  on  the  strong 
increase  in  the  Norton  area. 

We  found  BILLIONS  of  Snow  Fleas  (spring-tails)  at  a  spot  in  the 
Gertrude  Conish  Forest,  November  6,  and  no  snow.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Directors 

The  Norton  Public  Library  durmg  the  past  year  was  able  to  solve 
its  most  pressing  problem— one  of  inadequate  space.  Early  last  year 
board  members  traveled  throughout  the  area,  observing  how  other 
libraries  had  solved  the  problem  of  insufficient  bookshelf  space.  With 
professional  help  from  Washburn,  Luther  Associates  and  Ross  G.  Davis, 
general  contractors,  we  were  able  to  add  420  square  feet  of  floor  space 
in  the  form  of  a  mezzanine. 

The  new  addition,  designed  to  blend  with  the  existing  decor,  will  give 
us  more  than  135  linear  feet  of  stack  space  and  will  allow  us  to  enlarge 
the  librarian's  office  and  workroom  and  also  the  reference  and  reading 
room  areas.  The  cabinet  makmg  department  of  the  Southeastern  Re- 
gional Vocational  High  School  will  build  the  forty  bookcases  to  be 
used  on  the  mezzanine.

The  board  is  happy  to  report  the  cost  of  construction  and  furnishing 
of  the  mezzanine  was  covered  by  the  Library  Building  Fund. 

Library  hours  have  been  increased  by  eleven  hours  weekly  to 
accommodate  the  fifth  and  sixth  graders  who  are  now  on  double  sessions 
and  for  the  convenience  of  our  patrons. 

Mrs.  I.  Roger  Stevens,  III,  has  been  added  to  the  staff  as  the  chil- 
dren's librarian.  Mr.  Walter  Cheyne  was  appointed  by  the  board  to  fill 
the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  David  Bishop,  who  resigned  during  the  sum.

The  board  would  like  to  thank  all  who  donated  books  to  the  library 
this  year  and  hopes  our  enlarged  facility  will  be  enjoyed  by  even  more 
people  in  the  community  this  year.

1971  was  a  frustrating  and  a  rewarding  year  for  the  Norton  Public 
Library;  frustrating  because  there  was  no  way  and  no  place  to  grow. 
Crowded  conditions  meant  inefficient  work  areas,  time  lost  searching  for 
out-of-place  books,  extreme  curtailment  of  book  growth,  and  continued 
lack  of  reading  areas.  The  Directors,  aware  that  the  situation  was 
drastic,  started  makmg  plans  and  in  October  construction  was  started 
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on  a  mezzanine.  After  ten  weeks  of  the  utmost  upheaval  the  mezzanine 
was  completed.  This  new  area  cannot  be  used  until  new  stacks  are 
installed  in  the  Spring  of  1972.  Then  work  areas  will  be  rearranged, 
there  will  be  a  wholesale  movement  of  books,  periodicals,  and  pamphlets, 
reading  areas  will  be  rearranged,  and  there  will  be  a  time  of  quiet 
rejoicing. 

Although  statistics  of  circulation  show  library  service  only  in  part, 
they  do  give  some  indication  of  the  increase  in  that  service.  1971  had 
a  7%  increase  in  adult  circulation,  16%  in  juvenile  circulation,  and  an 
overall  increase  of  11%.

The  non-book  collections  continue  to  grow  and  to  circulate.  149 
records  were  added  making  a  total  collection  of  538  with  a  circulation 
of  747.  Thirty-four  jigsaw  puzzles  were  added  to  make  a  total  of  99 
with  a  circulation  of  395.  1,386  books  were  added,  384  of  these  being  for 
the  Children's  Room.  There  were  234  gifts.  134  magazine  titles  were 
received,  49  of  which  were  gifts.  323  pamphlets  were  added  to  the 
Vertical  File. 

Have  you  any  books  beloniging  to  the  Norton  Public  Library? 

The  library  closed  only  four  days  during  the  alterations  and  opened 
for  a  total  of  285  days  of  regular  service.  To  give  all  children  on  double 
sessions  an  opportunity  to  use  the  library  resources,  the  Directors  voted 
to  open  the  library  from  9  to  12  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday  mlornings 
during  the  time  double  sessions  are  in  effect  in  the  Norton  schools. 
I  wish  I  could  report  that  the  children  take  advantage  of  these  additional 
hours. 

Story  Hours  for  pre-schoolers  are  popular  and  well  attended.  Mrs. 
Sheila  Stevens,  Children's  Librarian,  and  Mrs.  Sue  Mowry,  a  volunteer, 
conduct  story  hours  Friday  mornings.  During  July  and  August  story 
hours  for  two  age  groups  were  held  with  Miss  Lila  Farrar  in  charge. 
Audio  visual  aids  such  as  cassettes  and/or  a  projector  would  be  most 
welcome  assets  to  the  Children's  Room.  Class  visits  were  welcomed 
throughout  the  year.  Teachers  may  arrange  for  such  visits  with  Miss 
Eden, 
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Have  you  any  books  belonging  to  the  Norton  Public  Library? 

The  library  continues  to  take  advantage  of  the  services  offered  by 
the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Regional  Library  System.  Inter-Library  Loan, 
Bookmobile  and  Film  Services  were  the  three  used  in  1971.  The  Inter- 
-Library  Loan  Service  is  used  for  borrowing  for  individual  borrowers 
material  not  owned  by  the  local  library.  The  cost  of  this  service  is 
absorbed  by  the  Norton  Public  Library.  259  books  were  received  from 
the  Taunton,  New  Bedford,  Lowell,  and  Boston  Public  Libraries.  51  films 
were  received  from  Boston  Public  Library  and  more  will  be  received  in 
1972  from  advance  requests.  The  library  budget  does  not  allow  for  any 
of  the  expense  involved  with  films,  so  the  borrower  pays  the  return 
postage  on  any  such  films.  Any  organization  wishing  to  borrow  films 
must  have  a  registration  at  the  Boston  Public  Library  through  the  local 
library.  A  revised  catalog  of  available  films  is  at  the  Main  Desk. 

Books  borrowed  from  the  Bookmobile  are  very  popular  with  adults 
and  children.  625  adult  and  366  juvenile  books  were  borrowed.  .  . 
We  also  borrowed  55  records.  The  Norton  Public  Library  staff  takes 
advantage  of  the  seminars  and  workshops  offered  by  the  System  which 
are  planned  to  assist  librarians  in  giving  better  library  service. 

Many  people  continue  to  serve  the  library  with  gifts  of  records, 
puzzles,  magazines,  books,  money,  and  time.  Mrs.  Riga  Martin  and 
Mrs.  Annie  Johnson  have  another  year  of  thoughtful  service  to  their 
credit  and  to  the  benefit  of  the  library.  Mrs.  Sue  Mowry's  offer  to  plan 
and  conduct  story  hours  was  most  gratefully  accepted.  Miss  Betty 
Woodward  has  saved  us  much  in  time  and  money,  giving  hours  of  her 
time  to  deliver  Inter-Library  Loan  materials.  The  local  news  media 
both  in  Taunton  and  Attleboro  give  newspaper  and  radio  coverage  of 
library  events.  Mr.  Howard  Morse  and  the  First  Machinists  National 
Bank  again  gave  the  bookmarks  that  are  so  popular  with  library  users.

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WATER  COMMISSIONERS  REPORT  FOR  1971 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norton: 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  present  the  Forty-eighth  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1971. 

Due  to  the  population  growth  in  the  Town  of  Norton,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  restrict  automatic  sprinklers  this  summer. 

William  A.  Peach  was  reelected  for  a  3  year  term,  and  John  F.  Pino 
elected  for  a  2  year  term  at  the  Annual  Town  Election  in  March. 

The  Woodward  Street  project  was  not  completed  as  anticipated 
due  to  the  problem  with  the  Penn  Railroad  not  allowing  open  trenching 
under  tracks.  A  contract  wiU  be  proposed  for  1972  for  jacking  a  steel 
sleeve  under  the  tracks  to  meeit  railroad  requirements.  The  Lincoln 
Street  project  was  completed. 

A  parcel  of  land  consisting  of  29  acres  in  the  Winnecunnet  area  was 
acquired  by  the  Town  of  Norton  for  the  purpose  of  new  weU  sites.  This 
property  has  been  surveyed  and  bounded. 

There  were  two  emergency  breaks  during  the  year.  One  was  a  break 
on  East  Main  Street,  in  front  of  Wheaton  College,  and  the  other  was  on 
Plain  Street,  where  the  water  main  passes  undler  the  Canoe  River. 

The  Water  Department  has  installed  159  new  services  for  the  year 
1971.  Sixty- two  other  services  were  put  in  by  the  contractors,  9  of  them 
apartment  houses,  which  will  account  for  54  families. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  Supt.  Donald  Robinson  and  the  employees 
of  the  Water  Department  for  the  efficient  performance  of  their  duties.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  NORTON  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 

The  Norton  Housing  Authority  is  pleased  to  inform  the  residents  of 
Norton  that  in  1971  they  purchased  53.1  acres  of  property  for  $20,000.00 
near  the  center  of  town.  The  property  on  West  Main  Street  is  adjacent 
to  the  new  school  complex,  and  we  feel  that  it  will  make  an  excellent 
site  for  Norton's  first  project  of  Housing  for  the  Elderly. 

The  property  was  originally  slated  for  forty  (40)  units,  but  we  were 
fortunate  to  have  been  granted  permission  by  the  Commission  in  Boston 
to  expand  it  to  fifty  (50)  imits. 

The  project  will  consist  of  five  (5)  buildings  with  ten  (10)  units  pef 
building;  adjacent  to  a  large  community  building,  with  adequate  roads 
and  parking  facilities.  The  project  is  being  financed  with  State  funds; 
thus  not  affecting  the  tax  rate  in  the  town,  yet  it  will  provide  adequate 
housing  for  our  Senior  citizens. 

The  architectural  firm  of  John  D.  Latimer  and  Associates  have  been 
engaged  by  the  Au)thority  and  plans  at  this  time  are  well  under  way, 
and  we  expect  to  be  breaking  ground  in  early  spring. 

Some  of  the  delays  we  have  encountered  have  been  in  the  completion 
of  a  survey  and  topographical  map,  a  boring  test  and  working  out  the 
problem  with  Mass  Electric  in  relocating  the  power  lines  across  the 
Authority  property. 

Norton  Housing  Authority  meets  the  first  Monday  of  each  month.

Agent  in  charge  of  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  and  Benefits 
herewith  submits  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1971. 

Before  fully  going  into  my  report,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  makmg  the  Veterans'  Agent  position 
a  full  time  one  effective  April  5,  1971.  The  full  time  status  has  resulted 
in  the  Agent  giving  better  and  more  on  the  spot  service  than  when  the 
job  was  on  a  part  time  basis.  The  full  time  status  has  been  justified  as 
will  be  noted  in  statistical  breakdown.

The  heavy  influx  of  new  applicants  is  attributed  to  the  fact  that  the 
rate  of  unemployment  is  high,  long  term  illness  of  veteran  and  his 
dependents,  and  also,  due  to  the  increase  in  the  population  of  the  Town, 
Department  has  had  to  absorb  veterans  and  their  dependents  who  were 
receiving  assistance  from  the  Town  of  origin. 

The  total  cost  for  veterans'  benefits  for  1971  was  $57,500.00  and 
of  this  amount,  the  Town  is  reimbursed  50%  from  the  Commonwealth. 

Benefits  are  alloted  to  those  veterans  and  their  dependents  who  are 
found  to  be  eligible  for  such  assistance.  Each  applicant  is  thoroughly 
invstigated  by  your  Agent  and  approval  must  be  given  by  the  State 
Department  of  Veterans'  Benefits.  Increased  expenditures  have  been 
noted  in  the  areas  of  drugs,  doctors,  nursing  home  care,  hospital  charges, 
outpatient  treatment,  optometrist,  and  other  vendor  payments.  AU 
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persons  on  the  rolls  65  and  over,  are  enrolled  under  the  Medicare 
program,  and  the  Vets  Medex  program  which  has  proven  to  be  a  big 
saving  in  what  otherwise  would  be  large  doctor  and  hospital  bills.

The  Fire  Department  responded  to  over  1,100  calls  in  1971,  a  20% 
increase  over  last  year  The  total  fire  loss  in  1971  was  $38,083  paid 
by  Insurance  Company.  Ambulance  calls  increased  only  slightly  but 
on  the  overall  emergency  runs  increased  to  over  40%  necessitating  the 
use  of  both  permanent  men  at  headquarters. 
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Training  in  1971  became  tap  priority  and  in  conjunction  with  this 
Captain  Ronald  Benaski  of  the  Call  Force  and  Lieut.  Alan  Bliss  of  the 
permanent  men  became  the  Drill  Masters,  their  ability  was  proven  time 
and  time  again  over  the  year  with  many  drills  being  conducted  and  the 
fire  fighters  were  taught  many  fundamentals  of  firefighting. 

The  ambulance  and  Rescue  crews  received  additional  training  in 
their  field  and  attended  courses  offered  at  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  in 
Attleboro.  Both  permanent  and  Call  men  are  attending  classes  at  the 
local  community  colleges,  along  with  seminars  on  weekends. 

The  Town  purchased  a  65'  aerial  ladder  truck  last  year  of  $2,500. 
We  hope  this  will  serve  the  town  for  many  years.  We  also  hope  to 
replace  Engine  3  which  is  26  years  old  and  is  in  need  of  retirement.

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NORTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  —  Continued 

1972  plans  call  for  the  completion  of  Headquarters  (station)  with  an 
upstairs  addition,  complete  painting,  and  maintenance  of  the  other 
4  stations.  This  work  is  done  for  the  Town  by  the  permanent  and 
Call  men  of  the  Department. 

Fire  Prevention  is  our  primary  job  and  by  working  through  the 
schools  we  feel  that  we  are  getting  the  message  across  and  we  hope  to 
continue  this  program  to  even  greater  heights.  This  program  is  available 
to  any  civic  group  who  would  like  to  have  it. 

The  Department  is  still  faced  with  the  same  problem  that  faces  many 
communities  —  shortage  of  man  power.  With  calls  averaging  3  to  4 
a  day,  we  are  forced  to  take  a  fire  fighter  from  another  truck  to  handle 
the  ambulance.  We  hope  in  the  coming  years  to  try  an  additional  fire 
fighters  to  the  Day  force  and  use  our  call  men  for  night  duty. 

Fire  Department  Inspections  have  increased  during  1972  with  the 
rapid  growing  of  the  Town.  Due  to  this  increase  Inspections  will  continue 
to  rise.  This  year  all  manufacturing  plants  and  mercantile  buUdings  will 
be  inspected  along  with  all  public  buildings. 

The  Fire  Alarm  division  under  the  direction  of  Supt.  Charles  Thomae 
has  brought  about  the  biggest  change  in  the  Fire  Dept.  overall  Opera- 
tion. The  entire  alarm  system  is  now  manned  from  Headquarters  at 
Chartley.  The  alarms  are  transmitted  from  a  fire  alarm  box  at  Vs  second 
time.  The  time  that  a  box  comes  through  apparatus  is  on  the  way, 
within  30  seconds  after  transmission.  The  fire  alarm  console  and  its 
components  are  now  at  the  operators  finger  tip.  Radio  communications 
have  been  set  up  with  aU  surrounding  cities  and  towns  along  with  the 
Police  Department. 

Further  expansion  of  the  fire  alarm  system  is  planned  with  10  new 
fire  alarm  boxes  to  be  installed.  The  town  was  fortunate  in  obtaining 
John  White  as  assistant  superintendent  of  Fire  Alarms.  John  along  with 
Charles  Thomae  has  proven  a  great  asset  to  the  Norton  Fire  Department. 

I  would  like,  at  this  time,  to  thank  the  officers  and  men  of  the 
Norton  Fire  Department  for  an  excellent  job  done.  Also  I  wish  to  thank 
the  Attleboro,  Rehoboth,  Mansfield,  and  Easton  Fire  Departments  for 
their  assistance  during  the  year  and  also  the  Norton  Police  Department. 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  wishes  to  express  thanks  to  aU  Town 
Officials  for  their  help  and  cooperation. 

We,  the  Board  of  Engineers  consider  it  an  honor  to  have  had  the 
opportunity  to  serve  our  community  for  the  year  1971.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  duties  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  have  been  limited  this  year  to 
approximately  10  Forest  Fires,  only  two  of  these  were  of  serious  nature. 
This  is  due  both  to  the  July  1,  1971  ban  on  outdoor  fires  and  the  opening 
of  the  fire  tower  in  North  Attleborough  by  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Natural  Resources.  This  tower  is  most  effective  in  spotting  small  fires 
before  they  grow  into  fires  of  consequences. 

There  were  53  outdoor  burning  permits  issued  in  1972,  mainly  for 
agricultural  purposes. 

In  1971  we  had  5  Class  5  days  meaning  highly  explosive  conditions 
in  the  forest.  On  these  days  patrols  are  maintained  in  the  areas  of  the 
forest  regions  of  the  town,  and  all  personnel  and  the  proper  precautions 
are  taken. 

During  the  year  many  fire  lanes  were  checked  for  accessibility. 
I  would  like  to  urge  at  this  time  that  owners  of  large  tracts  of  land  open 
and  clear  all  access  roads  to  their  land  and  clear  any  access  to  water 
holes  on  these  lands,  because  many  fires  are  deep  in  the  woods  and  the 
equipment  has  to  he  hand  carried  to  these  spots  including  portable 
water  pumps.

Gentlemen: 

Project  applications,  reports,  monthly  radio  drills  and  NAWAS  tests 
sum  up  the  major  activity  this  past  year;  also,  assisted  other  depart- 
ments, as  needed.  We  are  still  waiting  for  an  answer  from  Federal  Civil 
Defense  on  the  matching  fund  project  covering  the  radio  equipment. 

Applications  are  underway  for  equipment  under  the  new  Federal 
Excess  Property  Program.  This  is  a  new  program  wherein,  certain 
categories  of  excess  property,  as  reported  by  General  Services  Adminis- 
tration, are  authorized  for  loan  to  Civil  Defense. 

The  Surplus  Property  Program  added  a  new  phase  with  'Project 
Turnaround'.  This  is  property  declared  surplus  in  Viet  Nam  and  returned 
to  New  Jersey  for  distribution  to  authorized  agencies.  These  programs 
are  a  welcome  sign  that  the  Federal  agencies  recognize  the  need  to 
assist  the  local  facilities. 

The  accent  in  the  United  States  CD  posture  is  now  toward  effective 
recovery  from  peace-time  and  natural  disasters.  In  Russia  and  China, 
especially,  CD  is  mandatory  and  the  Chinese  are  actively  building  public 
fallout  shelters.  Our  traming  is  voluntary  and  free  to  all  'students*.

Budget  Summary  —  1972 

Administrative  expense  increase  takes  into  account  the  rise  in  costs 
of  telephone,  supplies,  etc.  Items  3.2,  3.3,  and  3.4.a  were  previously 
limiped  as  one  item,  under  Equipment  &  Training.  BasicaUy,  this  account 
covers  surplus  equipment  costs,  any  training  incurred  or  available  funds 
in  event  of  emergency,  not  covered  by  other  department  budgets,  and 
only  peculiar  to  Civil  Defense. 

Item  3.4.b  will  be  matching  funds  project.  In  brief,  certain  levels  of 
readiness  have  been  established,  in  event  of  impending  disaster  and 
certain  key  personnel  are  required  to  react  to  these  in  various  degrees 
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emergency  preparedness.  This  can  readily  and  quickly  be  accomplished 
with  tone  activated  receivers.  The  receivers  are  pocket  size  and  battery 
operated.  The  units  will  be  issued  at  the  first  change  in  operational 
level.  Initially,  it  is  proposed  to  be  able  to  equip  the  Chairman  of  Select- 
men, their  secretary,  Highway  and  Water  Supt.,  and  Police  and  Fire 
Chiefs. 

The  activating  signal  will  be  transmitted  over  the  existing  CD  radio 
system  now  in  use. 

The  other  item  is  to  cover  planning  costs,  reimbursable,  if  anything 
further  is  done  toward  the  mimicipal  building.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  —  1971 

The  Norton  Conservation  Commission  has  had  a  busy  and  useful 
year.  A  dedicated  commission  has  met  regularly  and  has  worked  dili- 
gently to  accomplish  many  of  their  goals. 

Among  these  are  the  acquiring  of  the  water  rights  to  Chartley 
Pond,  thus  assuring  the  continued  level  of  water  at  this  site  which  is 
not  only  a  beauty  spot,  but  a  much  used  recreation  area  for  boatmg, 
fishing,  skating,  and  habitat  of  many  species  of  wild  life.  This  was 
accomplished  with  the  whole-hearted  support  of  the  residents  of  the  area 
and  the  whole  town. 

A  Water  Pollution  Survey  of  the  Wading  River  Basin  was  completed 
the  summer  of  1971  by  the  students  of  the  Norton  High  School  with  adult 
supervision.  The  commission  provided  materials  and  equipment  for  this 
task  which  was  highly  successful. 

The  entrance  to  the  No.  Worcester  Street  Site  has  been  planted  and 
beautified  to  make  the  approach  to  this  area  more  attractive.  More 
work  remains  to  be  done  along  this  line. 

Progress  has  been  made  for  the  further  development  of  a  little 
League  Ball  Field  at  Lions  Park  in  Barrowsville.  More  work  needs  to  be 
done  here.  This  site  was  also  kept  clean  and  mowed  and  some  shrubbery 
was  planted. 

Mr.  Charles  Fassett,  Commission  Member,  tendered  his  resignation 
due  to  moving  his  residence  out  of  Norton.  We  regret  the  loss  of  this 
talented  member. 

The  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  Mary  Dahl,  whom 
we  welcome.  Presently  our  commission  has  a  full  complement  of  seven 
members. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  a  busy  and  fruitful  year  in  1972.  With  the 
continued  support  of  the  citizens  of  Norton,  we  can  envision  completion 
of  many  projects  for  the  coming  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
STUDY  COMMITTEE  ON  SOLID  WASTE  DISPOSAL 

The  Committee  researched  and  studied  all  types  of  waste  disposal 
and  investigated  many  institutional  and  financial  arrangements-  The 
following  conclusion  was  reached  with  respect  to  Method  of  Disposal. 

The  Town  of  Norton  should  appropriate  sufficient  funds  to  properly 
maintain  the  disposal  area  so  as  to  meet  the  State  standards  for  sanitary 
landfill  operations.  With  the  planned  acquisition  of  additional  land  at 
the  present  site,  land  requirements  should  be  met  for  at  least  five  and 
probably  ten  years.  Independent  engineers  from  SRPEDD  viewed  the 
site  in  the  Fall  of  1971  and  estimated  a  ten  year  life  if  properly  main- 
tained. The  Town  should  carefully  follow  and  participate  in  studies 
being  conducted  by  the  State  and  SRPEDD,  which  will  recommend 
regional  solutions  to  waste  problems  for  the  future.  Based  on  the  neces- 
sity to  keep  up  with  changes  in  this  field  and  the  need  to  inform  the 
citizenry  of  state  and  local  requirements,  the  Committee  recommends 
that  the  Town  vote  to  make  the  Committee  a  permanent  town  commit- 
tee of  five  members  appointed  by  the  Selectmen. 

The  Committee  reviewed  bids  let  by  the  Selectmen  on  Garbage 
Collection,  Rubbish  Collection,  and  Disposal  Area  Maintenance  and 
make  the  recommendation  that  $74,840.00  be  appropriated  for  combined 
garbage  and  rubbish  collection  and  disposal  area  maintenance.  There 
are  more  than  3000  homes  in  Norton  and  each  home  would  have  pickup 
of  garbage  and  rubbish  once  a  week.  The  cost  for  collection  would  be 
$40,040.00  for  the  year,  April  1,  1972  to  April  1,  1973,  or  26  cents  per 
household  per  week.  Disposal  area  maintenance  will  cost  $34,800.00  or  22 
cents  per  household  per  week.  The  total  cost  per  household  per  week 
will  be  48  cents  under  this  plan- 

The  Committee  would  like  to  thank  the  J.C.'s  for  assisting  in  dis- 
tributing disposal  area  stickers  and  the  Boy  Scouts  and  Girl  Scouts  for 
helping  to  clean  debris  in  the  vicinity  of  the  disposal  area.  The  Commit- 
tee also  has  discussed  recycling  of  wastes  and  some  of  its  members 
are  working  with  the  League  of  Women  Voters  to  establish  a  collection 
center  for  voluntary  recycling  of  paper,  glass  and  other  materials.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 

This  year  the  Board  of  Selectmen  has  been  particularly  concerned 
with  working  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  on  environmental  issues. 
Through  public  and  private  meetings  with  state  officials  we  have  vigor- 
ously opposed  dissection  of  the  Town  through  building  of  Routes  895, 
123,  and  the  extension  of  140  through  the  Great  Woods.  We  have  held 
Hatch  Act  hearings  on  land  bordering  on  the  Wading  and  Canoe  Rivers. 
We  have  protested  possible  flooding  in  Norton  from  industrial  develop- 
ment in  Mansfield.  We  successfully  urged  the  Town  to  acquire  the 
water  rights  to  Chartley  Pond.  Mr.  Healey,  our  executive  secretary,  has 
organized  an  active  committee  to  combat  pollution  and  excessive  lower- 
ing of  the  Reservoir.  We  brought  to  Town  Meeting  an  article  to  prevent 
gravel  from  being  taken  out  of  town  and  have  tightened  restrictions  on 
gravel  pit  operations.  We  have  strengthened  Board  of  Health  regulations 
on  new  building,  and  Mr.  Healey  has  worked  closely  with  the  Planning 
Board  to  institute  more  strict  subdvision  requirements.  On  the  request 
of  interested  townspeople  we  appointed  a  Citizens  Zoning  Committee  to 
draw  up  and  present  to  the  Town  a  much-needed  zoning  and  land  use 
by-law.  We  have  encouraged  the  Conservation  Commission  in  its  efforts 
to  obtain  land  from  the  Miles  Standish  area  for  conservation  and 
cemetery  purposes. 

In  other  areas,  during  the  year  the  Board  appointed  a  Recreation 
Committee,  which  will  bring  in  proposals  for  a  balanced  recreation  pro- 
gram for  the  whole  town.  A  Committee  on  the  Aging  has  been  established 
under  the  effective  chairmanship  of  Richard  Chare tte  which  is  suggest- 
ing and  coordinating  measures  to  benefit  the  town's  older  citizens.  We 
have  continued  to  explore  methods  toward  establishing  a  Department  of 
Public  Works.  Under  Mr.  Healey's  capable  direction,  administration  and 
record-keeping  in  the  Selectmen's  office  have  been  improved.  Fees  for 
permits  and  licenses  have  been  raised  with  the  result  that  last  year  more 
than  $17,000  was  paid  in  to  the  Town.  The  program  for  installing  better 
street  lighting  has  been  accelerated;  with  the  center  of  the  Town  now 
well  lighted,  we  plan  to  take  active  measures  to  improve  lighting  else- 
where. Despite  setbacks  in  the  courts,  some  progress  has  been  made  in 
enforcing  the  by-law  against  junk  cars.  Further  advances  have  been 
made  on  the  road  program,  especially  in  the  Grove  area.  At  the  request 
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of  a  large  number  of  Norton  residents,  the  Board  requested  a  hearing 
on  a  waiver  from  the  state  no-burning  regulations;  the  waiver  was 
denied.  The  Board  has,  however,  improved  the  appearance  and  efficiency 
cf  the  Disposal  Area.  It  appointed  a  Disposal  Area  Committee  which  is 
actively  working  on  important  recommendations.  The  Board  itself  plans 
to  bring  in  to  Town  Meeting  specific  proposals  for  Town  trash  pick-up 
and  disposal  area  maintenance. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  for  the  effective  work 
of  those  Town  employees  under  its  immediate  supervision.  As  the  Town's 
first  full-time  Veterans'  Agent  Richard  Charette  has  done  a  splendid  job 
of  helping  with  veterans'  problems.  Carl  Jacobs  has  been  first-rate  as 
acting  head  of  the  Highway  Department.  Mrs.  Richmond  has  quietly 
and  efficiently  done  her  work  as  Town  Accountant;  she  has  saved  us  all 
from  making  mistakes.  Milton  Perry  and  David  Rich  have  performed 
effectively  as  our  inspection  department;  they  have  brought  far  more 
money  into  the  Town  in  fees  than  has  been  paid  them  in  salaries.  Mrs. 
Strickland  has  been  an  efficient  secretary.  We  are  particularly  pleased, 
however,  that  we  were  able  to  secure  as  our  Executive  Secretary  an 
exceptionally  well  qualified,  dedicated,  and  able  person.  In  the  brief 
time  he  has  been  here  Jack  Healey  has  made  his  influence  for  good 
felt  in  almost  every  department  of  town  government.  With  inexhaustible 
energy  and  enthusiasm  he  has  worked  to  improve  planning  and  adminis- 
tration in  regard  to  land-use  planning,  inspections,  recreation,  conserva- 
tion, budgets,  police,  and  Board  of  Health  affairs.  It  is  largely  through 
his  efforts,  for  instance,  that  the  Town,  at  no  cost  to  itself,  has  secured 
federal  Emergency  Employment  Act  employees  for  the  Selectmen's 
Office,  inspection  department.  Police  Department  (dispatcher-clerk), 
and  Highway  Department.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  NORTON 

Again  this  has  been  an  extremely  busy  year  for  the  School  Committee. 
The  Committee  has  held  eighteen  regular  meetings,  plus  one  special  and 
numerous  negotiating  sessions.  Under  the  present  school  organization  we 
negotiate  six  different  contracts. 

This  upcoming  school  year  is  one  of  tremendous  change  and  im- 
portance to  the  citizens  and  students  of  Norton.  The  School  Committee 
has  been  busy  over  the  past  year  preparing  for  these  changes.  As  you  will 
note  in  the  report  of  the  different  departments,  we  will  be  instituting 
kindergarten  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School,  initiating  a  Middle  School,  and 
opening  a  new  high  school. 

We  are  very  appreciative  of  the  work  the  School  Building  Committee 
has  done,  and  are  very  thankful  to  them  for  the  numerous  hours  of  time 
spent  on  the  new  high  school. 

Not  only  has  there  been  a  great  deal  of  time  spent  in  school  planning 
for  next  year,  but  the  financial  implications  of  an  eighteen-month  budget 
has  required  serious  deliberation  and  consideration. 

This  year  Mr.  Paul  G.  Rich  was  elected  by  the  town  to  serve  on  the 
School  Committee.  Mr.  Kenneth  Grew  resigned  from  the  Committee  to 
assume  a  position  out-of-town,  and  Mrs.  Carole  Gallagher  was  appointed 
at  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  School  Committee, 
to  fill  this  vacancy. 

As  we  look  ahead  we  would  also  like  to  make  note  of  the  outstanding 
work  the  staff  members  have  done  in  preparing  and  updating  their 
curriculum. 

The  work  of  the  School  Committee  is  increasing  daily  with  added  en- 
rollments, additional  buildings,  and  expanded  curriculum.  Education  is 
vital  to  us  all.  The  School  Committee  recognizes  the  seriousness  of  their 
responsibility,  and  will  strive  to  continue  to  maintain  quality  education. 
We  appreciate  the  support  of  both  the  citizens  and  the  staff  of  Norton,  and 
feel  you  will  be  impressed  as  you  read  through  the  following  activities 
of  the  school  department.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
TO  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMTTTEE 

This  is  the  78th  Annual  School  Report,  and  could  not  be  possible  with- 
out major  contributions  from  the  Director  of  Elementary  Education, 
school  principals,  supervisors,  department  chairmen,  and  many  other 
administrative  personnel.  The  following  is  also  my  third  report  as  Super- 
intendent of  Schools. 

The  next  fiscal  year  throughout  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
will  last  for  18  months.  It  will  span  from  January  1,  1973  to  June  30,  1974. 
The  purpose  of  this  change  is  to  place  local  and  state  budgets  in  align- 
ment with  the  federal  fiscal  year.  After  the  transition,  each  subsequent 
budget  wiU  commence  on  July  1st  and  end  on  June  30th.  The  change  will 
consolidate  the  entire  school  year.  The  change  process  has  been  desig- 
nated as  a  transitional  year. 

Locally,  in  addition  to  this  planning  and  adjustment,  the  School  De- 
partment is  internally  undergoing  its  own  transitional  period.  It  cooild  be 
easily  designated  as  a  landmark  year.  The  reasons  for  this  are  essential 
reorganizational  changes  at  every  level.  I  would  therefore  say  that  the 
upcoming  year  is  transitional,  not  only  in  its  fiscal  applications,  but  it  is 
transition  in  the  organization  of  the  entire  school  system. 

On  the  primary  level  the  implementation  of  the  State  Mandate  on 
Kindergartens  will  go  into  effect  in  September  of  1973.  We  wiU  be  adding 
an  additional  227  students,  and  they  will  be  housed  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse 
School.  The  organizational  pattern  for  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  will  be 
kindergarten  through  Grade  3.  We  are  planning  for  10  sections  of  Kinder- 
garten, 5  in  the  morning  and  5  in  the  afternoon. 

At  the  present  high  school  complex  there  will  be  a  conversion  to  a 
middle  school.  This  is  extremely  important  and  beneficial  to  our  students, 
especially  at  grade  levels  7  and  8.  Next  year  we  will  be  able  to  provide 
these  students  with  a  more  improved  junior  high  school  curriculum. 
Limitations  have  in  the  past  been  placed  on  these  students  by  the  sharing 
of  laboratories,  shop,  art,  music,  physical  education,  library,  and  home 
economics  spaces  with  the  high  school.  With  the  removal  of  grades  9 
through  12  from  this  building  we  will  have  greater  utilization  by  the 
students  remaining. 

The  new  high  school  will  open  in  September  of  1973.  This  requires  a 
vast  amoimt  of  planning  and  coordination  to  provide  for  a  smooth  transi- 
tion which  win  make  the  school  year  a  far  more  productive  one.  Great 
emphasis  is  being  placed  now  on  staff  requirements,  and  the  equipping 
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of  these  facilities,  not  only  with  the  changes  in  organization  of  the  three 
buildings,  but  we  will  also  end  the  rental  of  St.  Mary's  Parish  Center.  We 
are  very  grateful  to  Father  Couza  for  the  cooperation  and  service  he  has 
provided  to  us,  and  we  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to  him. 
We  wiU  also  be  ending  double  sessions.  This  is  the  second  year  of  double 
sessions,  which  have  existed  for  grades  5  and  6  last  year,  and  grades  4 
and  5  this  year. 

In  an  overall  summary,  next  year  we  will  be  housing  the  entire 
student  body  of  Norton,  which  will  be  approximately  2500  students,  in 
our  own  buildings.  We  will  be  providing  for  kindergarten,  instituting  a 
new  middle  school,  and  initiating  a  new  free-standing  four-year  high 
school. 

I  would  like  to  personally  commend  the  teaching  staff  here  in  Norton, 
who  have  provided  an  exceptional  education,  creative  ideas,  and  a  pro- 
fessional attitude  toward  the  system.  The  School  Committee  has  provided 
to  the  staff  released  time  which  has  been  extremely  beneficial  and  en- 
abled us  to  carry  cut  this  planning.  I  can  truly  say,  after  visiting  many 
school  systems,  that  our  staff  is  second  to  none,  and  their  accomplish- 
ments are  extremely  noteworthy.  I  believe  this  will  be  evident  to  you  as 
you  read  through  this  report. 

Random  notes  which  might  help  you  understand  the  complexities  of 
schools  today  would  be  the  fact  that  the  School  Committee,  during  the 
past  year,  have  negotiated  six  contracts  with  the  various  staff  members 
in  the  system.  The  non-certified  personnel  have  individual  contracts  for 
secretaries,  custodians,  cafeteria,  and  administrative  personnel.  There 
are  two  contracts  for  the  teaching  staff,  one  for  teachers  and  the  other 
for  administrators. 

We  were  successful  in  writing  the  Highway  Safety  Project  which  is 
100  per  cent  reimbursable.  We  now  have  set  up  in  Room  120  of  the  high 
school,  a  multi-media  lab,  which  is  primarily  designed  for  Driver  Edu- 
cation, but  which  also  can  be  a  valuable  teaching  aid  in  any  other 
discipline. 

Last  summer  we  had  numerous  summer  curriculum  studies  con- 
ducted by  our  staff.  On  the  high  school  level  the  English,  Mathematics 
and  Science  Departments  worked  on  curriculum,  and  in  addition  to  this, 
the  Mathematics  Department  offered  a  course  in  Computer  Math  at  night 
to  the  student  body.  Last  year  the  Science  Department  conducted  a 
course  in  Environmental  Science. 

On  the  elementary  level  a  federal  project  was  written  under  Title  I 
which  provided  our  students  with  a  pre-school  and  first  grade  remedial 
reading  course,  which  has  been  extremely  successful. 
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During  the  school  year  the  entire  staff  worked  on  a  document  de- 
signed by  the  State  Department  of  Education  on  Educational  Goals.  This 
also  involved  a  parents'  committee.  Whatever  the  final  disposition  of  this 
by  the  State  Department  of  Education  will  be,  it  provided  a  stimulating 
and  challenging  experience  for  the  staff,  and  gave  the  opportunity  to 
assess  the  entire  system. 

Our  Athletic  League  has  been  changed  from  the  Tri-Valley  League 
to  the  Southeastern  League.  This  will  be  explained  in  more  detail  under 
the  Athletic  Department's  heading. 

The  School  Committee  assessed,  and  then  gave  approval  to  the  New 
Testament  Baptist  Church  to  open  an  elementary  school  in  Norton. 

A  program  for  the  elderly  to  participate  in  a  lunch  program  has 
originated,  whereby  lunches  are  provided  for  the  elderly  under  the  joint 
cooperation  of  the  Council  for  the  Elderly  and  the  School  Department. 
Currently  they  are  eating  lunch  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School.  We  are  also 
participating  again  in  what  is  referred  to  as  the  Free  and  Reduced  Lunch 
Program  for  the  student  body. 

We  are  currently  involved  in  Project  HEED,  which  is  a  diagnostic 
center,  located  in  Norton,  and  used  for  the  identification  and  remediation 
of  children  with  learning  disabilities.  This  program  is  in  its  second  year 
of  operation,  and  has  been  expanded  to  cover  grades  1  through  6.  Next 
year  we  have  been  selected  to  participate  in  a  federal  models  program, 
and  in  a  two-year  program  this  will  be  extended  from  grades  Kindergarten 
through  Grades  12. 

The  School  Committee  gave  its  approval  to  a  Norton  Club  Hockey 
team. 

A  Student  Advisory  Council  to  the  School  Committee  has  been  created 
and  they  meet  every  other  month  with  the  School  Committee.  This  pro- 
vides a  valuable  link  between  the  student  body  and  the  School  Committee. 

In  terms  of  personnel  I  would  like  to  point  out  that  Mr.  Henri  Yelle, 
Principal  of  Norton  High  School,  has  resigned  effective  in  June  of  1973. 
Mr.  Yelle  has  been  involved  in  education  in  Norton  for  the  past  38  years. 
We  are  indebted  to  him  for  his  valuable  service  to  the  children  of  this 
community.  He  is  an  extremely  able,  conscientious  man;  one  who  will  be 
missed  by  the  entire  staff.  We  wish  him  happiness  and  enjoyment  in  his 
retirement. 

Mr.  Joseph  Solmonese,  previously  Assistant  Principal  in  the  High 
School,  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  High  School  Principal,  effective 
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in  September.  Currently  Mr.  Solmonese  is  working  on  tlie  various  projects 
required  to  open  a  new  high  school. 

In  terms  of  the  School  Committee  Mr.  Kenneth  Grew  left  our  com- 
munity to  assume  the  position  of  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools  in 
the  Cohasset  Public  Schools.  His  position  as  member  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  Carole  Gallagher.  In  the 
annual  March  election  Mr.  Paul  G.  Rich  was  elected  to  the  School 
Committee. 

The  following  report  will  be  broken  down  into  the  various  schools, 
and  I  will  try  to  label  the  various  reports.  I  think  it  is  an  extremely  im- 
pressive record;  one  which  is  providing  your  children  with  a  valuable 
education. 

Mr.  Yelle,  High  School  —  First  and  foremost  is  the  letter  received 
from  the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools, 
granting  us  a  three-year  accreditation,  and  stating  that  Norton  High 
Schools  will  need  to  prepare  for  the  required  10-year  evaluation  sometime 
in  1975. 

For  the  first  time  in  several  years  formal  mid-year  and  final  ex- 
aminations were  given  in  the  high  school,  grades  7  through  12.  From  all 
reports  I  wish  to  state  that  they  were  successful  and  were  educationally 
rewarding. 

During  the  summer  of  1972  we  were  able  to  have  a  very  successful 
English  curriculum  study,  Science  curriculum  study,  computer  mathe- 
matics course  given  at  night  and  also  an  Ecology  course  given  by  the 
Science  Department.  It  involved  a  number  of  students. 

There  have  been  several  very  interesting  educational  projects  take 
place : 

a.  A  film  course  in  which  the  Great  Gatsby  was  studied  and  filmed 
in  Newport. 

b.  Interdepartmental  trip  to  Cape  Cod  following  in  the  steps  of 
Thoreau  was  held  on  one  weekend  early  in  October.  The  Science  Depart- 
ment, the  English  Department,  and  Social  Science  Department  followed 
in  Thoreau's  footsteps  along  Cape  Cod.  A  valuable  experience  was  en- 
joyed by  faculty  members  and  students. 

c.  Another  interesting  and  very  valuable  educational  experience  was 
enjoyed  by  .students  m  the  English  Department  who  had  studied  Moby 
Dick  followed  by  a  trip  to  Mystic  Seaport  in  Connecticut. 
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d.  The  Class  of  1972  in  May  produced  an  original  and  entertaining 
evening  called  "The  Roaring  Twenties."  It  was  a  most  successful  evening 
portraying  many  scenes  from  the  twenties  both  on  a  national  and  local 
level. 

Mr.  Salmonese,  High  Scho>ol  —  In  order  to  adequately  prepare  for  the 
opening  of  the  new  high  school,  a  great  deal  of  planning  must  be  initiated 
immediately.  Needless  to  say,  the  amount  of  work  necessary  between  now 
and  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  approaches  the  magnitude  of  a 
full-time  position. 

On  October  16,  1972,  Mr.  Joseph  Solmonese  was  appointed  to  the  posi- 
tion of  Principal  of  Norton  Senior  High  School.  Effective  immediately, 
Mr.  Solmonese  began  developing  cost  estimates  for  the  school  furniture 
and  equipment,  writing  specifications  for  the  furniture  and  meeting  with 
the  respective  department  chairmen  to  make  sure  their  ideas  are  in- 
corporated in  the  selection  of  the  school  furniture. 

He  also  serves  on  the  School  Building  Committee.  In  addition  to  work- 
ing on  the  school  furniture  and  equipment,  Mr.  Solmonese  wiU  be  sched- 
uling classes  for  the  new  high  school.  With  the  new  facilities,  many  new 
courses  are  available  to  the  students  of  Norton.  These  courses  include 
Graphic  Arts,  Power  Mechanics,  a  Chef's  course.  Tailoring,  Reading 
courses,  a  full  physical  education  program,  and  more  remedial  and  ad- 
vanced subjects. 

Other  duties  that  Mr,  Solmonese  will  be  performing  are:  assisting  in 
the  development  of  the  operational  budget,  staffing  of  the  new  high 
school,  and  the  development  of  the  day-to-day  practical  tasks  related  to 
running  the  school. 

GUIDANCE  —  In  keeping  with  its  philosophy  to  provide  personal, 
educational  and  vocational  guidance  services  within  the  schools,  the 
Guidance  Department  has  carried  out  a  wide  variety  of  activities  during 
this  year. 

There  were  one  hundred  students  in  the  Class  of  1972  of  whom  98 
graduated  June  8,  1972.  Forty-five  elected  further  education  beycnd  high 
school  and  were  accepted  by  institutions  of  higher  education.  Of  this  total 
25  or  25  per  cent  are  attending  four-year  colleges  and  20  or  20  per  cent 
are  in  attendance  at  institutions  requiring  from  one  to  three  years  of 
study  to  obtain  their  desired  vocational  goals.  The  remaining  fifty-five 
students,  or  55  per  cent  of  the  Class,  chose  to  enter  the  labor  force  or  the 
armed  .services.  Two  semi-finalists  in  the  National  Merit  Scholarship 
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Program  were  among  the  college-boimd  students,  as  well  as  two  students 
who  were  accepted  under  the  early  decision  plan  by  the  colleges  of  their 
choice. 

Opportunity  and  encouragement  has  been  provided  for  the  students 
to  meet  with  representatives  from  a  large  number  of  universities  and  col- 
leges, including  both  four-year  and  two-year  programs  of  study,  business 
schools,  technical  institutes,  nursing  schools  and  the  armed  services. 
These  representatives  provide  both  counselors  and  students  with  con- 
siderable information  concerning  careers  and  vocations,  and  the  neces- 
sary training  to  prepare  for  them.  Counselors  bring  to  the  attention  of  the 
students  the  information  gleaned  from  the  conferences  they  attend  and 
the  visitations  made  to  colleges,  schools  and  industries.  Counselors  are 
engaged  in  an  ever  increasing  amount  of  vocational  counseling  in  order 
to  assist  more  effectively  the  total  student  population  in  their  post- 
secondary  placement  in  job  or  training  programs.  An  assembly  program 
was  conducted  to  inform  eighth  grade  students  of  the  educational  op- 
portunities available  at  the  Southeastern  Regional  Vocational  Technical 
High  School.  A  tour  of  the  Regional  School  facilities  was  later  conducted 
for  those  Norton  students  planning  to  apply  for  ninth  grade  admission. 
Students  planning  to  enter  other  independent  secondary  schools  are  as- 
sisted in  their  selection  as  well  as  the  admissions  procedures.  Thorough 
college  counseling  is  provided  for  those  planning  on  higher  education. 

The  collection  of  literature  in  the  guidance  office  is  constantly  being 
up-dated  and  additions  of  interesting  new  publications  are  made  through- 
out the  year.  The  filmstrip  collection  has  been  greatly  enlarged  this  year 
and  includes  an  additional  number  housed  with  the  audio-visual  materials 
in  the  Library.  An  Occupational  View  Deck  and  a  cassette  player  have 
been  added  to  the  Guidance  Department  equipment  and  are  being  used 
to  enhance  the  student's  exploration  of  vocational  and  career  interests. 
Counselors  administer  the  Kuder  and  Strong  Interest  Inventories  to  in- 
dividual students  which  helps  them  to  personalize  these  vocational  op- 
portimities.  Continuing  assistance  is  given  to  the  reading  and  social 
studies  classes  in  the  development  of  career  booklets  through  the  use 
of  the  vocational  resource  materials  in  our  collection.  One  student  com- 
pleted the  mental  health  careers  course  sponsored  by  the  Foxboro  State 
Hospital  and  three  students  are  enrolled  for  the  current  school  year.  This 
has  proven  to  be  a  valuable  experience  for  our  students  and  for  the  hospi- 
tal as  weU  in  terms  of  their  contributions  to  the  program. 

Through  the  Work-Study  Program,  forty-two  students  are  enabled  to 
complete  their  high  school  course  of  study  and  to  be  gainfully  employed 
at  the  same  time.  Their  classes  are  scheduled  in  the  morning  and  they 
are  able  to  report  to  their  jobs  in  the  early  afternoon,  receiving  full  school 
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course  credit  for  their  work  experience.  This  program  is  an  effective  in- 
strument to  keep  students  in  school  until  they  receive  their  high  school 
diploma,  and  at  the  same  time  gain  valuable  work  experience  which  often 
becomes  full-time  employment  witli  the  same  company  after  graduation. 
A  Title  III  Project  "Occupational  Planning  Program"  was  written  by  the 
counselor  in  charge  of  Wcrk-Study.  The  goal  of  the  project  is  to  acquaint 
the  students  with  vocational-occupational  opportunities  in  five  different 
areas  and  to  develop  skill  in  these  occupational  programs  through  study 
and  practical  experience. 

Counseling  for  the  sixth  grade  students  is  conducted  both  on  the  in- 
dividual level  as  the  need  arises,  and  in  group  guidance  sessions.  An 
orientation  program  was  conducted  in  early  June  to  introduce  the  sixth 
graders  to  the  Junior  High  School  and  to  familiarize  them  somewhat  with 
what  they  could  expect  in  the  fall  as  they  accomplished  this  next  step  in 
the  educational  process.  Plans  are  being  made  to  expand  this  orientation 
program  at  the  end  of  the  current  year  to  include  students  who  will  be  in 
the  Middle  School  next  fall.  There  will  also  be  an  orientation  planned  for 
students  going  into  the  new  high  school  next  September. 

The  Guidance  services  have  been  made  available  to  adults  in  the  com- 
munity who  are  seeking  educational  or  vocational  information  and  as- 
sistance as  they  formulate  their  plans  for  further  study.  We  welcome  the 
opportunity  to  offer  the  resources  of  the  department  to  the  community. 

Follow-up  studies  were  conducted  for  the  one-year,  the  two-year  and 
the  five-year  graduates,  yielding  considerable  interesting  and  valuable  in- 
formation. Guidlines  based  on  this  information  were  distributed  to  all  de- 
partment chairmen  to  be  used  in  their  work  on  curriculum  development. 

A  Guidance  Department  newsletter  was  established  for  circulation 
among  school  personnel.  This  was  distributed  approximately  every  other 
month  and  summarized  the  special  news  of  students  as  well  as  the  ac- 
tivities conducted  by  the  department. 

Future  plans  call  for  the  extension  of  the  Guidance  Services  from 
their  present  coverage  of  grades  6-12  to  include  the  entire  school  system, 

Kindergarten  through  Grade  12.  Strong  evidence  exists  for  the  need  of 
counseling  services  at  the  elementary  level  in  order  to  better  serve  the 
children  in  the  schools.  Much  of  the  work  of  tjie  Department  during  re- 
leased time  was  devoted  to  plans  for  this  expansion.  It  is  our  earnest  hope 
that  the  availability  of  guidance  and  counseling  throughout  the  child's 
school  experience  wiU  assist  him  to  fulfiU  his  real  potential. 
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LIBRARY  —  This  year  the  library  staff  has  been  busy  reorganizing 
its  collection  in  preparation  for  the  new  high  school  library.  Approxi- 
mately half  the  collection  will  remain  in  the  new  Middle  School  library, 
while  those  titles  that  support  high  school  curriculum  wiU  be  transferred. 
It  is  anticipated  that  a  continuing  selection  policy  wiU  bring  both  Middle 
School  and  High  School  libraries  up  to  standards. 

In  its  first  attempt  to  centralize  audio-visual  materials  (soft-ware)  in 
the  media  center  the  Social  Studies  Department  has  cooperated  by  de- 
positing aU  its  curriculum-related  A.V.  materials  in  the  media  center 
where  it  is  in  the  process  of  being  catalogued.  This  centralization  allows 
for  easier  access' by  the  Social  Studies  Department  and  aU  other  depart- 
ments who  may  find  subject  related  materials.  The  Science  Department 
has  also  cooperated  in  this  endeavor  by  placing  a  series  of  audio  text  kits 
in  the  library.  Students  can  come  in  on  their  own  or  by  assignment  and 
with  the  aid  of  cassettes,  filmstrip  viewers  and  record  players,  broaden 
their  horizons  in  both  these  disciplines.  It  is  hoped  that  the  advent  of  a 
new  media  center  will  bring  more  centralized  materials  for  use  by  all 
departments. 

Norton  High  School  Library  was  fortunate  to  be  awarded  an  ESEA 
Title  II  grant  during  the  1972  school  year.  Miss  Grace  Kiernan  and  Mrs. 
Dolores  Robbins  of  the  English  Department  submitted  a  mini  project  on 
the  "Reassessment  of  the  American  Indian"  and  our  library  benefited  by 
receiving  $2500.  This  money  was  spent  on  audio-visual  materials  and 
books.  The  librarian  assisted  in  the  ordering,  processing  and  cataloguing 
of  the  materials. 

ENGLISH  ~  During  the  past  year,  the  English  Department  has  spent 
extensive  time  on  rewriting  the  English  curriculum,  grades  seven  through 
twelve.  On  the  junior  and  senior  levels,  there  are  now  twenty-seven 
courses  in  operation,  and  the  curriculum  is  presented  to  each  student,  as 
a  packet.  The  student  knows  exactly  what  is  expected  of  him,  and  knows 
what  the  course  will  constitute  regarding:  course  goals,  behavioral  ob- 
jectives, activities,  subject-matter  content,  and  supplementary  materials. 

Grades  seven  and  eight  curriculums  have  the  format  of  "mini"  course 
units,  with  the  same  procedure  mentioned  above.  Many  new  texts  have 
been  introijluced  to  the  class  .  .  .  texts  which  become  more  relevant  as 
well  as  more  practical,  particularly  to  the  underachiever. 

On  the  sophomore  level,  course  requirements  have  been  established 
for  all  students.  Classes  are  taught  on  a  rotational  basis.  All  students  must 
have  taken  a  four-week  study  in  the  research  paper,  a  review  of  gram- 
mar, a  study  of  poetry,  a  review  of  the  novel,  public  speaking,  and  how  to 
write  an  essay.  Vocabulary  units  are  now  being  developed  from  the 
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various  texts  which  the  student  reads.  Within  a  year,  there  will  be  a 
vocabulary  booklet  published  adhering  to  our  own  specific  needs,  and,  in 
turn,  will  be  adopted  as  a  classroom  text. 

Through  Project  SPOKE  and  NDEA  Title  grants,  the  English  De- 
partment is  able  to  use  a  variety  of  audio-visual  approaches  to  learning. 
Filmstrips,  transparencies,  cassettes,  as  well  as  equipment,  including 
super-8  cameras,  and  35mm  cameras,  are  available  for  student  use.  We 
have  found  that  the  student  is  extremely  interested  in  individualized  in- 
struction in  this  area.  Upon  completion  of  one  of  the  midi  courses  a  class 
completed  a  booklet  and  presented  it  to  the  5th  and  6th  grades  in  the 
Norton  Elementary  School.  A  Creative  Writing  class  wrote  legends,  fairy- 
tales, fables  and  myths,  all  original,  and  one  student  designed  the  cover 
for  the  booklet.  Word  was  also  received  that  the  Junior-Senior  Midi 
Course  Curriculum  had  been  placed  on  microfiche  in  the  ERIC  Docu- 
ments .  .  .  which  is  a  bank  of  learning  devices  and  ideas,  made  available 
to  anyone  in  the  country. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education,  ESEA  Title  III  also 
published  a  write-up  of  one  of  Norton's  Midi  courses  entitled  Laurel  and 
Hardy  Revisited.  This  article  appeared  in  the  Kaleidoscope  6,  issued  in 
the  Fall  of  1972. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES  —  One  of  the  basic  objectives  of  the  new  Social 
Science  program  at  Norton  High  School  is  to  reshape  the  curriculum  into 
a  student-centered  curriculum  rather  than  a  teacher-centered  curriculum. 
To  accomplish  this  the  course  of  study  has  been  modified  to  include  many 
electives,  the  inquiry  approach  to  learning  has  been  adopted  on  many 
learning  levels,  independent  study  units  are  employed  and  new  teaching 
techniques  are  used  which  more  fully  involve  students. 

If  students  are  going  to  take  their  place  in  today's  society  as  re- 
sponsible citizens,  they  must  be  adequately  prepared  and  properly  moti- 
vated. Since  students  have  different  interests  and  are  to  be  responsible 
citizens,  a  broad  spectrum  of  electives  is  offered  in  the  Social  Science 
curriculum.  On  the  Freshman  level  a  base  is  laid  by  giving  the  student  a 
choice  of  two  survey  courses.  Comparative  Economic  and  Political  System 
and  the  Individual  in  Society.  As  Sophomores,  Juniors  and  Seniors,  the 
students  may  choose  from  the  following  courses;  World  Cultures,  Current 
Events,  Area  Studies,  Psychology,  Sociology,  Urban  Studies,  and  Modern 
Problems.  The  Modern  Problems  course  is  composed  of  twelve  midi- 
classes.  Students  are  directly  involved  in  curriculum  formation  by  select- 
ing the  midi  courses  that  they  desire.  United  States  History  is  required 
in  the  Junior  year. 
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In  adopting  the  inquiry  approach  to  learning  (it  is  hoped  that  the 
student  will  become  a  true  seeker  of  knowledge.  One  most  readily  learns 
if  he  has  a  question  to  be  answered.  This  is  the  premise  of  inquiry  .  .  . 
the  student  learns  to  formulate  questions  (problems)  and  then  seeks  the 
data  and  research  to  formulate  a  hypothesis  and  conclusion  (answer  to 
question).  Some  of  the  methods  the  teacher  employs  to  foster  this  spirit 
of  inquii-y  and  responsibility  to  society  include  field  trips,  guest  speak- 
ers, participation  in  contests  such  as  The  Voice  of  Democracy,  participa- 
tion in  commemerative  assemblies,  active  involvement  in  local  and  na- 
tional elections,  etc.  In  addition  to  the  annual  field  trips  of  the  Social 
Science  Department  (as  the  United  Nations  and  State  House  trips,)  the 
School  Committee  this  year  approved  a  special  overnight  trip  to  Cape 
Cod  in  conjunction  with  the  World  Cultures  class  .  .  .  this  class  is  being 
taught  as  an  mterdisciplinary  course  with  the  English  Department. 

New  teaching  techniques,  which  wiU  hopefully  more  adequately  pre- 
pare students,  are  now  being  utilized.  Because  most  people  in  the  United 
States  live  in  or  near  urban  centers,  the  course  Urban  Studies  is  being 
offered.  Students  do  not  study  cities  in  the  traditional  sense.  Through  the 
use  of  stereograms  and  topographical  maps  they  analyze  the  development 
and  growth  of  cities.  To  understand  the  problems  of  the  city,  they  actually 
construct  their  own  city.  The  Social  Science  Department  also  utilizes  the 
latest  methods  of  video  tape  recording  in  order  to  more  fuUy  benefit  from 
the  excellent  offerings  of  television.  This  method  allows  the  teacher  to 
capture  TV  programs  on  tape  and  then  utilize  those  programs  in  class. 

The  Social  Science  Department  feels  that  major  steps  have  been 
taken  to  up-date  the  curriculum.  However,  it  is  planned  that  more  ad- 
vances will  take  place.  It  is  hoped  that  by  next  year  at  this  time,  the  De- 
partment will  be  offering  a  course  in  anthropology,  an  advanced  course 
of  independent  study  in  the  Social  Sciences  and  a  specific  required  midi- 
course  in  state  and  local  government. 

MATHEMATICS  —  In  the  year  1972,  the  Mathematics  Department 
offered  many  new  opportunities  for  the  students  of  Norton  High  School. 
For  the  first  time  a  computer  programming  course  was  given  to  students 
of  the  town  during  the  summer  months.  Eleven  students  from  the  Town 
of  Norton,  five  of  which  were  post  graduate  students  of  Norton  High 
School,  Class  of  1972,  and  one  student  from  Dighton-Rehoboth  High  School, 
were  present  on  June  5th  for  the  first  of  30  two-hour  lessons.  Classes  were 
held  in  the  evenings  from  8:00  p.m.  to  10:00  p.m.  with  the  final  class  on 
August  30,  1972.  The  Computer  Languages,  BASIC,  BASICL,  and 
FORTRAN  were  taught  to  all  students.  Time  each  evening  was  devoted 
to  laboratory  work  so  that  each  student  could  keypunch  and  run  his  pro- 
grams on  the  computer  terminal,  via  the  card  reader.  This  terminal  is 
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on  a  time-sharing  telephone  line  with  the  University  of  Rhode  Island. 
Academic  credit  was  given  to  those  students  who  successfully  completed 
this  course.  Each  student  was  assigned  56  programs  to  write  and  run 
off  the  computer. 

For  the  school  year  starting  in  September  1972,  the  seniors  and 
juniors  were  given  an  opportunity  to  elect  enrichment  midi  courses  in 
Mathematics.  Their  choices  came  from  a  list  of  18  enrichment  and  ad- 
vanced mathematics  courses  which  are  a  full  year,  a  half  year,  or  one 
marking  period  in  length.  Two  sections  of  the  Junior  Class  and  two  sec- 
tions of  the  Senior  Class  took  advantage  of  this  program. 

Last  year  in  September  (1971)  the  Mathematics  Department  intro- 
duced a  full  course  in  Modern  Algebra.  One  to  one  section  of  the  eighth 
grade,  and  after  evaluation,  it  was  decided  to  offer  the  same  course  to 
two  sections  of  the  eighth  grade  for  the  school  year  starting  in  September, 
1972.  This  program  will  allow  students  of  the  Norton  School  System  to 
take  a  fuU  five  years  of  college  preparatory  mathematics  during  their 
secondary  school  education. 

A  mathematics  elub  is  being  formed  this  year  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Philip  Boucher.  This  club  is  open  to  all  students  in  Grades  8  thru  12. 
Members  of  this  club  will  also  participate  in  the  Southeastern  Mathe- 
matics League  with  four  meets  being  scheduled  during  the  school  year. 

SCIENCE  —  During  the  past  year  the  Science  Department  has  been 
involved  in  investigations  to  enhance  the  interdepartmental  activities  as 
well  as  to  better  serve  the  community  and  students. 

Members  of  the  Science  Department  have  been  involved  in  curricu- 
lum education  in  grades  seven  through  twelve,  as  well  as  coordinating 
the  Science  curricula  on  the  elementary  and  secondary  levels,  during  re- 
leased time,  which  has  been  most  beneficial.  Most  textbooks  used  in  the 
department  have  an  investigative  approach  combined  with  the  traditional 
approaches  to  the  study  of  Science. 

During  the  summer,  the  Science  Department  conducted  its  summer 
environmental  study  which  included  a  primary  and  advanced  biological 
program.  The  results  of  the  1970-71  summer  program  and  those  from  the 
1971-72  summer  program,  including  the  results  of  last  year's  Wading 
River  study  and  the  completed  chemical  and  biological  studies  of  the 
Canoe  River  Basin  were  compiled  in  a  comprehensive  report  and  were 
given  to  the  Town  Selectmen  and  Conservation  Commission  for  exami- 
nation and  possible  action.  The  personnel  involved  in  this  program  were: 
Mr.  Charles  Gaides,  Science  Department  Chairman,  and  Mr.  Peter 
Holster,  Biology  instructor. 
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The  Science  Department  was  involved  in  another  endeavor  over  the 
summer  and  in  conjunction  with  Media  Coordinator  Mr.  Arnold  Kennis- 
ton,  conducted  a  four-week  curriculum  development  program  during  the 
month  of  August.  This  curriculum  planning  group  started  to  work  on  a 
new  course  called  "The  Environment  .  .  .  Who  Cares,"  which  will  be  in- 
stituted in  1973  in  the  new  high  school.  The  program  will  be  oriented 
toward  the  basal  or  terminal  science  student,  stressing  ecology  and  the 
environment  with  special  area  study  in  environmental  occupations  and 
the  law.  The  staff  members  involved  in  this  program  were:  Mr.  Charles 
Gaides,  Mr.  Peter  Holster,  Mrs.  Diane  Martin,  and  Mr.  Arnold  Kenniston. 

A  new  course,  Chem-Physics,  was  introduced  this  year  to  meet  the 
needs  of  those  students  going  on  to  technical  schools  which  require  basic 
skills  in  these  sciences. 

The  Department  plans  to  introduce  advanced  courses  in  Biology, 
Chemistry  and  Physics  in  the  new  high  school.  In  the  future  the  Depart- 
ment plans  also  to  introduce  half-year  courses  which  the  students  may 
elect  according  to  their  areas  of  interest.  Half-year  courses  will  also  be 
offered  so  that  the  students  will  be  able  to  elect  a  course  according  to 
their  own  interests.  The  courses  which  are  being  worked  on  now  are  the 
following:  laboratory  techniques,  physiology  and  anatomy,  greenhouse 
and  nursery  management,  forestry,  physical  geology,  historical  geology, 
meteorology,  history  of  science  and  independent  study. 

Again  this  year  the  Science  Department  has  taken  many  field  trips. 
These  included  trips  to  Howe's  Cavern,  in  New  York;  Harvard  Geological 
Museum  in  Cambridge;  Boston  Museum  of  Science  in  Boston;  and  the 
Hayden  Planetarium  in  Boston. 

BUSINESS  —  For  the  year  1972,  the  Business  Department  has  in- 
stalled a  typewriting  lab.  Three  new  courses  have  been  added  to  our  cur- 
riculum. The  courses  are  as  follows:  Business  Math  I  at  the  9th  Grade 
level;  Record  Keeping  H  at  the  11th  Grade  level;  and  a  Midi  course  at 
the  12th  Grade  level.  The  Midi  course  is  divided  into  4  terms  in  this  order: 
typing,  stenography,  accounting,  and  data  processing. 

For  the  year  1973,  for  the  new  high  school,  the  department  is  con- 
templating the  following  changes  and  additions:  Secretarial  Science 
course,  which  is  a  Midi  course  consisting  of  general  office  practice  typing 
(term  I);  Executive  Secretarial  Practice  Typing  (term  H);  Legal  Sec- 
retarial Typewriting  (term  HI);  and  Medical  Typewriting  (term  IV). 

The  second  course  to  be  offered  is  Distributive  Education  with  a  book- 
store concept.  The  third  course,  A  Machine  Transcription  course,  and  the 
4th  course,  a  Business  Math  II  course.  These  courses  will  be  available  to 
juniors  and  seniors  in  the  high  school. 
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The  department  also  hopes  to  have  in  the  new  high  school  a  produc- 
tion center  to  take  care  of  all  typing,  mimeographing,  and  duplicating, 
etc.,  done  in  the  Norton  School  System. 

FOREIGN  LANGUAGE  —  The  Foreign  Language  Department  has 
now  started  the  Spanish  curriculum  toward  a  complete  change  over  to 
the  Macmillan  series  of  texts.  This  change  brings  the  Spanish  course  very 
close  to  the  philosophy  of  the  French  offerings  on  the  first  two  levels.  By 
next  September  1973,  this  series  will  be  used  throughout  the  three  years 
of  Spanish  now  regularly  offered.  (There  are  presently  two  seniors  who 
are  taking  Spanish  4  on  a  tutorial  basis.) 

The  first  year  Latin  class  is  beginning  a  series  imdertaken  and  pub- 
lished by  the  Cambridge  University  Press  which  has  the  objective  of 
teaching  the  reading  of  Latin.  It  is  intended  for  three  years  of  study  and 
would  enable  students  to  read  Classical  authors  of  their  choice  for  further 
study. 

The  Foreign  Language  Curriculum  Committee  is  studying  the  pos- 
sible inclusion  of  a  programmed  course  in  German  and  also  one  in  French 
Civilization  and  History.  There  has  been  an  offer  by  the  Russian  profes- 
sors at  Wheaton  to  teach  beginning  Russian  to  interested  juniors  and 
seniors.  The  Committee  is  also  considering  a  change  in  fourth  and  fifth 
year  French  offerings,  combining  the  two  years  and  presenting  the  sub- 
ject by  topics,  such  as  French  Comedy,  French  Cinema,  French  Chil- 
drens'  Stories  and  French  Comic  Books.  These  courses  would  also  include 
a  grammar  review.  The  Committee  has  further  recommended  that  the 
language  courses  in  the  Middle  School  include  a  choice  of  Spanish  and 
Latin  in  addition  to  the  regular  French  offering. 

MUSIC  —  The  Music  Department  has  further  developed  its  program 
by  the  addition  of  new  opportunities  for  learning  and  experience  in  the 
field  of  Music.  Aside  from  the  regular  seasonal  concerts,  parades,  foot- 
ball games,  and  graduation,  members  of  the  Chorus  and  Band  partici- 
pated in  the  Roaring  20's  Show.  The  Music  Department  is  also  making 
preparations  for  the  first  musical  comedy  performed  by  Norton  High 
School.  The  performance  of  this  show  in  the  Spring  of  1973  will  be  a  re- 
warding musical  and  dramatic  experience  of  the  students. 

With  the  opening  of  school  in  September  the  High  School  Band  added 
much  color  to  the  football  field  in  their  brand  new  uniforms  of  purple, 
white  and  gold. 

Outside  the  Norton  activities  students  were  represented  in  the  South- 
east District  and  All-State  Music  Festivals. 
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ART  —  The  Senior  Class  play  advertising  posters  .  .  .  made  by  the 
Art  Department,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Poster  Committee  .  .  .  were 
received  warmly  by  many  people.  The  posters  were  produced  in  serigraph 
(silk-screen),  and  gave  practical  experience  to  the  many  students  who 
designed  and  printed  them. 

Another  interesting  project  in  connection  with  the  Roaring  Twenties 
production  was  the  35mm  slide  presentation  in  that  same  production. 
Title  slides  were  prepared  by  several  advanced  students  and  numerous 
slides  were  photographed  by  the  Art  Department  and  the  Audio-Visual 
Department  in  a  joint  effort  to  enhance  the  play  production.  The  facilities 
at  Project  SPOKE  were  utilized  in  preparing  the  slides. 

PRACTICAL  ARTS  —  Projects  in  which  the  department  participated 
include  refreshments  for  the  Junior  and  Senior  National  Honor  Society; 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  dinners  for  the  faculty;  pie  and  cake  sales 
for  the  Scholarship  Fund. 

A  new  course  offering  for  juniors  was  developed  and  we  anticipate 
offering  it  to  many  students  after  we  move  into  the  new  high  school.  The 
course  is  leathercraft  and  this  year's  class  made  sandals.  We  are  de- 
veloping many  of  this  type  of  course  and  expect  to  try  them  next  year. 

INDUSTRIAL  ARTS  —  There  are  now  three  Industrial  Art  Planning 
classes  scheduled  for  ninth  graders.  Industrial  Arts  Planning  is  a 
mechanical  drawing  class  that  helps  students  express  themselves  on 
paper.  Each  student  draws  a  set  of  working  drawings  that  he  can  use 
in  the  school  shop. 

Students  that  are  presently  in  these  classes  will  be  the  first  students 
to  use  the  new  shop  facilities  in  September  of  1973.  The  new  high  school 
Industrial  Arts  Department  will  have  a  woodshop,  a  graphic  arts  shop,  a 
metal  and  power  mechanics  shop,  and  a  technical  drawing  room.  Our 
present  shop  facilities  will  become  a  general  shop  for  the  Middle  School 
in  September  of  1973. 

NORTON  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  ~  The  Norton  Elementary  School 
is  on  double  sessions  again  this  year  with  the  fourth  and  fifth  grades  i.n 
attendance.  Three  fourth  and  three  fifth  grade  classes  attend  the  morn- 
ing session,  which  begins  at  7:30  a.m.  and  ends  at  12:00  noon.  The  re- 
maining two  fourth  grades  and  four  fifth  grades  attend  the  afternoon 
session  which  starts  at  12:00  noon  and  is  dismissed  at  4:30  p.m.  This 
school  is  administered  by  Mr.  Stanley  Koss,  Assistant  Principal,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Williston  M.  Holbert,  Director  of  Elementary  Education. 
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We  are  pleased  to  inform  you  that  all  is  working  well.  Children  in  both 
sessions  have  the  opportunity  to  take  advantage  of  extra-curricular  ac- 
tivities such  as  instrumental  music  lessons,  etc. 

Special  help  sessions  have  been  scheduled  for  students  at  the  SPOKE 
center.  Many  have  taken  advantage  of  this  service. 

The  teachers  of  both  sessions  come  hi  early  for  a  special  curriculum 
workshop  at  SPOKE  conducted  by  Mr.  Ai'nold  Kenniston,  Audio-Visual 
Specialist.  These  workshops  are  held  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday, 
with  the  afternoon  teachers  going  at  10:00  a.m.  to  11:00  a.m.  and  the 
morning  teachers  attending  from  1:00  p.m.  to  2:00  p.m.  These  sessions 
have  proven  very  helpful  for  teacher  preparation.  The  staff  at  SPOKE  are 
very  cooperative  and  we  appreciate  their  professional  help. 

Another  federally  supported  project  with  which  we  are  associated  is 
Project  ERR.  This  project  is  situated  in  Wareham,  Massachusetts,  at  the 
Department  of  Education  office.  The  main  objective  of  this  project  is  to 
effectively  support  teachers,  administrators  and  special  subject  people  at 
the  time  of  entry  into  a  particular  area  of  teaching  or  administration. 
Training  programs  have  been  sponsored  by  Project  ERR  to  which  our 
new  first  year  teachers  have  attended. 

Presently,  we  are  working  on  all  phases  of  the  Middle  School.  A  num- 
ber of  persons  involved  in  the  Middle  School  planning  have  attended  and 
will  continue  to  attend  these  workshops.  Mr.  Williston  Holbert  and  Mrs. 
Marie  Borden,  teacher  of  first  grade  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School,  have 
also  attended.  We  feel  this  project  to  be  a  very  useful  one  for  our  school 
system. 

The  library  program  for  the  Norton  Elementary  School  is  running 
very  efficiently  under  the  able  direction  of  Mrs.  Eleanor  Thomas.  Since 
we  do  not  have  ample  space  for  the  Library  books,  Mrs.  Thomas  brings 
the  books  from  the  L.  G.  Nourse  central  library  to  the  high  school  gym, 
with  a  designated  library  period. 

Paper  back  books  are  very  popular  in  our  elementary  schools.  Our 
students  are  reading  hundreds  of  paper  backs  during  a  school  year.  They 
are  allowed  to  order  paperbacks  for  their  personal  use  from  various  book 
clubs.  Many  children  share  their  books  with  their  friends,  so  they  do  not 
get  tucked  away  on  a  shelf  anymore.  Our  students  are  reading  more  in- 
dependently because  of  the  paper  back  fad.  Mrs.  Thomas  commended, 
"If  it  weren't  for  the  paper  back,  we  would  not  have  half  of  the  books 
needed  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  readers." 

Next  year  will  be  welcomed  by  all  who  have  been  involved  in  double 
sessions  for  the  past  two  years.  We  are  very  grateful  for  your  cooperation 
during  these  inconvenient  experiences  of  double  sessions. 
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SPECIAL  EDUCATION  —  Our  Special  Education  classes  are  rated 
very  highly  by  the  State  Department  of  Education.  The  whole  concept  of 
special  education  has  changed  drastically  in  the  last  year.  It  covers  a 
number  of  areas  of  the  student's  needs  such  as:  tutoring  in  the  home  and 
hospital,  speech  therapy,  physically  handicapped,  deaf,  blind,  emotionally 
disturbed  and  mentally  retarded.  The  classes  for  the  retarded  are  inte- 
grate with  regular  school  programs  whenever  possible.  Our  trainable 
children  are  also  integrated  whenever  possible.  Of  course  we  have  done 
this  for  a  number  of  years,  making  it  very  easy  for  us  to  comply  with  the 
recent  requirements.  Our  teachers  in  this  special  service  department  are 
Mrs.  Fairlee  Hersey,  elementary  trainable,  Mr.  Edward  Robbins,  ele- 
mentary educables,  and  Mr.  Albert  Wagner,  Junior-Senior  High  School. 
They  are  doing  an  excellent  job  with  these  students.  Mr.  Holbert,  Direc- 
tor of  Elementary  Education,  and  former  teacher  of  Special  Education,  is 
responsible  for  these  classes. 

There  are  a  number  of  children  with  special  needs  who  are  placed  in 
various  classes  in  the  area.  We  hope  in  the  near  future  we  can  provide  a 
complete  program  for  every  child  who  needs  special  service.  We  are 
grateful  to  the  parents  of  these  children  for  their  cooperation  in  helping 
us  to  do  our  best  for  their  child. 

L.  G.  NOURSE  SCHOOL  —  The  L.  G.  Nourse  School  houses  grades 
1,  2,  3,  4,  and  6,  a  trainable  class,  a  special  class  with  a  total  of  29  class- 
rooms and  a  total  enrollment  of  775.  St.  Mary's  Parish  Center  again 
houses  four  third  grade  classes  as  a  result  of  the  steadily  increasing  en- 
rollment in  the  Norton  Public  Schools.  St.  Mary's  has  a  total  enrollment 
of  91.  The  Laurence  G.  Nourse  School  and  St.  Mary's  Center,  are  ad- 
ministered by  Mr.  Richard  J.  Silva,  Principal,  who  is  assisted  by  Mrs. 
Natalie  A.  Gorczyca.  The  entire  elementary  school  program  is  under  the 
direction  of  Williston  M.  Holbert,  Director  of  Elementary  Education. 

The  Readiness  Class  was  continued  again  this  year  after  a  success- 
ful year  in  1971-72.  Our  transitional  rooms  are  in  grades  2  and  3,  which 
are  fairly  small  in  class  numbers  to  help  those  students  who  can  be  more 
successfully  met  in  a  small  class  situation. 

Project  SPOKE  is  well  utilized  by  the  staff  of  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School, 
and  St.  Mary's.  Films  and  fiimloops  are  two  of  the  very  popular  items. 
There  is  no  question  that  SPOKE  facilities  have  contributed  to  better  edu- 
cation for  the  children  in  Norton,  and  has  become  an  important  part  in 
our  educational  program. 

Project  HEED  is  another  federally  funded  program  in  which  the 
towns  of  Norton,  Mansfield,  Foxboro  and  Easton  are  involved.  Two  work- 
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shops  were  held  in  the  fall  for  teachers,  administrators,  and  supervisors 
on  Learning  Disabilities. 

Wheaton  CoUege  and  the  elementary  schools'  relations  have  been 
cordial  and  fruitful.  Some  Wheaton  College  students  observe  and  practice 
teaching  under  teacher  direction.  This  again  provides  for  more  individual 
attention  to  the  pupils. 

The  Drug  Curriculum  Committee  had  the  curriculum  guide  printed 
"The  Way  It  Is  ...  A  Study  of  Drugs,"  which  is  being  used  in  grades 
1  through  8.  The  Committee  plans  to  work  on  developing  and  preparing  a 
similar  program  for  Grades  9  through  12.  Members  of  this  committee 
are:  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Vandemoer,  Mr.  Richard  Silva,  Mrs.  Natalie 
Gorczyca,  Mr.  Peter  Bartek,  Mr.  John  Kieser,  and  Mrs.  Jeanne  Sabourin. 

The  intramural  program  is  held  every  Tuesday  afternoon  after  school. 
The  program  started  in  the  fall  with  fifty-six  boys  registered.  Basketball 
is  held  during  the  vmiter  months  when  the  high  school  gymnasium  is 
available.  In  the  spring  the  boys  play  softball.  In  addition  to  teaching 
basic  rules  of  the  games,  we  seek  to  stress  team  work,  a  sense  of  re- 
sponsibility and  good  sportsmanship.  The  program  has  been  weU  received 
by  the  boys  and  is  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Paul  Dow.  A  program  for 
girls  was  also  planned  for  this  year. 

The  Wednesday  afternoon  released  time  is  utilized  to  help  students 
who  are  having  problems  or  for  enrichment  purposes.  This  program  is 
help  by  the  teachers  on  Wednesday  afternoons  from  1:45  p.m.  to  2:45  p.m. 
Parents  are  responsible  for  the  transportation  of  their  children, 

READING  —  Summer  Program:  The  Reading  Supervisor  submitted 
a  Title  I  ESEA  project  to  the  Department  of  Education  for  a  pre-school 
summer  program.  The  project  was  approved  and  approximately  one  him- 
dred  children  were  served  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School.  The  program  was 
designed  to  prepare  in-coming  first  graders  through  an  intensive  six 
weeks  of  reading  readiness.  The  program  was  evaluated  by  Dr.  Mervin 
Lynch  of  Northeastern  University  and  proved  highly  successful. 

Project  REACH:  The  Readmg  Supervisor  submitted  a  Title  I  project 
for  September  1972.  This  project,  which  was  also  approved,  provides  for 
two  remedial  teachers  and  a  clerical  aide  for  grades  4,  5,  and  6.  These 
teachers  are  currently  working  with  middle  grade  students  who  have  a 
reading  problem  but  no  special  handicaps.  This  is  a  tutorial  program. 

Learning  Disabilities:  The  Learning  Disabilities  program  began  in 
March  of  1972.  One  learning  disabilities  teacher  was  hired  at  this  time. 
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Her  responsibilities  included  processing  children  to  be  evaluated  by- 
Project  HEED,  reviewing  the  HEED  reports  with  the  parents,  tutoring 
cliildren  evaluated  by  HEED,  and  consulting  and  advising  teachers  and 
parents. 

Fifty-six  children  were  sent  to  HEED.  Conferences  were  held  with  all 
of  their  parents.  Fifteen  children  were  tutored  to  develop  their  auditory, 
motor,  and  visual  skills.  "Auditory  Discrimination  in  Depth  and  Sound, 
Order,  Symbol"  were  two  programs  used  for  auditory  development  in 
addition  to  teacher-devised  materials.  The  Peabody  Kits  were  utilized 
for  Language  Development.  Walking  rails,  balance  boards,  balls  and  jump 
ropes  were  some  of  the  equipment  used  for  gross  motor  development. 
Various  materials  included  the  Frostig  Program  for  the  Development  of 
Visual  Perception,  parquetry  blocks,  pegboards,  puzzles  and  games  were 
utilized  to  enhance  visual  perception. 

This  year  the  Reading  Department  has  added  two  additional  Learning 
Disability  specialists  to  the  staff  giving  a  total  of  three  learning  disability 
persons.  In  cooperation  with  Project  HEED,  all  primary  and  elementary 
children  are  being  screened  for  possible  learning  problems.  Two  teachers 
are  working  at  L.  G.  Nourse,  with  one  at  the  Norton  Elementary  School 
and  St.  Mary's.  The  program  also  provides  for  two  resource  aides.  Chil- 
dren who  are  found  to  have  a  perceptual  problem  are  individually  tutored 
in  a  program  suited  to  their  needs  and  abilities. 

High  Hopes:  This  year  High  Hopes  ceased  to  be  a  federal  Title  I  pro- 
gram and  was  absorbed  into  the  regular  school  budget. 

L  a.  Continuous  reading  instruction  was  provided  for  first  and  third 
grade  children  from  the  L.  G.  Nourse  and  St.  Mary's,  totaling 
25.  One  child  from  grade  5  received  instructions  in  the  Gilling- 
ham  program. 

b.  Children  were  selected  whose  problems  were  due  to  both  matura- 
tion and  learning  disabilities. 

c.  Of  the  twenty-five  children  involved,  two  children  were  retained. 

d.  Diagnostic  and  reading  placement  testing  were  given  to  chil- 
dren from  Grades  1,  2,  and  3,  upon  request  by  the  classroom 
teacher. 

e.  Transitional  type  teaching  was  given  periodically  to  new  chil- 
dren entering  our  school  or  to  children  who  were  between  group 
levels. 

II.  a.  Forty-five  minutes  per  day  was  the  average  time  spent  with 
each  child,  with  the  exception  of  Wednesdays. 
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b.  An  analysis  of  reading  difficulties  was  made  on  each  child  be- 
fore instruction  began.  The  tests  used  were: 

1.  The  Sloisson  Individual  Intelligence  Test 

2.  Slingerland  Diagnostic  Test 

3.  Frostig  Test  of  Visual  Perception 

4.  Durrell  Reading  Readiness 

5.  LT.P.A. 

6.  Informal  teacher-made  tests. 

c.  Based  on  these  test  results,  observations  and  other  school 
records,  individual  programs  were  devised.  Reading  programs 
for  learning  disability  children  from  grade  3  were  devised  by 
the  reading  teacher  and  the  L.D.  teacher. 

1.  Depending  on  the  skills  needed,  children  were  instructed 
either  individually  or  in  small  groups. 

2.  Materials  used  included  programmed  reading  books,  phonic 
books.  Frostig  visual  perception  materials,  Slingerland's  pro- 
gram using  a  multisensory  approach  to  Language  Arts. 
Vallett's  program  for  remediation  of  learning  disabilities, 
Speech  to  Print  Building  Work  Power,  Auditory  Discrimina- 
tion in  Depth,  Getman's  Developing  Learning  Readiness, 
Lippincott's  Readiness  for  Learning,  Continental  Press, 
Folett's  "I  Want  to  Learn"  and  teacher-made  materials  and 
devices. 

3.  Continuous  evaluation  through  formal  and  informal  testing 
is  made  to  make  program  adjustments. 

III.  Present  Program: 

a.  Eight  learning  disability  children  from  grade  three  receive  in- 
struction two  times  per  week  by  the  reading  teacher. 

b.  One  fourth  grade  learning  disability  child  receives  daily  in- 
struction from  the  reading  teacher. 

c.  Each  child  in  the  grade  3  transitional  has  been  evaluated  in- 
dividually and  placed  at  his  proper  instructional  level. 

d.  All  of  the  grade  I  readiness  room  children  were  given  an  in- 
dividual Slosson  Intelligence  Test, 

e.  Thirty-five  children  new  to  the  school  system  from  grades  1  or 
2  were  individually  evaluated  and  placed  at  their  proper  in- 
structional level. 

f.  The  Meeting  Street  School  Test  was  administered  to  first  grade 
students  by  the  reading  teacher  during  the  remaining  periods. 
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g.  The  reading  teacher  will  continue  to  service  grades  1,  2,  and  3, 
primarily  the  children  that  are  learning  disabled.  However,  help 
will  be  given  to  children  with  maturation  problems. 

Secondary  Reading:  The  number  of  students  serviced  during  the  past 
calendar  year  were  approximately  275  students  with  2  full-time  reading 
teachers  and  one  English  teacher  on  a  part-time  basis.  The  program  in 
grades  7  and  8  is  comprised  of  remedial,  corrective,  and  developmental. 
The  High  School  program  comprised  of  reading  electives. 

The  level  of  instruction  used  in  grades  7-12  was  a  reading  program 
with  specific  objectives  and  goals  with  an  emphasis  on  setting  up  individu- 
alUzed  instruction  for  each  student.  Later  in  the  year,  two  reading  pro- 
posals were  submitted  with  the  desire  of  setting  up  two  reading  labs  in 
both  Middle  and  High  schools  for  the  coming  school  year,  1973-74.  The 
reading  programs  in  both  schools  wiU  compliment  one  another.  The  goal 
is  greater  individualization  for  each  student.  The  materials  are  selected 
to  meet  each  student's  level  of  ability  and  interests.  These  materials  will 
be  adjusted  as  the  student  progresses.  The  secondary  reading  program 
now  has  three  full-time  Reading  specialists.  The  Reading  Department  now 
has  a  staff  of  nine  professionals  and  five  para-professionals.  The  Reading 
Supervisor  has  prepared  a  handbook  of  job  descriptions,  programs,  and 
policies  for  the  department.  The  Reading  Supervisor  also  was  Chairman 
of  the  Kindergarten  Curriculum  Committee,  and  the  Reading  Curriculum 
Committee. 

ELEMENTARY  ART  —  Included  in  the  elementary  art  program  dur- 
ing the  past  year  were  units  on:  Sculpture,  through  use  of  clay,  plaster, 
papier  mache',  wood  and  soap  carving,  wire  sculpture;  Painting,  finger, 
tempera,  watercolors,  oil  pastels  and  terpentine;  Graphic  Arts  block 
printing,  vegetable  prints,  etching  in  styrofoam,  soap  and  plaster  for 
prints;  Weaving,  on  cardboard  and  wooden  looms,  sewing  and  weaving 
waU  hangings,  sewing  puppets;  Collage,  paper,  cloth  bound  objects; 
Stained  Glass,  using  actual  glass  and  copper;  Drawing,  using  all  sorts  of 
media  to  do  exercises  to  include  surrealistic  abstract  realistic,  figure, 
landscape,  still  life  drawings;  Art  Appreciation,  use  of  filmstrips,  pictures, 
discussions  and  relating  this  to  a  follow-up  activity. 

On  the  elementary  level  we  place  more  emphasis  on  the  "activity"  of 
art  and  through  this  activity  we  endeavor  to  make  the  child  discover  art 
"theory"  on  his  own,  as  well  as  a  sense  of  design  and  a  sharpened  visual 
awareness  of  his  environment  in  general.  Although  we  confirm  their  dis- 
coveries and  encourage  investigation  and  experimentation  that  will  lead 
to  these  discoveries,  our  art  program  is  basically  activity  and  "sense" 
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perception  centered.  The  child  seems  to  find  art  has  more  relevance  to 
his  world  when  it  is  presented  in  this  manner.  We  also  try  to  incorporate 
movement  and  music  in  these  activities  as  well  as  relating  art  to  their 
academic  course.  During  the  year,  we  had  two  multi-media  "happenings" 
in  which  all  grade  levels  presented  their  own  music,  art  slides,  and  par- 
ticipated in  the  actual  happening.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  extend  the  art 
program  next  year  to  include  pottery,  enameling,  silk  screening  and 
jewelry  making. 

PSYCHOLOGICAL  SERVICES  —  The  vacant  postion  of  school 
psychologist  was  filled  in  September  by  Mr.  Edward  Gostar.  Mr.  Costar, 
a  1970  graduate  of  Stonehill  College,  received  his  Master  of  Arts  degree 
in  educational  psychology,  from  Rhode  Island  College.  He  is  presently 
continuing  his  graduate  studies  at  Rhode  Island,  working  toward  a  Certi- 
ficate of  Advanced  Graduate  Study  in  school  psychology.  Before  coming 
to  Norton  Mr.  Costar  was  employed  as  a  school  adjustment  counselor  in 
the  Fall  River  School  System. 

Mr.  Costar's  first  task  in  September  was  to  revamp  the  previous 
system  of  psychological  referrals  throughout  the  Norton  School  System. 
A  somewhat  tedious  and  discouraging  five  page  referral  form  was 
trimmed  to  two  pages,  which  gave  the  psychologist  all  the  identifying  in- 
formation and  behavioral  descriptions  needed  to  begin  working  on  an 
evaluation.  Also,  two  shorter  forms,  (V2  page  each)  which  carry  basically 
identifying  information,  were  made.  One  was  to  be  kept  on  file  in  the 
school  from  which  the  referred  child  came,  and  the  other  was  to  be  sent 
to  the  Director  of  Elementary  Education.  In  this  way  an  ongoing  record 
of  each  child  referred  could  be  kept  at  aU  times,  at  the  disposal  of  the 
school  principal,  and  the  elementary  administrative  staff. 

While  the  psychologist  is  responsible  for  the  psychological  services  of 
the  entire  grades  1-12  system,  much  of  his  time  is  spent  in  the  early  de- 
tection and  prevention  of  difficulty  in  the  elementary  grades.  While  in- 
dividual therapeutic  and  testing  services  were  provided  for  the  high  school 
students  the  past  two  months,  a  more  efficient  means  of  getting  at  a 
wider  range  of  trouble,  was  found  to  be,  through  in-service  meetings  with 
guidance  personnel.  In  this  way  the  psychologist  advised  guidance 
counselors  in  regard  to  adjustment  difficulties  of  students,  and  counseled 
students  personally  when  this  conference  between  the  counselor  and 
psychologist  determined  the  necessity  of  intervention. 

On  the  elementary  level,  where  there  are  no  counselors,  the  critical 
need  for  counseling  was  filled  by  the  psychologist.  This  was  done  mostly 
on  an  individual  basis,  although  a  group  session  for  children  with  adjust- 
ment problems  is  presently  being  planned.  Consultation  with  teachers  and 
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especially  with  families,  was  done  in  order  to  present  a  complete  plan 
for  working  with  each  child.  It  has  been  found  that  there  is  a  great  need 
for  parents  to  be  advised  as  to  the  problems,  and  pressures  of  childhood. 
Through  a  combined  effort  to  parents  and  teachers,  concrete  suggestions 
were  made  regarding  preventative  methods  of  handling  difficulties,  and 
progress  has  been  noted. 

In  conjunction  with  the  early  detection  of  emotional  problems,  is  the 
early  identification  of  children  who  might  have  specific  learning  disabili- 
ties. In  this  regard  the  psychologist  also  serves  as  the  coordinator  for  the 
Norton  Public  Schools,  to  Project  HEED.  An  effective  screening  pro- 
cedure has  been  constructed  by  the  Learning  Disabilities  Department  and 
the  coordinator,  to  identify  "high  risk"  children  in  this  area.  The  co- 
ordinator, with  the  Learning  Disabilities  Department,  then  decides  which 
of  these  children  will  be  referred  tc  HEED  for  evaluation.  Necessary  ma- 
terial is  gathered,  further  testing  by  the  psychologist  is  accomplished, 
and  HEED  provides  the  essential  and  valuable  evaluation  services. 

Also  in  regard  to  HEED,  the  coordinator  has  worked  in  recommend- 
ing three  interested  and  enthusiastic  parents  in  Norton  to  act  as  a  liasson 
between  HEED  and  Norton,  and  to  be  active  members  of  this  advisory 
council.  Simultaneously,  HEED  workshops  have  been  educating  our 
teachers  and  administrators  in  regard  to  the  recognition  and  remediation 
of  learning  difficulties.  In  addition,  the  psychologist  has  been  a  consultant 
in  regard  to  the  Department  of  Special  Education,  and  acts  as  a  member 
of  the  SPED  evaluation  team.  In  relation  to  this,  the  psychologist  has  met 
with  local  agencies  to  determine  how  their  services  might  benefit  children 
in  the  Norton  School  System. 

Curriculum  committees,  which  were  recently  set  up,  find  the 
psychologist  as  a  consultant  in  three  pertinent  areas  .  .  .  guidance,  special 
education,  and  kindergarten.

Heights  and  weights  were  done  in  grades  1-12. 

Hair  inspections  were  performed  in  grades  1-6  and  in  grades  7-12  when 
necessary. 
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Routine  physicals  including  all  sports  were  carried  out  by  Dr.  Mario 
Palmer,  Dr.  Henry  Auerbach,  Dr.  Elsie  Loeb  and  Dr.  Robert  Sumner. 
Dr.  Loeb  and  Dr.  Auerbach  also  gave  physicals  to  students  participating 
in  the  Special  Education  program  .  .  .  total  459. 

The  pre-school  health  conference  was  held  May  2,  1972  at  St.  Mary's 
Parish  Center.  Total  number  attending  the  clinic  was  25.  171  physicals 
were  performed  by  family  physicians.  The  Department  of  Public  Health 
encourages  parents  to  consult  their  own  physicians  because  he  has  a  bet- 
ter understanding  of  the  child's  health  and  emotional  situation. 

Tuberculin  tests  were  administered  to  students  in  Grades  1,  4,  7,  11.

All  13  tests  proved  to  be  negative. 

Seniors  and  faculty  members  were  X-rayed. 

Flu  vaccine  was  administered  to  school  and  town  personnel. 

Home  visits  were  made  when  necessary. 

All  state  reports  were  filed. 

Mrs.  Young,  Mrs.  Sabourin  and  Mrs.  Haskell  assisted  at  the  public 
immunization  clinics  held  periodically  for  the  benefit  of  the  townspeople. 

ATHLETIC  DEPARTMENT  —  The  year  1972  saw  two  major  changes 
taking  place  in  the  Athletic  Department.  The  high  school  athletic  teams 
withdrew  from  the  14-team  Tri- Valley  Conference,  and  entered  the  newly 
created  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Conference.  The  new  Conference  is 
comprised  of  26  schools  from  Bristol  and  Barnstable  Coimties.  The  major 
premise  of  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Conference  is  equality  of 
competition  for  all  schools  in  all  sports.  This  is  a  lofty  ideal,  and  it  will 
be  interesting  to  see  whether  or  not  it  can  be  attained. 

The  other  major  change  occurred  in  Girls*  sports.  Norton  High  School 
reinstated  a  program  of  girls'  athletics.  The  girls  competed  in  track, 
Softball,  and  field  hockey.  In  the  near  future  volley  ball,  basketball,  and 
tennis  will  be  added  to  this  program. 

CAFETERIA  —  One  third  of  the  daily  nutrients  must  be  provided  in 
our  Type  A  school  lunch.  Guidelines  are  set  up  by  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  and  subsidized  by  the  Federal  Government.  The 
menu  is  as  varied  as  costs  and  rules  allow.  From  September  1,  1971  to 
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June  30,  1972  a  total  of  204,119  meals  were  served.  A  breakfast  of  orange 
juice,  scrambled  eggs,  bacon,  buttered  corn  muffins  with  jam  and  milk 
was  served  to  the  seniors.  The  breakfast  is  an  annual  event  and  seems 
to  be  appreciated  by  the  boys  and  girls. 

We  have  a  professional  baker  who  comes  into  the  cafeteria  (after  the 
regular  staff  of  women  leave  at  3:00  p.m.)  and  bakes  bread  or  roUs  for 
the  following  day.  Our  baking  is  all  done  from  unbleached  flour  and  whole 
grains  supplied  by  the  government.  When  our  new  cafeteria  is  completed 
we  will  be  able  to  do  even  more  baking  and  will  have  a  greater  variety 
to  offer. 

We  serve  about  one-quarter  of  our  total  lunch  count  free  to  low  in- 
come families.  These,  however,  are  paid  for  by  the  government. 

In  December  a  lunch  program  for  the  elderly  was  initiated  in  co- 
operation with  the  State  Department,  Division  of  School  Facilities  and 
Related  Services.  This  program  is  held  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School. 

We  stiU  have  some  classes  on  double  sessions,  and  are  also  still  pack- 
ing a  Type- A  hot  lunch  for  third  grade  students  at  St.  Mary's.  These 
lunches  are  taken  to  the  children  immediately  after  packing  and  are 
served  piping  hot. 

We  are  all  looking  forward  to  September  of  1973  when  we  hope  to 
have  more  space  for  our  working  area. 

CUSTODIAL  —  The  School  Department  buildings  are  utilized  not  only 
by  the  student  population  during  the  day,  but  by  many  townspeople  and 
sporting  and  recreation  activities  cn  week  ends,  nights,  and  in  the  sum- 
mer. This  creates  a  large  maintenance  and  cleaning  task  which  is  done 
exceptionally  well  by  our  custodial  staff.  I  am  very  pleased  with  the  way 
buildings  look,  and  they  are  a  credit  to  the  town.  This  is  due  to  dedica- 
tion and  pride  displayed  in  the  work  done,  and  I  would  like  to  express  my 
appreciation  to  this  group. 

RECREATION  PROGRAM  ~  The  expansion  of  recreational  services 
for  the  youth  of  the  town  continue  this  year.  The  evening  program  was 
extended  to  include  an  eight-week  operation  during  the  summer.  This  was 
done  in  response  to  numerous  requests.  Attendance  figures  indicate  that 
it  is  a  wcrthwhUe  addition. 

The  summer  day  program  was  transferred  to  the  area  in  the  rear  of 
the  high  school.  This  proved  to  be  a  beneficial  move  as  more  playground 
area  and  athletic  fields  were  available.  The  playground  format  instituted 
last  year  was  continued.  In  this  format  special  daily  features  are  incor- 
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porated  in  a  weekly  theme.  Among  the  special  events  of  the  summer  were 
a  trip  to  a  Red  Sox  game,  a  beach  day  at  the  Cape,  intertown  Softball 
games  with  Attleboro  and  Mansfield,  visit  by  the  Zoomobile,  talent  shows 
featuring  a  ventriliquist,  a  magician  and  a  puppeteer,  Tom  Thumb  wed- 
ding and  reception,  Norton  Fire  Department  demonstration,  summer 
Olympics  games,  bike  hikes,  cook-outs  and  a  summer  film  festival.  New 
equipment  added  this  year  included  a  parachute,  marine  rope  ladder  and 
cord  rigging  to  develop  agility  and  coordination. 

The  swim  program  enjoyed  its  most  successful  year  with  nearly  300 
youngsters  enrolled.  We  are  indebted  to  Wheaton  College  for  the  use  of  its 
pool.  Many  youngsters  successfully  completed  proficiency  courses  spon- 
sored by  the  American  Red  Cross.  These  youngsters  received  cards  and 
pins  indicating  their  accomplishments.  A  highlight  of  the  swim  program 
was  a  swim  exhibition  in  which  an  overflow  audience  filled  the  spectator 
area  at  the  pool  to  view  the  techniques  developed  by  the  children  over 
the  course  of  the  program. 

During  this  past  summer  we  were  fortunate  to  have  two  young  ladies 
working  in  our  program  who  were  provided  to  us  by  TRIUMPH,  an  organ 
of  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  Program.  This  experience  was  mutually 
beneficial.  Norton  Recreation  obtained  the  services  of  two  exceptionally 
fine  workers  without  the  expenditure  of  funds  from  our  budget.  In  return 
the  two  young  ladies  received  valuable  occupational  experience  as  well 
as  financial  compensation  from  TRIUMPH.  The  girls,  students  at  Norton 
High  School,  rapidly  adapted  to  their  work  environment  and  responded  in 
fine  fashion  to  their  many  duties  and  responsibilities. 

The  Recreation  Program  fills  a  very  important  need  for  the  youth  of 
the  Town.  Apart  from  it's  and  the  school's  athletic  program,  there  is  a 
great  void  in  the  way  of  entertainment,  athletic  and  recreational  facilities 
and  activities  for  them.  The  youngsters  feel  very  strongly  about  the  pro- 
gram. It  is  something  which  they  hold  in  high  regard.

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NORTON  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 
December  1972 

Throught  the  past  year  the  construction  of  the  new  Norton  High  School 
has  progressed  on  schedule.  The  school  should  be  completed  this  spring, 
allowing  enough  time  to  furnish  it  for  its  opening  next  September  1973. 

The  Committee  has  had  numerous  and  interesting  meetings  over  the 
past  year,  with  representatives  of  the  architectural  firm  of  Haynes, 
Lieneck  and  Smith,  the  Clerk-of-the-Works  Mr.  Elmer  Anderson,  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  Mr.  Maurice  J.  Splaine,  Jr.,  and  with  the  newly  ap- 
pointed High  School  Principal  Mr.  Joseph  Solmonese.  Many  of  the  usual 
problems  of  construction  have  arisen  and  have  been  solved.  At  this  date, 
it  looks  as  though  your  Committee  will  be  able  to  complete  the  construc- 
tion of  the  new  educational  complex  and  stay  within  the  tight  budget. 

During  the  months  of  January  and  February  1972  the  Committee 
awarded  bids  for  all  fixed  equipment  and  finish  hardware,  staying  within 
the  allotted  $260,000  budget. 

In  February  1972  the  Committee  encountered  a  problem  of  obtaining 
a  way  to  bring  the  temporary  electric  service  line  onto  the  site.  Mr. 
Adams,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  set  up  a  meeting  between  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Albert  Pelletier  of  West  Main  Street,  and  the  Massachusetts  Electric 
Company.  The  Pelletiers  agreed  to  give  an  easement  over  their  property 
to  the  Massachusetts  Electric  Company  for  our  temporary  electric 
service.  Mr.  Adams  continued  to  negotiate  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pelletier, 
and  an  agreement  was  reached  to  exchange  approximately  22,000  square 
feet  of  back  land  owned  by  the  town,  to  the  Pelletiers,  for  a  strip  of 
Pelletier's  land  40  feet  wide  and  200  feet  long,  approximately  8,000  square 
feet.  This  40  foot  strip  started  on  West  Main  Street  and  gave  the  town  a 
driveway  directly  into  the  new  High  School  from  West  Main  Street. 

A  subcommittee  was  appointed  consisting  of  Mrs.  Dorothy  Helmreich, 
Mrs.  Patricia  Silva,  Mr.  Charles  Aughtry,  and  Mrs.  Peter  Nieuwkoop,  for 
choosing  and  coordinating  colors  throughout  the  new  school. 

At  the  present  time  the  Committee  is  in  the  process  of  receiving  and 
awarding  bids  for  movable  equipment,  which  will  include  the  interior 
furnishings  for  the  school.  Superintendent  of  Schools  Maurice  J.  Splaine, 
Jr.  and  the  newly  appomted  High  School  Principal,  Joseph  Solmonese, 
have  assumed  the  burden  of  drawing  up  the  specifications  for  bidding 
process,  resulting  in  a  considerable  savings  to  the  town,  as  this  work  is 
usually  done  by  an  architect  at  an  additional  cost. 
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The  heavy  and  constant  rains  during  1972  have  created  many  prob- 
lems; many  working  days  were  lost.  The  greatest  problem  however,  is  the 
very  high  water  table  in  the  ground,  which  is  the  highest  in  sixty  years. 
The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  upon  making  inspection  on  the 
new  sanitary  system,  recommended  that  we  build  it  a  couple  of  feet 
higher.  We  did  so,  but  at  an  added  cost  of  several  thousand  dollars,  which 
we  took  from  our  contingency  fund.  In  December  1972  the  Committee  re- 
ceived a  letter  from  the  State  Department  of  Health  giving  us  a  100  per 
cent  approval  of  our  installed  sanitary  system. 

We  have  other  drainage  problems,  such  as  the  land  surrounding  the 
new  building  being  very  flat,  and  the  disposal  of  the  surface  water  from 
the  new  building  and  the  asphalt  parking  areas  create  somewhat  of  a 
problem.  Also,  the  old  high  school  football  field  had  a  water  table  in  No- 
vember 1972  which  was  so  high  the  field  was  covered  with  approximately 
two  inches  of  water,  and  one  of  our  home  footbaU  games  had  to  be  played 
on  a  neighboring  town's  field  in  Mansfield.  The  football  field,  as  we  know, 
does  not  require  any  work  under  our  construction  contract,  however,  our 
contract  does  call  for  the  building  of  a  running  track  around  this  field. 

At  this  writing  your  Committee  is  making  a  study  of  these  acute 
drainage  problems,  and  lets  hope  they  can  be  solved  without  too  great  an 
expense. 

In  summary,  the  progress,  made  by  your  School  Building  Committee 
during  the  past  year,  has  been  substantial.  The  attendance  of  the  mem- 
bers at  the  many  meetings  and  sub-committee  meetings  during  this  con- 
struction period  has  been  excellent. 

The  Committee  looks  forward  to  the  opening  of  the  new  Norton  High 
School  in  the  fall  of  1973.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SRPEDD  REPRESENTATIVES 

Norton's  representatives  on  the  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and 
Economic  Development  District  Commission  are  Mrs.  Barbara  Mac- 
Caffrie,  on  behalf  of  the  Selectmen,  and  Edmund  A.  Mewing  from  the 
Planning  Board. 

The  role  of  SRPEDD,  one  of  the  twelve  regional  planning  agencies 
covering  all  of  Massachusetts,  is  (1)  to  develop  regional  plans,  particu- 
larly for  issues  of  more  than  local  concern,  (such  as  transportation) 
thereby  making  member  municipalities  eligible  for  certain  types  of  fed- 
eral financial  assistance;  (2)  to  provide  assistance  to  member  com- 
munities in  the  areas  of  zoning,  development  planning,  environmental 
protectioin,  governmental  structure  and  services;  (3)  review  local  plans 
and  proposals  for  compatibility  with  regional  plans  and  to  ensure  that  a 
municipality  does  not  create  problems  for  its  neighbors;  (4)  serve  as  a 
forum  for  the  discussion  of  issues  touching  more  than  one  municipality 
and  as  a  liaison  with  some  State  and  federal  offices. 

The  SRPEDD 's  operating  budget  is  derived  from  two  major  sources. 
Each  member  community  provides  funds  at  a  rate  of  15  cents  per  capita. 
Other  funds  come  from  federal  and  State  grants.  During  1972,  over 
$475,000  was  spent  on  projects  benefiting  District  communities. 

Membership  in  the  SRPEDD  has  greatly  benefited  the  town  in  sev- 
eral ways.  The  District  maintains  certification  of  the  member  com- 
munities in  such  areas  as  land  use,  water  and  sewer,  open  space  and 
recreation  and  economic  development.  Without  such  certification,  com- 
munities would  net  be  eligible  for  the  federal  funding  of  projects  in  these 
fields.  The  town's  participation  in  an  economic  development  district  also 
increases  in  some  cases  the  federal  funding  portion  of  a  public  works  or 
technical  assistance  project  from  67%  -  75%  of  the  total  project  cost. 

The  District  is  also  carrying  out  solid  waste  management  and  trans- 
portation planning  programs  which  are  designed  to  alleviate  some  of  the 
critical  problems  in  these  areas. 
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The  Distri<jt  has  provided  specific  services  to  Norton.  For  example, 
the  District  has  prepared  a  proposed  zoning  by-law  for  the  Town,  and 
assisted  the  Conservation  Commission  in  doing  site  evaluations  for  a 
Conservation  Master  Plan.  In  addition,  the  District  staff  coordinates  the 
efforts  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Regional  Sewer  Study  Committee  which  studied  the 
feasibility  of  creating  a  regional  sewer  district  with  Mansfield  and  Fox- 
boro. 

SRPEDD  itself  does  not  have  the  legal  mandate  now  to  effect  any  of 
its  plans.  Each  town  itself,  or  in  concert  with  others,  or  by  direction  of 
the  (ieneral  Court  must  make  that  "Let's  Do  It'*  decision.  Through 
Norton's  membership  and  our  representation,  this  town  has  a  voice  in 
matters  of  regional  concern  and  is  thus  able  to  let  Norton's  opinion  be 
considered  equally  with  the  other  29  communities  in  SRPEDD. 

The  Commission  meets  monthly  to  discuss  and  vote  on  solutions  to 
the  area's  problems.  The  staff  and  Commission  have  been  immeasurably 
aided  by  the  part-time  (usually  evening)  efforts  of  citizen  groups  con- 
cerned with  such  topics  as  industrial  development,  housing,  conservation, 
etc.  These  groups  are  open  to  all  and  we  hope  some  of  you  will  join  with 
us  in  furthering  orderly  progress.

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REPORT  OF  SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL 
DISTRICT  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

The  Southeastern  Regional  School  Committee  members  are  Thomas 
W.  Devine  and  Timothy  S.  Ryan,  Brockton;  Robert  B.  Ewlng,  East 
Bridgewater;  Charles  D.  Anderson,  Easton;  Robert  A.  Girardin,  Fox- 
borough;  Louis  E.  Tarsa,  Jr.,  Mansfield;  Charles  W.  McDonald,  Norton; 

James  J.  Leonard,  Sharon;  Robert  B.  Snow,  Stoughton;  and  Eugene 
Kostecki,  West  Bridgewater. 

During  the  year,  John  H.  Hamilton  was  replaced  on  the  School  Com- 
mittee by  Eugene  Kostecki,  Clement  F.  Beals  was  replaced  by  Thomas 
W.  Devine,  and  Edward  A.  Raymond  was  replaced  by  Timothy  S.  Ryan. 

Officers  of  the  1972-73  year  are  Robert  A.  Girardin,  Chairman; 
Thomas  W.  Devine,  Vice-Chairman;  and  Robert  B.  Ewing,  Secretary. 

One  of  the  highlights  in  the  District's  history  occurred  in  1972  when 
the  Southeastern  Regional  Technical  Institute  became  accredited  by  the 
American  Dental  Association  for  the  Dental  Assisting  program.  This  pro- 
gram is  now  recognized  nationally  as  an  accepted  educational  program. 

Recognition  of  the  value  of  vocational-technical  education  has  become 
more  apparent  with  the  increase  in  student  applications  and  with  the 
school  functioning  at  capacity.  To  satisfy  the  demand  and  to  offer  more 
opportunities  for  district  students,  satellite  schools  have  been  developed. 
Four  unoccupied  elementary  schools  have  been  donated  to  the  district  to 
use  for  satellite  programs.  The  four  towns  contributing  these  unused 
schools  are  Easton,  Foxborough,  Sharon  and  Stoughton.  The  Building  and 
Plant  Maintenance  program  students  have  completely  renovated  the 
Tolman  School  in  Stoughton  and  the  High  Street  School  in  Sharon.  The 
Tolman  School,  now  housing  the  Health  Services  Assistant  program,  ac- 
commodates approximately  60  students.  The  High  Street  School  is  hous- 
ing the  newly  introduced  Building  and  Grounds  Repair  and  Remodeling 
program,  accommodating  approximately  14  students.  The  other  two 
schools  are  presently  being  renovated  and  remodeled  by  the  Building  and 
Plant  Maintenance  students. 
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The  School  Committee  voted  to  authorize  an  addition  to  the  present 
facilities  subject  to  approval  by  member  communities.  The  enrollment 
is  anticipated  to  be  increased  by  400  students.  Eight  additional  occupation- 
al offerings  are  planned  for  the  addition. 

The  School  District  is  a  charter  incorporator  in  the  Southeastern 

Massachusetts  Educational  Council  for  Economic  Growth.  The  members 
of  this  organization  are  striving  to  cooperate  with  each  other  in  their 
various  training  programs.  Other  members  of  this  organization  are 
Stonehill  College,  Bridgewater  State  College,  Massasoit  Community  Col- 
lege, and  the  Brockton  Public  School  System. 

The  Southeastern  Regional  School  Committee  continues  to  provide  for 
meaningful  occupational  education  for  students  within  the  District  com- 
munities.

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COUNCIL  ON  AGING  REPORT 

The  Council  on  Aging  presents  it's  annual  report  to  the  Honorable 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  to  the  Town  of  Norton. 

The  Council  on  Aging  of  the  Town  of  Norton  had  its  beginning  as  a 
Study  Committee  on  Aging  appointed  by  the  Norton  Board  of  Selectmen. 
Out  of  tills  grew  the  development  of  an  Article  in  the  Warrant  of  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  to  create  officially  the  "Council  on  Aging  of  the 
Town  of  Norton."  The  official  action  occurred  on  March  6,  1972  with  a 
grant  of  $1,000.00  as  ar  initial  budget.  The  Study  Committee  wliile  working 
toward  gaining  recognition  as  an  agency  of  the  town  helped  to  establish 
the  "Norton  Senior  Citizens*  Club"  which  currently  meets  at  the  Chartley 
Methodist  Church  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

The  Council  on  Aging  since  its  approval  by  the  town  has  continued 
to  represent  and  seek  to  be  an  enabling  body  on  behalf  of  the  Senior 
Citizens  of  the  Town.  Among  programs  established  by  the  Council  have 
been  the  development  of  a  discount  program  sponsored  in  cooperation 
with  the  merchants  of  the  town  through  the  use  of  Identification  Cards 
and  also  the  Hot  Lunch  program  currently  now  in  operation  at  the  L.  G. 
Nourse  School  for  benefit  of  the  Senior  Citizens. 

The  Council  conducted  a  Survey  of  the  Senior  Citizens  of  the  Town 
with  the  aim  of  discovering  various  kinds  of  needs  to  be  met  and  poten- 
tial possibilities  of  future  programming  for  Senior  Citizens. 

The  Senior  Citizens  Club  is  a  vital  active  group  in  our  community 
that  really  get  out  and  do  many  kinds  of  things.  Their  program  involves 
social  and  recreational  activities  helping  to  meet  the  needs  of  people. 


The  Council  on  Aging  is  currently  studying  further  developments  and 
possibilities  of  a  Drop  In  Center,  and  exploring  the  desperate  need  of 
transportation.  The  Council  is  a  member  of  the  National  Council  on  Aging 
and  we  seek  to  coordinate  our  efforts  with  other  local  councils  on  aging 
in  our  neighboring  communities. 

The  present  membership  of  the  Council  on  Aging  is  made  up  of  per- 
sons interested  in  the  needs  of  the  Senior  Citizens.  Mr.  Richard  Charette,

In  the  East  Hodges  St.  area,  a  few  million  Cabbage  Maggot  Moths 
(white,  like  a  snow  storm)  helped  the  '72  hatch  of  Barrowsville  Bugs 
(potato)  be  pests  again  this  year. 

It  seems  that  a  farmer  plants  a  big  field  of  potatoes,  squash  and 
cabbage  in  that  area.  He  does  very  little  cultivating  and  NO  spraying,  and 
gathers  the  best  of  the  ripe  crop.  I  guess  the  cost  to  make  a  perfect  crop 
is  too  much. 

Bugs  ???  WHOOOEE  !!! 

On  May  11  and  12,  Hixon  Tree  Co.  applied  200  gallons  of  12% 
Methoxachlor  mist  spray  to  the  elms. 

Spraying  of  elms  is  getting  to  be  an  almost  impossible  chore.  There 
is  a  horse  or  a  swimming  pool  or  a  play-pen  or  a  brook  or  drainage  ditch 
behind  every  other  tree,  and  we  can't  drift  spray  on  such  things,  or  we 
lose  our  spray  license. 

This  may  be  the  last  elm  spray  I'll  put  on.  However,  I  am  waiting  for 
a  firm  report  on  the  effects  of  a  new  systemic  elm  spray,  "Benlate." 

May  15  thru  June  2,  I  cut  and  burned  Tent  Caterpillar  nests,  or 
areosol  bombed  'em,  or  sprayed  with  Methox.  Not  too  many  Tents  this 
year,  and  I  believe  that  I  covered  the  Town  well. 

After  the  cemetery  people  cleaned  all  the  brush  and  bullbrier  out  of 
the  Lincoln  Cemetery  on  South  Washington  St.,  I  sprayed  it  to  ktU  the 
sprout  growth. 
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2,000  gallons  of  Amino  Triazole  was  sprayed  on  Poison  Ivy  around 
town.  Cross  St.  soaked  up  650  gallons  of  it.  Oak  St.  done  again.  And  spot 
spraying. 

As  with  Tents,  I  either  cut  and  burned,  or  bombed  with  aerosol  cans, 
every  Fall  Webworm  nest  I  could  find  in  Town.  We'll  try  to  hold  'em 
down  before  they  get  as  bad  as  in  areas  west  and  north  of  Norton.

On  January  1st  all  tagged  D.E.D.  trees  had  been  removed,  except  2 
boles  from  which  the  Light  Co.  had  not  removed  their  guy  cables. 
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The  Elm  situation  looked  good  and  I  dropped  my  budget  back  to 
$4,000.00. 

In  June  I  found  new  Wilt  and  did  12  amputations  and  removed  1  tree. 

Seeming  to  be  on  top  of  the  situation,  I  tagged  and  tested  no  trees.  I 
figured  that  if  I  can't  spot  the  Disease  by  now  I  better  quit,  although  the 
tags  help  to  identify. 

I  left  for  a  3  weeks  vacation  on  July  1st.,  with  the  intention  of  re- 
moving 10  small  wilted  trees  when  I  got  back. 

There  is  much  D.E.D.  all  the  way  across  the  country  to  the  Plains 
States,  and  very  heavy  in  Nebraska. 

When  I  got  back  from  vacation  I  found  we  had  lost  3  of  the  Amputa- 
tions, 3  tested  sterile  trees  were  definitely  wilted,  and  12  more  trees 
wilted.  18  in  all. 

Of  the  18,  15  trees  were  removed,  the  Light  Co.  topping  3  of  the  15. 
Total  17  diseased  elms  removed  this  year. 

We  go  into  1973  with  a  mess  of  small  D.E.D.  trees  standing  and  3  big 
ones,  and  2  boles  holding  guy  cable. 

Bancroft's  Inc.,  Tree  Service  of  Plainville,  has  put  a  transfusion  of 
new  systemic  fungicide,  "Benlate,"  into  the  Phillip's  Elm,  after  ampu- 
tating a  wilted  limb.  We  will  watch  the  results. 

Norton  is  one  of  the  Bristol  County  Towns  which  is  supposed  to  re- 
ceive about  $1,000.00  for  Elm  work  from  the  County.

Arbor  Day  —  April  28,  1972 

To  stimulate  Arbor  Day  planting,  the  New  England  Chapter,  Inter- 
national Shade  Tree  Conference,  Inc.  obtained  Planting  Stock  to  distribute 
to  participating  towns,  at  a  nominal  cost. 

Remembering  the  extensive  tree  planting  programs  that  Mrs.  Ger- 
trude Cornish  MUUken  did  in  years  past,  the  Forest  Committee  pur- 
chased 500  Blue  Spruce  and  500  European  White  Birch. 

75  small  Elms  were  purchased  from  the  Tree  Warden  account. 

An  Arbor  Day  Committee  was  formed  and  a  hectic  time  was  had  by 

all. 

The  Committee  (here-in-after  to  be  called.  The  Committee)  was  made 
up  of  the  Forest  Committee,  the  Land  Preservation  Society,  Girl  and  Boy 
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Scout  leaders,  Conservation  Commission  people,  the  Tree  Warden,  School 
Principal  Richard  Silva  and  many  of  his  Teachers,  and  —  who  have  I 
forgot. 

The  Committee  held  meetings  at  the  Tree  Bam,  Fernandes  Ware- 
house, etc.  and  formidated  a  program  which  was  pretty  well  adhered  to 
on  P  (planting)  Day,  and  which  we  think  went  off  well. 

Your  Tree  Warden  placed  forms  on  a  table  at  Town  Meetings,  and 
about  70  people  signed  up  for  free  trees,  2  to  a  customer.  These  people 
and  the  children  received  trees  later. 

3  busloads  of  L.  G.  Nourse  children  participated. 

They  attended  a  ceremony  at  the  Phillip's  Elm,  and  they  planted 

trees  at  the  Chartley  Conservation  Area,  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School,  and 
across  the  street  from  the  School  in  the  Town  Forest  Field. 

YOU  KNOW,  the  country  ain't  about  to  go  completely  to  Pot  after 
all.  The  enthusiasm  and  energy  displayed  by  those  kids  you  wouldn't 

believe,  and  my  faith  in  the  future  of  the  Town  is  renewed. 

Mrs.  Carrie  Eddy,  298  South  Worcester  St.  has  some  beautiful,  large 
Spruce  Trees  to  give  away.  The  only  stipulation  is  to  repair  and  grass 
in  the  lawn  afterward. 

The  Town  Terr  /  Tree,  that  is,  /  Truck  has  a  rack  body,  and  does  not 
dump.  Until  last  September  I  have  been  emptjdng  loads  of  wood  chips 
with  a  hand  shovel,  which  I  found  to  be  slow  and  somewhat  wearisome. 

At  that  time  I  had  a  strong  tarpaulin  made  which  I  hoped  would  roll 
the  chips  out.  The  tarp  worked  fairly  well  with  a  half  a  load,  although 
still  comparatively  slow.  A  full  load  seems  to  be  too  much,  and  I  break 
ropes. 

A  hoist  seems  to  be  the  answer,  as  it  will  make  the  Tree  Truck  full 
utility. 

Although  the  Highway  has  a  dump  truck  they  use  for  wood  chips,  it 
is  often  unavailable,  and  the  chip  body  has  to  be  put  on  and  off. 

The  Water  Dept.  will  soon  push  a  30  ft.  road  through  the  Gertrude 
Cornish  Forest  as  an  access  to  their  new  well.  The  Forest  Committee 
wants  no  heaps  of  brush  or  wood  left  over,  and  it  is  my  intention  to  help 
with  the  cutting,  and  chip  brush  as  we  go. 
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I  am  spreading  all  chips  that  I  get  onto  Forest  access  roads. 

With  some  luck  we  may  have  an  open  enough  winter  so  that  much  of 
this  work  can  be  done  in  January  and  February. 

Highway  Supt.  Mr.  Jacobs  gave  me  the  name  of  the  Providence  Body 
Co.,  whose  sole  business  is  truck  bodies.  Upon  calling  them  they  say  they 
do  hundreds  of  such  adaptions,  and  the  set  price  is  $645.00. 

I  spoke  to  Mr.  Harry  Landis  of  the  Fin.  Com.  about  the  possibility  of 
obtaining  that  sum  at  Special  Town  Meeting. 

Jack  Healey  requested  that  I  write  this  letter. 

I  believe  that  the  hoist  is  a  tool  we  need. 

May  I  take  this  space  to  thank  the  Town  for  the  deluge  of  cards,  let- 
ters, calls  and  well-wishes  that  I  received  during,  and  after  my  recent 
stint  in  the  Hospital.

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  present  the  Forty-ninth  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1972. 

Much  to  the  regret  of  the  Water  Department,  William  Peach,  a  long 
time  member  of  the  Water  Commissioners  turned  in  his  letter  of  resig- 
nation in  July.  He  has  moved  to  Beverly  Farms,  Mass.  where  he  plans  to 
retire.  David  Johnson  was  appointed  to  fill  in  the  vacancy. 
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A  new  gravel  pack  well  was  installed  at  the  Winnicunet  area  and  the 
testing  has  proved  the  project  successful. 

The  7500  feet  of  16  inch  water  main  on  East  Main  Street  and  a  new 
pumping  station  will  be  advertised  for  bidders  by  early  Spring. 

During  the  Year  the  Water  Department  installed  64  new  services.  We 
now  have  2503  services  in  use  —  99  are  metered  services  and  2404  are 
fixed  rate  services. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  Supt.  Donald  Robinson  and  the  employees 
of  the  Water  Department  for  the  efficient  performance  of  their  duties.

The  Norton  Housing  Authority  is  pleased  to  inform  the  residents  of 
Norton  that  on  Saturday,  August  5,  1972,  we  had  our  ground  breaking 
ceremonies,  with  many  local,  state  and  federal  dignitaries  in  attendance. 

The  fifty-unit  project  with  community  building  is  presently  under 
construction  and  is  being  built  by  Bryan  H.  Reed  Construction  Ck)mpany, 
from  Hanover,  Massachusetts.  It  is  being  built  under  the  direction  of  our 
Architect,  John  D.  Latimer,  Associates,  with  offices  in  Taunton,  Massa- 
chusetts and  Durham,  North  Carolina. 

In  July  of  1972,  Mr.  Gordon  Kirby  resigned  from  the  Authority  after 
having  served  on  the  original  committee  and  also  being  the  first  Chair- 
man of  the  Authority.  We  want  to  thank  him  for  all  of  his  efforts  and 
time  committed  to  the  realization  of  this  project. 

We  were  happy  to  have  elected  to  complete  Mr.  Kirby's  term  to  the 
Authority,  Mr.  Herbert  W.  Church.  Mr.  Church  was  also  elected  to  the 
position  of  Treasurer  and  coming  in  right  in  the  middle  when  the  project 
was  going  full  bore  has  done  a  fabulous  job. 

The  project  is  to  be  completed  some  time  in  late  October  of  1973,  and 
we  will  probably  be  leasing  units  some  time  in  the  late  summer.  The 
Authority  welcomes  anyone  wishing  to  see  the  project  as  it  is  being  con- 
structed to  do  so,  but  to  stop  by  and  see  Mr.  Kirby,  the  Clerk  of  the 
Works,  so  that  he  may  give  you  a  tour.

The  increase  in  caseload  this  year  as  it  has  been  in  previous  years  is 
attributed  in  part  to  chronic  unemployment,  long  term  illness  of  the  vet- 
eran and  his  dependents,  and  persons  moving  into  Norton  who  have  been 
receiving  assistance  from  their  town  of  origin. 


All  monies  expended  by  the  town  for  the  care  and  welfare  of  the  vet- 
eran and  his  dependents  is  reimbursed  by  the  Commonwealth  at  50  per 
cent.  This  year  Norton  should  qualify  for  $45,000.00. 

Benefits  are  aUoted  to  those  veterans  and  their  dependents  who  are 
found  to  be  eligible  for  such  assistance.  Each  applicant  is  thoroughly  in- 
vestigated by  your  Agent,  and  approval  for  payment  of  such  benefits  is 
given  by  the  Office  of  Commissioner  of  Veterans'  Services,  Boston,  Mass. 

Expenditures  increase  each  year  in  the  area  of  drugs,  doctors,  nurs- 
ing home  care,  inpatient  and  outpatient  hospital,  optomerist,  and  other 
vendor  payments  related  to  our  program.  Those  persons  65  years  or  over 
and  enrolled  in  the  Medicare  program  are  also  enrolled  in  the  Special 
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Veterans'  Medex  program.  Medex  usually  will  pick  up  and  pay  what 
Medicare  will  not  cover.  Medex  has  proven  to  be  a  big  saving  in  what 
otherwise  would  be  large  doctor  and  hospital  bills. 

Effective  October  1,  1972  a  $12.50  "pass  along"  increase  in  the  budget 
was  approved  by  the  Commissioner's  Office,  This  raise  was  given  to  off- 
set, in  part,  the  20  per  cent  increase  in  Social  Security  benefits  which  was 
signed  into  law  by  President  Nixon  on  July  1,  1972.  This  pass  along  raise 
applies  to  those  65  years  or  over  or  who  are  receiving  Disability  benefits 
from  Social  Security. 

Service  work  took  a  very  sharp  increase  in  1972,  as  will  be  noted  in 
breakdown  as  below:

Other  service  work  includes:  foUow  up  work  on  new  cases,  routine 
home  visits  of  permanently  aided  persons,  assisting  veterans'  in  filling 
out  forms  for  educational  benefits,  GI  Home  Loans,  writing  for  real  estate 
abatement  certificates,  writing  for  stolen  or  mislaid  discharges  from  the 
armed  services,  and  giving  information  to  those  veterans'  who  make  in- 
quiries with  regards  to  benefits  due  them  under  the  various  Veterans' 
Administration  programs. 

Agent  is  located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Town  Hall  Building  with 
office  hours  from  8:30  a.m.  to  4:30  p.m.  each  and  every  day,  also  Monday 
evenings  from  6:00  p.m.  to  8:00  p.m.  The  office  phone  number  is  285-9324.

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CIVIL  DEFENSE  REPORT

Gentlemen : 

The  name  of  the  game  is  "Readiness  Planning"  and  to  help  achieve 
this  goal,  the  Operations  plan  was  completely  rewritten.  After  the  rewrite 
was  typed,  by  an  Economic  Opportunity  Program  typist  at  the  Town  Hall, 
it  was  submitted  to  MCDA  Area  2  Headquarters,  in  May.  This  basic  plan 
keeps  the  Town  eligible  for  Surplus  property  and  other  funding. 

In  keeping  with  the  above  "theme"  the  Federal  government  conduct- 
ed seminars  throughout  the  state.  In  addition  to  US  CD  personnel,  Mass. 
CD  and  the  University  of  Massachusetts  also  conducted  various  classes. 
This  director  attended  a  2V2  day  seminar  in  December.  The  classes 
covered  responsibilities,  simulated  hazard  analysis  exercises,  revaluation 
of  the  CD  program  were  a  few  of  the  topics  covered. 

The  Fire  Dept.  received  surplus  equipment  with  an  estimated  acquisi- 
tion value  of  $2500.  Surplus  field  telephones  and  ringers  were  modified 
and  installed  in  each  fire  station.  Using  existing  fire  alarm  wires,  the 
Fire  Alarm  Supt.  has  virtually  eliminated  the  need  for  commercial  intra- 
departmental  caUs;  thereby,  obtaining  a  reduction  in  phone  costs  for  the 
department. 

The  numerous  office  relocations,  at  the  Town  Hall,  were  supplied 
from  CD  Surplus  with  desks,  chairs,  file  cabinets,  and  tables. 

Unfortunately,  other  equipment  programs  the  Federal  government 
started  never  materiahzed.  The  Excess  Property  program  was  cut  off 
when  the  State  reached  its  allocated  funding  value.  This  program  may  be 
restored  next  year. 

The  "special  services"  group  assisted  at  three  searches  and  in  trans- 
ferring shelter  stock  from  one  location  to  another.  This  move  was  ac- 
complished with  assistance  from  the  Highway  Dept. 

Three  firemen  attended  a  fire  fighting  course  at  the  MCDA  Training 
Academy,  Topsfield;  completing  three  days  of  study  and  training,  in  basic 
firefighting. 
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As  in  the  past,  volunteers  and  service  organizations  are  always  wel- 
come to  participate  in  the  program.  Applicants  may  leave  their  name

The  regular  maintenance  work  of  mowing  the  grass,  trimming  around 
the  stones  and  shrubber>%  filling  sunken  graves,  straightening  up  leaning 
markers,  raking  leaves  and  other  duties  were  performed  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion  we  wish  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  the  Town  Clerk,  also  to  Executive  Secretary  Mr.  John 
Healey,  and  Supt.  of  Cemeteries,  Mr.  Ernest  "White,  for  their  fine  co- 
operation during  the  past  year.

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  FOR  1972 

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

This  is  a  report  of  the  Highway  Department  and  its  work  and  progress 
in  1972. 

This  has  been  a  very  wet  year  which  really  hurt  in  construction  cost. 
A  pair  of  new  culverts  were  installed  at  Goose  Brook  on  Dean  St.  where 
the  water  has  been  running  over  the  street  for  many  years. 

Much  drainage  was  installed  in  the  Grove  area.  The  cost  was  kept 
down  because  we  bought  the  pipe  in  1971. 

Three  Grove  roads  were  constructed  this  year,  Woodbine,  Balsam, 
and  Woodland. 
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A  drainage  system  was  installed  on  Reservoir  Street  and  Maple  Street. 

Some  dead  catch  basins  were  installed  on  Plain  Street  and  Power 
Street  where  new  houses  were  built,  to  relieve  water  problems  but  will 
have  to  be  piped  at  a  later  date. 

Three  inch  sand  and  stone  mix  was  put  on  the  north  end  of  Bay  Road 
for  a  distance  of  4,000  feet. 

Three  inch  sand  and  stone  mix  was  put  on  Old  Taunton  Avenue. 
Three  inch  sand  and  stone  mix  was  put  on  Eddy  Street. 

Approximately  80,000  gallons  of  road  oil  was  used  in  1972  for  seal  coat- 
ing and  mix  jobs.  The  state  maintenance  funds  were  once  enough  to  do 
this  work  but  a  labor  and  materials  cost  rise  and  the  state  accoimts  do 
not,  the  town  has  to  bear  more  of  the  cost. 

There  are  still  four  wooden  bridges  left  in  town,  all  old  with  Power 
Street  being  the  worst  and  should  be  replaced. 

Drainage  will  be  the  biggest  problem  in  the  town  for  many  years  to 
come.  We  have  miles  of  road  with  no  drainage  at  all.  They  were  built 
before  all  the  new  housing  started  and  are  now  a  problem  because  houses 
are  built  where  the  water  once  went. 

Many  burms  have  been  installed  in  town  to  control  the  flow  of  water. 
Burms  do  no  good  unless  there  is  a  place  to  run  the  water. 

The  secondhand  grader  we  bought  last  year  proved  to  be  a  good  in- 
vestment. 

Street  signs  in  the  town  are  a  big  problem  in  the  town.  The  town 
spends  a  good  deal  of  money  in  this  area  each  year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  PLANNING  BOARD 

1972 

The  Planning  Board  met  for  23  regular  meetings  and  7  si>eciai  meet- 
ing with  3  members  having  perfect  attendance  for  the  regular  meetings. 
There  was  a  quorum  present  for  all  meetings  that  were  held  throughout 
the  year.  There  was  a  total  of  64  plans  brought  before  the  Board;  and 
after  being  reviewed  by  the  Board,  59  of  the  plans  were  signed,  with  5 
not  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  Board. 

During  the  year  the  Board  held  4  subdivision  hearings;  and  after  ap- 
proval by  the  Board  of  Health,  the  4  submitted  subdivision  layouts  were 
approved  by  the  Planning  Board. 

The  Planning  Board,  after  many  legal  entanglements,  hired  a  much 
needed  engineering  consultant;  Mr.  John  Vance.  Mr.  Vance  attends  aU 
the  Board  meetings  and  submits  a  written  report  to  the  Board  on  all  plans 
before  the  Board  takes  action  on  them. 

The  Board  has  familiarized  itself  with  the  new  Jones  and  Hatch  Act 
and  realizes  its  obligation  to  notify  the  Conservation  Commission  concern- 
ing any  development  which  may  come  under  this  act. 

During  the  past  year  Mr.  Edmund  Mewing  represented  the  Planning 
Board  and  the  Town  of  Norton  at  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and 
Economic  Development  District. 

On  February  8,  1972,  a  public  hearing  was  held  to  review  the  new 
Subdivision  By-laws  that  were  presented  by  the  Planning  Board.  With  no 
major  objections  against  the  proposed  by-laws,  the  Planning  Board  put 
them  into  effect  on  March  7,  1972.  The  newly  adopted  by-laws  take  the 
burden  off  the  taxpayer  for  sidewalks,  curbings,  40-foot  blacktop  streets, 
and  also  street  signs,  placing  these  costs  on  the  developer.  These  by-laws 
also  forbid  the  developer  to  strip  the  land  of  its  natural  beauty,  for  he  is 
now  required  to  leave  natural  as  much  as  possible  and  should  not  cut 
down  trees  without  the  approval  of  the  Board  or  the  tree  warden. 

The  Planning  Board  feels  that  because  of  the  stringent  by-laws  adopt- 
ed by  the  Town,  the  subdividing  of  land  in  Norton  has  now  slowed  down 
to  a  rate  that  the  existing  facilities  can  cope  with. 
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At  this  time,  the  Board  wishes  to  thank  Mr.  Jack  Healey  and  Mr. 
Edward  Smith  for  their  aid  and  assistance  throughout  the  past  year.

This  Committee  bought  1,000  little  trees  for  Arbor  Day  at  a  cost  of 
$165.00.  (See  Tree  Warden  Report). 

Committee  meetings  were  held  at  the  Tree  Barn  on  Jan.  20,  Feb.  9, 
March  4  and  23. 

A  difference  of  opinion  arose  between  the  Reforestation  and  the 
Recreation  Committees  concerning  a  ball  field  opposite  the  L.  G.  Nourse 
School. 

While  the  Forest  Committee  members  are  in  favor  of  such  a  ball 
field,  they  feel  that  some  fore-thought  is  in  order. 

The  Recreation  Committee  seemed  to  want  Instant  Baseball,  and  to 
that  end,  moved  to  take  the  field  by  Town  Meeting  Vote  (Articles  30-31, 
Annual  Town  Meeting,  March  6,  1972),  and  the  Town  illadvisedly  so  voted. 

The  Forest  Committee  however,  feel  that  Article  30  was  illegal,  and 
so,  null  and  void  under  Mass.  (General  Laws. 
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We  all  hope  that  1973  will  see  the  entire  matter  straightened  out,  a 
ball  field  established,  and  no  Juvenile  Delinquency  as  a  result  of  the 
delay. 

Forest  Committee  member  '*Lanky"  Reinhard  says,  funny  thing 
happened  on  my  way  to  the  Forum  —  —  (Selectmen's  meeting, 
4/27/72) 

The  V.F.W.  and  the  Legion  sponsored  an  Easter  Egg  Hunt  in  the 
G.  C.  Town  Forest  April  1st,  for  Norton  children. 

They  hid  2,100  boiled,  colored  eggs  among  the  trees  and  gave  out 
prizes  to  the  winners  of  the  different  age  groups.

"The  commimity  being  a  scattered  one,  the  problem  of  distributing 
reading  matter  has  been  difficult."  This  quotation  from  the  9th  Report  of 
the  Free  Public  Library  Commission  of  Massachusetts  in  1899  describes 
the  problem  facing  the  Norton  Public  Library  in  the  1970's. 

Even  though  the  library  was  open  extra  hours  for  the  benefit  of 
youngsters  on  the  afternoon  double  sessions,  few  took  advantage  of  these 
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hours.  With  no  means  of  getting  to  the  library  these  children  could  not 
use  the  library  resources.  This  emphasizes  one  of  the  reasons  why  the 
library  must  begin  planning  for  the  means  of  extending  its  services  to  aU 
areas  of  the  community,  not  only  for  children,  but  for  older  residents, 
young  mothers,  and  the  handicapped.  A  bookmobile,  a  long  considered 
possibility,  should  now  be  a  priority  in  future  planning.  The  "time  of  quiet 
rejoicing"  has  not  yet  come.  We  were  overly  optimistic  in  our  1971  report. 
Unexpected  tie-ups  delayed  planned  moves,  but  the  end  to  the  obstacles 
seems  near  and  we  start  1973  with  new  hopes  that  soon  aU  books  and 

periodicals  will  be  where  the  public  can  use  them  more  advantageously, 
young  adult  material  will  be  highlighted,  and  work  space  will  be  opened 
up  for  all  the  staff.  New  equipment  has  been  ordered  which  will  add  to 
the  more  efficient  use  of  library  material  by  library  patrons  and  the  staff. 

Here  there  should  be  a  reminder  of  why  work  space  is  needed.  In 
order  to  get  the  material  the  public  wants  to  the  stacks,  there  is  a  process 
of  selection,  piurchasing,  accession,  classification,  cataloging,  processing 
and  stacking;  these  are  seven  time  consuming  steps  requiring  special 
knowledge  and  an  area  allowing  sufficient  space  for  efficient  work. 

DO  YOU  HAVE  OVERDUE  LIBRARY  BOOKS? 

During  the  school  year  of  1971-1972  several  5th  and  6th  grade  classes 
and  a  remedial  reading  class  come  to  the  library  every  other  week.  So  far 
in  the  1972-1973  school  year  no  classes  have  met  at  the  library;  and  circu- 
lation statistics  indicate  this.  Also,  not  being  able  to  locate  material 
readily  may  have  discouraged  some  borrowers.

However,  when  the  mezzanine  was  opened,  we  discovered  that  the 
reference  work  took  the  librarian  on  duty  away  from  the  desk  area  so 
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often  that  it  was  necessary  to  have  a  second  assistant  on  duty.  As  a  li- 
brarian I  find  it  gratifying  to  see  that  the  library  is  being  used  contin- 
ually. 

An  eight  to  ten  percent  increase  in  the  price  of  books  and  an  increase 
in  the  postage  rates  add  to  the  problems  of  book  selection.  No  budget 
can  increase  that  much.  As  a  consequence,  each  year  libraries  purchase 
fewer  books  and  materials.  1,294  books  were  added  to  the  collection,  402 
in  the  Children's  Room.  182  of  these  were  gifts. 

Do  You  have  OVERDUE  LIBRARY  BOOKS. 

The  Story  Hours  have  continued  aU  year.  Mrs.  Stevens  and  Mrs. 
Morey  led  the  Spring  story  hours:  Mrs.  Donna  Jordan  and  Miss  Eden  led 
the  two  Summer  story  hours  for  pre-schoolers  and  older  children:  Miss 
Janet  Cardenosa  leads  the  Story  Hours  now.  Because  of  the  number  of 
applications  two  hours  are  scheduled  each  Friday  of  Story  Time.  Regis- 
tration is  required  for  each  Story  Time  period. 

Several  groups  have  used  the  Jennings  Conference  Room  for  evening 
meetmgs.  Any  group  interested  in  using  this  room  must  clear  with  the 
librarian. 

The  Eastern  Massachusetts  Public  Library  System  continues  to  ex- 
pend its  services  to  this  area.  For  many  of  these  this  library  does  not  have 
the  facilities  or  space.  Of  174  Inter-Library  Loan  requests,  the  library 
received  171.  1,167  books  were  loaned  from  the  Bookmobile.  Special  Loan 
collections  on  politics,  poetry,  sports  were  popular.  107  films  were  bor- 
rowed for  teachers  and  organizations.  The  staff  participates  in  the  meet- 
mgs and  seminars. 

DO  YOU  HAVE  ANY  NORTON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  BOOKS? 

There  is  now  a  total  registration  of  4,396.  There  has  been  a  suspen- 
sion of  library  privileges  for  a  number  of  chronic  offenders  who  refuse 
to  return  or  replace  the  material  they  have  borrowed.  The  library  has  used 
all  means  short  of  legal  action,  to  get  such  overdue  material  back.  Hun- 
dreds of  dollars  are  tied  up  in  this  material,  and  even  if  the  library  could 
afford  to  replace  the  items,  in  many  instances  we  cannot  because  the 
material  is  no  longer  in  print. 
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CHAPTER  208,  Section  84,  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts: 

Whoever,  willfully,  intentionally  and  without  right, 
wantonly,  and  without  cause,  detains  a  book,  newspaper, 
magazine,  pamphlet,  or  manuscript  which  belongs  to  a 
law,  city,  town  or  other  public  or  incorporated  library  for 
thirty  days  after  a  notice  in  writing  from  the  librarian 
thereof,  containing  a  copy  of  this  section,  and  given  after 
the  expiration  of  the  time  which,  by  the  regulations  of 
such  library,  such  book,  newspaper,  magazine,  phamplet 
or  manuscript  may  be  kept,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars, 
or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  six  months. 

DO  YOU  HAVE  OVERDUE  BOOKS?

The  Fire  Department  responded  to  over  1,465  calls  during  1972,  an 
increase  of  32%  over  1971.  Ambulance  calls  increased  heavily  during  the 
year  and  this  seems  to  be  the  trend  in  1973  as  well— the  calls  are  aver- 
aging 3  to  4  calls  a  day.  With  the  increased  number  of  calls  we  receive 
we  have  found  it  necessary  to  utilize  the  rescue  truck  as  a  second 
ambulance.  The  increase  in  these  calls  has  left  a  decrease  in  manpower 
for  fire  fighting  because  we  are  utilizing  men  assigned  to  other  stations 
to  fill  in  on  these  calls.  The  Fire  Chief  and  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers 
are  asking  for  three  more  men  to  properly  man  our  stations  and  main- 
tain our  best  service  to  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Norton. 

The  upstairs  at  Headquarters  (Chartley  Station)  has  been  completed 
by  the  Norton  Fire  Fighters.  The  other  stations  are  being  renovated  by 
the  men  of  those  stations.  These  men  deserve  credit  for  a  job  well  done, 
and  the  people  of  Norton  can  be  proud  of  their  Fire  Department.  The 
building  as  estimated  by  the  architect  was  $28,000.00.  The  cost  to  the 
Town  was  $4,000.00.  Fire  Fighters  donated  their  money,  time,  and 
tools  to  complete  the  job. 

The  Fire  Department  has  four  primary  concerns:  Fire  Prevention, 
Fire  Inspections,  Fire  Fighting,  and  Ambulance  Rescue.  Fire  Inspec- 
tions include  all  public  buildings,  schools,  churches,  rest  homes,  mer 
cantile,  and  manufacturing  plants.  These  inspections  are  not  only 
required  by  law,  they  give  the  fire  fighter  vast  knowledge  through  these 
inspections. 

Fire  Prevention  is  our  primary  concern  and  by  working  through  the 
schools,  Boy  Scouts,  and  other  civic  organizations,  we  have  been  able 
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to  instill  the  ideas  of  good  fire  prevention  to  many  Norton  children.  The 
Fire  Department  hopes  to  broaden  our  program  and  reach  the  higher 
grades  'vith  programs  of  slides  and  related  talks.  These  slides  will  also 
be  incorporated  into  our  training  program.  This  program  is  also  avail- 
able to  any  civic  group  by  calling  222-4360  anytime. 


The  Fire  Department  has  two  training  officers — Capt.  Ronald  Ben 
;)cH  of  the  call  force  and  Lieut.  Alan  Bliss  of  the  permanent  force.  These 
tivr.  men  attend  seminars  and  montbJy  meetings  of  the  Massachusetts 
Fire  Instructors  Association.  The  training  program  itself  includes  regular 
drills  in  use  of  the  various  fire  fighting  equipment  and  also  fire  fightint^ 
tactics.  Additionally  ambulance  and  rescue  crews  receive  advanced 
training  at  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  in  Attleboro  and  Morton  Hospital 
in  Taunton,  including  cardio  pulmonary  resuscitation. 


The  Fire  Alarm  Division  under  the  direction  of  Supt.  Charles  Thomae. 
has  installed  10  new  fire  boxes  and  installed  modern  cable  to  replace 
obsolete  cable  that  was  causing  problems  in  the  Fire  Alarm  System. 
Further  expansion  is  planned  for  1973  with  the  adding  of  newer  cable 
and  the  planning  of  new  circuits. 


The  Fire  Department  hopes  to  purchase  a  new  and  better  equipped 
ambulance  in  1973.  The  present  ambulance  is  a  1969  model,  and  is 
beginning  to  show  its  age  partly  due  to  the  over  2,000  calls  it  has  logged, 
and  because  the  present  ambulance  lacks  working  space  and  certain 
lifesaving  equipment  that  recent  advancements  in  ambulance  demand.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  duties  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  have  been  limited  this  year 
to  approximately  4  Forest  Fires,  only  one  of  these  was  of  a  serious 
nature.  The  reduction  of  Forest  Fires  is  due  to  two  reasons,  number  one 
the  extremely  rainy  weather  that  we  had  this  year  and  number  two  be- 
cause the  residents  of  Norton  were  very  careful  and  adhered  strictly 
to  the  no  burning  law  that  we  have. 

There  were  23  outdoor  burning  permits  issued  during  1972,  mainly 
for  agricultural  reasons. 

In  1972  we  had  3  Class  5  days  which  means  highly  explosive  con- 
ditions of  the  forests.  On  these  days  careful  watch  is  kept  in  the  wooded 
area  by  both  the  County  and  Town  Fire  Patrols. 

During  the  year  many  fire  trails  were  walked  and  location  of  water 
holes  for  auxiliary  water  were  located  and  properly  marked.  I  would 
like  to  urge  at  this  time  that  owners  of  large  tracts  of  land  to  keep 
roads  open  and  to  clear  around  water  holes,  to  make  them  readily 
accessible  to  the  Fire  Department  in  time  of  an  emergency.

BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 
ANNUAL  REPORT  —  NORTON,  MASS. 
DECEMBER  31,  1972 

On  June  30,  1973.  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  will 
complete  fourteen  years  of  service  to  the  Town  of  Norton,  and  eighteen 
other  communities  in  the  County. 

The  Project  experienced  one  of  the  worst  mosquito  seasons  ever, 
as  heavy  rains  during  the  spring  and  early  summer  created  innumer- 
able breeding  areas.  This,  combined  with  warm  humid  weather,  made 
conditions  ideal  for  adult  mosquitoes  to  be  a  continual  nuisance  both 
day  and  night. 
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This  was  also  one  of  the  most  prolonged  seasons  as  adult  mosquitoes 
were  on  the  wing  into  early  October,  however,  no  cases  of  encephalitis 
were  reported  in  Bristol  County. 

In  March  our  larviciding  program  got  underway,  and  168  acres  were 
treated  before  our  sprayers  were  mounted  on  May  1st. 

With  the  termination  of  the  spraying  season  on  September  15th,  our 
brook  and  ditch  maintenance  program  began  and  resulted  in  the  re- 
clamation of  5,505  feet  of  existing  waterways.  4,865  feet  of  brush  was 
also  removed  to  allow  proper  drainage  and  to  aid  in  preventing  unnec- 
essary flooding. 

We  thank  the  residents  of  Norton  for  their  continued  cooperation.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
TOWN  OF  NORTON 

Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Conservation  Commission  during  1972  has  continued  to  progress 
along  the  lines  laid  out  a  year  ago.  Many  of  these  projects  have  been 
completed,  and  many  remain  to  be  done. 

The  Rose  Farm  Property  has  been  permanently  bounded.  The  Com- 
mission felt  this  necessary  as  a  means  of  knowing  where  the  property 
begins  and  ends. 

A  great  deal  of  work  and  research  has  gone  into  acquiring  the 
bounds  and  names  of  former  owners  of  that  piece  of  Paul  Dover  School 
land  which  lies  in  the  Town  of  Norton.  We  have  hopes  of  acquiring  this 
as  a  large  green  belt  area.  The  notes  and  plans  have  been  sent  to  Sena- 
tor Quinlan,  and  further  contracts  will  be  made  with  the  Department 
of  Mental  Health. 

The  Water  Pollution  Tests  of  the  Wading  and  Canoe  Rivers  have 
been  completed  and  bound  copies  have  been  presented  to  the  Selectmen. 
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A  Conservation  Master  Plan  is  well  on  its  way,  aided  by  a  grant 
to  the  Commission  of  $750.00  from  the  Ford  Foundation.  A  member 
of  S.R.P.E.D.D.  has  been  hired  and  is  doing  most  of  the  research  and 
layout  and  will  be  recompensed  from  the  grant  and  S.R.P.E.D.D.  funds. 
This  should  be  completed  in  1973. 

The  Commission  has  acquired  a  number  of  pieces  of  tax  delinquent 
properties,  the  titles  of  which  have  been  registered.  These  will  be  in- 
corporated in  the  Master  Plan. 

The  Administration  of  the  Hatch  Wetlands  Act  has  been  turned  over 
to  the  Commission  by  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources,  which 
means  more  responsibilities  and  work  load  for  the  Commission.  Appli- 
cations for  filling,  dredging,  or  any  altering  of  wetlands  must  be  filed 
with  the  Commission  before  any  work  may  be  done  so  a  proper  hear- 
ing and  ruling  may  be  made.  Applications  are  on  file  in  the  Town  Clerk's 
office. 

A  Norton  resident  familiar  with  the  water  control  of  Chartley  Pond 
has  been  appointed  to  watch  over  the  dam  on  South  Worcester  Street. 

The  acquisition  of  approximately  40  acres  of  land  off  Oak  Street 
and  in  the  Great  Woods  was  voted  by  the  citizens  of  Norton  on  July  31, 
1972.  The  Commission  directed  Town  Counsel  to  make  a  complete  title 
search  before  the  taking  to  eliminate  any  legal  obstacles. 

The  Commission  continues  to  improve  the  Rose  property  which 
necessarily  is  a  long  process.  We  have  presently  a  large  shallow  pond 
on  the  site  which  is  used  a  great  deal  by  local  people  for  skating.  This 
could  become  a  really  attractive  property.  The  site  has  been  used  a  num- 
ber of  times  by  Boy  Scouts,  Girl  Scouts,  and  others,  simply  as  a  pleasant 
place  to  walk  and  watch  the  wild  life  which  abounds  there. 

The  Scouts  have  had  several  work  days  on  the  Rose  property  and 
have  helped  to  clean  it  up. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  Water  Department  for  the  installation  of  a 
water  supply  at  the  entrance  which  has  been  very  useful.

Mrs.  Angeline  M.  Guevremont,  Secretary  of  the  Board,  resigned 
on  December  1,  1972  after  24  years  of  service.  Her  knowledge,  dedica- 
tion, and  hard  work,  along  with  her  loyalty  to  the  Town  of  Norton  will 
be  greatly  missed.  She  is  a  'Good  Friend'  to  all  past  and  present  Board 
Members. 

Mrs.  Silvia  Mardahl  was  appointed  to  replace  Mrs.  Guevremont  on 
the  Board. 

The  Board  has  acquired  office  space  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Town 
Hall,  and  are  now  working  on  a  program  to  keep  the  office  open  on  a 
part  time  basis  during  the  week.  This,  however  will  only  be  possible  if 
the  budget  is  passed.  There  is  an  ever  increasing  amount  of  typing,  fil- 
ing, registrations,  address  changes,  census  work,  and  updating  to  be 
done.  We  are  extremely  anxious  to  begin  this  program,  and  to  be  able 
to  set  regular  part  time  office  hours.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  pleased  to  report  that  during  1972  it  has 
acted  to  increase  services  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  and  to  improve 
the  operation  of  Town  Government.  It  has  instituted  combined  gar- 
bage— rubbish  pick-up.  Through  the  excellent  cooperation  of  George 
Bauza,  it  has  vastly  improved  the  landfill  operation.  For  the  first  time 
the  Police  Department  office  in  the  Town  Hall  has  been  manned  twenty- 
four  hours  every  day,  and  the  Police  Department  has  itself  been 
strengthened  by  the  appointment  of  two  sergeants.  With  the  cooperation 
of  the  Building  Inspector  and  the  Planning  Board,  rules  for  subdivisions 
and  inspection  have  been  significantly  tightened.  The  Board  has  con- 
tinued to  oppose  the  building  of  unnecessary  highways  through  the  Town 
and  has  worked,  through  the  appointment  of  the  Great  Woods  Study 
Committee,  toward  the  preservation  of  the  natural  resources  and  beauty 
that  have  made  Norton  a  distinctive  and  pleasant  place  to  live.  Through 
the  efforts  of  the  Reservoir  Pollution  Committee,  which  it  appointed, 
for  the  first  time  in  several  years  the  Reservoir's  level  was  maintained 
throughout  the  summer,  and  steps  have  been  taken  toward  reducing  or 
eliminating  pollution. 

The  Board  appointed  a  Citizens'  Zoning  Committee  which  has  worked 
steadily  and  successfully  to  develop  a  Zoning  Bylaw  for  the  Town  to 
be  presented  to  the  Town  for  action.  The  Board  has  also  acted  to  keep 
open  the  option  of  acquiring  those  parts  of  the  House  in  the  Pines  School 
property  appropriate  for  Town  uses. 

To  our  employees  we  are  grateful  for  good  service.  We  regret  the 
loss  of  Herbert  Patriquin  as  councel  but  feel  ourselves  fortunate  in  ob- 
taining the  highly  skilled  service  of  Robert  Kalis.  To  Carl  Jacobs  we 
are  again  grateful  for  being  willing  to  continue  as  our  exceedingly  effi- 
cient acting  head  of  the  Highway  Department.  Sergeant  James  Dunlap 
as  Acting  Chief  of  Police  in  the  absence  of  Chief  Bartley  has  brought 
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the  department  to  the  highest  level  of  morale  and  efficiency  that  it  has 
reached  in  recent  years.  Richard  Charette  has  again  given  efficient  and 
considerate  service  as  Veterans'  Agent,  The  Inspection  Department, 
though  often  working  under  difficulties,  has  continued  to  give  effective 
protection  to  the  Town  and  its  citizens.  We  are  grateful  for  the  constant 
cooperation  of  Town  Clerk  Edward  Smith  and  his  office.  Of  our  Execu- 
tive Secretary  John  F.  Heaiey  we  can  only  say  that  his  vision,  his  ideal- 
ism, his  refusal  to  play  politics,  and  his  dedicated  and  selfless  hard 
work  have  made  him  the  very  center  and  soul  of  Town  Government. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  many  citizens  who  have  given  of  their  time 
and  abilities  to  serve  on  various  Town  Comimttees;  without  them  we 
could  have  done  little.  We  are  also  grateful  to  those  citizens  who  by 
their  vigorous  and  sometimes  angry  complaints  have  brought  to  our 
attention  problems  that  needed  to  be  solved.  Of  both  are  the  Kingdom 
of  Heaven! 

As  our  proposals  to  Town  Meeting  this  year  will  show,  we  aim 
further  to  improve  Town  services,  at  but  small  cost  to  the  tax-payers, 
by  hiring  a  Town  Engineer  to  do  engineering  for  all  Town  departments, 
by  obtaining  the  part-time  services  of  a  registered  sanitarian  to  im- 
prove health  inspection,  and  to  add  one  more  member  to  the  Police  De- 
partment to  avoid  costly  overtime  and  improve  coverage.  We  look  for- 
ward to  working  with  and  for  the  townspeople  to  improve  Norton  gov- 
ernment for  the  benefit  of  all  its  citizens.

RECORD  OF  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 
March  6,  1972 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:05  p.m.  by  the 
Town  Moderator,  Joseph  E.  Yelle. 

With  a  quorum  present,  Mr.  Yelle  led  a  salute  to  the  flag. 

At  the  outset  of  the  meeting  a  motion  was  made  by  Selectman  Curtis 
Dahl  that  the  meeting  finish  the  article  under  discussion  when  the  hour 
of  11:00  p.m.  approaches,  and  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned  until  Wednes- 
day, March  15, 1972  at  8:00  p.m.  An  amendment  was  then  made  by  Select- 
man Raymond  Patenaude,  that  all  articles  be  taken  up  in  sequence  as 
they  appear  on  the  warrant.  This  motion  was  seconded.  A  vote  on  the 
amendment  was  taken  and  declared  lost  by  the  Moderator.  The  v<jte  was 
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challenged  by  more  than  7  persons,  the  Moderator  then  requested  the 
Tellers  to  a  count  on  the  vote.  Resutsl  on  the  voting  was  as  follows:

The  amendment  carried.  A  vote  was  then  taken  on  the  article  as  amend- 
ed, and  was  voted  unanimously.

A  motion  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Town  accept  the  report 
of  the  Town  Officers  subject  to  typographical  corrections. 

Voted  unanimously. 

Article  3.  To  see  of  the  Town  will  vote  to  hear  the  report  of  the 
Rubbish  Disposal  Committee. 

Voted  unanimously. 
Report: 

The  Committee  researched  and  studied  all  types  of  waste  disposal 
and  investigated  many  institutional  and  financial  arrangements.  The  fol- 
lowing conclusion  was  reached  with  respect  to  Method  of  Disposal. 

The  Town  of  Norton  should  appropriate  sufficient  funds  to  properly 
maintain  the  disposal  area  so  as  to  meet  the  State  standards  for  sanitary 
landfill  operations.  With  the  planned  acquisition  of  additional  land  at  the 
present  site,  land  requirements  should  be  met  for  at  least  five  and  prob- 
ably ten  years.  Independent  engineers  from  SPREDD  viewed  the  site  in 
the  Fall  of  1971  and  estimated  a  ten  year  life  if  properly  maintained.  The 
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Town  should  carefully  follow  and  participate  in  studies  being  conducted 
by  the  State  and  SPREDD,  which  will  recommend  regional  solutions  to 
waste  problems  for  the  future.  Based  on  the  necessity  to  keep  up  with 
changes  in  this  field  and  the  need  to  inform  the  citizenry  of  state  and  local 
requirements,  the  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  vote  to  make 
the  Committee  a  permanent  town  committee  off  five  members  appointed 
by  the  Selectmen. 

The  Committee  reviewed  bids  let  by  the  Selectmen  on  Garbage  Col- 
lection, and  Disposal  Area  Maintenance  and  make  the  recommendation 
that  $74,840  be  appropriated  for  combined  garbage  and  rubbish  collection 
and  disposal  area  maintenance.  There  are  more  than  3,000  homes  in 
Norton  and  each  home  would  have  pickup  of  garbage  and  rubbish  once 
a  week.  The  cost  for  collection  would  be  $40,040  for  the  year,  April  1,  1972 
to  April  1,  1973  or  $.26  per  household  ner  week.  Disposal  area  mainten- 
ance will  cost  $34,800  or  $.22  per  household  per  week.  The  total  cost  per 
household  per  week  will  be  $.48  under  this  plan. 

The  Committee  would  like  to  thank  the  J.  C.'s  for  assisting  in  dis- 
tributing disposal  area  stickers  and  the  Boy  Scouts  and  Girl  Scouts  for 

helping  to  clean  debris  in  the  vicinity  of  the  disposal  area.  The  Commit- 
tee also  has  discussed  recycling  of  wastes  and  some  of  its  members  are 
working  with  the  League  of  Women  Voters  to  establish  a  collection  center 
for  voluntary  recycling  of  paper,  glass  and  other  materials. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  hear  the  report  of  the 
Municipal  Building  Committee. 

Voted  unanimously. 

Report: 

Eight  meetings  were  held  with  an  average  attendance  of  80%.  In 
June  we  contracted  with  Bernard  Soep  Associates  for  a  space  survey. 
The  survey  was  completed  and  accepted  in  October.  Out  space  needs  are 
outlined  through  1995  in  this  report. 

Presently  we  are  exploring  the  possibilities  of  House  in  the  Pines 
Property. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  hear  the  report  of  the 
Recreation  Committee.

A  study  of  the  School  Committee's  program  on  recreation  is  good.

We  decided  then  to  put  it  to  the  voters  of  the  Town. 

The  Army  Corp  of  Engineers  has  agreed  that  they  will  put  a  field  in 
for  us.  It  was  agreed  to  utilize  the  field  at  Dean  Street  for  now. 

We  have  been  in  touch  with  Mr.  Ryan  of  Local  #4  and  he  is  sending 
a  waiver  so  the  Army  can  work  in  this  Town.

Law,  the  Board  shall  appoint  three  (3)  members  for  three  (3)  years, 
three  (3)  members  for  two  (2)  years,  and  three  (3)  members  for  one 
(1)  year  term.  Members  can  be  re-appointed  for  recurrent  terms.  The 
members  of  the  Coimcil  shall  serve  without  pay. 

Section  3  Whenever  a  vancancy  shall  occur  in  the  membership 
of  the  Council,  by  reason  of  death,  resignation,  inability  to  act  or  for 
any  other  reason,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the 
Selectmen  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 
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Section  4  The  Council  on  Aging  at  its  first  annual  meeting  and 
thereafter,  annuaUy  in  April  of  each  year,  shall  elect  from  its  mem- 
bership a  President,  2nd  Vice  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 
Each  Officer  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  annual  election.  In  the 
event  a  vacancy  occurs  in  any  of  the  offices  above,  the  Council  shall 
hold  a  special  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  selecting  one  of  its  mem- 
bers to  fiU  such  vacancy. 

Section  5  The  Council  shall  prepare  and  submit  an  annual  re- 
port of  its  activities  to  the  Town  and  shall  send  a  copy  thereof  to  the 
Commission  on  Aging. 

A  motion  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Town  create  a  Council 
on  Aging  and  that  it  adopt  the  following  By-Laws,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  40,  Section  8B,  G.L. 

Section  1  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Council  on 
Aging  for  the  purpose  of  co-ordinating  or  carrying  out  programs  de- 
signed to  meet  the  problems  of  the  aging  in  co-operation  with  pro- 
grams of  the  Commission  on  Aging  established  under  Chapter  6, 
Section  73  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  2  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shaU  appoint  the  Council  on 
Aging  consisting  of  nine  (9)  members.  Upon  acceptance  of  this  By- 
Law,  the  Board  shall  appoint  three  (3)  members  for  three  (3)  years, 
three  (3)  members  for  two  (2)  years,  and  three  (3)  members  for  one 
(1)  year  term.  Members  can  be  re-appointed  for  recurrent  terms. 
The  members  of  the  Council  shall  serve  without  pay. 

Section  3  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  membership  of 
the  Coimcil,  by  reason  of  death,  resignation,  inability  to  act  or  for  any 
other  reason,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the 
Selectmen  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

Section  4  The  Council  on  Aging  at  its  first  annual  meeting  and 
thereafter,  annually  in  April  of  each  year,  shall  elect  from  its  mem- 
bership a  President,  2nd  Vice  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 
Each  officer  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  annual  election.  In  the 
event  a  vacancy  occurs  in  any  of  the  offices  above,  the  Council  shall 
hold  a  special  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  electing  one  of  its  members 
to  fill  such  vacancy. 

Section  5  The  Council  shall  prepare  and  submit  an  annual  report 
of  its  activities  to  the  Town  and  shall  send  a  copy  thereof  to  the  Com- 
mission on  Aging. 

This  motion  was  voted  unanimously. 
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APPROVED:  July  24,  1972  by  Attorney  General  Robert  H.  Quinn. 
Secretary  of  State  notified.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Norton  Conservation  Commission  has  met  regularly  during  1973 
on  the  second  and  fourth  Wednesday  of  each  month. 

Almost  the  first  order  of  business  was  discussion  concerning  pur- 
chase of  80  acres  ot  land  in  the  Great  Woods  from  Victory  Realty. 

Contact  had  been  made  with  Mr.  Pino  by  the  Great  Woods  Study 
Committee.  The  result  was  a  meeting  with  Mr.  Pino  and  a  walk  through 
the  80  acres  by  members  of  the  Commission.  Consequently  plans  were 
made  to  buy  the  property.  After  professional  appraisals  were  made  and 
the  DNR  had  been  notified,  the  proposal  was  placed  before  the  Annual 
Tofwn  Meeting.  It  was  passed  by  a  large  majority  and  the  property  was 
purchased. 

It  is  a  very  fine  wooded  area  with  little  wetland  and  the  Townspeople 
should  be  congratulated  on  their  community  spirit  and  foresight. 

The  Commission  has  had  many  problems  brought  to  their  attention 
during  1973.  A  Hatch  Act  hearing  was  called  for  a  lot  on  No.  Worcester 
St.  and  resolved  after  a  joint  meeting  with  the  builder  and  abutters. 

The  Great  Woods  Study  Committee  gave  its  report  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  and  was  accepted.  Its  recommendations  were  also  ac- 
cepted, a  sum  of  money  being  voted  to  be  placed  in  the  Commission  Trust 
Fund  to  aid  further  study  and  possibly  acquisition  of  more  Great  Woods 
property. 

The  reappointment  of  the  Great  Woods  Study  Committee  was  delayed 
until  the  appointing  authority  was  determined.  As  a  result  the  Commis- 
sion has  asked  seven  citizens  of  Norton  to  serve  on  the  new  Committee, 
and  to  act  as  a  subcommittee  to  the  Conservation  Commission. 
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Many  contacts  were  made  concerning  the  acquisition  of  that  portion 
of  Paul  A.  Dever  land  located  in  Norton.  After  considerable  effort,  the 
Selectmen  filed  a  bill  with  Senator  Quinlan  to  acquire  this  land  for  Nor- 
ton. Hopefully  several  Commissions  and  Town  Departments  will  benefit 
if  this  land  is  turned  over  to  Norton. 

The  Commission  has  received  its  report  from  SPREDD  entitled 
"Open  Space  Site  Inventory  for  the  Town  of  Norton."  This  inventory 
was  partly  financed  by  a  grant,  from  the  Ford  Foundation,  which  the 
Commission  applied  for.  The  balance  of  the  cost  was  borne  by  SPREDD. 
This  report  represents  the  basis  for  a  Town  Master  Plan  and  may  be  seen 
at  any  Conservation  Commission  meeting. 

Mr.  Vance,  Town  Engineer,  has  been  consulted  several  times  for 
guidance  concerning  drainage  problems  and  his  advice  has  greatly  helped 
the  Commission. 

The  Conservation  property  on  No.  Worcester  St.  has  been  improved 
by  installing  permanent  boimds  to  enable  the  Commission  to  control  this 
area  more  effectively. 

We  were  sorry  to  accept  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Jon  Cassista  from  the 
Commission,  due  to  his  moving  to  another  state.  We  regret  his  loss. 

At  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Commission, 
Mr.  Allan  Pearson  was  appointed  to  fill  Mr.  Cassista's  place.  Welcome, 
Mr.  Pearson.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  NORTON 

Over  the  past  year  your  School  Committee  worked  in  cGnjunction 
with  the  administration  and  staff  to  insure  a  smooth  transition  into  the 
reorganized  and  expanded  school  system. 

On  the  occasion  of  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Henri  A.  Yelle,  High  School 
Principal  and  38-year  member  of  our  staff,  the  School  Committee  unani- 
mously voted  to  establish  a  scholarship  in  his  honor.  It  is  a  small  gesture 
in  comparison  to  his  many  years  of  dedication  to  the  youth  of  our  com- 
munity. Perhaps  it  can  help,  one  day,  to  return  to  the  field  of  education 
someone  of  his  calibre. 

The  curriculum  of  each  discipline  was  reviewed,  updated,  expanded 
and  coordinated.  Each  department  made  a  presentation  to  the  School 
Committee,  and  those  of  you  who  were  present  share  our  appreciation  of 
the  effort  and  imagination  involved.  Curriculum  work  is  a  continuing 
process  and  the  selection  and  formulation  of  tests  to  diagnose  and  evalu- 
ate it,  is  in  process. 

The  positions  of  High  School  Principal,  Middle  School  Principal,  and 
Middle  School  Assistant  Principal,  were  filled  well  in  advance  of  Sep- 
tember so  that  the  organizing,  planning  and  scheduling  would  be  com- 
pleted before  the  students  arrived. 

Forty-seven  teaching  posts  were  filled  from  over  a  thousand  appli- 
cants. 

Each  meeting,  when  possible,  we  spend  about  one  half  hour  reviewing 
and  updating  our  Policy  Manual.  This  is  being  done  in  conjunction  with 
the  Steering  Committee  and  the  administration.  Our  target  date  for  com- 
pletion is  September,  1974. 

We  provided  a  reading  workshop  during  the  summer  in  which  twenty- 
one  students  from  grades  6-11  participated.  Considering  it  was  only  a 
four-week  program  of  two  hours  a  day,  remarkable  results  were  achieved 
with  80%  of  the  students  indicating  a  desire  to  "do  it  again!" 

Tuition  for  out-of-town  students  was  changed  from  $350  per  year  for 
elementary  and  $547  per  year  for  high  school,  to  $400  for  Kindergarten, 
$800  for  Grades  1-6,  and  $1000  for  Grades  7-12.  This  was  done  to  bring 
tuition  rates  in  line  with  local  per-pupil  costs. 
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The  students  will  be  facing  responsibilities  in  their  lives  beyond 
school.  To  help  prepare  for  this  task,  several  Student  Advisory  Commit- 
tees have  been  formed.  This  will  allow  them  to  have  inputs  into  programs 
which  will  affect  them. 

The  Student  Advisory  Committee  to  the  School  Committee  has  already 
proved  a  valuable  link  in  our  partnership.  They  have  investigated  and 
evaluated  the  different  variations  of  Open  Campus  programs.  It  has  been 
determined  that  a  "Max-Ed"  program  would  better  serve  the  student 
body  academically,  technically,  and  socially.  They  are  organizing  such  a 
program  in  conjunction  with  citizens  and  teachers.  The  target  date  for 
implementation  is  the  third  marking  period  this  year. 

The  Student  Advisory  Committee  to  the  Recreation  Program  has 
been  established  and  their  input  has  been  helpful  in  making  the  program 
satisfactory  to  a  larger  number  and  greater  age  span  in  our  community. 

An  intramural  sports  program  has  been  established  in  the  Middle 
School,  and  has  had  enthusiastic  participation.  Girls'  sports  in  the  high 
school  have  been  expanded. 

Currently  we  are  investigating  the  Individually  Guided  Education 
Program  (I.G.E.)  and  its  desirability  in  our  primary  grades.  Individually 
Guided  Education  is  a  way  to  manager  our  available  educational  re- 
sources to  approach  each  child  individually  and  still  provide  an  education 
for  all.  *'One  at  a  time,  together." 

The  rate  of  building  in  Norton  since  1968  indicates  a  need  for  14-23 
more  classrooms  in  1978.  The  lack  of  a  zoning  by-law  makes  planning 
very  difficult.  Enrollment  projections,  customary  and  alternative  meth- 
ods of  servicing  a  rapidly  expanding  student  population,  are  being  studied. 

The  educational  potentials  of  Cable  T.V.  are  immense.  We  are  study- 
ing its  basics  so  that  in  the  future,  when  it  becomes  available  to  the  com- 
munity, we  can  make  meaningful  decisions  and  recommendations  regard- 
ing the  educational  specifications  of  a  cable  license. 

We  are  endeavoring  to  establish  greater  communication  and  par- 
ticipation between  school,  home,  and  community,  by  forming  Citizen 
Advisory  Groups  at  each  of  the  schools.  These  are  your  children,  your 
schools,  and  your  concerns  can  benefit  the  students  and  make  their  part- 
nership a  synergy. 

Chapter  766  of  the  Acts  of  1972,  a  landmark  piece  of  legislation,  must 
be  implemented  by  September  of  1974.  The  regulations  which  will  define 
specific  operational  procedures  for  the  law  will  not  be  available  until  the 
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spring  of  1974.  Our  budget  for  the  fiscal  year  1975,  (July  1974- June  1975) 
must  be  submitted  by  December  21,  1973.  Therefore  we  will  estimate  in 
the  areas  of  definition,  evaluation  and  program  alternatives  relating  to 
children  with  specific  learning  disabilities  regulated  by  Chapter  766. 

The  Guidance  Department  has  been  expanded  to  provide  counseling 
and  services  for  Grades  K-12.  It  is  our  hope  that  this  expansion  will  pro- 
vide greater  assistance  throughout  a  child's  school  experience  and  greater 
preparation  for  vocationally  and  technically  oriented  students  as  well  as 
those  who  are  coUege  bound. 

About  a  quarter  of  our  students  are  going  on  to  4-year  colleges.  An- 
other quarter  to  advanced  education  requiring  1  to  3  years,  and  the  rest 
are  entering  the  world  of  employment. 

Our  college-bound  juniors  and  seniors  are  scoring  in  the  48th  to  51st 
%-iIe  on  the  Mathematics  and  Verbal  College  Board  Examinations. 

Because  of  our  limited  quota,  we  are  unable  to  place  in  Southeastern 
Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  all  those  who  would  like  to 
attend.  We  are  hopeful  that  the  expanded  facilities  and  course  offerings 
in  our  new  high  school  will  provide  the  kind  of  training  that  will  assist 
interested  students  in  finding  success  and  satisfaction  in  these  areas  of 
employment. 

Early  in  1974  we  will  embark  on  a  self -evaluation  of  our  high  school. 
This  will  be  done  in  preparation  for  the  1975  evaluation  by  the  New 
England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges,  Inc.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
TO  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

This  is  the  79th  Annual  School  Report.  This  past  year  has  been  one  of 
great  change,  progress  and  marked  improvement  in  numerous  areas 
effecting  the  education  of  the  students  in  Norton.  In  my  report  of  last 
year  I  described  this  year  as  one  of  transition,  and  said  it  could  be  desig- 
nated as  a  land  mark  year.  The  following  report  will  demonstrate  that 
that  was  a  true  evaluation  of  1973,  and  that  the  changes  have  been  truly 
remarkable  and  in  the  best  interest  of  the  students. 

THE  TRANSITION: 

From  January  1973  to  September  1973  the  School  Department  was 
involved  in  the  planning,  organizational  structure,  staffing,  equipping, 
moving,  curriculum  writing,  and  scheduling,  which  would  be  required  to 
properly  open  and  smoothly  operate  three  schools  which  had  substan- 
tially changed  from  the  previous  school  year.  Today  the  school  population 
is  housed  in  three  separated  public  school  buildings  on  regular  school  day 
sessions.  Excellent  educational  opportunities  and  numerous  specialized  . 
services  are  now  provided  to  our  student  body. 

L.  G.  NOURSE  SCHOOL:  \ 

After  June  of  1973  the  School  Department  moved  the  four  third  grades 
from  St.  Mary's  Parish  Center  to  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School.  I  wish  at  this 
time  to  express  my  appreciation  to  St.  Mary's  Parish  for  their  support, 
and  cooperation  and  willingness,  to  rent  their  facilities  to  us.  The  L.  G. 
Nourse  School  moved  the  upper  grades  to  the  Middle  School,  and  initiated 
Kindergarten.  The  October  1st  enrollment  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  is: 
Kindergarten— 220,  Grade  1—215;  Grade  11—208;  and  Grade  III— 225, 
totaling  868  students. 

j 

In  addition,  the  following  personnel  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  were 
added:  An  adjustment  counselor  for  both  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  and  the 
Middle  School;  elementary  guidance  counselor;  speech  therapist;  full-time 
nurse;  and  a  learning  disability  specialist.  The  Kindergarten  curriculum 
is  the  result  of  a  two-year  study  by  the  elementary  staff.  Questionnaires 
were  sent  out  to  parents  regarding  alternating  the  A.M.  and  P.M.  sessions 
in  the  middle  of  the  school  year,  and  the  result  was  overwhelmingly  in 
favor  of  allowing  students  to  attend  the  full  year  without  changing. 

MIDDLE  SCHOOL: 

The  Norton  Elementary  School  and  the  old  Norton  High  School  were  |

combined  and  changed  into  the  Norton  Middle  School.  This  concept  re- 
flects and  takes  into  account  the  age  and  maturity  of  the  student.  It 
provides  for  more  flexibility  and  specialization  in  teaching  without  forcing 
students  into  a  situation  similar  to  a  miniature  high  school. 

Mr.  Stanley  Koss  was  appointed  as  principal  of  the  Middle  School. 
Mr.  Koss  is  a  very  capable  and  able  administrator  and  had  been  assist- 
ant principal  in  the  Norton  Elementary  School  previous  to  his  appoint- 
ment. He  was  appointed  in  February  in  order  to  provide  him  the  time  and 
opportunity  to  properly  prepare  for  the  transition  to  a  Middle  School. 

Mr.  Edward  Robbins,  a  staff  member  of  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School, 
was  appointed  as  assistant  principal  of  the  Middle  School. 

Classroom  organization  for  the  Middle  School  as  of  October  1,  1973  is 
as  follows:  Grade  4—194;  Grade  5—201;  Grade  6—197;  Grade  7—175; 
Grade  8—199,  for  a  total  of  966.  Special  Education  enrollment  is  22  stu- 
dents, for  a  grand  total  in  the  Middle  School  of  988. 

Although  the  range  of  grades  from  four  to  eight  is  a  greater  span 
that  is  educationally  desired  for  a  Middle  School,  the  educational  oppor- 
tunities have  greatly  improved.  For  the  first  time  the  7th  and  8th  grade 
students  are  afforded  curriculum  selections  without  being  cramped  by  the 
high  school  student  body.  In  addition  to  the  academic  subjects,  taught  in 
suitable  classrooms  and  laboratories,  a  wide  range  of  non-academic 
subjects  are  also  provided,  such  as  physical  education,  music,  art,  home 
economics  and  health. 

An  intramural  program  was  started  this  year  and  has  proven  to  be 
very  successful.  Other  personnel  and  classes  have  been  instituted  in  this 
school,  especially  in  the  areas  of  Reading  and  Learning  Disabilities. 

The  Special  Education  classes  were  moved  from  the  L.  G.  Nourse 
School  to  the  Middle  School,  and  a  class  for  the  emotionally  disturbed 
students  has  been  introduced  here. 

MR.  HENRY  A.  YELLE: 

Before  discussing  the  new  high  school  I  would  like  to  make  special 
note  and  comment  on  Mr.  Henri  A.  YeUe  who  retired  as  principal  of 
Norton  High  School  in  June  of  1973,  Mr.  Yelle  served  the  students  and  the 
Town  of  Norton  faithfully  for  38  years.  He  is  a  man  of  great  administra- 
tive abilities,  strong  interest  in  youth,  and  great  dedication  to  this  com- 
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munity.  We  wish  him  and  his  family  well  in  his  retirement,  and  we  appre- 
ciate his  vast  contributions  to  the  school  system.  We  were  fortunate  in 
having  Henri,  and  are  all  richer  for  knowing  him.  The  School  Committee, 
in  recognition  of  his  services,  honored  him  with  the  creation  of  the  Henri 
A.  Yelle  Education  Career  Scholarship,  and  the  Building  Committee  dedi- 
cated the  Library  in  the  new  high  school  to  him.  It  has  been  a  personal 
pleasure  and  privilege  to  have  worked  with  Henri,  and  he  will  be  greatly 
missed  in  the  School  Department. 

HIGH  SCHOOL: 

Mr.  Joseph  C.  Solmonese  was  appointed  principal-elect  of  the  Norton 
High  School  in  October  of  1972.  Mr.  Solmonese  worked  independently  last 
year  preparing  specifications  and  bidding  forms  for  furniture,  equipment, 
and  supplies,  for  the  new  school.  He  worked  on  curriculum,  staffing, 
organization  and  scheduling  for  the  opening  of  the  new  high  school. 

Mr.  Daniel  Wheeler  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  assistant  princi- 
pal of  the  high  school,  and  Mr.  Solmonese  and  Mr.  Wheeler,  together, 
have  provided  an  excellent  and  very  smooth  transition  into  the  new 
building.  The  enrollment  of  the  high  school  as  of  October  1st,  1973,  was 
592  pupils. 

Our  total  staff  has  increased  from  114  professional  and  53  non-certi- 
fied personnel  to  147  professional  and  69  non-certified  employees. 

In  summary,  1973  has  been  a  year  of  great  expectation  and  fulfill- 
ment, and  has  changed  the  Norton  School  System  drastically.  It  has  been 
weU  planned,  and  is  organizationally  sound.  The  resulting  atmosphere 
for  the  learner  has  been  tremendously  improved.  As  I  walk  through  the 
buildings  I  can  sense  the  high  degree  of  staff  morale,  the  lessening  of  the 
crowded  conditions,  and  a  better  learning  attitude  is  displayed  by  all. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  staff  members  who 
unselfishly  gave  much  more  than  was  required  to  accomplish  aU  of  this 
change.  In  keeping  with  this  appreciation,  I  would  like  to  commend  the 
custodial  staff  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  James  Neveu,  who  did  such  an 
excellent  job  in  the  moving  and  reorganization.  As  always,  they  justi- 
fiably take  pride  in  the  buildings,  and  we  are  fortunate  in  having  these 
men.  The  cafeteria  ladies  have  provided  the  hot  lunches  for  the  three 
schools  and  are  always  cooperative  and  helpful.  They  too  were  involved 
in  this  transition,  with  the  creation  of  a  new  cafeteria  and  its  organiza- 
tion, and  they  accepted  this  without  complaint,  withstanding  many  incon- 
veniences. 
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As  the  school  system  expands  the  bookkeeping  and  secretarial  work 
increases  tremendously,  and  without  the  excellent  abilities  of  the  area 
secretaries  and  bookkeepers,  we  would  be  unable  to  function.  I  would  like 
to  persornially  commend  my  own  secretarial  staff  who  provided  the  neces- 
sary paper  work  through  a  trying  situation. 

MR.  LAURENCE  G.  NOURSE: 

On  September  16th,  1973,  we  learned  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Laurence 
G.  Nourse.  Mr.  Nourse  was  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Norton  from 
1924  to  1958.  He  was  Superintendent  when  the  present  Middle  School  and 
old  High  School  were  built.  His  34  years  of  service  were  extraordinary, 
and  his  passing  was  remembered  by  many  in  town.  I  would  like  to  take 
this  time  to  recognize  and  commend  Mr.  Nourse  for  his  outstanding  dedi- 
cation to  the  Town  of  Norton. 


GENERAL  NOTES  OF  INTEREST: 

In  addition  to  the  physical  transition  which  has  been  mentioned,  the 
School  Department  was  involved  in  continuous  curriculum  revision  this 
j  past  year.  Again,  released  time  has  been  provided  to  the  staff,  and  al- 
most every  curriculum  was  reviewed,  and  many  rewritten.  No  physical 
changes  would  be  of  value  unless  the  subject  matter  is  carefully  re- 
viewed, evaluated,  and  brought  up-to-date.  This  was  done  through  the 
use  of  our  own  staff  members,  and  outstanding  improvements  have  been 
made  in  almost  all  areas.  Each  department  made  a  full  presentation 
before  the  School  Committee,  and  numerous  new  courses  have  been 
added.  To  supplement  the  released  time,  curriculum  studies  were  also 
conducted  during  the  summer,  and  a  Summer  Reading  Program  for 
pupils  was  introduced. 

On  the  financial  interest,  last  year  also  was  unique  with  the  transi- 
tional budget  of  an  18-month  duration,  which  was  necessary  in  order 
to  provide  for  the  changing  of  the  fiscal  year  to  run  from  July  to  June. 

In  other  areas  which  are  worthy  to  note,  the  School  Committee  met 
every  other  month  with  the  Student  Advisory  Committee,  which  proved 
to  be  very  beneficial  to  the  School  Committee,  providing  insight  into  the 
student  body,  and  giving  the  students  the  opportunity  to  communicate 
directly  with  the  School  Committee.  In  keeping  with  this  policy,  a 
Recreational  Advisory  Committee  was  also  formed.  This  also  gave  the 
students  an  opportunity  to  communicate  with  the  people  formulating  the 
policies. 
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In  other  areas,  the  School  Department  has  initiated  sports  this  year 
for  the  girls,  and  also  allowed  the  name  of  the  Norton  School  Depart- 
ment to  be  used  in  the  formation  of  a  Club  Hockey  team. 

Much  of  my  report  to  this  point  has  been  centered  on  what  has  been 
done.  Goals  for  the  future  involve  (1)  plans  and  policies  are  now  being 
formulated  by  the  principals  for  a  greater  involvement  of  parents  in 
the  schools;  (2)  the  School  Committee  is  currently  undergoing  a  com- 
plete Policy  Manual  revision;  (3)  the  Guidance  Department  and  various 
academic  areas  are  currently  preparing  a  complete  annual  testing  pro- 
gram which  will  enable  us  to  report  to  parents  the  exact  progress  of 
students  each  year;  and  (4)  next  year  will  involve  the  evaluation  by 
the  New  England  Association  of  Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges,  and 
hopefully  the  continued  accreditation  of  the  high  school. 

If  you  look  over  the  projected  enrollments,  the  future  needs  are  ob- 
vious, that  although  much  has  been  accomplished,  the  student  popula- 
tion in  Norton  is  continuing  to  grow,  and  if  this  trend  continues,  the 
Norton  School  System,  by  1978,  will  be  in  need  of  a  new  elementary 
school. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  personally  thank  Mr.  John 
J.  Adams  and  the  Building  Committee  for  their  unselfish  and  diligent 
work  in  providing  the  high  school  building  for  the  school  system.  This 
has  been  a  long  and  involved  process  dating  back  to  1967.  This  Com- 
mittee has  stayed  within  its  budget  limitations,  continually  worked  in  the 
best  interest  of  the  community,  and  made  sacrifices  in  order  to  provide 
for  the  youth  of  Norton.  My  admiration  and  appreciation  is  extended 
to  the  Building  Committee. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Norton  School  Committee.  They  are  charged 
with  the  overall  policy  decision  making  for  the  School  Department.  They 
have  demonstrated  an  unwavering  support  of  education,  diligent  in  at- 
tending to  the  needs  of  the  students,  and  support  of  the  school  system. 
It  is  a  thankless  job,  consisting  of  numerous  meetings  and  many  per- 
sonal disruptions.  They  are  to  be  highly  commended  for  their  dedica- 
tion to  the  community. 

I  would  also  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  who  have  supported  education  and  shown  confidence  and  faith  in 
the  School  Department. 

We  are  aware  of  our  responsibilities  to  the  citizens,  and  realize  the 
burden  that  education  places  upon  the  homeowner.  We  greatly  appre- 
ciate your  support,  and  will  continue  to  work  to  deserve  it.

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HIGH  SCHOOL— Mr.  Joseph  C.  Solmonese,  Principal: 

Since  the  last  Town  Report,  a  great  amount  of  planning,  work  and 
coordination  was  required  in  order  to  provide  for  a  smooth  transition 
from  the  old  high  school  to  the  new  building. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  custodial  staff,  the 
cafeteria  workers,  Mr.  Daniel  Wheeler,  and  all  the  teachers  who  worked 
hard  during  the  past  summer  in  getting  the  new  school  ready.  I  am 
grateful  to  all  of  them  for  their  cooperation  and  all  the  assistance  they 
gave  me.  For  the  first  time  in  a  long  while,  our  facilities  are  not  crowded. 
No  classes  contain  more  than  30  pupils,  all  teachers  have  their  own  class- 
room to  teach  in,  and  no  study  halls  were  scheduled  in  the  cafeteria. 

With  the  new  facilities,  many  new  courses  are  available  to  the  stu- 
dents. These  courses  include  Graphic  Arts,  Power  Mechanics,  a  Chef's 
course,  Tailoring,  Reading  courses,  many  remedial  and  advanced  sub- 
jects and  a  full  physical  education  program.  Besides  the  new  courses 
being  offered,  we  have  also  been  able  to  expand  the  number  of  classes 
offered  in  Art,  Business  Education,  Industrial  Arts  and  Home  Economics. 
I  am  sure  the  students  will  take  advantage  of  the  many  course  offerings 
and  I  am  also  sure  they  appreciate  that  the  citizens  of  Norton  have 
provided  them  with  a  new  high  school. 

The  coming  school  year  will  find  the  high  school  conducting  a  self- 
evaluation  for  accreditation  and  continued  membership  in  the  New  Eng- 
land Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges.  Experienced  evaluators  look 
upon  the  self- evaluation  as  the  most  important  aspect  of  the  entire 
process.  Although  a  thorough  self-evaluation  requires  much  preparation 
and  hard  work,  the  professional  rewards  are  enormous.  The  accredita- 
tion of  a  school  indicates  that  qualitative  standards  are  being  met  and 
signifies  to  the  public  and  the  profession,  trust  and  confidence  in  the 
secondary  school  program. 

Mr.  Daniel  Wheeler,  Assistant  Principal: 

There  seemed  to  be  two  prevailing  words  through  the  summer  and 
into  the  fall  of  1973  for  Norton  High  School,  transitition  and  opening. 

The  proper  planning  and  wise  use  of  staff  members  made  the  tran- 
sition from  the  old  high  school  to  the  new  high  school  go  smoothly.  Credit 
can  not  be  singled  out  to  a  few  individuals,  but  rather  extended  to  all 
faculty/staff  members.  The  transition  involved  both  the  physical  ma- 
terials used  and  the  operational  structure  that  makes  a  school  function. 
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Physical  items  were  transferred  in  a  timely  and  efficient  manner  in 
conjunction  with  the  completion  of  an  educational  area.  The  operation 
structure,  that  is,  policies,  rules,  regulations,  etc.,  had  to  be  modified 
or  created  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  new  school's  grade  change,  from 
grades  7-12  to  grade  9  - 12. 

I  The  opening  of  the  high  school  was  also  quite  smooth  considering 
the  new  and  untested  facility,  and  its  newly  formed  operational  struc- 
ture. To  facilitate  an  orderly  familiarization  by  the  students,  a  stag- 
I  gered  opening  was  carried  out.  The  Juniors  and  Seniors  arrived  a  day 
I  ahead  of  Freshmen  and  Sophomores,  and  remained  home  while  the 
Freshmen  and  Sophomores  received  their  indoctrination.  All  classes 
arrived  on  Friday,  September  7,  1973. 

Supplementing  the  operation  of  the  high  school,  outside  organizations 
and  services  have  been  most  co-operative.  The  Norton  Fire  Department, 
Police  Department,  and  other  municipal  services,  have  been  most  co- 
operative in  setting  up  procedures  dealing  with  various  emergencies. 

GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT: 

The  Guidance  Department  has  carried  out  a  wide  variety  of  activi- 
ties this  year  which  reflects  its  philosophy  to  provide  personal,  educa- 
tional, and  vocational  services  within  the  schools,  as  well  as  to  offer  the 
resources  of  the  department  to  members  of  the  community. 

There  were  one  hundred  seven  students  in  the  Class  of  1973  of  whom 
106  graduated  on  May  31,  1973.  Fifty-six  have  elected  further  education 
beyond  high  school,  and  have  been  accepted  by  institutions  of  higher 
education.  This  figure  represents  52%  of  the  Class.  Of  this  total  29  or 
27%  have  been  accepted  by  and  28  will  attend  four-year  colleges,  and 
27  or  24%  will  attend  institutions  which  will  require  from  one  to  three 
years  of  study,  to  obtain  their  desired  goals.  Among  the  college-bound 
group,  one  student  received  a  letter  of  commendation  for  excellent  per- 
formance in  the  National  Merit  Scholarship  Program,  and  two  students 
were  accepted  under  the  early  decision  plan  by  the  colleges  of  their 
choice.  Interesting  statistical  information  about  the  students  in  this  Class 
who  wrote  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  of  the  College  Entrance  Exami- 
nation shows  that  in  comparison  with  the  national  norm,  Norton  High 
School  students  performed  at  the  51%ile  on  the  Verbal  and  the  47%ile 
in  the  Mathematical  sections  of  the  College  Entrance  Examination. 

The  opportunity  has  been  provided  for  students  to  meet  with  the 
representatives  from  a  large  number  of  universities  and  colleges,  in- 
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eluding  both  four-year  and  two-year  programs  of  study,  business 
schools,  technical  institutes,  nursing  schools,  and  the  armed  services. 
These  representatives  provide  both  counselors  and  students  with  con- 
siderable information  concerning  careers  and  vocations  and  the  neces- 
sary training  to  prepare  for  them.  An  assembly  program  for  the  eighth 
grade  students  helped  to  inform  them  of  the  educational  opportunities 
available  at  Southeastern  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School. 
A  tour  of  the  Regional  School  facilities  was  later  conducted  for  those 
Norton  students  planning  to  apply  for  ninth  grade  admissions.  Students 
planning  to  enter  other  independent  secondary  schools  were  assisted  in 
making  their  selection  as  well  as  in  subsequent  admissions  procedures. 
Thorough  counseling  was  provided  for  those  planning  on  higher  educa- 
tion. 

Catalogues,  reference  materials,  and  the  filmstrip  collection  are 
continuously  up-dated  and  expanded.  Many  new  materials  have  been 
added  this  year  to  enhance  the  student's  exploration  of  vocational  and 
career  interests.  Counselors  administer  the  Kuder  and  Strong  Interest 
Inventories  to  individual  students  and  to  class  groups,  which  helps  them 
to  personalize  these  vocational  opportunities.  Through  the  use  of  our 
vocational  resource  materials,  assistance  was  given  to  the  Reading,  Social 
Studies  and  Psychology  classes  in  their  career  development  units.  Two 
students  participated  in  the  Mental  Health  Careers  Course  sponsored  by 
the  Foxboro  State  Hospital.  Eighteen  students  were  in  the  Work/Study 
Program  which  enables  them  to  complete  their  high  school  course  of 
study  and  to  be  gainfully  employed  at  the  same  time.  Their  classes  are 
scheduled  in  the  morning,  and  they  are  able  to  report  to  their  jobs  in 
the  early  afternoon,  receiving  full  school  course  credit  for  their  work 
experience.  This  year,  because  of  the  earlier  school  day,  students  in  the 
program  are  able  to  go  to  work  just  after  twelve  o'clock.  Revised  guide- 
lines limit  participants  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  who  have  secured  employ- 
ment which  necessitates  more  hours  than  the  usual  after-school  part- 
time  work.  This  year  one  student  is  a  full-time  apprentice  after  he  com- 
pletes his  morning  schedule  of  classes  in  the  high  school.  This  program 
is  an  effective  instrument  to  keep  students  in  school  until  they  receive 
their  high  school  diploma,  and  at  the  same  time,  gain  valuable  work 
experience  which  often  becomes  full-time  employment  with  the  same 
company  after  graduation. 

In  an  effort  to  ease  the  adjustment  of  sixth  grade  students  to  a  new 
school  building  and  to  a  different  instructional  pattern,  the  Guidance 
Department  held  an  orientation  program  for  them  followed  by  a  tour 
of  the  facilities  conducted  by  members  of  the  Junior  National  Honor 
Society. 
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'  Follow-up  studies  were  conducted  for  the  one-year  and  the  five-year 
graduates,  yielding  considerable  interesting  and  valuable  information. 

j  Guidelines  based  on  this  information  were  distributed  to  all  department 
chairmen  to  be  used  in  their  work  on  curriculum  development. 

The  High  School  Guidance  Office  is  open  the  third  Monday  evening 
of  every  month  (except  for  November  and  January,  when  counselors  are 
available  on  the  evenings  of  the  High  School  Open  House.)  This  is  for 
the  express  purpose  of  making  Guidance  Services  available  to  adults  in 
the  community  who  are  seeking  educational  or  vocational  information 
I    and  assistance  as  they  formulate  their  plans  for  further  study.  We  wel- 
Ij   come  the  opportunity  to  offer  the  resources  of  the  department  to  the 
!  community. 

The  current  school  year  brings  about  the  realization  of  the  expan- 
sion of  the  Guidance  Services  to  include  the  entire  school  system,  Kinder- 
garten through  Grade  12.  There  is  an  elementary  counselor  responsible 
for  guidance  in  Kindergarten  through  Grade  3.  A  counselor  is  assigned 
to  Grades  7  and  8,  and  there  is  a  counselor  for  Grade  6.  The  Adjustment 
Counselor  has  the  responsibility  of  dealing  with  children  in  the  Kinder- 
garten through  Grade  8  who  are  experiencing  particular  difficulties  of 
adjustment.  All  high  school  grades  have  available  the  services  of  a 
>  counselor. 

Future  plans  call  for  the  extension  of  counseling  services  to  cover 
:  Grades  4  and  5  on  the  same  basis  as  the  other  grade  levels  within  the 
system.  With  the  present  coverage  we  are  able  this  year  to  begin  an 
emphasis  on  a  career  awareness  on  a  developmental  basis.  Strong  evl- 
;  dence  exists  for  the  need  to  continue  this  through  the  implementation 
of  an  occupational  education  program  at  the  upper  levels  which  will  com- 
plement the  Work/Study  Program  through  in-school  courses  and  work 
opportunities.  We  look  forward  to  working  with  the  Cuirrculum  Com- 
mittee in  the  development  of  such  a  program. 

Oiu-  continuing  goal  is  to  make  available  counseling  and  guidance 
services  throughout  the  child's  school  experience  to  assist  him  toward 
the  realization  of  his  full  potential. 

I  LIBRARY: 

After  a  hectic  six  months  of  preparation  we  finally  moved  into  the 
new  building  to  begin  our  task  of  unpacking.  Reshelving  almost  3000  vol- 
umes took  most  of  the  summer,  but  with  the  aid  of  a  Neighborhood  Youth 
Corps  student,  and  an  energetic  library  clerk,  the  task  was  completed 
for  the  opening  of  school. 
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Now  came  the  task  of  processing  an  additional  3000  books  ordered 
new  for  the  high  school.  Checking,  stamping,  cataloguing,  organizing  .  .  . 
hopefully  the  major  job  will  be  completed  by  Thanksgiving,  allowing  us 
time  to  work  on  our  regular  library  program.  The  additional  space,  the 
24  carrel  stations,  and  enthusiastic  student  response  to  the  library,  have 
made  the  new  school  a  happy  place.  In  the  future  we  are  looking  forward 
to  reaching  more  students  on  a  daily  basis  and  giving  them  the  best 
media  center  in  the  area. 

ENGLISH: 

During  the  past  year,  the  English  Department  received  word  that 
the  Midi  Course  Curriculum  offered  to  juniors  and  seniors  at  the  high 
school  had  been  accepted  by  TRIG  (Educational  Resources  Information 
Center),  and  is  now  in  microfiche  and  available  to  all  systems  through- 
out the  United  States.  The  curriculum  was  cited  as  "a  major  contribu- 
tion to  the  teaching  of  English."  An  abstract  of  the  document  also  ap- 
peared in  the  August  issue  of  Research  in  Education. 

In  addition  to  the  ERIC  document,  the  English  Department  had  a 
write-up  appear  in  the  Massachusetts  State  Department's  magazine 
Kaleidescope.  This  concerned  the  student  production  of  Fitzgerald's  The 
Great  Gatsby.  The  editor  of  the  magazine  had  visited  Norton  High  School 
to  view  the  production  and  because  it  was  an  innovative  undertaking, 
she  thought  other  communities  would  be  interested  in  this  type  of  visual 
presentation. 

With  regard  to  English  classes,  the  department  has  felt  that  skills 
in  language  and  writing  were  definitely  lacking  in  our  curriculum;  and 
so,  in  the  ninth  and  tenth  grades,  approximately  five  months  is  to  be 
spent  on  vocabulary,  spelling,  writing,  and  language.  A  Rotational  Sys- 
tem is  used  in  the  sophomore  year.  Texts  and  all  workbooks  correspond 
to  the  ability-level  of  the  student.  This  is  ascertained  by  a  pre-test  given 
to  the  students  when  they  first  enter  the  class. 

At  the  present  time,  in  the  junior  and  senior  levels,  twenty-seven 
10-week  Midi  Courses  are  offered  to  the  student.  Enrollment  in  courses 
range  from  17  in  a  class  to  a  maximum  of  30.  If  a  class  is  over-sub- 
scribed, two  classes  are  offered  in  the  particular  subject. 

More  visual  teaching  is  presented  to  the  student.  The  department 
received  an  N.D.E.A.  Title  III  Project  which  had  as  its  particular  em- 
phasis ...  the  individual  in  the  classroom.  The  materials  will  enable 
individual  students  to  view  as  well  as  hear  the  various  media  taught  in 
class.  All  of  the  materials  provide  for  self -instruction. 
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SOCIAL  SCIENCE: 

During  the  past  school  year,  the  Social  Science  Department  made 
significant  advances  toward  concluding  its  major  goal  of  reshaping  the 
curriculum  into  a  student-centered  rather  than  teacher-centered  curricu- 
lum. Curriculum  should  always  be  kept  in  a  flexible  position  so  as  to 
keep  pace  with  the  modern  world.  However,  the  student  should  have 
options  so  that  he  may  be  a  vital  part  in  selecting  his  own  areas  of  in- 
terest. 

A  broad  spectrum  of  electives  is  being  offered  in  the  Social  Sciences. 
Freshmen  are  able  to  select  one  of  two  survey  courses,  Comparative  Poli- 
tical and  Economic  Systems  and  the  Individual  in  Society.  As  sophomores, 
juniors  and  seniors,  students  are  able  to  choose  from  the  following 
courses:  World  Cultures,  Current  Events,  Psychology,  Sociology,  An- 
thropology, Urban  Studies  and  Modem  Problems.  The  Modern  Problems 
course  is  composed  of  mini-courses  of  which  the  student  selects  four  per 
year.  Juniors  are  required  to  take  U.  S.  History. 

In  attempting  to  foster  the  spirit  of  inquiry,  teachers  during  the  past 
year  employed  such  teaching  methods  as  field  trips,  guest  speakers,  in- 
volvement in  local  elections,  and  participation  in  local  and  national  com- 
petitive events.  Field  trips  included  visits  to  the  State  House,  the  U.N. 
in  New  York,  museums,  local  courts  and  prisons  and  an  overnight  trip 
to  the  Cape  Cod  National  Seashore. 

In  contriving  to  up-date  the  Social  Science  curriculum,  a  new  course 
was  introduced  in  the  fall.  Anthopology,  the  study  of  man,  is  being  taught 
for  the  first  time  as  a  distinctive  course.  The  department  feels  that  its 
course  offerings  now  aUow  the  student  to  choose  from  a  wide  variety 
that  suit  the  individual's  needs.  However,  we  will  continue  to  modify 
and  shape  our  curriculum  as  the  situation  demands.  Stagnation  is  a  form 
of  pollution  that  we  conscientiously  seek  to  avoid. 

MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT: 

For  the  school  year  starting  in  September  1973,  one  sophomore  class 
section  was  given  the  opportunity  to  elect  enrichment  midi-courses  in 
mathematics  along  with  the  junior  and  senior  mathematics  students. 
Their  choices  came  from  a  list  of  18  enrichment  and  advanced  mathe- 
matics courses  which  are  a  full  year,  a  half  year,  or  one  term  in  length. 
At  the  present  time,  four  sections  of  the  upper  classmen  are  now  taking 
advantage  of  this  enrichment  program. 
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Last  year  two  sections  of  the  eighth  grade  completed  Algebra  One 
and  now,  as  Freshmen,  are  taking  Advanced  Algebra  or  Algebra  Two,  : 
thus  accelerating  their  mathematics  courses.    These  two  sections  of 
Freshmen  will  be  electing  the  Mathematics  Midi-courses  next  September 
as  Sophomores. 

A  second  Computer  course,  consisting  of  the  computer  languages  j 
BASIC  L  (extended  BASIC)  and  FORTRAN,  is  being  taught  this  year 
as  well  as  the  Computer  Mathematics  One,  using  the  language  BASIC.  ! 
These  courses  are  available  to  those  students  who  have  successfully 
passed  Algebra  Two. 

In  the  ninth  grade,  General  Mathematics  area,  a  new  program  was  \ 
introduced  this  year  to  one  section  of  Freshmen.  This  Basic  Mathematics  j 
course  is  entitled  "Success  in  Mathematics."  In  this  course  the  students 
use  learning  activity  packages  to  achieve  mathematics  goals  that  ^ire 
meaningful  and  realistically  attainable.  The  student  who  successfully 
completes  this  course  will  have  acquired  those  basic  skills  necessary  to 
compete  in  our  present  day  society.  The  student  will  work  at  his  own 
rate  on  each  topic  untiU  successful  completion  of  that  topic.  His  own  j 
motivation  wiU  determine  his  own  success.  This  format  may  be  extended  | 
to  two  sections  of  the  9th  grade  next  year  as  well  as  to  the  General 
Mathematics  Two  area,  as  soon  as  the  course  is  evaluated. 

The  Mathematics  Club  consisting  of  about  fifteen  members,  is  again  j 
an  active  club,  taking  part  in  four  Mathematic  League  meets  in  the 
Southeastern  Mathematics  League.     This  club  is  open  to  students  in  j 
grades  9  - 12  and  Mrs.  Boucher  is  the  Club  Advisor  again  this  year. 

One  senior  student  is  taking  a  Freshman  Calculus  course  at  Wheaton 
College  this  year. 

BUSINESS  EDUCATION: 

The  Norton  High  School  Business  Department  is  now  situated  in  a 
new  high  school  with  many  great  changes  and  improvements.  The  Busi- 
ness curriculum  has  progressed  toward  new  changes  that  are  needed 
in  the  business  world  of  today.  The  following  changes  are  now  in  progress: 

1.  A  typeviriting  lab  which  seats  50  students  with  aU-electric  type- 
writers. At  each  desk  there  is  a  headset  and  a  wireless  box  that  enables 
the  students  to  learn  how  to  type  to  tapes  correlated  with  their  textbooks. 

2.  A  new  data  processing  production  center  is  situated  next  to  this 
typing  lab  which  consists  of  up-to-date  key  punches,  a  Gestetner  unit

for  mimeographing  and  making  stencils,  better  known  as  a  Gestafax. 

Also,  in  this  center,  the  department  has  a  duplicating  machine,  8-com- 
i|  partment  collator,  a  folding  machine,  a  booklet  binder,  and  a  large  paper 
I  cutter. 

3.  The  Office  Practice  room  consists  of  20  electric  typewriters  with 
electronic  calculators,  adding  machines,  key-driven  calculators,  and  a 
bookkeeping  machine.  We  are  able  to  offer  a  full  course  in  Office  Mach- 
ines and  to  teach  an  Office  Practice  class  in  a  very  businesslike  office 
atmosphere.  In  this  room  we  are  able  to  teach  a  new  course.  Executive 
Secretarial  Science,  which  prepares  our  students  to  be  executive  secre- 
taries with  special  emphasis  on  medical  and  legal  terminology. 

4.  Another  added  feature  is  our  Machine  Transcription  room.  Each 
student  has  a  unit  at  his  desk  and  he  will  listen  to  magnabelts  and  trans- 

i  cribe  all  the  information  on  these  belts.  At  the  beginning  of  this  course, 
j  the  student  transcribes  general  information  pertaining  to  office  work 
and  as  he  progresses  he  is  able  to  specialize  in  the  secretarial  field  of 
\  his  choice,  executive,  medical,  and  legal.  Also,  in  this  room,  all  short- 
hand classes  are  held.  There  is  a  stenographic  lab  available.  With  this 
lab,  the  students  have  tapes  and  cassettes  which  are  correlated  with 
their  shorthand  textbooks  for  learning,  practicing,  and  transcribing,  in 
both  beginning  and  advanced  stenography  classes. 

5.  The  department  has  offerings  in  Business  Math,  General  Busi- 
ness, Bookkeeping,  and  Recordkeeping 

6.  The  Distributive  Education  Course  is  another  new  offering.  In 
i  this  course,  we  are  contemplating  a  bookstore.  We  hope  to  set  up  a  book- 
store for  the  high  school  and  the  students  in  this  class  will  operate  this 
store  as  part  of  their  classes. 

7.  We  are  also  offering  a  Midi  Course  to  those  people  not  pursuing 
the  Business  Course  but  are  interested  in  going  into  a  business  college 
or  going  into  the  business  field.  The  Midi  Course  consists  of  the  following: 

1  term  of  Stenography 
1  term  of  Typing 

il  term  of  Accounting 
1  term  of  Data  Processing 
All  the  typing  classes  have  up-to-date  materials  and  office  sets  that 
are  similar  to  what  is  being  used  in  the  business  world  of  today.  The 
students  are  addressing  envelopes  using  the  new  system  with  the  zip 
I  codes. 

'I 
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PLANS  FOR  THE  FUTURE  ARE: 

1.  All  high  school  students  take  typing. 

2.  Majority  of  students  take  the  Machine  Transcription  course. 

3.  Accounting  Course  be  offered  to  those  students  who  wish  to  enter 
a  business  college,  or  go  into  the  business  field. 

FOREIGN  LANGUAGE  DEPARTMENT: 

The  past  year  has  wrought  far-reaching  changes  to  the  Foreign  Lan- 
guage Department  because  of  the  separation  of  the  schools.  The  seventh 
and  eighth  grade  students  are  now  taught  by  two  teachers  who  work  only 
with  that  level,  instead  of  the  five  teachers  who  used  to  share  their 
instruction. 

A  group  of  Mini-courses  (6  months  in  duration)  was  offered  to  junior 
and  senior  French  students  this  year.  The  attempt  to  mix  the  fourth  and 
fifth  year  French  students  was  done  to  offer  more  variety  in  the  courses 
at  the  junior  and  senior  level,  and  thereby,  hopefully,  increase  the  enroll- 
ment. An  early  poll  to  test  interest  was  deceiving.  The  expected  results 
did  not  come  about  and  so  it  seems  the  more  normal  setting  of  fourth 
year  for  juniors  only  and  fifth  year  for  seniors  only,  will  be  resumed 
next  year,  with  a  fresh  look  at  what  will  make  up  each  year's  work.  It 
was  also  apparent  that  the  extra  year  of  study  that  the  seniors  had,  made 
the  presentation  of  material  to  the  mixed  group  difficult. 

The  department  has  instituted  language  aptitude  testing  of  beginning 
students  of  modern  (spoken)  foreign  languages  in  order  to  predict  the 
success  and  pinpoint  the  problems  of  these  beginners.  It  also  may  help 
in  counselling  students  to  delay  their  study  until  they  are  better  prepared. 
Some  students  do  begin  a  language  as  late  as  the  eleventh  grade,  and  still 
obtain  the  two  years  of  credit  they  want. 

Mrs.  Muriel  McCrystal  resigned  to  accept  a  position  at  Dighton- 
Rehoboth  High  School  and  Mrs.  Diane  Jackson,  who  formerly  taught  at 
Medfield  High  School,  is  now  teaching  7th  and  8th  grade  French  at  the 
Middle  School. 

Mr.  Robert  Maher,  department  Chairman,  received  a  Hays-Fulbright 
grant  to  study  in  Italy  during  the  summer  and  spent  eight  weeks  hearing 
lectures  and  visiting  sites  that  concern  Roman  history  and  Latin  litera- 
ture. The  program  was  centered  in  Rome  and  Cuma. 

Miss  Ruth  Anderson  studied  for  the  summer  in  Mexico. 
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SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 

Science  at  Norton  High  School  is  presented  as  inquiry,  as  a  search 
for  new  and  more  accurate  knowledge.  The  students  gain  experience  in 
the  laboratory  using  the  methods  of  Science.  The  incompleteness  and 
uncertainty  of  our  present  knowledge  is  often  noted,  and  the  processes 
by  which  that  knowledge  is  developed  are  stressed. 

One  of  the  goals  of  scientific  inquiry  at  Norton  High  School  is  the 
prediction  of  future  events,  processes,  and  relationships,  extrapolating 
from  the  known  to  the  unknown. 

Science  at  Norton  High  School  is  also  a  study  of  concepts  such  as 
universality  of  change,  flow  of  energy,  adjustment  to  environment,  con- 
servation of  mass  and  energy,  earth  systems  in  space  and  time  and  uni- 
formity of  process. 

Science  at  Norton  High  School  is  also  very  concerned  with  the  his- 
torical development  of  Science.  Discoveries  are  made  by  people  and  are 
not  always  planned.  The  use  of  the  historical  approach  gives  students  a 
more  realistic  picture  of  scientists  and  science. 

As  usual,  the  Science  Department  has,  throughout  this  past  year,  been 
involved  in  many  field  trips  throughout  the  state. 

MUSIC  DEPARTMENT: 

The  Music  Department  has  again  further  developed  its  program  by 
the  addition  of  new  opportimities  for  learning  and  experiences  in  the 
field  of  Music.  Aside  from  its  activities  of  the  fall  football  half-time 
shows,  and  the  two  community  parades  of  Veteran's  Day  and  Memorial 
Day,  the  Band  had  an  eventful  season.  They  participated  in  the  Spring 
Southeastern  District  Band  Competition  where  they  won  a  placque  for 
marching  in  Division  I.  Three  members  of  the  Music  Department  audi- 
tioned and  were  chosen  to  participate  in  the  Southeastern  District  Fes- 
tival: Jane  McBride,  orchestra;  Thomas  Kenney  and  Gary  Marvel, 
chorus.  Jane  McBride  had  the  honor  of  being  chosen  the  Concert  Mistress 
of  the  All-State  Orchestra. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  the  Band  and  Chorus  presented  sev- 
eral concerts  for  the  public,  at  Christmas  and  two  in  the  spring.  The 
Band  "Roving  Band"  was  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  spring.  The  Norton 
Lancer  Band  made  a  recording  of  selections  performed  during  the 
course  of  the  year's  activities. 
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Extra  supporting  school  activities  were  the  Pep  Band  plajdng  at 
home  basketball  games,  the  Stage  Band,  playing  for  the  Lee  Burchill 
benefit  and  the  rehearsing  and  performance  of  "Once  Upon  a  Matress" 
in  March. 

The  Music  Department  concluded  their  activities  with  their  annual 
performance  at  Graduation. 

ART  DEPARTMENT: 

An  Art  show  was  held  by  various  members  of  the  Art  classes.  Water 
colors,  oils,  prints,  mobiles,  and  constructions  were  shown.  This  year 
there  are  plans  for  a  more  inclusive  event. 

Decorations  for  the  Memorial  Day  celebration  were  made  by  stu- 
dents in  the  Art  classes.  Posters  for  the  school  plays  were  again  silk 
screened  by  Art  Club  members. 

An  Art  curriculum  for  the  high  school  Fine  Arts  courses:  Art  I,  Art 
II,  and  Art  III,  was  designed  and  presented  to  the  School  Committee. 

A  special  unit  in  Art  History  was  introduced  with  the  passing  of  the 
inimitable  Pablo  Picasso.  This  study  proved  very  motivating  to  the  stu- 
dents because  of  the  extended  coverage  of  this  event  in  the  various  news 
media. 

SPECIAL  EDUCATION: 

The  High  School  Special  Education  Class  is  in  its  new  quarters  which 
offer  expanded  opportunities  for  its  members.  The  expanded  Industrial 
Arts,  Business  Education  and  Home  Economics  programs  are  beneficial 
to  the  members  of  the  Special  Education  class.  The  class  members  are 
also  encouraged  to  participate  in  other  areas  of  school  life. 

Individual  attention  is  given  to  those  students  who  have  difficulties 
in  learning.  It  is  a  goal  of  the  program  to  help  the  students  to  help 
themselves. 

PRACTICAL  ARTS  DEPARTMENT: 
A.   Industrial  Arts: 

The  1973  school  year  has  been  a  year  for  many  changes  in  the  Prac- 
tical Arts  Department.  Moving  to  the  new  high  school  required  the  hiring 
of  four  new  teachers.  Two  in  Industrial  Arts  and  two  in  Home  Economics. 
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The  new  facilities  offer  more  space  and  many  more  opportunities  for 
the  students. 

Graphic  Arts  is  a  totally  new  offering,  which  provides  students  an 
opportunity  to  learn  about  the  printing  industry. 

The  Technical  Drawing  room  has  a  capacity  for  twenty  drawing 
students  in  each  class. 

The  Wood  Shop  has  five  wood  lathes  and  many  new  machines. 

The  Metal  Shop  has  a  power  mechanics  area  for  work  on  small 
engines. 

B.  Home  Economics: 

The  Home  Economics  Department  has  expanded  from  one  to  three 
teachers  in  the  high  school.  Our  biggest  curriculum  change  was  the 
addition  of  the  chef's  course.  Nearly  one  hundred  male  students  are 
enrolled  in  this  course.  The  senior  foods  class  is  serving  occasional  meals 
to  faculty  and  other  committees  for  special  occasions.  The  Fire  Depart- 
ment is  cooperating  with  the  Home  Economics  Department  so  our  stu- 
dents taking  first  aid  can  receive  their  Red  Cross  certificates.  A  total  of 
200  students  are  enrolled  in  our  courses. 

ATHLETIC  AND  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT: 

1973  saw  some  exciting  and  interesting  developments  in  Norton 
Physical  Education  and  Athletic  Programs. 

The  new  high  school  facility  has  provided  additional  opportunities  for 
an  expanded  high  school  Physical  Education  curriculum,  along  with  a 
strong  central  base  for  inters cholastic  athletics. 

Basketball  and  Field  Hockey  have  been  added  to  VoUeybaU,  Track, 
and  Softball  to  provide  a  well  rounded  Girls'  Athletic  Program. 

The  Boys'  field  teams  in  Cross -Country,  Football,  Basketball,  Track, 
Golf,  Baseball,  and  Tennis.  Both  boys  and  girls  will  be  competing  in  the 
newly  formed  Southeastern  Conference. 

MIDDLE  SCHOOL,  Mr.  Stanley  Koss,  Principal: 

The  Norton  Middle  School  began  its  first  year  of  operation  on  Sep- 
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tember  5,  1973,  in  what  was  formerly  the  Norton  Elementary  School 
building  and  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  building.  The  Middle  School 
presently  has  an  enrollment  of  977  children  with  a  staff  of  61.  The  follow- 
ing grades  and  classes  are  housed  in  the  building:  7  fourth  grades, 
7  fifth  grades,  7  sixth  grades,  7  sections  of  Grade  7,  8  sections  of  Grade  8, 
and  one  class  each  for  the  Emotionally  Disturbed,  the  Educables  and 
the  Trainables.  Also  included  is  a  reading  resource  room  staffed  by  two 
full-time  Reading  Specialists  and  a  Learning  Disabilities  resource  room 
staffed  by  two  Learning  Disabilities  teachers  and  one  teacher  aide. 

There  are  forty-six  teaching  stations  in  the  building  and  almost  all 
are  used  to  fuU  capacity  on  a  daily  basis.  During  the  winter  months  the 
cafeterias  and  some  classrooms  must  be  utilized  for  physical  education 
classes  since  the  program  has  been  expanded  to  give  all  students  two 
45-minute  periods  of  this  class  weekly.  It  has  also  been  necessary  to 
utilize  an  old  stockroom  along  with  the  two  Music  rooms,  for  instru- 
mental lessons. 

Students  in  Grades  4,  5,  and  6,  receive  instructions  in  Language  Arts, 
Math,  Science,  Social  Studies,  Art,  Music,  Physical  Education  and 
Health.  Students  in  Grades  7  and  8,  in  addition  to  the  preceding,  receive 
instruction  in  Home  Economics  or  Industrial  Arts.  In  place  of  Reading, 
some  Grade  7  and  8  students  may  take  a  foreign  language.  This  year 
Spanish  has  been  introduced.  Now  they  may  choose  between  this  lan- 
guage or  French. 

There  is  a  Middle  School  Band,  comprised  of  Grades  6,  7,  and  8,  and 
two  choruses  .  .  .  one  for  Grades  4  and  5,  and  another  for  Grades  6,  7, 
and  8.  Both  have  been  received  with  great  enthusiasm  by  the  students 
and  the  Music  staff.  For  the  past  two  years  these  programs  had  to  be 
curtailed  because  of  double  sessions,  and  it  is  good  to  see  them  back 
in  fuU  swing. 

An  intramural  program  for  all  grade  levels  has  been  initiated  and  is 
held  from  3:00  p.m.  to  4:00  p.m.,  four  days  a  week.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
program  can  expand  during  the  next  few  years. 

Guidance  services  are  available  to  all  students.  Mr.  James  Shyne  is 
the  counselor  for  Grades  7  and  8;  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Vandemoer,  Guidance 
Director,  is  responsible  for  Grade  6,  and  Mrs.  Dale  Walsh  is  available 
for  students  in  Grades  4  and  5.  If  more  professional  help  is  needed  for 
students,  they  may  be  referred  to  Mr,  Robert  Crook,  system  School 
Psychologist. 
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Full  library  services  now  exist  for  all  students.  Many  new  books  and 
magazines  have  been  purchased  for  student  use.  The  library  is  staffed 
by  a  certified  Librarian  and  a  full-time  Library  aide. 

Released  time  still  continues  on  Wednesday  afternoons.  Students  are 
dismissed  at  1:00  p.m.  and  on  two  of  these  days  smaller  groups  remam 
for  remedial,  developmental  or  enrichment  work.  The  other  two  Wed- 

I  nesday  afternoons  are  devoted  to  development  and  evaluation  of  cur- 

II  riculum. 

The  Norton  Middle  School  is  functioning  quite  smoothly,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  as  each  year  passes,  it  can  be  made  more  responsive  to  the 
needs  of  your  children. 

L.  G.  NOURSE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL,  Mr.  Richard  SUva,  Principal: 

The  L.  G.  Nourse  School  houses  Kindergarten,  Grades  1,  2,  and  3, 
with  a  total  of  28  classrooms,  and  a  total  enrollment  of  868.  It  is  adminis- 
tered by  Mr.  Richard  J.  Silva,  Principal,  and  he  is  assisted  by  Mrs. 
Natalie  A.  Gorczyca. 

The  Readiness  Class  was  continued  again  after  two  successful  years. 
Our  Resource  Rooms  are  in  Grades  2  and  3,  which  are  fairly  small  in 
class  numbers,  to  help  those  students  who  can  be  more  successfully  met 
m  a  small  class  situation. 

Project  SPOKE  continues  to  be  well  utilized  by  the  staff.  Films  and 
I    filmloops  are  two  of  the  popular  items.  There  is  no  question  that  SPOKE 
facilities  have  contributed  to  better  education  for  the  children  of  Norton, 
and  has  become  an  important  part  of  our  educational  program. 

Project  HEED  is  another  federally  fimded  program  in  which  the 
towns  of  Norton,  Mansfield,  Foxboro,  and  Easton  are  involved.  Through 
observations  and  testing  by  the  staff  of  Project  HEED,  children  with 
learning  disabilities  are  defmed  and  helped  by  programs  and  suggestions 
to  the  school  and  teacher. 

The  elementary  school's  relationship  with  Wheaton  College  continues 
I    to  be  cordial  and  fruitful.  Some  Wheaton  students  observe  and  practice 
teach  under  teacher  direction.  This  again  provides  for  more  individual 
attention  to  the  pupils. 

There  are  many  teachers  working  on  curriculum  committees,  and 
include:  Miss  Johanna  Roses,  Grade  1;  Mrs.  Nancy  Briggs  and  Miss 
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Sharon  Carlson,  Grade  2;  Mrs.  Beverly  Gilbert  and  Mrs.  Lois  Miner, 
Grade  3;  Mr.  Paul  Prenovitz,  Reading;  Miss  Susan  Malmad,  Speech, 
all  members  of  the  Reading  Language  Arts  and  Speech  Committee.  Miss 
Dorothy  Russell,  Grade  I;  Mrs.  Ethel  Cahoon,  Grade  2;  and  Miss  Shirley 
Alexander,  Grade  3,  are  on  the  Science  Committee.  Miss  Diane  Serras, 
Grade  1;  Miss  Ellen  Hanron,  Grade  2,  and  Mrs.  Nancy  Duquette,  Grade 
3,  are  on  the  Social  Studies  Committee.  Mrs.  Maija  Bigsby,  Grade  1; 
Mrs.  Carole  Chargin,  Grade  2;  and  Mr.  William  Ferrara,  Reading  Super- 
visor, are  on  the  L  G.  E.  Committee.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Walton,  Grade  1; 
Mrs.  Linda  Rice,  Grade  2,  and  Mrs.  Mary  Elizabeth  Brown,  Grade  3,  are 
on  the  Mathematics  Committee.  Mrs.  Janice  Burkhart  and  Mrs.  Natalie 
Gorczyca,  Assistant  Principal,  are  on  the  Kindergarten  Committee,  and 
will  be  evaluating  the  present  curriculum  and  establishing  a  report  for 
parents.  These  are  all  of  the  L.  G.  Nourse  Curriculum  Committees. 

Many  of  our  staff  are  members  of  system-wide  committees.  Mrs. 
Sondra  Armel,  Art;  Mr.  William  Ferrara,  Reading;  Mrs.  Debra  Gutman 
and  Miss  Robyn  Hoos,  Learning  Disabilities.  Mrs.  Priscilla  Murphy, 
Grade  3,  Resource  Room  teacher;  Mr.  Robert  Stanton,  Grade  2  Resource 
Room  teacher,  and  Mrs.  Rosanne  Stem,  Grade  1  Resoxirce  Room  teacher, 
are  all  on  the  Learning  Disabilities  Committee.  Mrs.  Sally  Caputo,  Music; 
Mr.  Richard  Caffelle,  Physical  Education;  Mrs.  Janice  Burkhart,  Guid- 
ance and  Testing  Committee.  Mrs.  Eleanor  Thomas,  IMC  Committee. 

Curriculum  Committees  will  meet  twice  a  month  and  the  other  Wed- 
nesdays help  sessions  will  be  held.  The  Chairman  of  each  committee 
serves  as  a  representative  to  the  Steering  Committee. 

The  Wednesday  afternoon  released  time  is  utilized  to  help  students 
who  have  problems  or  for  enrichment  purposes.  This  program  is  held  by 
the  teachers  on  Wednesday  afternoons  from  1:45  p.m.  to  2:45  p.m.  Parents 
are  responsible  for  the  transportation  of  their  children. 

Kindergarten  began  this  year  with  four  new  teachers.  Morning  ses- 
sions are  held  from  9:15  a.m.  to  11:45  a.m.  The  afternoon  session  begins 
at  12:45  p.m.  and  closes  at  3:15  p.m.,  each  teacher  teaching  a  morning 
and  afternoon  session.  The  morning  enrollment  is  121;  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  103  for  the  afternoon  session. 

A  Kindergarten  curriculum  presentation  took  place  on  October  16, 
1973,  when  the  philosophy,  objectives  and  curriculum  were  explained. 
The  parents  were  given  the  opportunity  to  visit  their  child's  classroom 
and  participate  in  an  abbreviated  school  day. 
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During  American  Education  Week,  parents  were  invited  to  visit  their 
child's  classroom.  Visitation  days  were  scheduled  October  23rd,  24th, 
and  25th. 

READING  DEPARTMENT,  Mr.  William  Ferrara,  Reading  Supervisor: 

This  year  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  became  a  primary  unit,  housing 
four  Kindergartens,  8  first  grades,  8  second  grades,  and  8  third  grades. 
The  Norton  Elementary  School  and  the  former  High  School  complex  is 
now  the  Middle  School,  housing  seven  4th,  5th,  and  6th  grades;  seven  7th 
grades,  and  seven  8th  grades.  The  Reading  Department  has  the  com- 
plete responsibility  of  the  Reading  Program  from  Kindergarten  through 
8th  grade.  The  Learning  Disability  Program  and  the  Speech  Therapy 
Program  also  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Reading  Department. 

KINDERGARTEN: 

In  the  spring  of  1972  the  Kindergarten  Curriculum  Committee,  chaired 
by  the  Reading  Supervisor,  began  to  formulate  a  philosophy  and  objec- 
tives for  the  curriculum  guide.  By  late  spring  of  1973  a  four-volume  cur- 
riculum guide  was  completed  including  Volume  I,  Perceptual  and  Orga- 
nizing Skills;  Language  and  Social  Concepts.  Volume  II,  Mathematical 
Skills  and  Scientific  Inquire.  Volume  III,  Physical  Activities;  and  Vol- 
ume IV  Art  and  Music.  The  Macmillan  Company's  Threshold  materials 
was  chosen  as  the  basal  materials  for  the  Kindergarten.  The  Reading 
Department  supervised  the  Kindergarten  budget  in  all  curriculum  areas. 

Four  teachers  were  hired  and  four  Northeastern  interns.  On  October 
16, 1973,  an  open  house  was  held  for  Kindergarten  parents  at  7:30  p.m.  at 
the  L.  G.  Nourse  School.  Mr.  Richard  Silva,  Principal;  Mrs.  Natalie 
Gorczyca,  Assistant  Principal;  and  Mr.  William  Ferrara,  Reading  Super- 
visor, presented  the  objectives  and  curriculum  through  the  use  of  slides 
and  a  simulated  Kindergarten  day  for  parents  in  the  four  classrooms. 
Over  200  parents  attended  this  meeting.  The  Kindergarten  Program  is 
proving  highly  successful  and  meeting  all  the  expectations  of  the  Cur- 
riculum Committee. 

PRIMARY  GRADES: 

Grade  One:  All  children  were  administered  the  Metropolitan  Readi- 
ness Tests  and  the  Meeting  Street  School  Test  prior  to  the  opening  of 
school.  This  enabled  faster  and  more  efficient  grouping.  The  Sullivan 
Programmed  Reading  is  still  the  basal  program,  although  some  children, 
upon  recommendation  of  the  Learnmg  Disabilities  staff,  may  be  in  a 
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special  program  suited  to  their  particular  needs.  A  curriculum  guide  was 
prepared  by  the  Reading  Department  for  first  grade  teachers. 

Grades  Two  and  Three  are  continuing  the  Programmed  Reading  and 
the  Harper-Row  basal  program.  The  Stanford  Diagnostic  Tests  were 
administered  to  the  third  grades  in  order  to  give  teachers  another  instru- 
ment to  pinpoint  strengths  and  weaknesses.  The  emphasis  in  the  primary 
grades  is  upon  Language  Development,  Word  Analysis  Techniques  and 
Comprehension. 

Intermediate:  The  Intermediate  grades,  4,  5,  6,  are  now  housed  in 
the  Middle  School  complex.  There  are  seven  classrooms  of  each  level. 
Grouping  for  Reading  is  homogeneous.  All  intermediate  grade  children 
are  administered  the  American  Reading  Achievement  Test.  Grade  four 
received  the  McCullough  Word  Analysis  Test  and  the  fifth  grade  the 
Diagnostic  Tests.  The  Plus  10  Vocabulary  Program  was  introduced  to 
Grade  4.  This  is  a  Workbook-text  cassette  program  which  over  a  span  of 
three  years,  improved  IQ  scores  by  10  points  on  a  national  pilot  program. 
Next  year  it  will  continue  in  grade  five. 

Learning  Disabilities:  The  L.D.  staff  now  includes  four  specialists 
and  two  aides.  In  addition,  the  L.D.  Department  utilizes  the  services  of 
the  Speech  Therapist,  the  School  Psychologist,  the  Guidance  Counselors, 
and  the  primary  Reading  Specialist. 

Two  staff  members  work  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School,  (1-3),  two  at 
the  Middle  School  (4-6;  7-8). 

L.  G.  Nourse  Learning  Disabilities:  Over  the  past  year  the  L.D. 
staff  presented  an  in-service  workshop  in  Auditory  Learning  Disabilities 
for  teachers.  A  workshop  was  also  held  for  parents  of  children  with  learn- 
ing disabilities. 

The  entire  elementary  system  was  screened  through  the  Slingerland 
Test  of  Language  Disability,  the  Malcomesius  Test,  and  The  Meeting 
Street  School  Test. 

A  curriculum  was  initiated  for  three  L.  D.  Resource  rooms.  Approxi- 
mately thirty  children  were  seen  on  an  individual  basis  from  September 
1972  to  June,  1973.  Other  children  with  mild  problems  were  diagnosed  j 
and  prescriptions  were  given  to  the  classroom  teachers. 

As  of  September  1973,  an  additional  specialist  was  added  to  the  staff. 
These  two  persons  have  administered  a  battery  of  tests  to  all  new  stu- 
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dents,  and  students  who  were  not  previously  screened.  These  included 
Meeting  Street  School  Test,  Slosson  I.Q.  Tests,  Frostig  Tests  of  Visual 
Perception,  and  the  Illinois  Test  of  Psycholinguistic  Abilities. 

Parent  interviews  were  held  with  all  parents  whose  children  were 
diagnosed  by  Project  HEED  at  which  time  the  reports  were  explained 
in  detail.  Thirty -four  children  are  presently  being  seen  on  a  daily  basis. 

Middle  School  Learning  Disabilities: 

Under  ESEA  Title  III,  a  Learning  Disability  teacher  was  added  to 
the  Middle  School  staff.  Twenty-one  students  are  being  tutored  in  Grades 
four,  five  and  six. 

Under  ESEA  Title  IV.  another  Learning  Disability  teacher  and  an 
aide  was  hired  for  grades  seven  and  eight.  The  main  function  of  this 
person  is  to  act  as  consultant  to  teachers  and  help  them  set  up  programs 
within  their  classrooms  to  accommodate  those  students  for  whom  com- 
pensatory measures  must  be  provided.  The  aide  works  with  students 
who  need  individual  help.  At  this  writing  a  screening  test  is  being  con- 
structed by  Dr.  Winifred  Currie  at  Gordon  College,  Wenham,  Mass. 
which  will  be  administered  and  standardized  within  the  four  towns  served 
by  Project  HEED. 

Both  L.D.  specialists  and  aide  at  the  Middle  School  are  working  in 
a  newly  set  up  Resource  room. 

Resource  Rooms: 

This  year  each  of  the  three  primary  grades  has  a  Resource  Room. 
The  purpose  of  these  rooms  is  to  handle  children  who  have  been  diagnosed 
as  having  a  severe  learning  disability.  The  teachers  of  the  Resource 
Rooms  have  extensive  background  in  learning  disabilities.  The  number 
of  children  in  each  room  does  not  exceed  twenty  (20)  in  order  that  as 
much  individual  help  can  be  given  as  possible,  and  so  that  programs  can 
be  set  up  for  each  child's  specific  needs.  Materials  have  been  provided 
that  are  designed  especially  for  children  with  auditory,  visual,  and  motor 
problems.  The  children  are  referred  to  the  Resource  Rooms  only  after 
careful  screening  and  diagnosis  takes  place.  The  programs  for  these 
children  are  integrated  so  that  they  do  come  in  contact  with  their  peers 
in  Art,  Music,  and  Physical  Education.  Some  children  also  integrate 
for  Math,  Science,  and  for  Social  Studies.  As  children  progress  and  are 
evaluated,  they  are  moved  out  into  regular  classrooms. 
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Learning  Disability  Aides: 

The  two  L.  D.  Aides  at  L.  G.  Nourse  School  have  been  assigned  to 
the  first  and  second  grade  Resource  Rooms.  Over  the  past  year  they 
have  worked  with  individual  students  supervising  the  use  of  perceptual, 
motor,  and  memory  materials  .  .  .  DLM  tapes,  parquetry  blocks,  colored 
cubes,  and  puzzles.  Prior  to  their  assignment  to  the  Resource  Rooms  they 
also  assisted  in  the  administration  and  scoring  of  screening  tests  and 
the  preparation  of  materials.  Their  services  are  invaluable  and  of  great 
help  to  the  teachers,  the  L.D.  staff  and  the  children.  The  new  aide  at 
the  Middle  School  will  be  tutoring  children  in  grades  seven  and  eight. 


Project  HEED: 

Project  HEED,  which  is  a  federally  funded  ESEA  Title  III  program, 
is  in  its  second  year.  As  a  diagnostic  center  for  Learning  Disabilities,  it 
is  an  agent  for  screening  the  more  severe  cases.  Approximately  fifty  (50) 
children  have  been  seen.  Case  studies  and  reports  are  sent  to  the  school 
where  the  appropriate  remedial  program  is  then  set  up. 

This  year  HEED  is  also  involved  in  Title  VI  (secondary.)  Eight  in- 
service  workshops  have  been  set  up  for  secondary  teachers  covering  the 
wide  range  of  Learning  Disabilities. 

Primary  Reading  Specialist: 

The  Primary  Reading  Specialist  has  been  responsible  for  preliminary 
screening  and  placement  of  all  children  new  to  the  Norton  School  System, 
and  entering  the  primary  unit.  The  Primary  Reading  Specialist  is  pres- 
ently working  with  first  and  second  grade  children  who  are  having  prob- 
lems with  Reading.  Twenty-four  children  are  being  seen  daily.  The  chil- 
dren are  constantly  evaluated  and  when  the  specialist  feels  they  no  longer 
need  his  services,  they  are  replaced  by  other  referrals.  Approximately 
fifty  (50)  children  are  seen  during  the  year. 

Speech: 

The  establishment  of  a  public  school  speech  and  language  program 
has  been  underway  since  September.  The  objective  of  the  program  is 
to  identify  and  remediate  speech  and  language  problems  from  Kinder- 
garten through  Grade  12.  Since  September,  the  therapist  has  established 
procedure  and  protocol  regarding  screening,  testing  and  therapeutic 
processes.  A  list  of  pertinent  diagnostic  and  therapeutic  materials  was 
submitted  in  September,  and  the  items  requested  have  been  ordered. 
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The  therapeutic  procedure  is  based  on  a  referral  system.  Teachers 
were  given  a  list  of  guidelines  to  identification  of  overt  speech  problems 
and  the  therapist  screened  referrals  as  they  were  received.  As  the  year 
progresses,  teachers  are  able  to  identify  more  subtle  disorders  and  subse- 
quently, new  referrals  are  constantly  being  received.  Time  is  set  aside 
in  the  therapist's  schedule  for  evaluation  of  new  referrals.  Ultimately, 
the  entire  school  population  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  will  be  screened 
by  the  therapist  by  means  of  short  spontaneous  speech  sample. 

At  present,  the  speech  therapist  roster  includes  twenty-three  (23) 
children  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  with  ten  (10)  children  on  the  waiting  list. 
Twenty  (20)  children  were  referred  for  whom  therapy  was  not  recom- 
mended at  this  time.  The  therapy  protocol  calls  for  the  children  to  be 
seen  twice  weekly  for  half  hour  sessions,  either  individually  or  with  one 
other  child,  depending  on  the  nature  of  the  speech  problem. 

Children  presently  in  therapy  will  also  be  observed  in  the  regular 
classroom  at  certain  intervals,  to  observe  his/her  spontaneous  communi- 
cative patterns.  The  children  will  be  periodically  re-evaluated  in  order 
to  substantiate  progress. 

Most  of  the  therapists's  time  will  be  spent  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School. 
It  is  felt  that  in  this  way,  speech  and  language  problems  can  be  dealt 
with  and  remediated  as  early  as  possible.  There  are  children  at  the  Mid- 
dle School  and  High  School  who  need  attention.  Two  afternoons  per  week 
have  been  allotted  for  these  students.  They  will  be  seen  on  the  same 
bi-weekly  basis  as  students  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School.  Should  the  needs 
of  the  school  system  indicate  the  need  for  a  different  approach  to  ser- 
vice, the  program  will  be  altered  accordingly. 

Project  REACH: 

Project  REACH  is  a  Title  I  project  which  provides  for  two  remedial 
Reading  teachers  to  work  with  children  in  Grades  4,  5,  and  6,  who  are 
not  reading  at  their  potential  level. 

Program: 

1.  Sixty-five  children  received  additional  reading  instruction  in  smaU 
group  situations  for  approximately  40  minutes  a  day,  four  times 
a  week. 


2.  Children  were  selected  whose  achievement  was  below  capacity. 
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3.  Diagnostic  and  Reading  placement  tests  were  administered  to 
children  whose  teachers  requested  this  as  well  as  to  those  chil- 
dren chosen  for  the  program.  These  included: 

a.  Slosson  Individual  Intelligence  Test 

b.  Slosson  Oral  Reading  Test 

c.  Durrell  Analysis  of  Reading  Difficulty  —  Oral  and  Silent  Para- 
graphs 

d.  Doren  Diagnostic  Reading  Test  of  Word  Recognition  Skills 

4.  Using  the  test  results,  teacher  observations,  and  other  records, 
small  groups  were  set  up  for  instruction. 

5.  Materials  used  included  phonic  books,  the  Language  Master,  The 
Wollensak  Language  Arts  Tapes  for  building  sight  vocabulary, 
Readers  Digest  Audio  Kits,  Random  House  Reading  Program, 
Practice  Readers  Levels  A-D,  Score  Magazines,  games  and  teach- 
er-made activities. 

6.  Periodically  meetings  were  held  with  classroom  and  Learning 
Disabilities  teachers  to  co-ordinate  activities.  Parents  were  also 
informed  of  their  child's  progress  whenever  possible. 

7.  The  two  teachers  involved  also  individually  tested  all  children  in 
the  remedial  groups  in  grades  4,  5,  and  6,  and  assisted  teachers 

in  setting  up  programs. 

Reading  Grades  7-12: 

From  January  to  June,  approximately  305  students  under  the  direc- 
tion of  three  full-time  Reading  Specialists,  were  enrolled  in  the  secondary 
Reading  program. 

The  program  in  grades  7  and  8  consisted  of  remedial,  corrective,  and 
developmental  levels.  The  High  School  program  consisted  of  Reading 
electives. 

Steps  were  taken  to  begin  an  individualized  Reading  program  where- 
by students  were  assigned  materials  that  were  consistant  with  their 
ability  and  interests.  The  materials  were  adjusted  as  the  students  pro- 
gressed. 

As  of  September  1973,  the  high  school  Reading  program  became  part 
of  the  English  Department.  As  a  result,  the  present  program  being  re- 
ported concerns  only  Grade  7  and  8.  A  Reading  laboratory  has  been  set 
up  in  the  Middle  School  to  accommodate  the  7th  and  8th  grade  students

assigned  to  Reading.  Reading  machines,  tape  recorders,  Reading  kits, 
workbooks,  texts,  and  library  books  provide  materials  for  a  multi-level 
individualized  program.  The  two  Reading  specialists  have  built  an  ex- 
tensive skills  file  which  is  color  coded  according  to  skill  and  level.  This 
teacher-made  kit  is  essential  to  a  good  individualized  program. 

The  Reading  lab  conducted  a  summer  program  open  to  all  students 
from  Grades  6  to  12.  The  four-week  program  was  individualized  and  con- 
centrated on  specific  weaknesses.  Although  only  15  students  attended, 
it  proved  successful  and  plans  are  underway  for  a  more  extensive  sum- 
mer program. 

The  Reading  Supervisor  prepared  curriculum  guides  for  all  elemen- 
tary grades  from  Kindergarten  through  Grade  6.  All  elementary  teachers 
and  secondary  Reading  teachers  were  evaluated.  Demonstrations  were 
given  for  new  teachers. 

During  the  summer  months,  materials  were  checked  and  made  ready 
for  distribution  in  the  fall. 

Staff  and  grade  level  meetings  were  held  throughout  the  year.  The 
Supervisor,  acting  as  coordinator  of  Learning  Disabilities  and  Speech, 
prepared  the  budgets  for  all  elementary  grades  and  the  7th  and  8th 
grade  Reading  laboratory. 

The  Supervisor  set  up  a  testing  schedule  for  all  grades,  Kindergarten 
through  6. 

The  Supervisor  met  with  Kindergarten  parents  at  an  open  house  to 
discuss  the  Kindergarten  curriculum. 

All  administrative  duties  involved  in  the  Reading,  Learning  Disibili- 
ties,  and  Speech  areas  were  handled  by  the  Reading  Supervisor.  A  Read- 
ing orientation  folder  was  prepared  for  each  primary-elementary  teacher. 

The  Title  I  Project  written  by  the  Reading  Supervisor  was  approved 
for  another  year  by  the  State  Department  of  Education. 

An  addition  to  the  staff  was  a  Department  Secretary,  who  has  served 
the  Learning  DisabiUties  staff,  the  Speech  Therapist,  the  REACH  teach- 
ers, and  the  Reading  Supervisor.  This  addition  to  the  department  has 
greatly  increased  the  work  out-put  and  has  released  members  of  the 
staff  for  other  duties  involving  their  specific  areas. 
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EDUCATION  FOR  CHILDREN  WITH  SPECIAL  NEEDS, 

Mr.  Willison  M.  Holbert,  Director: 

The  whole  concept  of  special  education,  as  we  knew  it  in  the  past, 
has  changed  drastically  in  the  last  year.  The  Special  Education  Act 
approved  by  the  Governor  on  Monday,  July  17,  1972,  repeals  the  present 
fragmented  and  incomplete  special  education  laws  and  provides  a  more 
comprehensive  scheme  effective  September  1974. 

The  Act  removes  the  stigmatism  of  names  and  defines  a  child  with 
special  needs  as  one  who  (for  a  variety  of  reasons)  is  unable  to  progress 
effectively  in  a  regular  school  program  and  requires  special  classes,  in- 
struction periods  or  other  special  education  services  in  order  to  success- 
fully develop  his  individual  educational  potential. 

It  covers  a  number  of  areas  of  the  students'  needs:  tutoring  in  the 
home,  and  hospital;  speech  therapy;  serving  the  physically  handicapped, 
deaf,  blind,  emotionally  disturbed,  mentally  retarded  and  children  with 
aU  types  of  learning  disabilities. 

Integrating  the  retarded  children  into  the  regular  program  is  re- 
quired by  Chapter  No.  766.  We  have  done  this,  whenever  possible,  for 
a  number  of  years,  making  it  very  easy  for  us  to  comply  with  the  state 
regulations. 

As  required  by  the  new  law,  we  have  an  active  evaluation  team 
made  up  of  the  school  nurse,  school  psychologist,  a  special  education 
classroom  teacher  and  the  Director  of  Children  With  Special  Needs. 

There  are  a  number  of  children  with  special  needs  who  are  placed 
in  various  classes  in  the  area.  We  hope  that  in  the  near  future  we  will 
have  adequate  facilities  in  order  to  provide  a  complete  program  for 
every  child  who  needs  special  services. 

At  present  we  are  in  the  process  of  restudying  our  program  in  Special 
Education  and  planning  for  the  future.  Our  teachers  presently  in  this 
department  are  Mrs.  Fairlee  Hersey,  Mrs.  Ann  Precourt,  and  Mr.  Albert 
Wagner.  Mr.  Williston  M.  Holbert  is  coordinating  this  program. 

This  year  we  initiated  a  program  for  the  emotionally  disturbed  stu- 
dents. The  students  are  integrated  into  the  regular  class,  but  come  to 
the  Resource  Center,  located  in  the  Middle  School,  for  tutoring,  counsel- 
ing or  during  a  crisis.  Mr.  Thorpe  is  the  E.D.  resource  teacher,  and  he 
is  doing  a  good  job  with  the  students.  Eventually  we  will  have  to  have 
a  center  on  all  levels,  especially  in  the  high  school. 
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PSYCHOLOGY  REPORT: 

The  vacancy  of  School  Psychologist  was  filled  in  September  1973  by 
Mr.  Robert  Crook.  Mr.  Crook  earned  a  Master's  degree  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  New  Hampshire  in  1971  and  has  recently  completed  course  work 
for  a  doctorate  degree  in  psychology  at  the  University  of  Arizona.  He 
is  currently  writing  his  dissertation  in  absentia  and  expects  award  of 
his  doctorate  in  July  of  1974. 

For  the  first  time,  the  psychologist  will  be  utilized  in  a  purely  diag- 
nostic role  responsible  to  the  counseling  department  for  prescriptive 
techniques  to  be  used  within  the  guidance  structure.  This  will  involve 
student  interviews  limited  to  that  number  which  serve  to  reveal  the 
maladjustment,  the  underlying  causes  and  sufficient  material  to  per- 
mit diagnosis  and  a  prescriptive  report  to  the  referring  guidance  coun- 
selor. 

The  counselor  in  turn  is  responsible  to  the  psychologist  for  weekly 
written  progress  reports  concerning  the  student  with  regard  to  the  pre- 
scriptive technique  recommended.  Deviations  from  expected  results  wiU 
be  examined,  the  case  re-evaluated,  and  a  new  prescriptive  written. 

In  addition,  the  psychologist  is  available  to  teachers  as  a  consultant, 
concerning  students  who  exhibit  behavioral  deviations  in  the  classroom. 
This  normally  involves  creation  of  a  behavioral  modification  plan  to  be 
implemented  by  the  teacher  within  the  classroom,  and  with  monitoring 
responsibility  assumed  by  the  psychologist. 

The  psychology  department  has  a  consultation  role  in  the  evaluation 
of  students  being  considered  for  Special  Education.  This  involves  test- 
ing and  evaluation  of  students  and  recommendation  of  placement,  A 
variety  of  designations  are  involved  .  .  .  Special  Education,  Educables, 
Emotionally  Disturbed,  Mentally  Retarded,  resource  room  placement, 
and  referral  to  outside  placement. 

The  department  is  also  available  to  the  Learning  Disability  Depart- 
ment, and  the  Reading  Department  as  a  referral  source  to  determine  the 
possibility  of  emotional  blocks  to  learning  within  those  specific  areas. 

This  department's  services  and  records  are  also  available  to  outside 
agencies  and  schools,  with  use  of  proper  release  techniques,  for  infor- 
mation which  would  be  of  value  to  students  who  have  left  this  school 
system  or  who  have  been  placed  outside  our  system. 

In  addition,  this  department  serves  as  a  reception  of  confidential 
psychological  reports  on  incoming  students  and  as  a  source  of  remedial 
advice. 
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The  psychology  department  has  the  responsibility  of  preparing  psy- 
chological evaluations  on  each  student  referred  to  project  HEED,  as  well 
as  the  responsibility  for  interpreting  the  results  of  neurological,  oph- 
thalmologic al,  audiological,  psychiatric  and  pediatrician  examination 
reports  for  the  edification  of  the  Learning  Disability  staff  involved  in 
summarizing  these  diagnostic  reports  for  parents. 

In  addition,  also,  this  department  attends  all  HEED  conferences  in- 
volving policy  affecting  the  Norton  School  System,  and  conducts  a  moni- 
toring and  study  of  HEED  procedures  so  as  to  derive  benefit  from  the 
expertise  now  available. 

The  psychologist  serves  within  the  structure  of  the  HEED  referral 
system  by  reviewing  those  evaluation  protocols  considered  a  fimction 
of  the  participating  school  systems  and  submitting  a  narrative  report  of 
his  findings  and  is  thus  to  be  considered  an  integral  member  of  the  team 
approach  to  the  revelation  of  learning  dysfunctions.  In  keeping  with  this 
function,  the  psychologist  meets  periodically  with  the  HEED  staff  to 
examine  results  of  HEED  testing  and  to  be  appraised  of  remedial  tech- 
niques recommended. 

The  psychologist  is,  this  year,  to  act  as  liaison  between  the  classroom 
and  the  area  of  published  research.  Much  research  exists  encompassing 
the  total  continuance  of  education,  and  it  is  felt  that  its  content  should 
be  culled  and  made  available  to  the  classroom  teacher  and  those  who 
serve  in  specialty  areas  when  a  specific  need  appears.  Therefore,  the 
libraries  of  local  colleges  and  universities,  in  addition  to  the  ERIC  com- 
puterized library,  maintained  by  Project  SPOKE,  are  to  be  considered 
valuable  areas  of  information  to  be  utilized  by  the  school  system.

Heights  and  weights  were  done  for  students  in  Grades  1  - 12.  Counsel- 
ing was  given  when  needed  in  regards  to  proper  nutrition  and  diet. 

Hair  inspections  were  performed  in  Grades  1  -  6  and  in  Grades  7  - 12 
when  deemed  necessary. 
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Physical  examinations  were  carried  out  by  Dr.  Henry  Auerbach  and 
Dr.  John  Hayes.  Tuberculin  tests  and  Flu  vaccine  were  administered  to 
school  personnel.  AU  necessary  reports  were  filed  with  the  state.  Home 
visits  were  made  and  children  in  need  were  referred  to  the  proper  agen- 
cies. 

Mrs.  Young,  Mrs.  Sabourin,  Mrs.  Bishop,  and  Mrs.  Haskell  assisted 
at  the  public  immunization  clinics  which  were  held  periodically  for  the 
public. 

CUSTODIAL  DEPARTMENT, 

Mr.  James  C.  Neveu,  Supervisor  of  Building  and  Grounds: 

This  year  the  custodial  maintenance  department  as  well  as  the  rest 
of  the  school  department  spent  a  considerable  amount  of  time  in  the 
reorganization  of  our  schools.  This  meant  not  only  moving  into  a  new 
high  school,  but  completely  rearranging  furniture  and  materials  for  the 
entire  system.  Every  piece  of  furniture  was  moved  whether  it  be  in  the 
same  building,  or  across  town,  evacuating  and  cleaning  St.  Mary's 
Parish  Center,  as  well  as  the  regular  summer  cleaning  schedule  at  all 
schools  and  encompassed  countless  hours  of  work.  The  school  buildings 
were  ready  for  opening  in  September. 

CAFETERIA  DEPARTMENT,  Mrs.  Violet  Eisnor,  Director: 

The  year  1972-73  was  indeed  a  busy  one  with  final  plans  being  carried 
out  for  the  new  high  school.  We  carefully  selected  movable  equipment, 
which  included  colorful  dishes  and  trays,  pans,  etc. 

Mrs.  Viola  Araujo  was  appointed  as  cook  at  the  new  school,  with  six 
aides  being  added  to  our  non-professional  staff  to  serve  in  one  more 
cafeteria. 

On  December  4th,  1972,  we  began  an  elderly  feedmg  program.  Our 
senior  citizens  were  served  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  at  the  conclusion 
of  the  student  lunch  hour.  A  type  A  hot  lunch  was  sent  to  St.  Mary's 
Parish  Center  daily  to  four  third  grade  classes.  We  served  a  ham  and 
egg  breakfast  on  May  18th,  1972  to  the  graduating  class  in  the  high 
school  cafeteria. 

AU  of  the  bread  and  rolls  served  with  our  lunches  are  baked  in  school 
by  our  baker  who  comes  in  after  school  hours. 

We  served  a  total  of  208,185  meals  during  the  school  year  at  a  cost  of 
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$.63  per  meal.  The  cost  was  such  because  of  rising  food  costs,  less  gov- 
ernment commodities,  and  increased  labor  costs. 

NORTON  RECREATION  PROGRAM,  Mr.  Albert  Nuttall,  Director: 

The  Norton  Summer  Recreation  Program  enjoyed  another  successful 
season  as  evidenced  by  the  excellent  participation  in,  and  enthusiasm 
for,  the  Program  by  the  youngsters  of  the  Town.  The  day  program  for 
youngsters  six  to  sixteen  years  of  age  continued  its  format  of  recent 
years,  of  having  special  daily  events  revolving  around  a  central  weekly 
theme. 

Highlights  of  the  Summer  Program  included:  A  visit  by  the  Zoo 
Mobile;  a  beach  day  at  the  Cape;  talent  shows  featuring  a  magician  and 
a  puppeteer;  summer  Olympic  games;  Tom  Thumb  wedding;  Norton 
Fire  Department  demonstration;  summer  film  festival;  bike  hikes  to 
Watson's  Pond,  Taunton,  and  Capron  Park,  Attleboro;  Cook-outs;  an 
extensive  Arts  and  Crafts  Program. 

The  Swim  Program,  conducted  by  Joseph  Cook  and  Patricia  Welsh- 
man, enjoyed  a  successful  season  with  nearly  300  youngsters  enrolled. 
We  are  indebted  to  Wheaton  College  for  the  use  of  its  pool.  Many  young- 
sters successfully  completed  proficiency  courses  sponsored  by  the  Ameri- 
can Red  Cross.  These  youngsters  received  cards  and  pins  indicating  their 
accomplishments.  A  highlight  of  the  Swim  Program  was  an  exhibition 
in  which  a  large  audience  viewed  the  techniques  developed  by  the  children 
over  the  course  of  the  summer. 

Playground  Supervisor  Paul  Schofield  set  up  a  well-coordinated  pro- 
gram of  games,  and  stunts.  In  addition,  he  saved  the  program  a  sub- 
stantial amount  of  money  by  manufacturing  new  playground  equipment 
and  repairing  old  equipment  from  scrap  materials.  Included  in  this 
were  the  manufacture  of  four  knok-hockey  boards,  sticks,  and  pucks, 
(retail  value  $15.00  each)  and  the  repair  of  the  bumper  pool  table  and  I 
cues. 

Again  this  summer  we  had  the  benefit  of  receiving  playground  aides 
from  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  Program.  Four  young  ladies  were 
assigned  to  the  Norton  Recreation  Program.  The  experience  was  mutu- 
ally beneficial.  Norton  Recreation  obtained  the  services  of  these  addi- 
tional workers  without  the  expenditure  of  funds  from  our  budget.  In 
return,  the  young  ladies  received  valuable  occupational  experience  as 
well  as  financial  compensation  from  the  N.Y.C.  Program.  Incidentally, 
we  anticipate  having  male  and  female  aides  for  our  evening  program  in 
the  f  aU. 
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A  new  addition  to  our  program  this  summer  was  the  Norton  Softball 
League.  The  League,  open  to  men  of  the  community  over  the  age  of 
eighteen,  seems  to  be  on  firm  ground  now,  after  some  early  difficulty 
in  getting  underway.  After  two  meetings  for  the  purpose  of  organization, 
the  league  got  underway  on  Tuesday,  July  24th  with  two  informal  games. 
The  first  official  game  took  place  <m  July  26Ui.  The  response  of  the  men 
has  been  very  gratifying.  It  is  an  evening  of  enjoyment  and  exercise  for 
them  with  the  emphasis  on  good  times  and  camaraderie.  The  ages  of 
those  involved  range  from  late  teens  to  mid-fifties.  From  the  number  of 
inquiries  received,  an  expansion  of  the  four-team  league  is  anticipated. 
We  also  plan  to  offer  activities  in  the  area  of  tennis  for  adults  and  the 
youth  of  the  town  next  year. 

The  evening  program  for  teen-agers  was  again  worthwhile  although 
the  attendance  in  the  summer  did  not  match  that  of  the  spring.  The  mat- 
ter of  the  curfew  for  junior  high  school  students  was  settled  satisfactorily. 
It  will  be  in  effect  when  school  is  in  session.  It  will  not  be  in  effect  during 
the  summer. 

The  Class  of  1974  instituted  a  concession  stand  for  the  spring  program 
which  was  beneficial  to  the  Class  Treasury,  It  also  served  to  reduce  the 
"traffic"  from  the  school  to  the  center  of  Town,  but  this  problem  was  not 
entirely  eliminated.  Another  problem  was  the  unreliability  of  the  soda 
machine.  There  were  numerous  complaints  from  youngsters  who  lost 
money  in  the  machine.  Bobby  Hebert,  of  the  Student  Council,  who  is 
responsible  for  the  machine,  was  very  good  about  seeing  that  youngsters 
were  reimbursed. 

The  new  evening  format  worked  out  very  well  with  all  age  groups 
getting  a  fair  share  of  the  gym.  The  program  was  better  organized  with 
more  planned  activities.  Our  new  senior  staff  members,  Rebecca  Burtt 
and  Joseph  Dery,  performed  their  duties  very  well  and  were  enthusi- 
astically received  by  the  youngsters.  Once  again  we  are  indebted  to 
Mrs.  Sandra  Gorman  for  voluntarily  teaching  a  Modern  Dance  Class  for 
girls.  It  was  a  highlight  of  the  spring  program.  Among  the  special  events 
scheduled  for  the  fall  will  be  free  movie  nights  featuring  major  boxing 
bouts  of  heavyweight  champion  Rocky  Marciano  and  professional  foot- 
ball highlights  of  1972.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

The  new  Norton  High  School  is  about  100%  complete  with  the  fur- 
nished building  not  exceeding  the  estimated  costs.  The  State  occupancy 
permit  was  received  for  September  1973,  and  the  school  opened  as 
scheduled. 

The  Building  Committee  worked  diligently,  and  put  in  many  hours 
on  the  construction  of  the  building.  Some  real  debates  developed  with 
the  contractor  over  what  should  be  considered  extras  and  what  should  be 
considered  good  workmanship.  It  was  because  of  the  Building  Commit- 
tee's insistance  against  extra  charges  but  insistency  on  the  good  work- 
manship that  the  school  was  built  without  going  over  the  allocated  monies. 

I  would  like  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  citizens  of  Norton  the 
fact  that  the  average  cost  of  the  building  was  only  $28.80  per  square 
foot.  The  Massachusetts  Bureau  of  School  Assistance  informs  us  that  the 
average  cost  of  high  school  construction  in  the  state  is  over  $40  per  square 
foot,  and  that  Norton's  $28.80  per  square  foot  is  the  lowest  cost  of  any  high 
school  built  in  Massachusetts  over  the  past  ten  years. 

The  layout  of  the  building  helped  keep  the  cost  down,  with  the  so- 
called  core  section  comprised  of  gymnasium,  auditorium,  cafeteria  and 
library  located  through  the  center  of  the  building,  sandwiched,  let  us  say, 
between  classrooms  two  stories  high  on  the  front  and  rear.  This  made 
the  building  not  only  more  economical  to  build,  but  also  should  help  to 
make  it  more  economical  to  heat  and  maintain. 

A  tour  through  the  new  school  gives  one  a  feeling  of  warmth,  happi- 
ness, and  luxury.  You  would  not  get  the  feeling  of  being  in  a  low-average 
cost  school.  As  the  old  saying  goes,  "The  feathers  make  the  bird,"  and 
the  color  committee  did  a  splendid  job  in  picking  and  coordinating  colors. 
Dorothy  Helmreich,  Patricia  Silva,  Charles  Aughtry  and  Peter  Nieuw- 
koop,  aU  members  of  the  School  Building  Committee,  comprised  the  color 
committee. 


The  Building  Committee  worked  very  closely  with  the  teachers  and 
department  heads  in  laying  out  the  rooms  for  the  various  departments. 
Because  of  this  close  cooperation,  the  end  result  is  that  each  department 
is  laid  out  for  top  efficiency  in  teaching.

There  are  a  few  so-called  luxury  items  in  the  new  school,  one  being 
the  auditorium  or  Little  Theatre.  However,  sliding  movable  partitions 
were  installed  so  it  can  be  divided  into  three  rooms  to  be  used  as  class- 
rooms, lecture  halls,  or  study  rooms. 


We  must  not  forget  the  great  work  performed  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  Maurice  J.  Splaine,  Jr.,  and  Principal  Joseph  Solmonese. 
Both  men  put  in  many  extra  hours  overlooking  and  supervising  the  bid- 
ding, purchasing,  expediting,  planning  and  moving  into  place  of  all  the 
furnishings  of  the  building,  and  keeping  within  their  limited  budget.  They 
actually  saved  the  Town  thousands  of  dollars,  as  this  sort  of  work  is 
usually  done  at  extra  cost  by  specialists  hired  through  the  architect. 


At  this  writing,  the  Committee  still  has  problems  with  the  completion 
of  a  punch-list  of  odds  and  ends.  One  big  problem  is  the  discoloration  of 
the  sloping  section  of  the  roof.  The  largest  part  of  the  roof  is  flat  and 
the  outside  forty  feet  or  so  is  a  pitched  roof.  The  center  flat  part  of  the 
roof  is  covered  with  the  usual  tar  and  gravel.  The  outside  pitched  roof 
is  tar  with  white  stone  chips  on  top,  which  is  fine,  but  when  the  water 
runs  off  the  flat  part  of  the  roof,  it  carries  a  brown  residue  from  the  tar. 
This  has  caused  a  brown  stain  on  the  white  stone  chips.  We  are  presently 
waiting  for  the  architect  and  an  engineering  firm  to  come  up  with  a  solu- 
tion to  correct  this  problem. 

Another  problem  is  the  drainage  of  the  old  football  field  where  we 
had  anticipated  building  the  running  track.  A  better  location  has  been 
found  southeasterly  of  the  new  school.  Engineer  John  Vance  has  laid  out 
the  focus,  and  bids  will  be  accepted  very  shortly  for  construction  of  the 
track  by  next  Spring.  We  believe  there  is  sufficient  money  in  our  budget 
and  contingency  fund  to  build  this  track. 

Although  the  Committee  did  not  always  agree  with  the  architectural 
firm  of  Haynes,  Lieneck  and  Smith,  we  have  to  concur  that  a  good  job 
was  done  and  the  building,  built  to  their  specifications,  is  a  fine  piece  of 
architecture. 


The  General  Contractor,  Rocheford  Corporation  of  Framingham,  also 
did  a  good  job  even  after  much  arguing  and  bickering,  especially  by 
myself  as  Chairman  of  the  Building  Committee.  They  should  be  congratu- 
lated for  the  end  result. 
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I  want  to  thank  each  and  every  member  of  my  Committee  for  their 
many  hours  put  in.  All  of  their  efforts  add  up  to  the  accomplishment  of  a 
new  high  school  for  the  Town  of  Norton.

The  challenge  that  was  presented  to  the  architect  was  to  design  the 
most  economical  building  possible  and  meet  Norton's  educational  require- 
ments. The  building  is  an  exact  rectangle,  two  stories,  very  compact;  no 
other  architectural  design  could  provide  more  economy  than  this  concept 
and  still  have  a  good  educational  program  with  a  minimum  of  main- 
tenance. 

The  first  floor  plan  contains  main  entrance  and  lobby  with  clerk, 
principal,  guidance  and  health  readily  available.  Most  of  the  specialized 
facilities  are  located  on  this  floor  such  as  graphic  arts,  metalworking,  | 
woodworking,  mechanical  drawing,  art,  music,  cooking,  sewing  and  j 
business  education  including  typing,  data  processing,  office  practice,  | 
bookkeeping,  general  business  and  stenography.  The  kitchen,  cafeteria  | 
(seating  350),  auditorium  (seating  250  with  two  separate  lecture  halls  of  j 
75  each)  and  gymnasium  (spectators  seating  800),  with  boys's  shower  and  ' 
locker  rooms,  complete  this  floor  level.  The  auditorium  has  a  pitched 
floor  which  extends  to  the  second  floor  level,  is  accessible  from  that 
level  and  divisible  into  three  teaching  stations  by  two  folding  partitions. 

The  second  floor  has  20  interchangeable  class  rooms,  6  science  rooms, 
library  with  supporting  facilities,  data  processing  for  mathematics  and 
girls'  locker  and  shower  rooms.

Plans  for  future  addition  include  the  possible  increase  of  gym  stations  j 
and  as  many  as  20  interchangeable  classrooms.  j

The  building  is  designed  for  electric  heat  by  using  multi-zone  roof- 
mounted  units  and  individual  classroom  units.

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REPORT  OF 

SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 

The  Southeastern  Regional  School  Committee  members  are  Thomas 
W.  Devine  and  Timothy  S.  Ryan,  Brockton;  Robert  E.  Ewing,  East 
Bridgewater;  Ralph  Armstead,  Easton;  Robert  A.  Girardin,  Foxborough; 
Louis  E.  Tarsa,  Jr.,  Mansfield;  Charles  W.  McDonald,  Norton;  James 
J.  Leonard,  Sharon;  Robert  B.  Snow,  Stoughton;  and  Eugene  Kostecki, 
West  Bridgewater. 

In  December  of  1972,  the  Committee  voted  to  authorize  the  building 
of  an  addition  to  the  present  facilities.  All  of  the  member  communities 
approved  of  the  Committee's  action.  Physical  evidence  of  work  toward 
the  addition  is  in  the  relocation  of  a  parking  lot  and  the  expansion  of  the 
present  sewer  bed  and  the  building  of  another. 

Working  drawings  have  been  completed  and  have  been  let  out  for 
bid.  It  is  expected  that  the  additional  facilities  will  be  ready  for  occu- 
pancy in  the  faU  of  1975,  accommodating  up  to  400  more  students  in 
occupational  areas  such  as  Diesel  Repair,  Masonry,  Cosmetology,  Dis- 
tributive Education,  Small  Engine  Repair,  Specialized  Automotive  Re- 
pair, Appliance  Repair,  and  Air  Conditioning  and  Heating.  The  present 
twenty-three  occupational  programs,  seven  post-secondary  and  sixteen 
secondary  programs,  accommodate  a  total  of  1,041  students  and  are 
housed  at  the  Foundry  Street  location,  the  Tolman  School  in  Stoughton, 
the  Unionville  School  in  Easton  and  the  Paine  School  in  Foxborough. 

The  Evening  School  program,  designed  for  the  indentured  appren- 
tices in  the  Electrical  and  Plumbing  areas,  as  weU  as  programs  de- 
signed for  interested  citizens,  has  accommodated  900  people  during  the 
1973-74  school  year. 

The  Southeastern  Regional  School  Committee  continues  to  provide 
meaningful  occupational  education  for  students  within  the  District  com- 
munities.

The  Town  of  Norton  along  with  twenty-nine  other  cities  and  towns 
in  southeastern  Massachusetts  is  a  member  of  the  Southeastern  Regional 
Plannmg  and  Economic  Development  District  (SRPEDD).  The  District's 
governing  body,  the  Commission,  is  composed  of  two  representatives 
fro  meach  city  and  town;  one  representative  on  behalf  of  the  Selectmen 
and  one  from  the  Planning  Board. 

SRPEED  is  a  voluntary  advisory  body  (one  of  twelve  such  Districts 
covering  all  Massachusetts)  which  studies  issues  that  concern  more 
than  one  mimicipality  and  prepares  region-wide  plans  on  such  topics 
as  transportation,  solid  waste  management,  water  resources,  environ- 
mental protection,  open  space  preservation  and  economic  development. 

Member  mimicipalities  benefit  from  membership  in  many  ways.  By 
belonging  to  a  region,  a  town  is  eligible  for  a  higher  level  of  federal 
funding  for  public  works,  economic  development,  open  space  acquisition 
and  many  other  projects.  Most  federal  and  state  agencies  require  a  re- 
gional review  of  municipal  applications  for  financial  assistance. 

Through  monthly  Commission  meetings,  various  committee  meet- 
ings as  well  as  various  publications  and  news  releases,  a  forum  is  pro- 
vided for  the  discussion  of  problems  which  affect  many  municipalities 
but  cannot  be  solved  locally.  These  also  keep  us  informed  about  new  ap- 
proaches and  enable  us  to  work  jointly  on  legislative  and  other  issues 
of  mutual  concern. 

Finally,  SRPEED  provides  on  request  direct  technical  assistance 
to  member  towns  on  such  matters  as  zoning,  planning,  development,  site 
evaluation,  home  rule  charters  and  many  others. 

During  1973,  the  Town  of  Norton  received  assistance  and  advice  on 
highway  classification,  master  plan  update,  urban  mass  transportation, 
Norton  Reservoir  Study,  zoning  bylaw  review,  and  relocation  of  Route 
140.

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REPORT  OF  NORTON  fflSTORICAL  COMMISSION 

In  June  a  house  survey  started  in  1970  by  the  Norton  Historical  Society 
was  completed  by  the  Norton  Historical  Commission  and  turned  in  to 
the  State.  225  houses  built  before  1900  were  recorded  and  mapped  for  the 
Massachusetts  Historic  Commission.  This  has  already  proved  advantage- 
ous with  Route  25  coming  through. 

An  early  activation  of  the  Historic  District  Study  Committee  is  hoped 
for  by  the  Commission. 

The  Commission  has  met  with  Mr.  Herbert  Church,  chairman  of 
the  Bicentennial,  to  discuss  plans  for  1975-76. 

Hopefully  by  the  time  this  report  is  published.  Bay  Road  from  Easton 
to  Taunton  will  be  on  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places  in  Wash- 
ington, D.C.  It  is  a  two  mile  distance  and  includes  the  road,  its  two  old 
milestone  markers,  stone  walls,  trees  along  the  sides,  a  marker  erected  i 
by  the  town  in  1889  for  the  first  house  in  Norton  in  1669  and  three  early 
cemeteries  including  the  first  cemetery.  This  is  a  continuation  of  a  two 
mile  section  in  Easton  already  on  the  Register. 

"The  National  Register  of  Historic  Places  records  the  story  of  a 
nation.  It  is  a  roll  call  of  tangible  reminders  of  the  history  of  the  United 
States.  It  is  a  list  of  distinction  identifying  for  the  people  those  proper-  i 
ties  worthy  of  preservation  for  their  historic  value.'*  Quoted  from  a 
National  Park  Service  Bulletin. 

This  is  one  of  the  oldest  roads  in  the  Commonwealth  and  was  known 
to  Indians  and  Plymouth  settlers. 

Mr.  Curtis  Dahi  was  appointed  to  the  Commission  to  fill  the  imex- 
pired  term  of  Mr.  John  Quebman  who  moved  from  town.

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REPORT  OF  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 

The  Council  on  Aging  has  functioned  as  a  Town  board  since  March 
1972.  At  present,  we  have  nine  active  members,  and  meet  on  the  first 
Wednesday  of  each  month  at  7:00  P.M.  at  the  Trinitarian  Church.  We 
have  endeavored  during  the  year  to  establish  programs  to  aid  and  assist 
our  Senior  citizens. 

The  Council  feels  that  the  most  noted  accomplishment  of  the  year 
1973  was  the  opening  of  the  Senior  Citizen  Drop-in  Center  which  is  lo- 
cated in  the  vestry  of  the  Unitarian  Church,  comer  of  West  Main  Street 
and  Taimton  Avenue.  The  Center  is  open  three  days  a  week,  Tuesday, 
Thursday,  and  Friday  from  10:00  A.M.  to  3:00  P.M.,  with  various  activi- 
ties planned  for  each  day,  Susanne  Dirks  is  our  capable  director  assisted 
by  John  Dirks.  The  number  of  persons  entertained  at  the  Center  with 
these  various  programs  increased  from  10  in  February  1973  to  well  over 
1,000  from  the  period  August  to  December  1973, 

Each  month  a  newsletter  is  sent  out  to  Senior  Citizens  to  inform  them 
of  the  activities  which  wiU  take  place  at  the  Center  for  the  approaching 
month. 

We  have  a  well  established  Hot  Lunch  Program  which  is  served  to 
Seniors  at  the  Norton  High  School  Cafeteria  each  and  every  day  at  a 
small  cost. 

The  Senior  Citizen  discount  program  also  has  been  started  with  the 
help  and  cooperation  of  merchants  in  Norton  and  Attleboro.  Over  1,000 
identification  cards  have  been  issued  to  Senior  Citizens  in  order  for  them 
to  avail  themselves  of  these  discounts.  Persons  65  years  or  over  wishing 
to  avail  themselves  of  this  program  can  obtain  identification  cards  at 
the  Drop-in  Center. 

At  present,  the  Council  is  actively  working  on  the  transportation 
problem.  It  is  our  hope  that  in  the  near  future  we  may  be  able  to  pro- 
cure some  type  of  vehicle  to  assist  the  Senior  Citizens  who  are  without 
means  of  transportation  for  shopping,  getting  to  the  doctor,  or  to  get 
to  the  bank  to  cash  Social  Security  or  pension  checks,  or  for  any  emer- 
gency that  could  arise.

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REPORT  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

Personnel  changes  include  the  resignation  of  Leonard  P.  Silvia,  ef- 
fective April  23,  1973,  as  he  was  elected  to  serve  on  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. Patricia  Hainey,  Secretary,  resigned  effective  April  11,  1973  and 
was  replaced  by  Sylvia  Mardahl.  Judy  Silvia  also  resigned  as  of  April 
10,  1973  since  there  was  not  enough  work  for  two. 

The  installation  of  7,500  feet  of  16  inch  water  main  on  East  Main 
Street  was  completed  as  of  October  10,  1973.  The  Water  Department  in- 
stalled 1,300  feet  of  6  inch  water  main  on  Hawthorne  Street. 

The  Water  Department  now  has  a  total  of  2,680  services  (2,550  are 
fixed  rates  and  130  are  metered)  an  increase  of  177  new  services. 

A  new  well  and  pumping  station  off  Plain  Street  is  nearing  comple- 
tion. With  the  new  main  and  the  new  well,  we  hope  to  have  only  partial 
bans  for  the  warm  months.  We  hope  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the 
people  the  importance  of  conservation  of  water  as  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant commodities  in  this  energy  crisis. 

The  Board  is  working  on  a  long  range  program  that  we  hope  wiU 
take  care  of  the  future  water  needs  of  Norton.

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NORTON  HOUSING  AUTHORITY  REPORT 

The  Norton  Housing  Authority  is  pleased  to  report  to  the  residents 
of  the  Town  of  Norton,  that  its  first  state-aided  project  in  the  town  was 
opened  for  occupancy  on  December  15,  1973.  This  project,  located  at 
120  West  Main  Street,  has  been  named  "Woodland  Meadow"  and  is  a 
50  unit  project,  specificially  at  this  time  for  the  elderly.  The  Community 
Building,  which  is  located  in  the  center  of  the  project,  has  been  completed 
and  will  serve  as  the  social  center  for  residents  of  the  project.  The  project 
consists  of  five,  two-story  buildings,  with  ten  apartments  in  each  build- 
ing and  also  has  in  the  50  units,  3  apartments  that  are  strictly  for  the 
handicapped. 

It  must  be  realized  how  much  care  and  planning  has  gone  into  this 
project  by  the  Authority,  and  also  to  have  maintained  the  country  atmos- 
phere throughout  the  project.  Many  years  of  planning  and  a  great  deal 
of  hard  work  have  made  ''Woodland  Meadow"  a  reality,  and  only  when 
II  one  would  visit  the  project,  would  they  then  realize  the  expressions  of 
ji  happiness  of  the  occupants. 

I The  Authority  does  plan,  however,  to  build  an  additional  150  units, 
and  is  presently  in  the  process  of  making  applications  to  the  state  for 
I  the  additional  funding. 

Under  the  direction  of  John  D.  Latimer  and  Associates,  Taunton,  and 
the  builder,  Bryan  H.  Reed,  the  project  is  nearly  completed.  Finalization 
of  tree  trimming  and  landscaping  will  complete  the  project. 

By  a  vote  of  the  Authority  and  agreement  of  the  Department  of  Com- 
munity Affairs,  the  Authority  made,  sometime  in  October,  Mr.  Donald 
B.  Andrews,  one  of  its  members,  the  Acting  Director  of  the  project. 

The  Norton  Housing  Authority  was  also  very  pleased  with  the  vote 
of  the  town's  people  in  March  1973,  to  retain  Mr.  Herbert  W.  Church 
as  a  member,  for  an  additional  five  year  term. 

Plans  for  a  June  dedication  are  now  being  formalized  by  the  Author- 
ity.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Planning  Board  met  for  21  regular  meetings  and  4  special  meet- 
ings with  a  quorum  present  for  all  of  the  meetings  held  throughout  the 
year.  There  was  a  total  of  76  Form  A  plans  brought  before  the  Board; 
and  after  being  reviewed  by  the  Board,  63  of  the  plans  were  signed,  with 
13  rejected  as  they  did  not  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Board. 


During  the  year  the  Board  held  seven  subdivision  hearings;  and  after  ! 
approval  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  Town  Engineer,  Mr.  John  Vance, 
six  subdivision  plans  and  layouts  were  approved  by  the  Planning  Board. 

The  annual  March  town  election  brought  the  addition  of  Mr.  Richard 
Gove,  15  Robinson  Lane,  to  the  Board.  He  replaced  Mr.  John  J.  Bartley, 
who  after  serving  many  years  on  the  Planning  Board  did  not  seek  re- 
election. 


The  Planning  Board  on  January  8,  1973,  held  a  hearing  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Citizens  Zoning  Committee  on  a  proposed  Zoning  layout 
for  the  Town  of  Norton.  The  Board  was  very  displeased  with  the  turnout 
of  townspeople  for  such  an  important  matter  such  as  Zoning.  Upon  sug- 
gestions from  the  people  in  attendance,  a  few  minor  changes  were  made 
to  the  plan  which  was  then  turned  down  by  the  Town  Meeting  because 
of  a  voting  technicality.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  then  reappointed  the  | 
Citizens  Zoning  Committee  to  review  the  plan  and  ready  it  for  another 
Town  Meeting,  which  will  be  held  sometime  in  1974. 

The  Planning  Board  during  the  year  made  many  suggestions  to  both 
the  Selectmen  and  the  town  meeting,  in  the  form  of  articles,  to  stop  build- 
ing until  a  Zoning  plan  of  some  sort  could  be  accepted  by  the  Town.  The 
most  important  one  was  a  moritorium  on  the  building  of  apartment 
houses.  We  are  sorry  to  say  that  all  the  articles  were  voted  down  at 
the  town  meetings. 


During  the  year  the  Board  formed  a  Citizens  Master  Plan  Committee, 
to  put  together  a  Master  Plan  which  is  very  much  needed  by  the  Town 
and  is  about  25  years  pastdue.  Many  letters  were  sent  to  townspeople 
asking  them  to  serve,  but  we  received  a  very  poor  response.  So,  the 
project  was  taken  on  by  a  very  small  group  with  the  help  of  the  South- 
eastern Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development  District,  and 
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some  students  from  the  Wheaton  College  Urban  Studies  Department, 
under  Ms.  Charlotte  Bingham.  The  plan  will  be  completed  sometime 
in  1974.

NORTON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  REPORT 

The  year  1973  for  the  Norton  Public  Library  can  be  characterized  as 
one  of  continued  change,  both  in  ooir  appearance  to  the  public  and  in  our 
staff.  It  was  also  a  year  of  continued  increase  in  use  and  in  demand  for 
service  by  our  growing  town. 

The  year  began  with  the  new  mezzanine  completely  stocked,  leaving 
more  room  for  browsing  through  books  in  the  whole  library.  In  order  to 
further  improve  our  service  to  the  town  an  Olivetti  Coinfax  electrostatic 
copier  was  installed  during  the  summer.  This  has  received  much  more 
use  than  had  been  anticipated. 

During  November  another  major  move  was  imdertaken.  This  was  to 
switch  around  our  reference-reading  room  with  the  library  office.  The 
chief  intent  was  to  give  our  librarians  more  space  to  process  books  and 
thus  get  new  books  out  on  the  shelves  faster.  All  of  the  furniture  planned 
for  these  two  rooms  has  not  yet  arrived.  Further  improvements  to  the 
library  in  the  form  of  new  inner  doors  (possibly  glass)  and  a  better  book 
box  are  now  in  the  planning  stages. 

Major  repairs  have  been  made  to  our  wrought  iron  fence  which,  like 
the  one  surrounding  the  common,  does  not  withstand  people  sitting  on 

I them  very  well. 
Much  time  was  spent  by  the  directors  and  the  Librarian  in  drawing 
up  a  comprehensive  set  of  job  categories  and  in  revising  our  employees* 
schedule  of  fringe  benefits. 
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The  directors  wish  to  thank  the  many  people  and  groups  who  have 
given  us  valuable  books  and  money  for  the  purchase  of  books  or  equij)- 
ment. 

During  the  year  the  library  regretfully  lost  the  services  of  Mrs.  Jean 
Pearce,  Mrs.  Judy  Silvia,  and  Mrs.  Joy  Tripp,  all  library  assistants.  The 
staff  was  increased  by  the  hiring  of  Mrs.  Patricia  Hazelton.

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The  Fire  Department  answered  over  1600  calls  in  1973,  with  calls 
averaging  4  to  5  a  day.  Ambulance  calls  are  on  the  increase  as  well  as 
residential  fires,  due  mostly  to  the  increase  in  population  that  the  town  is 
experiencing.  The  Fire  Department  has  a  problem  in  help  during  the 
day  time  hours,  as  90%  of  the  force  is  out  of  town  and  are  unavailable 
for  fire  calls  during  the  day.  Manpower  available  during  the  evening  hours 
assures  the  town  of  adequate  and  effective  service  at  the  present  time. 
The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  and  the  Fire  Chief  are  concerned  over  this 
problem,  and  we  are  recommending  the  hiring  of  two  additional  person- 
nel to  the  department,  they  wiU  be  civilian  employees.  These  personnel 
win  be  assigned  as  Fire  Alarm  Dispatchers,  they  will  relieve  a  fire  fighter 
from  these  duties  in  order  to  be  available  for  emergency  calls.  The  main 
duties  of  the  dispatchers  wUl  be  to  receive  and  transmit  emergency  calls 
and  keep  the  proper  records  and  other  duties  assigned  them. 

The  three  main  concerns  of  the  Norton  Fire  Department  are  Fire 
Prevention,  Fire  Suppression  and  Ambulance-Rescue. 

Fire  Prevention:  This  is  the  main  object  of  the  Fire  Department, 
and  it  begins  with  fire  inspections.  The  Fire  Department  works  closely 
with  the  other  inspection  agencies  in  the  Town.  We  inspect  all  new  build- 
ings, mercantile,  manufacturing,  lounges,  schools,  churches,  rest  homes, 
and  other  public  buUdings  that  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Fire 
Department.  Chapter  148  of  the  General  Laws  requires  many  of  these 
buildings  to  be  inspected  annually,  and  also  many  must  be  inspected 
semi-annually  and  quarterly. 

It  is  easy  to  see  that  the  Fire  Department  has  a  large  job  on  its  hands 
carrymg  out  these  inspections.  In  December  1973  we  appointed  Private 
Richard  Gove  to  the  rank  of  Fire  Inspector.  Mr.  Gove  is  a  very  capable 
fire  fighter.  He  has  been  a  fire  fighter  for  over  15  years,  five  of  them  as  a 
permanent  full  time  fire  fighter.  In  June  he  will  graduate  from  Bristol 
Community  College  with  an  Associate  Degree  in  Fire  Science,  and  is  well 
suited  for  this  job. 

It  should  be  mentioned  here  that  fire  inspections  play  another  import- 
ant part  beside  enforcing  the  laws  and  cutting  down  on  fire  hazards,  they 
also  provide  the  Fire  Department  with  vital  information  about  building 
layouts,  etc.,  that  would  be  crucial  in  the  event  of  a  fire. 

The  Fire  Prevention  Program  is  also  furthered  by  a  vigorous  pre- 
vention campaign  in  the  local  school  system  during  National  Fire  Pre- 
vention Week.  We  provide  demonstrations  of  Fire  Equipment,  short  talks, 
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and  give  the  children  booklets  to  take  home  and  teach  their  parents  Home 
Fire  Safety.  This  program  is  followed  up  with  more  pamphlets  during  the 
Spring  Cleanup  Week  in  regards  to  fire  safety. 

This  last  year  the  Fire  Department  cooperated  with  the  local  Jaycees 
to  sponsor  a  successful  Operation  Red  Ball.  The  Red  Stickers  displayed 
in  the  appropriate  window  could  be  invaluable  in  time  of  fire. 

Fire  Suppression:  In  1974  we  win  receive  a  1973  1000  G.P.M.  Pumper 
equipped  with  a  high  pressure  booster  and  pre-connected  foam  along  with 
other  greatly  improved  features  which  will  improve  the  efficiency  and 
speed  when  arriving  at  the  scene  of  a  fire. 

It  is  appropriate  to  write  a  few  words  about  our  training  program 
under  fire  suppression.  With  Captain  Ronald  Benaski  of  the  caU  force  and 
Lt.  Alan  Bliss  of  the  permanent  force,  we  are  continually  updating  our 
men  with  the  most  modem  methods  of  fire  fighting.  These  two  men  attend 
traming  seminars  yearly  and  are  well  qualified  to  lead  the  men  in  this 
Important  area. 

Presently  the  Town  is  handicapped  because  of  the  inavailability  of  a 
proper  training  site.  In  1973  Wheaton  College  kindly  donated  a  dwelling 
on  Howard  Street  to  be  used  for  training,  and  our  men  made  good  use 
of  this  opportunity.  They  practiced  ladder  work,  ventilation,  air  masks, 
search  and  rescue  techniques,  and  proper  extinguishing  procedures.  How- 
ever, such  opportunities  for  realistic  training  are  few  and  far  between, 
and  we  cannot  depend  on  them  entirely. 

The  Bristol  County  Fire  Chiefs*  Association  is  presently  engaged  in 
trying  to  obtain  a  portion  of  the  Paul  A.  Dever  School  as  a  Coiinty  Fire 
Training  Site.  This  land  has  great  potential  as  a  training  site,  as  it  has 
water  mains,  cement  block  buildings  for  use  as  a  smoke  house  and  it  has 
accessibility  and  other  advantages. 

The  Fire  Alarm  System  under  the  leadership  of  Captain  Charles 
Thomae  continues  to  expand  yearly.  Captain  Thomae  and  his  men  install 
10  boxes  yearly  at  different  locations  in  the  Town.  This  figure  does  not 
mclude  the  fire  alarm  boxes  being  installed  in  developments  in  Town,  and 
other  fire  alarm  installations  being  installed  by  private  owners  of  certain 
buildings.  Our  Fire  Alarm  crew  has  been  replacing  obsolete  and  worn 
wires  in  order  to  keep  the  fire  alarm  system  in  peak  efficiency  at  all 
times. 
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The  schooling  of  men  also  plays  an  important  part  in  fire  suppres- 
sion. Several  men  are  now  enrolled  in  Community  Colleges  taking  courses 
that  will  increase  their  knowledge  as  well  as  benefit  the  Town. 

Ambulance-Rescue:  This  is  the  area  in  our  Department  that  is  due 
for  the  biggest  change.  Previously  under  the  old  State  laws,  the  ambu- 
lance and  rescue  crews  could  have  been  run  by  men  with  only  a  minimum 
amount  of  First  Aid  knowledge.  It  is  only  fair  to  note  that  our  crews  had 
gone  beyond  these  minimum  requirements  and  availed  themselves  to 
other  courses  such  as  cardio-pulmonary  resuscitation,  child  birth,  etc. 
Several  men  attended  a  four  day  seminar  at  Harvard  Medical  School 
in  Emergency  Medical  Training.  However,  new  State  and  Federal  regu- 
lations require  knowledge  beyond  these  levels.  By  1975  one-third  of  our 
personnel  must  have  a  minimum  of  81  hours  of  Emergency  Medical 
Training.  This  is  to  be  given  by  doctors  and  other  medical  experts,  and 
requires  not  only  detailed  classroom  study,  but  work  in  emergency 
rooms,  helping  in  autopsies,  learning  such  skills  as  giving  intravenous 
transfusions,  emergency  injections  and  the  use  of  other  advanced  medical 
machines,  such  as  defibriellators.  In  fact  they  wiU  be  able  to  perform 
several  functions  only  done  by  doctors  today.  Paramedics  are  what  these  i 
men  are  to  become.  By  1976  two-thirds  of  the  emergency  personnel  must  | 
be  trained  and  by  1977  all  ambulance  and  rescue  personnel  must  be 
trained. 

Despite  the  time  and  money  that  is  obviously  going  to  be  spent  in 
the  next  three  years  implementing  this  law,  we  feel  it  is  definitely  a  I 
needed  change.  Our  citizens  will  benefit  greatly,  and  many  will  owe  their 
lives  to  these  statutes. 

Eight  fire  fighters  were  trained  and  certified  as  rescue  skin  divers. 

To  do  this  they  had  to  pass  a  rigorous  course.  This  course  consisted  of  ^ 

classroom  study  and  diving  in  deep  waters,  along  with  methods  of  search  | 

and  rescue  under  water  procedures.  All  this  was  done  on  their  own  time,  j  i 

This  group  was  headed  by  the  Fire  Department  Dive  Master  Charles  ^  j 

Shaw  and  included  Capt.  Norman  Marshall  and  Kevin  MaCafferie  of  the  j 

Call  Force  and  Lt.  Alan  Bliss,  Pvts.  Reese  Rounds,  David  McMorrow,  ] 

Ronald  Lima,  Russel  Hagstrom,  and  Thomas  O'Berg  of  the  permanent  ' 
force.  This  insures  the  Department  of  having  sufficient  divers  available 
in  the  event  of  an  emergency. 

The  Fire  Department  in  the  near  future  hopes  to  obtain  a  new  and  \ 
better  equipped  ambulance,  as  the  present  one  is  beginning  to  show  its  | 
age  in  more  ways  than  one,  due  to  its  constant  use. 
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The  Fire  Dei^artment  hopes  to  have  a  hose  tower  built  in  the  rear  of 
Station  1  for  drying  hose  after  its  use.  Presently  we  have  to  use  Mans- 
field's tower  and  this  is  of  great  inconvenience  to  both  towns. 

We  would  like,  at  this  time  to  thank  the  men  and  officers  of  the  Norton 
Fire  Department  for  an  excellent  job,  and  a  great  devotion  to  the  Town. 
We  would  like  to  thank  the  Mansfield,  Attleboro,  Easton,  and  Rehoboth 
fire  departments  for  their  response  under  our  mutual  aid  agreement. 
'  These  departments  protect  the  Town  while  we  are  engaged  in  a  General 
'  Alarm  fire  or  multiple  fires.  They  also  respond  with  their  ambulances 
j  when  needed.

FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 

The  Town  of  Norton  was  fortunate  this  year  as  we  only  had  17  Fire 
Calls  involving  Forest  Lands.  Of  the  Fire  CaUs  we  had,  five  of  them 
could  be  classed  as  serious  as  they  involved  three  or  more  acres.  The  ban 
I  on  outdoor  burning  has  reduced  the  number  of  woods  fires.  However,  the 
problem  of  a  biuld-up  of  undergrowth  has  developed,  and  this  has  added 
jfuel  to  fires.  Residents  of  Norton  who  own  woodland  are  urged  to  clean 
up  the  undergrowth  on  their  land  and  either  bum  it  during  the  lifting  of 
the  ban  or  have  it  chipped  up. 

I  During  the  year  1973,  we  had  17  Class  4  days,  which  means  due  to 
the  atmospheric  conditions  and  wind  factors,  etc.,  that  the  woods  are  in  a 
(very  highly  flammable  condition.  On  days  that  we  have  a  Class  5  day 
the  County,  along  with  the  town,  patrols  heavily  wooded  areas  and  a 
v/atch  is  kept  from  the  Forest  Fire  Tower. 

I  I  would  like  to  at  this  time  urge  all  residents  of  Norton  who  own  large 
Itracts  of  woodland,  to  keep  fire  trails  and  any  other  water  holes,  clear 
so  that  they  are  accessible  to  the  Fire  Department.

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BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT  REPORT 

The  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  has  completed  fourteen 
years  of  service  to  the  Town  of  Norton  and  eighteen  other  communities 
within  Bristol  County.  The  entire  county  will  be  serviced  by  the  Project 
this  year  with  the  rejoining  of  the  Town  of  Dartmouth  on  July  1,  1973. 

The  Project  was  again  plagued  by  the  appearance  of  equine  encepha- 
litis. The  first  case  was  reported  on  August  13th,  and  the  last  on  Septem- 
ber 16th.  The  communities  involved  were:  Acushnet  (1),  Taunton  (1), 
Dartmouth  (3),  Westport  (2),  Freetown  (1),  Berkley  (2),  Somerset  (1), 
Dighton  (1),  and  Seekonk  (1),  a  total  of  13  cases. 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  aerial  sprayed  the  entire 
county  in  an  effort  to  prevent  an  encephalitis  epidemic.  Our  spray  trucks 
were  also  alerted  to  each  case  as  it  appeared  and  the  immediate  area 
was  sprayed  from  the  ground. 

In  March  our  larvicide  program  got  underway  and  32  acres  were 
treated  before  our  mist  blowers  were  mounted  on  the  first  of  May.  Adult 
mosquitoes  were  on  the  wing  very  early  this  year  and  our  spraying  sea- 
son did  not  terminate  untU  October  1st. 

With  the  spraying  season  over,  the  mist  blowers  were  removed  and 
all  crews  turned  to  our  brook  and  ditch  maintenance  program.  This 
resulted  in  the  removal  of  5,700  feet  of  debris  and  obstructions  from 
existing  brooks  and  ditches.  5,070  feet  of  brush  was  also  removed  to 
allow  proper  drainage  and  to  aid  in  preventing  unnecessary  flooding. 

All  personnel  are  licensed  for  the  application  of  pesticides  and  use 
only  those  approved  for  mosquito  control  by  the  State  Pesticide  Board.

INSECT  PEST  CONTROL  REPORT 

The  Gypsy  Moth  build-up  continues  in  Norton,  along  with  most  of 
Bristol  Coamty  and  Norfolk  County.  In  1971  I  reported  that  the  Mass. 
Bureau  of  Insect  Pest  Control  advised  Norton  to  "Wait  until  we  get 
something  to  shoot  at."  I  also  wrote  in  that  report:  **— 5  to  15  years  before 
we  have  such  a  build-up."  However,  I  was  wrong. 

The  State  Insect  Pes-t  Control  crew  made  a  Gypsy  Egg  Coiint  in  the 
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I   two  Counties,  and  their  map  of  Norton  shows  areas  in  Barrows ville  with 
i    300  to  800  egg  masses  per  acre,  and  a  Hot  Spot  on  upper  North  Worces- 
ter  Street  and  Oak  Street  showing  a  2,000  count.  We  now  have  a  consid- 
erable Gypsy  Moth  problem. 

I  attended  a  meeting  at  the  Segreganset  Agricultural  School  Dec.  12, 
1973,  at  which  the  broad  outline  for  a  Gypsy  spray  was  laid  out  for  Nor- 
I  ton  and  surrounding  Towns.  We  pay  our  own  spraying,  with  directional 
!  help  from  the  State,  whose  policy  now  is: 

j        Spray  where  the  bugs  bug  people,  and  let  Mother  Nature  take  care 
of  the  back  lands. 

There  will  be  a  table  at  Town  Meeting  (May  6,  1974)  with  maps  and 
explanations.  Those  who  DO  NOT  wish  to  be  sprayed  can  so  signify  and 
they  will  be  skipped. 

The  whole  procedure  will  be  advertised. 

A  man  from  the  U.  S.  Dept.  of  Agriculture  (U.S.D.A.)  found  a  few 
j  Gypsy  Moth  egg  masses  at  the  Capach  Trailer  Park,  Mansfield  Avenue, 
and  insisted  we  spray.  After  a  nod  from  the  State,  I  hired  Hixon  Tree  Co. 
and  we  sprayed  the  location  with  Sevin  on  May  15,  1973. 

350  gal.  of  Methoxachlor  sprayed  on  Tent  Caterpillars,  plus  many 
aerosol  cans  were  used. 

50  gal.  of  Sevin  were  put  on  Barrowsville  Park  for  tick  control. 

350  gal.  of  Amino  Triazole  were  sprayed  on  Poison  Ivy. 

Fall  Webworms  were  cut  and  burned  or  sprayed.  This  job  went 
unfinished.

Odds  and  ends  of  pesticides,  poisons  and  containers  were  again 
buried  deep  at  a  spot  in  the  Town  Forest,  as  per  regulations  by  the  Mass. 
Pesticide  Board.

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TREE  WARDEN  REPORT 
The  Year  of  the  Twig  Blight 

The  Light  Co.  did  much  clearing  for  their  wires  around  Town. 

The  following  letter  received  from  Mr.  V.  S.  Johnson,  Supervisor  of 
Distribution,  Field  Engineering,  Mass.  Electric  Co.  in  Attleboro,  explains 
most  of  it. 

**Dear  Mr.  Reinhard:  The  Mass.  Elec.  Co.  has  begun  a  13,200  volt 
belt  line  that  will  provide  better  service  and  provide  the  Company  with 
switch  points  so  that  alternate  sources  of  supply  can  be  used. 

The  routes  to  be  used  are:  beginning  at  a  point  on  Plain  St.  west  of 
Leonard,  Plain  St.,  South  Washington  St.,  Hill  St.,  Crane  St.,  Old  Taun- 
ton Ave.,  Taunton  Ave.,  Eddy  St.,  and  South  Worcester  St.  to  make  a 
junction  with  our  present  13,200  volt  feeder.  Completion  of  this  line  will 
make  it  possible  in  case  of  trouble  to  tie  the  feeder  emanating  from 
Chartley  Pond  Sub.  to  a  feeder  from  Norton  Sub.  (on  West  Main  St.  near 
the  center  of  Norton). 

It  will  be  necessary  to  trim  trees  along  this  route.  In  some  cases  we 
'     will  need  new  pole  lines  (Crane  St.,  for  example). 

Much  of  this  work  has  already  been  completed.  Service  to  such  places 
as  Meadowbrook  Lane  has  been  much  improved.  Most  of  this  new  line 
will  be  spacer  cable  construction,  meaning  very  few  crossarms  and  a 
less  cluttered  appearance. 

DISTRIBUTION  DEPT.  V.  S.  Johnson" 

Two  hassles  occured  over  roadside  trees. 

One  was  a  Tree  Hearing  at  which  objections  were  raised  to  the  pro- 
posed removal  of  trees.  This  went  to  the  Selectmen  for  a  determination. 
(Chapter  87,  Section  4,  G.L.).  The  Selectmen  found  that  the  road  (Maple 
St.)  had  never  been  bounded,  and  the  removal  was  allowed. 

The  other  incident  occured  on  South  Washington  St.,  and  was  resolved 
at  a  ''Show  Cause"  hearing  at  Attleboro  Court. 

A  second  Tree  Hearing  was  held  with  no  objections. 

The  Maple  St.  trees  have  pointed  up  an  ever-occuring  problem: 
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WHERE  IS  THE  SIDE  OF  THE  ROAD? 

Many  of  our  old  streets  and  roads,  or  portions  there-of  have  never 
been  bounded.  A  research  and  engineering  project  on  this  would  greatly 
benefit  this  and  other  Town  Departments. 

Your  T.W.  conferred  with  Town  Counsel  on  the  above  problems  and 
others. 

Please  keep  foreign  objects  (like  political  signs,  etc.)  off  roadside 
trees,  as  they  mess  up  the  Town  and  they  are  also  unlawful. 

Two  emergency  caUs  and  an  ice  storm  occured  in  December  in  which 
much  damage  was  caused  and  wires  were  down. 

The  Common  trees  and  others  were  liquid  fed. 

Another  Larch  was  planted  on  the  Common. 

A  building  was  moved  from  Plain  St.  to  North  Taunton  with  little 
damage  to  trees. 

Five  dangerous  trees  were  removed  and  also  the  boles  remaining 
from  last  year.  Also  many  dead  limbs,  and  many,  many  more  limbs 
to  go. 

At  least  8  stumps  were  chipped  out. 

The  remaining  little  trees  from  '72  Arbor  Day  were  replanted  in 
Holding  Bed  and  cultivated. 

The  Water  Department  backhoe  moved  4  of  the  biggest  Larchs  from 
the  holding  bed  farther  up  the  field  to  make  a  background  for  the  baU 
field  opposite  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School. 

The  hoist  works  well  on  the  Tree  Truck  and  we  dumped  most  of  our 
brush  chips  on  the  Highway  Department  chip  stockpile.  The  Highway 
Department  borrows  the  rig  occasionally  for  their  smaU  brush  chipping 
jobs. 

Mrs.  Carrie  Eddy,  298  South  Worcester  St.,  still  has  Spruce  Trees  to 
give  away.  (Stipulations:  Pretty  big  trees).

CIVILIAN  DEFENSE  REPORT 


The  revised  Operation  Plan,  submitted  in  1972,  was  approved  by 
Mass.  Civil  Defense  Agency.  An  amended  Emergency  Commimications 
Plan  was  submitted  in  July,  approved  in  September.  The  rewrite  was 
done  to  reflect  changes  necessary  to  obtain  Federal  Matching  Funds  for 
certain  communications  equipment;  such  as,  two-way  portables,  alert 
warning  and  equipment  for  communications  center.  The  major  defici- 
ency, which  State  CD  has  pointed  out  almost  singularly,  is  the  lack  of 
an  adequately  protected  control  and  communication  center.  They  will 
match  fimds,  on  a  50-50  basis  to  meet  this  end. 
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In  the  interim,  a  protected  public  safety  communication  area  is  being 
established  in  a  public  shelter,  using  "retired"  Fire  and  Police  fixed 
commimication  equipment.  This  gives  the  departments  an  alternate  com- 
munications point  that  will  meet  federal  standards.  The  immediate  result 
should  be  release  of  project  applications  for  portable  equipment  for 
Police,  Fire  and  Rescue,  which  are  now  being  held  in  abeyance  by  the 
State. 

The  shelter  supplies  in  Watson  Hall  were  subjected  to  an  abnormal 
environment  when  a  six  inch  main  broke  and  flooded  the  basement.  The 
Utility  Team  checked  and  restacked  the  cartons.  At  the  same  time  77 
barrels  of  stale  water  were  dumped.  The  Federal  DCPA  has  found  that 
there  is  enough  water  trapped  within  the  building  to  meet  minimum 
shelter  requirements. 

The  Team  held  training  sessions,  including  a  48  hour  bivouac,  in 
rescue  and  first-aid  techniques.  The  majority  of  members  are  from 
Explorer  Post  No.  49,  sponsored  by  the  Rescue  Squad. 

Civil  Defense  assures  us  that  we  will  continue  to  be  prepared  against 
all  catastrophic  events,  man-made  or  natural.  When  disasters  are  cata- 
strophic and  exceed  the  local  department's  capability,  the  Selectmen 
would  have  the  CD  Director  coordinate  with  outside  services  for  assist- 
ance, and  direct  these  units  to  the  scene;  where  the  responsible  heads 
of  departments  take  command.  Some  emergency  services  are  not  covered 
in  day-to-day  business  of  the  Town.  Certain  other  town  employees  may 
have  responsibilities,  during  the  emergency,  and  post-emergency,  in 
these  services;  such  as,  medical,  health,  evacuation,  welfare  and  trans- 
portation, to  name  a  few,  but,  there  is  a  need  for  a  nucleus  of  volunteer 
specialists  to  assist  in  coordinating  these  activities  through  this  office. 

Several  caUs  were  received  from  residents  of  waterfront  property 
expressing  concern  over  the  rise  in  water  level.  It  should  be  noted  that 
rivers  and  streams,  in  town,  are  prone  to  reaching  "flood  stage"  after  a 
single  heavy  rainfall.  This  is  a  result  of  poor  drainage  practices  of  hous- 
ing and  industrial  developments  in  the  area.  The  owners  of  the  private 
dams  were  cooperative  when  asked  to  help  alleviate  the  flood  problems 
at  Winnecunnet  and  Chartley. 

Several  cities  and  towns  have  received  financial  assistance  for 
Emergency  Operation  Centers— I  would  hope  that  Norton  should  be  on 
that  Hst  soon.

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  winter  seasons  of  1973  were  warm  and  snowless  but  neverthe- 
less a  great  deal  of  sand  was  used  on  Town  roads  for  ice  control. 

The  removal  of  trees  very  often  presented  a  problem  as  residents 
sometimes  did  not  want  trees  removed.  However,  the  removal  of  trees 
is  often  required  whenever  any  excavation  is  being  done. 

We  paved  and  installed  drainage  on  four  streets  in  the  Grove  area 
this  year:  Hawthorne  Road,  South  Lake  view  Road,  Island  Road  and 
Arrow  Road.  We  also  installed  drainage  on  Cedar  Road  and  Lagoon 
Lane.  2300  feet  of  West  Hodges  Street  was  blacktopped.  3,000  feet  of 
IV2  inch  black  top  was  applied  on  Dean  Street  near  the  Rehoboth  line. 
In  total  we  installed  approximately  5000  feet  of  drainage  pipe  during 
1973. 

It  wiU  likely  be  many  years  before  all  the  drainage  problems  in 
Town  are  corrected.  At  present,  new  construction  is  creating  drainage 
problems  faster  than  we  can  solve  them.  Also,  there  is  a  shortage  of 
drainage  catch  basin  covers. 
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Our  program  to  install  and  update  traffic  and  street  signs  continued. 
Unfortunately,  vandals  removed  many  of  the  signs. 

The  road  maintenance  program  continued.  Approximately  18  miles 
of  roads  were  oiled.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ZONING  BY-LAW  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

In  December  1971,  a  Zoning  By-Law  Committee  was  formulated 
through  the  joint  effort  of  Richard  Owen  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

After  approximately  30  meetings  a  Zoning  By-Law  and  a  Flood  Plain 
By-Law  and  Maps  were  completed. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  on  January  8,  1973  and  a  Special  Town 
Meeting  was  held  on  January  29,  1973  at  which  the  Zoning  By-Law  and 
maps  were  voted  by  the  majority  of  the  voters  present.  The  By-Law  was 
lost  for  a  lack  of  a  two-thirds  vote. 

In  September  1973  the  committee  was  reactivated  and  approximately 
another  30  meetings  were  held.  The  Zoning  By-Law  was  completed  with 
various  changes  in  the  Zoning  By-Law  and  Flood  Plain  Zoning  in  which 
the  Zoning  Committee  feels  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town.

The  Board  believes  that  Zoning  is  necessary  if  our  community  is  to 
grow  in  a  planned  manner  and  if  the  property  values  of  all  residents 
are  to  be  protected. 

Acquired  title  to  twenty-five  (25)  acres  of  land  and  two  (2) 
buildings  located  at  62  and  70  East  Main  Street  which  were  formerly 
part  of  the  House  in  the  Pines  School.  It  is  intended  that  this  will  be 
the  site  for  our  municipal  jail  and  eventually  the  location  of  other  Town 
offices. 

.  .  .  Reactivated  the  Municipal  Building  Committee  so  that  archi- 
tectural plans  for  the  construction  of  a  municipal  jail  and  Police  Station 
could  be  developed  as  part  of  a  total  municipal  building  complex  master 
plan. 

.  .  .  Compiled  a  complete  edition  of  our  Town  By-Laws,  copies  of 
which  will  be  printed  for  distribution. 

.  .  .  Obtained  sufficient  signatures,  through  an  effective  program 
directed  by  the  League  of  Women  Voters,  the  J.C.'s  and  the  Tax  Payers 
Association,  to  initiate  the  process  which  will  allow  Norton  Home  Rule 
rights  which  we  presently  do  not  have. 

.  .  .  Filed  legistlation  in  the  General  Court  to  have  aU  or  part  of  the 
300  acre  Paul  A.  Dever  State  School  property  which  is  located  in  Norton, 
returned  to  the  Town. 
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.  .  .  Applied  to  the  Federal  Insurance  Administration  so  that  resi-  j 
dents  of  Norton  would  be  eligible  to  purchase  flood  insurance  from  local 
insurance  agents  at  subsidized  rates.  This  application  has  been  accepted  | 
and  residents  of  Norton  are  now  eligible  for  Federal  Flood  Insurance. 

.  .  .  Worked  together  with  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Southeastern 
Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development  District  on  a  Master

.  .  .  Adopted  a  standard  fringe  benefits  program  for  our  non-contract  | 
employees.  The  Board  also  urged  other  Town  departments  who  have

.  .  .  Continued  to  improve  our  collective  purchasing  program  by 
making  use  of  Chapter  53,  which  provides  for  purchasing  products  through  j

.  .  .  Continued  to  review  all  plans  which  the  State  Department  of

The  above  Bristol  County  Elm  Grant  was  the  result  of  much  work 
and  agitation  by  the  Bristol  County  Tree  Wardens'  Association.  All  Bristol 
County  cities  and  towns  who  submitted  reports  to  the  State  (the  basis 
for  allocation)  received  County  money.  Expenditures  on  Elm  by  each 
municipality  determined  the  amount  each  received. 

A  further  $521.85  has  been  received  from  Norton  for  1974. 

In  answer  to  four  requests  for  Dutch  Elm  Disease  Service: 
1  roadside  clump  removed 
3  private  owners  advised 

The  State  removed  the  big  Elm  opposite  the  Post  Office,  which  was 
standing  directly  over  Jean  Beaton's  building.  3-4  days'  work. 

The  Light  Company  topped  6  trees  for  us. 

33  diseased  trees  and  8  boles  removed,  and  we  amputated  one  tree. 

The  Lowden  Tree  Co.  has  researched  a  "Secret  Ingredient"  which 
they  claim  will  save  an  Elm  that  has  5%  or  less  of  disease.  They  have 
evidently  spent  time  and  money  on  their  effort,  and  naturally  hope  to 
make  a  buck. 
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Other  tree  companies  use  other  materials  which  also  may  or  may  not 
work. 

Last  year  at  an  Arbor  Day  Exercise,  (April),  the  huge  Elm  belong- 
ing to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Herbert  Phillips  of  Mansfield  Avenue  was  desig- 
nated, and  so  labeled  with  a  plaque,  as  "Historical  Elm".  By  the  middle 
of  that  summer  the  tree  showed  strong  wilt  again,  and  despite  the  efforts 
of  the  PhilUps'  (D.E.D.  Report,  72),  finally  died. 

The  Benlate  that  was  put  into  the  tree  was  too  late. 

Benlate  (benomyl,  a  systemic  fungicide)  however,  is  being  tested  at  | 

Universities  and  Experiment  Stations  all  over  the  country  and  shows  | 

promise,  although  our  State  officials  do  not  yet  make  any  recommenda-  ! 

tions.  I 

Pretty  expensive,  but  Benlate  looks  like  the  best  stuff  to  come  down  ] 
the  pike  so  far,  and  I  shall  use  some  this  coming  season  on  a  few  trees. 

A  disease  Elm  I  worked  on  on  Bay  Road  was  sprayed  with  Benlate, 
and  looks  good  as  of  this  writing.  (3/21/74).

to  act  on  the  following  articles : 

ARTICLE  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  or  disapprove 
the  amount  of  $3,450,000  debt  authorized  on  December  12,  1972  by  the 
Southeastern  Regional  District  School  Committee  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  and  equipping  an  addition  to  the  Southeastern  Regional 
Vocational  Technical  School.

The  Special  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:15  P.M.  in  the 
Norton  Elementary  School  Auditorium,  West  Main  Street,  Norton,  Mass., 
by  the  Town  Moderator  Joseph  E.  Yelle,  and  with  a  quorum  being  pres- 
ent, Mr.  Yelle  led  the  gathering  in  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  to  the  Flag. 
The  Warrant  for  this  Special  Town  Meeting  of  January  29,  1973  was  read 
by  the  Moderator,  and  this  had  been  signed  by  the  three  members  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  contained  the  Constable's  return. 

ARTICLE  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  zonmg  by-law 
entitled  Norton,  Massachusetts,  Zoning  By-Law  of  1973,  as  prepared  by 
the  Norton  Zoning  By-Law  Study  Committee  and  as  published  in  the  At- 
tleboro  Sun  Chronicle  of  Thursday,  December  21,  1972  and  Tliursday,  De- 
cember 28,  1972,  and  including  Sheets  1  and  2  of  a  zoning  map  entitled 
Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of  Norton,  Massachusetts  compiled  November, 
1972  by  the  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development 
District;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

At  this  time,  Moderator  Joseph  E.  Yelle  stated  that  prior  to  the  con- 
sideration of  this  By-Law,  that  a  report  from  the  Norton  Planning  Board 
and  Citizens  By-Law  Study  Committee  must  be  made  to  the  gathering. 

The  Moderator  called  on  Clarence  P.  Rich,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the 
Norton  Planning  Board,  for  a  report.  Mr.  Rich  stated  that  there  was  a 
six  (6)  page  report  on  file  in  the  Town  Clerk's  Office.  Attorney  Lewis 
Rubin  addressed  the  Moderator  and  requested  that  the  report  of  the 
Planning  Board  be  read  to  the  assembly.  This  request  was  granted,  and 
Mr.  Rich  proceeded  to  read  the  entire  report  of  the  Public  Hearing  held 
on  January  8,  1973  which  was  read  as  follows: 

PUBLIC  HEARING  ON  PROPOSED  ZONING  BY-LAWS 

A  public  hearing  on  the  proposed  zoning  by-laws  was  held  at  8:10 
P.M.  on  Monday,  January  8,  1973,  at  Norton  High  School.  Mr.  Clarence 
P.  Rich,  Jr.,  Planning  Board  Chairman,  called  the  meeting  to  order  in 
the  auditorium  with  Mr.  Reilly  and  Mr.  Owen  present.  The  meeting  was 
then  adjourned  to  the  High  School  Cafeteria.  Mr.  Rich  called  the  meet- 
ing to  order  at  8:10  P.M.  in  the  cafeteria.  He  advised  everyone  if  they 
wished  to  speak,  they  should  state  their  name,  address,  and  direct  all 
questions  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Citizens'  Zoning  Committee,  Mr.  Rich- 
ard Owen.  Mr.  Rich  then  turned  the  meeting  over  to  Mr.  Owen. 
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Mr.  Owen  introduced  the  members  of  the  Citizens*  Zoning  Commit- 
tee. Present  were:  Mrs.  Ruth  Brown,  Mrs.  Barbara  MacCaffrie,  Mr. 
Judson  Stafford,  Mr.  Arden  Broyles,  Mr.  Charles  Gaides,  Mr.  Edmund 
Mewing,  Mr.  Charles  Valentine,  and  Mr.  Alex  Zalenski.  Mr.  Joseph  Fer- 
nandes  was  unable  to  be  present. 

Mr.  Owen  stated  that  he  feels  that  this  committee  has  done  a  terrific 
job  in  trying  to  come  up  with  a  favorable  Zoning  By-Law  that  doesn't 
hurt  anyone.  He  feels  that  they  have  come  up  with  the  best  possible  by- 
law. He  stated  that  this  meeting  would  cover  Residential  I,  Residential 
II,  agriculture,  industry,  commercial  flood  plains,  and  many  other  areas. 
He  requested  everyone  to  address  the  Chair  if  they  had  any  questions. 

Mrs.  MacCaffrie  proceeded  to  read  each  article  of  the  proposed 
Zoning  By-Laws: 

ARTICLE  I  —  PURPOSE  AND  SCOPE 

Mr.  Harold  Westaway,  144  Newland  Street,  questioned  Section  1.5.d 
on  page  1.  He  did  not  feel  that  a  dimensionally  non-conforming  building 
damaged  by  fire  or  other  natural  causes  could  be  reconstructed  at  75% 
of  the  value  of  the  building  immediately  prior  to  such  damage.  Mr.  Frank 
Teixeira,  17  Smith  Street,  agreed  with  Mr.  Westaway.  He  said  that  not 
too  many  people  would  sell  their  property  at  the  assessable  value.  Mr. 
Judson  Stafford  explained  Mr.  Westaway' s  question.  He  said  that  this 
would  give  a  businessman  an  opportunity  to  go  back  into  business.  Mr. 
Teixeira  replied  that  he  should  still  be  given  100%. 

ARTICLE  II  —  DEFINITIONS 

Mr.  Howard  Baker,  258  Plain  Street,  questioned  2.2.p.  concerning 
temporary  signs.  He  asked  if  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  temporary  sign 
would  be  posted  on  the  sign.  Mr.  Owen  replied  that  it  would  be  stipulated 
on  the  sign  permit  when  it  was  issued.  He  said  that  it  could  be  put  on 
the  sign  permit  when  it  was  issued.  He  said  that  it  could  be  put  on  the 
sign  as  well.  Mr.  Teixeira  did  feel  that  two  months  would  be  sufficient 
in  some  cases.  For  example,  the  construction  of  the  new  high  school.  He 
asked  if  the  time  limit  could  be  flexible  with  the  Building  Inspector  or 
whoever  issues  this.  Mr.  Owen  replied  that  it  will  be  spelled  out  what 
can  or  cannot  be  done.  This  is  a  definition  of  what  a  temporary  sign  is. 
There  is  a  whole  section  dealing  with  signs. 

Mr.  Francis  Gallagher,  75  Newland  Street,  questioned  Section  2.2.h. 
concerning  height.  He  did  not  feel  that  this  could  apply  to  a  house  built 
on  a  knoll.  Mr.  Owen  replied  that  the  Committee  will  take  this  under 
consideration. 
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Mr.  Lewis  Rubin,  94  Taunton  Avenue,  asked  if  sketches  were  avail- 
able showing  yard  definitions  and  measurements.  Mr.  Owen  passed  out 
copies  of  "Illustration  of  Yard  Definitions  and  Measurements"  and 
''Dimensional  Requirements",  along  with  a  "Summary  of  Permitted 
Uses". 

Mr.  Joseph  Yelle,  7  Elm  Street,  questioned  Article  I,  Section  1.5.f. 
He  asked  if  that  meant  that  a  multi-family  dwelling  on  several  acres  of 
land  in  an  RI  area  could  include  more  than  two  families.  Mr.  Owen 
replied  that  there  must  be  two  acres  of  land  for  six  apartments.  If  the 
dwelling  had  only  four  apartments,  they  could  expand  to  six  apartments 
if  they  had  the  required  land. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  USE  REGULATIONS 
There  were  no  questions  on  Article  IV. 

ARTICLE  V  —  FLOOD  PLAIN  DISTRICTS 

Mr.  Richard  Pino  questioned  the  width  of  the  flood  plain  district 
in  the  Great  Woods.  He  felt  that  the  expansion  of  600  feet,  including  both 
sides  of  the  stream,  is  too  large  for  the  size  of  the  stream.  Mr.  Stafford 
replied  that  because  of  the  layout  of  the  Town  and  because  there  is  so 
much  water,  it  is  impossible  to  pick  out  each  area  that  could  be  built  on. 
He  said  that  Mr.  Gaides  surveyed  the  streams,  and  the  Committee  ar- 
rived at  the  300  feet.  Mr.  Stafford  said  that  the  Committee's  intentions 
'  were  against  the  out-of-town  builders  who  come  into  Town  and  build  60-70 
homes  which  will  have  water  in  their  cellars.  The  intention  was  also  to 
help  in  the  prevention  of  pollution  in  our  waters.  Mr.  Pino  replied  that 
he  would  still  object  to  this.  Mr.  John  Pino,  154  Mansfield  Avenue,  asked 
if  the  law  could  be  changed  to  25  feet  for  each  side  of  the  stream. 

Mr.  George  St.  Georges,  45  Kensington  Road,  lives  in  KnoUwood 
development  and  stated  that  water  down  there  was  overflowing  from  a 
septic  tank  in  to  the  street.  He  felt  that  a  300-foot  flood  plain  could  help 
because  of  the  number  of  houses  being  built  along  the  streams. 

Mr.  John  Pino  requested  that  25  feet  on  each  side  would  be  more 
reasonable.  Mr.  Owen  advised  Mr.  Pino  that  if  he  felt  that  the  law  was 
doing  him  an  injustice,  he  could  go  to  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  to 
obtain  a  permit.  Mr.  Pino  replied  that  this  would  have  to  go  before  the 
Conservation  Commission.  He  asked  if  this  could  be  resolved  tonight,  as 
they  know  the  width  of  the  stream.  Mr.  Zalenski  advised  Mr.  Pino  that 
this  particular  stream  is  shown  on  the  map  of  Norton;  and  therefore,  it 
does  have  some  significance  and  should  be  treated  as  any  other  stream. 
Mr.  Owen  again  advised  Mr.  Pino  that  he  can  go  before  the  Zoning 
Board  of  Appeals. 
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Mr.  Rubin  asked  what  percentage  of  the  Town  of  Norton  is  flood 
plain.  Mr.  Zalenski  replied  that  the  total  flood  plain  area  is  7V^%  of  the 
Town. 

Mr.  Rubin  asked  if  he  would  be  subject  to  the  new  laws  if  he  wanted 
to  put  up  another  farm  building,  for  example— a  chicken  house,  on  his 
property  on  East  Hodges  Street.  Mr.  Stafford  replied  that  he  would  be 
allowed  to  extend  his  farm  operation  and  therefore  would  not  need  a 
permit. 

Mr.  Samuel  Thomas,  206  Plain  Street,  asked  if  this  is  a  uniform  300 
feet.  Mr.  Mewing  replied  that  this  applies  to  streams.  The  flood  plain 
district  for  ponds  and  lakes  is  50  feet.  Mr.  Thomas  asked  how  the  Com- 
mittee arrived  at  50  feet  around  a  lake  and  300  feet  from  a  good  sized 
trench.  Mr.  Stafford  answered  his  question. 

Mr.  Rubin  asked  for  an  explanation  of  Section  5.4.  Mr.  Zalenski 
explained  that  when  a  person  applies  to  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals, 
this  Board  advertises  for  the  public  hearing  and  at  the  same  time  notifies 
the  Planning  Board,  Board  of  Health,  and  the  Conservation  Commis- 
sion. The  reports  from  these  Boards  are  advisory  but  not  mandatory. 
The  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  must  act  within  thirty  days.  Mr.  Westaway 
added  that  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  cannot  be  arbitrary.  They  are 
bound  by  the  laws. 

Mr.  Gallagher  questioned  Article  IV,  Section  4.10.  He  wanted  to 
know  why  restaurants  are  not  allowed  in  Industrial  District.  Mr.  Owen 
added,  "except  by  special  permit".  Mr.  Gallagher  asked  why  a  restau- 
rant owner  must  go  before  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  and  other 
businesses  do  not.  Mr.  Zalenski  replied  that  it  has  been  the  experience 
of  many  other  towns  that  a  restaurant  comes  under  a  different  cate- 
gory, as  it  keeps  much  later  hours,  involves  more  traffic,  and  promotes 
litter  (as  in  an  outdoor  drive-in  stand  like  McDonald's). 

Mr.  Gallagher  asked  what  the  difference  is  between  Residential  I 
and  II.  Mr.  Owen  replied  that  Residential  I  does  not  allow  multi-family 
dwellings.  Mr.  Mewing  added  that  as  a  general  rule,  RAII  is  much  wet- 
ter land  than  RAI.  Also,  RAII  requires  60,000  sq.  ft.  minimum  lot  area, 
and  RAI  require  30,000  sq.  ft.  Mr.  St.  Georges  added  that  both  Pine 
Terrace  Estates  and  Knollwood  are  in  RAII,  and  not  one  of  the  lots  is 
60,000  sq.  ft. 

Mr.  Teixeira  asked  if  the  Committee  was  by-passing  Article  HI— 
Zoning  Map  and  Districts;  and  Mr.  Owen  replied  tiiat  this  was  not  the 
intention  of  the  Committee,  as  the  zoning  map  was  posted  in  the  cafe- 
teria. Mr.  Teixeira  stated  that  he  is  in  favor  of  zoning  and  that  he  spent 
many  hours  working  on  zoning  in  the  past.  However,  he  feels  that  the 
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by-laws  should  be  simple  so  that  everyone  can  understand  them,  or  they 
won't  vote  for  them.  Mr.  Owen  replied  that  the  Committee  feels  that  they 
have  a  zoning  by-law  which  will  protect  the  Town  and  that  the  towns- 
people will  not  turn  it  down.  Mr.  Stafford  added  that  he  feels  this  is  a 
basic  law. 

Mr.  Teixeira  felt  that  the  indications  were  that  the  zoning  by-law 
will  not  be  changed.  Mr.  John  Pino  asked  if  the  law  could  be  changed 
tonight.  He  was  referring  to  the  strip  on  Route  140  from  Smith  Street 
to  Smith  Street,  which  he  felt  should  be  commercial.  Mr.  Owen  stated 
that  this  would  be  taken  under  advisement.  Mrs.  MacCaffrie  added  that 
it  would  be  impossible  to  make  any  major  changes  in  the  law  before 
the  special  town  meeting;  however,  minor  changes  could  be  made. 

Mr.  Samuel  Thomas  asked  why  the  west  side  of  Route  123  from 
Leonard  Street  to  Newland  Street  was  zoned  commercial.  Mr.  Owen 
replied  that  it  has  already  been  started  as  commercial,  and  it  is  pro- 
viding for  potential  commercial  growth. 

Mr.  Adams  asked  that  since  Route  25  will  be  going  through  this  area, 
if  precautions  have  been  taken  so  that  a  restaurant  or  motel  could  be 
built  in  the  area.  He  felt  that  this  would  be  vital  to  the  Town.  Mr.  Mew- 
ing replied  that  this  was  the  reason  for  making  Leonard  Street  to  New- 
land  Street  commercial. 

Mrs.  MacCaffrie  stated  that  the  Citizens'  Zoning  Committee  were 
i     advised  to  get  professional  help  in  drawing  up  this  by-law  and  that  they 
have  done  everything  possible  so  that  the  law  will  not  be  turned  down 
because  of  legal  technicalities.  She  said  that  if  any  drastic  changes  are 
made,  they  will  have  to  start  all  over  again. 

Mr.  Joseph  Yelle  asked  if  these  zoning  maps  are  final,  as  there  are 
streets  which  have  been  left  off  lihem.  Mr.  Zalenski  replied  that  they 
found  that  the  most  recent  streets  in  the  Town  were  not  drawn  to  scale; 
therefore,  the  maps  show  only  the  streets  which  we  know  are  correct. 
The  other  streets  may  be  added  when  we  know  what  the  dimensions  are. 
This  will  not  change  the  boundaries.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  can  put 
these  streets  on  the  map. 

Mr.  Yelle  expressed  his  appreciation  to  the  Citizens'  Zoning  Com- 
mittee for  their  work.  He  felt  that  the  valid  objections  tonight  can  be 
dealt  with  reasonably  and  that  he  is  all  for  the  proposed  zoning  by-law. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  DIMENSIONAL  REGULATIONS 
There  were  no  questions  on  this  article. 
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ARTICLE  VII  —  OFF-STREET  PARKING  AND  LOADING 

Mr.  Rubin  asked  for  an  explanation  of  this  article.  Mr.  Zalenski 
replied  that  parking  area  for  the  elderly  does  not  require  that  much 
space.  Also  a  one-bedroom  homes  does  not  require  much  parking  area, 
as  they  could  not  afford  too  many  cars.  He  said  that  the  Committee  does 
not  want  to  encourage  large  parking  areas  unless  they  are  needed.  They 
do  not  want  more  areas  paved  than  is  necessary.  Also,  the  Zoning  Board 
of  Appeals  may  reduce  the  required  parking  area  by  50%  if  they  do  not 
feel  that  the  total  area  is  required  at  the  present  time. 

ARTICLE  VIII  —  SIGNS 

Mrs.  MacCaffrie  stated  that  the  date  on  which  the  sign  permit  was 
issued  could  be  put  on  the  sign  so  that  the  public  would  be  aware  of 
when  the  sign  was  posted.  The  question  was  asked  as  to  whether  or  not 
the  Board  of  Appeals  could  govern  the  date  of  extension  of  time  gramted 
for  posting  signs.  Section  8.1  provides  exceptions  to  this  law. 

Mrs.  Clark,  5  Shirley  Avenue,  cited  an  example  of  a  person  having 
lights  on  a  sign  which  blinds  a  driver  when  approaching  the  sign.  Mr. 
Owen  replied  that  this  sign  was  up  before  the  zoning  by-laws  were  adver- 
tised and  that  there  is  nothing  that  zoning  can  do  in  this  matter.  Any- 
thing that  has  been  allowed  before  zoning  came  into  effect  can  be 
continued. 

ARTICLE  IX  —  REMOVAL  OF  EARTH  MATERIALS 
There  were  no  questions  on  this  article. 

ARTICLE  X  —  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 

Mr.  Gallagher  felt  that  the  Board  of  Appeals  should  be  elected, 
rather  than  appointed.  Mr.  Zalenski  replied  that  the  state  law  requires 
that  the  Board  be  appointed.  It  would  be  necessary  to  pass  a  special  act 
in  order  to  change  this  procedure,  and  this  couldn't  be  done  at  the 
present  time. 

Mr.  Baker  asked  to  whom  he  would  go  if  he  wanted  to  build  a  con- 
forming building  on  his  property.  Mr.  Owen  replied  that  he  would  go 
to  the  Building  Inspector.  Mr.  Baker  asked  to  whom  he  would  go  if  he 
wanted  to  subdivide  his  property,  and  Mr.  Owen  replied  that  he  would 
go  before  the  Planning  Board.  In  this  case  a  public  hearing  would  be 
required.  Mr.  Baker  felt  that  there  should  be  a  30-day  waiting  period, 
even  if  a  person  wants  to  build  a  garage  on  his  property.  Mr.  Zalenski 
replied  that  this  would  not  be  practiczd  and  that  the  majority  of  the 
people  would  not  go  along  with  this.  Mr.  Adams  asked  how  this  law 
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applies  to  buildings  under  100  sq.  ft.,  and  Mr.  Owen  replied  that  a 
building  permit  would  be  required.  Mr.  Rubin  pointed  out  that  this  is 
!  covered  in  Article  XI,  Section  11.3.a.  Mr.  Owen  explained  that  in  all 
cases  the  stricter  law  will  be  in  effect.  It  was  suggested  that  possibly 
Article  I,  Section  2  could  be  amended. 

ARTICLE  XI  —  ADMINISTRATION  AND  ENFORCEMENT 

Mr.  St.  Georges  asked  if  there  has  been  a  provision  for  more  money 
to  pay  additional  persons  if  necessary  to  carry  out  these  duties,  as  the 
Building  Inspector  will  be  given  many  added  responsibilities.  Mrs.  Mac- 
Caffrie  replied  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may  delegate  these  respon- 
sibilities to  the  Building  Inspector  or  other  persons  if  they  so  desire. 

Mr.  Teixeira  feels  that  we  have  a  good  by-law  now  when  it  comes 
to  building  but  that  the  selectmen  are  in  violation  in  the  way  they  are 
handling  it. 

ARTICLE  XII  —  ZONING  AMENDMENTS 

Mr.  Richard  Pino  objected  to  the  zoning  of  the  land  on  Route  140, 
Mansfield  Avenue,  which  is  zoned  partly  for  commercial  and  partly  for 
residential.  Mr.  Owen  didn't  see  any  problem  in  geting  this  changed  to 
,  I    a  commercial  zone  only. 

Mr.  John  Pino  objected  to  the  fact  that  the  land  on  the  other  side 
1 1    of  Route  140  is  not  zoned  for  commercial.  He  said  that  his  only  neighbor 
is  Mr.  Enos,  the  owner  of  a  mobile  home  park.  Mrs.  MacCaffrie  replied 
that  Norton  will  be  limited  to  the  trailer  parks  which  now  exist  and 
!     that  if  Mr.  Enos  lost  his  park  due  to  fire  or  some  other  cause,  he  could 
not  rebuild  the  park  again.  Mr.  Pino  stated  that  if  Route  140  is  relocated 
through  the  Great  Woods,  this  would  be  a  good  commercial  area.  Mrs. 
;     MacCaffrie  replied  that  if  Route  140  is  relocated,  then  this  would  come 
back  to  the  Town  for  rezoning.  Mr.  Owen  was  opposed  to  this  particular 
!     section  being  changed.  Mr.  Pino  said  that  he  is  caught  between  the 
;     State  Department  of  Public  Works  for  Route  140  and  the  Conservation 
:     Commission  and  Great  Woods  Study  Committee,  who  want  to  preserve 
I     the  land.  Mr.  Gallagher  felt  that  this  would  be  unfair  to  Mr.  Pino,  who 
r     has  invested  a  great  deal  of  money  in  this  land.  He  said  that  he  is 
against  commercial  development  unless  it  is  done  as  sn  economic 
value  to  the  Town.  He  also  said  that  it  is  a  shame  that  the  Town  will 
consider  itself  as  a  beneficent  of  the  Pino  charity  when  it  isn't  offered. 
Mr.  Owen  replied  that  in  his  opinion  this  would  be  a  major  change  in 
.  Ij   the  law,  which  the  Committee  cannot  do.  Mr.  Gallagher  replied  that  the 
I     Committee  is  doing  this  for  the  people  in  the  Town.  Mr.  Adams  added 
f     that  no  Town  is  going  to  progress  unless  you  have  the  proper  zoning. 
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Mr.  Baker  asked  how  this  zoning  by-law  compares  to  the  surround- 
ing towns.  Mr.  Zalenski  stated  that  this  by-law  is  on  the  liberal  side; 
however,  it  is  more  restrictive  than  Attleboro.  Mr.  Baker  asked  if  the 
maps  of  the  surrounding  towns  were  consulted  to  see  if  their  abutting 
property  is  used  in  the  same  way.  Mr.  Zalenski  replied  that  he  did  this 
and  discussed  the  maps  with  the  Committee.  He  said  that  the  same  zon- 
ing was  not  continued  into  Attleboro,  as  they  did  not  feel  it  would  be 
good  for  the  Town  of  Norton. 

Mr.  James  Mann,  Woodward  Street,  asked  if  it  has  been  established 
as  to  where  Route  25  will  be  going  through  Norton.  Mrs.  MacCaffrie 
showed  this  on  the  zoning  map. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  10:52  P.M. 

At  the  completion  of  the  report  of  the  Planning  Board,  Moderator 
Joseph  E.  Yelle  then  called  on  Mr.  Richard  Owen,  Chairman  of  the 
Norton  Citizens'  Zoning  By-Law  Study  Committee  for  a  report.  Mr. 
Owen  requested  that  Arden  Broyles,  a  member  of  the  committee,  be 
allowed  to  read  the  report  of  the  meeting  held  on  January  10,  1973  and 
was  read  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  THE 
PROPOSED  NORTON,  MASSACHUSETTS  ZONING  BY-LAW 

The  draft  Norton,  Massachusetts,  Zoning  By-Law  of  1973,  was  dis- 
cussed at  the  public  hearing  held  by  the  Planning  Board  at  8:00  P.M. 
on  January  8,  1973,  in  the  Norton  High  School.  Legal  Notices  of  the 
hearing,  including  the  entire  text  of  the  Zoning  By-Law,  were  published 
in  the  "Attleboro  Sun  Chronicle"  on  December  21,  and  27,  1973. 

In  the  course  of  the  public  hearing,  numerous  questions  from  the 
audience  of  about  50  interested  citizens  were  answered  and  several 
suggestions  or  requests  for  modifications  were  noted. 

After  due  consideration  and  discussion  at  the  meeting  held  on  Janu- 
ary 10,  1973,  in  the  Norton  Hi.^h  School,  the  Norton  Citizens'  Zoning  By- 
Law  Study  Committee  (duly  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the 
purpose  of  preparing  a  zoning  by-law  for  the  Town  of  Norton),  by  a 
UNANIMOUS  VOTE  recommends  the  following: 

That  the  Town  of  Norton,  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  to  be  held 
on  January  29,  1973,  in  the  Norton  High  School,  adopt  the  proposed 
Norton,  Massachusetts,  Zoning  By-Law  of  1973,  with  the  following 
amendments: 
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1.  The  substitution  in  the  first  sentence  of  paragraph  i,  of  Section 
2.2,  defining  the  term  "Height",  of  the  words  .  .  Street  center- 
line  level  in  front  of  "by  the  words  ground  level  adjacent 
to .  .  .". 

2.  Amendments  of  the  Zoning  Map:  (a)  changing  the  land  south- 
west of  Mansfield  Avenue  between  the  centerlines  of  Smith 
Street  to  a  depth  of  185  feet  from  and  parallel  to  the  centerline 
of  Mansfield  Avenue  from  Residential  I  to  Commercial  District; 
(b)  showing  Flood  Plain  Districts  on  Sheet  2  of  the  Zoning  Map 
and  all  other  districts  on  Sheet  1  of  the  Zoning  Map  for  better 
readability. 

3.  The  addition  in  paragraph  a.  of  Section  11.3,  dealing  with  build- 
ing permits,  following  the  words  "No  building  or  structure 
.  .  .  .",  of  the  words  "except  a  building  or  structure  100  square 
feet  or  less  in  area  or  8  feet  or  less  in  height." 

4.  Correcting  the  typographical  errors  in  the  newspaper  notice  to 
read  in  the  first  sentence  of  paragraph  d.  of  Section  7.3  after 
the  words  "radius  of  47  feet,"  "for  the  first  5,000  square  feet  of 
commercial  floor  space  and  for  each  10,000  spuare  feet  floor 
space  after  the  first  5,000."  and  at  the  end  of  the  last  sentence 
of  paragraph  b.  of  Section  11.3  after  the  words  "engineer  or 
land  surveyor"  as  required  by  state  law." 

5.  Correcting  the  Zoning  Map  as  originally  agreed  to  show  land 
on  both  sides  of  West  Main  Street  northeast  of  Worcester  Street 
zoned  industrial. 

It  was  also  UNANIMOUSLY  VOTED  to  recommend  that  the  January 
29,  1973,  Special  Town  Meeting  repeal  Town  By-Laws  I,  II,  and  III,  under 
the  caption  USE  OF  LANDS  AND  BUILDINGS  concerning  respectively 
the  Removal  of  Loam,  Cesspool  Permits,  and  the  Regulation  of  Lots 
and  Buildings,  with  the  repeal  becoming  effective  as  of  the  effective  date 
of  the  Norton,  Massachusetts,  Zoning  By-Law. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  reports,  the  Moderator  then  proposed  that 
the  assembly  review  the  By-law  section  by  section. 

At  8:45  P.M.,  Attorney  Lewis  Rubin  raised  a  question  and  presented 
to  the  Moderator,  a  paper  entitled  "Legal  Points  of  Order  Regarding 
Proposed  Zoning  By-Law  Amendment"  and  was  read  as  follows: 

1.  Article  I  should  state  that  its  purpose  is  to  vote  on  an  amend- 
ment to  existing  zoning  by-laws  and  not  give  the  impression  that  this 
is  an  original  zoning  by-law. 
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2.  Reference  is  made  to  the  wording  of  the  proposed  by-laws  as 
published  in  the  Attleboro  Sun  Chronicle  of  Thursday,  December 
21,  1972  and  Thursday,  December  28,  1972.  Copies  of  such  a  pub- 
lication on  December  21,  1972  and  December  27,  1972  were  avail- 
able. If  there  was  a  publication  on  December  28,  1972  as  the 
article  states,  is  the  wording  in  that  publication  the  same  as  the 
two  that  were  actually  published  on  December  21  and  December 
27, 1972  and  that  we  are  acting  upon  at  this  meeting. 

3.  Reference  is  made  to  Sheets  1  and  2  of  a  zoning  map  which  is 
intended  to  be  part  of  the  by-law.  No  zoning  map  appeared  in 
any  of  the  publications  in  the  Attleboro  Sun  Chronicle. 

4.  Reference  is  made  to  Sheets  1  and  2  of  a  zoning  map.  Nowhere 
is  there  any  notice  either  in  the  warrant  for  this  meeting  nor  in 
the  newspaper  publication  nor  for  any  purpose  or  in  any  way 
giving  any  indication  where  or  when  these  zoning  maps  could 
be  viewed  prior  to  this  meeting  tonight. 

5.  The  proposed  by-law  as  published  on  December  21  and  Decem- 
ber 27,  1972  refers  to  districts  as  shown  on  the  map  entitled 
"Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of  Norton,  Massachusetts"  without  any 
date  or  further  reference  for  identification,  whereas  the  article 
in  the  warrant  for  this  meeting  makes  reference  to  2  sheets  of  a 
Zoning  Map  compiled  November  1972  by  the  Southeastern  Re- 
gional Planning  and  Economic  Development  District.  Are  all  the 
plans  the  same  or  have  changes  been  made  without  benefit  of  a 
public  hearing  as  required  by  law. 

6.  Nowhere  in  the  publications  of  the  proposed  by-law  did  it  state 
that  this  was  a  notice  for  a  public  hearing  in  accordance  with 
the  General  Laws  for  a  proposed  Zoning  By-Law  and  Map.  Was 
there  a  proper  notice  for  a  public  hearing? 

Failure  to  hold  a  proper  hearing  without  proper  notice  would 
preclude  approval  of  this  by-law. 

A  copy  of  this  was  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk,  Edward  S.  Smith,  Jr. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Barbara  MacCaffrie,  a  member  of  the 
Norton  Citizens  Zoning  By-Law  Study  Committee,  and  seconded  by  Mr. 
John  Dirks,  that  the  town  adopt  the  Norton,  Massachusetts,  Zoning 
By-Law  of  1973,  as  published  in  the  notice  of  public  hearing  on  January 
8,  1973,  and  including  amendments  1  through  5  inclusive,  as  recom- 
mended in  the  Report  on  the  proposed  Norton,  Massachusetts,  Zoning 
By-Law  of  the  Norton  Citizens'  Zoning  By-Law  Committee  dated  Janu- 
ary 10, 1973. 
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At  this  time,  the  Moderator,  Joseph  E.  Yelle.  called  upon  Mr.  H.  M. 
I  Pastra-Landis  for  an  opinion  from  the  Finance  Committee.  Chairman 
I  Pastra-Landis  stated  that  the  Finance  Committee  was  in  favor  of  the 

I  Norton  Zoning  By-Law. 

I 

j       Mr.  Alfred  Gariepy  requested  that  the  Moderator  obtain  a  legal 
I  opinion  from  Town  Counsel  Robert  Kalis  on  Attorney  Lewis  Rubin's 
!  legal  questions.  Mr.  Kalis  stated  that  he  would  rule  for  the  Selectmen, 
i  that  the  Town  of  Norton  has  no  zoning,  that  this  is  original  zoning  and 
!  it  is  amending  nothing,  as  far  as  the  other  questions  are  concerned, 
they  would  have  to  be  considered  judicial  and  would  have  to  be  handled 
accordingly.  The  Moderator  then  ruled  that  nothing  had  been  presented 
to  stop  the  meeting  and  that  the  questions  would  have  to  be  determined 
I  later. 

The  Moderator  then  proceeded  to  review  the  By-Law,  section  by 
section. 

Mrs.  Barbara  MacCaffrie  moved  to  amend  Article  2,  Section  I  as 
stated  in  the  report  of  the  Norton  Citizens'  Zoning  By-Law  Study  Com- 
mittee. This  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Arden  Broyles.  The  Moderator 
ruled  that  the  original  motion  included  this  amendment  and  shall  not 
!  require  a  vote  on  the  individual  sections  that  were  stated  in  the 
original  motion. 

1  The  Moderator  recognized  Mrs.  Barbara  MacCaffrie,  a  member  of 
i  the  Norton  Citizens'  Zoning  By-Law  Study  Committee,  who  explained 

to  the  gathering,  the  amendments  to  the  zoning  map  as  stated  in  the 
!  original  motion.  She  explained  that  the  original  map  contained  both  the 

flood  plains  and  land  use,  and  that  a  change  had  been  made  to  show 

the  flood  plains  on  sheet  2  of  the  zoning  map  and  all  other  districts  on 

sheet  1  of  the  zoning  map. 

After  considerable  discussion  from  the  floor,  by  John  Drane  in 
regards  to  the  re-zoning  of  his  property.  Moderator,  Joseph  E.  Yelle, 
ruled  that  no  amendment  would  be  entertained  unless  submitted  in 
writing,  or  unless  such  amendment  consisted  of  not  more  than  one  or 
j  two  words. 

Mrs.  Barbara  MacCaffrie,  a  member  of  the  Norton  Citizens'  Zoning 
I  By-Law  Study  Committee,  at  this  time,  addressed  the  Moderator  and 
;  made  reference  to  the  amendments  to  the  zoning  map.  One  is  changing 
i  the  land  southwest  of  Mansfield  Avenue  between  the  centerlines  of  Smith 
I  Street  to  a  depth  of  185  feet  from  and  parallel  to  the  centerline  of  Mans- 
i  field  Avenue  from  Residential  1  to  Commercial  District,  the  other  is 
!  correcting  the  Zoning  Map  as  originally  agreed  to  show  land  on  both 
sides  of  West  Main  Street  northeast  of  Worcester  Street  zoned  industrial. 
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Atorney  Lewis  Rubin  moved  to  amend  the  by-law  under  Article  5, 
by  striking  out  Flood  Plains  Districts  in  its  entirety.  This  motion  was 
seconded  by  Mr.  James  Capach.  The  Moderator  approached  Town 
Counsel  and  requested  a  ruling  for  the  amendment  from  the  floor.  Town 
Counsel,  Robert  Kalis,  ruled  that  we  should  entertain  this  motion.  The 
vote  was  taken  and  the  amendment  was  lost. 

Mrs.  Barbara  MacCaffrie  made  reference  to  the  amendment  to  11.3, 
Section  a,  dealing  with  building  permits,  following  the  words  "No  build- 
ing or  structure  ..."  of  the  words  "except  a  building  or  structure  100 
square  feet  or  less  in  area  or  8  feet  or  less  in  height.".  Reference  was 
also  made  for  the  last  sentence  of  paragraph  b  of  Section  11.3  after  the 
words  "engineer  or  land  surveyor"  as  required  by  state  law. 

Mr.  Donald  Smith  addressed  the  Moderator  and  stated  that  he 
would  like  to  go  back  to  a  previous  section  and  that  he  would  like  to 
propose  a  one  word  amendment.  Under  Article  3,  Section  2  in  reference 
to  the  sentence  "The  original  map  shall  be  held  in  the  custody  of  the 
Town  Clerk,  who  may  cause  to  be  prepared  and  certify  copies  thereof 
and  may  charge  a  reasonable  fee  therefor",  that  the  word  may  be 
changed  to  shall  and  read  as  follows:  "The  original  map  shall  be  held 
in  the  custody  of  the  Town  Clerk,  who  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  and 
certify  copies  thereof  and  may  charge  a  reasonable  fee  therefor."  This 
amendment  was  seconded  and  voted  unanimously. 

Mrs.  Barbara  MacCaffrie  moved  to  amend  Section  4.6  by  adding  a 
new  paragraph  e.  reading  as  follows:  "e)  Offices  in  the  home  of  an 
architect,  attorney,  dentist,  engineer,  physician,  or  member  of  other 
recognized  profession,  resident  therein,  excepting  a  veterinary,  provided 
that  not  more  than  three  persons  are  employed  in  such  office  in  addition 
to  such  resident  and  that  not  more  than  25%  of  the  total  floor  area  of 
such  home  is  regularly  devoted  to  such  office  use;  and  customary  home 
occupations  in  a  home  by  a  resident  thereof,  provided  that  not  more 
than  one  person  is  regularly  employed  therein  in  addition  to  such  resi- 
dent that  not  more  than  25%  of  the  total  floor  area  of  such  home  is 
regularly  devoted  to  such  use,  and  that  there  is  no  visible  exterior  storage 
or  display  of  products,  materials  or  equipment."  This  motion  was  sec- 
onded by  Mr.  Richard  Owen,  Chairman  of  the  Norton  Citizens'  Zoning 
By-Law  Study  Committee,  and  voted  unanimously. 
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Attorney  Lewis  Rubin  moved  to  amend  the  Zoning  Map  by  changing 
from  R  I,  R  A  II  and  Flood  Plain  District  to  Industrial  District  the  area 
on  the  northwesterly  side  of  Route  123  bounded: 

Southeasterly:   by  Route  123 

Southwesterly:   by  Newland  Street 

Westerly  and  Northwesterly:   by  Canoe  River 

Northerly:   by  the  Norton-Easton  Town  Line 

This  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  John  Teixeira.  At  this  time,  Attor- 
[i  ney  Charles  Hayes  representing  Davey  &  Edward  Inc.,  land  owners  and 
I  non-voters  in  the  Town,  was  allowed  by  the  Moderator  to  speak  in  behalf 
I  of  his  clients.  A  vote  was  then  taken  on  the  amendment  and  was  lost. 

At  10:00  P.M.,  Attorney  Lewis  Rubin  filed  "Objections  to  Proposed 
Zoning  Amendment  and  Zoning  Map",  and  are  as  follows: 

1.  Spot  zoning  on  West  Main  Street,  South  Worcester  Street  and 
Mansfield  Avenue. 

2.  Section  4.13  regarding  Mobile  Homes  is  a  Board  of  Health  mat- 
ter; the  Town  Meeting  can  not  direct  the  Board  of  Health  in 
matters  of  judgment  in  its  duties. 

3.  Article  II  of  the  warrant  is  inconsistent  and  contrary  to  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  4.13.  Which  section  will  govern  if  section  4.13 
is  approved? 

4.  Section  11.3  (c)  is  a  Board  of  Health  matter  and  not  a  zoning 
matter  and  should  be  deleted  from  the  by-law. 

The  Moderator  stated  that  the  vote  would  be  majority  and  by  ballot. 
At  this  time,  Attorney  Lewis  Rubin  questioned  a  majority  vote  and  said 
that  he  believed  it  should  be  a  2/3  ballot  vote.  The  Moderator  stated  that 
he  had  a  ruling  from  Town  Counsel,  Robert  Kalis  for  a  majority  vote. 
The  vote  was  taken  and  the  results  of  a  majority  vote  on  Article  I,  Nor- 
ton, Massachusetts  Zoning  By-Law  of  1973.  Results  as  follows: 
Yes  257  —  No  134. 

The  motion  was  so  voted. 

A  motion  for  reconsideration  of  this  article  was  made  by  Mr.  Charles 
I  Gaides  and  seconded.  This  motion  lost. 
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The  foregoing  amendment  to  zoning  by-laws  adopted  under  Article 
1  is  hereby  DISAPPROVED,  because  a  two-thirds  vote  is  required  by 
General  Laws,  Chapter  40A,  Section  7  for  the  changing  of  a  zoning  by-law 
previously  adopted.

A  motion  was  made  by  Thomas  Bryant  and  seconded  by  Curtis  Dahl 
that  the  Town  vote  to  repeal  By-Law  ,  entitled  Removal  of  Loam;  By- 
Law  II;  By-Law  III;  all  in  their  entirety;  from  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Town  of  Norton;  saia  repeal  to  be  effective  only  upon  approval  of  the 
Norton,  Massachusetts,  Zoning  By-Law  of  1973;  by  the  Attorney  General 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  publication  thereafter  in 
accordance  with  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts. 

It  was  noted  by  tihe  Moderator  that  the  motion  was  different  from 
the  article.  Mr.  Bryant  explained  that  By-Law  VI,  entitled  Trailer  By- 
Law  is  made  reference  to  in  the  Zoning  by-law  therefore,  it  would  not 
be  appropriate  to  delete  that  on  this  motion.  He  further  explained  that 
By-Law  I  entitled  Removal  of  Loam;  By-Law  II,  which  dealt  with  cess- 
pools, septic  tanks,  or  house  drainage;  By-Law  III  were  the  only  items 
in  this  article  to  be  repealed. 

Attorney  Lewis  Rubin  questioned  By-Law  II,  referring  to  page  178 
of  the  1962  Annual  Town  Report,  stating  that  By-Law  II  on  said  page  is 
the  Motor  Boat  By-Law.  Thomas  Bryant,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  went  on  to  explain  that  the  By-Law  II,  that  he  is  referring 
to  appears  on  page  170  of  the  1962  Annual  Town  Report. 

At  this  time.  Chairman  Bryant  withdrew  his  original  motion. 

Chairman  Bryant  then  made  a  motion,  seconded  by  Curtis  Dahl, 
that  the  Town  vote  to  repeal  By-Law  I,  entitled  Removal  of  Loam;  By- 
Law  II,  as  written  on  page  170  in  the  1962  Annual  Town  Report;  By-Law 
III;  all  in  their  entirety;  from  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Norton;  said 
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repeal  to  be  effective  only  upon  approval  of  the  Norton,  Massachusetts, 
Zoning  By-Law  of  1973;  by  the  Attorney  General  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  and  publication  thereafter  in  accordance  with  the 
General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

The  Moderator  stated  that  a  2/3  ballot  vote  would  be  required.  This 
was  a  ruling  from  the  Town  Counsel,  Robert  Kalis. 

Results  of  the  balloting:  Yes  154;  No  18.

The  motion  to  transfer  $154,000.00  from  the  Federal  Revenue  Shar- 
ing Funds  of  January  1,  1973  to  June  30,  1974  to  reduce  the  amount  to  be

Mr.  Leo  Yelle  then  read  the  report  as  follows: 

''Under  Article  75  of  the  Annual  Town  meeting  of  March  6,  1972  the 
Selectmen  were  directed  to  appoint  a  committee  to  study  the  feasibility 
of  acquiring  the  Great  Woods  for  conservation  purposes. 

The  Committee  has  undertaken  to  determine  the  names  and  addresses 
of  the  principal  owners  and  their  acreage.  Copies  of  the  assessors'  plot 
plans  of  the  areas  have  been  procured  and  studied. 

Most  of  the  owners  have  been  contacted  one  or  more  times  in  per- 
son or  in  writing.  The  results  have  been  as  follows:  More  than  half  of 
the  owners  contacted  have  been  receptive  in  principle  to  town  acquisi- 
tion. With  the  exception  of  two  parties,  no  attempt  has  been  made  to 
work  out  details,  that  is,  acreage,  price,  etc.  About  one  third  of  the 
owners  contacted  are  not  receptive  to  selling  their  land,  for  a  variety  of 
reasons,  to  the  town  at  this  time. 

Contact  with  various  state  authorities  such  as  the  Department  of 
Natural  Resources  has  been  made  personally,  by  telephone  and  by 
letter  on  several  occasions. 

Groups  in  Mansfield  are  also  interested  in  preserving  their  portion 
of  the  Great  Woods  and  a  group  of  Norton  and  Mansfield  citizens 
secured  an  appointment  with  Arthur  W.  Brownell,  Commissioner  of  the 
Department  of  Natural  Resources.  We  have  a  letter  from  Mr.  Brownell 
dated  July  24,  1972  saying  in  part  **the  Department  would  do  everything 
possible  to  help  the  towns  of  Norton  and  Mansfield  to  acquire  the  Great 
Woods.  This  help  would  come  in  the  form  of  up  to  seventy-five  percent 
reimbursement  of  the  cost  of  acquisition.*' 

There  is  a  wealth  of  interesting  material  available  about  the  Great 
Woods  which  would  take  a  volume  to  cover.  However  there  is  a  little 
booklet  available,  put  out  in  the  fall  of  1972,  entitled  "The  Great  Woods" 
which  covers  the  history,  geology,  water  resources,  trees  and  ecology, 
plants,  birds,  wildlife,  and  recreational  possibilities  of  the  Great  Woods. 
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We  would  like  to  incorporate  as  part  of  our  report  the  "Introduction" 
from  the  booklet  mentioned  above  written  by  Henry  Moore  of  the 
Boston  Globe  (page  3  of  the  booklet). 

The  Great  Woods  of  Mansfield  and  Norton,  believed  to  be  the  largest 
privately-owned  tract  of  woodland,  free-flowing  streams  and  wetlands 
in  southeastern  Massachusetts,  is  threatened  with  being  "nibbled  to 
death." 

Highway  plans  already  on  the  drawing  board  can  cut  it  into  five 
parts.  "Development"  and  "improvements"  which  usually  follow  the 
highway  bulldozers  can  kill  and  bury  it  under  a  malt  of  asphalt  in  the 
name  of  "progress." 

So  why  fight  to  preserve  it? 

Because  the  638  acres  of  swamp,  20  acres  of  open  water  and  20 
miles  of  brooks  and  streams  of  the  Great  Woods  constitute  a  self-per- 
petuating 2-billion  gallon  water  storage  and  flood  control  project  which 
didn't  cost  the  towns  a  dime  to  build  or  operate — and  never  will  if  it  is 
preserved. 

Because  its  2,690  acres  of  woodlands  are  a  natural  air  conditioning 
plant  which  keeps  the  Mansfield-Norton  summer  temperatures  several 
degrees  cooler  than  surrounding  areas  and  their  air  noticeably  clearer 
of  pollutants — again  at  no  cost  to  taxpayers  as  long  as  it  is  preserved. 

Because  the  area  is  a  treasure  house  of  birds,  mammals,  fish  and 
plants  that  has  never  cost  the  public  a  penny  to  assemble,  house  and 
enjoy — and  never  will  as  long  as  it  is  preserved. 

And  finally,  because  it  is  a  3,500  acre  oasis  of  peace  and  quiet  in  a 
world  going  increasingly  mad  with  speed,  noise  and  strife. 

It  can  forever  remain  that  way  if  its  35  miles  of  hiking  trails  are  not 
cut,  mangled  and  destroyed  by  highways  and  their  satellite  housing 
developments,  shopping  plazas  and  industrial  parks  whose  taxes  can 
never  replace  the  free  services  they  have  obliterated. 

Many  experts  who  have  studied  and  know  the  present  values  of  the 
Great  Woods  substantiate  these  opinions  in  more  detail  in  this  booklet. 
Won't  you  read  what  they  have  to  say? 

The  Great  Woods  Study  Committee  was  charged  with  determining 
the  feasibility  of  acquiring  the  Great  Woods.  The  Committee  feels  that 
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the  answer  is  yes,  that  it  is  completely  feasible  and  also  desirable  for 
the  Town  to  acquire  the  Great  Woods  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  ~Acquisition  can  be  bonded  over  a  20  year  period. 

2.  — The  state  will  reimburse  the  Town  for  up  to  75%  of  the  purchase 
price. 

3.  — -By  taking  advantage  of  1  and  2  above  each  $100.00  spent  by  the 
Town  in  acquiring  the  Great  Woods  would  cost  the  town  from  $6,250  to 
$7,500  per  year  depending  upon  whether  the  state  reimbursement  would 
be  50  or  75%. 

4.  — -An  expenditure  of  $7,500  means  about  15c  on  the  tax  rate. 

5.  — Figures  indicate  that  the  average  new  house  being  built  in  Norton 
costs  the  Town  about  $1,500  per  year  over  and  above  the  taxes  paid  by 
the  owner  of  the  house.  It  therefore  follows  that  if  the  Town  acquires 
land  for  conservation  purposes  that  could  otherwise  be  turned  into 
housing  developments  that  this  process  will  over  a  period  of  time  help 
to  stabilize  the  tax  rate. 

At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  July  31,  1972  a  step  was  taken 
towards  acquisition  of  the  Great  Woods  as  it  was  voted  to  purchase  or 
take  by  eminent  domain  a  parcel  of  land  of  about  42.5  acres  of  Oak 
Street. 

In  May  of  1972  the  Norton  Historical  Society  was  bequeathed  the  old 
Smith  Homestead  at  32  Smith  Street  with  a  possibility  that  the  Society 
will  acquire  up  to  82  acres  of  land  extending  into  the  Great  Woods  and 
including  a  portion  of  Great  Brook.  The  Society  it  appears  is  planning 
to  cooperate  with  the  Conservation  Commission  in  keeping  whatever 
woodland  it  acquires  in  its  natural  state. 

Victory  Realty  has  agreed  to  sell  the  Town  an  80  acre  parcel  in  the 
Great  Woods  off  Freeman  Street. 

The  Great  Woods  Study  Committee  concludes  as  a  result  of  its  study 
that  it  is  feasible  to  acquire  the  Great  Woods,  that  state  help  in  meeting 
up  to  75%  of  the  cost  is  available  and  that  a  continuing  program  of 
acquisition  from  year  to  year  be  initiated.  The  committee  also  specifi- 
cally recommends  as  follows:  "That  the  information  that  it  has  gathered 
be  turned  over  to  the  Conservation  Commission.  That  the  Town  purchase 
from  Victory  Realty  for  conservation  purposes  the  80  acre  tract  of  laind 
for  sale  off  of  Freemeui  Street.  That  the  Conservation  Commission  con- 
tinue the  work  started  by  the  study  committee  and  continue  the  work  of 
acquisition  as  fast  as  articles  can  be  prepared  and  presented  to  a  Town 
Meeting  for  action.  That  a  sum  of  money  ($10,000.00)  be  appropriated  for 
the  Conservation  Commission  to  be  used  for  appraisals  and  or  surveys 
as  needed  to  meet  state  reimbursement  requirements." 
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ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  use  of  the  Conservation  Commission  in  carrying  out  the 
recommendations  of  the  Great  Woods  Study  Committee,  or  take  any 
other  action  relative  thereto. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Thomas  Bryant  that  $9,000  be  appropriated 
into  the  Conservation  Committee  Trust  Fund,  and  that  the  committee 
will  continue  to  function  until  the  1974  town  meeting.  It  was  seconded 
by  Mr.  Frank  Adams. 

Mr.  Samuel  Thomas  made  an  amendment  to  the  motion,  that  $9,000 
be  appropriated  and  transferred  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Bank 
Account  to  the  Conservation  Commission  Trust  Fund. 

A  vote  was  taken  on  the  amended  motion  and  was  so  voted. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  a  sum  of 
money  from  available  funds  to  a  reserve  account,  or  take  any  other 
action  relative  thereto. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Harry  Pastra-Landis  and  seconded  that 
the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  $10,000  to  the  Finance  Committee  Re- 
serve Fund,  and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  $10,000  be  transferred 
from  the  Surplus  Revenue  Account. 

This  motion  was  so  voted. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  any  Board 
of  Town  Officials  to  appoint  any  of  their  number  to  any  other  office  and 
fix  their  compensation,  according  to  Chapter  41,  Sec.  4A  of  the  General 
Laws. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Harry  Pastra-Landis  and  seconded  that 
the  Town  authorize  certain  boards  of  Town  officials  to  appoint  any  of 
their  number  to  the  following  offices  and  to  fix  the  compensation  there- 
for at  the  indicated  sums,  according  to  Chapter  41,  Section  4A,  General 
Laws: 

Chairman  of  Selectmen  $150.00 
Water  Department  Clerk  75.00 
School  Committee  Clerk  75.00 
Chairman  of  Assessors  450.00 

An  amendment  was  made  by  Thomas  Bryant  that  the  sum  indicated 
for  the  Chairman  of  the  Selectmen  be  deleted  from  this  article. 

A  vote  was  taken  on  the  amended  motion  and  was  so  voted.

A  vote  was  taken  on  the  amended  motion  and  was  declared  lost. 
A  vote  was  then  taken  on  the  original  motion,  and  was  voted  unani-' 
mously. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  pay  certain  bills,  under  Section  54,  Chapter  44,  or 
take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Harry  Pastra-Landis  that  the  Town 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $178.13  to  pay  the  balance  of  a  bill 
due  for  the  printing  of  advertising  in  connection  with  hearings  on  zoning. 

An  amendment  was  made  by  Thomas  Bryant,  that  $3,990.27  be 
appropriated.  This  amount  would  include  the  back  pay  that  is  due  Pat- 
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rolman  Ernest  Godbout  in  the  amount  of  $1,888.48,  and  outstanding 
Board  of  Health  bill  in  the  amount  of  $1,923.66,  and  the  advertising  on 
zoning  in  the  amount  of  $178.13.  Each  item  was  considered  separately, 
then  a  4/5  vote  was  taken.

of  $1,923.66  and  the  advertising  on  zoning  in  the  amount  of  $178.13.

A  motion  was  made  by  Harry  Pastra-Landis  and  seconded  that  the 
Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00  for  the  Expense  and  Sup- 
plies Account  for  the  Board  of  Assessors. 

This  motion  was  so  voted. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
by  taxation  or  transfer  from  available  funds,  a  sum  of  money  for  the 
purpose  of  assisting  in  the  search  for  a  physician  who  will  establish 
practice  in  the  Town  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Mrs.  Deborah  Flynn  made  a  motion  to  transfer  $500.00  from  the 
Revenue  Sharing  Account  for  the  purpose  of  having  a  physician  practic- 
ing in  the  Town. 

Harry  Pastra-Landis  made  a  motion  which  was  seconded  that  this 
article  be  deferred  to  after  Articles  13,  14  and  15. 

This  motion  was  so  voted. 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  wiU  vote  to  accept  the  following 
Bylaw: 

"That  no  owner  or  keeper  shall  cause  or  permit  any  dog  to  run  at 
large  within  the  Town.  While  in  any  public  way  or  place,  dogs  shall  be 
under  restraint  by  the  owner  or  keeper.  A  dog  is  under  restraint  with 
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the  meaning  of  this  bylaw  if  he  is  controlled  by  a  leash  or  a  "heel"  be- 
side a  competent  person  and  obedient  to  that  person's  commands,  or 
within  a  vehicle  being  driven  or  parked  on  the  street.  Dogs  running 
at  large  will  be  caught,  confined  and  the  owners  notified.  Owners  or 
keepers  found  in  violation  of  this  section  will  be  liable  to  fine  of  not  more 
than  $10.00  for  each  violation"  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Raymond  Patenaude  and  seconded  by  Leon- 
ard Silvia  that  the  Town  vote  to  accept  the  following  Bylaw: 

"That  no  owner  or  keeper  shall  cause  or  permit  any  dog  to  run  at 
large  within  the  Town.  While  on  any  public  way  or  place,  dogs  shall  be 
under  restraint  by  the  owner  or  keeper.  A  dog  is  under  restraint  with 
the  meaning  of  this  Bylaw  if  he  is  controlled  by  a  leash  or  a  "heel"  be- 
side a  competent  person  and  obedient  to  that  person's  commands,  or 
within  a  vehicle  being  driven  or  parked  on  the  street.  Dogs  running  at 
large  will  be  caught,  confined  and  the  owners  notified.  Owners  or  keep- 
ers found  in  violation  of  this  section  will  be  liable  to  fine  of  not  more 
than  $10.00  for  each  violation." 

Charles  McDonald  made  a  motion  and  was  seconded  that  both 
Articles  13  and  14  be  discussed  together  but  voted  on  separately. 

This  motion  was  so  voted. 

Mrs.  Austin  made  a  motion  that  Article  14  be  brought  up  first. 
This  motion  was  so  voted. 


ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  the  Dog  Con- 
trol Bylaw  in  which  all  citizens  have  a  responsibility  to  see  that  dog 
owners  are  accountable  for  the  actions  of  their  dogs.  In  establishing 
this  Bylaw  the  Town  of  Norton  recognizes  that  the  right  of  dog  owner- 
ship carries  with  it  the  responsibility  to  provide  adequate  control  to  in- 
sure that  no  dog  be  a  danger  or  nuisance  or  take  any  other  action  rela- 
tive there. 

At  this  time  the  Moderator,  Joseph  E.  Yelle  stated  to  the  meeting 
that  all  that  is  stated  in  the  Article  in  the  warrant,  is  the  first  para- 
graph of  the  Bylaw.  The  actual  Dog  Control  Bylaw  is  a  page  and  a  half. 
The  moderator  stated  that  the  Town  has  a  Bylaw  which  pertains  to  the 
enactment  of  Bylaws  which  reads  as  follows:  "Any  proposed  addition 
or  amendments  to  these  Bylaws  must  first  be  presented  to  the  Selectmen 
in  writing  and  be  incorporated  in  the  warrant  for  any  annual  or  special 
Town  Meeting  for  action  by  the  legal  Voters  of  its  Town."  In  effect,  the 
chair  has  the  authority  to  rule  this  proposed  Dog  Control  Bylaw  out  of 
order.  But  rather  than  do  that,  the  chair  will  let  the  voters  decide 
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whether  to  act  on  this  proposed  Dog  Ck)ntrol  Bylaw.  They  have  not  fol- 
lowed the  Bylaws  governing  the  enactment  of  Bylaws.  This  body  has  the 
right  to  make  laws,  and  it  should  at  least  follow  the  laws  it  makes. 

Samuel  Thomas  made  a  motion  that  the  meeting  instruct  the  Mod- 
erator to  rule  this  article  out  of  order. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the  Moderator  be  instructed 
to  accept  discussion  of  Article  14. 

This  motion  was  so  voted. 

After  a  discussion  period,  the  Moderator  stated  that  there  was  a 
positive  motion  under  Article  13,  but  none  on  Article  14,  and  now  he 
would  allow  a  motion  under  Article  14. 

Approved  by  Attorney  General  Robert  H.  Quinn  on  October  29,  1973. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Dahl  and  seconded  that  the  "Dog  Con- 
trol Bylaw"  as  written  and  distributed  to  the  audience  be  enacted. 

The  Moderator  stated  that  everyone  had  a  copy  of  the  Dog  Control 
Bylaw,  and  that  it  need  not  be  read.  This  was  determined  when  the 
Moderator  asked  the  meeting  if  everyone  had  a  copy  of  the  proposed 
Bylaw,  and  the  replies  were  in  the  affirmative. 

The  Moderator  called  for  the  vote  on  Article  14,  the  Dog  Control 
Bylaw,  on  the  motion  of  Mrs.  Dahl. 

This  motion  was  so  voted,  by  majority  vote. 

Town  of  Norton 
BYLAWS  RELATIVE  TO  DOG  CONTROL 

Under  the  Dog  Control  Bylaw,  all  citizens  have  a  responsibility  to 
see  that  dog  owners  are  accountable  for  the  actions  of  their  dogs.  In 
establishing  this  Bylaw,  the  Town  of  Norton  recognizes  that  the  right 
of  dog  ownership  carries  with  it  the  responsibility  to  provide  adequate 
control  to  insure  that  no  dog  be  a  danger  or  nuisance. 

Section  1.  The  annual  fee  for  every  dog  license  shall  be  one  dollar 
over  the  fee  established  by  the  State,  with  the  extra  dollar  to  be  used 
by  the  Town  for  the  administration  of  the  Dog  Control  Bylaw.  No  fee 
shall  be  charged  for  a  license  for  a  dog  specially  trained  to  lead  or 
serve  a  blind  person  provided,  that  the  division  of  the  blind  certified 
that  such  dog  is  so  trained  and  actually  in  the  services  of  a  blind  per- 
son. No  license  fee  or  part  thereof  shall  refunded  because  of  the  subse- 
quent death,  loss,  spaying  or  removal  from  the  Commonwealth  or  other 
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disposal  of  the  dog,  nor  shall  any  license  fee  or  part  thereof  paid  by 
mistake  be  paid  or  recovered  back  after  it  has  been  paid  over  to  the 
county  under  Chapter  104,  Section  747  of  the  General  Law. 

Section  2.  Disturbing  the  peace. 

No  person  shall  own  or  keep  in  the  Town  any  dog  which  by  biting, 
excessive  barking,  howling  or  in  any  other  manner  disturb  the  quiet  of 
the  public. 

Section  3.  Complaint  of  nuisance. 

If  any  person  shall  make  a  complaint  in  writing  to  the  Dog  Officer 
that  any  dog  owned  or  harbored  within  his  jurisdiction  is  a  nuisance 
by  reason  of  vicious  disposition  or  excessive  barking  or  other  disturb- 
ance, the  Dog  Officer  shall  investigate  such  complaint,  which  may  in- 
clude an  examination  under  oath  of  the  complaint,  and  submit  a  written 
report  to  the  Selectmen  of  his  findings  and  recommendations,  together 
with  the  written  complaint.  Upon  receipt  of  such  report  and  examina- 
tion of  the  complanant  under  oath,  the  Selectmen  may  make  such  order 
concerning  the  restraint,  muzzling  or  disposal  of  such  dog  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary  by  the  Dog  Officer,  who  after  investigation,  may  is- 
use  an  interim  order  that  such  dog  be  restrained  or  muzzled  for  a  period 
not  to  exceed  fourteen  days  to  enable  the  Selectmen  to  issue  their  order 
following  receipt  of  the  report  of  the  Dog  Officer.  If  the  Selectmen  fail 
to  act  during  the  period  of  the  intermin  order,  upon  expiration  of  the 
period  the  interim  order  automatically  is  vacated. 

Section  4.  The  Dog  Officer  may  restrain  or  muzzle,  or  issue  an  in- 
terim order  to  restrain  or  muzzle,  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  fourteen 
days,  any  dog  for  any  of  the  following  reasons: 

a.  For  having  bitten  any  person. 

b.  If  found  at  large  or  unmuzzled,  as  the  case  may  be,  while  an  order 
for  the  restraint  of  such  dog  is  in  effect. 

c.  If  found  in  a  school,  schoolyard  or  public  recreational  area. 

d.  For  having  killed  or  maimed  or  otherwise  damaged  any  other  domes- 
tricated  animal. 

e.  For  chasing  any  vehicle  upon  any  public  way  or  way  open  to  public 
travel  in  the  Town. 

Upon  restraining  or  muzzling,  or  issuing  an  interim  order  to  re- 
strain or  muzzle,  the  Dog  Officer  shall  submit  in  writing  to  the  Select- 
men a  report  of  his  action  and  the  reasons  therefor.  Upon  receipt  of 
such  report  the  Selectmen  may  make  such  order  concerning  the  re- 
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straint,  muzzling  or  disposEil  of  such  dog  as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 
If  the  Selectmen  fail  to  act  upon  the  report  during  the  period  the  dog  is 
restrained  or  muzzled,  upon  expiration  of  the  period,  the  interim  order 
is  automatically  vacated. 

Section  5.  Appeal  of  restraint  or  muzzling. 

The  owner  or  keeper  of  any  dog  that  has  been  ordered  to  be  re- 
strained or  muzzled  or  has  been  restrained  under  this  article,  may  file 
a  request  in  writing  with  the  Dog  Officer  that  the  restraining  order  be 
vacated,  or  that  the  dog  be  released,  and  after  investigation  by  the  Dog 
Officer  such  officer  may  vacate  such  order  or  release  such  dog,  if  the 
order  or  restraint  was  imposed  by  him.  If  the  order  was  imposed  by  the 
Selectmen,  the  Dog  Officer  shall  submit  a  written  report  of  his  investi- 
gation, with  his  recommendations,  to  the  Selectmen,  who  may  vacate 
such  order. 

Section  6.  Any  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  who  shall  fail  to  comply 
with  any  order  of  the  Dog  Officer  or  Selectmen  issued  pursuant  to  this 
article  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  ten  dollars. 

At  11:45  P.M.  a  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  adjourn.  After 
some  discussion  that  only  Articles  11  and  15  were  remaining  to  be  voted 
on,  this  motion  was  defeated,  and  the  meeting  continued  on,  to  the  de- 
ferred Article  11. 

ARTICLE  11.  Thomas  J.  Bryant,  Jr.  made  a  motion,  which  was 
seconded,  that  the  Town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $500.00  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen's  Comimttee  to  Locate  a  Physician,  from  the  1972 
Revenue  Sharing  Bank  Account  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  the  search 
for  a  physician  who  will  establish  a  practice  in  the  Town  of  Norton. 

This  motion  was  so  voted. 

ARTICLE  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  installation  of  protective  devices  at  the  Woodward  Street 
crossing  as  required  by  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  order  *15127-A 
dated  February  22,  1972  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

At  this  time,  Mr.  William  Brown  of  Taunton  Avenue,  raised  the  point 
of  no  quorum.  A  count  was  taken,  and  being  that  there  was  no  quorum 
the  Special  Town  Meeting  was  adjourned  at  11:55  P.M.  by  the  Town 
Moderator,  Joseph  Yelle.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  NORTON 


The  Norton  School  Committee  this  year  has  made  many  personal 
sacrifices  in  maintaining  the  educational  philosophy  of  the  town.  The 
Committee,  since  last  May,  has  spent  many  hours  at  our  regular  meet- 
ings, and  negotiation  sessions  with  our  employees. 

The  Town  of  Norton  changed  the  Town  Meeting  and  Election  format 
last  year,  for  budgetary  reasons.  After  the  town  elections  the  Norton 
School  Committee  had  two  new  elected  members,  Francis  Leroux  and 
John  Morrissey,  III.  These  two  members  replaced  Carl  Siegel  and  Russell 
Hardigan,  Sr.,  who,  after  four  and  six  years  of  dedicated  service,  decided 
not  to  seek  re-election. 

The  Committee  since  last  May  has  had  thirty-six  regular  meetings 
and  at  least  forty-six  negotiation  sessions.  This  Committee  has  seven 
contracts  to  negotiate  with  their  school  employees.  (These  contracts  are 
with  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  School  Administrators,  Teachers' 
Association,  Supervisor  of  Buildings  and  Grounds  and  Cafeteria  Director, 
School  Custodians,  Secretaries,  and  Cafeteria  Workers.)  This  year  the 
Committee  had  to  negotiate  six  out  of  seven  contracts,  and  the  task  has 
not  been  an  easy  one.  We  have  had  our  share  of  labor  problems  with  the 
custodians*  Union,  and  the  Teachers'  Association.  The  custodial  force  in 
July  had  an  illegal  strike;  while  this  was  in  progress  the  Teachers' 
Association  had  mass  demonstrations.  The  Committee  was  working  very 
hard  and  diligently  to  resolve  these  labor  problems  with  the  educational 
philosophy  and  taxpayer  in  mind. 

The  five-member  Committee  was  also  faced  with  an  overcrowded 
condition  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  and  the  Middle  School,  which  was 
totally  unexpected  by  the  projected  figures  we  received  from  the  State. 
Due  to  this  situation  the  Committee  immediately  hired  ten  new  Instruc- 
tional Aides,  to  help  relieve  some  of  the  pressures  on  the  teachers  where 
the  overcrowded  conditions  existed.  The  Committee  this  year  hired  twenty 
new  teachers  and  fifteen  new  aides.  We  also  appointed  a  new  Athletic 
Director,  and  filled  many  new  supplementary  positions. 

On  a  sad  note,  the  school  system  lost  two  outstandmg  and  dedicated 
educators  through  retirement  Lucille  Zwicker  and  Williston  Holbert, 
who  had  contributed  a  combined  total  of  fifty  years  of  dedicated  service 
to  the  educational  system  of  the  town.  These  two  professionals  devoted 
their  lives  around  the  youth  of  the  Town  of  Norton. 
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The  Committee  introduced  many  new  programs  for  children  of  our 
community.  On  the  educational  level  for  the  lower  grades  we  initiated 
the  I.G.E.  concept,  which  started  this  fall.  This  past  summer  programs 
were  made  available  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School,  and  the  Middle  School. 
The  program  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  was  a  Project  Title  I  which  was 
funded  by  the  federal  government.  At  the  Middle  School  we  had  a  summer 
course  in  Reading  and  Music. 

Two  new  student  handbooks  came  into  being  this  year,  at  the  Middle 
School  and  the  High  School.  The  handbooks  are  in  reference  to  the 
disciplinary  code  and  what  is  expected  from  each  student  and  each 
faculty  member  in  the  school  year. 

The  Committee  revised  the  School  Policy  Manual,  which  is  the 
School  Committee's  so  called  "Bible."  We  have  made  available  the 
school  facilities  for  the  twelve  month  period  for  the  educational  aspect 
as  well  as  the  recreational  programs  for  students  and  adults  of  the 
community. 

The  School  Committee  hired  Engelhardt  and  Engelhardt,  Inc.,  Educa- 
tional Consultants,  this  past  year  to  do  a  survey  on  our  school  building 
needs  for  the  present  and  future.  The  Committee  will  be  looking  at 
all  alternatives  made  available  by  the  survey  report,  on  both  the  long 
range  and  short  range  programs. 

The  Committee  this  year  is  planning  to  institute  by  state  law  Chapter 
766,  which  is  a  program  for  children  with  special  needs.  We  are  also 
preparing  ourselves  for  the  high  school  evaluation,  which  will  be  taking 
place  in  March,  1975.  We  are  trying  very  hard  to  overcome  the  obstacles 
of  educating  a  child.  The  problems  which  face  the  School  Committee  this 
coming  year  wiU  not  be  solved  overnight;  but  we,  as  a  Committee,  are 
trying  to  make  our  school  system  a  better  place  in  which  to  learn.

Norton  School  Committee 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
TO  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

This  is  the  80th  Annual  School  Report.  June  of  1974  ended  a  very 
important  and  noteworthy  school  year  in  Norton.  It  marked  the  end  of 
the  first  school  year  that  had  the  introduction  of  Kindergarten  at  the 
L.  G.  Nourse  School,  the  transition  of  the  Norton  Elementary  School  into 
a  middle  school,  and  the  first  graduating  class  at  the  new  Norton  High 
School.  It  was  truly  a  year  of  numerous  accomplishments,  and  I  would 
like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  staff,  and  to  the 
community,  who  made  it  possible. 

During  the  summer  of  1974  the  School  Department  provided  three 
academic  programs  in  addition  to  the  school-sponsored  Recreation  Pro- 
gram. These  were  Remedial  Reading,  offered  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School 
and  the  Middle  School,  and  a  Music  Program  at  the  Middle  School. 

September  of  1974  began  the  new  school  year  with  the  same  school 
organization  as  the  1973-74  year.  All  children  were  housed  in  town  facili- 
ties. On  a  systemwide  basis  in  September  of  1974  Chapter  766  was  intro- 
duced. This  law  provides  services  for  children  with  special  educational 
needs.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Vandemoer,  Director  of  Guidance,  became  the 
Director  of  this  program.  Services  were  provided  for  children  with 
physical,  mental,  and  emotional  handicaps.  A  school  Psychometrist  and 
other  specialists  were  added  to  the  staff  to  meet  these  needs. 

Also,  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  a  new  educational  program  was 
introduced,  Independent  Guided  Educations  (I.G.E.),  which  provides  for 
multi-aged  grouping  of  children  in  Grades  I,  II,  and  III,  and  a  new  Math 
program  was  also  incorporated  (Individualized  Math)  to  help  provide 
individualized  educational  programs  for  the  children. 

The  High  School  staff  prepared  for  the  evaluation  by  the  New  Eng- 
land Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  which  leads  to  the  recommenda- 
tion for  accreditation.  First  requirement  was  for  a  self-evaluation  of  the 
entire  program  by  the  staff.  A  tremendous  amount  of  work  is  necessary, 
and  to  date  it  has  been  completed  and  we  are  awaiting  the  arrival  of  the 
visiting  team  in  March  of  1975. 

Again,  released  time  was  provided  by  the  School  Committee  to  the 
entire  system,  which  helps  to  provide  the  necessary  framework  for  up- 
dating and  revising  the  curriculum. 

A  Special  Town  Meeting  was  conducted  in  the  fall  and  $140,000.00 
was  approved  by  the  voters  for  the  construction  of  an  all-weather  rumiing 
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track  and  football  facility,  which  will  be  adjacent  to  the  new  high  school. 
Hopefully  the  track  will  be  completed  by  spring  of  1975. 

Points  of  interest  I  would  also  like  to  mention,  which  were  note- 
worthy and  occurred  during  the  year  were  the  following: 

The  retirement  of  Miss  Dorothy  Russell,  Grade  I  teacher  at  the 
L.  G.  Nourse  School,  who  provided  Norton  with  25  years  of 
dedicated  service  to  the  children. 

Mr.  Williston  Holbert  retired.  Mr.  Holbert  was  a  Special  Educa- 
tion teacher,  Principal,  Director  of  Elementary  Education,  and 
at  the  time  of  his  retirement,  Coordinator  of  Children  with  Special 
Needs.  Mr  Holbert  was  in  the  Norton  system  for  twenty-five 
years. 

Mrs.  Lucille  Zwicker,  High  School  English  teacher,  also  retired. 
Mrs.  Zwicker  served  for  24  years  in  Norton. 

I  would  like  to  commend  the  above  three  people  for  their  outstanding 
service  to  the  children  of  Norton,  and  say  that  we  miss  their  dedication. 
Norton  has  been  fortunate  to  have  people  with  such  long  records  of 
service  to  the  community. 

Two  School  Committee  members  chose  not  to  run  for  re-election. 
I  feel  it  is  noteworthy  to  include  here  a  commendation  which  was  read 
into  the  April  22nd,  1974  Minutes  of  the  Meeting  of  the  School  Committee 
by  Mr.  Paul  Rich,  Chairman: 

"The  School  Committee  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
pause  and  reflect  on  the  outstanding  service  and  dedication  of 
Mr.  Russell  R.  Hardigan,  Sr.,  and  Mr.  Carl  W.  Siegel,  for  their 
contributions,  not  only  to  the  community,  but  to  the  schools  and 
the  student  population.  Mr.  Hardigan  has  served  for  five  years, 
and  Mr.  Siegel  for  four  years.  They  have  both  played  major  roles 
in  the  vast  progress  of  the  educational  system,  and  have  had  a 
tremendous  influence  on  the  Norton  School  System.  Their  positive 
attitude  will  be  gravely  missed  by  their  fellow  School  Committee 
members,  and  we  would  like  to  wish  them  both  the  best  in  the 
future,  commend  them  for  their  public  spirited  philosophy,  and 
thank  them  on  behalf  of  the  many  pupils  they  have  helped  to 
guide." 

We  also  saw  the  election  of  two  new  members  to  the  School  Com- 
mittee, Mr.  Francis  Leroux  and  Mr.  John  F.  Morrissey,  HL  At  the 
reorganizational  meeting  following  the  election  Mrs.  Carole  Gallagher 
stepped  down  as  Chairman,  and  Mr.  Paul  G.  Rich  was  newly  elected. 
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I  would  like  to  commend  Mrs.  Gallagher  for  her  knowledge  and  unselfish 
giving  of  herself  to  the  School  Department.  It  was  a  pleasure  having 
Carole  as  Chairperson. 

I  would  like  to  mention  the  adoption  of  a  system  wide  testing  program, 
and  with  this  the  student  profile  which  was  made  available  to  aU  parents 
in  the  community.  Also,  the  revision  of  the  Policy  Manual  has  been  con- 
tinued, and  the  introduction  of  discipUne  codes  was  accomplished  in  the 
Middle  School  and  the  High  School.  A  committee  was  established  to 
formulate  a  new  report  card  for  Kindergarten,  and  a  teacher  evaluation 
form  including  seK-evaluation  was  also  adopted.  A  new  department  was 
instituted,  and  Mrs.  Geneva  Rounds  became  the  first  Chairperson  of  the 
Home  Economics  Department. 

The  above  accomplishments  have  been  made  possible  with  the  pro- 
fessional and  willing  cooperation  of  the  entire  staff.  We  have  been  fortu- 
nate in  Norton  to  be  able  to  enjoy  these  qualities,  and  I  would  like  to 
commend  the  staff  for  their  contributions,  which  have  provided  quality 
p'^ucation  to  your  children. 

However,  we  stiU  have  here  in  Norton  the  problem  of  lack  of  space. 
Last  year  the  School  Committee  engaged  the  firm  of  Engelhardt  & 
EngeJiiardt,  Education  Consultants,  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  a  build- 
ing needs  survey  for  the  School  Department.  This  has  been  a  concern  of 
the  School  Department,  and  the  growth  in  Norton  has  been  beyond  our 
anticipation,  and  has  caused  overcrowding  in  some  classrooms.  In  order 
to  meet  this  need  teacher  aides  have  been  hired  and  currently  we  are 
investigating  short-range  plans  to  alleviate  the  situation  on  a  temporary 
basis  for  the  school  year  1975-76.  Simultaneously  the  School  Committee 
has  authorized  the  adoption  of  educational  specifications  in  order  to  begin 
the  many  steps  needed  for  the  construction  of  a  building.  Dr.  Engelhardt's 
recommendation  was  for  the  construction  of  two  elementary  schools  of 
26  rooms  per  school.  This  was  made  known  to  the  public  through  a 
bulletin,  plus  a  public  hearing  at  which  Dr.  Engelhardt  explained  his 
survey. 

The  current  1974-75  enrollment  is  2631.  The  projected  enrollments  for 
1984-85  is  3865.  The  implications  on  the  School  Department  are  obvious. 

The  School  Committee  is  also  investigating  other  possibilities,  such  as 
the  extended  school  year.  To  date  I  have  met  with  the  State  Department 
of  Education,  and  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  Needs  Survey  Con- 
ference, and  we  are  currently  working  on  the  Educational  Specifications. 
HopefuUy  an  Article  will  be  placed  on  the  Town  Warrant  for  the  creation 
of  a  Building  Committee. 
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I  have  appreciated  the  support  of  the  citizens  in  the  past,  which  is 
vital  in  order  to  best  provide  quality  education  to  the  students  of  Norton. 
To  meet  our  obligation  it  is  required  that  we  have  continued  support  and 
encouragement  from  the  citizens. 

I  would  like  to  thank  you  for  this  support  in  the  past,  and  say  that 
it  is  with  your  continued  contributions  in  the  future  that  we  will  properly 
provide  a  sound  educational  system  in  Norton. 

The  following  is  a  summary  by  departments  and  schools  as  to  the 
activities  in  the  past  year: 

NORTON  HIGH  SCHOOL— Mr.  Joseph  Solmonese,  Principal: 

Norton  High  School  will  be  visited  by  a  team  of  twenty-five  profes- 
sional educators  in  March  1975.  They  represent  New  England  Association 
of  Schools  and  Colleges,  and  the  purpose  of  their  visit  is  to  evaluate  the 
entire  high  school  and  make  recommendations  concerning  our  accredi- 
tation. 

In  the  school  year  1973-74  preliminary  plans  began  with  the  formation 
of  a  Steering  Committee  to  oversee  the  entire  self-evaluation  and  prepare 
for  the  visit  by  the  evaluating  team.  Committees  were  formed  to  study 
the  Town  of  Norton,  and  to  evaluate  and,  if  necessary,  revise  the  school's 
philosophy. 

With  the  school  and  community  report  completed  and  the  school 
philosophy  written  and  accepted,  general  area  teams  were  then  formed 
to  direct  their  efforts  toward  evaluating  student  activities,  media  services, 
guidance  services,  school  facilities,  school  staff  and  administration.  In 
June  of  1974  all  of  the  general  area  reports  were  presented  to  the  faculty. 

In  September  of  1974  subject  area  committees  were  formed  to  evalu- 
ate ALL  curriculum.  The  reports  were  completed  in  December  of  1974 
and  presented  to  the  faculty. 

Experienced  evaluators  look  upon  the  self-evaluation  as  the  most 
important  aspect  of  the  entire  process.  Although  a  thorough  self-evalua- 
tion requires  much  preparation  and  hard  work,  the  professional  rewards 
are  enormous. 

The  accreditation  of  a  school  indicates  that  qualitative  standards  are 
being  met  and  signifies  to  the  public  and  the  profession,  trust  and  confi- 
dence in  the  school  program.  We  look  forward  to  the  evaluation  with  all 
its  challenges  and  opportunities. 
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Mr.  Daniel  F.  Wheeler,  Assistant  Principal: 

The  responsibilities  of  Mr.  Wheeler,  in  addition  to  his  administrative 
duties,  are:  the  Student  Council,  which  has  been  involved  in  numerous 
activities  such  as  a  Powder  Puff  football  game,  sponsoring  of  the  Navy 
Band,  Student-Faculty  basketball  game,  and  sponsoring  the  Senior  Break- 
fast for  all  members  of  the  Senior  Class.  In  addition  to  these  duties  Mr. 
Wheeler  is  Advisor  to  the  Student  Advisory  Committee  which  meets  with 
the  School  Committee  every  other  month.  We  have  been  very  pleased 
with  the  work  the  Student  Advisory  Committee  has  been  doing.  They 
have  been  involved  with  the  sound  educational  needs  of  the  system. 
They  are  concerned  and  are  now  working  on  the  addition  of  more  ad- 
vanced Art,  the  addition  of  a  German  teacher  to  the  staff,  the  need  for 
Advisors  for  various  clubs,  and  are  working  on  a-la-carte  items  in  the 
Cafeteria. 

ENGLISH  DEPARTMENT— Grace  Kiernan,  Chairperson 

The  English  Department  this  year  has  successfully  completed  its 
curriculum  for  grades  nine  through  twelve.  The  major  emphasis  in  the 
ninth  and  tenth  grades  is  to  teach  skills  in  writing  and  grammar,  so  that 
the  student,  when  he  reaches  grade  eleven,  will  only  have  to  have  a 
review  of  these  fundamental  areas.  To  enhance  the  teaching  of  English, 
much  audio- visual  material  was  added  to  the  curriculum.  In  cooperation 
with  the  Norton  High  School  Library,  an  English  Project  titled  VISUAL 
was  accepted  by  Title  II  Mini  Grants.  This  was  a  $2500.00  grant  for 
improving  the  instruction  in  English,  on  all  high  school  grade  levels. 
We  feel  that  these  materials  will  help  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  students 
and  will  also  improve  skills  and  understanding  of  the  English  language. 

MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT— Frederick  Kelley,  Chairman 

Basic  Math  I,  a  new  program  which  was  introduced  in  the  ninth 
grade  curriculum  last  year,  was  extended  to  Grade  10  this  year  The 
student  uses  learning  activity  packets  to  achieve  mathematics  goals 
that  are  meaningful  and  realistically  attainable. 

One  section  of  the  Junior  Midi-mathematics  classes  is  also  using 
individual  topics  in  Geometry.  The  student  will  work  at  his  own  rate  on 
each  topic  imtil  successful  completion  of  that  topic.  His  own  motivation 
will  determine  his  own  success  in  this  half-year  course. 

The  computer  mathematics  students  at  Norton  High  School  are  now 
learning  computer  programming  and  management  on  the  new  IBM  1130 
computing  system.  This  consists  of  two  029  keypunch  machines,  one 
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082  sorter,  a  card  read-pimch,  and  the  1131  central  processing  unit  with 
disk  drive.  With  the  acquisition  of  a  line  printer,  the  students  will  be  able 
to  process  more  programs  and  increase  their  language  capabilities  from 
the  two  computer  languages  they  are  now  using  to  six  languages  as  well 
as  data  processing  experiences. 

Numerous  students  are  taking  active  part  in  the  Mathematics  Club. 
These  students  in  Grades  9-12,  compete  in  eight  mathematics  league 
meets  during  the  school  year.  The  newly  formed  Computer  Club  has 
15  members  whose  primary  goal  is  to  become  computer  lab  assistants, 
and  help  manage  the  computer  during  class  time  as  well  as  after  school. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES  DEPARTMENT— Fredric  Bartek,  Chairman 

For  the  past  few  years,  the  Social  Studies  Department  has  attempted 
to  update  and  revise  its  curriculum  in  order  to  bring  about  a  student- 
centered-inquiry  orientated  educational  process.  A  wide  range  of  electives 
is  offered.  Freshmen  are  able  to  select  one  of  two  survey  courses,  Com- 
parative Political  and  Economic  Systems  and  the  Individual  in  Society. 
In  the  following  three  years,  students  are  able  to  choose  from  the  follow- 
ing courses:  World  Cultures,  Current  Events,  Urban  Studies,  Sociology, 
Psychology,  Anthropology,  and  Modern  Problems.  The  Modern  Problems 
course  is  composed  of  mini-courses  of  which  the  student  selects  four. 
United  States  History  is  i  equired  for  Juniors. 

In  order  to  implement  an  inquiry-orientated  curriculum,  teachers 
employ  such  teaching  methods  as  field  trips,  guest  speakers,  involvement 
in  local  elections,  and  participation  in  local  and  national  competitive 
events.  In  the  fall  edition  of  Kaleidescope,  the  Massachusetts  State 
Department  of  Education  Magazine,  the  Norton  High  School  Social 
Studies  Department  had  an  article  written  about  its  inter-disciplinary 
study  and  overnight  camping  trip  to  Cape  Cod.  The  Science  and  English 
Departments  share  in  the  success  and  recognition  given  to  this  innovative, 
inter-disciplinary  unit. 

SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT-^harles  Gaides,  Chairman: 

The  High  School  Science  Department  introduced  a  new  Biology  course 
this  past  year  called  I.I.S.  (Ideas  and  Investigations  in  Science),  Life 
Science,  and  it  has  met  with  a  good  student  reception.  We  are  now  offer- 
ing two  advanced  courses  in  Science,  (Advanced  Biology,  and  Advanced 
Placement  Chemistry),  which  also  provides  for  possible  college  credit 
and/or  placement.  Many  field  trips  sponsored  by  the  Science  Department 
have  been  enthusiastically  received,  and  have  contributed  much  to  our 
overall  Science  program. 
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BUSINESS  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT— Evelyn  Rapoza,  Chairperson: 

The  Norton  High  School  Business  Department  with  its  new  facilities 
and  increase  in  space,  has  been  able  to  expand  the  offerings  in  the 
department.  One  of  our  greatest  features  is  the  typing  lab  which 
accommodates  50  students.  This  year  we  are  offering  a  course  in  Inter- 
mediate Typing  for  those  students  who  are  unable  to  undertake  the 
advanced  Typing  or  Typing  II  course. 

The  Bookkeeping  I  is  now  known  as  Accounting  I.  This  course  is 
offered  to  those  students  who  want  to  become  bookkeepers  or  who  are 
going  to  further  their  education  in  Accounting.  Machine  transcription 
and  the  Keypunch  Courses  are  being  effered  to  aU  business  students. 
Upon  completion  of  these  courses,  students  are  prepared  for  immediate 
employment.  These  courses  are  also  available  to  non-business  students. 
Our  bookstore  is  in  process,  and  we  hope  by  next  year  to  have  a  well- 
equipped  school  bookstore.  This  bookstore  will  be  a  part  of  the  Distribu- 
tive Education  Program. 

Next  year,  the  department  hopes  to  have  an  office  simulation  course 
and  an  in-service  working  program.  The  students  wiU  be  working 
throughout  the  school  system  and  perhaps  eventually  be  able  to  work 
outside  the  school  in  business  and  industry  under  the  direction  of  the 
Business  Department  Chairman. 

INDUSTRIAL  ARTS  DEPARTMENT— Richard  Pino,  Chairman 

Metal  working  students  have  been  doing  auto  body  work  as  a  new 
area  in  Industrial  Arts.  Many  students  are  very  interested  in  this  work. 

The  Graphic  Arts  Department  has  now  reached  production  capabili- 
ties. Several  smaU  jobs  have  been  printed  for  the  school  and  some  outside 
organizations. 

HOME  ECONOMICS  DEPARTMENT— Geneva  Rounds,  Chairperson 

In  September  the  School  Committee  voted  to  separate  the  Home 
Economics  Department  from  Industrial  Arts  so  now  each  has  its  own 
department  head 

About  eighty-five  boys  have  successfully  completed  the  first  year  of 
Chefs  I  course.  Many  of  this  number  graduated,  however,  thirty-two 
continued  with  Chefs  II  and  plans  are  being  made  for  Chefs  III  next  year. 
Crafts  mini-courses  were  introduced  this  year,  and  the  areas  studied 
to  date  include  quUt  making  and  patchwork,  creative  stitchery,  cake 
decorating,  holiday  decorations,  and  candle  making. 
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ART— John  Beausoleil 

The  new  facilities  and  equipment  in  the  Art  room  were  very  much 
appreciated  by  the  staff  and  students,  and  have  been  a  great  aid  to  the 
Art  program.  This  year  it  was  possible  to  build  large  three-dimensional 
Art  constructions,  whereas  in  the  past  only  small  size  works  could  be 
created.  Some  advanced  classes  were  introduced  to  pottery/ceramics 
courses  and  a  number  of  vases  and  pots  were  turned  on  the  two  new 
pottery  wheels  Many  hand  built  ceramics  pieces  were  fashioned  by  the 
students.  This  coming  year  all  the  classes  will  be  introduced  to  work 
with  ceramic  clay. 

Talent  from  the  Art  classes  was  used  to  create  such  works  as  deco- 
rations for  the  Christmas  Concert,  and  displays  in  various  rooms.  Sets 
for  school  plays  were  worked  on  in  the  Art  room  which  is  in  easy  access 
to  the  stage  area.  Many  students  volunteered  to  demonstrate  and  help  out 
at  the  dedication  ceremonies  and  open  house. 

GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT— Elizabeth  Vandemoer,  Director 

There  were  one  hundred  and  nine  students  in  the  Class  of  1974  of 
whom  100  graduated  May  30,  1974.  Included  in  the  number  of  graduates 
was  one  foreign  student  from  Sweden  who  spent  the  entire  senior  year 
with  this  class,  and  one  student  who  was  awarded  his  diploma  post- 
humously. Also  included  as  a  class  member,  who  did  not  graduate,  was 
one  student  who  died  in  the  spring.  Thirty-four  have  elected  further  edu- 
cation beyond  high  school,  and  have  been  accepted  by  institutions  of 
higher  education.  This  figure  represents  31%  of  the  class.  Of  this  total 
20,  or  18%,  have  been  accepted  and  will  attend  four-year  colleges,  and  14, 
or  13%,  will  attend  institutions  which  will  require  from  one  to  three 
years  of  study  to  obtain  their  desired  goals. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  students  had  the  opportunity  to  meet  with 
the  representatives  from  many  colleges  and  schools,  reflecting  all  types 
of  post-secondary  training,  thus  broadening  their  knowledge  of  the  many 
different  types  of  offerings.  Eighth  grade  students  had  an  assembly, 
followed  by  a  guided  tour,  for  those  interested  in  seeking  admission  to 
the  Southeastern  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  an  orientation  program  and  tour  of  the  facilities  at  the  high 
school  was  provided  for  the  class  entering  ninth  grade  in  September. 

To  accompany  and  make  meaningful  these  activities,  sound  vocational 
and  career  counseling  is  provided  along  with  the  college  counseling. 
Emphasis  is  placed  on  counseling  for  post-secondary  career  goals  and 
the  necessary  kinds  of  training  in  high  school,  as  well  as  the  post- 
secondary  level  to  attain  these  objectives.  Personal/social  and  educa- 
tional counseling  service  is  also  made  available  to  all  students  as  well 
as  to  members  of  the  community. 
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Resource  materials  are  constantly  updated  and  expanded;  in  addition 
to  their  use  by  students  coming  into  the  Guidance  Office,  these  materials 
are  made  available  for  classroom  use  in  their  career  development  units. 

The  Guidance  Department  planned  and  implemented  a  standardized 
achievement  testing  program  for  the  entire  school  system.  These  test 
results  are  providing  invaluable  information  to  the  teachers  for  instruc- 
tional purposes  and  to  the  administration  for  guiding  instruction.  Parents 
in  K-8  received  the  results  of  the  testing  and  an  interpretation  of  the 
scores  for  their  children. 

This  year  for  the  first  time,  with  the  addition  of  a  coimselor  for 
grades  4,  5,  and  6,  all  grades  in  the  school  system  have  counseling 
service. 

The  implementation  of  Chapter  766  is  having  a  very  strong  effect  on 
the  Guidance  Department.  We  see  the  role  of  the  Counselor  changing 
in  terms  of  becoming  even  more  a  facilitator  and  child  advocate  than 
ever  before.  The  child's  counselor  is  a  member  of  the  Core  Evaluation 
Team  which  evaluates  his  needs  and  becomes  the  person  to  assist  in  the 
implementation  of  his  educational  plan.  The  counselor's  role  as  a  con- 
sultant to  teachers  in  working  out  the  child's  classroom  adjustment  is 
also  strongly  reinforced.  The  Guidance  Department  itself  has  changed 
and  expanded,  since  all  specialists  are  now  under  the  leadership  of  the 
Guidance  Director.  Tliis  includes  the  Learning  Disabilities  staff,  the 
Speech  Therapist,  the  School  Psychometrist,  the  Resource  Room  teachers, 
and  the  Psychologist,  as  well  as  the  counselors.  The  effects  of  the  Chapter 
766  Law  will  be  far-reaching  and  most  beneficial  to  the  individual  needs 
of  all  school  children,  ages  three  to  twenty-one. 

In  conclusion,  our  continuing  goal  is  to  make  available  counseling  and 
guidance  services  throughout  the  child's  school  experience  to  assist  him 
toward  the  realization  of  his  full  potential. 

SUPERVISORS: 

Howard  Kelley,  Director  of  Physical  Edncation  and  Athletics: 

The  1974  school  year  marked  our  first  full  year  in  operation  under  the 
Middle  School  concept  This  concept  afforded  us  the  opportunity  to 
develop  a  sequential  program  of  instruction  in  physical  education  which 
will  undoubtedly  make  a  tremendous  difference  in  the  quality  of  the 
overall  program. 

The  intramural  programs  at  the  high  school  and  middle  school  have 
stimulated  the  non-athlete  to  find  enjoyment  through  competitive  par- 
ticipation. Both  programs  have  enjoyed  good  success. 
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Our  interscholastic  program  has  developed  into  a  well  rounded, 
more  meaningful  program  with  both  young  men  and  women  competing 
in  varsity  athletics.  Two  teams  worthy  of  recognition  were  the  varsity 
basketball  team,  and  the  cross  country  team.  Both  teams  won  divisional 
titles  in  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Conference. 

The  entire  Athletic  Department  waits  anxiously  for  the  completion 
of  the  new  track,  football  field  complex.  This  will  undoubtedly  have  a 
positive  effect  on  Norton  athletics  in  the  future. 

William  MacMuUen,  Music  Department 

The  Music  Department  has  further  developed  its  program  by  the 
addition  of  new  opportunities  for  learning  and  experience  at  all  levels, 
K-12.  Aside  from  the  regular  seasonal  concerts,  parades,  football  game 
half-time  shows,  a  roving  band  program,  the  Band  held  a  springtime 
T'^xchange  Concert  with  Walpole  High  School. 

Two  High  School  students,  Jane  McBride  and  Beverly  Perry,  were 
accepted  to  perform  with  the  Annual  Southeastern  District  Festival 
Orchestra  representing  Norton  through  audition. 

The  Norton  Stage  Band  performed  as  a  pit  orchestra  for  the  Senior 
Class  Play,  which  was  held  in  March. 

Assembly  programs  at  the  three  schools,  gave  the  students  an 
experience  in  observing  Band,  Stage  Band,  and  Choral  music  from  each 
of  the  schools. 

William  Ferrara,  Reading  Department 

The  L.  G.  Nourse  School  presently  houses  four  double  session  kinder- 
garten classes,  eight  first  grades,  eight  second  grades,  and  eight  third 
grades. 

The  basal  Reading  Porgram  continues  to  be  the  Sullivan  Programmed 
Reading  method.  In  addition,  the  Merrill  Linguistic  Readers  has  been 
adopted  for  use  with  those  children  who  have  difficulty  with  a  phonetic 
program. 

For  the  first  time  children  entered  first  grade  with  a  full  year  of 
kindergarten  experience.  Seventy-nine  first  grade  children  were  already 
into  the  Reading  Program  in  September  of  1974.  Of  the  remaining  group, 
two-thirds  were  ready  to  begin  a  formalized  program,  one-third  still 
needed  readiness  activities. 
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This  year  the  primary  children  were  administered  the  RBRB  Diagnos- 
tic Reading  Tests  to  enable  teachers  to  better  evaluate  the  reading  skills 
mastered,  and  those  which  needed  to  be  taught  or  reinforced. 

The  Reading  Supervisor  wrote  and  directed  two  summer  Reading 
projects.  The  program  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  was  federally  funded  under 
Title  I,  ESEA,  and  served  approximately  one  hundred  and  five  primary 
children  from  July  to  August  1974. 

Sizeable  gains  in  achievement  in  acquisition  of  language  skills  were 
shown  for  some  children  in  all  three  grades.  First  graders  showed  size- 
able gains  in  visual  discrimination  of  differences,  auditory  discrimination 
and  alphabet,  but  not  on  visual  discrimnation  of  similarities  and  rela- 
tionships. Second  graders  showed  sizeable  mean  gains  on  alphabet, 
vowels,  consonants,  and  comprehension,  but  not  vocabulary.  Third  grad- 
ers showed  sizeable  mean  gains  on  vowels,  consonants,  word  analysis  and 
vocabulary,  but  not  comprehension. 

Gains  in  total  test  scores  of  6  units  or  more  were  shown  by  36  percent 
of  the  first  graders,  61  percent  of  the  second  graders  and  73  percent  of 
the  third  graders.  Dr.  Lynch,  of  Northeastern  University,  who  evaluated 
the  program,  recommended  that  this  summer  program  be  made  a 
regular  part  of  the  school  program  in  the  Norton  Public  Schools. 

At  the  Middle  School,  the  summer  program  was  town  supported  and 
served  approximately  seventy-nine  students  from  grades  four  through 
six.  The  Reading  Practice  Kit  published  by  Harcourt,  Brace  and  Jovano- 
vitch,  was  the  foundation  of  the  curriculum,  and  provided  pre  and  post 
tests.  The  three  major  categories  covered  were  1)  Decoding,  2)  Vocabu- 
lary and  3)  Comprehension. 

The  Reading  Laboratory  at  the  Middle  School  opened  in  September 
for  grades  7  and  8.  The  laboratory,  operating  on  the  philosophy  of  indi- 
vidualized instruction,  provides  a  variety  of  teacher-made  and  commer- 
cial materials,  as  well  as  Reading  Controllers,  Craig  Readers,  Cassette 
Recorders  and  Accelerators. 

Three  programs,  developmental,  remedial,  and  functional,  serve  the 
needs  of  all  students  assigned  to  Reading. 

The  Primary  Reading  Specialist  continues  to  work  with  children  in 
grades  one  to  three,  who  need  individual  help.  In  addition,  the  Primary 
Reading  Specialist  has  evaluated  approximately  50  children  new  to  the 
system..  This  year  she  has  initiated  a  program  for  Kindergarten  children 
who  came  to  school  in  September  already  reading.  As  the  year  goes  on 
she  will  also  start  other  children  in  Reading  as  they  become  ready. 
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At  the  Middle  School,  the  Title  I  program  REACH,  a  remedial  tutorial 
program  for  students  in  grades  four  through  six,  continues  in  its  third 
year.  Fifty -four  children  are  currently  being  tutored  by  the  two  reading 
specialists.  The  evaluators  report  for  the  school  year  September  1973  to 
Junel  974  stated  "Sizeable  mean  gains  in  achievement  on  both  vocabulary 
and  comprehension  were  shown  for  the  54  children  in  this  program.  There 
were  sizeable  mean  positive  changes  in  attitudes  towards  the  seK,  the 
idealized  self,  and  how  the  children  felt  when  reading  alone.  The  positive 
changes  in  attitude  toward  the  self  and  idealized  self  showed  that  the 
children  gained  in  self  concept  and  this  is  valuable  both  as  an  output  of 
the  remedial  program,  and  input  to  subsequent  learning  activities." 

This  year  the  Title  I  REACH  program  included  an  instructional  aide, 
in  addition  to  the  two  specialists. 

NORTON  MIDDLE  SCHOOL— Stanley  J.  Koss,  Principal 

The  Norton  Middle  School  has  completed  one  full  year  of  operation 
as  a  separate  entity.  Many  of  the  adjustments  necessary  to  be  made  in  a 
new  situation  have  been  completed  and  are  reflected  in  the  new  year. 
The  building  is  now  familiar  to  all  and  the  policies  for  its  operation  have 
been  devleoped  to  meet  its  needs. 

Since  the  last  Town  Report,  seventy  additional  students  have  been 
enrolled.  This  brings  the  present  enrollment  to  1047  in  the  same  grade 
structure,  four  through  eight. 

During  the  past  year  parents  were  invited  to  participate  closely  in 
the  school  operation.  The  result  of  this  invitation  was  the  formation  of 
a  parent-teacher  organization  known  as  PATHS— Parents  and  Teachers 
Helping  Students.  Meetings  are  held  twice  monthly  on  Tuesdays.  One 
meeting  each  month  is  held  in  the  morning,  while  the  other  is  held  in  the 
evening.  The  purpose  of  this  alternating  method  is  to  provide  an  oppor- 
tunity for  as  many  parents  to  become  involved  as  possible.  We  have  been 
disappointed  that  not  as  many  parents  are  involved  as  we  would  hope, 
but  those  who  are  involved  are  tireless  workers,  with  a  great  deal  of 
dedication.  It  is  a  rewarding  experience  to  work  with  people  of  this 
calibre.  They  have  been  instrumental  in  many  areas,  but  for  brevity's 
sake,  only  a  few  items  can  be  mentioned. 

A  Meet  the  Teacher's  Night  was  held  in  October,  sponsored  by 
PATHS.  It  was  imder  a  Pot  Luck  Supper  plan,  and  it  was  a  huge  success. 
Teachers  and  parents  were  able  to  meet  informally  early  in  the  year, 
and  this  always  works  to  the  advantage  of  the  students.  We  hope  this 
becomes  an  annual  event. 
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A  Memory  Clinic  was  held  in  December  to  raise  money  for  a  weather 
station.  Over  $300.00  was  realized  from  this  project. 

Parents/Teacher  aides  are  made  available  through  PATHS. 

It  is  an  effective  organization,  and  we  hope  it  can  become  stronger 
since  this  will  only  benefit  your  children  more  and  more. 

Fine  curriculum  presentations  were  made  on  five  different  evenings 
last  year.  Attendance  at  some  was  very  good;  at  others  not  as  well 
attended.  Plans  this  year  are  to  have  a  complete,  entire  school  curriculum 
presentation  for  one  evening.  This  should  put  less  of  a  burden  on  parental 
time,  and  enable  more  to  be  accomplished  in  one  program. 

Chapter  766  has  had  an  appreciable  impact  in  all  communities  in  the 
Commonwealth.  A  good  deal  of  time  has  been  spent  in  the  Middle  School 
at  Core  Evaluation  Team  meetings,  evaluating  special  needs  of  students, 
and  prescribing  programs  to  meet  these  needs.  An  additional  teacher, 
Mrs.  Judith  Vidal,  has  been  hired,  and  occupies  Room  29  conducting 
classes  for  the  multi-handicapped.  This  is  a  direct  effect  of  766.  The 
class  has  proven  very  effective,  and  we  are  happy  to  include  them  in  our 
building. 

Another  addition  to  our  staff,  which  was  indirectly  caused  by  766,  was 
the  position  of  full-time  guidance  counselor  Mrs.  Janie  Skolnick,  for 
grades  4-6.  In  the  past,  the  children  of  these  grades  were  served  on  a 
part-time  basis  only.  This  added  full-time  service  which  has  long  been 
needed,  is  very  beneficial  to  all  students.  This  also  frees  our  Adjustment 
Counselor  Miss  Andrea  Natsios,  from  this  part-time  duty,  and  enables 
her  to  spend  more  time  on  duties  relating  specifically  to  her  position. 

The  year  1973-74  has  also  seen  changes  in  curriculum  procedures  at 
the  elementary  school,  specifically  Independent  Guided  Education,  and 
an  individualized  Math  program.  It  is  important  that  a  smooth  transition 
take  place  for  the  students  from  one  school  to  another,  and  that  programs 
be  dovetailed.  It  is  cur  goal  to  provide  similar  educational  plans  here  at 
the  Middle  School.  In  this  regard,  Mr.  Paul  Chargin  and  I  attended  a 
two  week  clinical  this  past  August  at  Fitchburg  State  College  on  IGE 
methods  and  techniques.  It  is  hoped  that  additional  staff  members  may 
attend  a  similar  clinical  in  January  if  one  is  held.  Workshops  will  then 
be  held  for  all  staff  members. 

A  committee  of  teachers  has  also  been  assigned  to  study  the  IMS 
Math  program,  which  began  operation  for  the  first  time  this  September 
in  the  elementary  school.  We  would  hope  to  continue  this  program  at  the 
Middle  School.

On  the  Grade  7  and  8  levels  a  committee  of  teachers  under  the  chair- 
manship of  Mr.  Edward  Robbins,  Assistant  Principal,  is  in  the  process 
of  studying  team  teaching  and  block  time  scheduling.  At  the  present  time 
the  7th  and  8th  graders  are  completely  departmentalized.  The  new  plan 
would  still  retain  specialty  teaching,  but  would  offer  the  advantage  of 
much  more  flexibility  in  the  time  when  subjects  are  taught  and  would 
also  allow  far  more  in-depth  interdisciplinary  teaching. 

Last  spring  an  independent  study  program  was  undertaken  for 
selected  grade  8  students  in  English  and  Science  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs  Beatrice  Smith  and  Mr.  G.  Peter  Holster.  It  lasted  for  a  period  of 
16  weeks,  and  was  very  successful.  Parents  and  students  were  very 
involved  throughout  the  program,  and  at  the  present  both  these  staff 
members  are  on  a  system  independent  study  committee,  which  plans  to 
study  the  possibilities  of  enlarging  the  program  to  encompass  more  stu- 
dents. Assisting  these  two  staff  members  in  this  program  was  a  Wheaton 
student,  who  was  provided  to  the  Middle  School  under  a  federal  program 
in  which  the  Town  of  Norton  and  Wheaton  College  cooperate.  She,  and 
approximately  10  other  Wheaton  students,  were  used  as  aides  in  our 
building  last  year.  About  the  same  number  are  being  used  this  year. 

The  Middle  School  has  had  a  busy  and  productive  year.  This  has  been 
due  to  the  hard  work  and  cooperation  of  aU  in  our  building. 

LAURENCE  G.  NOURSE  SCHOOL— Mr.  Richard  Silva,  Principal 

The  L.  G.  Nourse  School  houses  Kindergarten,  Grades  I,  H,  and  HI, 
with  a  total  of  28  classrooms,  and  a  total  enrollment  of  940  students. 
Again  this  year  the  school  gymnasium  is  used  for  2  classrooms.  The 
school  is  administered  by  Mr.  Richard  J.  Silva,  Principal,  and  is  assisted 
by  Mrs.  Natalie  A.  Gorczyca. 

New  teachers  to  the  Nourse  School  include:  Grade  I:  Miss  Leisa 
Bowen;  Grade  H:  Mrs.  Donna  Kieser,  Miss  Joyce  Kulczyk,  and  Mr 
Michael  Muffs;  Grade  III:  Miss  Linda  Fortin  and  Mr.  Leonard  RebeUo. 
In  the  special  areas:  Mr.  Robert  Rukstalis,  Physical  Education;  Mrs. 
Thelma  Torres,  Learning  Disabilities. 

This  is  our  first  year  implementing  the  I.G.E.  model.  Currently  the 
L.  G.  Nourse  School,  Grades  I-III  are  organized  into  6  units,  each  with  a 
unit  leader  and  three  unit  members.  Unit  leaders  are:  Mrs.  Betty  Walton, 
Miss  Johanna  Roses,  Mr.  Robert  Stanton,  Miss  Evelyn  Ferreira,  Mrs. 
Mary  Brown,  and  Mrs.  Beverly  Gilbert. 

Each  Unit  is  caUed  a  Learning  Community,  and  is  in  operation  during 
our  Math  block.  Our  plans  are  to  implement  the  IGE  model  in  one  subject 
area  per  year.  During  Math  we  are  implementing  the  IMS  Math  Pro- 
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gram.  This  program  is  designed  to  provide  for  differences  among  students 
in  their  rates  and  styles  of  learning,  level  of  motivation,  and  other 
characteristics. 

Other  subject  areas  are  taught  in  traditional  self-contained  class- 
rooms which  are  established  by  different  reading  groups.  Each  year  we 
hope  to  become  multi-aged  grouped  in  different  subject  areas. 

Through  the  scheduling  of  special  area  subjects,  Art,  Physical  Edu- 
cation, Music  and  Library,  teachers  in  each  Learning  Community  are 
allowed  to  meet  to  group  and  re-group  students  according  to  their  needs, 
and  plan  for  their  Math  period,  as  well  as  other  subject  areas.  Planning 
for  Math  is  done  on  a  team  basis,  while  currently  planning  for  other  sub- 
jects are  done  primarily  on  an  individual  basis.  Unit  leaders  meet  with 
the  principal  and  other  key  personnel  every  Wednesday  at  3:00  p.m.  to 
discuss  progress,  plan  for  the  future,  and/or  discuss  problems  of  each 
Learning  Community.  This  body  constitutes  the  Program  Improvement 
Committee  or  PIC. 

During  the  summer  months  the  PIC  decided  in  its  initial  meeting  to 
promote  with  aU  students  the  meaning  of  good  citizenship.  Each  week 
teachers,  and  in  some  Learning  Communities,  students,  select  a  student 
of  the  week.  Each  student  must  meet  the  following  criteria  that  was 
established  by  the  Learning  Community  members: 

1.  Display  good  behavior 

2.  Respect  the  property  and  rights  of  others 

3.  Solve  problems  independently 

4.  Obey  the  school  rules 

5.  Strive  for  self  improvement 

Students  are  selected  on  Friday  of  each  week.  Each  receives  a  ribbon 
created  by  the  Art  Supervisor,  Mrs.  Sondra  Armel,  and  has  his  picture 
taken.  Each  picture  is  posted  for  the  next  week  on  the  bulletin  board  in 
the  front  foyer  of  the  school. 

A  very  active  parent  volunteer  program  has  been  established  with 
approximately  40  parents  working  in  the  library,  in  the  reading  program, 
during  the  IMS  Math  program,  and  assisting  in  the  clerical  area.  This 
program  was  one  of  the  results  of  our  Parent  Advisory  Board,  which  was 
established  last  year.  The  Parent  Advisory  Board  has  been  very  active; 
in  addition  to  the  volunteer  program,  they  have  established  a  sibling  list 
for  their  use,  as  well  as,  the  school  office's  use,  notifies  parents  of 
emergency  closing  of  school,  establishing  homeroom  mothers,  and  plan- 
ning a  program  for  students  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School  during  the  Christ- 
mas vacation.  Plans  also  call  for  a  program  during  the  spring  vacation. 
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Members  of  the  Parent  Advisory  Board  meet  approximately  twice  a 
month  with  Mr.  Silva,  the  Principal  of  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School.  Members 
include:

Student  teachers  from  Wheaton  College  are  actively  involved  in  our 
program  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Paul  Kroner,  Professor  at  Wheaton 
College,  This  year  we  are  also  fortimate  to  have  students  from  Bridge- 
water  State  College  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Ray  ZuWallack.  Each 
student  teacher  is  assigned  to  a  unit  leader  and  is  under  their  direction. 

We  also  continue  to  employ  Northeastern  interns  as  clerical  aides  in 
our  Kindergarten  program.  Each  group  of  interns  works  12  weeks  and 
returns  back  to  their  studies  at  the  end  of  this  time. 

On  October  29,  1974  the  Kindergarten  Curriculum  Committee  and 
Kindergarten  teachers  invited  all  parents  to  a  curriculum  presentation. 
In  addition,  parents  were  able  to  visit  their  child's  classroom  and  partici- 
pate in  an  abbreviated  day  in  their  child's  life.  Parents  of  all  children 
were  invited  to  visit  their  child's  classroom  during  American  Education 
Week.

Physical  examinations  were  carried  out  by  Dr.  Auerbach,  Dr.  John 
Hayes,  and  Mr.  Dan  Allan  Ditmore.  Home  visits  were  made  and  children 
in  need  of  more  intensive  care  and  study  were  referred  to  the  proper 
agency. 
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Tuberculosis  tests  were  administered  to  Kindergarten  children  and 
school  personnel.  Parsons  with  positive  reactions  were  referred  for 
X-rays  and  future  follow-up  studies.  Flu  vaccine  was  administered  to 
school  personnel  upon  request. 

All  necessary  state  reports  were  filed  with  the  state.  Mrs.  Young, 
Mrs.  Clark,  Mrs.  Bishop,  Mrs.  Nolin,  and  Mrs.  Haskell  assisted  at  the 
public  immunization  clinics  which  were  held  for  the  benefit  of  the  public. 

CUSTODIAL/MAINTENANCE  DEPARTMENT— Mr.  James  Neveu 

This  year  once  again  our  custodial/maintenance  department  under- 
took many  projects.  Soma  were:  the  construction  of  a  Learning  Disabili- 
ties office;  at  the  Middle  School  much  work  was  done  to  upgrade  the 
locker  rooms,  and  office  and  storage  areas  in  the  Athletic  Department; 
and  an  additional  overhead  door  was  installed  in  the  Middle  School  gym- 
nasium for  easy  access  of  the  cumbersome  physical  educational  equip- 
ment. 

With  doubling  of  our  square  footage  with  the  opening  of  the  new  high 
school,  the  appearance  has  been  maintained  to  a  high  degree  of  cleanli- 
ness and  efficiency.  We  are  very  proud  of  the  maintenance  crew,  and  of 
their  pride  in  the  buildings  and  their  work.  They  have  made  the  buildings 
a  desirable  place  in  which  to  work. 

CAFETERIA— Mrs.  Violet  Eisnor,  Director 

Last  year  was  the  year  for  the  new's.  New  High  School,  new  cafe- 
teria aides,  new  freezer  for  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School.  Even  Kindergarten 
was  new  to  our  system.  We  serve  milk  to  both  morning  and  afternoon 
sessions. 

We  are  happy  to  end  carry-out  lunches,  necessary  because  of  double 
sessions.  With  our  new  high  school  cafeteria  ready  for  use,  seven  new 
cafeteria  aides  were  hired. 

With  the  Home  Economics  Department,  we  served  refreshments  to 
the  public  at  our  Open  House  on  November  25,  1973.  During  the  year,  we 
prepared  and  served  221,936  meals  to  students  in  our  three  schools,  and 
16,222  meals  to  faculty.  The  Elderly  were  served  in  the  new  high  school 
at  the  conclusion  of  the  student  lunch  period.  From  Garelick  Farms  we 
purchased  a  total  of  391,204  cartons  of  milk. 

On  May  18,  1974  a  breakfast  was  served  to  the  graduating  class  con- 
sisting of  orange  juice,  baked  ham,  scrambled  eggs,  com  muffins,  toast 
and  coffee,  in  our  new  dining  room. 
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Since  January,  a  greater  rise  in  food  costs  was  noted  and  for  the  first 
time,  flour  and  dried  milk  were  not  a  government  commodity.  With  our 
bread  baking  program,  this  was  quite  an  additional  expense. 

RECREATION  PROGRAM— Mr.  Albert  Nuttall,  Director 

A  major  development  of  the  Norton  Recreation  Program  this  year 
was  the  addition  of  a  number  of  items  of  equipment  which  provided 
countless  hours  of  enjoyment  for  the  youngsters  taking  part  in  the  pro- 
gram. New  equipment  added  to  the  evening  program,  included  a  pocket 
pool  table,  three  ping  pong  tables,  a  bumper  pool  table,  and  floor  hockey 
equipment.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  foster  the  development  of  a  play- 
ground apparatus  complex  at  the  Norton  Middle  School  for  the  benefit 
of  youngsters  taking  part  in  the  summer  day  program.  We  anticipate  the 
availability  of  several  items  of  equipment,  including  swings,  slides,  see- 
saws, a  large  merry-go-round,  and  tri-swing. 

The  evening  program  held  in  the  spring,  summer,  and  fall,  and  the 
day  program  of  the  summer,  both  enjoyed  large,  enthusiastic  support  by 
the  young  people  of  the  community.  Over  300  children  were  enrolled  in 
the  swim  program  held  at  Wheaton  College.  Among  many  innovations 
implemented  this  summer  were  a  Bike  Rider  Rodeo  Week  and  a  Norton 
Superstars  Competition.  In  the  former  event,  prizes  were  awarded  to 
competitors  engaged  in  a  series  of  speed  and  skill  events  using  their 
bicycles.  In  the  latter  event,  an  obstacle  course  was  laid  out,  testing 
numerous  skills  of  agility  and  coordination.  Time  limits  were  established 
in  various  age  groups.  Youngsters  completing  the  course  within  their 
alloted  tme  received  Norton  Superstar  patches.  Other  highlights  of  the 
summer  included  the  annual  Olympic  Games;  trip  to  Boston  for  a  Red 
Sox  game;  a  beach  trip  to  the  Cape;  Zoo  mobile;  softball  games  with 
Butler  Day  Care  Center;  Tom  Thumb  Wedding;  a  magic  show;  bike 
hikes;  cookouts  and  an  extensive  Arts  and  Crafts  program.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 
NORTON  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

The  committee  opened  the  new  High  School  for  occupancy  on  Sep- 
tember 5th,  1973,  and  had  the  dedication  of  the  building  on  November  25, 
1973,  with  the  Honorable  Congresswoman  Mrs.  Margaret  Heckler  as  the 
principal  speaker. 

However,  your  School  Building  Committee  is  still  functioning  as  a 
committee  trying  to  get  the  few  problems  solved  so  that  the  building 
should  be  as  maintenance  free  as  possible  during  the  years  to  come. 
There  were  many  small  problems,  as  can  be  imagined  with  a  building 
such  as  our  High  School,  but  your  committee  has  taken  care  of  fixing 
just  about  all  of  them.  However,  the  roof  and  the  heating  system  became 
two  major  problems. 

After  many  meetings  with  the  Architect  and  the  General  Contractor, 
the  roof  problem  has  been  resolved.  The  roofing  contractor  came  back 
the  latter  part  of  September  and  did  major  work  on  the  roof,  at  no  cost 
to  us,  and  the  result  of  his  work  has  been  a  good  and  bondable  roof. 
Your  committee  held  back  large  sums  of  the  contractor's  money  until 
this  work  was  completed.  We  have  had  a  few  good  storms  since  the  com- 
pletion of  the  roof  and  it  tests  out  beautifully. 

We  still  have  a  problem  regulating  a  uniform  flow  of  heat  through- 
out the  building  and  the  big  problem  is  that  the  heating  system  required 
four  different  subcontractors  to  install.  First,  there  was  the  heating 
engineer  hired  by  the  Architect  to  design  the  system.  Second  was  the 
electrician  to  wire  up  the  heaters.  Third  was  the  company  who  supplied 
and  installed  the  heaters  and,  fourth,  the  company  who  supplied  and 
installed  the  controls. 

We  are  having  trouble  getting  all  four  representatives  on  the  site  at 
the  same  time.  A  meeting  would  be  called  and  one  or  two  of  them  showed 
up  and,  of  course,  they  blamed  the  other  companies.  But,  the  Building 
Committee  still  has  a  large  amount  of  money  held  back  which  will  not 
be  released  to  the  General  Contractor  until  he  arranges  to  get  aU  four 
subcontractors  involved  with  the  heating  system  out  to  Norton  and  has 
our  air  circulation  problems  resolved. 

The  Committee  had  the  plans  for  a  running  track  drawn  up  way  back 
when  the  original  school  building  plans  were  drawn.  However,  these  plans 
were  for  a  stonedust  material  track.  This  track  was  supposed  to  have 
been  built  around  the  old  football  field  which  is  located  directly  behind 
the  Middle  School.  In  the  Fall  of  1973,  this  area  was  wet  because  of 
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the  high  ground  water  table,  that  the  Superintendent,  Maurice  Splaine, 
had  to  make  arrangements  for  the  team  to  use  the  field  at  Mansfield 
High  School. 

Your  Committee  hired  engineers  to  check  out  the  cost  of  proper 
drainage  around  this  area  and  found  that  the  whole  field  would  have  to 
be  built  up  with  gravel  about  two  feet  deep  in  order  to  properly  drain 
the  area.  So,  they  decided  to  move  the  site  to  the  rear  of  the  new  high 
school  building. 

We  went  to  the  annual  town  meeting  in  May  6,  1974,  with  an  article 
to  ask  this  town  to  give  us  additional  funds  to  build  this  athletic  field 
complex.  We  received  a  favorable  vote  at  this  continued  meeting  dated 
June  3,  1974.  Because  of  a  legal  technicality  we  had  to  resubmit  the 
article  at  a  special  town  meeting  on  September  16,  1974,  at  which  time 
the  town  again  voted  favorable. 

We  have  cleared  the  trees  and  stumps  off  the  site,  stripped  off  all 
subsoil  and  loam  and  have  had  gravel  trucked  in  and  tamped  and  leveled 
to  grade.  This  next  spring,  as  soon  as  the  weather  permits,  we  intend  to 
complete  this  track  and  field. 

We  should  all  be  able  to  enjoy  track  meets  and  football  games  on  this 
new  field  during  the  1975  season. 

When  the  track  and  football  field  has  been  completed  and  the  heating 
problems  corrected,  your  School  Building  Committee  shall  turn  the  school 
and  grounds  over  to  the  Norton  School  Committee  and  phase  out  its 
duties  and  dissolve  the  Norton  High  School  Building  Committee. 

Again,  I  congratulate  each  and  every  member  of  the  Building  Com- 
mittee for  their  excellent  attendance  at  the  meetings  during  the  past  year.

James  J.  Leonard,  Sharon;  Robert  B.  Snow,  Stoughton;  and  Eugene 
Kostechki,  West  Bridgewater. 

During  the  year,  Gerald  J.  Noonan  replaced  Timothy  S.  Ryan  who 
died  on  April  4,  1974. 

Officers  of  the  1974-75  year  are  Thomas  W.  Devine,  Chairman;  James 
J.  Leonard,  Vice  Chairman;  and  Louis  E.  Tarsa,  Secretary. 

The  School  District  is  in  its  eleventh  year.  School  Committee  mem- 
bers Robert  B.  Ewing  and  Louis  E.  Tarsa  have  been  serving  the  Dis- 
trict since  1963.  These  men  have  been  and  continue  to  be  guiding  forces 
in  the  growth  of  the  District. 

School  Committeemen  James  J.  Leonard  has  completed  his  first 
year  as  President  of  the  Massachusetts  Council  for  Vocational-Technical 
Education,  an  organization  comprised  of  School  Committee  members 
of  vocational-technical  schools.  Vocational-technical  school  committees 
have  been  recognized  by  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  School  Com- 
mittees as  an  important  segment  in  education.  Mr.  Leonard  is  serving 
as  the  representative  for  Occupational  Education  on  the  Executive 
Board  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  School  Committees. 

Construction  of  the  addition  to  the  school  is  progressing  at  a  satis- 
factory rate.  All  foundations  are  in  and  concrete  structures  have  begun. 
It  is  expected  that  steel  structures  will  begin  in  March  of  1975. 

The  present  twenty -two  occupational  programs  (six  post-secondary 
and  sixteen  secondary  programs)  accommodated  a  total  of  1,041  stu- 
dents and  are  housed  at  the  Foundry  Street  location,  the  Tolman  School 
in  Stoughton,  the  Unionville  School  in  Easton  and  the  Paine  School  in 
Foxborough. 

The  Evening  School  program,  designed  for  the  indentured  apprentices 
in  the  Electrical  and  Plumbing  areas,  as  weU  as  programs  designed  for 
interested  citizens  in  Automotive  Minor  Service  &  Repair,  Drafting 
and  Blueprint  Reading,  National  Electrical  Code,  Machine  Shop,  Typ- 
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ing,  Woodworking,  Welding,  Keypunching  and  Introduction  to  Data 
Processing,  are  expected  to  serve  900  students  for  the  1974-75  school 
year. 

The  administrative  staff  has  experienced  some  changes.  Ralph  G. 
Bumpus,  Director  of  the  High  School  since  1967,  retired  after  40  years 
of  service  as  an  educator.  Robert  E.  Kondracki  has  been  appointed  to 
be  the  Director  of  the  High  School.  Paul  K.  O'Leary  has  been  appointed 
to  the  position  of  Director  of  Pupil  Personnel  Services. 

The  Southeastern  Regional  School  District  Committee  continues  to 
provide  meaningful  occupational  education  for  students  within  the  Dis- 
trict communities.

REPORT  OF 
NORTON  fflSTORICAL  COMMISSION 

On  November  8,  1974,  Bay  Road  was  officaUy  entered  on  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places  and  is  now  recorded  in  Washington,  D.  C. 
as  a  national  historic  site. 

The  Norton  Historical  Commission  has  met  several  times  with  mem- 
bers of  the  DPW  and  Parsons,  Brinkerhoff,  Quade,  and  Douglas  to  study 
the  impact  of  Interstate  Route  495  and  relocated  Route  140  on  the  his- 
torical and  architectural  resources  of  the  town.  The  result  is  a  possible 
relocation  of  three  houses  on  East  Main  Street. 

Thi  Commission  continues  to  support  the  Historic  District  Study 
Committee.

SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  PLANNING  AND  ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  Norton  continued  during  1974  to  benefit 
from  its  membership  in  the  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Econ- 
omic Development  Distrct  (SRPEDD). 

SRPEDD  is  one  of  the  State's  13  regional  planning  agencies  and 
Norton  is  one  of  the  District's  30  municipalities.  Formed  in  accordance 
with  Chapter  40B  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  the  District  enables 
Norton  to  plan  jointly  with  its  neighbors  for  the  purpose  of  promoting 
with  the  greatest  efficiency  and  economy  the  coordinated  and  orderly 
development  of  the  area  and  the  general  welfare  and  prosperity  of  our 
citizens. 

This  planning  is  done  by  a  full-time  staff  with  policy  guidance  being 
provided  by  a  Commission  composed  of  representatives  from  each  com- 
munity. Norton's  delegate  is  William  Jordan  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

Norton  provided  $1,423.05  of  the  District's  1973  budget  of  $515,000. 
In  return  we  received  over  260  manhours  of  direct  assistance,  thus  sav- 
ing the  town  considerable  money.  The  principal  projects  were:  the  new 
zoning  bylaw,  a  Master  Plan  outline  and  work  concerning  the  Rte.  25 
extension  through  Norton  to  Rte.  495.  In  addition  the  town  benefited  from 
the  District's  areawide  work  on  such  topicg  as  transportation,  housing 
and  economic  development. 

Norton  will  be  similarly  benefited  in  1975.  SRPEDD  will  continue 
to  provide  technical  assistance  to  the  municipalities  within  its  boundaries 
as  weU  be  conducting  valuable  regional  planning  efforts  such  as  trans- 
portation and  water  resource  protection.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
COMMITTEE  TO  RESTORE  THE  RESERVOIR 

The  Citizen's  to  Restore  The  Reservoir  would  like  to  submit  their 
1974  Progress  Report. 

In  January  at  a  special  town  meeting  the  Committee  presented  an 
article  to  authorize  the  Commonwealth  to  purchase  or  take  by  eminent 
domain  the  Norton  Reservoir.  The  article  was  approved  by  the  Town 
which  started  the  ball  rolling  for  State  participation  in  the  dilemma 
of  the  Reservoir. 

In  February  a  letter  was  sent  to  Rep.  John  Ames  by  Peter  Nieuw- 
koop  asking  for  his  cooperation  in  helping  us  research  the  possibility 
of  the  D.P.W.  using  gravel  from  the  Reservoir  bed  to  be  used  for  the 
construction  of  Rte.  495  extension,  plus  improving  the  Reservoir. 

In  March,  Mr.  Smith,  the  Town  Clerk,  sent  a  letter  to  Senator  Quin- 
lan  verifying  the  Town's  approval  of  state  acquisition  of  the  Reservoir. 
In  turn  Senator  Quinlan  was  to  start  formulating  legislation  for  State 
acquisition. 

In  April  we  received  a  communication  from  Bruce  Campbell,  Com- 
missioner of  the  D.P.W.  in  regards  to  their  interest  in  using  the  gravel 
from  the  Reservoir  for  the  construction  of  Route  495. 

During  the  next  several  months  our  committee  attempted  to  get 
the  State  to  agree  to  dredge  the  Reservoir  and  to  use  this  fill  for  the 
planned  construction  of  Route  495. 

In  September  and  October  test  boring  was  done  by  the  D.P.W.  to 
research  the  quality  of  gravel  in  the  Reservoir. 

In  November  the  report  of  the  test  boring  was  received  with  un- 
favorable results.  The  material  was  not  of  the  proper  grade  needed  for 
road  construction.  This  was  a  great  disappointment  for  all  concerned. 

In  December  Committee  members  Barrett  Smith,  Paul  and  Estelle 
George,  and  Peter  Nieuwkoop  met  with  Rep.  John  Ames  at  his  request 
at  his  home  in  Easton  to  discuss  the  results  of  the  test  borings  and  to 
see  what  our  (the  Comimittee  and  the  State's)  next  steps  could  be  We 
all  decided  that  legislation  should  be  filed  to  repeal  of  the  water  rights 
granted  to  Dighton  Industries  under  the  Mill  Act. 

Rep.  Ames  has  filed  legislation  regarding  the  repeal  and  has  been 
meeting  with  the  Board  of  Directors  Industries  in  an  effort  to  obtain 
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cooperation  between  the  Town  and  Dighton  Industries  to  mutually  clean 
up  the  Reservoir. 

We  are  still  optimistic  that  this  will  be  accomplished  especially 
since  our  new  State  Representative  has  been  very  helpful  in  assisting 
us  on  this  project. 

Hopefully  this  year  will  bring  some  definite  results  to  solving  the 
Committee's  problems  concerning  the  Norton  Reservoir.  We  are  still 
working  hard  on  this  project.

REPORT  OF  THE 
NORTON  fflSTORIC  DISTRICT  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

During  the  year  1974  the  Historic  District  Study  Committee  has  been 
preparing  the  Preliminary  Report  that  it  will  present  to  the  Planning 
Board  on  January  21,  1975.  It  has  determined  the  boundaries  of  the 
proposed  Historic  District  stretching  roughly  from  the  Historical  Society 
school  house  on  West  Main  Street  to  the  Trinitarian  Congregational 
Church  on  East  Main  Street.  It  has  interviewed  informally  the  owners 
of  all  property  proposed  to  be  included;  has  taken  the  necessary  photo- 
graphs of  the  area;  has  prepared  a  map  of  the  proposed  District;  and 
has  written  descriptions  of  the  architectural  and  historical  values  of 
every  building  to  be  included. 

After  presenting  its  preliminary  report  to  the  Planning  Board,  the 
Committee  will  hold  a  formal  public  hearing  at  which  all  interested 
persons  can  express  their  views.  Thereafter  it  will  prepare  a  Final  Re- 
port, including  a  proposed  Historic  District  Bylaw,  for  submission  to 
the  Selectmen  with  the  request  that  they  place  the  proposed  Bylaw  on 
the  warrant  for  the  annual  town  meeting. 

We  hope  that  the  people  of  Norton  will  vote  to  accept  the  Bylaw 
and  thus  help  preserve  for  the  future  the  lovely  and  historic  heart  of 
the  town.

The  Fire  Department  answered  over  1700  calls  in  1974.  This  was  an 
increase  of  only  3%  from  1973,  and  it  was  the  smallest  increase  in  the 
past  four  years.  We  relate  this  to  the  increased  emphasis  which  we  have 
put  into  our  Fire  Prevention  program.  We  feel  Fire  Prevention  work  is 
finally  beginning  to  show  in  our  Fire  Records. 


The  largest  percentage  of  our  building  fires  as  well  as  80%  of  our 
automobile  fires,  can  be  attributed  to  arson.  These  fires  are  investigated 
by  our  own  Fire  and  Police  Departments,  since  the  Fire  Marshall's

Office  does  not  have  the  help  to  send  to  the  scene  of  all  the  fires  which 
occur  throughout  the  state.  Several  of  these  arson  cases  are  on  the  docket 
of  the  courts  at  this  time. 

Lieut.  Richard  Gove  is  the  Fire  Officer  in  charge  of  Fire  Inspections 
and  he  works  very  closely  with  the  Building  Inspector.  Many  of  their 
inspections  are  conducted  jointly.  The  Fire  Department  inspects  all  public 
buildings,  mercantile  and  manufacturing  establishments,  schools,  rest 
homes,  and  any  other  buildings  that  come  under  our  jurisdiction  of 
Chapter  148  of  the  General  Laws.  Many  of  these  buildings  require  addi- 
tional inspections,  some  as  much  as  four  times  a  year. 

These  Inspections  serve  a  dual  purpose.  They  enforce  laws  and  elimi- 
nate fire  hazards;  they  also  provide  vital  information  that  could  be 
crucial  in  the  event  of  an  actual  fire  in  the  building.  We  maintain  records 
of  all  inspections,  including  diagrams  of  buildings  and  other  information 
necessary  for  efficient  and  effective  fire  fighting. 

Fire  Prevention  work  is  further  carried  out  by  very  active  participa- 
tion in  Fire  Prevention  Week.  We  conduct  a  series  of  slides  and  talks  on 
proper  steps  of  fire  prevention  to  schools,  clubs,  and  other  organizations. 
Much  written  material  in  the  form  of  pamphlets  and  coloring  books  are 
also  distributed  to  the  school  children. 

The  Fire  Department  also  participated  in  Operation  Red  Ball,  a 
program  which  was  initiated  by  the  Norton  Jay  Gees. 

Emergency  Medical  Service 

This  is  an  area  that  is  expanding  very  rapidly.  Recently  laws  have 
been  passed  on  both  the  State  and  Federal  level  that  regulate  both  the 
type  of  vehicle  and  the  kind  and  amount  of  training  the  men  using  this 
vehicle  must  have.  Previously  an  ambulance  attendant  need  only  be 
certified  on  the  elementary  First  Aid  level.  The  plumber  who  fixed  your 
toilet  had  much  more  training  than  the  man  who  was  expected,  in  many 
instances,  to  save  lives.  In  my  opinion,  laws  requiring  much  higher  levels 
of  medical  training  were  a  long  time  coming. 

Because  of  the  new  ambulance  now  in  service,  Norton  does  not  have 
to  worry  about  the  stringent  laws  regarding  emergency  vehicles.  How- 
ever, to  qualify  under  the  manpower  specifications  of  the  Federal  law, 
we  are  going  to  have  to  hire  additional  personnel.  This  vv^ill  enable  us  to 
comply  with  the  1977  deadline  in  the  manpower  area.  We  hope  to  be 
allotted  funds  to  hire  a  man  in  July  of  75  and  January  of  76.  The  goal 
ultimately  is  to  have  9  men  assigned  to  the  Emergency  Medical  Service. 
These  men  will  be  Emergency  Medical  Technicians. 
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By  1977  all  of  our  Emergency  Medical  Personnel  will  have  to  have 
the  minimum  81  hours  of  training.  In  the  very  near  future  a  total  cf  250 
hours  wiU  be  required  for  our  Emergency  Medical  Service.  This  course 
will  pertain  to  drug  therapy,  intubation,  defribulation,  intravenous,  plus 
telementary  equipment  such  as  E.K.G.,  etc.,  the  direct  line  between  the 
ambulance  personnel  and  the  emergency  room  staff  where  vital  informa- 
tion will  be  radioed  back  and  forth.  The  information  from  a  patient  will 
be  read  at  the  hospital  while  the  patient  is  still  at  the  scene  of  the  acci- 
dent. These  guidelines  governing  the  training  of  EMT  men  v/ill  be  very 
rigorous,  and  these  men  will  have  to  be  of  a  very  high  caliber.  Basically 
speaking,  the  word  for  these  men  will  be  para-medics.  Federal  Law  will 
require  two  of  these  men  to  be  on  duty  at  all  times.  This  means  that  we 
will  have  to  have  nine  of  these  men  on  the  force  of  the  Norton  Fire 
Department. 

Fire  Suppression 

During  1974  Firefighters  continued  their  training  under  the  direction 
of  Training  Officers  Capt.  Ronald  Benaski  and  Lieut.  Alan  Bliss.  Again 
we  were  hampered  by  the  lack  of  a  training  site.  Hopefully  this  will  be 
remedied  soon,  since  we  would  like  to  acquire  a  piece  of  the  land  at  the 
Paul  A.  Dever  School.  On  this  site  we  would  have  oil  pits,  (for  simulated 
fires),  a  smoke  house,  a  ladder  tower,  and  a  water  system  to  do  hose  and 
pumper  evolutions,  among  other  things. 

We  realize  completing  this  set-up  would  take  time,  but  we  feel  it 
would  eventually  be  advantageous  to  have  this  since  we  could  then  train 
men  on  a  more  regular  basis.  As  it  is,  now  we  have  to  wait  for  a  suitable 
building  to  be  donated.  In  1974  we  had  one  such  building.  Therefore  we 
hosted  the  Bristol  County  Fire  Departments  for  a  two  day  seminar  in 
October.  We  burned  a  pair  of  barns  on  East  Main  Street  that  Route  495 
was  taking. 

There  were  several  different  kinds  of  fire  situations  involved.  The 
men  had  to  utilize  all  of  their  equipment  such  as  Scott  Air  Packs,  ladders, 
aerial  equipment,  all  types  of  nozzles,  resuscitators,  power  saws  and 
other  forcible  entry  tools.  The  following  week-end  other  Norton  Fire 
Fighters  went  through  the  same  course  by  themselves  culminating  in  the 
complete  burning  of  the  barns.  Since  conditions  at  both  these  drills  exactly 
simulated  several  types  of  fires  and  situations  the  men  received  invaluable 
training,  in  a  controlled  situation. 

New  legislation  will  make  it  mandatory  that  all  new  recruits  attend  a 
fire  academy.  We  feel  that  this  type  of  legislation  is  advantageous  to  the 
public  as  it  will  train  the  fire  fighter  in  the  basic  forms  of  fire  fighting 
using  many  facilities  to  which  we  do  not  have  access. 
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We  also  maintain  our  monthly  drills  at  the  different  stations  and  keep 
the  men  abreast  of  any  new  developments  that  may  come  to  our  attention. 

Fire  Alarm  Division 

The  Fire  Alarm  Division  under  the  direction  of  Supt.  Charles  Thomae 
has  been  very  active  this  year.  The  Fire  Department  maintains  75  fire 
alarm  boxes  and  over  27  miles  of  fire  alarm  cable.  In  1974  we  removed 
and  replaced  antiquated  rural  cable  in  the  Barrowsville  and  Winnecunnet 
sections.  Also,  we  replaced  cable  on  the  following  streets:  Freeman 
Street,  Taunton  Avenue,  Elm  Street,  Pine  Street,  Eisenhower  Avenue, 
East  Main  Street,  South  Worcester  Street,  and  Miller  Terrace.  They  also 
installed  five  new  Fire  Alarm  boxes.  We  were  called  out  several  times 
for  damage  which  was  done  to  the  system  during  severe  electrical  storms. 
Automobile  accidents  accounted  for  over  a  dozen  calls  this  past  year. 
The  total  man  hours  that  was  used  during  the  year  were  748  :  452  were  for 
construction  work,  221  were  for  maintenance  of  the  system,  and  75  hours 
were  spent  on  emergency  repairs. 

We  are  requesting  $6,000.00  this  year  to  refurbish  the  present  1964 
Dodge  Fire  Alarm  truck  which  we  purchased  second-hand  from  the  power 
company.  This  will  include  a  new  chassis  and  the  complete  overhaul  of 
the  hydraulic  system.  This  work  will  assure  the  department  of  a  good 
fire  alarm  truck  for  many  years. 

I  would  like  at  this  time  to  extend  our  thanks  to  the  fine  officers  and 
men  of  the  Norton  Fire  Department:  for  their  devotion,  loyalty,  and  hard 
work  which  have  helped  make  this  a  Department  of  which  to  be  very 
proud. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Police  Department,  Inspection  Department, 
Water  Department  and  Highway  Department  for  their  fine  help  through- 
out the  year.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Attleboro,  Mansfield,  Easton, 
and  Rehoboth  Fire  Departments  for  their  fine  co-operation  under  our 
Mutual  Aid  Agreement  when  they  responded  in  our  time  of  need.

FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 

The  Town  of  Norton  was  again  very  fortunate  as  we  escaped  with 
only  a  few  minor  Forest  Fires.  This  is  due  largely  to  the  fact  that  the 
citizens  of  the  Town  are  very  careful  and  do  not  violate  the  State  Laws 
and  burn  whenever  they  wish. 

During  1974  we  had  21  Class  5  days  and  on  one  of  these  days,  we  had 
several  fires  caused  by  the  railroad,  but  they  were  quickly  contained.  We 
issued  over  200  permits  for  the  burning  of  brush  between  February  15 
and  March  15  and  we  did  not  find  any  serious  problems.  We  plan  to  do 
the  same  again  this  year  and  we  hope  to  continue  this  burning  again  in 
the  coming  years. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  mention  the  fact  that  in  the  coming  years, 
with  the  continued  development  of  all  this  forest  land  for  land  preserva- 
tion and  conservation  we  should  plan  on  purchasing  a  four  wheel  drive 
forest  fire  truck  to  combat  any  outbreaks  of  fire.

Other  than  an  ice  storm  on  January  11,  and  a  bad  wind  on  December 
2,  it  was  a  fairly  easy  and  open  winter  both  ends  of  the  year. 

The  ice  storm  cost  $830.00  to  clean  up.  No  figures  on  the  four  bad 
wind  storms  of  the  year,  February  1  and  23,  March  16,  and  December  2. 

Rapport  and  co-operation  between  the  Tree  and  other  Departments 
throughout  the  year.  And  I  wish  to  thank  Supt.  Carl  Jacobs  and  the  High- 
way Department  for  help  in  emergencies. 

Zumalt's  Tree  Service,  Tiemey  Tree  Service,  and  Hixon  Tree  Co. 
were  hired  again  this  year  to  get  the  work  done. 

The  Telephone  and  Light  Companies  did  a  lot  of  topping  and  cutting 
for  the  Town,  mostly  Joint  Operation,  besides  doing  their  own  line  clear- 
ing. And  we  helped  them  at  an  emergency  on  Sawmill  Curve. 

The  "new"  Town  Tree  Truck  was  used  whenever  possible,  (43,562 
miles  on  it  now,  and  another  rear  end),  and  the  Brush  Chipper  was  used 
throughout  the  year  and  the  chips  added  to  the  Highway  stockpile. 

JANUARY  AND  FEBRUARY  GASOLINE  CRUCHI  Remember?? 

Two  Tree  Hearings  held: 

One  at  East  Hodges  and  Dean  Streets  for  Highway  drainage  work. 

Another  at  East  Main  Street  for  a  house  move  operation.  The  house 
was  moved  and  the  owner  paid  the  tree  costs,  widening  and  lifting. 

Pruning  of  trees  done  at  Town  Hall  and  the  Common.  Also  feed  and 
mulch  and  water  applied  at  three  other  locations. 

Mockingbirds  were  found  nesting  in  Town,  and  right  at  the  Common, 
too.  They  eat  a  lot  of  bugs. 

Little  spruce  (planted  by  school  kids  in  72)  released  from  tall  grass. 
46  stumps  chipped  out  and  loamed  over. 

The  south-east  side  of  East  Main  Street  was  lifted  and  cut  back,  from 
Leonard  Street  to  the  Easton  line. 

We  MASHED  and  replaced  a  mailbox  while  taking  off  a  big  limb. 
The  limb  was  supposed  to  ZIG,  but  it  ZAGGED. 
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Your  Tree  Warden  attended  six  County  and  State  tree  warden  meet- 
ings. I  keep  learning  things;  it  ain't  all  goofing  off  time.

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INSECT  PEST  CONTROL  REPORT 

This  report  lists  the  Pest  activity  in  the  chronological  order  of  their 
emergence. 

SNOW  FLEAS: 

1  complaint.  Advised. 

TENT  CATERPILLAR: 

33  complaints  checked.  Advised.  No  spray  to  private  trees.  I  aerosol 
bombed  trees  (mostly  Flowering  Crabs)  and  shrubs  (Cotoneaster,  etc.) 
at  schools,  cemeteries,  etc.  While  he  was  hydroUc  spraying  Elms,  I  had 
Tierney  Tree  Service  apply  about  400  gallons  of  Methovychlor  to  Tents, 
on  a  couple  of  windy  afternoons  when  he  could  not  reach  the  tops  of  elm 
trees. 

At  Town  Meeting  and  on  request,  I  will  demonstrate  the  clipping  of 
Tent  Caterpillar  egg  masses. 
ELM  BARK  BEETLE: 

No  complaints.  The  beetles  carry  Dutch  Elm  Disease  to  healthy  elm 
trees.  Spraying  is  becoming  more  difficult  each  year,  as  I  wrote  in  the 
72  report.  But  I  guess  I'll  have  to  keep  trying. 

About  1,800  gallons  of  hydrolic  Methoxychlor  applied. 

ANTHRACNOSE:  (Fungus) 

2  complaints.  Advised. 

CYTOSPORA:  (Fungus) 

1  complaint.  Advised.  Private  tree.  All  these  years  I  have  ignored 
the  fungus  diseases.  But  some  trees  are  beginning  to  show  weakness. 

GYPSY  MOTH: 

11  complaints  were  spot  sprayed  with  85  gallons  of  Sevin  in  water. 
Done  with  the  Hixon  Tree  Co.  mist-blower. 

An  aerial  (helicopter)  spray  was  applied  to  Gyps  in  two  areas.  One 
in  the  extreme  western  corner  of  Town,  and  the  other  on  the  southwest 
side. 

A  survey  by  a  Mass.  I.P.C.  crew  had  shown  300  to  2,000  egg  masses 
per  acre  in  those  areas,  and  0  to  300  masses  in  other  parts  of  Town. 

After  many  meetings  with  the  State  and  other  Towns  in  this  area, 
and  after  I  did  my  homework,  like  checking  honey  bee  keepers,  horses, 
cows,  hay,  gardens.  Town  Meetings,  advertising,  etc.,  a  contract  was  let 
to  the  low  bidder  for  the  spray  job. 
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At  $2.79  per  acre,  Bay  Colony  Helicopters,  Inc.,  of  Plymouth,  Mass., 
covered  560  acres  with  140  gallons  of  Sevin  4  -  oil,  and  1  qt.  Ultra  Low 
Volume  material  per  acre.  Total  cost  $1,562.40. 

The  acreage  consisted  of  a  300  ft.  wide  strip  each  side  of  the  desig- 
nated roads.  Weather  conditions  were  fair  and  not  too  windy,  and  we 
figure  the  spray  was  90%  effective.  Caterpillars  were  dropping  for  a 
week. 

JAPANESE  BEETLE: 
7  complaints.  Advsied. 

POISON  IVY: 

4  complaints.  400  gallons  of  Amino  Triazole  applied  to  roadsides. 

ANTS  IN  TREES: 

4  complaints.  The  base  of  the  trees  dusted  with  Chlordane. 

APHIDS: 

2  complaints.  Advised. 

TICKS: 

1  complaint.  Advised. 

SPINEY  ELM  CATERPILLAR:  (Adult  is  the  Mourning  Doak  Butterfly) 
1  complaint.  Found  on  Willow  and  hit  with  the  Gypsy  Spot  Spray. 
Unusually  HEAVY  infestation  in  elms.  Found  all  over  Town. 

SPIDERS: 

1  complaint.  Identified. 

EARWIGS: 

1  complaint.  Advised. 

WILLOW  LEAF  BEETLE: 

2  complaints.  Advised. 

FIRE  BLIGHT  in  CHERRY-BIRCH: 

No  complaint,  but  found  in  two  spots  in  Town.  Identified  by  Prof. 
Clif  Chater  of  the  Waltham  Field  Station. 

There  are  acres  of  this  Ulight  in  Holbrook. 

HORNETS: 

14  complaints.  Where  I  could  find  the  nests  I  aerosol  bombed  them. 

BUGS:  ?? 

2  complaints.  I  found  nothing. 
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FALL  WEBWORM: 

No  complaints  yet,  but  there  will  be. 

Although  we  cut  a  truckload  of  the  nests  and  buried  them  in  the  Dump 
this  year,  we  didn't  get  half  of  the  little  critters. 

I'll  have  to  figure  on  a  spray  job  pretty  soon. 

I  helped  the  Cemetery  Crew  spray  150  gallons  of  2-4-DP  Brush  Killer 
on  Cemetery  brush. 

1974  brought  us  eyeball  to  eyeball  with  the  Gypsy  Moth.  (Pest 
Report  '73.) 

At  Special  Town  Meeting  on  April  16,  '74,  $1,170.04  was  transferred 
from  unexpendable  Tree,  Pest,  and  Elm  salary  to  the  Pest  Supplies 
account.  This  made  enough  extra  to  do  the  Gypsy  Moth  sprays  detailed 
above. 

The  Gyp  Egg  Count  made  by  the  Mass.  I.P.C.  crew  this  year  shows 
an  improved  condition.  The  eggs  don't  look  so  healthy,  and  not  as  many 
of  them. 

Which  is  good,  because  I  don't  have  money  enough  to  do  an  aerial 
spray.  A  little  Spot  Spraying  should  suffice. 

The  old  Mist-blower  motor  was  kept  loose  and  winterized.  We  may 
use  this  Old  rig  again  some  day. 

Half  barrels  of  spray  material  stored  in  the  Barrowsville  Fire  Barn. 
Thanks  to  the  Fire  Department.

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DUTCH  ELM  DISEASE  REPORT 

Benlate  was  hydraulically  fed  to  the  roots  of  10  Elm  trees  this  year. 

A  solution  of  1  lb.  Benlate  plus  5  lb.  Rapid-grow  in  100  gallons  of 
water  was  pumped  into  the  ground  at  the  roots  of  each  of  the  10  trees. 

One  of  the  trees  was  the  Elm  on  Bay  Road  that  received  Benlate 
foliar  spray  in  1973.  It  had  disease  in  it,  but  it  leafed  out  this  year  with 
small,  stunted  leaves.  The  additional  Benlate  didn't  keep  it  alive  and  we 
had  to  remove  it. 

Benlate  SLOWS  DOWN  the  Mlling  action  of  DISEASE  IN  THE  TREE. 

This  confirms  the  reports  we  get  from  testing  agencies. 

5  amputations  were  made  on  Elms.  We  cut  the  wilted  branches  out, 
quick  and  hard. 

31  diseased  trees  removed  to  the  dump. 

43  samples  were  sent  to  the  Shade  Tree  Laboratories  in  Amherst  for 
culturing,  and  the  report  shows  that  all  43  trees  are  sterile. 

I  question  the  finding  on  at  least  6  of  these  trees,  however,  and  will 
keep  close  check  on  the  trees. 

The  29th  Annual  Dutch  Elm  Disease  Conference  was  attended  at 
Waltham. 

A  further  grant  of  $643.33  for  D.E.D.  work  was  received  from  Bristol 
County  in  November,  74. 1  figure  to  hold  this  money  for  work  in  fiscal  '76. 

As  of  December  31,  '74,  we  have  1  diseased  tree  standing,  and  3  stoney 
dead  quick  die  trees.  All  4  will  be  removed  on  frozen  ground.

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BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT  REPORT 

On  June  30,  1975,  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  will 
complete  sixteen  years  of  service  to  the  Town  of  Norton  and  eighteen 
other  communities  in  the  county. 

The  Town  of  Dartmouth  has  recently  rejoined  and  the  Project  now 
services  the  entire  county. 

The  Project  experienced  one  of  the  driest  seasons  ever  and  the  calls 
for  service  were  light  enough  to  allow  for  the  larviciding  of  areas  that 
contained  water  throughout  the  summer. 

A  human  case  of  equine  encephalitis  was  confirmed  in  the  city  of 
Taunton.  This  was  the  only  incident  in  the  county. 

This  was  reason  enough  for  the  Department  of  Public  Health  to  aerial 
spray  a  few  communities  in  the  northeastern  section  of  the  county. 

In  March  our  larvicide  program  got  underway  and  98  acres  were 
treated  before  our  mist  blowers  were  mounted  on  the  first  of  May. 
The  spraying  season  terminated  on  September  13,  1974. 

With  the  spraying  season  over,  the  mist  blowers  were  removed  and 
all  crews  turned  to  our  brook  and  ditch  maintenance  program.  This 
resulted  in  the  removal  of  2,570  feet  of  debris  and  obstructions  from 
existing  brooks  and  ditches.  2,910  feet  of  brush  was  also  removed  to  allow 
proper  drainage  and  to  aid  in  preventing  unnecessary  flooding.  Our 
tractor  was  used  in  reclaiming  1,500  feet  of  ditch  in  areas  where  hand 
work  was  not  feasible. 

AU  personnel  are  licensed  for  the  application  of  pesticides  by  the 
Commonwealth  and  in  1975  will  be  licensed  by  the  Federal  government. 

This  Project  uses  only  pesticides  approved  by  the  State  Pesticide 
Board. 

We  want  to  thank  the  residents  of  Norton  for  their  continued  co- 
operation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  PLANNING  BOARD 

One  of  the  basic  reasons  for  the  existence  of  a  planning  board  is  to 
ensure  the  controlled  and  orderly  growth  of  its  respective  community. 
The  more  professional,  dedicated  and  productive  the  planning  board, 
the  greater  the  assurance  that  the  type  of  growth  experienced  by  the 
town  will  be  desirable. 

The  Norton  Planning  Board  has  taken  several  steps  this  year  to 
ensure  that  it  can  provide  its  community  with  rational  spatial  organiza- 
tion and  long  range  planning  that  will  meet  community  needs.  Although 
zoning  certainly  cannot  solve  all  planning  problems,  its  unbiased  and  firm 
enforcement  is  definitely  part  of  the  planning  process.  The  Norton  Plan- 
j  ning  Board  has  firmly  enforced  both  the  Norton  Town  Zoning  By-Laws 
and  the  Rules  and  Regulations  Governing  the  Sub-Division  of  Land  in 
Norton  during  the  past  year. 

The  Norton  Planning  Board,  in  order  to  meet  the  increasing  demands 
of  planning  within  Norton,  appointed  a  full-time  planner,  Mr.  Daniel  E. 
Martin,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Mass.,  Amherst,  August  20,  1974. 
His  job  has  included  preparation  for  the  development  of  a  Town  Master 
Plan,  dissemination  of  information  to  the  public,  on-site  inspections  of 
sub-divisions  with  the  Planning  Board  chairman,  Mr.  C.  P.  Rich,  Jr., 
the  Town  Engineer,  Mr.  John  Vance,  and  Conservation  Commissioner 
Leo  Yelle.  Meeting  with  Town  Counsel,  Robert  Kalis,  to  obtain  informa- 
tion regarding  the  Statutes  and  By-Laws  governing  planning  in  Norton 
and  conveying  this  and  other  information  to  the  Planning  Board  are  also 
included  in  Mr.  Martin's  duties.  Mr.  Martin  also  represents  the  Planning 
Board  at  meetings  when  so  directed  and  is  responsible  for  the  operation 
of  the  Norton  Planning  Board  Office  at  62  East  Mam  Street. 

j  The  Planning  Board  has  interviewed  a  number  of  master  planning 
consultants  and  will  continue  this  process  until  a  selection  has  been 

j  made.  The  Planning  Board  is  required  by  State  Statute  41  section  81 -D 
to  develop  a  master  plan  for  the  Town.  Members  of  the  Board  are  anxious 
to  get  on  with  this  task.  Both  the  Department  of  Community  Affairs  and 
the  South  Eastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development 
Division  have  been  contacted  by  the  planning  office  in  search  of  ways  to 
keep  the  price  of  the  development  of  the  Norton  Master  Plan  modest  and 
reasonable. 

'  This  office  is  also  seeking  information  concerning  government  pro- 
grams through  such  agencies  as  HUD  and  BOR  that  the  town  may  qualify 
for  when  it  has  a  Master  Plan.  Block  grants  for  community  development, 

j  public  works,  and  open  space  are  available  to  towns  that  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  need  and  necessary  planning  preparation. 
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The  Planning  Board  has  commenced  its  1975  work  with  a  review  of 
the  Paul  A.  Dever  School  grounds  in  Norton.  The  Planning  Board  is  in- 
vestigating possible  uses  of  this  land  should  the  town  acquire  it.  A 
multiple  use  plan  was  developed  with  consideration  of  environmental 
factors,  transportation,  and  population  density  as  weU  as  the  needs  of 
various  town  departments  including  cemetery,  the  industrial  development 
commission,  Board  of  Selectmen,  Conservation  commission,  recreation 
commission  and  the  regional  need  of  a  sewage  treatment  plant  were  all 
given  consideration. 

Representative  Ames  has  initiated  the  necessary  legislation  for  the 
acquisition  of  the  land.  The  Planning  Board  will  continue  to  revise  its 
concept  plan  for  the  Dever  property  until  all  possible  needs  of  the  town 
are  met.  The  Planning  Board  agenda  for  1975  includes  meetings  with 
representatives  of  the  City  of  Taunton  to  discuss  aspects  of  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Dever  property  that  affect  both  towns. 

The  Norton  Planning  Board  will  also  meet  with  the  historic  district 
study  committee  to  review  other  proposed  plans  for  the  establishment 
of  a  historic  district  in  Norton.  The  Norton  Planning  Board  will  give  this 
proposal  serious  consideration.  Further,  the  Norton  Planning  Board  will 
investigate  the  possible  impacts  of  highway  development  in  the  Norton 
area  and  will  make  its  opinions  on  this  matter  known  at  the  state  level. 
The  Planning  Board  will  aid  in  the  layout  of  facilities  in  the  basement 
of  the  town  hall  when  the  Norton  Police  Department  moves  to  its  new 
headquarters.  The  board  will  attempt  to  develop  a  plan  for  allocation  of 
office  space  that  best  meets  the  needs  of  those  departments  concerned. 

The  Norton  Planning  Board  is  considering  membership  in  the 
Massachusetts  Federation  of  Planning  Boards.  The  advantages  derived 
from  contact  with  other  planners  in  other  communities  will  be  given 
serious  consideration.

Many  streets  had  a  surface  treatment  of  asphalt  with  sand  or  stone. 

Vandalism  to  signs  in  town  continued  to  be  a  problem.

REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 

The  Council  on  Aging  which  has  functioned  as  a  Town  board  since 
March  1973,  is  alive  and  well.  Meetings  are  held  on  the  third  Monday 
of  each  month  at  the  Trinitarian  Church,  at  7:00  P.M.  At  present,  we 
have  nine  active  members  who  at  the  present  time  are  working  very 
diligently  to  help  the  senior  citizens,  and  make  them  aware  of  new 
benefits  which  may  be  due  them,  such  SSI,  Food  Stamps,  and  other 
related  items. 

Our  Drop-in  Center  is  functioning  very  well  imder  the  capable  direc- 
tion of  John  and  Suzanne  Dirks.  The  Center  is  located  at  the  Unitarian 
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Church  vestry,  corner  of  West  Main  Street  and  Taunton  Avenue.  Hours 
are  from  10:00  A.M.  to  4:00  P.M.  on  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday. 
The  functions  are  many  and  varied,  to  touch  on  a  few,  there  are  Arts 
and  Crafts  classes,  whist  and  beano  parties,  and  each  and  every  month, 
a  birthday  is  held  for  seniors  having  birthdays  that  particular  month. 
The  newest  program  which  has  just  been  established  is  project  'Reach 
Out'  which  consist  of  calling  people  who  live  alone  to  see  if  we  can 
be  of  any  help  and  assistance  to  them.  The  total  attendance  at  the  Drop-in 
Center  for  the  year  1974  was  well  over  4,500  persons. 

The  Council  feels  that  transportation  is  still  the  biggest  problem  that 
we  have  to  solve.  Currently,  request  for  transportation  have  been 
handled  by  the  volunteer  method  which  many  times  has  not  proven  suc- 
cessful. It  is  hoped  that  we  can  solve  the  problem  to  the  advantage  of 
the  senior  citizen  during  1975. 

The  Hot  Lunch  Program  is  very  well  attended,  and  is  served  daily 
except  for  holidays  and  school  vacation  at  the  Norton  High  School  Cafe- 
teria, and  the  cost  is  small. 

A  Newsletter  is  published  every  month  to  inform  the  seniors  as  to 
the  activities  which  will  take  place  during  the  coming  month. 

The  merchants  in  Town  have  been  very  cooperative  with  us  in  grant- 
ing discounts  to  seniors  who  have  an  identification  card.  The  card  can 
be  secured  at  the  Drop-in  Center  if  you  do  not  have  one. 

It  is  our  hope  that  1975  will  be  productive  for  the  Coimcil  as  well 
as  for  the  Senior  Citizen  of  the  Town  of  Norton.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

The  Water  Department  and  the  Town  of  Norton  has  suffered  a  great 
loss  in  the  death  on  November  28,  1974  of  our  assistant  water  superin- 
tendent, Wallace  S.  Casey.  Mr.  Casey  faithfully  served  the  Town  for 
forty-six  years. 

It  was  necessary  to  put  a  ban  on  water  consumption  during  the  sum- 
mer months,  mainly  because  of  inadequate  storage  facilities.  Serious 
considerations  will  have  to  be  given  in  the  coming  year  towards  increas- 
ing our  water  storage  facilities. 

The  new  well  and  pumping  station  off  Plain  Street  was  completed 
and  put  into  operation  this  past  year. 

We  have  been  extremely  fortunate  in  locating  several  sites  for 
additional  wells  which  look  very  promising. 

Our  500,000  gallon  elevated  storage  tank  on  Cottage  Street  has  been 
painted.  This  necessitated  the  cooperation  of  all  Town's  people  in  their 
usage  of  water.  The  commissioners  wish  to  thank  all  of  you  for  cooperat- 
ing with  us  on  this. 

Early  in  the  Fall  one  of  the  long  range  plans  for  tying  in  with 
Mansfield  was  fulfilled  with  the  completion  of  North  Worcester  Street 
and  Gilbert  Street. 

During  this  past  year,  we  have  been  plagued  with  numerous  major 
as  well  as  minor  breaks. 

In  December,  David  Rich,  Jr.  resigned  and  Paul  Curelop  was  ap- 
pointed to  take  his  place  on  the  Board.  We  thank  Mr.  Rich  for  his  ser- 
vice.

Ceremony  for  "Woodland  Meadows",  120  West  Main  Street,  Norton's 
first  "Housing  for  the  Elderly"  project.  It  is  with  great  pride  that  the 
Authority  takes  in  announcing  that  we  have  recently  received  approval 
for  the  construction  of  100  additional  units  of  elderly  housing  at  "Wood- 
land Meadows",  and  approval  for  the  acquisition  of  12  units  of  housing 
under  Chapter  705,  (low -income  housing). 

The  Authority's  overall  plan,  that  it  hopes  to  fulfill  by  1977,  is  to 
construct  210  units  of  elderly  housing,  acquire  75  units  under  Chapter  705, 
and  25  units  under  Chapter  707,  (rental  assistance),  for  a  total  of  310 
units  of  public  housing  for  the  town  of  Norton. 

In  May,  1974,  Mr.  Kenneth  MacLeod  was  re-elected  to  the  Authority 
for  a  new  five  year  term. 

On  October  28,  1974,  the  Norton  Housing  Authority  appointed  Mr. 
Wayne  R.  Lincoln  as  Executive  Director  of  Housing.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ZONING  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 

The  Norton  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  has  experienced  an  increase  in 
its  work  load  with  the  acceptance  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  by  the  people  of 
Norton.  We  have  held  28  hearings  this  year,  22  of  them  since  the  By-Law 
passing.  Two  applications  were  withdrawn  without  prejudice,  two  were 
denied  and  24  were  granted.  Additional  secretarial  services  were  obtained 
and  we  now  share  an  office  with  the  Town  Accountant  and  the  Board  of 
Registrars. 

Some  differences  of  opinion  as  to  the  interpretation  of  certain  sections 
of  the  By-Law  have  been  experiencd,  but  we  feel  that  with  the  advice  of 
Town  Counsel  and  S.E.R.P.E.D.  advisor  these  difficulties  can  be  resolved 
in  the  best  interest  of  the  townspeople. 

We  have  received  and  returned  to  the  Town  $500.00  in  hearing  fees 
which  help  to  defray  the  cost  of  our  operation.

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REPORT  OF 

CIVIUAN  DEFENSE  /  EMERGENCY  PREPAREDNESS 

The  Emergency  Operations  Center  staff  met  on  October  15  to  parti- 
cipate in  an  MCDA  Area  II  test  exercise  "Beaufort  74".  Those  present 
were  Police,  Sgt.  Dunlap;  Fire,  Lt.  Gove;  Water,  Supt.  Robinson;  Ad- 
ministrative Services,  Mrs.  Wickersham;  Communications,  Radio  Officer 
Huntress;  Refugee  Services,  Mr.  Charette;  Public  Utilities  Coordinator, 
Mr.  Dirks;  Disaster  Counselling,  Mrs.  McCuUough;  Wheaton  College 
Liasion,  Mr.  Wright  and  myself. 

The  exercise  was  a  seminar  type  and  its  purpose  was  the  'Hazard 
Analysis'  of  the  town  after  a  severe  hurricane  had  passed  through  south- 
eastern Massachusetts,  with  winds  exceeding  100  MPH. 

During  the  year  a  Damage  Assessment  team  was  established.  Their 
participation  is  mainly  post-disaster;  in  estimating  the  needs  of  individ- 
uals and  the  cost  of  repair  and  replacement  of  facilities  to  determine 
the  impact  of  the  disaster  on  the  Town  of  Norton.  After  a  disaster  has 
struck,  a  quick,  accurate  compilation  of  the  monetary  value  of  the  dam- 
age will  speed  up  federal  monetary  assistance  to  the  town. 

A  Disaster  Counselling  team  wiU  be  set  up  from  participants  of  a 
Technique  of  Crisis  Intervention'  course  conducted  during  the  Adult 
Education  winter  term. 

Once  the  first  surge  of  activity  is  over,  another  quite  different  re- 
action sets  in,  a  kind  of  overwhelming  mental  distress  that  begins  to 
plague  survivors.  A  team  trained  in  crisis  intervention  can  move  into 
a  disaster  stricken  area  for  the  sole  purpose  of  alleviating,  possibly  pre- 
venting emotional  aftershock.  Through  contact  with  local  and  area  public 
safety  departments  this  team  will  gain  experience  through  day-to-day 
minor  disasters. 

Anyone  interested  in  participating  any  phase  of  the  Emergency 
Preparedness  program  may  leave  their  name  and  phone  number  at  the 
Selectmen's  office. 

The  town  continues  to  receive  50%  reimbursement  for  departmental 
administrative  and  salary  expenses. 

Civil  preparedness  operations  occur  whenever  a  local  government 
resjponds  to  any  extraordinary  emergency.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Norton  Conservation  Commission  has  presently  a  full  compli- 
ment of  members.  Seven  in  number.  We  were  pleased  to  welcome  Mr. 
Lewis  S.  Rubin  to  the  Commission  and  Mr.  Charles  Gaides  was  re-ap- 
pointed to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  Steve  Gallagher.  These  gentle- 
men give  the  Commission  a  vast  knowledge  of  Earth  Science,  Environ- 
mental expertise,  and  Law  and  Real  Estate  experience  to  give  the  Com- 
mission a  well-rounded  group  of  members.  We  are  happy  to  welcome 
them. 

The  final  application  for  reimbursement  from  the  DNR  Self  Help 
Plan  has  been  made  and  the  sum  of  $60,000.00  should  soon  be  sent  to 
the  Town  as  V2  of  the  cost  of  the  purchase  of  90  acres  in  the  Great  Woods 
from  Victory  Realty. 

In  the  past  year  the  Rose  Farm  Property  controlled  by  the  Commis- 
sion has  been  surveyed  and  permanent  bounds  placed.  The  use  of  part 
of  this  property  has  been  granted  to  the  Recreation  Commission  as  a 
Little  League  Ball  Field. 

Several  Meetings  with  the  Planning  Board  have  taken  place  and 
Joint  Meetings  with  the  Conservation  Commission,  Planning  Board, 
Recreation  Commission,  Selectmen,  Cemetery  Commission  have  been 
held,  primarily  to  discuss  and  formulate  plans  for  the  acquisition  of 
Paul  Dever  Land  which  lies  in  Norton,  This  comprises  approximately 
309  acres.  The  Town  Planner,  Mr.  Dan  Martin,  has  drawn  plans  with 
overlays  showing  the  various  allocations  to  Town  Agencies  should  this 
acquisition  take  place.  Mr.  John  Ames,  our  Representative,  has  been 
very  helpful  in  this  matter  and  a  fine  sense  of  cooperation  has  prevailed 
at  these  meetings. 

The  Environmental  Impact  Report  concerning  proposed  Route  #495- 
#25  in  Norton  and  adjacent  towns  was  received  and  many  reasons  for 
concern  were  noted  regarding  Salt  Pollution  especially  in  the  Canoe 
River  Basin  well  sites.  Also  the  destruction  of  wild  life  habits,  channal- 
izing  of  the  Canoe  River  and  possible  lessening  of  flood  control  are 
also  matters  for  serious  consideration.  The  Commission  will  draft  a 
letter  of  protest  to  the  Dept.  of  Public  Works  concerning  these  matters. 
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Several  investigations  have  been  made  of  suspected  Hatch  Act  vio- 
lations. Some  have  been  resolved  and  others  remain  to  be  resolved. 

We  would  like  to  compliment  the  Land  Preservation  Society  for  its 
acquisition  of  property  in  the  Canoe  River  Water  shed.  This  should  help 
to  preserve  our  wells  in  this  locality. 

We  also  thank  Mr.  William  Dugan,  Executive  Secretary,  for  his  time 
and  energy  expended  in  our  cause.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  accomplished  the  following  objectives  during 
1974: 

1.  The  Board  reappointed  the  Citizens  Zoning  Committee.  This  com- 
mittee drafted  a  zoning  by-law  which  was  approved  by  the  special  town 
meeting  of  April  16,  1974,  and  was  approved  by  the  Attorney  General 
on  August  15,  1974.  The  members  of  this  committee  are  to  be  congratu- 
lated for  the  successful  completion  of  this  complex  project.  Copies  of 
this  by-law  have  been  printed  and  are  available  in  the  Building  Inspec- 
tion Department. 

2.  The  Board  combined  several  of  our  insurance  policies  and  ac- 
cepted bids  for  our  property,  liability,  workmen's  compensation  and  fire 
and  police  compensation  insurance  policies.  These  measures  resulted 
in  considerable  cost  reductions  in  this  area. 

3.  The  Board  voted  to  accept  the  retirement  of  Chief  Edward  Bartley 
who  had  served  as  Norton's  Chief  of  Police  since  September  16,  1949. 

4.  The  Board  supported  and  actively  participated  in  the  work  of 
the  Norton  Charter  Commission. 

5.  The  Board  codified  our  Town  By-Laws  which  will  be  distributed 
and  voted  on  at  the  1975  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

6.  The  Board  reappointed  the  Municipal  Buildmg  Committee.  This 
committee  employed  an  architect  who  developed  a  four-phase  construc- 
tion plan  including  a  Police  Station,  Town  Hall,  Central  Fire  Station  and 
Public  Works  garages.  This  construction  plan  provides  for  locating  all 
of  these  facilities  on  the  24-acre  site  owned  by  the  Town  at  70  East  Main 
Street.  The  Special  Town  Meeting  of  October  29,  1974,  voted  to  appropri- 
ate $270,000  by  bond  issue  to  construct  the  first  phase  of  this  project, 
which  is  the  Police  Station  and  Lock-Up.  Construction  began  on  Novem- 
ber 20,  1974,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  station  will  be  ready  for  occupancy 
in  April  of  1975. 

7.  The  Town  Accountant  recommended  that  our  accounting  system 
be  altered  so  that  our  accounts  are  broken  down  by  line-item.  This  im- 
provement will  facilitate  the  budgeting  process,  and  it  was  implemented 
on  July  1,  1974,  by  the  Town  Accountant. 
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8.  The  Board  is  working  together  with  the  Treasurer-Collector  in 
an  effort  to  improve  the  town's  present  "A"  bond  rating  so  that  the 
Town  may  receive  the  benefits  of  lower  interests  rates. 

9.  The  Board  has  requested  a  re-evaluation  of  our  present  **C" 
fire  insurance  rating.  If  we  are  successful  in  improving  this  rating,  fire 
insurance  premiums  would  be  reduced  for  all  structures  in  Norton. 

10.  The  Board  has  discussed  with  the  Assessors  the  advantages  of 
employing  a  data  processing  system  in  the  printing  of  our  tax  bills.  Data 
processing  will  allow  us  to  mail  our  tax  bills  out  earlier  and  thereby 
reduce  the  amoimt  of  money  which  the  Town  must  borrow. 

11.  The  Board  has  completed  all  required  applications  for  the  Fed- 
eral Flood  Insurance  Program  and  now  that  Norton  has  a  flood  plain 
zoning  by-law,  the  residents  of  Norton  are  permanently  eligible  for  this 
Flood  Insurance  program.  This  program  provides  for  the  sale  of  fed 
erally  subsidized  flood  insurance  policies  through  local  insurance  brokers. 

12.  The  Board  has  studied  the  advantages  of  having  our  accounts 
audited  annually  by  a  private  certified  public  accounting  firm  as  op- 
posed to  relying  on  the  Commonwealth  for  our  audits.  The  Common- 
wealth is  not  able  to  perform  audits  on  a  regular  basis  and  presently 
towns  must  wait  four  or  five  years  between  audits. 

13.  The  Board  now  requires  pre-employment  physical  examinations 
conducted  by  the  town's  physician  for  all  prospective  non-school  town 
employees.  We  have  done  this  in  an  effort  to  avoid  unnecessary  work- 
men's compensation  claims. 

14.  The  Board  has  prepared  printed  job  application  forms  and  made 
these  available  to  other  departments. 

15.  The  Board  has  compiled  the  Board  of  Health  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions. 

16.  The  Board  applied  to  the  Federal  Government  for  a  low-interest 
loan  to  finance  the  construction  of  our  new  police  station  and  lockup. 
This  application  for  a  5%  interest  loan  in  the  amount  of  $270,000  was 
approved. 

17.  The  Board  continued  to  review  all  plans  and  the  Environ- 
mental Impact  Statement  which  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works 
has  developed  relative  to  the  construction  of  Route  495.  The  Board  con- 
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tinues  to  be  very  concerned  with  the  adverse  effects  which  this  high- 
way will  have  on  our  Town  water  supply,  and  we  are  negotiating  with 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  in  an  effort  to  solve  this  problem. 

18.  The  Board  has  filed  several  bills  in  the  General  Court  for  pas- 
sage during  the  1975  session.  One  of  these  bills  would  provide  for  the  con- 
veyance of  the  308  acres  of  the  State  Dever  School  property,  which  is 
located  in  Norton,  to  the  Town  of  Norton  for  industrial  development, 
conservation,  recreational,  cemetery  and  sewage  purposes. 

The  Selectmen  were  directed  by  vote  of  the  town  meeting  to  file  a 
second  bill  which  would  remove  the  Norton  Police  Department  from  the 
protection  afforded  by  Civil  Service  law  and  rules. 

A  third  bill  would  allow  towns,  if  they  so  chose,  to  publish  their 
town  reports  on  a  fiscal  year  basis  rather  than  a  calendar  year  basis. 

Also  filed  was  a  fourth  bill  which  calls  for  the  state  to  take  the 
Norton  Reservoir  by  eminent  domain,  and  to  develop  this  area  into  a 
regional  recreation  facility. 

19.  The  Board  together  with  the  Highway  Superintendent,  Carl 
Jacobs,  developed  a  seven-year  program  to  complete  the  installation 
of  drainage  and  pavement  on  all  roads  in  the  Norton  Grove  area.  In 
accordance  with  this  plan,  the  Highway  Department  completed  the  re- 
construction of  six  roads  in  the  Norton  Grove  during  1974. 

20.  The  Board  together  with  the  Fire  Engineers  applied  to  the 
Federal  Government  for  a  grant  which,  if  approved,  will  allow  for  a 
50%  reimbursement  to  be  paid  to  the  Town  on  the  purchase  of  a  new 
$30,000  modular  ambulance. 

21.  The  Board  expanded  our  cooperative  purchasing  program  with 
the  assistance  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Maurice  Splaine.  At 
present  we  accept  bids  together  with  the  School  Department  for  heating 
oil,  paper  products,  and  insurance.  We  also  purchase  and  rent  other 
items  at  state  contract  prices  under  the  collective  purchasing  laws  of 
the  Commonwealth. 

22.  The  Board  reactivated  the  Industrial  Development  Commission 
and  the  Regional  Sewer  Study  Committee.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

A  complete  report  for  the  fiscal  year  1974-1975  is  not  yet  possible. 
No  library  report  was  included  in  the  1973  annual  town  report.  The  re- 
cently completed  report  for  the  Massachusetts  Bureau  of  Library  Ex- 
tension, on  which  the  State  Aid  Grant  to  the  Norton  Public  Library  is 
based,  is  for  the  fiscal  year  July  1973  -  June  1974.  Therefore,  this  report 
will  cover  the  highlights  of  1973  and  1974  with  a  glimpse  of  1975. 

The  Norton  Public  Library  has  continued  implementing  its  pro- 
gram of  service  to  the  community.  Budget  and  space  limitations  keep 
many  programs  on  the  to-be -hoped-for  list.  Lecture  programs,  craft 
workshops,  microfilm,  movies,  cassettes,  special  exhibits  —  all  need 

■  staff,  storage  area,  people-space  and  funding.  The  bookmobile  which 
will  add  so  much  to  the  outreach  of  the  library  services  has  total  ac- 

I  ceptance  but  the  wherewithal  is  lacking.  We  have  no  solution  to  the 
growing  parking  problem,  but  that  will  take  much  more  than  money. 

In  the  past  two  years  of  shortages  and  increased  costs  the  library 
has  curtailed  purchases  but  not  services.  In  spite  of  all  of  the  incon- 
veniences, library  hours  have  not  been  curtailed.  In  fact,  we  have  added 
service  time.  When  the  public  schools  are  in  session,  the  library  is  opened 
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at  one  o'clock  on  Wednesdays.  Unofficially,  it  is  often  possible  to  use 
the  library  between  9  and  12  a.m.  Monday  through  Thursday.  It  would 
be  wise  to  telephone  to  make  sure. 

Townspeople  have  made  more  than  the  anticipated  use  of  the  Olivetti 
Coinfax  installed  in  the  library.  Copies  on  this  self-operated  machine  cost 
ten  cents  each.  Use  of  the  copier  is  one  reason  for  the  library's  avail- 
ability on  most  mornings. 

The  library  has  two  memberships  at  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine 
Arts  which  may  be  borrowed  by  patrons.  Anyone  planning  a  trip  to  the 
Museum  may  use  these  membership  tickets  by  making  reservations  at 
the  Main  Desk. 

Many  patrons  have  donated  paperbacks  for  the  Swap  &  Share  Shelf. 
There  are  no  statistics  for  the  S&S,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  is  a 
very  popular  innovation. 

In  October  1974  circulation  of  a  new  Art  Print  Collection  began. 
Three  lithographs  donated  several  years  ago  by  Doris  Taylor  Bishop 
and  ten  prints  recently  purchased  are  the  nucleus  of  this  new  service. 
These  prints  may  be  borrowed  for  two  months  with  the  possibility  of 
buying  them:  the  lithographs  will  not  be  for  sale.  Any  local  artists  in- 
terested in  loaning  their  work  for  this  program  should  contact  the 
librarian. 

The  Children's  Room  is  one  of  the  most  active  areas  in  the  library. 
Friday  mornings  are  very  popular:  the  two  story  hours  that  day  for 
children  four  to  six  years  old  keep  the  whole  library  buzzing.  Coffee 
Time  set  up  to  coincide  with  Storytime  is  a  popular  time  for  parents 
to  chat  and  relax.  Included  in  the  summer  Storytime  is  a  program  for 
children  six  to  nine. 

Each  of  the  Norton  public  schools  having  its  own  library  made  a 
difference  in  the  circulation  of  children's  books  for  a  short  time,  but 
statistics  show  a  steady  increase  in  the  use  of  the  resources  of  the  public 
library.  We  continue  to  be  swamped  when  special  class  assignments 
are  given:  never  do  we  have  enough  material  available  for  everyone 
in  aU  subjects. 

By  the  time  this  report  is  read  borrower  registration  will  be  close 
to  5,500.  State  plans  are  almost  finalized  to  have  local  library  I.D.'s 
usuable  in  any  library  in  Massachusetts.  Are  you  registered  in  the  Nor- 
ton Public  Library? 

For  those  in  the  community  who  are  not  aware  of  the  Eastern  Massa- 
chusetts Regional  Library  System  of  which  the  Norton  Public  Library 
is  a  part,  this  is  a  state  supported  voluntary  association  of  200  public 
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libraries  in  180  cities  and  towns  in  eastern  Massachusetts.  The  system 
is  designed  to  provide  supplementary  books,  films,  records,  foreign 
language  deposits,  library  service  workshops  to  the  people  of  the  area 
through  their  public  libraries.  The  Taunton  Public  Library  is  the  central 
library  for  this  sub-region.  The  Boston  PubUc  Library  is  the  headquarters 
for  all  eight  sub-regions.  Money  to  fund  these  services  comes  from  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

In  1973  the  Norton  Public  Library  borrowed  23  films;  in  1974  97 
films  were  borrowed.  Of  391  InterLibrary  Loan  requests  in  the  two  years 
349  books  were  received.  In  1974,  1953  books  and  records  were  bor- 
rowed from  the  Taunton  Office  of  the  Regional  System.  The  staff  has 
taken  advantage  of  the  workshops  presented  by  the  specialists  from 
BPL.  EMR  is  planning  several  workshops  in  technical  processes  and 
reference  work  in  1975. 

ITie  services  of  the  Bureau  of  Library  Extension  are  available  to 
aU  libraries  whenever  requested.  The  Bureau  establishes  standards  for 
all  Massachusetts  public  libraries,  gives  advice  to  librarians  and  trustees 
upon  request,  and  determines  the  distribution  of  Federal  and  State  grants. 

The  total  circulation  for  1973  and  1974  average  approximately  2,900 
a  month.  In  January  1975  the  circulation  was  3,800.  With  the  increase 
in  circulation  the  problem  of  overdue  books  will  no  doubt  increase,  also. 
The  library  has  had  the  usual  Bring  'em  Back  Days  (no  fines)  with  far 
from  satisfactory  results.  The  cost  to  the  library  and  ultimately  to  the 
Norton  taxpayers  is  too  high. 

All  of  our  friends  have  been  generous  with  their  gifts.  We  appreciate 
the  thoughtfulness  that  leads  them  to  give  us  books,  magazines,  puzzles, 
records,  paperbacks,  bookmarks,  flowers  and  handicraft.  We  are  grate- 
ful to  those  who  have  added  beauty  to  our  surroundings  with  their  paint- 
ings. 

In  1973  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  of  the  Norton  Public 
Library  Mrs.  Marion  Crowe  entertained  with  her  reminiscences  of  old 
Norton  (gathered  as  a  child  from  her  grandparents  and  parents!)  At 
the  1974  meeting  students  of  Miss  Grace  Kiernan  presented  an  interest- 
ing puppet  show  and  excellent  films  that  they  had  produced.

To  John  Fernandes  or  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Norton: 

Greetings: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  you  are  hereby  directed  to  notify 
and  warn  the  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Norton  to  meet  in  the  Homer 
Paulus  Auditorium  at  the  Norton  High  School,  West  Main  Street,  on 
Monday  evening  the  seventh  day  of  January,  1974  at  eight  o'clock  P.M., 
then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  installation  of  protective  devices  at  the  Wood- 
ward Street  crossing  as  required  by  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities 
order  #15127-A,  dated  February  22,  1972,  or  take  any  other  action  rela- 
tive thereto.   (Board  of  Selectmen) 

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  from  available

The  Moder- 
ator declared  the  motion  lost.  Selectman  Leonard  P.  Silvia  challenged 
the  vote  and  the  Moderator  called  for  a  standing  vote.  The  tellers  tallied 
the  vote,  and  the  results  were  as  follows:

This  motion  was  voted,  by  majority. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Zoning 
By-Law  entitled,  Norton,  Massachusetts,  Zoning  By-Law,  February  28, 
1974,  as  prepared  by  the  Norton  Zoning  By-Law  Study  Committee  and 
as  published  in  the  Taunton  Daily  Gazette  of  Monday,  March  4,  1974 
and  Monday,  March  11,  1974  and  including  sheets  1  and  2  of  a  Zoning 
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Map  of  the  Town  of  Norton,  Massachusetts  compiled  November  1972  by 
the  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development  District, 
revised  March  25,  1974;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

The  Moderator  called  on  Clarence  P.  Rich,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the 
Norton  Planning  Board,  to  give  the  report  of  the  Board  to  the  Town 
Meeting,  as  required  prior  to  considering  the  By-Law,  and  the  report 
was  given  as  follows: 

"I  am  not  going  to  make  any  proposals  or  amendments,  I  am  just 
going  to  give  the  report  as  required  by  law." 

The  Norton  Planning  Board  met  after  the  March  3rd  public  hearing 
on  the  proposed  zoning  by-law  to  discuss  the  points  that  were  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  Citizens'  Zoning  Committee  and  also  to  bring  about 
a  favorable  or  unfavorable  indorsement  of  the  by-law. 

The  Planning  Board  felt  that  the  Citizens'  Zoning  Committee  has 
done  an  excellent  job  in  preparing  the  by-law  and  further  acknowledges 
that  anyone  who  took  the  time  to  go  before  them  as  well  as  the  towns- 
people who  brought  their  problems  to  the  public  hearing  were  treated 
with  the  utmost  courtesy  and  consideration. 

The  Planning  Board  has  found  no  fault  with  the  zoning  districts,  the 
zoning  map  or  the  general  regulations  of  permitted  uses  in  the  specified 
districts. 

The  Planning  Board  did  take  exception  to  Article  5— THE  WET- 
LANDS PROTECTION  DISTRICTS— for  the  following  reasons: 

a.  Our  present  building  code  calls  for  a  positive  percolation  test 
between  December  1st  and  May  31st,  which  must  be  performed 
by  a  registered  engineer  and  witnessed  by  the  Town  Building 
Inspector  who  is  the  agent  for  the  Board  of  Health. 

b.  In  such  cases  as  the  building  inspector  may  be  in  doubt  that  a 
parcel  of  land  is  unsuitable  for  building  he  may  then  turn  it 
over  to  the  conservation  commission  so  that  they  may  then 
act  upon  it. 

c.  In  order  to  properly  inforce  the  proposed  wetlands  by-law  it 
would  require  the  services  of  a  registered  engineer  nearly  full 
time  and  noting  that  the  town  does  not  employ  a  registered 
engineer  full  time  at  the  present  time,  this  would  be  an  added 
expense  to  the  taxpayer. 

Under  Article  6  Table  6.2  minimum  lot  area  in  square  feet,  the  board 
feels  that  30,000  square  feet  is  sufficient  instead  of  the  proposed  60,000 
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square  feet  for  the  simple  reason  that  it  may  be  discriminatory  against 
a  R.  II  land  owner  and  also  it  would  not  be  economically  practical  to 
double  the  minimum  lot  size  in  any  one  specific  area. 

As  I  previously  stated  the  Planning  Board  does  in  fact  think  that 
the  proposed  zoning  by-law  is  very  well  put  together,  but  did  see  a  need 
to  bring  these  two  points  to  the  attention  of  the  townspeople  before  the 
proposed  by-law  is  put  to  a  vote.

A  motion  was  made  by  Richard  A.  Owen,  Chairman  of  the  Norton 
Citizens'  Zoning  By-Law  Study  Committee,  and  seconded  by  Judson 
H.  Stafford,  Vice  Chairman,  that  the  Town  adopt  the  proposed  Norton, 
Massachusetts,  Zoning  By-Law.  dated  March  25.  1974,  including  the 
Zoning  Map  revised  March  25,  1974,  sheets  1  and  2,  all  as  amended  and 
corrected  following  the  public  hearing  on  March  19,  1974,  and  as  pre- 
sented and  distributed  at  the  April  16,  1974  Town  Meeting. 

The  Moderator  at  this  time  proposed  that  the  meeting  go  through 
the  Zoning  By-Law  article  by  article,  and  if  anyone  wishes  to  discuss 
an  article  or  amend  an  article  it  would  be  entertained  at  the  time,  and 
if  no  one  has  an  interest  in  a  particular  section,  then  we  will  by-pass  it. 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  entire  By-Law,  it  will  be  voted  on  as  a  whole 
as  it  has  been  amended  during  the  discussion.  In  other  words,  it  will  be 
voted  on  in  a  similar  fashion  as  is  done  on  the  major  financial  article  at 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  Moderator  Yelle  asked  the  meeting  if  every- 
one had  a  copy  of  the  proposed  By-Law,  and  informed  the  meeting  that 
more  were  available  in  the  hall.  At  this  time  copies  were  passed  out 
and  then  the  meeting  continued.  The  Moderator  then  proceeded  Article 
by  Article,  and  Item  by  Item. 

Under  Article  I,  Item  1.5  —  Robert  Best  questioned  Town  Counsel 
Ralph  Kalis  about  a  new  buyer  of  Non-Conforming  Buildings,  if  he 
would  have  trouble  getting  a  mortgage  on  such  property.  Mr.  Kalis 
stated  that  he  would  be  able  to  get  a  mortgage.  Mr.  Best  stated  that  he 
wanted  this  answer  entered  into  the  minutes  of  the  meeting,  and  Town 
Moderator  Yelle  instructed  Town  Clerk  Smith  to  do  so.

Under  Article  I,  Item  1.5  —  Frank  Adams  asked  Mr.  Owen  if  this 
type  of  property  was  sold,  would  the  new  owner  be  permitted  to  continue 
to  operate  the  business.  Mr.  Owen  stated  yes,  to  the  extent  of  the 
property  lines. 

Under  Article  II,  Item  2.2  b  —  Frank  Adams  asked  what  provisions 
had  been  made  for  small  buildings,  such  as  storage  for  lawn  tools  and 
lawnmowers.  Vice  Chairman  Stafford  stated  that  there  has  been  no 
change  for  buildings  under  10  foot  square  and  less  than  8  foot  high, 
that  this  is  not  covered  under  zoning. 

Under  Article  n,  Item  2.2.  j  —  Ralph  Sullivan  asked  if  a  person 
is  engaged  presently  in  the  Real  Estate  or  Insurance  business  in  his 
home,  would  he  be  permitted  to  continue  after  zoning.  Charles  Gaides, 
Zoning  Committee  Member,  stated  that  he  would  be  able  to  continue 
the  business. 

Under  Article  III,  Zoning  Map  and  Districts,  Mr.  Donald  C.  Ander- 
son questioned  the  reason  the  former  House  in  the  Pines  property  on 
Pine  Street  from  the  Church  to  the  end  of  the  property,  approximately 
1,425  feet,  had  been  zoned  Commercial.  Vice-Chairman  Stafford  stated 
that  it  is  now  of  a  Commercial  nature,  with  two  businesses  in  operation 
at  this  time,  in  that  location. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Donald  C.  Anderson,  and  seconded  that  the 
Town  amend  the  zoning  map,  for  the  land  on  Pine  Street,  from  the 
Church  for  a  distance  of  1,425  feet,  property  formerly  owned  by  the 
House  in  the  Pines  as  follows:  "that  the  land  bounded  westerly  by  Pine 
Street  for  1,425  feet  from  East  Main  Street  to  a  depth  of  200  feet  from 
Pine  Street  be  zoned  Residential  I". 

This  motion  was  voted,  by  majority. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Addison  Jennings  and  seconded  that  the 
following  amendment  be  made  to  Sheet  1  of  the  Zoning  Map,  as  revised 
March  25,  1974:  ''That  an  area  of  land  at  Norton  Center  at  the  junction 
of  West  Main  Street  and  Taunton  Avenue,  zoned  as  commercial,  be 
changed  to  Residential  I.  Said  area  of  land  is  described  as  follows: 
starting  at  a  point  on  the  south  side  and  in  line  of  West  Main  Street  at 
the  northwest  corner  of  the  parcel  of  land  under  the  control  of  the 
Historical  Commission,  and  the  site  of  the  No.  3  District  School  Building, 
thence  along  the  boundary  of  said  Commission  land  in  a  southerly 
direction  to  a  point  approximately  625  feet  from  West  Main  Street  and 
to  the  end  of  the  area  presently  zoned  commercial,  thence  northeasterly 
along  the  zone  boundary  to  Taunton  Avenue,  thence  northerly  along 
Taunton  Avenue  to  the  corner  of  West  Main  Street,  thence  westerly 
along  West  Main  Street  to  the  point  of  beginning." 
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H.  M.  Pastra-Landis  made  a  motion,  which  was  seconded,  to  table 
Mr.  Jennings'  motion,  until  the  proper  wording  could  be  worked  out. 

This  motion  v/as  voted  unanimously. 

Vice-Chairman  Judson  Stafford  addressed  the  Moderator  and  stated 
that  many  people  were  leaving  the  meeting,  and  asked  if  the  Moderator 
would  refrain  from  reading  the  by-law  item  by  item,  since  the  voters 
had  a  copy  of  the  by-law.  Moderator  Yelle  stated  that  he  would  open 
the  meeting  to  questions  on  each  Article  instead. 

H.  M.  Pastra-Landis  made  a  motion  to  remove  Mr.  Jennings'  motion 
from  the  table  and  this  was  seconded. 

This  motion  was  voted,  by  majority. 

An  amended  motion  was  made  by  Addison  Jennings,  and  seconded 
that  the  following  amendment  be  made  to  Sheet  1  of  the  Zoning  Map, 
as  revised  March  25,  1974.  "That  an  area  of  land  at  Norton  Center  at  the 
junction  of  West  Main  Street  and  Taunton  Avenue,  zoned  as  commercial, 
be  changed  to  Residential  I.  Said  area  of  land  is  described  as  follows: 
bounded  Northwesterly  by  West  Main  Street,  Northeasterly  by  Taunton 
Avenue,  Southeasterly  by  a  line  625  feet  Southerly  from  the  parallel  to 
West  Main  Street  and  Southwesterly  by  the  centerline  of  Fernandas 
Circle  extended  Southerly." 

The  amended  motion  was  voted,  by  majority. 

At  this  time,  Moderator  Yelle  asked  the  meeting  if  there  was  any 
discussion  on  Article  III  —  Zoning  Map  and  Districts. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Samuel  W.  Thomas,  II,  and  seconded  that 
all  areas  and  references  designated  as  Agricultral — Residential  II  be 
changed  to  Agricultural — Residential  I. 

Mr.  Thomas  stated  that  the  purpose  of  the  amendment  is  to  carry 
out  the  proposal  of  Mr.  Rich  of  the  Planning  Board  at  the  Public  Hear- 
ing. Mr.  Thomas  stated  that  a  change  had  been  made  in  the  map  from 
the  map  that  was  given  out  at  the  Public  Hearing. 

The  amendment  was  lost. 

Moderator  Yelle  asked  if  there  was  any  discussion  on  Article  IV— 
Use  Regulations. 

John  Drane  made  a  motion  to  amend  Section  4.11  as  follows:  By 
inserting  after  the  word  "uses"  the  words  "and  their  associated  lot 
dimension  requirements". 
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The  Chair  ruled  this  motion  out  of  order  because  of  ambiguousness. 
Mr.  Drane  stated  that  he  would  like  this  in  the  minutes  of  the  meeting 
that  it  was  a  point  for  discussion.  The  Moderator  removed  his  ruling, 
and  Mr.  Drane  proceeded  with  the  discussion.  The  vote  on  the  amend- 
ment was  taken,  results:

Moderator  Yelle  asked  if  there  was  any  discussion  on  Article  V — 
Wetland  Protection  Districts. 

Lewis  S.  Rubin  made  a  motion  to  amend  Article  V  to  strike  out  all 
reference  to  Wetland  Protection  Districts  in  the  By-Law  and  Map.  This 
motion  was  seconded  by  Samuel  W.  Thomas,  II. 

The  amendment  was  lost. 

Moderator  Yelle  asked  if  there  was  any  discussion  on  Articles  VI, 
VII,  VIII.  IX. 

Under  Article  X,  the  Moderator  was  asked  how  the  Board  of 
Appeals  is  made  up,  through  election  or  appointment.  Alexander  V. 
Zaleski,  Technical  Director  to  the  Norton  Citizen's  By-Law  Study  Com- 
mittee, from  the  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Develop- 
ment District,  answered  by  saying  that  under  Massachusetts  Law,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  appoint  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

Moderator  Yelle  asked  if  there  was  any  discussion  under  Article  XI, 
and  XII.  There  was  no  discussion. 

H.  M.  Pastra-Landis,  Chairman  of  the  Norton  Finance  Committee, 
stated  that  before  the  meeting  continued,  that  the  Finance  Committee 
was  very  much  in  favor  of  the  Zoning  Article,  and  would  like  to  recom- 
mend very  highly  that  the  Town  adopt  the  Article.

The  Annual  Town  Meeting,  held  in  the  Norton  Middle  School  Audi- 
torium, West  Main  Street,  Norton,  Mass.,  was  called  to  order  at  8:10 
P.M.  by  Town  Moderator  Joseph  E.  Yelle.  With  a  quorum  present,  Mr. 
Yelle  led  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  to  the  Flag. 

At  the  outset  of  the  meeting,  a  motion  was  made  by  Selectman  Ray- 
mond N.  Patenaude  and  seconded  by  Selectman  Thomas  J.  Bryant,  Jr. 
that  for  this  evening  only,  that  the  Articles  in  the  Warrant  be  taken  up 
in  order  that  they  appear  in  the  Warrant. 

Mr.  Samuel  W.  Thomas,  II  addressed  the  Moderator  and  stated  that 
he  believed  that  this  motion  should  be  defeated  and  that  Article  26 
should  be  discussed  before  Article  I  because  in  all  probability,  Article 
26  would  not  come  up  this  evening.  He  stated  that  he  felt  that  someone 
should  explain  Article  26,  since  the  Charter  Commission  vote  would 
be  on  the  ballot  on  Monday,  May  13,  1974.

wi\h  the  approval  of  the  selectmen  is  authorized  to  borrow  $130,000.00 
under  Chapter  645  of  the  Acts  of  1948  as  amended,  and  that  the  School 
Building  Committee  is  authorized  to  take  aU  action  necessary  to  carry 
out  this  project.  A  2/3  vote  required.  Moderator  Joseph  E.  Yelle  stated 
that  he  would  attempt  to  get  a  unanimous  voice  vote.  This  was  voted 
by  a  majority  voice  vote.

Bristol  County  Northern  District  Registry  of  Deeds  in  Book  1575,  Page

dated  June  26,  1972  recorded  with  the  Bristol  County  Northern  District 
Registry  of  Deeds  in  Book  1607,  Page  556  and  also  including  in  addition

tioned lots  1,  2  and  3  on  a  Preliminary  Plan  entitied  "Oak  Ridge  Es- 
states"  dated  July  11,  1972,  presented  to  the  Norton  Planning  Board, 
said  three  lots  being  those  bordering  directiy  on  Oak  Street,  the  whole 
amount  of  land  to  be  purchased  or  taken  by  the  Town  to  include  all  the 
property  or  properties  shown  on  said  plan  of  "Oak  Ridge  Estates"  with 
the  exception  of  said  three  house  lots  fronting  on  Oak  Street.  (No  vote 
was  taken  on  this  article.)

September  16,  1974 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:25  P.M.  by  Town  Moderator 
Joseph  E.  Yelle  at  the  Norton  High  School  Auditorium,  West  Main  Street, 
Norton,  Mass.  With  no  quorum  present  at  this  time,  a  motion  was  made 
by  Chairman  of  the  Board  cf  Selectmen  Raymond  N.  Patenaude  and 
seconded  by  Selectman  Thomas  J.  Bryant,  Jr.  that  the  meeting  recess 
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for  fifteen  minutes  since  the  count  of  voters  present  was  142  with  8  being 
needed  for  a  quorum.  This  motion  was  voted  unanimously. 

The  meeting  was  recalled  to  order  by  Moderator  Yelle  at  8:40  P.M. 
and  with  161  voters  present,  the  Moderator  led  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance 
to  the  Flag. 

In  regards  to  Article  1,  H.  M.  Pastra-Landis,  Chairman  of  the  Norton 
Finance  Committee,  stated  that  the  Finance  Committee  recommends  this 
Article,  and  defers  to  the  Municipal  Building  Committee. 

ARTICLE  1.  A  motion  was  made  by  Charles  Thomae,  Chairman  of 
the  Municipal  Building  Committee,  and  seconded  by  Selectman  Raymond 
Patenaude  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $225,000.00  by 
borrowing  or  other  means,  for  the  architectural  drawings,  and  for  the 
construction  of  a  municipal  police  station  and  lock-up. 

The  vote  was  taken,  and  an  attempt  was  made  to  obtain  a  unanimous 
voice  vote  under  a  new  town  by-law.

ARTICLE  2.  A  motion  was  made  by  H.  M.  Pastra-Landis  and  sec- 
onded by  Selectman  Raymond  Patenaude  that  the  town  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $16,500.00  to  the  Interest  Accoimt. 

This  motion  was  voted,  unanimously. 

Prior  to  the  vote  being  taken  on  Article  2,  Mrs.  Clark  addressed  the 
Moderator  and  stated  that  she  did  not  understand  how  a  vote  could  be 
taken  on  Article  2  until  Article  4  is  voted  on,  this  being  the  interest 
appropriation  for  the  two  articles.  Chairman  Pastra-Landis  of  the  Finance 
Committee  explained  that  the  sequence  of  the  Articles  in  the  warrant  is 
not  the  wisest;  however,  since  the  request  for  a  police  station  and  for  a 
track  had  been  previously  voted  on  and  approved,  that  this  in  a  sense 
is  a  technicality  we  are  going  through  to  correct  the  vote,  and  if  either 
are  not  passed  then  this  may  be  amended. 

ARTICLE  3.  A  motion  was  made  by  H.  M.  Pastra-Landis  and  sec- 
onded by  Robert  Best,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,000.00  to  the  Treasurer's  Expense  Account. 

This  motion  was  voted,  imanimously. 
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ARTICLE  4.  A  motion  was  made  by  H.  M.  Pastra-Landis,  Chairman 
of  the  Norton  Finance  Committee  and  seconded  by  John  Adams,  Chair-

A  motion  was  made  by  H.  M.  Pastra-Landis  and  sec- 
onded by  Roy  Steams  that  the  Town  vote  to  accept  the  layout  of  John 
Scott  Blvd.  as  per  the  plan  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk  as  of  August  28, 
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1974  entitled  "Plan  of  J.  B.  Scott  Blvd.  in  Norton  (Bristol  County)  Mass., 
laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Scale  1"  —  40',  January  1971,  RIM 
Engineering  Co.,  Mansfield,  Mass."  and  to  accept  John  Scott  Boulevard 
as  a  Town  road. 

This  motion  was  voted,  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  9.  A  motion  was  made  by  H.  M.  Pastra-Landis  and  sec- 
onded by  Frank  Adams  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,500.00  to  the  Norton  Charter  Commission. 

This  motion  was  voted,  by  majority.

Greetings : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  you  are  hereby  directed  to  notify 
and  warn  the  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Norton  to  meet  in  the  Norton 
High  School  Auditorium,  West  Main  Street  on  Tuesday  evening  the 
twenty -ninth  day  of  October,  1974  at  8:00  P.M.,  then  and  there  to  act  on 
the  following  articles: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
for  constructing  additions  to  and  for  remodeling,  reconstructing,  making 
extraordinary  repairs  to  and  equipping  the  former  school  gymnasium  at 
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70  East  Main  Street  to  establish  a  police  station  and  lock-up,  to  determine 
whether  such  appropriation  shall  be  raised  by  borrowing  or  otherwise, 
or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.

Section  3.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  for  acceptance  to  the  voters 
of  said  Town  at  its  next  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  the  form  of  the  following 
question  which  shall  be  placed  on  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  for  the 
election  of  Town  officers  at  said  meeting : 

''Shall  an  act  passed  by  the  General  Court  in  the  year  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five  entitled  'An  Act  providing  that  members  of  the 
police  department  of  the  Town  of  Norton  be  exempted  from  Civil  Service 
Law  and  Rules  and  further  regulating  the  appointment  of  members  of 
the  police  department  of  the  To\vn  of  Norton'  be  accepted?" 

If  a  majority  of  the  votes  in  answer  to  said  question  is  in  the  affirma- 
tive, this  act  shall  thereupon  take  effect,  but  not  otherwise. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
or  to  transfer  a  sum  of  money  from  available  funds  to  the  Street  Light 
Account  to  pay  for  recent  rate  increases  in  street  light  electric  charges, 
or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.

They  shall  also  prepare  esti- 
mates of  all  probable  items  of  income  which  may  be  received  by  them 
during  the  ensuing  year  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  their 
departments  or  offices,  and  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  appropriation 
requested  by  them  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year.  Such  estimates  and  state- 
ments shall  be  filed  with  the  Town  Accountant  who  shall  at  once  transmit 
same  to  the  Finance  Committee,"  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto.

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ments  to  the  police  department  of  the  Town  of  Norton  shall  not  be  subject 
to  the  Civil  Service  Law  and  Rules. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  Section  One  of  this  Act  shall  not  impair 
the  Civil  Service  status  of  any  member  of  the  police  department  of  the 
Town  of  Norton  holding  Civil  Service  status  on  the  effective  date  of  this 
act. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  for  acceptance  to  the  voters 
of  said  Town  at  its  next  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  the  form  of  the  following 
question  which  shall  be  placed  on  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  for  the 
election  of  Town  officers  at  said  meeting: 

* 'Shall  an  act  passed  by  the  General  Court  in  the  year  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five  entitled  *An  Act  providing  that  members  of  the 
police  department  of  the  Town  of  Norton  be  exempted  from  Civil  Service 
Law  and  Rules  and  further  regulating  the  appointment  of  members  of 
the  police  department  of  the  Town  of  Norton'  be  accepted?'* 

If  a  majority  of  the  votes  in  answer  to  said  question  is  in  the  affirma- 
tive, this  act  shall  thereupon  take  effect,  but  not  otherwise. 

Vote:  Moderator  Joseph  Yelle  ruled  that  the  vote  taken  on  Article 
2  would  be  by  ballot  vote.  Results  of  the  ballot  vote  taken  on  Article  2: 
Yes  —  262     No  —  135.  This  motion  was  so  voted,  by  majority  ballot  vote. 

At  this  time,  Frank  Moscuzza  made  a  motion  that  Article  6  be  taken 
up  next,  out  of  sequence.  This  motion  was  so  voted  by  majority  voice 
vote. 

ARTICLE  6.  A  motion  was  made  by  H.  M.  Pastra-Landis,  Chair- 
man of  the  Norton  Finance  Committee  that  the  Town  vote  to  adopt  the 
following  By-Law: 

"No  person  shall  stand,  obstruct  or  loiter  on  any  sidewalk  or  any 
public  way  in  such  a  manner  as  to  interfere  with  a  free  passage  for 
pedestrians,  or  motor  vehicles,  (and  no  person  shall  stand,  obstruct  or 
loiter  on  any  public  way  or  any  sidewalk  in  the  Town  after  having  been 
directed  by  a  police  officer,  constable,  sheriff  or  deputy  sheriff  to  move 
on.*')  This  motion  was  so  voted,  by  unanimous  voice  vote. 

A  motion  was  made  to  reconsider  Article  6.  This  motion  was  lost, 
by  majority  voice  vote. 

A  motion  was  made  to  reconsider  Article  2.  This  motion  was  lost, 
by  majority  voice  vote. 

Partial  approval  of  this  by-law  by  Attorney  General  Francis  X.  Bellotti. 
The  last  four  lines  as  marked  begmning  with  the  words  (and  no  person, 
etc.)  has  been  stricken  and  deleted  by  the  Attorney  General  due  to 
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Commonwealth  vs.  Carpenter,  325  Mass.  519  "Similar  language  to  the 
deleted  material  was  found  unconstitutional  by  Supreme  Judicial  Court, 
as  being  too  vague  and  violative  of  due  Process. 

ARTICLE  3.  A  motion  was  made  by  H.  M.  Pastra-Landis,  Chair- 
man of  the  Norton  Finance  Committee  that  the  Town  vote  to  transfer 
$2,000.00  from  the  "Treatment  of  the  Reservoir  Account"  to  the  "Street 
Light  Account"  to  pay  for  recent  rate  increases  in  street  light  electric 
charges.  This  motion  was  seconded. 

This  motion  was  so  voted,  by  majority  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  4.  A  motion  was  made  by  H.  M.  Pastra-Landis  and 
seconded  that  the  Town  amend  Section  4  of  the  Finance  Committee 
By-Law,  adopted  at  the  1968  Annual  Town  Meeting  and  reading  as  follows : 

"The  various  Town  Boards,  Officers  and  Committees  charged  with 
the  expenditure  of  Town  money  shall,  not  later  than  the  twenty-first  of 
December  of  each  year,  prepare  detailed  estimates  of  the  amounts 
deemed  by  them  necessary  for  the  administration  of  their  respective 
offices  or  departments  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  with  explanatory 
statements  of  the  reasons  for  any  changes  from  the  amounts  appropri- 
ated for  the  same  purpose  in  the  preceding  year.  They  shall  also  prepare 
estimates  of  all  probable  items  of  income  which  may  be  received  by 
them  during  the  ensuing  year  in  connection  with  the  administration  of 
their  departments  or  offices,  and  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  appropri- 
ation requested  by  them  for  the  ensuing  year.  Such  estimates  and  state- 
ments shall  be  filed  with  the  Town  Accountant  who  shall  at  once  transmit 
same  to  the  Finance  Committee." 

To  read: 

"The  various  Town  Boards,  Officers  and  Committees  charged  with 
the  expenditure  of  Town  money  shall  not  later  than  90  days  prior 
to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  prepare  detailed  estimates  of  the  amounts 
deemed  by  them  necessary  for  the  administration  of  their  respective 
offices  or  departments  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  with  explanatory  state- 
ments of  the  reasons  for  any  changes  from  the  amounts  appropriated  for 
the  same  purpose  in  the  preceding  year.  They  shall  also  prepare  esti- 
mates of  all  probable  items  of  income  which  may  be  received  by  them 
during  the  ensuing  year  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  their 
departments  or  offices,  and  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  appropriation 
requested  by  them  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year.  Such  estimates  and  state- 
ments shall  be  filed  with  the  Town  Accountant  who  shall  at  once  transmit 
same  to  the  Finance  Committee."

Summary 

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment,  if  approved,  would  provide 
for  a  census  in  the  year  1975  and  every  tenth  year  thereafter  of  the 
inhabitants  of  each  city  and  town  as  a  basis  for  determining  the  repre- 
sentative, senatorial  and  councillor  districts  for  the  ten  year  period  begin- 
ning with  the  first  Wednesday  in  the  fourth  January  following  the  taking 
of  the  census,  provided  that  the  district  as  established  based  on  the  1971 
census  shall  terminate  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  January,  1979.  The 
census  shall  specify  the  number  of  inhabitants  residing  in  each  precinct 
of  a  town  and  each  precinct  and  ward  of  a  city. 

Under  the  proposed  amendment,  the  House  of  Representatives  would 
consist  of  160  members,  in  contrast  to  the  present  membership  of  240,  and 
the  Senate  of  40  members.  The  General  Court  would,  at  its  first  regular 
session  after  the  year  in  which  the  census  is  taken,  divide  the  Common- 
wealth into  160  representative  districts  and  40  senatorial  districts  of  con- 
tiguous territory  so  that  each  representative  and  each  senator  will  repre- 
sent an  equal  number  of  inhabitants  as  nearly  as  may  be;  and  such 
districts  shall  be  formed,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  without  uniting  two 
counties  or  parts  of  two  or  more  counties  and,  with  respect  to  representa- 
tive districts,  without  uniting,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  two  towns  or  parts 
of  two  or  more  towns,  two  cities  or  parts  of  two  or  more  cities,  or  a  city 
and  a  town,  or  parts  of  cities  and  towns,  into  one  district,  and  without 
dividing  any  town  containing  less  than  2500  inhabitants.  The  General 
Court  would  be  permitted  to  pass  laws  to  limit  the  time  within  which 
judicial  proceedings  may  be  instituted  calling  in  question  any  such 
division.

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment  would  repeal  section  2  of 
Article  46  of  the  Articles  of  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
Commonwealth  (the  **anti-aid  amendment",  so-called),  and  replace  it 
with  a  new  section  2,  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  grants  in  aid  to  private 
higher  educational  institutions  or  to  students,  or  parents  or  guardians 
of  students,  attending  such  institutions. 

The  proposed  amendment  would  delete  the  first  clause  of  the  present 

section  2,  which  requires  that  all  moneys  raised  by  taxation  in  the  towns 
and  cities  for  the  support  of  public  schools,  and  all  moneys  appropriated 
by  the  Commonwealth  for  the  support  of  common  schools  shall  be  applied 
to  or  expended  in  only  those  schools  conducted  according  to  law  under 
the  order  and  superintendence  of  the  authorities  of  the  town  or  city  in 
which  the  money  is  expended.

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment  would  revise  Article  78  of 
the  Articles  of  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  to  permit  the  expenditure 
of  money  from  the  highway  fund  for  mass  transportation  lines  and  other 
mass  transportation  purposes  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  may 
direct.  The  highway  fund  includes  receipts  from  fees,  duties,  excises  and 
license  taxes  relating  to  registration,  operation  or  use  of  motor  vehicles 
and  taxes  from  the  sale  of  motor  vehicle  fuels.

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Sammary 

Provisions  of  the  act  establish  an  independent  Corrupt  Practices 
Commission,  with  five  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  to 
staggered  five  year  terms.  The  Commission  has  subpoena  powers  and 
is  to  investigate,  by  means  of  secret  hearings,  candidates*  compliance 
with  all  state  and  federal  laws  relating  to  political  campaign  contri- 
butions and  expenditures  and  corrupt  practices.  If  probable  cause  is 
shown,  the  Commission  is  required  to  direct  the  Attorney  General  to 
take  further  action  in  the  proper  form  and  is  required  to  make  public 
a  report  of  such  action.  In  cases  involving  the  campaign  practices  of 
the  Attorney  General  himseK,  a  special  attorney  is  to  be  appointed. 
If  no  probable  cause  is  shown,  the  Commission  is  to  state  so  publicly. 

Further,  the  proposed  act  extends  the  application  of  the  current 
statute  regarding  the  disclosure  of  campaign  expenditures  and  contri- 
butions, to  all  candidates  for  office  above  the  town  and  city  level,  with 
the  exception  of  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States.  The 
act  requires  all  such  candidates  to  receive  and  disburse  all  amounts 
greater  than  $25  by  check,  and  makes  it  a  crime  to  knowingly  receive 
cash  payment  from  a  candidate  or  his  committee  for  a  service  costing 
more  than  $25.  The  act  also  requires  candidates  to  designate  a  single 
bank  as  depository  of  funds  and  as  recordkeeper,  with  records  of  receipts 
and  expenditures  to  be  open  to  public  scrutiny. 

Provisions  of  the  act  extend  present  campaign  spending  limits  to 
cover  all  media  expenses  and  require  all  media  firms  (including:  tele- 
vision, radio,  newspaper,  billboard,  magazine,  advertising,  public  rela- 
tions, printing,  opinion  polling,  computer,  telephone,  telegraph)  to  report 
the  purchase  of  media  services  by  candidates.  Media  expenses  of  candi- 
dates for  the  offices  of  district  attorney,  clerk  of  court,  register  of  probate 
and  insolvency,  register  of  deeds,  county  commissioner,  county  treasurer 
and  sheriff  are  limited  to  $.07  for  each  resident  of  the  respective  electoral 
district.  Other  provisions  of  the  act  require  candidates,  upon  official 
announcement  or  filing  of  nomination  papers,  to  report  all  political 
receipts  and  expenditures  since  the  date  of  the  last  general  election  for 
the  office  sought,  and  count  such  expenditures  toward  spending  limits. 
The  act  also  limits  candidates  to  one  political  committee. 

The  act  establishes  a  maximum  penalty  of  one  year  imprisonment 
and/or  $10,000  fine  for  individuals  engaged  in  corrupt  practices,  and  a 
$50,000  fine  for  corporations  so  involved.  In  addition,  the  Attorney  General 
is  permitted  to  bring  an  action  for  the  removal  of  a  candidate  whose 
election  was  materially  aided  by  corrupt  practices  on  the  part  of  the 
candidate  or  one  acting  in  his  behalf,  where  such  removal  is  otherwise 
authorized  by  law.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  NORTON 

Since  the  last  School  Committee  report  the  Board  has  two  new  mem- 
bers. In  May  of  1975  Mr.  Paul  Rich  did  not  seek  re-election  to  the  School 
Committee,  but  went  on  to  become  one  of  our  Selectmen.  Mr.  Robert  A. 
Booth  of  183  East  Main  Street  was  elected  to  fill  this  vacancy.  In  May 
of  1976  Mr.  John  B.Scott,  Jr.  chose  not  to  seek  re-election,  and  Mr.  Carl 
W.  Siegel  was  elected.  We  welcome  both  of  these  new  members  to  the 
Committee  and  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  time  and  effort 
given  by  both  Mr.  Rich  and  Mr.  Scott  toward  improving  educational 
opportunities,  and  their  effort  to  see  that  it  was  available  equally  to  all 
children.  It  was  a  pleasure  serving  with  them. 

Classroom  space  continues  to  be  the  most  pressing  concern  of  the 
School  Committee.  In  carrying  out  our  responsibility  to  keep  the  com- 
munity informed  of  the  space  needs  of  the  school  system,  the  Committee 
investigated  all  avenues  of  possible  solution;  new  construction,  additions 
to  existing  buildings,  extended  school  year  program,  portable  classrooms, 
renting  of  space,  and  double  sessions. 

Engelhardt  &  Engelhardt,  Inc.,  educational  consultants,  commissioned 
to  assist  us  in  determining  our  future  school  building  needs,  recommend- 
ed construction  of  two  elementary  school  buildings  of  26  classrooms  each. 
A  committtee  of  community  citizens  was  appointed  to  study  the  feasi- 
bility of  an  extended  school  year  plan  for  Norton.  Having  determined 
that  a  plan  of  this  nature  was  indeed  feasible  for  our  community,  they 
were  requested  to  survey  the  community  to  determine  the  level  of  ac- 
ceptability of  an  extended  school  year. 

Portable  classrooms,  renting  of  space  (if  it  could  be  found),  and 
double  sessions,  were  deemed  undesirable  as  long-term  solutions. 

The  present  buildings  had  already  been  added  to  in  the  past,  so  the 
core  of  facilities  and  land  conditions  were  already  at  capacity,  thus  rul- 
ing out  this  possibility. 

The  economic  conditions  of  recent  times  raised  serious  questions 
regarding  the  ability  of  our  community  to  assume  the  financial  burden 
of  the  recommended  amount  of  new  construction  at  this  time.  However, 
this  option  should  be  considered,  hence,  the  School  Committee  proposed 
an  Article  requesting  the  Town  Meeting  create  a  combination  elementary 
school/schools,  and  site/sites  committee,  with  funding,  to  draw  up  plans 
and  cost  estimates  for  future  Town  Meeting  consideration.  The  Article 
was  so  voted,  and  the  committee  was  established. 
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The  best  decisions  are  those  which  reflect  the  opinion  of  a  com- 
munity which  has  considered  all  avenues,  questioned  all  aspects,  and 
has  been  provided  the  opportunity  to  speak  on  the  pros  and  cons  of 
an  issue. 

The  two  committees,  the  ESY  and  the  Elementary  School  Building 
Committee,  each  a  cross  section  of  citizens,  worked  diligently,  and  are  to 
be  highly  commended  for  their  fine  work. 

The  ESY  Committee,  after  surveying  the  community,  reported  that 
the  proposed  ESY  plan,  with  a  building  program,  was  a  second  choice 
to  a  major  building  program. 

The  Elementary  School  Building  Committee  proposed  the  construc- 
tion of  one  large  elementary  school,  which  was  approved  by  Town  Meet- 
ing, but  contingent  upon  the  receipt  of  state  aid. 

We  are  cautiously  optimistic  that  ground  breaking  for  the  new  school 
will  take  place  next  September.  In  the  interim,  we  plan  to  maintain  the 
same  classroom  organization  as  presently  exists,  with  the  6th  grade 
classes  in  the  high  school,  and  kindergarten  classes  at  Faith  Alliance 
Church  School. 

Collective  bargaining  continues  to  consume  considerable  time.  A  two- 
year  teachers'  contract  was  negotiated  (9/75  to  8/77)  for  an  average  of 
6.1%  increase  in  addition  to  the  yearly  step  increase.  The  1976/77  salary 
scale  ranges  from  a  low  of  $8,945.  for  a  teacher  with  a  Bachelor's  degree 
and  no  experience,  to  a  high  of  $17,875.  for  a  teacher  with  a  Master's 
degree  plus  30  credits  and  12  years  of  experience.  It  is  consistent  with 
salary  ranges  in  surrounding  communities. 

The  contracts  for  the  custodial  staff,  cafeteria  staff,  and  clerical  staff 
are  presently  in  mediation. 

The  Steering  Committee  formed  in  1973  includes  23  staff  members 
and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  has  a  balanced  representation  of 
all  three  areas  of  the  school  system,  elementary,  middle  school,  and  high 
school.  Their  continued  evaluation  of  curriculum  with  recommendations 
regarding  improvement,  modification,  their  review  of  policy,  course  of- 
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ferings  and  priorities,  have  been  helpful  to,  and  greatly  appreciated  by, 
the  School  Committee. 

In  March  of  1975  the  Norton  School  System  was  evaluated  by  the  New 
England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  to  determine  if  our  accredi- 
tation was  to  be  continued.  On  March  23rd,  the  Visiting  Evaluating  team, 
consisting  of  21  professional  educators,  arrived  and  spent  a  grueling  three 
days  examining  aU  aspects  and  every  detail  of  our  school  system.  The 
Visiting  Committee  made  its  recommendation  to  the  Executive  Board 
of  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges,  and  Norton  was 
granted  a  full  10-year  accreditation.  This  is  a  particularly  noteworthy  ac- 
complishment, and  the  administration,  teaching  staff,  supportive  staff,  and 
the  student  body,  are  to  be  commended  for  the  hard  work  and  many  hours 
each  put  into  preparing  for  this  evaluation.  It  is  especially  gratifying  to 
know  that  our  school  system  meets  qualitative  standards  and  has  the 
trust  and  confidence  of  the  public  and  the  profession,  as  we  begin  the 
3rd  century  of  our  nation. 

The  Stanford  Achievement  Tests  have  been  administered  to  Grades  2 
through  8  for  the  past  two  years.  Although  this  is  only  a  two-year  compari- 
son, the  results  are  extremely  encouraging.  We  feel  it  reflects  the  cur- 
riculum, the  dedication  of  our  staff,  the  advantages  of  kindergarten,  and 
the  fact  that  many  "special  needs"  are  now  determined  early  and  reme- 
died before  they  become  problems  for  the  children.  IMS  Math  contributed 
to  the  improvement  in  the  Math  section;  Science,  which  had  also  been 
low,  has  shown  gains;  and  the  high  scores  in  Reading  are  commendable. 

The  Scholastic  Aptitude  Tests  that  are  administered  by  the  College 
Entrance  Examination  Board,  are  standardized  measures  of  reasoning 

ability.  The  verbal  tests  are  designed  to  measure  vocabulary  and  com- 
prehension. The  mathematics  tests  determine  problem  solving  ability. 
The  results  are  a  forecast  of  the  ability  o  fthe  student  to  perform  in  the 
college  environment. 

Over  the  past  12  years  the  national  scores  have  been  declining  3 
points  a  year  in  the  verbal  section,  and  2  points  a  year  in  the  math  sec- 
tion. From  1974  to  1975,  a  drop  of  10  points  in  verbal  scores,  and  8  points 
in  math  scores,  was  noted  nationally;  the  sharpest  decline  recorded.  The 
scores  of  Norton  students  over  the  past  several  years  have  declined  more 
sharply  than  the  national  mean. 
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Many  studies  are  being  coinducted  throughout  the  country  to  deter- 
mine the  reason/reasons  for  this  alarming  deterioration.  There  would 
seem  to  be  no  single  answer. 

Locally,  over  the  past  several  years,  increased  emphasis  has  been 
focused  on  areas  of  weakness  as  indicated  by  analysis  of  local  testing 
results,  and  on  curriculum  improvement.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  the 
present  upturn  of  local  scores  indicates  an  end  to  the  decline  and  the 
beginning  of  rapid  improvement.  We  are  anxious  to  see  that  our  students 
are  provided  with  the  proper  background  that  will  enable  them  to  com- 
pete successfully  in  advanced  educatloji,  if  they  choose  to  pursue  it. 

We  are  particularly  proud  of  the  student  body  of  Norton.  They  are 
active,  not  only  within  the  school  system,  but  also  contribute  time,  effort, 
and  service,  to  many  human  service  agencies  and  churches.  One  has  only 
to  attend  the  student  events  on  a  year-to-year  basis,  to  appreciate  the 

consistent  artistic  improvement  of  the  music  and  choral  groups.  We  are 
proud  of  their  sense  of  fair  play,  and  their  conduct  as  representatives  of 
this  community. 

We  will  continue  to  work  toward  more  effective  and  efficient  use  of 
school  dollars,  while  providing  a  sound  educational  program  consistent 
with  the  needs  and  desires  of  our  community.  As  your  representatives  in 
school  matters,  we  can  act  best  when  there  is  good  communication  be- 
tween the  School  Committee  and  the  rest  of  the  community.  To  improve 
communications  during  the  next  school  year,  I  hope  we  can  meet,  at 
least  intermittently,  with  parents,  to  hear  their  concerns,  questions,  and 
recommendations.  Also,  that  we  send  home  news  releases  as  plans  are 
made,  priorities  established  and  changes  take  place.  We  earnestly  solicit 
your  comments  and  thank  you  for  the  commitment  and  support  you  have 
shown  for  the  educational  system  of  Norton, 

Our  appreciation  goes  also  to  the  administrators,  teaching  staff,  sup- 
portive staff,  and  the  students,  for  their  cooperation,  assistance,  and 
many  fine  Bicentennial  year  programs  and  accomplishments.

Norton  School  Committee 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
TO  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

This  is  the  81st  Annual  School  Report.  This  report  is  a  unique  one 
because  of  the  changing  of  the  fiscal  year  to  July  1  through  June  30th.  The 
town  passed  a  by-law  to  have  the  Town  Report  coincide  with  the  new 
fiscal  year,  therefore,  this  Town  Report  is  a  transitional  one,  covering  a 
period  of  18  months  from  January  1975  through  June  of  1976.  This  18- 
month  period  of  time  would  cover  two  graduating  classes;  the  Class  of 
1975,  and  the  Bicentennial  Class  of  1976.  The  subsequent  Town  Reports 
will  cover  a  12-month  period  of  time  from  July  1  through  June  30. 

Many  of  the  activities  in  the  school  year  have  centered  around  the 
Bicentennial  theme,  and  extra-curricular  activities,  assemblies,  and 
educational  lessons,  have  dealt  with  our  heritage,  values,  and  the  his- 
tory of  the  United  States.  In  keeping  with  the  Bicentennial  theme,  I  think 
it  is  very  noteworthy  to  bring  the  citizens  up-to-date  as  to  what  the 
School  Department,  as  a  whole,  has  been  doing  to  meet  its  most  critical 
need,  that  of  space. 

As  mentioned  in  the  previous  Town  Report,  a  demographic  study 
was  conducted  by  Engelhardt  &  Engelhardt,  Inc.,  educational  consult- 
ants, and  released  to  the  public  in  1974.  In  this  study  it  was  indicated 
that  by  the  1984/85  school  year  the  school  population  in  Norton  is  pro- 
jected as  being  3,865  pupils.  Translated  into  classroom  needs,  the  school 
system  at  that  time  will  be  52  classrooms  short.  Dr.  Engelhardt  recom- 
mended the  construction  of  two  elementary  schools  of  26  classrooms  each. 
What  was  required  now  was  an  mvestigation  and  involvement  of  the 
public,  as  to  which  alternative  would  best  solve  the  school  needs  in  the 
community.  This  participatory  democracy  took  the  form  of  a  twin  ap- 
proach, determining  the  attitudes  and  opinions  of  the  public,  and  asking 
for  their  support  in  the  ultimate  solution.  In  order  to  study  the  long- 
range  goals  in  the  time  required  for  solution,  a  short-range  plan  was 
adopted  by  the  School  Committee,  at  which  time  the  Kindergarten  chil- 
dren were  housed  in  rented  space  in  Attleboro,  namely,  Faith  Alliance 
Church  School.  Also,  the  high  school  now  houses  seven  sections  of  Grade 
6.  which  hopefully  will  help  alleviate  the  overcrowded  conditions  at  the 
L.  G.  Nourse  Elementary  School,  and  the  Middle  School. 

The  School  Committee,  in  March  of  1975,  appointed  26  citizens  to 
membership  on  the  Extended  School  Year  Committee.  This  Committee 
was  instructed  by  the  School  Committee  to  study  the  feasibility  of  an 
extended  school  year,  and,  if  feasible,  the  acceptability  of  the  same. 
The  twin  approach  involved  the  Article  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in 
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May  of  1975,  and  the  creation  of  an  Elementary  School  Building  Com- 
mittee. Both  committees  were  involved  with  investigations  for  their 
particular  solution,  and  checking  the  acceptability.  The  Extended  School 
Year  Committee  adopted  the  45-15  day  plan  as  a  model  for  Norton,  which 
in  effect,  divides  students  into  four  attendance  groups,  one  group  to  be 
out  of  school  while  the  other  three  groups  would  be  in  school  on  a  ro- 
tating basis.  A  consultant,  Mr.  John  Kraskouskas,  was  hired  by  the 
Extended  School  Year  Committee  to  provide  the  expertise  in  such  a 
study. 

The  Extended  School  Year  Committee  presented  its  Feasibility  Re- 
port to  the  School  Committee.  The  School  Committee  then  asked  the 
Extended  School  Year  Committee  to  look  into  the  acceptability  of  this 
plan  within  the  community.  This  involved  public  meetings,  press  releases, 
a  brochure,  and  finally  a  questionnaire.  Simultaneously,  the  Elementary 
School  Building  Committee  worked  on  the  hiring  of  an  architect,  selec- 
tion of  a  site,  and  the  determination  of  a  design  for  an  elementary 
building.  The  Elementary  Building  Committee  decided  on  one  large  ele- 
mentary school,  housing  grades  K  through  5,  consisting  of  30  elementary 
classrooms,  and  5  kindergarten  classes,  housing  950  pupils.  The  site  se- 
lected was  the  old  Lane  Farm,  or  the  Rose  property. 

Both  committees  finished  their  work  in  January  of  1976.  At  this  time 
the  brochure  was  mailed  to  the  entire  community.  Over  3,500  brochures 
were  mailed,  with  return  envelopes  enclosed,  with  a  questionnaire  to  be 
filled  out  and  returned.  564  citizens  responded,  or  16%,  and  the  appropri- 
ateness of  the  alternatives,  namely,  ESY,  renting,  double  sessions,  and 
school  construction,  was  determined. 

In  February  of  1976  the  Elementary  School  Building  Committee  pre- 
sented to  the  town  the  $3,485,000.  elementary  school  proposal.  It  was  evi- 
dent from  the  responses  of  the  questionnaires,  that  the  town  favored  as 
their  first  choice,  school  construction.  73%  of  the  town  voted  in  favor  of 
the  elementary  school  construction.  Not  only  did  the  community  sup- 
port the  Elementary  School  Building  Committee  in  this  determination, 
but  gave  greater  support  by  funding  out  of  local  money,  $150,000.  for 
advanced  planning. 

Ten  citizens  served  on  the  Elementary  School  Building  Committee, 
and  twenty-six  citizens  served  on  the  Extended  School  Year  Committee. 
Norton  is  very  fortunate  in  having  dedicated  citizens  willing  to  give  their 
time  unselfishly  to  solve  a  very  serious  problem  in  the  school  system. 

Since  that  time,  the  Elementary  School  Building  Committee  has  pro- 
ceeded with  the  design  of  the  building.  Two  problems  have  arisen.  The 
Antiquities  Laws  of  Massachusetts  required  an  archaeological  survey 
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of  the  Rose  property  in  order  to  receive  environmental  clearance  to 
build  on  the  site.  This  is  currently  being  conducted.  We  are  now  w^aiting 
for  the  determination  of  the  General  Court  as  to  the  status  of  school 
building  aid. 

Truly,  the  community  was  involved  in  this  decision,  with  an  oppor- 
tunity for  input.  Values  were  determined,  and  direction  given  by  the 
citizens. 

In  retrospect,  I  feel  the  community  can  be  very  proud  of  the  manner 
in  which  the  various  alternatives  were  brought  to  their  attention,  and 
ultimately  resolved. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  citizens  who  served 
on  the  various  committees,  and  to  the  citizens  at  large,  for  their  support. 

One  tragedy  was  the  fire  in  the  high  school  on  January  5th,  1976, 
which  caused  over  $180,000.  damage  to  the  high  school  auditorium,  and 
the  loss  of  school  for  two  days.  The  support  of  the  Fire  Department, 
Police  Department,  Building  Inspector,  school  custodial  staff,  and  nu- 
merous citizens  who  offered  help  at  that  time,  was  greatly  appreciated, 
and  enabled  the  school  to  resume  operation  with  only  two  days  lost. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  members 
of  the  Norton  School  Committee  who  have  unselfishly  and  untiringly 
given  of  themselves  to  the  service  of  the  community  and  the  children. 
Countless  hours  are  spent  in  various  sessions  of  committee  work,  and 
the  School  Committee  has  been  willing  to  make  numerous  sacrifices 
which  have  enabled  the  improvement  of  education  in  Norton. 

The  following  report  indicates  the  activities  of  the  school  system  over 
the  past  18  months.  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  prin- 
cipals, supervisors,  and  department  chairmen,  for  their  contributions  to 
this  report.  It  has  been  a  very  rewarding  and  interesting  school  year. 

NORTON  HIGH  SCHOOL  —  Mr.  Joseph  Solmonese,  Principal 

Norton  High  School  has  been  informed  by  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  that  they  have 
approved  the  recommendation  of  the  Commission  on  Public  Schools  that 
the  high  school  be  awarded  continued  membership  in  the  Association  for 
ten  years,  through  1985.  This  is  the  longest  period  of  time  any  school  can 
be  accredited,  and  we  are  extremely  pleased  and  proud  of  this  accom- 
plishment. 

We  consider  this  accreditation  by  the  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges  the  single  most  important  indicator  that  our  high 
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school  is  providing  its  students  with  the  educational  opportunities  they 
must  have  to  meet  their  individual  and  collective  needs. 

In  our  efforts  to  maintain  standards  of  membership  required  for  ac- 
creditation, we  have  had  the  opportunity  to  assess  the  services  of  our 
school  in  light  of  our  Philosophy  and  Objectives.  In  meeting  the  stand- 
ards of  the  Commission,  they  have  said  that  Norton  High  School  has  a 
competent,  well  qualified  professional  staff  and  administration;  that 
Norton  High  has  an  excellent  school  plant;  that  our  curriculum  is  appro- 
priate; that  we  are  providing  the  necessary  pupil-personnel  services;  and 
that  the  morale  of  the  staff  and  the  student  body  is  good. 

As  a  result  of  the  past  evaluation,  the  school  year  1975-76  will  find 
the  faculty  of  Norton  High  School  responding  to  the  recommendations 
made  by  the  visiting  committee.  Since  the  main  purpose  of  the  evalu- 
ation process  is  to  upgrade  the  services  offered  by  the  school  to  its  stu- 
dents and  community,  each  recommendation  made  will  be  examined  to 
determine  its  appropriateness  in  a  program  of  school  improvement. 

The  Commission  requires  progress  reports  at  two  and  five  year  inter- 
vals foUcwing  the  evaluation.  The  progress  reports  are  studied  by  the 
Commission  Review  Committee,  and  their  recommendations  are  con- 
sidered by  the  full  commission.  Continued  membership  and  accredita- 
tion is  contingent  upon  satisfactory  progress  reports. 

As  to  the  evaluation  itself,  the  visiting  committee's  report  contains 
many  observations  relating  to  the  strength  of  the  school.  The  Commis- 
sion was  impressed  with  the  several  references  made  to  the  excellent 
media  center,  providing  both  the  students  and  faculty  with  the  resources 
necessary  to  supplement  the  instructional  activities  of  the  school.  Nu- 
merous commendations  throughout  the  evaluation  report  reflect  the 
genuine  concern  of  the  faculty  in  providing  a  broad  range  of  programs 
to  meet  the  diverse  needs  of  the  students. 

We  feel  the  results  of  the  evaluation  of  the  high  school  will  serve  as 
a  positive  influence  on  all  of  us,  and  that  we  shall  strive  to  improve  the 
quality  of  education  for  all  our  students. 

The  school  was  closed  for  two  days  when  on  January  5,  1976,  a  fire 
started  in  a  storage  area  on  the  auditorium  stage.  All  students  were 
evacuated  without  incident  and  were  directed  to  the  Middle  School,  where 
they  stayed  until  buses  arrived  to  take  them  home.  Credit  must  be  given 
to  the  Norton  Fire  Department,  the  custodial  and  cafeteria  staff,  the 
many  townspeople,  and  the  administrators,  for  the  long  hours,  co- 
operation and  assistance  in  restoring  the  building  to  the  point  where 
it  could  be  occupied.  Since  the  fire,  the  only  restriction  we  have  had 
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in  the  use  of  the  facilities,  is  the  auditorium,  and  as  a  result  of  this,  all 

assemblies  were  held  either  in  the  gymnasium  or  the  cafeteria. 

On  May  25,  1976,  forty  high  school  students  participated  in  a  disaster 
drill  which  was  a  joint  emergency  exercise  simulating  a  bus  accident,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Norton  Fire  Department,  Morton  Hospital,  and 
Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital,  in  order  for  these  two  hospitals  to  meet  re- 
quirements of  the  Commission  of  Hospital  Accreditation.  From  all  re- 
ports the  drill  was  a  great  success  due  in  part  to  the  conduct,  enthusi- 
asm, and  cooperation  of  the  students  in  grasping  the  importance  of  their 
role. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  many  parent  organizations,  namely,  the 
Parents  Advisory  Council,  the  Band  Parents  Association,  and  the  Foot- 
ball Parents  Association,  who  have  given  their  time  and  effort  in  sup- 
porting the  activities  here  at  the  high  school.  I  am  particularly  grateful 
for  the  support  and  their  contributions  of  sound  ideas  to  our  school 
program. 

There  have  been  several  interesting  educational  projects  take  place 
this  year. 

1.  A  meeting  sponsored  by  the  Guidance  Department  with 
parents  of  members  of  the  junior  class  with  regard  to  educa- 
tional and  occupational  information. 

2.  The  introduction  of  the  Independent  Study  Program  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  students. 

3.  In-service  meetings  for  the  high  school  faculty  in  the  area 
of  Special  Needs. 

Mr.  Daniel  F.  Wheeler,  Assistant  Principal 

The  High  School  Student  Council  was  involved  in  the  following  activi- 
ties with  reference  to  the  school  year  1974/75  and  1975/76: 

Traditional  Senior  Breakfast  was  held  June  3,  1975,  and  May  17, 
1976. 

The  distribution  of  forms  and  information  for  the  1975  Walkathon. 

A  Halloween  dress  up  day  was  held  on  October  31,  1975,  with 
prizes  for  the  best  two  costumes. 

Representatives  from  Norton  High  School  Student  Council  at- 
tended the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Student  Council  Con- 
vention at  Taunton  High  School  in  the  fall,  and  Fairhaven 
High  School  in  the  spring. 
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The  third  annual  "Powder  Puff"  football  game  was  held  Novem- 
ber 26,  1975  (Junior  girls  vs.  Senior  girls).  Proceeds  from  this 
event  will  go  to  the  ''Robert  Adams  Scholarship  Fund" 
($100.00). 

Christmas  (Santa  Fund)  Collections  were  carried  out  again  this 
year.  The  funds  collected  went  to  the  combined  Police  and 
Fire  Department  Christmas  Fund  to  aid  needy  families  of 
Norton  ($360.00). 

The  High  School  Advisory  Committee  to  the  School  Committee  was 
involved  in  a  range  of  activities,  from  survey  work  to  assistance  to  the 
administration  in  student  teacher  communications.  This  Committee  has 
been  recognized  for  its  upward  and  positive  suggestions  dealing  with 
extra-curricular  activities,  school  lunch  programs,  and  new  ideas  relat- 
ing to  curriculum,  teachers,  and  materials.  The  goal  of  the  1976/77  Com- 
mittee is  to  maintain  this  positive  movement. 

ENGLISH  DEPARTMENT  —  Miss  Grace  Kiernan,  Chairpersan 

The  English  Department  this  year  has  subscribed  to  the  idea  that  the 
important  emphasis  in  teaching  be  placed  on  the  English  language. 
Therefore,  teachers  are  accountable  to  each  other  for  the  materials 
taught  in  the  individual  classes.  The  first  half  year  of  grades  nine  and 
ten,  classes  are  taught  the  skills  in  grammar  with  the  ultimate  goal  of  a 
class  being  able  to  write  a  well  constructed  sentence.  From  this,  the 
classes,  in  turn,  are  taught  how  to  write  paragraphs  and  themes.  New 
this  year  is  a  course  on  the  junior  level  called  Essentials  in  English. 
Juniors  are  given  a  language  test  (teacher-made)  and  those  students 
not  qualifying  or  showing  a  deficiency  in  writing,  take  the  course  the 
third  term  of  their  junior  year.  The  department  feels  that  this  type  of 
course  will  benefit  the  student,  and  will  develop  competence  in  the 
handling  of  language  and,  especially,  writing. 

All  classes,  however,  are  taught  with  the  degree  of  ability  of  the 
student  in  mind.  In  each  grade,  there  is  criteria  set  for  levels  of  under- 
standing —  textbooks  as  well  as  materials  are  geared  to  this. 

Students  on  the  junior  and  senior  levels  are  still  working  under  a 
midi-course  structure.  In  these  two  years,  they  have  their  choice  of 
courses  in  their  particular  interests. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES  DEPARTMENT  —  Mr.  Fredric  Bartek,  Chairman 

Since  1972,  the  Social  Studies  Department  has  been  working  to  com- 
pletely revamp  the  curriculum.  During  this  past  school  year,  we  had  the 
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opportunity  of  being  observed,  and  somewhat  judged,  by  an  outside 
agency,  (The  Visiting  Committee  for  Evaluation.)  The  very  favorable 
report  by  this  committee  concerning  the  Social  Studies  Departm.ent  has 
given  rise  to  our  feeling  of  accomplishment.  However,  we  by  no  means, 
feel  that  our  curriculum  up-dating  is  completed.  We  realize  that  the 
curriculum  and  instructive  techniques  must  be  constantly  reviewed, 
made  relevant  and  improved  upon. 

The  Department  has  continued  to  attempt  to  make  our  curriculum 
more  student-centered  and  inquiry  oriented.  Field  trips,  guest  speakers, 
involvement  in  local  electoral  processes,  participation  in  national  com- 
petitive events,  are  employed  as  part  of  the  learning  process  in  Social 
Studies.  The  Department  was  also  honored  this  past  year  by  having  two 
articles  concerning  innovative  teaching  practices  in  the  Norton  High 
School  Social  Studies  Department,  published  in  Kaleidoscope  Magazine. 
These  articles  were  concerned  with  the  interdisciplinary  Oape  Cod  field 
trip  and  the  special  teaching  on  local  town  history  and  government. 

We  would  like  to  note  that  the  Department  is  committed  to  correct- 
ing the  suggested  recommendations  for  improvement  found  in  the  visit- 
ing committee  report.  We  believe  that  more  advanced  and  sophisticated 
courses  should  be  available  to  certain  students.  It  is  hoped  that  within 
the  near  future  electives  in  independent  study  will  help  achieve  this  end. 
We  also  believe  that  a  greater  concentrated  effort  should  be  made  for 
interdisciplinary  approaches  to  education.  It  is  also  hoped  that  the  next 
school  year  will  use  more  efforts  made  between  the  Social  Studies  and 
other  departments  to  meet  this  goal. 

SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT  —  Mr.  Charles  Gaides,  Chairman 

The  Norton  High  School  Science  Department  introduced  a  new  Earth 
Science  course  this  past  year,  called  Earth  Science  II.  It  is  a  second  year 
of  Earth  Science  and  has  worked  out  well.  This  will  probably  be  offered 
every  other  year.  We  are  now  offering  two  advanced  courses  in  Science 
(Earth  Science  II  and  Biology  II)  and  one  Advanced  Placement  course 
(A.P.C.  Chemistry)  which  also  provides  for  possible  college  credit  and/or 
placement. 

With  the  cooperation  of  Mr.  Fredric  Bartek,  Chairman  of  the  Social 
Studies  Department,  and  his  staff,  an  interdepartmental  lecture  course 
with  high  school  credit,  after  school,  was  offered.  This  program  was  open 
to  all  students.  It  dealt  with  ENERGY,  and  its  many  ramifications.  This 
was  not  the  success  we  thought  this  relevant  topic  might  receive. 

This  year  the  Science  Department  introduced  a  new  course  in  Chem- 
istry called  Action  Chemistry,  and  it  has  met  with  overwhelming  suc- 
cess. This  course  is  offered  by  Mr.  Reade  and  Mrs.  Scully. 
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The  highlights  of  the  year  were  the  lecture-demonstration  presenta- 
tions of  "This  Atomic  World"  from  Wentworth  Institute  and  "The  Space 
Program"  from  NASA.  We  have  tried  for  many  years  to  have  the  NASA 
team  visit  our  high  school,  and  this  year  we  finally  succeeded.  These 
were  both  very  exciting  and  informative  programs  especially  for  the 
sixth  graders  who  were  included  for  the  first  time  in  any  of  these  pro- 
grams. We  hope  to  have  many  more  programs  like  these  in  the  future. 

FOREIGN  LANGUAGE  DEPARTMENT  —  Mr.  Robert  Maher,  Chairman 

The  Department  is  offering  German  for  the  first  time  in  a  taped  pro- 
grammed course.  It  is  open  to  interested  juniors  and  seniors  who  have 
shown  language  ability  and  seem  capable  of  working  by  themselves.  The 
students  are  doing  very  well  thus  far. 

A  second  level  will  be  provided  next  year  under  the  same  terms. 
When  students  finish  the  courses,  they  should  be  capable  of  reading  ele- 
mentary German  readers  with  little  difficulty. 

BUSINESS  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT  — 

Miss  Evelyn  Rapoza,  Chairperson 

The  Norton  High  School  Business  Department  is  comprised  of  five 
teachers.  For  the  year  1975/76,  the  following  changes  were  made: 

1.  An  additional  Typewriting  I  class. 

2.  Two  classes  of  Recordkeeping  I.  Recordkeeping  II  was 
dropped  from  the  scheduling. 

3.  Advanced  Typewriting  and  Typewriting  II  are  being  taught 
at  the  same  time;  therefore,  allowing  the  department  to  inter- 
change the  students  whenever  it  deems  necessary. 

4.  The  Accounting  I  classes  are  being  taught  at  the  same  time 
as  Recordkeeping  I;  therefore,  allowing  the  department  to 
interchange  the  students  whenever  it  deems  necessary. 

5.  The  Office  Practice  Class  are  working  for  the  departments 
and  office  in  the  high  school  and  at  the  L,  G.  Nourse  and 
Middle  School  offices.  The  system-wide  work  has  been  work- 
ing out  very  well,  and  the  students  seem  to  enjoy  their  work 
and  have  been  doing  a  fine  job. 

6.  The  bookstore  in  the  Retail  Merchandising  class  is  working  out 
very  well.  The  class  is  working  very  diligently  making  leath- 
er goods,  displays  for  advertising,  selling  cady,  purple  and 
white  hats,  Lancer  buttons,  etc.  We  have  made  a  good  amount 
of  money  to  meet  all  expenses  in  the  store. 
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7.  There  has  been  an  increased  enrollment  in  the  Office  Ma- 
chines classes.  Two  of  our  girls  are  working  at  Fernandes 
Warehouse  everj^  day  this  year,  due  to  the  offering  of  this 
Office  Machines  course. 

The  following  plans  are  being  considered  for  next  year : 

1.  Semester  courses  in  Machine  Transcription. 

2.  Semester  courses  in  Personal  Typewriting. 

3.  Offering  slow  learner  courses  at  the  same  time  as  the  regular 
courses;  such  as  Recordkeeping  I  with  Accounting  I,  etc.  This 
will  enable  the  department  to  interchange  students;  thus, 
helping  students  to  pass  their  courses  instead  of  failing. 

Our  goals  for  the  department  for  the  year  1975/76 : 

1.  To  provide  terminal  education  for  the  senior  business  students 
as  an  office  worker,  such  as  clerical  and  secretarial. 

2.  To  provide  on-the-job  training  in  the  Office  Practice  class  by 
offering  system-wide  service. 

3.  To  develop  and  teach  the  students  how  to  operate  the  key- 
punch so  that  upon  completion  of  the  course  the  business  stu- 
dents are  qualified  keypunch  operators. 

4.  To  develop  a  business-like  attitude  in  all  classes  by  stressing 
the  importance  of  skill,  neatness,  and  accuracy  in  all  business 
courses  which  are  conducive  to  a  proper  business  environ- 
ment. 

5.  To  fully  develop  the  use  of  AV  equipment  in  all  classes  such 
as  making  more  use  of  films,  film  strips,  and  slides. 

MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT  —  Mr.  Frederick  KeUey,  Chairman 

The  Mathematics  Department  is  in  the  process  of  re-evaluating  the 
Mathematics  curriculum  by  adding  new  courses,  and  revising  and  im- 
proving the  existing  courses  to  conform  with  the  recommendations  of 
the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges.  Some  of  these  re- 
visions will  go  into  effect  in  September  of  1976. 

The  Mathematics  Club  has  twenty  members  from  grades  nine  through 
twelve,  who  compete  in  eight  mathematics  league  meets  during  the 
school  year.  These  meets  are  held  at  Norton  High  School  as  well  as  other 
area  high  schools. 

The  Computer  Club  has  12  members  who  meet  twice  a  month  after 
school  in  the  computer  laboratory.  These  students  are  being  trained  as 
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laboratory  assistants,  and  they  help  manage  the  computer  during  the 
school  day  as  well  as  after  school.  Thus  the  computer  is  available  to  the 
students  from  7:30  a.m.  to  3:30  p.m.  each  day. 

INDUSTRIAL  ARTS  DEPARTMENT  —  Mr.  Richard  Pino,  Chairman 

Demand  for  more  classes  in  Woodworking  and  Technical  Drawing 
have  stimulated  plans  for  hiring  one  more  teacher  in  Industrial  Arts  next 
year.  This  will  bring  the  total  number  of  teachers  in  the  department 
to  five. 

The  high  school  Metal  classes  completed  the  structural  steel  frame 
for  a  new  set  of  bleachers.  The  Wood  Shop  completed  the  bleachers  with 
redwood  benches.  During  senior  week,  Mike  Schneider  was  awarded  the 
L.  G.  Nourse  Industrial  Arts  Award. 

Peter  Dion  was  awarded  the  John  F.  Kennedy  Industrial  Arts  Award. 
Some  of  the  activities  in  Graphic  Arts  included  printing  special  diplomas 
and  making  rubber  stamps. 

Several  community  projects  were  printed  during  the  year. 

HOME  ECONNMICS  DEPARTMENT  — 

Mrs.  Geneva  Rounds,  Chairperson 

New  course  offerings  in  the  Home  Economics  Department  included 
a  combined  class  for  Foods  III  and  Chefs  III,  and  half-year  courses  in 
Child  Care  and  Development  and  Outdoor  Living.  Crafts  are  being  of- 
fered for  the  second  time  and  continue  to  be  popular  with  39  students 
enrolled. 

Highlights  of  the  year  included  a  fashion  show  for  parents,  crafts 
exhibit  combined  with  the  spring  concert.  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas 
dinners  served  to  the  faculty,  and  the  opening  of  the  Dew  Drop  Inn. 

The  Dew  Drop  Inn  is  a  small  restaurant  operated  in  the  Home  Eco- 
nomics rooms,  designed  to  give  practical  experience  in  the  operation  of 
a  food  service  facility  to  students  in  Food  III  and  Chefs  III.  Faculty  mem- 
bers are  invited  to  eat  there  one  or  two  times  each  week. 

MUSIC  DEPARTMENT  —  Mr.  William  MacMullen,  Supervisor  of  Music 

The  Music  Department  has  further  developed  its  program  by  the  ad- 
dition of  new  opportunities  for  learning  and  experiences  in  all  grade 
level,  K-12.  Aside  from  the  regular  seasonal  concerts,  parades  and  foot- 
ball half-time  shows,  the  Band  and  Chorus  planned  and  performed  day 
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time  exchange  programs;  the  Band  with  Stoneham,  Mass.,  and  the 
Chorus  with  Avon,  Mass. 

The  Band  performed  at  the  Veterans  Day  and  Memorial  Day  parades 
in  Attleboro  this  year,  and  at  an  evening  game  of  the  Kings  Football 
Team  in  the  contest  with  Middleboro.  The  Chorus  was  again  invited  to 
sing  at  the  "Law  Day"  ceremonies  in  the  Attleboro  Court  House. 

The  Lancer  Concert  Band,  Stage  Band,  and  Marching  Bands,  par- 
ticipated in  the  annual  Southeastern  Audition  Festival  this  year,  held  in 
Quincy.  In  these  competitions,  the  Concert  Band  won  second  place  in 
Division  II;  the  Stage  Band  won  first  place  in  Division  II,  and  the  March- 
ing Band  won  a  place  in  the  top  five  bands  participating.  The  assemblies 
and  programs  at  the  three  schools  gave  the  students  an  experience  in 
observing  the  instrumental  and  vocal  groups  from  each  of  the  schools. 

The  High  School  Band  and  Chorus  concluded  their  school  year  by 
performing  at  the  graduation  exercises. 

MEDIA  SERVICES  —  Mrs.  Veronica  Maher,  Librarian 

Media  services  in  the  high  school  were  commended  by  the  Visiting 
Committee  for  the  excellent  educational  media  facility,  both  library  and 
audio-visual,  which  is  designed  to  provide  multi-media  resouces  to  stu- 
dents and  faculty. 

On  January  5th  the  fire  which  swept  through  the  high  school,  neces- 
sitated the  closing  of  the  library  until  January  27th.  During  this  time, 
professional  cleaners  were  hired  to  restore  the  library  to  its  original 
state.  Except  for  the  magazine  storage  room  which  must  be  cleaned,  this 
work  was  completed. 

Because  the  library  was  closed  for  most  of  the  month  of  January, 
circulation  of  library  materials  was  halted,  and  teachers  were  restricted 
from  assigning  research  projects.  However,  once  the  system  returned  to 
normal  operation,  our  facilities  were  available  for  use  by  students  and 
faculty  alike.  We  have  added  220  titles  to  our  collection  and  also  15  micro- 
films and  22  sound  filmstrips.  Again  this  year  we  have  received  a  Title 
Two  grant  of  $1,907.53. 

On  February  6th,  friends  and  faculty  gathered  in  the  library  for  the 
dedication  of  the  Library  to  Henri  A.  Yelle.  A  portrait  and  plaque  in 
Mr.  Yelle's  honor  were  hung  in  the  library,  so  everyone  who  enters  is 
reminded  of  the  dedicated  service  this  gentleman  has  given  the  Norton 
School  System. 
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PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  and  ATHLETICS  — 

Mr.  Howard  Kelley,  Director 

The  1975-76  school  year  has  been  a  most  important  year  for  physical 
education  and  athletics.  New  baseball  fields,  a  softball  field,  outdoor 
basketball  courts  at  the  high  school  and  middle  school,  along  with  the 
track/football  field  complex  at  the  high  school,  have  all  been  completed. 
This  will  undoubtedly  have  a  positive  effect  on  our  physical  education, 
intramural  and  interscholastic  programs.  The  above  facilities  have  also 
contributed  to  a  noticeable  increase  in  community  participation,  and  in- 
volvement in  recreational  pursuits. 

Special  recognition  should  be  given  to  the  cross  country  team  for 
their  Southeastern  Mass.  Conference  divisional  championship.  They 
were  undefeated  in  division  competition. 

The  dedication  held  on  November  15th,  of  the  high  school  athletic 
complex  in  memory  of  Robert  R.  Adams,  marked  the  culmination  of 
months  of  hard  work  and  cooperation  on  the  part  of  many  people.  The 
successful  completion  of  this  project  has  produced  a  facility  that  the 
community  can  be  more  than  proud  of. 

The  winter  season  brought  with  it  another  championship.  The  Norton 
Lancer  Basketball  Team  finished  the  season  with  an  impressive  record, 
a  co-championship  in  the  Southeastern  Mass.  Conference  (Div.  Ill),  and 
a  trip  to  the  semi-finals  of  the  state  sectional  tournament. 

In  physical  education,  new  programs  were  introduced  with  emphasis 
on  co-educational  activities.  An  adaptive  program  was  implemented  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  atypical  student.  The  high  school  physical  education 
program  introduced  a  co-educational  unit  in  square  dancing  which  was 
culminated  with  a  presentation  by  the  "Clover-Leafs,"  a  square  dance 
club  from  Providence,  R.I. 

The  Health  Education  curriculum  was  expanded  to  include  Athletic 
Training  and  First  Aid  and  Safety.  These  course  offerings  will  be  elec- 
tive courses,  offered  at  the  high  school  in  the  fall  of  1976. 

The  spring  season  saw  continued  success  in  baseball  and  track.  The 
baseball  team  finished  with  a  winning  record  for  the  first  time  in  eight 
years. 

The  spring  also  brought  with  it  a  decision  by  the  School  Committee, 
to  allow  the  high  school  to  make  application  to  the  Mayflower  Conference. 
Our  application  was  accepted  and  Norton  will  become  a  member  of  the 
new  league  in  the  fall  of  1977. 
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GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT  —  Mr.  John  Atwood,  Director 

The  Guidance  and  Special  Needs  Department  has  been  active  in  pro- 
viding services  to  students  and  parents  during  this  school  year. 

L.  G.  NOURSE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL: 

The  Guidance  counselor  is  providing  counseling  services  to  eight 
hundred  students  and  has  administered  the  Stanford  Achievement  Test- 
ing Program;  she  is  presenting  career  information  to  students  and  is 
coordinator  of  core  evaluations. 

In  the  area  of  Learning  Disabilities,  a  new  program  was  instituted 
this  year.  A  learning  center,  a  new  concept,  has  been  established,  with 
five  learning  disabilities  specialists  providing  individual  instruction  for 
ninety  students.  This  program  is  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Leonard 
Rebello,  who  is  assisted  by  four  staff  members.  Two  new  classes  for 
children  with  special  needs  were  established  in  September  of  1975.  These 
teachers  are  providing  individualized  instruction  to  seventeen  students. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  a  full  time  speech  therapist  is  provid- 
ing language  services  to  forty  students,  which  includes  pre-school,  kind- 
ergarten, and  grades  one,  two,  and  three.  During  the  month  of  Novem- 
ber a  workshop  was  conducted  for  teachers  in  the  identification  of  chil- 
dren with  speech  problems  and  how  to  deal  with  them  in  the  classroom. 
A  workshop  for  parents  is  planned  in  the  spring  of  1976. 

This  year  a  school  psychologist  was  added  to  the  staff;  the  services 
include  psychological  assessments,  individual  counseling,  parent  con- 
ferences, and  consultation  with  teachers,  administrators,  and  community 
agencies. 

NORTON  MIDDLE  SCHOOL: 

At  the  Middle  School  we  have  two  guidance  counselors;  one  for 
grades  four,  five,  and  six,  and  one  for  grades  seven  and  eight.  They  are 
providing  individual  and  group  counseling  for  students,  have  adminis- 
tered the  Stanford  Achievement  Tests,  and  the  Differential  Aptitude 
Tests.  They  work  cooperatively  with  teachers,  administrators,  parents 
and  community  agencies  to  provide  their  expertise  in  the  delivery  of 
guidance  services.  Students  in  Grade  8  who  were  seeking  admission  to 
Southeastern  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  were  given  a 
guided  tour  of  that  facility,  and  were  interviewed  by  a  Southeastern 
guidance  counselor. 

All  eighth  grade  students  attended  an  orientation  program  and  a  tour 
of  the  high  school,  given  by  members  of  the  high  school  guidance  staff. 
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Three  learning?  disabilities  specialists  are  providing  tutoring  for  fifty 
students.  They  also  work  with  teachers  and  are  involved  in  core  evalu- 
ations. They  have  developed  and  distributed  a  list  of  helpful  hints  to 
parents  of  children  in  the  program. 

The  Socialization  Class  has  twenty  two  members.  The  emphasis  is  on 
values  clarifications  and  behavior  modifications.  Athletics,  and  arts  and 
crafts  activities,  have  been  introduced  to  develop  a  positive  attitude  of 
self  confidence  and  self  respect,  with  the  goal  of  increasing  academic 
success. 

The  services  of  a  speech  therapist  and  a  school  psychologist  are  pro 
vided  for  students. 

To  provide  the  best  possible  educational  services  for  TMR  students, 
Norton  has  joined  with  Easton,  Foxboro,  and  Mansfield,  to  form  a  col- 
laborative. Norton  has  two  classes  in  the  Middle  School,  one  for  children 
ages  12,  13,  and  14,  and  one  for  children  from  ages  15  to  21.  Each  child's 
program  is  geared  to  his  or  her  own  individual  ability.  The  ultimate  g^oal 
is  to  prepare  the  students  for  careers  in  sheltered  environments. 

HIGH  SCHOOL: 

The  High  School  Guidance  Department  is  providing  guidance  services 
to  all  students.  The  main  thrust  is  on  vocational  and  career  counseling 
for  students  planning  to  go  to  work  or  entering  the  armed  services;  and 
college  counseling  for  those  students  who  are  planning  to  go  on  to  a 
school  of  higher  education.  Resources  materials  are  available  to  students 
and  are  also  used  by  classroom  teachers  in  their  career  development 
units.  Students  are  given  the  opportunity  to  meet  with  admission  repre- 
sentatives from  many  schools  of  higher  education,  giving  them  the  op- 
portunity to  broaden  their  knowledge  of  different  types  of  programs. 

Norton  High,  in  collaboration  with  Attleboro  High,  Bishop  Feehan 
High  and  North  Attleboro  High,  held  a  college  night,  at  North  Attleboro 
on  October  15,  which  gave  juniors  and  seniors  the  opportunity  to  meet 
with  representatives  from  sixty -five  colleges  and  schools  of  higher  edu- 
cation. 

Mr.  Peter  Bartek,  organized  and  administered  the  Standardized 
Achievement  Testing  Program,  the  Preliminary  Scholastic  Aptitude 
Test,  NEDT  Test,  CEEB  Testing  program,  and  TASK.  The  test  results 
are  providing  valuable  information  to  teachers  for  instructional  purposes 
and  to  the  school  administrators  for  curriculum  evaluation  and  implemen- 
tation of  curriculum  change. 

The  Guidance  Department  held  a  Higher  Education,  Financial  Aid 
Information,  and  Employment  Planning  Program  for  juniors-,  and  their 
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parents  on  May  28,  1975.  The  High  School  Guidance  Office  is  open  the 
third  Monday  evenings  each  month  (except  for  November  and  January, 
when  counselors  are  available  on  the  evenings  of  the  high  school  open 
house).  These  evening  hours  are  for  the  purpose  of  providing  assistance 
to  students  who  have  graduated  or  dropped  out  of  high  school,  as  well  as 
to  any  resident  of  the  town  who  seeks  assistance  from  the  Guidance  De- 
partment. 

The  Guidance  Department  and  students  from  Wheaton  College,  spon- 
sored a  workshop,  "Is  College  For  You?"  Ten  Wheaton  students  pre- 
sented the  workshop  as  a  series  of  mini  group  discussions  covering  such 
topics  as  Selecting  a  College,  Interview,  Application  Techniques,  Finan- 
cial Assistance.  Academics  and  Social  Life.  Sixty-five  Norton  High  School 
junior  and  senior  students  attended. 

There  were  one  hundred  and  thirteen  graduates  in  the  Class  of  1975. 
Twenty-nine  students  will  attend  a  four-year  college,  nineteen  will  at- 
tend a  two-year  college,  ten  students  are  enrolled  in  technical  or  voca- 
tional programs,  five  in  nurses  training,  two  in  secretarial  training  pro- 
grams, ten  enlisted  in  the  armed  services,  thirty-eight  students  chose  to 
enter  the  labor  force.  A  total  of  fifty-two  percent  of  the  class  are  pur- 
suing higher  education.  Forty-eight  percent  of  the  class  are  working  or 
have  entered  the  armed  forces. 

MIDDLE  SCHOOL: 

The  school  year  1975/76  began  with  a  total  enrollment  of  1136  stu- 
dents, an  increase  of  89  over  the  previous  year.  However,  not  all  the 
students  are  enrolled  in  the  Middle  School  building.  Seven  sixth  grades 
are  housed  at  the  High  School,  with  one  sixth  grade  at  the  Middle  School. 
The  major  reason  why  sixth  grade  students  are  located  at  the  High 
School  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  sections  in  Grades  3,  4,  5,  and 
6,  to  alleviate  large  class  size,  and  a  corresponding  need  for  additional 
classrooms.  The  students  at  the  High  School,  although  separated  physical- 
ly, continue  to  receive  all  the  services  they  would  normally  receive  at 
the  Middle  School.  In  addition,  for  the  first  time,  a  reading  specialist  is 
available  to  this  grade  on  a  full-time  basis.  Mrs.  Mae  Myers  was  ap- 
pointed to  this  federally  funded  position  in  October. 

Two  sections  of  Grade  3  are  enrolled  this  year  in  our  building.  This 
was  done  to  alleviate  overcrowding  at  the  elementary  school.  We  also 
have  eight  sections  of  Grade  4,  9  sections  of  Grade  5,  and  15  sections 
of  Grades  7  and  8.  As  a  result,  we  still  are  not  truly  a  middle  school  — 
a  school  designed  specifically  for  the  early  adolescent,  who  experiences 
unique  needs.  We  continue  to  serve  both  elementary  students  and  middle 
school  students. 
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The  Middle  School,  at  Grades  3  and  4,  has  continued  the  Independent 
Guided  Education  and  Individualized  Mathematics  Programs,  begun  last 
year  at  the  elementary  school.  It  is  important  to  provide  articulated  pro- 
grams to  students  from  grade  to  grade,  and  school  to  school,  and  as 
a  result,  special  efforts  were  made  to  insure  that  this  would  occur  as 
noted  in  the  previous  Town  Report.  Five  more  staff  members  attended 
two  week  clinicals  at  Fitchburg  State  College  where  concentrated  studies 
were  pursued  regarding  I.G.E.  In  addition,  workshops  were  held  regard- 
ing the  IMS  Math  Program  to  prepare  the  staff  at  this  level  for  the 
change-over  to  this  new  approach.  At  the  present  time,  there  are  two 
learning  communities  in  existence  at  our  school,  each  consisting  of  5 
teachers,  one  aide  and  approximately  125  students.  Mrs.  Donna  Morse 
and  Mr.  Barry  Mindes  are  learning  community  leaders.  Both  programs 
have  gotten  off  to  a  smooth  beginning. 

As  part  of  the  continuing  implementation  of  Chapter  766,  the  follow- 
ing has  occurred.  Two  collaborative  classes  for  special  needs  students 
are  in  our  building.  They  serve  students  from  Norton,  Easton,  and  Mans- 
field. These  other  communities  also  have  special  needs  rooms  for  stu- 
dents from  our  community.  Collaboration  enables  special  services  to  be 
available  at  the  most  economical  cost.  Also,  new  to  our  staff,  are  a  speech 
therapist  serving  Grades  4  through  8,  and  an  additional  learning  disabili- 
ties specialist  for  Grades  4  through  6.  A  school  psychologist  has  also  been 
appointed  for  Grades  4  through  12.  All  these  staff  members  and  positions 
enable  us  to  implement  the  regulations  of  Chapter  766  more  effectively. 
There  are  still  staffing  needs  in  special  service  areas  and  it  is  hoped  that 
these  positions  can  be  filled  to  serve  the  needs  of  all  students  to  maxi- 
mum effectiveness. 

Other  legislation  that  has  caused  change  in  the  Middle  School  is 
Chapter  622.  One  of  the  main  purposes  of  this  legislation  is  to  make  avail- 
able all  courses  and  activities  to  all  students  regardless  of  sex.  As  a  re- 
sult, the  Practical  Arts  Program  was  adjusted.  In  the  past,  all  seventh 
and  eighth  grade  boys  took  woodworking  and  metal,  while  girls  took  sew- 
ing and  cooking.  This  year  the  programs  were  made  elective  and  all 
courses  were  opened  up  to  both  boys  and  girls. 

PATHS,  the  Middle  School  Parent  Advisory  Body,  once  again  spon- 
sored a  "Meet  the  Teachers  Evening"  in  October.  The  evening's  purpose 
was  to  enable  teachers  and  parents  to  meet  informally  early  in  the  year 
in  a  relaxed  setting.  The  evening  was  a  successful  one,  and  it  also  was 
the  setting  in  which  Mr.  Ralph  Stefanelli  formally  presented  the  Science 
Department  with  a  weather  instrument  which  was  purchased  primarily 
with  funds  from  the  Memory  Clinic.  The  parents  were  also  instrumental 
in  obtaining  parents  to  assist  in  the  IMS  Math  program.  Other  planned 
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activities  are  a  parents'  newsletter,  and  an  evening  program  for  parents 
on  raising  children  in  changing  times. 

Many  plans  are  in  process  for  the  Bicentennial  Celebration.  A  com- 
mittee of  teachers  has  been  formed,  and  besides  on-going  activities,  a 
Bicentennial  Week  is  planned  for  the  spring  in  order  to  impress  upon 
the  minds  of  the  students  the  heritage  of  our  country  and  the  contribu- 
tions of  so  many  people. 

The  independent  study  program  began  last  year  for  Grade  8  students 
in  Science  and  English,  and  was  expanded  this  past  spring  to  include 
Foreign  Language,  Industrial  Arts,  Social  Studies,  and  Home  Economics. 
This  program  offers  selected  students  an  opportunity  to  investigate  topics 
in-depth  with  close  teacher  supervision,  while  at  the  same  time,  main- 
taining course  work  in  regular  subjects.  The  staff  coordinators  of  the 
program,  Mr.  G.  Peter  Holster  and  Mrs.  Beatrice  Smith,  were  invited 
and  participated  in  a  Project  ERR  Middle  School  conference  at  which 
time  they  explained  this  program  to  area  middle  school  teachers. 

The  month  of  May  was  a  special  month  for  the  Middle  School.  The 
first  week  of  this  month  was  designated  as  Bicentennial  Week  for  the 
entire  school.  On  Monday,  May  3,  the  week's  program  was  started  by  our 
two  I.G.E.  Units  sponsoring  a  Balloon  Day.  Two  hundred  fifty  helium- 
filled  balloons  were  released  at  2:00  p.m.  to  the  tune  of  "Up,  Up  and 
Away"  played  by  the  High  School  Swing  Band.  Each  balloon  had  a  post 
card  attached  to  it  asking  the  finder  to  please  drop  it  in  the  mail  to  re- 
turn to  us.  Post  cards  were  returned  from  as  far  away  as  Bar  Harbor, 
Maine. 

On  Wednesday,  May  5th,  the  major  activities  of  the  week  took  place. 
A  time  capsule  was  buried  in  the  front  of  the  school,  scheduled  to  be 
opened  in  the  year  2000.  Enclosed  were  representative  samplings  of  items 
from  1976.  Exhibits  were  then  viewed  by  the  public  in  our  auditorium  that 
were  prepared  by  the  students. 

On  Friday,  May  7th,  the  week's  activities  concluded  with  a  Bicenten- 
nial Dance  for  grades  7  and  8  students,  sponsored  by  the  Student  Coun- 
cil. The  entire  week  was  coordinated  and  directed  by  Mr.  Edward  Rob- 
bins,  Assistant  Principal. 

During  the  month,  the  Grade  7  annual  field  trip  to  the  United  Nations 
in  New  York  City,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Ralph  Rubin,  also  took 
place,  as  well  as  the  school's  annual  Talent  Show. 

The  school  year  ended  with  the  first  annual  Middle  School  Awards 
Program  for  Grades  7  and  8  students.  Approximately  150  awards  were 
presented  to  these  students  for  achievements  during  the  year.  The  Prin- 
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cipal's  Award  for  Outstanding  School  Service  was  received  by  Richard 
Low. 

The  month  of  June  is  a  key  planning  month  for  school  opening  in 
September.  With  continued  support  from  the  community  and  staff,  we 
hope  to  have  another  successful  school  year  for  Middle  School  students 
in  1976/77. 

L.  G.  NOURSE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL: 

This  is  our  second  year  of  implementing  the  LG.E.  model.  Currently 
Grades  I-III  are  organized  into  6  units.  Unit  leaders  this  year  are:  Mrs. 
Betty  Walton,  Miss  Johanna  Roses,  Mrs.  Carole  Chargin,  Miss  Evelyn 
Ferreira,  Mrs.  Mary  Brown,  and  Mrs.  Beverly  Gilbert. 

Last  year  students  were  multi-aged  during  our  Math  bloc,  using  our 
new  I.M.S.  Program.  Again,  we  are  continuing  the  I. M.S.  Program.  Our 
goal  was  to  implement  the  I.G.E.  model  in  one  subject  area.  This  year 
we  have  begun  the  pilot  program  in  the  spelling  area.  This  program  has 
been  developed  by  Mr.  William  Ferrara  and  consists  of  spelling  words 
from  our  Reading  program.  The  program  is  individualized,  and  will  be 
revised  at  the  end  of  the  year.  In  addition,  unit  leaders  are  currently 
evaluating  and  revising  the  Social  Studies  program  to  completely  in- 
dividualize this  program  as  well. 

Teachers  have  regularly  scheduled  unit  meetings  on  Wednesday  at 
3:00  o'clock.  During  this  time  unit  members  group  and  re-group  students 
according  to  their  needs,  plan  for  the  Math  period,  review  the  minutes 
from  the  Program  Improvement  Committee  meeting  held  on  Tuesday 
afternoon  (meeting  of  unit  leaders  and  principal),  and  generally  review 
the  week's  work.  Planning  for  other  subjects  are  done  primarily  on  an 
individual  basis. 

Again,  a  very  enthusiastic  volunteer  program  is  continuing.  Ap- 
proximately 32  parents  are  working  and  assisting  teachers  throughout 
the  day  as  well  as  a  number  of  parents  acting  as  homeroom  mothers. 
This  program  began  last  year  as  a  result  of  the  Parent  Advisory  Board. 
The  Parent  Advisory  Board  has  been  very  active,  establishing  a  sibling 
list,  a  homeroom  mothers  list,  planning  for  our  annual  Fishing  Derby 
and  Christmas  program  along  with  other  programs,  during  children's 
vacation  periods.  Special  projects  include  Bicentennial  float,  and  Land 
Preservation  project  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School. 

A  newsletter  for  parents  is  also  issued  every  other  month  inform- 
ing parents  of  worthy  news  items.  A  successful  bake  sale  was  held  dur- 
ing the  fall  Parent  Conferences.  A  gross  profit  of  $175.42  was  made.  The 
ultimate  goal  of  the  Parent  Advisory  Board  is  to  give  all  funds  back  to 
the  children  through  various  projects.  Meetings  have  been  held  every 
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other  week  on  Fridays  at  1:30  p.m.  in  the  L.G.  Nourse  cafetorium.  The 
public  is  invited,  and  members  include:  Mrs.  Natalie  Cotton,  Mrs.  Janet 
Dunphy,  Mrs.  Marie  Flynn,  Mrs.  Donna  Jordan,  Mrs.  Paddy  Morgan, 
Mrs.  Linda  O'Connor,  Mrs.  Nancy  Pearce,  Mrs.  Norma  Pike,  Mrs.  Mary 
Grimes,  and  Mrs.  Caroline  Goode. 

Again,  student  teachers  from  Bridgewater  State  College,  and 
Wheaton  College,  have  been  actively  involved  in  our  program.  Students 
from  Wheaton  College  are  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Paul  Krouner,  and 
students  from  Bridgewater  are  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Arthur  Baker. 
Each  student  teacher  is  assigned  to  a  unit  leader,  and  is  under  their  di- 
rection while  working. 

We  also  continue  to  employ  Northeastern  Interns  as  clerical  aides 
in  our  Kindergarten  program.  Also,  we  were  fortunate  to  have  twelve 
students  participate  as  volunteer  tutors  in  our  Resource  Center,  again 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Paul  Krouner  from  Wheaton  College. 

On  October  20,  1975,  the  Kindergarten  teachers  held  an  Open  House 
for  all  parents  to  present  the  curriculum. 

Parents  of  all  children  were  invited  to  visit  their  child's  classroom 
during  American  Education  Week. 

Unit  leaders  and  staff  members  conducted  individual  IMS  workshops 
during  the  month  of  March.  Parents  were  given  an  orientation  of  the 
program,  and  allowed  to  participate  in  the  program  as  their  child  does 
daily.  A  good  turnout  was  reported  by  each  unit  leader;  however,  it  is 
urged  that  as  many  parents  as  possible  attend  future  programs. 

A  spring  orientation  and  registration  for  incoming  kindergarten  stu- 
dents and  parents  was  held  on  June  8,  1976.  Parents  and  students  met 
the  kindergarten  teachers  and  took  part  in  a  series  of  kindergarten  ac- 
tivities. School  personnel  and  kindergarten  teachers  were  available  to 
answer  questions  and  collect  the  necessary  registration  forms.  Approxi- 
mately 75%  of  those  students  eligible  for  kindergarten  attended.  The 
program  proved  very  successful,  and  many  parents  relayed  their  positive 
feelings  of  the  program  to  school  personnel.  This  program  will  be  an 
annual  event.

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An  Intramural  Program  for  boys  and  girls  in  Grade  3  was  conducted 
from  January  through  May.  Mr.  Robert  Rukstalis,  Mrs.  Michael  Dancey, 
and  Mr.  Michael  Muffs,  volunteered  their  time  and  effort  in  this  en- 
deavor. The  program  objectives  dealt  with  promoting  social  inter-action 
within  a  large  group  setting,  and  providing  an  opportunity  for  all  children 
in  Grade  3  to  participate  and  further  develop  their  sport  skills  and 
interest. 

READING  DEPARTMENT  —  Mr.  William  Ferrara,  Coordinator 

CURRICULUM 

The  Reading  Department  has  been  involved  in  curriculum  during  the 
past  year.  The  first  main  goal  for  the  committee  was  to  develop  a  list 
of  objectives,  skills,  and  a  placement  test  for  Programmed  Reading. 
This  instrument  would  help  teachers  determine  the  exact  placement  for 
a  child  in  terms  of  specific  skills  he  has  mastered,  and  those  he  still 
needs  to  learn.  A  profile  card  is  being  developed  which  will  be  passed  on 
from  year  to  year  so  that  each  successive  teacher  will  know  exactly 
what  the  child's  program  should  be. 

Supplementary  materials  are  being  examined  so  that  alternative 
resources  may  be  indexed  for  each  skill. 

At  the  intermediate  level,  the  same  plan  will  be  followed  using  the 
Harper-Row  Management  System. 

Along  with  Reading,  objectives  are  being  written  for  Language, 
Spelling,  and  Handwriting. 

ORGANIZATION 

This  year  the  first  three  grades  have  been  grouped  heterogeneously 
for  Reading  and  Language  Arts.  The  intermediate  grades  are  still 
grouped  homogeneously.  Curriculum  plans  are  being  formulated  to  multi- 
age  Reading/Language  Arts,  which  will  create  an  ungraded  pattern. 
More  and  more  emphasis  is  being  placed  upon  individualizing  instruc- 
tion, without  losing  sight  of  objectives.  The  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
program  continues  to  function  on  the  Reading  Laboratory  at  the  Middle 
School.  Approximately  half  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  students 
are  assigned  to  Reading. 

IN-SERVICE  WORKSHOP 

There  are  fourteen  new  staff  members  at  the  elementary  level  this 
year  from  grades  one  through  six.  The  Reading  Department  held  four 
workshops  during  the  first  two  months  of  school  to  help  new  teacheis

in  various  aspects  of  curriculum,  methods  and  materials.  The  four  intro- 
ductory workshops  included: 

1.  Programmed  Reading 

2.  The  Basal  Reader 

3.  Management  and  Classroom  Discipline 

4.  Techniques  in  Teaching  Reading 

Plans  are  being  formulated  for  future  workshops  on  Learning 
Centers,  Helping  the  Slow  Learning  Child  in  the  Classroom. 

A  special  workshop  was  held  on  September  10,  1975,  on  the  new  Mer- 
rill Linguistic  Readers.  This  basal  and  its  supplementary  materials  are 
used  with  those  children  whose  auditory  perceptual  difficulties  make 
it  difficult  for  them  to  function  in  a  phonetic  approach.  Mrs.  Rosemary 
Wilson,  one  of  the  authors  of  the  new  edition,  presented  the  workshop 
for  all  teachers  involved  in  the  program. 

On  October  24th  the  consultant  from  McGraw-Hill  spent  the  day  ob- 
serving teachers.  A  seminar  was  held  at  3:30  p.m.  on  Programmed 
Reading  at  which  time  Miss  Michelle  Papparo  reported  on  her  observa- 
tions and  answered  questions  concerning  the  program. 

SUMMER  SCHOOL 

Two-hundred  and  fifty-eight  students  attended  the  summer  school 
Reading  and  Math  program.  There  were  nine  classes  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse 
School,  and  six  at  the  Middle  School.  Each  of  the  15  teachers  had  an  aide. 
Instruction  was  given  in  both  Math  and  Reading.  Students  were  informal- 
ly diagnosed  for  skills,  and  worked  individually  and  in  small  groups  with 
a  variety  of  materials.  The  session  ran  from  July  7,  1975,  to  August  8, 
1975,  and  from  9:00  a.m.  to  12:00  noon,  five  days  per  week. 

TITLE  I  PROJECT 

The  Title  I  ESEA  Project  REACH  was  approved  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  for  the  fourth  consecutive  year.  This  program  was 
created  to  improve  the  reading  skills  of  students  in  Grades  4,  5,  and  6. 
In  the  past  the  Project  provided  for  two  teachers.  This  year,  because  of 
an  increased  funding,  we  were  able  to  provide  a  third  person.  The  pro- 
gram has  been  evaluated  each  year  by  Dr.  Mervin  Lynch  of  Northeastern 
University.  This  year  Dr.  Lynch  reported  on  a  three-year  study  of  the 
program. 

Significant  mean  gains  in  achievement  on  both  vocabulary  and  com- 
prehension were  shown  for  the  56  children  overall,  and  for  children  at 
all  three  grade  levels  4,  5,  and  6. 
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Gains  of  one  year  or  more  in  vocabulary  growth  were  made  by  55 
percent  of  the  children  overall,  and  by  grade  level,  63  percent  of  the 
4th  graders,  and  50  percent  of  the  5th  and  6th  graders.  These  gains  in 
vocabulary  growth  were  substantially  greater  than  those  achieved  in 
the  two  previous  years  of  evaluation  of  this  tutorial  program. 

Gains  of  one  year  or  more  in  comprehension  growth  were  made  by 
39  percent  of  the  children  overall,  and  by  grade  level  33  percent  of  the 
4th  graders,  56  percent  of  the  fifth  graders,  and  31  percent  of  the  6th' 
graders.  The  gains  in  comprehension  growth  for  fifth  graders  were 
higher  than  the  1973/74  school  year,  but  not  as  high  as  those  for  the 
1972/73  school  year. 

The  Primary  Reading  Specialist  worked  with  approximately  50  chil- 
dren during  the  school  year.  Forty-eight  new  students  were  tested  by  the 
specialist  for  placement  in  the  Reading  Program.  Other  children  were 
referred  for  diagnostic  testing  during  the  year.  The  Primary  Reading 
Specialist  also  was  available  for  consultations  with  teachers. 

This  year  the  Reading  Supervisor  introduced  a  lesson  plan  form  in 
order  to  improve  reading  plans,  and  to  establish  some  consistency.  From 
this  beginning,  a  Reading  Plan  Book  will  be  developed  with  input  from 
the  teachers.  This  Plan  Book  will  be  used  for  Reading  from  grades  one 
through  six. 

The  Reading  Supervisor  observed  all  teachers  from  kindergarten 
through  grade  six,  including  Reading  staff  members.  Written  evaluations 
were  completed,  and  conferences  held  for  all  new  teachers  and  other 
teachers  who  requested  them. 

The  Reading  Department  began  an  American  Heritage  Program  to 
commemorate  the  Bicentennial.  This  project  was  supplementary  to  the 
Reading  Program,  and  enhsted  the  aid  of  the  Music  and  Art  supervisors, 
as  well  as  that  of  the  librarian.  American  Poetry  and  Literature  were  in- 
troduced at  each  level,  with  the  integration  of  Music  and  Art  of  the 
period.  An  essay  contest  was  initiated  in  the  Middle  School.  The  title  of 
the  essay  was  "What  Living  in  America  Means  to  Me."

CUSTODIAL/ MAINTENANCE  DEPARTMENT  — 

Mr.  James  Neveu,  Director  of  Facilities 

This  year  the  Custodial/Maintenance  Department,  in  addition  to  our 
regular  summer  maintenance  program,  spent  numerous  hours  moving 
furniture  at  all  locations.  The  kindergartens  were  moved  to  Faith  Alli- 
ance Church  School  in  Attleboro,  the  3rd  Grades  were  moved  to  the  Mid- 
dle School,  and  the  6th  Grades  moved  to  the  High  School. 

Other  projects  undertaken  were  at  the  Middle  School  where  a  com- 
plete renovation  of  the  Superintendent's  Office  was  performed.  Also,  di- 
viding the  Industrial  Arts  Shop  into  two  separate  rooms,  one  for  metals 
and  one  for  wood  instruction. 

At  the  High  School,  considerable  time  was  spent  on  the  track /football 
complex  getting  it  ready  for  the  fall  season.  The  end  result  is  that  Norton 
has  one  of  the  finest  complexes  in  the  state. 

Painting  was  extensively  done  at  all  schools,  producing  a  clear, 
bright,  safe  environment  for  the  students  of  Norton  to  learn  in  for  the 
1976  school  year. 

As  a  result  of  the  fire  in  the  high  school,  a  seemingly  impossible 
task  was  accomplished  by  the  custodial/maintenance  staff.  Only  two 
days  lost  from  school  were  needed  to  make  the  building  ready  for 
classes  to  resume.  The  school  was  opened  in  its  entirety  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  auditorium  area.  The  effects  of  the  fire  have  been  endless; 
many  hours  have  been  spent  shifting  materials  and  equipment  to  and 
from  all  schools. 
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Some  other  projects  undertaken  were  the  readying  of  the  athletic 
areas  for  spring  sports  at  all  schools,  roof  restoration  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse 

School,  and  Bicentennial  events  at  all  schools. 

Bidding  and  awarding  for  supplies  and  materials  to  make  ready  for 
our  summer  cleanup  is  an  annual  event. 

CAFETERIA  —  Mrs.  Violet  Eisnor,  Director 

In  the  cafeteria  we  are  continuing  every  effort  to  encourage  students 
to  adopt  and  enjoy  good  eating  habits,  especially  when  good  school 
lunches  are  available  at  such  low  prices.  Our  free  and  reduced  priced 
meals  allow  every  child  the  privilege  of  participating.  Vegetables  are 
not  the  most  popular  item  on  the  menu,  but  then,  this  is  meant  to  be  a 
teaching  program  of  good  nutrition.  The  School  Lunch  Program  is  not 
a  pick  and  choose  choice,  but  rather  a  well  balanced  meal,  carefully 
planned  to  supply  one-third  of  the  day's  nutritional  needs. 

We  incorporate  all  of  the  government  commodities  in  our  meals  as 
they  are  highly  nutritious  and  greatly  help  our  meal  costs.  We  serve 
children  of  many  different  backgrounds,  and  are  amazed  that  so  many 
learn  so  quickly  to  accept  and  enjoy  our  lunches. 

In  May,  we  served  a  breakfast  of  orange  juice,  sliced  ham,  scram- 
bled eggs,  buttered  toast  and  muffins,  coffee  or  milk,  to  the  graduating 
class  at  the  high  school.  The  tables  were  nicely  decorated  with  apple 
blossoms  and  greens. 

Last  fall,  Mrs.  Araujo  and  I  attended  the  school  lunch  workshop 
held  at  Stonehill  College  for  one  week.  We  attended  all  meetings  held 
for  school  lunch  personnel,  as  we  are  always  eager  to  learn  new  and 
sometimes  better  or  easier  ways  in  which  to  serve  our  children.  The 
lunch  room  ladies  are  dedicated  people;  they  are  mothers  of  school  chil- 
dren, and  are  interested  in  your  children. 

The  elderly  citizens  of  our  town  enjoy  a  quiet  lunch  after  the  students 
are  served.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
BUILDING  COMMITTEE  —  JUNE,  1976 

Throughout  the  past  eighteen  months  the  Elementary  Building  Com- 
mittee has  held  numerous  meetings  to  discuss  and  to  study  the  over- 
crowded conditions  facing  the  children  attending  the  Norton  School  Sys- 
tem. The  Elementary  Building  Committee's  decision  was  to  build  a  free- 
standing elementary  school,  covering  grade  K-5,  consisting  of  thirty 
classrooms  for  the  elementary  children,  and  an  additional  five  class- 
rooms for  a  centralized  kindergarten. 

However,  we  do  not  consider  this  to  be  a  permanent  solution  if  the 
population  trend  continues  to  grow  as  it  has  in  the  past  five  or  six  years. 
By  1982  Norton  again  could  be  faced  with  the  need  for  additional  school 
space. 

The  committee  was  formed  into  three  subcommittees  to  interview 
approximately  sixty-five  architectural  firms  who  had  made  application 
in  response  to  our  advertisements.  We  ultimately  decided  to  employ  the 
firm  of  Drummey  Rosane  Anderson,  Inc.,  of  Wellesley,  Massachusetts, 
and  to  immediately  prepare  preliminary  drawings.  Week  after  week  the 
committee  met  with  the  architects  until  a  preliminary  set  of  plans  were 
mutually  agreed  upon  and  designed. 

After  the  selection  of  the  preliminary  plans  we  then  conducted  a 
series  of  group  meetings  with  the  citizens  throughout  the  town  in  order 
to  explain  to  them  at  very  small  meetings,  exactly  the  design  of  a  new 
school,  the  layout  of  the  building,  and  to  answer  any  questions  which 
might  arise. 

The  date  of  February  23,  1976,  was  set  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for 
a  Special  Town  Meeting  where  the  school  issues  would  be  voted  upon.  At 
this  town  meeting  the  Building  Committee  presented  an  article,  which 
required  two-thirds  vote,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  an  elementary 
school.  The  two-thirds  vote  was  attained  subject  to  state  aid  from  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

A  second  article  was  presented  by  the  Building  Committee  at  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  requesting  the  town  to  transfer  $150,000  from  the 
town's  reserve  fund  in  order  that  the  Building  Committee  could  continue 
with  the  design  phase  and  not  delay  construction.  The  value  of  this  article 
to  the  Building  Committee  was  that  as  days  pass  building  prices  increase, 
and  also  school  children  would  be  losing  time  from  the  new  building. 
This  vote  was  also  approved  by  the  town  and  the  Building  Committee 
gave  the  architect  approval  to  continue  planning. 
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The  site  selected  by  the  Building  Committee  is  the  Rose  Farm,  for- 
merly known  as  the  Lane  Farm,  which  is  located  at  the  intersection  of 
West  Main  Street  and  North  Worcester  Street. 

The  committee  was  concerned  over  the  problem  of  traffic  at  this 
intersection,  due  to  the  fact  it  is  a  very  well  traveled  road  and  school 
traffic  would  only  add  to  the  difficulty.  However,  the  problem  was  re- 
solved ,i3y  the  generous  offer  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lester  Gray,  who  live  on 
North  Worcester  Street  and  abut  the  school  site.  They  offered  a  fifty 
foot  strip  of  their  land  for  an  access  road  to  the  new  school  out  onto 
North  Worcester  Street  at  a  very  desirable  distance  from  the  busy 
intersection. 

***  The  Norton  Historical  Commission  contacted  the  Elementary  Build- 
ing Committee  and  informed  them  of  a  historic  significance  located  on 
this  property,,  namely  the  set  of  large  rocks  known  as  the  * 'Devil's  Foot- 
print." The  committee  informed  the  Historical  Society  that  they  did  not 
intend  to  distub  this  area  in  any  way  and  would  preserve  the  Devil's 
Footprint. 

Another  serious  problem  arose  which  was  brought  to  our  attention 
by  Dr.  Maurice  Robbins,  State  Archaeologist.  He  informed  the  commit- 
tee that  a  relatively  recently  enacted  law  requires  an  archaeological 
survey  on  land  which  the  State  Archaeologist  feels  may  have  historic 
significance  and  harbor  Indian  artifacts.  This  was  a  shock  to  the  Elemen- 
tary Building  Committee.  Dr.  Robbins  met  with  them,  brought  with  him 
many  trays  of  Indian  artifacts,  arrowheads,  knives,  etc.,  that  were  re- 
covered from  the  Lane  Farm  and  are  now  on  display  at  the  Bronson 
Museum  in  Attleboro.  Dr.  Robbins  informed  us  that  the  Lane  Farm,  at 
one  time  as  far  back  as  7500  B.C.,  had  a  Wampanoag  Indian  Village  on 
it.  (Unbelievable,  but  that  was  his  belief.) 

The  significance  of  this  information  from  Dr.  Robbins  was  that  we 
could  not  commence  building  until  the  archaeological  survey  on  the  site 
was  done  and  we  received  a  clearance  from  him.  Another  important  part 
of  Dr.  Robbins  stopping  the  construction  is  that  the  law  requires  the 
Town  of  Norton  to  fund  the  survey.  This  is  a  very  disturbing  aspect  of 
the  law,  and  its  implications  are  far  reaching.  If  the  land  is  determined 
to  have  noteworthy  artifacts  upon  it  then  the  State  Archaeologist  could 
therefore  order,  after  the  survey,  that  an  archaeological  dig  take  place 
on  the  site.  This  again  would  be  a  delay,  additional  funds  would  be 
needed,  and  it  would  probably  negate  the  economy  of  building  on  this 
property. 

The  committee  requested  legal  opinion,  and  also  met  with  state  offi- 
cials involved  in  financing  of  the  building  and  advised  that  if  we  wished 
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to  use  this  particular  site  we  would  have  to  comply  and  have  an  archae- 
ological survey  accomplished. 

The  Building  Committee  employed  Dr.  Marley  Brown,  III,  from  Brown 

University  in  Providence,  R.I.,  to  conduct  the  archaeological  survey.  At 
the  time  of  the  writing  of  this  report,  the  archaeological  team  have  com- 
pleted approximately  fifty  percent  of  the  site  and  have  not  found  signifi- 
cant amount  of  Indian  relics  or  artifacts  that  would  prevent  construc- 
tion. Dr.  Robbins  has  released  eight  acres  to  the  committee. 

The  sections  that  were  released  are  where  the  committee  plans  to 
locate  the  building,  the  sewage  plant,  and  the  parking  areas.  The  com- 
plete archaeological  survey  should  be  completed  by  the  first  week  in 
August.  The  total  cost  of  this  survey  to  the  community  will  be  approxi- 
mately $9,000. 

As  chairman  it  is  my  belief  that  the  State  Legislature  has,  in  this  in- 
stance, passed  a  law  without  thorough  investigation,  and  has  not  provid- 
ed the  fiscal  support  which  places  a  tremendous  burden  on  local  com- 
munities. 

What  I  feel  is  required,  is  repealing  this  law,  or  providing  funds 
to  implement  it  properly. 

At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  the  State  Legislature  has  apparently 
passed  the  necessary  bill  to  continue  the  School  Building  Assistance 
Bureau,  and  will  provide  to  the  Town  of  Norton  necessary  state  assist- 
ance. 

The  State  Budget  has  also  been  approved  which  will  also  provide  the 
funds  required  for  state  aid.  However,  at  this  time  we  are  not  fully  aware 
of  the  final  disposition  of  the  Governor's  budget,  or  the  final  determina- 
tion of  the  School  Building  Assistance  Law.  From  all  indications  from 
the  state,  they  are  very  optimistic  and  feel  that  both  will  be  passed. 

We  are  very  optimistic  and  feel  that  construction  of  the  school  will 
commence,  approximately  October  or  November,  which  will  allow  the 
foundation  to  be  installed  and  backfilled  before  the  frost  sets  in.  We  also 
expect  that  the  school  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  September  of  1978. 
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In  summary,  the  progress  made  by  the  Elementary  Building  Com- 
mittee over  the  past  eighteen  months  has  been  substantial.  We  have  been 
able  to  select  the  site,  hire  an  architect,  present  the  article  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting,  receive  vote  of  the  community,  plus  additional  funding  to 
continue  with  the  planning,  and  have  now  been  awaiting  the  passage  of 
the  state  budget  and  the  continuation  of  the  School  Building  Assistance 
Bureau  in  order  to  receive  state  aid. 

The  town  meeting  articles  were  contingent  upon  state  aid.  While  we 
are  waiting  for  the  determination  of  state  aid  we  find  ourselves  involved 
with  the  State  Antiquities  Law  and  forced  into  an  archaeological  survey, 
which  has  added  further  problems  and  delays  to  the  Building  Committee. 
However,  our  optimism  is  high,  and  the  attendance  of  the  members  has 
been  excellent. 

The  committee  would  like  to  extend  its  appreciation  to  the  Principal 
of  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School,  Mr.  Richard  Silva,  and  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  Dr.  Maurice  Splaine,  Jr.,  for  their  untiring  support,  help  and 
efforts  in  assisting  the  committee. 

I  would  also  like  to  give  the  Town  Moderator,  Mr.  Charles  McDonald, 
my  personal  thanks  for  appointing  such  a  fine  group  of  interested  citi- 
zens, who  worked  unselfishly  for  this  committee.

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REPORT  OF  THE  EXTENDED  SCHOOL  YEAR 
STUDY  COMMITTEE 

On  April  1,  1975,  twenty-six  people  from  different  walks  of  life  came 
together  to  form  the  Extended  School  Year  Study  Committee.  Together 
with  members  of  the  School  Committee,  school  administrators,  and  state 
education  officials,  we  were  given  an  introductory  view  of  year-round 
schools.  That  introduction  proved  to  be  the  tip  of  the  iceberg,  for  it 
seemed  the  more  we  looked  into  ESY,  the  more  there  was  to  know. 

The  study  was  divided  into  two  parts;  the  first  of  which  was  to  de- 
termine whether  a  "feasible"  plan  could  be  developed  for  Norton,  if  an 
extended  school  year  had  to  be  implemented.  A  plan  was  developed  and 
it  was  presented  to  the  School  Committee  as  being  feasible,  that  is  to  say, 
that  it  was  workable  within  the  Norton  School  System. 

Very  briefly,  the  plan  consists  of  a  modified  "45-15"  day  calendar 

with  three-quarters  of  the  K-8  school  population  in  school  at  any  one 
time,  and  the  remainder  on  vacation.  Thus,  each  group  would  attend 
school  nine  weeks  and  have  three  weeks  off.  In  addition,  there  would  be 
two  common  vacations  at  Christmas,  and  the  beginning  of  July,  for  all 
groups. 

The  four  groups  were  formed  by  dividing  Norton  into  four  district 
geographical  sections,  thereby  maintaining  family,  and  neighborhood 
unity. 

A  budget  of  approximately  $250,000  was  developed  for  additional 
costs  due  to  ESY,  with  $300,000  to  $400,000  estimated  to  be  the  cost  for 
the  installation  of  air  conditioning. 

On  October  15th,  the  School  Committee  requested  that  we  enter  the 
second  phase  of  our  study,  that  of  acceptability  to  the  townspeople  and 
how  ESY  compared  to  other  alternatives. 

How  will  ESY  affect  family  vacations?  Will  some  working  mothers 
be  forced  to  leave  their  jobs?  How  will  a  year-round  calendar  affect 
after  school,  and  outside  activities?  As  of  this  writing,  these  are  just  a 
few  of  the  many  questions  we  hope  to  answer  through  the  use  of  Public 
Meetings,  and  a  questionnaire.  In  addition,  the  opportunity  will  exist 
for  the  respondents  to  the  questionnaire,  to  express  their  feelings  con- 
cerning other  alternatives  to  Norton's  school  needs. 

Lastly,  but  most  importantly,  how  will  an  Extended  School  Year  af- 
fect the  education  program  in  Grades  K-8?  Unfortimately,  due  to  the 
relatively  short  period  of  time  which  ESY  has  been  in  existence  in  other 
commxmities,  there  is  little  hard  data  on  the  effects  of  a  year-round 
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calendar,  either  positive  or  negative.  A  questionnaire  will  be  sent  to  the 
teaching  staff  to  elicit  their  feelings  on  the  effect  of  ESY  and  the  edu- 
cational program.  ESY  will  reduce  the  class  size  and  allow  for  the  return 
of  areas,  such  as  the  gymnasium  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School,  to  their  in- 
tended uses.  In  addition  it  will  reduce,  though  not  eliminate,  future 
school  construction. 

By  the  time  this  report  is  published  and  read,  the  answers  to  many 
of  these  questions  will  be  known,  and  the  School  Committee  may  have 
made  a  final  decision  as  to  the  future  of  an  Extended  School  Year  in 
Norton.  Whether  ESY  is  approved  or  rejected,  it  will  have  been  done  so 
on  the  basis  of  a  report  and  findings  that  this  committee  worked  hard 
and  unselfishly  to  prepare.  If  ESY  becomes  a  reality,  the  main  ingredi- 
ents in  its  success  or  failure,  are  the  adults  and  children  of  Norton. 

At  this  point,  I  would  like  to  sincerely  thank  the  members  of  our 
committee  for  their  many  hours  of  work  on  a  dificult  task.  In  addition, 
a  thank  you  to  Mr.  John  Kraskouskas,  our  advisor,  for  his  guidance, 
help,  and  direction,  and  to  those  citizens  whose  concern  and  input  helped 
make  our  study  as  honest  and  complete  as  possible.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 
FOR  1975-1976 

The  Southeastern  Regional  School  District  Committee  members  are: 
Thomas  W.  Devine  and  Gerald  J.  Noonan,  Brockton;  Robert  B.  Ewing, 
East  Bridgewater;  Ralph  Armstead,  Easton;  Robert  A.  Girardin,  Fox- 
borough;  Louis  E.  Tarsa,  Mansfield;  Charles  W.  McDonald,  Norton; 
James  J.  Leonard,  Sharon;  Albert  J.  Twomey,  Stoughton;  and  Eugene 
Kostecki,  West  Bridgewater.  Officers  for  the  1975-76  year  were  James  J. 
Leonard,  Chairman;  Eugene  Kostecki,  Vice-Chairman;  and  Louis  E. 
Tarsa,  Secretary. 

The  major  addition  to  our  building  is  perhaps  the  high  spot  of  the 
year.  It  is  a  very  sizable  addition  and  construction  work  has  been  pro- 
gressing for  over  a  year. 

We  are  gearing  up  for  a  significant  student  enrollment  growth  when 
the  new  addition  is  opened  in  September  of  1976.  There  will  be  eight  new 
programs  added  to  our  curriculum:  distributive  education,  electrical  ap- 
pliance repair,  diesel  mechanics,  cosmetology,  masonry,  air  conditioning 
and  refrigeration,  small  engine  repair,  and  specialized  automotive. 

With  the  increased  concern  for  students  with  special  needs,  South- 
eastern joined  with  Bristol-Plymouth  Regional  District  and  Old  Colony 
Regional  District  to  form  a  collaborative  whereby  services  are  supplied 
to  students  with  special  needs  on  a  broader  basis  with  a  savings  in  costs. 
The  collaborative  consists  of  speech  therapists  and  a  school  psychologist 
who  move  from  one  district  school  to  another.  Mr.  Charles  W.  McDonald 
was  elected  to  represent  Southeastern  on  the  Collaborative  Board. 

Mr.  James  J.  Leonard,  the  Chairman  of  our  School  Committee,  was 
elected  to  a  second  term  as  President  of  the  Massachusetts  Council  for 
Vocational  Technical  Education.  The  Mass.  Council,  as  it  is  known,  is 
made  up  of  a  group  of  private  citizens  who  have  a  sincere  interest  in  vo- 
cational education  and  who  are  continually  involved  in  developing  better 
vocational  education  for  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

One  experimental  program  that  Southeastern  attempted  during  this 
year  was  to  involve  a  group  of  senior  students  from  the  sending  schools 
in  a  course  designed  to  repair  small  engines.  This  was  held  in  one  of  our 
satellite  schools  and  turned  out  to  be  quite  successful.  The  students  in- 
volved all  graduated  from  their  sending  high  school. 

An  exciting  event  which  was  the  result  of  several  weeks  of  hard  work 
was  an  Open  House  held  at  Southeastern  on  February  13,  1975.  This  pro- 
vided an  opportunity  for  many  of  the  citizens  and  businessmen  of  the 
area  to  visit  Southeastern  and  see  many  and  varied  exhibits  on  display. 
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The  Evening  Adult  Education  Program  is  open  to  indentured  appren- 
tices in  the  areas  of  electricity,  plumbing,  carpentry,  masonry,  machine 
repair,  and  diversified  areas.  We  also  have  specialized  programs  for  in- 
terested persons  in  the  district  which  include  automotive  minor  service 
and  repair,  drafting  and  blueprint  reading,  national  electrical  code,  ma- 
cine  shop,  typing,  woodworking,  welding,  keypunching,  and  introduction 
to  data  processing. 

Mr.  Robert  Snow,  the  representative  from  Stoughton  who  had  been  a 
School  Committee  member  since  1966,  decided  not  to  seek  re-election. 
Mr.  Albert  J.  Twomey  was  the  successful  candidate  for  the  seat  vacated 
by  Mr.  Snow.  Mr.  Twomey  has  been  representing  the  people  of  Stoughton 
since  April  of  1975. 

During  the  summer,  the  resourcefulness  of  Southeastern  was  again 
put  forth  when  several  of  the  student  tradesmen,  under  the  supervision 
of  an  instructor,  renovated  a  section  of  the  building  and  created  addi- 
tional classrooms  as  a  result  of  their  work. 

The  Data  Processing  Service  Bureau  enjoyed  a  significant  growth. 
It  continues  to  serve  its  member  communities  in  providing  data  process- 
ing services  for  payroll,  budget  accounting,  attendance,  etc. 

The  one  significant  legislative  event  which  took  place  was  a  re- 
organization of  the  State  School  Aid  which  had  for  many  years  been  pro- 
vided to  the  communities  which  participated  in  a  regional  school  district. 
The  legislature,  under  a  rather  economic  situation,  saw  fit  to  change 
this  law  considerably  reducing  state  aid  for  regional  school  districts  and 
which  in  the  past  had  gone  directly  to  the  towns. 

On  December  11,  1975,  Mr.  Charles  W.  McDonald  was  chosen  to  serve 
on  the  Resolutions  Committee  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  School 
Committees.  On  April  1,  1976,  the  school  committee  had  its  annual  organ- 
izational meeting  and  elected  Mr.  Armstead,  Chairman;  Mr  Kostecki, 
Vice-Chairman,  and  Mr.  McDonald,  Secretary. 

In  March  of  1976  we  were  able  to  acquire  five  8'  x  22'  trailers  for 
free  from  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Education  Surplus,  in  Pennsylvania. 
Four  of  the  trailers  will  be  used  as  travelling  shops,  on  campus,  the  other 
one  will  be  used  by  our  Guidance  Department. 

The  Medical  Laboratory  Assistant  Program  at  the  Technical  Insti- 
tute has  received  Provisional  Accreditation  by  the  American  Society  of 
Clinical  Pathologist. 

During  the  April  vacation,  Mr.  Langley,  of  our  teaching  staff,  took 
45  students  on  an  eight-day  trip  to  Bermuda.  He  was  assisted  by  three 
other  teachers  and  two  parents.  Mr.  Langley  reported  a  good  time  was 
had  by  all. 
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Mr.  McDonald  was  reappointed  to  represent  Southeastern  on  the 
Vocational  Technical  Special  Needs  Collaborative  Board.  He  was  also  re- 
elected Chairman  of  that  Board. 

Southeastern  has  purchased  three  additional  65  passenger  school 
buses  for  use  in  the  fall  to  take  care  of  increased  enrollment.  The  com- 
mittee will  also  hire  two  additional  teachers  in  order  to  increase  the 
number  of  students  in  the  Data  Processing  and  Electronics  Programs.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 
THE  NORTON  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 

The  Norton  Historical  Commission  continues  to  be  concerned  about 
the  town's  historical  assets,  for,  if  you  destroy  the  past,  you  destroy  the 
future  also.  For  five  years  we  operated  without  a  budget,  but  this  year 
in  order  to  function  more  effectively  we  have  asked  for  a  modest  budget 
for  lawyers'  and/or  surveyors'  fees,  should  we  need  their  services  in 
our  preservation  efforts. 

There  are  three  old  houses  on  East  Main  Street  now  in  the  way  of 
495-123  interchange.  After  consulting  with  the  selectmen,  the  DPW  and 
the  occupants  of  the  houses,  the  Commission  removed  them  from  the 
historical  survey  list  at  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission  in 
Boston  in  order  that  the  path  of  the  road  as  planned  need  not  be  changed. 
We  hope  these  houses  will  be  saved  by  moving. 

The  Commission  has  asked  for  and  received  papers  and  articles  from 
the  Town  Hall  attic  which  we  believe  worthy  of  protection. 

As  suggested  by  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission,  we  have 
asked  that  two  historical  sites  be  nominated  for  listing  in  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places.  These  are  the  Norton  Historic  District 
slightly  enlarged  and  the  Pitt  Clarke  House. 

The  Commission  has  expressed  its  concern  to  the  School  Building 
Committee  and  the  School  Committee  regarding  the  Devil's  Footprint 
Rock,  which  is  near  the  site  of  the  proposed  new  elementary  school.  Both 
committees  say  they  will  preserve  this  rock. 

The  Commission  is  deeply  interested  in  the  possibility  of  having  the 
Town  acquire  King  Philip's  Cave  as  an  historical  site. 
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The  Commission  sponsored  open  house  in  five  buildings  in  the  Historic 
District  during  National  Historic  Preservation  Week  in  May.

REPORT  OF  THE 
HISTORIC  DISTRICT  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

During  1975  the  Historic  District  Study  Committee  brought  its  efforts 
to  a  successful  conclusion.  On  January  21  it  presented  its  Preliminary 
Report  to  the  Planning  Board,  which  approved  it.  On  Mark  24,  1975,  it 
held  the  open  hearing  stipulated  by  law.  The  Report  was  also  approved 
by  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission.  A  Final  Report  was  there- 
upon drawn  up  incorporating  some  the  changes  suggested  at  the  hearing. 
This  Final  Report  was  presented  to  the  Selectmen,  who  placed  the  pro- 
posed Historic  District  By-law  on  the  warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing. On  May  14,  1975,  the  By-law  was  approved  unanimously  by  Town 
Meeting.  On  October  17,  1975,  is  was  approved  by  the  Attorney  General 
of  the  Commonwealth.  At  that  moment  the  Historic  District  Study  Com- 
mittee ceased  to  exist.  Requiescat  in  pace! 

The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  all  those  who  worked  with  it,  includ- 
ing William  Dugan,  Daniel  Martin,  and  Edward  Smith.  It  especially 
wishes  to  thank  Everett  Ericson,  A. I. A.,  of  North  Easton,  whose  gener- 
ous drawing  and  reproducing  of  maps  saved  the  Committee  and  there- 
fore the  Town  a  great  many  dollars.

NORTON  HISTORIC  DISTRICT  COMMISSION 

The  Norton  Historic  District  Commission  met  for  the  first  time  and 
organized  on  April  6,  1976.  Curtis  Dahl  was  elected  chairman;  Joseph 
E.  Yelle,  vice-chairman,  and  Drusilla  Foster,  secretary.  Since  that  date 
it  has  corresponded  with  the  Bicentennial  Commission  corncerning  the 
possible  erection  of  a  permanent  sign  on  the  Common  and  has  called 
the  attention  of  Wheaton  College  to  a  possible  violation  of  the  Historic 
District  Bylaw  in  its  removal  of  a  vandal-damaged  fence  on  East  Main 
Street.  The  fence  will  be  restored.  It  has  also  received  and  held  a 
formal  public  hearing  on  an  application  by  Wheaton  College  for  a  cer- 
tificate of  hardship  permitting  it  to  demolish  the  house  at  34-36  East 
Main  Street.  At  the  hearing  the  College  withdrew  its  application  without 
prejudice.  The  Commission  plans  to  draw  up  formal  procedures  for 
landowners  within  the  District  who  wish  to  request  permission  to  make 
alterations  and  to  distribute  to  landowners  copies  of  the  town  Bylaw 
and  the  Commonwealth's  Historic  District  statute. 

The  Commission  welcomes  public  attendance  at  its  meetings.

The  Electric  Co.  Tree  Crew  topped  15  of  the  other  38  trees  removed. 

Broken  limbs  removed  from  big  Apple  Trees,  Recreation  Field,  East 
Main  Street  (by  Police  Station). 

Heavy  pruning  done  on  three  big  oaks. 

Old  Taunton  Avenue  and  Power  Street  were  "lifted,"  as  were  sec- 
tions of  Bay  Road,  Richardson  Avenue  and  Freeman  Street.

One  Tree  Hearing  held,  North  Worcester  Street. 

All  Town  Departments  are  One,  Big  Happy  FamUy. 

6/1/76,  wind  currents  caused  a  peculiar  yellow,  pine  pollen  "Dust 
Storm"  which  was  noted  in  many  sections  of  Town. 
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Mockingbirds  are  now  a  Summer  native.  Praying  Mantis  are  increas- 
ing. 

September,  1975,  no  wind  from  hurricane  Eloise  but  five  days  of 
heavy  rain. 

I  answered  the  'phone  for  the  Highway  Department  during  bad  snow 
storms.  Many  people  have  a  bad  situation.  SOME  DON'T. 

I  spent  two  days  checking  the  "KnoUwood  Snakes"  again.

Black  Flies  were  bad  in  '75  with  many  complaints.  Only  a  few  in  '76. 


1975  Tent  Caterpillars;  I  sprayed  out  (alone)  450  gallons  Sevin. 

1976;  working  against  wind  and  rain  from  April  22  through  May  18, 
Zumalt  applied  1,750  gallons  Sevin  from  the  back  of  the  truck  as  I  drove. 
And  we  did  very  little  good. 

1975  Elm  Spray;  Tierney  applied  900  gallons  of  12%  Methoxychlor 
and  the  rig  froze  twice  (April  29  and  30). 

1976;  None. 

1975  Poison  Ivy;  I  sprayed  out  714  gallons  Amino  Triazole. 
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1976  Poison  Ivy;  I  sprayed  out  400  gallons  Amino  Triazole. 

1975  Fall  Webworm;  460  gallon  Sevin  Zumalt  from  the  back  of  the 
truck. 

I  persuaded  a  couple  of  people  to  remove  two  swarms  of  honey  bees. 

Feb.  23,  '76,  Special  Town  Meeting  voted  to  sell  the  old  Lawrence 
Mist  Blower.  And  also  voted  $600.00  for  Gypsy  Moth  spray. 

The  Mist  Blower  went  to  Tierney  Tree  Service  for  a  high  bid  of 
$256.00  worth  of  Equipment  Service.  Other  bids:  Midway  Garage,  $145.00, 
and  Norton  Specialties,  $63.75. 

1975  Gypsy  Moth;  The  16  complaints  were  sprayed  with  the  Tierney 
hydraulic  rig,  using  Sevin  Sprayable.  The  Caterpillars  were  not  very  bad. 

1976;  HO  BOY. 

In  my  1974  Report  I  said  we  were  finally  Eyeball  to  Eyeball  with  the 
Gypsy  Moth.  .  .  .  This  year  I  BLINKED. 

The  above  $600.00  was  used  to  spray  the  same  places  as  last  year, 
plus  a  few  more  complaints  received  at  my  Gypsy  Moth  Table  at  Town 
Meeting.  This  was  done  with  the  Hixon  Mist  Blower  using  64  gallons  of 
Methox.  (May  25-26.) 

The  next  day.  May  27,  the  first  of  more  than  a  hundred  strong  com- 
plaints started  coming  in. 

The  State  I.P.C.  Crew  made  a  Gypsy  Egg  Count  in  March  of  both 
'75  and  '76. 

This  year's  count  had  shown  nothing  to  alarm  me,  but  by  June  9  it 
was  obvious  that  an  emergency  condition  existed. 

From  my  Daily  Log,  June  9  —  *'Margy  Mcb.  called  from  Town  Hall 
and  she  and  Selectmen  being  bombed  by  Gyp  calls."  .  .  .  Eve.  went  to  Se- 
lectmen meeting  and  waited  hour  and  a  half  to  get  in.  They  voted  to  take 
my  Pest  and  Elm  money  fiscal  '76-'77  and  hire  chopper,  I  do  the  work  — 
O.K.  —  Pest  1,502  —  Elm  2,233  —  total  3,735.  —  I  got  home  and  called 
"Whitey"  in  Plymouth  (told  him  $3,600  —  mistake).  He  will  see  how 
quick  he  can  get  material.  "Emergency  Spray."  I  told  him  to  go  ahead. 

At  this  point  I  made  a  $7,825.00  MISTAKE. 

The  spray  was  applied  June  18-19-22.  It  killed  millions  of  caterpillars 
but  was  three  weeks  too  late.  Pupation  had  started. 

New  egg  masses  have  appeared  everywhere  and  it  is  EVIDENT  that 
an  even  worse  infestation  will  occur  next  June  —  '77. 
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Subject  to  further  advice  from  the  State  (and  that's  all  we'll  get),  I 
am  asking  for  $30,000.00. 

MOSQUITOES 

.  .  .  are  not  my  thing,  but:  Bill  Dugan  asked  me  to  help,  and,  seeing 
as  I  got  caught  square  in  the  middle  of  it,  this  is  my  Report  on  The 
Great  Mosquito  Flap  of  '75: 

1.  Nov.  27,  '74;  650  petition  for  mosquito  spray. 

2.  1975;  Annual  Town  Meeting,  Article  67,  voted  $5,720.00  for  two  sprays. 

3.  As  of  June  1  the  E.P.A.  changed  the  Rules.  Now  we  can  not  spray 
Malathion  from  a  chopper.  Penalty  $5,000. 

4.  Baytex  recommended  and  selected  as  substitute  material. 

5.  About  June  11,  Taunton  sprayed  with  Baytex.  No  adverse  effects 
were  noted  by  the  Taunton  Con.  Com. 

6.  Bid  advertised  and  awarded  to  Plymouth  'Copters,  Inc.  My  home- 
work was  done  (further  complaints,  gardens,  bees,  "do  NOT  spray," 
etc.)  and  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  had  Spray  Map  made 
out.  Spray  Wednesday,  July  2. 

7.  July  1;  Selectmen  postponed  spray  one  week  because  of  objections 
by  the  Norton  Conservation  Commission  and  others.  (Baytex  kills 
birds,  and  people,  and  animals.) 

8.  More  names  coming  in  —  "do  not  spray  me." 

9.  July  7;  Hearing  held  in  outer  hall  of  Town  Hall.  Selectmen  decide  to 
wait. 

10.  July  10;  Selectmen's  Meeting.  Norton  Con.  Com.  suggest  Naled- 
Diabrom  as  better  than  Baytex.  Lew  Wells  9f  Mass.  Pesticide  Board 
answered  questions.  Naled  would  require  special  equipment  and  take 
a  lot  more  time  and  money.  The  beset  Selectmen  voted  to  spray  with 
Baytex,  BUT:  Way  back  in  the  woods  and  swamps.  NO  back  yards, 
houses,  gardens,  pools,  etc.,  and  no  water  with  fish.  .  .  .  Spray  Mon- 
day, July  14. 

11.  July  14;  Too  windy  to  spray.  I  helped  the  Bristol  Mosquito  boys 
make  a  new  map.  The  first  map  too  messed  up  with  "Don't-Spray- 
Mes"  to  use. 


12.  July  17;  MOSQUITO  SPRAY  DONE.  A  MONTH  AND  A  HALF  FOR 
4V2  hours  work.  I  called  people  to  hunt  for  dead  birds. 
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13.  July  18-19;  A  few  volunteers  went  out  looking  for  birds. 

14.  Prof.  G.  E.  Erikson  accepted  six  birds  found  dead  and  passed  them 
along  (frozen)  to  a  vague  outfit  somewhere  which  had  the  facilities 
to  test  for  poisons. 

I  contacted  Prof.  Erikson  (June,  '76)  and  his  report  was:  "NO  POS- 
ITIVE FINDINGS." 

In  my  limited  experience  with  Laboratories,  I  firmly  believe  this 
means  the  birds  did  not  die  from  Baytex. 

April  28-29,  1976;  Chopper  spray  of  Abate  applied  to  swamp  water, 
no  problems.

DUTCH  ELM  DISEASE  REPORT 

Seventeen  D.E.D.  elms  removed  to  the  Town  Dump. 

We  lost  one  of  the  six  elms  we  amputated.  The  other  five  trees  still 
look  good  at  this  date.  I've  had  pretty  good  luck  with  amputations  the 
last  few  years.  It  took  me  a  few  years  to  learn  how  to  determine  which 
trees  to  work  on,  and  which  to  whop  down. 

The  Benlate  I  tried  didn't  seem  to  do  anything  special. 

Benlate's  new  brother,  water  soluble  "Lignasan,"  was  released  for 
use  on  elms  about  June  1,  1976.  It  has  shown  much  better  promise,  both 
in  Canada  and  here. 

I  swallowed  my  gum  at  the  price.  Presently  $10.90  per  gallon. 

The  Spiney  Elm  Caterpillar  was  not  quite  as  bad  as  last  year.

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BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT  REPORT 

On  June  30,  1976,  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  will 
complete  seventeen  years  of  service  to  the  Town  of  Norton  and  nineteen 
other  communities  in  the  county. 

The  Project  experienced  a  normal  mosquito  season  although  the 
usual  trouble  spots  existed. 

It  was  somewhat  prolonged  due  to  the  exceptionally  warm  weather 
in  September  and  October. 

Although  no  cases  of  encephalitis  were  reported  in  Bristol  County, 
the  Public  Health  Department  did  spray  the  southeast  portion  of  the 
county  as  a  precautionary  measure. 

In  March  our  larviciding  program  got  underway  and  37  acres  were 
treated  before  our  sprayers  were  mounted  on  May  1st. 

With  the  termination  of  the  spraying  season  on  September  25th,  our 
brook  and  ditch  maintenance  program  began  and  resulted  in  the  recla- 
mation of  5,935  feet  of  existing  waterways,  4,275  feet  of  brush  was  also 
removed  to  allow  proper  drainage  and  to  aid  in  preventing  unnecessary 
flooding.  Our  tractor  was  used  in  reclaiming  600  feet  of  ditch  in  areas 
where  hand  work  was  not  feasible. 

We  thank  the  residents  of  Norton  for  their  continued  cooperation.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  PLANNING  BOARD 
January  1,  1975,  thru  July  1,  1976 

The  Norton  Planning  Board  has  conducted  52  regularly  scheduled 
meetings  for  this  report  period.  In  an  effort  to  expand  communications 
with  other  departments,  the  town  planner  has  represented  the  board  at 
several  meetings  of  other  town  departments. 

Projects  for  this  period  included  the  completion  of  a  master  plan  for 
the  town  of  Norton.  This  plan  was  prepared  by  the  Norton  Planning 
Board  with  the  assistance  of  the  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and 
Economic  Development  District.  The  master  plan  provides  a  comphehen- 
sive  analysis  of  the  town  with  regard  to  population  growth,  land  use  and 
soil  suitability,  economic  base,  housing,  transportation,  recreation,  con- 
servation, open  space,  schools,  public  lands  and  buildings  and  public 
utilities.  The  analysis  provided  insight  into  the  community  from  which 
policies  were  developed  by  the  Planning  Board  as  to  how  the  town  should 
develop  in  future  years.  The  master  plan  will  assist  town  boards  and 
officials  in  developing  a  consistent,  coordinated  approach  to  overall  de- 
velopment of  the  town. 

The  master  plan  recommends  the  development  of  a  capital  improve- 
ments program  for  which  three  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty-six  dol- 
lars was  appropriated  at  the  1976  annual  town  meeting.  A  capital  im- 
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provements  program  will  promote  long  range  financial  planning  by  set- 
ting pi  iorities  on  town  projects  and  taking  into  account  the  town's  ability 
to  pay  for  these  projects.  Scheduling  capital  improvements  will  contribute 
to  a  controlled  tax  rate  within  the  community. 

During  January  of  1975  the  Planning  Board  developed  a  use  plan  for 
the  Paul  A.  Dever  property  located  in  Norton.  Representative  John 
Ames,  on  behalf  of  the  town  of  Norton,  submitted  House  Bill  number  3933 
for  the  disposition  of  this  state  land  to  the  town  for  use  as  described  in 
the  concept  plan  of  the  Norton  Planning  Board.  The  Planning  Board  will 
continue  to  pursue  the  disposition  of  this  land  to  the  town  and  will  report 
on  its  progress  at  the  annual  1977  town  meeting. 

The  Planning  Board  reviewed  and  endorsed  the  proposal  for  a  his- 
toric district  for  the  town  of  Norton.  In  the  opinion  of  the  board  such  a 
district  was  a  necessary  and  positive  action  for  the  preservation  of  the 
center  of  the  community  and  the  historical  buildings  which  are  such  an 
asset  to  Norton's  character. 

The  Planning  Board  developed  a  town  hall  floor  plan  providing  addi- 
tional space  for  the  Board  of  Assessors,  as  well  as  offices  for  conserva- 
tion, recreation,  the  registrar  and  the  planning  department. 

During  May  of  1975  the  Planning  Board  continued  its  review  of  the 
preliminary  environmental  impact  statement  for  Route  495  as  prepared 
by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  Federal  Highway  Administra- 
tion and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works.  Particular  at- 
tention was  paid  by  the  board  to  the  proposed  123/495  interchange,  and 
the  impact  of  salt  runoff  from  the  highway  into  the  town  well  area.  At 
present  as  a  result  of  the  efforts  of  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Well 
Water  Protection  Committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  an 
agreement  has  been  drafted  to  be  signed  by  the  Massachusetts  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works.  The  agreement  would  mandate  specific  action  on 
the  part  of  the  state  DPW  to  insure  that  the  Norton  well  supply  is  not 
polluted  by  road  salt  resulting  from  the  construction  and  use  of  495. 

The  Planning  Board  reorganized  during  the  month  of  May,  1975.  Mr. 
Clarence  P.  Rich,  Jr.,  was  re-elected  chairman  of  the  board,  Mr.  John 
N.  Schneider,  Jr.,  was  re-elected  Planning  Board  clerk,  Mr.  John  Gervais 
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was  appointed  to  the  commission  of  the  Southeastern  Regional  Planning 
and  Economic  Development  District. 

The  Planning  Board  evaluated  the  merits  and  redesignation  under 
the  urban  systems  program  from  rural  classification  to  classification  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  Transportation  Improvement  Program 
as  an  urban  area.  The  Planning  Board  determined  that  under  rural 
classification  the  town  was  eligible  for  state  aid  on  two  existing  streets. 
However,  reclassification  as  an  urban  area  would  qualify  thirteen  of  the 
town's  streets  as  eligible  for  state  funding  under  the  transportation  im- 
provement program.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  Planning  Board,  the  Norton 
Board  of  Selectmen  on  August  13,  1975,  requested  that  the  portion  of  Nor- 
ton southwest  of  the  proposed  interstate  Houte  495  be  redesignated  as  an 
urban  area  for  federal  transportation  funding.  This  request  was  approved 
by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works  on  September  26, 
1975,  and  approved  by  the  Federal  Highway  Administration  on  October 
7,  1975.  A  prerequisite  for  attaining  this  funding  is  the  establishment  of 
an  urban  systems  network  of  roadways  approved  by  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Works.  The  master  plan  includes  a  list  of  roadways 
comprising  a  possible  urban  systems  network  for  the  town  of  Norton. 
This  list  will  be  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  as  part  of 
an  application  for  funds  to  meet  transportation  problems. 

In  July  of  1975  the  Planning  Board  reviewed  the  proposal  for  the  de- 
velopment of  120  units  of  housing  on  the  east  side  of  Old  Taunton  Avenue, 
presented  by  Brighter  Days,  Inc.  It  was  the  opinion  of  the  Planning 

Board  that  the  proposed  location  for  housing  was  not  appropriate  because 
of  distances  from  facilities  and  the  density  relative  to  the  community  as 
regulated  by  the  Norton  Zoning  by-law.  Further,  it  was  determined  that 
there  was  potential  flood  hazard  as  well  as  the  existence  of  a  nearby  gas 
line  which  caused  the  board  to  feel  that  it  was  not  in  keeping  with  good 
planning  to  support  this  development. 

As  part  of  the  community  development  block  grant  application  for 
the  town  of  Norton,  the  Planning  Board  developed  a  facilities  needs  study 
of  the  Norton  Grove.  The  board  was  assisted  by  Ms.  Dorothy  MacQuown, 
volunteer  coordinator  for  the  Norton  Planning  Office.  Several  meetings 
were  held  in  the  Grove  Hall  where  75  Grove  residents  volunteered  for  and 
participated  in  the  development  of  the  Grove  facilities  study.  Area  resi- 
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dents  were  instructed  by  members  of  the  Planning  Board  regarding  how 
to  gather  necessary  information  concerning  such  matters  as  housing  con- 
ditions, health  conditions,  etc.  The  completed  Planning  Board  report  was 
submitted  to  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  De- 
velopment as  part  of  the  town  of  Norton's  community  development  block 
grant  application.  The  town  of  Norton  was  awarded  $54,000.00  for  the  pur- 
chase and  installation  of  water  pipes  for  the  Grove  so  that  the  town  may 
provide  adequate  pressure  for  fire  protection  and  sanitary  potable  water 
for  insurance  of  health  standards.  In  total  the  area  received  $104,000.00. 
The  town  of  Norton  received  better  than  50%  of  available  funds.  It  is  the 
opinion  of  the  Norton  Planning  Board  that  the  awarding  of  this  communi- 
ty development  block  grant  was  the  direct  result  of  having  a  town  plan- 
ner, an  active  Planning  Board  and  a  qualified  volunteer  coordinator  such 
as  Ms.  Dorothy  MacQuown. 

During  September  of  1975,  Planning  Board  member,  Atty.  Eugene 
Boyle  was  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  the  position  of  Town 
Counsel  for  the  town  of  Norton.  Mr.  Boyle  resigned  his  position  as  a  Plan- 
ning Board  member  because  of  the  demands  and  requirements  of  his 
newly  appointed  office.  Mr.  Raymond  Hebert  was  appointed  unanimously 
by  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  Norton  Planning  Board  conducted  two  public  hearings  during  the 
months  of  April,  1976.  An  amendment  to  rezone  a  residential  area  to  com- 
mercial was  presented  by  Mr.  Richard  Pino  for  the  expansion  and  re- 
location of  the  Norton  Flea  Market.  The  Planning  Board  supported  this 
zoning  amendment  because  of  the  reduction  of  traffic  hazards  on  Route 
140  that  would  result.  Mr.  Bradford  Pitman  presented  a  zoning  change 
from  residential  to  commercial  for  the  proposed  development  of  a  village 
shopping  center  on  West  Main  Street.  The  Board  supported  the  rezoning 
with  the  stipulation  that  Olympia  Street  be  made  one  way  to  reduce 
traffic  hazards  adjacent  to  the  proposed  village  shopping  center. 

On  May  11,  1976,  the  Norton  Planning  Board  reorganized  electing  Mr. 
Clarence  P.  Rich,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  board  and  Mr.  John  Schneider 
Planning  Board  clerk. 

At  present  the  Planning  Board  is  taking  action  to  complete  the  capital 
improvements  program  for  the  town  of  Norton  so  that  it  can  be  presented 
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at  town  meeting  1977.  The  Planning  Board  is  updating  the  existing  sub 
division  regulations  for  the  town  of  Norton  and  is  considering  addditions 
and  amendments  to  the  zoning  by-law  including  adoption  of  Chapter 

808  of  the  state  statutes  for  zoning  regulation.  The  Planning  Board  is  also 
reviewing  a  proposed  landfill  site  for  the  town  of  Norton  for  the  near 
future. 

The  Planning  Office  in  cooperation  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
the  Norton  Water  Department  has  developed  and  submitted  a  second 
block  grant  application  for  $35,000.00  of  federal  funding  for  additional 
work  on  the  installation  of  water  pipe  for  fire  protection,  residential  use 
and  drinking  water  in  the  Norton  Grove.

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REPORT  OF  THE  fflGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

Report  of  the  Highway  Department  and  its  progress  from  January 
1,  1975,  to  June  30,  1976.  In  the  past  18  months  we  have  put  out  about  7,500 
tons  of  Type  I  mix.  Some  has  been  applied  on  Bay  Road,  Plain  Street, 
North  Worcester  Street,  South  Worcester  Street  and  East  Main  Street. 
We  put  2"  Type  I  and  gallon  seal  on  Pond  Street,  Young  Terrace,  part 
of  Pine  Street  and  part  of  Crane  Street. 

We  have  tried  using  stone  seal  which  lasts  longer  than  sand  and 
makes  a  tough  wearing  surface  but  it  seems  most  people  don't  seem  to 
like  it  because  it's  noisy.  Some  stones  do  get  kicked  around  when  it  is 
freshly  put  down. 

Many  drainage  problems  have  been  taken  care  of  with  many  more 
to  go.  Drainage  problems  keep  on  coming  because  of  new  housing  going 
where  the  water  used  to. 

Signs  continue  to  be  the  thing  in  the  town  because  of  vandalism. 

The  roads  to  be  paved  in  1976  in  the  Grove  were  not  done  because 
water  had  to  be  installed  and  we  didn't  want  to  put  in  a  new  road  only 
to  have  it  ripped  up  for  water. 

We  also  have  sand  sealed  many  miles  of  the  town's  roads  as  they 
need  it. 

Union  Road  will  probably  be  a  problem  in  years  to  come  because  of 
increased  traffic.  The  road  was  never  properly  built. 

We  don't  seem  to  be  able  to  get  going  on  John  Scott  Blvd.  for  one 
reason  or  another.  Now  the  state  tells  me  they  have  got  to  have  a  dig 
there  looking  for  old  bones,  etc. 

We  have  four  wooden  bridges  left  in  town,  three  of  them  are  old.  We 
should  think  about  replacing  them  with  permanent  bridges. 

Our  equipment  is  in  fair  shape,  some  of  it  quite  old.

On  June  14,  1976,  the  members  of  the  Norton  Housing  Authority  en- 
tered into  a  contract  with  the  Department  of  Community  Affairs  and  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  $2,000,000.00  (two  million  dollars) 
for  the  construction  of  an  additional  eighty  (80)  units  of  Housing  for  the 
Elderly.  These  new  units  will  be  constructed  adjacent  to  our  present 
elderly  project,  known  as  Woodland  Meadows,  120  West  Main  Street, 
Norton.  The  construction  is  expected  to  begin  by  September  1,  1976. 

In  May,  1976,  Mrs.  Amelia  Reilly  was  re-elected  to  the  Norton  Hous- 
ing Authority  for  another  five-year  term.  In  June,  1976,  Mr.  Wayne  Lin- 
coln was  reappointed  as  Executive  Director  of  the  Norton  Housing  Au- 
thority.

REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 

The  Council  on  Aging  has  functioned  as  a  Town  body  since  March, 
1973,  and  is  composed  of  nine  non-paid  active  members.  Meetings  are 
held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  the  Norton  Trinitarian 
Church.  The  aims  of  the  Council  are  to  assist  the  Senior  Citizen  of  any 
new  programs  or  other  assistance  to  which  they  may  be  entitled. 

The  Council  is  very  grateful  to  the  people  of  Norton  who,  at  the  1975 
annual  Town  Meeting  voted  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  a  much 
needed  mini  bus.  The  bus  was  put  into  use  in  August  of  197^,  and,  the 
bus  has  seen  much  use,  especially  in  the  areas  of  getting  the  Senior  Citi- 
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zens  to  the  doctor's  offices,  shopping  tours,  to  banks  to  cash  Social  Se- 
curity and  other  checks. 

The  bus  is  free  to  all  seniors  who  need  transportation.  However, 
reservations  must  be  made  a  day  in  advance,  and  this  can  be  done  by 
calling  the  Drop-in  Center. 

The  Drop-in  Center  is  an  extremely  busy  place  with  many  activities 
taking  place  under  the  capable  direction  of  Susanne  Dirks  and  her  assist- 
ants. The  Center  is  located  in  the  Unitarian  Church  vestry,  corner  of 
West  Main  Street  and  Taunton  Avenue.  The  hours  are  from  10:00  a.m. 
to  4:00  p.m.  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and  Fridays.  The  functions  VLve 
varied  and  many.  To  touch  on  a  few,  there  is  a  blood  pressure  clinic  on 
Tuesdays,  also  there  are  classes  in  Arts  and  Crafts,  dancing,  macrame, 
and  whist  and  Beano  parties  are  also  enjoyed,  as  well  as  the  monthly 
birthday  party  which  is  given  to  all  Seniors  having  birthdays  in  that  par- 
ticular month.  Most,  if  not  all  of  these  functions  are  planned  and  instruc- 
tions given  by  the  Senior  Citizens  themselves. 

Our  Hot  Lunch  Program  is  well  attended,  and  is  served  daily  at  :he 
High  School  Cafeteria,  except  on  holidays  and  school  vacation  during  the 
summer.  The  cost  is  very  small  for  a  good  balanced  meal. 

The  merchants  in  Norton  have  been  most  cooperative  in  granting 
discounts  to  our  Seniors,  and  I.D.  cards  for  this  purpose  may  be  obtained 
at  the  Drop-in  Center  on  the  days  that  it  is  open. 

It  is  our  hope  that  1976  will  be  a  productive  year  for  the  Council  as 
well  as  for  our  Senior  Citizens.

This  past  year  John  Pino  was  voted  into  office  again.  At  the  re- 
organizational  meeting  held  in  June,  Alfred  Garriepy  and  Paul  Curelop 
were  re-elected  Chairman  and  Clerk,  respectively. 

There  have  been  75  new  services  added  to  the  opration  this  past 
year.  This  brings  our  total  fixed  services  to  2684  and  our  total  metered 
services  to  181. 

There  were  367,976,649  gallons  of  water  pumped  during  the  past  year. 
This  is  an  increase  of  52,343,448  gallons.  Our  storage  tanks  hold  200,000 
and  500,000  or  only  a  total  of  700,000! 

The  partial  ban  on  automatic  sprinklers  was  never  officially  lifted 
since  last  year.  In  June,  it  was  necessary  to  publicize  and  enforce  the 
partial  ban  since  there  is  not  adequate  storage  facilities.  The  Town  is 
still  in  desperate  need  of  additional  water  storage  facilities  and  a  suitable 
land  site  is  being  sought.

Annual  Report  for  Period  Ending  June  30,  1976 

Regular  reports,  meetings  and  updating  preparedness  programs  to 
meet  the  changing  direction  of  Federal  guidelines  for  preparedness  plans. 

The  guidelines  now  focus  on  disaster  response  of  severe  local  incidents 
and  natural  disasters.  Concentration  is  on  the  post-disaster  period  as  the 
growth  of  the  town  service  departments  puts  them  in  a  better  attitude  to 
handle  emergencies  during  the  disaster  period. 

As  Fuel/Energy  Coordinator  handled  calls  for  assistance  on  electric, 
gas  and  oil  supply  problems.  The  assistance  is  advisory  in  order  not  to 
exceed  the  zero  budget.  Procedures  for  gas  and  electric  utilities  are  set 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities.  The  fuel  oil  companies,  aside  from 
following  normal  business  practice,  are  not  regulated. 

Anyone  interested  in  participating  in  any  Emergency  Preparedness 
programs  may  leave  their  name  with  the  Selectmen's  office.

CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 

The  Cemetery  Commissioners  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen, the  Highway  Department,  and  the  Water  Department  for  their 
help  during  the  past  year.  Supt.  Watson  and  his  crew  have  done  a  fine 
job  in  the  care  of  the  cemeteries.  The  old  cemeteries  are  trimmed  at 
least  once  a  year  in  addition  to  the  regular  maintenance  required  for  the 
Town  Cemeteries. 

At  the  annual  Town  Meeting  it  was  voted  to  purchase  a  new  truck 
for  the  Cemetery  Department.  This  is  the  first  new  vehicle  the  Cemetery 
Department  has  ever  owned  and  it  is  very  much  appreciated. 

In  the  coming  year,  we  hope  to  add  a  faucet  to  the  Olympia  Street 
side  of  the  Common  Cemetery. 
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The  Perpetual  Care  Fund  now  totals  approximately  eighty-two  thou- 
sand dollars  ($82,000),  of  which  only  the  interest  may  be  used  .The  follow- 
ing cemeteries  are  covered  by  such  funds: 


Perpetual  Care  is  required  on  all  graves.  The  amount  is  as  follows: 
Single  grave  lot,  $50.00;  two  grave  lot,  $100.00;  four  grave  lot,  $150.00. 

Other  charges  are:  Opening  of  a  grave,  $75.00;  installation  of  cement 
for  base  of  tombstones,  $15.00  per  surface  foot. 

All  fees  are  payable  in  advance. 

Any  request  for  more  than  a  four  grave  lot  has  to  be  approved  by 
the  Commissioners.  Lots  in  town-owned  cemeteries  are  for  Norton  resi- 
dents only. 

All  work  in  any  of  the  Town  Cemeteries  shall  be  under  the  direction 
of,  and  subject  to  the  consent,  satisfaction  and  approval  of  the  Cemetery 
Superintendent. 

Interments,  dis-interments  or  removals  shall  not  be  permitted  on 
Sundays  or  holidays. 

Any  damage  done  within  a  town  cemetery  shall  be  repaired  for  by 
the  person  or  persons  responsible  for  such  damage  at  their  expense.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  report  of  the  Norton  Conservation  Commission  necessarily  will 
cover  the  major  highlights  of  our  activities  for  the  past  year  and  one- 
half  —  January  1,  1975,  to  June  30,  1976. 

We  were  greatly  disappointed  to  have  Mrs.  Diane  Thomae  resign  her 
commission  during  1975.  We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  great  contribution 
she  has  made.  Mr.  David  Hill  was  appointed  to  fill  the  term  until  regular 
appointments  are  made.  Mr.  Charles  Gaides  was  also  appointed  to  fill 
the  term  of  Mr.  Gallagher. 

Several  public  hearings  were  held  in  regards  to  the  Massachusetts 
Wetlands  Protection  Act  violations.  In  most  cases  agreements  were 
reached  and  orders  of  conditions  issued.  Many  visitations  and  inspections 
were  made  by  members  of  the  Commission.  The  expertise  and  skills  of 
Mr.  John  Vance,  the  Town  Engineer,  were  used  to  justify  and/or  correct 
various  inquiries  concerning  possible  violations. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Conserva- 
tion Commissions  was  attended  and  much  useful  information  obtained, 
especially  in  determining  wetlands  and  the  town's  responsibility  towards 
its  citizens  and  future  planning. 

The  final  disposition  of  the  Victory  Realty  Land  purchase  was  com- 
pleted with  the  receipt  of  a  check  from  the  State  in  the  amount  of 
$60,000.00  as  50%  reimbursement  under  the  self  help  program. 

The  purchase  of  land  in  the  Oak  Ridge  Area  of  the  Great  Woods  has 
been  shelved  as  impractical.  The  land  is  owned  by  several  people  and 
efforts  to  contact  and  meet  with  one  of  the  owners  has  been  to  no  avail. 

In  1976,  a  Conservation  Assistant  was  hired  to  work  part  time  and  a 
secretary  also  part  time.  An  office  was  acquired  in  the  former  Police 
Station  and  outfitted  where  information  may  be  obtained. 

Mr.  Steven  Thomas  was  named  Assistant  and  has  greatly  allayed 
working  pressure  on  members  of  the  Commission  who  are  purely  volun- 
teer workers.  Unfortunately,  Mr.  Thomas  has  resigned  in  order  to  pursue 
his  planned  vocation,  teaching. 
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The  Commission  has  since  received  over  120  applications  for  the  job 
as  full  time  Coaiservation  Director  and  Mr.  David  Opatka  was  chosen 
from  20  applicants  interviewed  by  the  Commission.  Mr.  Opatka  is  now 
working  full  time  for  the  Commission  and  can  be  reached  at  285-6500. 

We  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Dan  Martin,  Town  Planner,  for  his  input  and 
counsel  throughout  our  various  contacts.  Also,  we  greatly  appreciate  the 
cooperation  of  all  the  town  Boards. 

A  major  project  of  the  past  18  months  has  been  the  proposed  1-495 
limited  highway  through  Norton.  Much  time  has  been  spent  at  hearings 
compiling  information  and  letters  sent  to  various  state  agencies  in  ^-e- 
gards  particularly  to  future  salt  run  off  affecting  our  wells  located  on 
the  Canoe  River.  Mr.  Gaides  has  been  in  constant  touch  with  state  au- 
thorities and  has  imparted  the  feelings  of  the  Commission  in  this  matter. 
Mrs.  Dahl  has  also  been  very  active  in  this  regard. 

The  Commission  and  its  Director,  Mr.  Opatka,  have  started  a  multi- 
ple resource  management  plan  and  a  land  identification  plan  of  all  the 
Norton  conservation  lands.  The  Commission  plans  to  develop  a  Compre- 
hensive Acquisition  Plan  for  Norton  to  help  set  forth  priorities  in  acquir- 
ing land  for  open  space,  conservation  and  recreation  uses  within  Norton. 

Working  with  the  town's  Recreation  and  Planning  Offices,  an  Open 
Space  and  Recreation  Plan  shall  be  developed  to  aid  Norton  in  obtaining 
federal  and  state  assistance  with  monies  and  grants  towards  future 
projects. 

Concern  about  the  Mass.  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  town  Wetlands 
Zoning  by-law  or  questions  concerning  what  you  can  or  cannot  do  in  a 
wetland  area  or  related  conservation/land  problems,  call  upon  our  full 
time  Conservation  Director.  A  public  relations-conservation  program  with 
a  resource  library  is  being  established  in  the  Norton  Conservation  Office.

NOTE  ON  ENGINES  7  and  8  —  These  two  units  should  be  replaced  with 
an  all  purpose  Forest  Fire  Truck.  They  are  inoperable  at  present  be- 
cause of  the  unavailability  of  parts. 
NOTE  ON  RESCUES  1  and  2  —  Rescues  1  and  2  should  be  replaced  in 
1978  by  replacing  their  chassis.  It  might  be  worthwhile  to  retain  the 
present  2  Rescue  units  and  purchase  a  third.  This  would  enable  us 
to  have  2  class  1  rescue  trucks.  We  will  give  this  more  stringent  re- 
search, hoping  that  the  result  will  be  beneficial  to  the  town,  both 
financially  and  mechanically. 


—  1.— 

The  Fire  Department  has  had  an  increase  of  over  80%  during  the  past 
five  years,  as  the  preceeding  chart  has  shown.  During  the  last  three 
years,  the  calls  have  stabilized  quite  a  bit  and  we  may  attribute  this  to 
the  large  amount  of  time  that  has  been  spent  on  encouraging  our  towns- 
people to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  stringent  rules  on  fire  preven- 
tion, along  with  the  issuing  of  the  proper  occupancy  permits  on  all  new 
buildings,  commercial  and  otherwise.  All  of  this  has  resulted  in  an  ex- 
cellent working  relationship  between  the  Town  of  Norton  Building  Inspec- 
tor and  the  Fire  Department  Inspection  Teams. 

—  2.  — 

A  survey  was  made  of  the  Town  of  Norton  during  the  year,  by  an 
insurance  rating  bureau.  The  grading  schedule  is  a  means  of  classifying 
municipalities  with  reference  to  their  fire  defenses  and  physical  condi- 
tions. Recommendations  offered  in  connection  with  insurance  classifica- 
tions, should  be  helpful,  when  received,  with  other  specific  studies  of 
local  needs  in  arriving  at  fire  protection  decisions,  based  upon  an  analy- 
sis of  local  priorities  and  financial  capabilities. 
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The  results  of  the  survey  revealed  a  number  of  deficiencies  in  the 
Norton  fire  defenses  and  listed  below  is  a  summary. 


We  were  denied  a  class  "B"  rating  by  19  points,  thus  we  remain 
with  a  "C"  rating.  We  have  been  using  the  insurance  offices  report  as  a 
reference  in  helping  us  to  improve  and  we  have  implemented  changes 
and  procedures.  The  insurance  office  will  review  these  factors,  along 
with  several  other  important  items,  and  hopefully  we  will  receive  the 
added  credit,  in  order  to  receive  our  Class  "B"  rating. 


Emergency  medical  services  has  become  as  important  as  fire  fight- 
ing, due  to  the  demand  of  emergencies  that  are  occurring  and  we  are 
all  aware  of  the  strict  regulations,  on  both  the  state  and  federal  level. 
We  are  very  fortunate  in  having  many  dedicated  and  conscientious  per- 
sonnel on  our  roster  these  days.  These  members  are  fast  becoming  very 
proficient  and  attain  the  expertise,  to  administer  the  advanced  training 
they  have  obtained.  Among  these  men  is  Martin  Jordan,  who  is  the  Emer- 
gency Medical  Coordinator.  Mr.  Martin  is  continually  attending  all  ad- 
vanced seminars  and  training  courses  and,  in  turn,  he  is  imparting  his 
knowledge  to  the  other  fire  fighters. 

Presently,  we  have  nine  permanent  men  who  are  certified  emergency 
medical  technicians.  The  balance  of  our  men  have  been  re-certified  as  first 
responders.  The  call  force  has  four  emergency  medical  technicians  and 
fourteen  trained  in  advanced  first  aid. 

The  remaining  fire  fighters  will  be  trained  in  September  of  this  year, 
thus  we  are  ahead  of  the  1977  deadline  by  six  months. 

The  emergency  medical  technicians  are  presently  taking  monthly 
courses  in  training  at  both  Sturdy  Hospital  in  Attleboro,  Massachusetts, 
and  at  Cardinal  Gushing  Hospital  in  Brockton,  Massachusetts.  The  pres- 
ent plans  call  for  advanced  training,  as  para-medics,  beginning  in  No- 
vember of  1976.  The  training  will  cover  396  hours  of  in-hospital  class- 
room, practical  experience,  intubation,  defribulation,  IV  therapy  and 
drug  related  uses,  plus  in-depth  knowledge  of  advanced  techniques  in 
the  emergency  medical  field.

Emergency  Medical  Service 
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We  were  very  fortunate  at  the  annual  town  meeting,  in  being  given 
the  go-ahead  to  hire  four  more  fire  fighters.  These  four  men  in  1976  and 
hopefully  four  more  in  1977  will  give  us  eight  men  who  will  be  assigned 
to  the  emergency  medical  unit  and  it  will  also  complete  our  goal  to  have 
a  two  man  coverage  factor,  around  the  clock. 

Fire  Suppression 

The  Fire  Department's  greatest  needs  are,  number  one,  a  Central 
Fire  Station  and  a  training  area  along  with  the  necessary  tools  to  work 
with. 

Presently  through  the  fine  cooperation  of  the  Highway  Department, 
we  have  started  construction  of  our  training  facility  on  Bay  Road,  to  the 
rear  of  Station  Four.  This  work  will  be  completed  with  as  little  cost  to 
the  Town  as  possible,  as  we  have  obtained  a  large  amount  of  material 
through  various  methods,  (all  legal,  of  course). 

The  past  year  we  were  able  to  send  twelve  men  to  various  seminars, 

sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Fire  Academy.  This  has  been  of  value  to 
the  department,  in  the  overall  training.  The  Department  is  progressing 
and  keeping  abreast  of  the  ever-changing  methods  of  fire  fighting. 

Fire  Alarm  Division 

With  the  completion  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Chassis,  we  now  find  our- 
selves with  a  well  equipped  Fire  Alarm  Truck,  to  be  parallel  to  none 
other  in  our  state,  and  to  maintain  our  ultra  modern  alarm  system,  we 
find  it  to  be  an  easy  endeavor. 

The  following  should  be  given  much  consideration,  for  in  the  near 
future  we  will  have  to  employ  a  full-time  fire  alarm  man.  This  full-time 
fire  alarm  employee  will  be  substantiated  with  the  continual  adding  of 
both  street  and  master  boxes,  more  repairs,  inspection  and  testing,  with 
general  maintenance. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Police,  Highway,  Water  and 
Inspection  Departments  for  their  fine  cooperation,  along  with  the  resi- 
dents of  Norton,  always  lending  a  hand  when  the  Fire  Department  has 
been  in  need  for  the  past  five  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Fiscal  1975-76  was  a  busy  and  progressive  year  in  the  Norton  Police 
Department.  On  June  22,  1975,  the  police  department  moved  into  the  new 
police  station  at  70  East  Main  Street.  The  station  consists  of  offices  for 
the  Chief  of  Police,  Detective  Bureau  and  Patrol  Sergeants.  Also,  a  Rec- 
ords Room,  Booking  Room,  Photography  Lab,  Conference  Room,  Locker 
Room,  Ready  Room,  six  male  cells,  one  juvenile  cell,  two  female  cells, 
and  matron's  quarters.  A  two-stall  garage  completes  the  building.  The 
police  station  also  has  a  closed-circuit  T.V.,  and  electronic  door  openings 
for  the  main  entrance  and  garage. 

The  department  is  now  working  with  a  full  complement  of  men — 21. 
It  consists  of  a  Chief  of  Police,  detective  sergeant,  three  patrol  sergeants, 
one  detective,  twelve  patrolmen,  a  civilian  dispatcher,  a  clerk/ dispatch- 
er, and  a  part-time  clerk. 

Because  of  the  increased  work  load  a  fifth  cruiser  has  been  added  to 
the  department.  The  department  also  received  a  fully-equipped  police 
cruiser  valued  at  $6,000,  from  the  Governor's  Highway  Safety  Committee. 
The  added  cruiser  gives  the  department  four  marked  and  two  unmarked 
cruisers.  The  department  also  has  a  radar  unit  and  breathalyzer,  both 
of  which  were  federally  funded.  Three  portable  radios  and  six  "Pageboy" 
receivers  have  been  purchased.  Each  policeman  will  be  equipped  with 
a  Pageboy,  thus  being  in  constant  communication  with  the  station. 

During  the  past  year  the  department  has  strived  to  maintain  a  level 
of  competency  and  to  keep  its  police  officers  abreast  of  the  latest  crim- 
inal technology  and  current  law  enforcement  problem.  To  accomplish 
this  objective,  police  officers  attended  30  weeks  of  advanced  training 
courses.  They  were  Babson  Institute  Courses  and  Training;  Breathalyzer 
School,  State  Police  Academy;  In-Service  Training,  Regional  Police  Acad- 
emy; Attorney  General  Drug  Abuse  Instructors  School;  Criminal  Investi- 
gators' School,  State  Police  Academy;  Crisis  Intervention  Rape  School, 
Criminal  Justice  Institute;  Cardiac  Pulmonay  Resuscitation  (C.P.R.), 
Instructors  Training  Course;  Photography  School,  State  Police  Academy; 
and  Bombing  Investigation  School,  F.B.I.  Besides  the  advanced  training 
courses,  all  regular  police  officers  have  graduated  from  the  basic  12- 
week  training  course  at  the  Regional  Police  Academy.  Also  recently,  19 
special  police  officers  received  certificates  from  the  10-week  training 
course  at  the  Norton  Police  Academy.  The  training  included  firearm  in- 
struction, first  aid,  and  court  procedure. 

I  believe  that  the  police  department  has  made  great  strides  in  a  short 
period  of  time,  but  the  police  department's  ultimate  success  will  only  be 
judged  by  the  community  it  serves  —  the  people  of  Norton. 
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I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  police  department,  Regu- 
lars and  Specials,  for  the  fine  cooperation  extended  to  me  this  past  year. 
Also  the  various  other  Departments,  and  the  Municipal  Building  Commit- 
tee for  its  tireless  efforts  to  give  Norton  one  of  the  finest  police  stations 
in  the  area.  Finally,  I  would  like  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  excellent  cooperation  and  guidance  given  to 
the  police  department  and  me,  since  I  was  appointed  Acting  Chief  in 
June,  1975.

THE  NORTON  SEWER  NEEDS  STUDY  COMMITTEE 
REPORT  FOR  1976 

The  Norton  Sewer  Needs  Study  Committee  was  established  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1975  and  charged  with  the  conduct  of  a  study 
to  determine  present  and  future  problem  areas,  investigate  alternative 
treatment  methods  and  their  related  costs,  and  to  prepare  a  proposal 
pertinent  to  the  assessed  needs  with  clearly  delineated  costs  and  project 
phasing. 

During  the  year,  the  Committee  has  conducted  a  survey  of  problem 
areas  through  a  questionnaire,  and  conducted  interviews  with  six  con- 
sulting engineering  firms  in  an  effort  to  accomplish  the  charge  of  the 
Committee.  During  the  interviews,  it  became  evident  that  a  study  of  this 
nature  could  not  be  conducted  for  the  sum  of  money  authorized  for  the 
Committee  and  that  perhaps  a  more  likely  route  to  follow  would  be  the 
conduct  of  a  Facilities  Plan  in  accordance  with  Section  201  of  the  Federal 
Water  Pollution  Control  Act  of  which  75  percent  of  the  cost  is  bourne  by 
the  Federal  Government. 

Following  further  investigations  with  the  regulatory  agencies,  it  was 
determined  that  a  grant  for  the  Town  would  very  likely  be  approved. 
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Shortly  thereafter,  the  consulting  firm  of  Metcalf  &  Eddy  was  engaged  lo 
prepare  a  grant  application  preparatory  to  a  Facilities  Planning  Study. 

Article  51  of  the  1976  Annual  Town  Meeting  provided  funds  and  au- 
thorization to  carry  out  this  study  to  determine  Norton's  waste-water 
needs.  Following  the  approval  of  the  grant  application  (hopefully  in  early 
Fall),  it  is  expected  that  about  nine  months  time  will  be  required  to 
complete  the  project. 

The  Committee  has  participated  in  a  meeting  held  between  the  Nor- 
ton and  Mansfield  Boards  of  Selectmen  in  which  discussion  centered 
around  Mansfield's  responsibility  both  to  cease  polluting  the  Norton 
Reservoir  and  further  to  clean  up  the  existing  sludge  lagoon.  The  Board 
of  Selectmen  established  a  Sewer  Commission  to  supercede  the  activities 
of  the  Sewer  Needs  Study  Committee  effective  July  1,  1976.  The  Sewer 
Commission  will  be  active  in  pursuing  the  Reservoir  pollution  issue.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RECREATION  COMMISSION 

The  1975-76  recreation  year  has  been  a  most  successful  year  for  the 
Recreation  Commission. 

We  started  out  with  a  good  season  for  men's  softball,  started  a  tennis 
program  which  was  enjoyed  by  women  and  children. 

In  October,  1975,  CETA  accepted  us  to  employ  a  full-time  director 

for  recreation.  After  many  applicants  were  interviewed,  Tim  McEndy 
was  hired. 

A  women's  exercise  class  was  started  in  February,  1976  (which  was 
most  successful;  ask  anyone  who  attended).  Following  meetings  with  the 
School  Committee  and  Selectmen  we  are  now  prepared  to  take  over 
the  summer  recreational  program  with  a  more  diversified  program. 

Norton's  first  playground,  the  Lee  Burchill  Playground,  was  erected 
with  the  help  of  Carl  Jacobs'  Highway  Department,  Norton  Little  League, 
Norton  J.C.'s  and  the  hard  work  of  the  Recreation  Commission. 

Also,  a  special  thanks  to  Bill  Dugan  (former  executive  secretary) 
and  Bill  Darling  (who  planted  the  grass  seed).

A  public  library's  reason  for  existence  is  still  to  inform,  educate  and 
entertain  the  community  which  it  serves.  That  it  tries  to  accomplish 
these  three  purposes  in  so  many  ways  is  evidence  of  the  complexity  of 
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the  media  available  and  the  changing  conception  of  what  a  public  library 
should  be.  At  the  Norton  Public  Library,  in  spite  of  the  limits  of  budget 
and  space,  we  try  to  enable  the  people  of  Norton  to  find  the  data  of  in- 
formation, the  resources  for  education,  and  the  means  of  entertain- 
ment in  as  many  ways  as  possible. 

The  local  community  library  is  no  longer  self-sufficient:  it  is  de- 
pendent on  regional,  state  and  federal  resources  to  widen  the  scope  of 
its  possibilities.  The  Norton  Public  Library  relies  on  the  services  of 
the  Mass,  Bureau  of  Library  Extension  and  the  Eastern  Mass.  Regional 
Public  Library  System  for  funds,  books,  films,  records,  programs  and 
ideas.  Special  grants  from  federal  funds  supplemented  the  town  appro- 
priation; additions  to  library  materials  from  these  sources  will  be  ac- 
knowledged as  they  are  received.  Three  of  the  library  staff  attended  a 
reference  course  given  by  Rowell  Waller  at  the  Attleboro  Public  Library 
for  EMR.  The  Taunton  Public  Library  and  the  EMR  Taunton  Office 
continue  to  be  most  cooperative  and  helpful. 

However,  these  grants  and  aids  from  other  sources  will  not  meet 
all  the  needs  of  the  Norton  Public  Library.  Items  which  must  be  con- 
sidered for  future  town  appropriations  are : 

1.  Conservation  and  preservation  of  the  archival  and  other 
historical  material.  Richard  B.  Bingham,  the  Wheaton  pro- 
fessor whose  class  studied  historical  documents  at  the  library 
and  at  town  hall,  stressed  the  value  of  irreplaceable  material 
in  the  archives  and  the  Jennings  Conference  Room. 

2.  An  appraisal  of  all  items  of  value  in  the  library. 

3.  Space  for  growth  and  expansion:  books,  study  areas,  research 
areas,  and  program  areas. 

4.  Library  building:  facilities  for  the  handicapped,  parking  area. 

5.  Bookmobile  service. 

6.  Services  to  shut-ins  and  at  housing  centers  for  the  elderly. 

An  overall  nine  percent  increase  in  circulation  statistics  gives  evi- 
dence that  more  time  on  their  hands,  less  money,  and  the  high  cost  of 
travel  are  sending  people  to  the  library.  The  most  popular  areas  aside 
from  the  ever  popular  who-dun-its,  wild,  wild  westerns,  gothics,  and  out- 
er spacers  are  the  books  on  how  to  —  from  building  a  yurt  to  raising 
goats.  If  anyone  has  a  special  interest,  the  library  can  supply  a  book, 
a  pamphlet,  or  a  magazine  for  his  information.  There  are  two  Swap  and 
Share  shelves,  one  for  paperbacks  and  the  other  for  patterns.  If  the  cir- 
culation of  these  items  was  recorded,  the  percent  of  increase  would  be 
much  higher. 
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Catherine  Brockway  and  Marian  Ross  deserve  extra  praise  for  the 
programs  carried  on  in  the  Children's  Room.  During  the  year  there  are 
two  StoryTime  programs  on  Fridays  for  four-and  five-year-olds.  In  the 
summer  a  third  program  is  held  for  the  6-8's.  Also  during  the 
summer  there  are  special  reading  programs  for  all  children  for  which 
special  prizes  are  given.  Parents  interested  in  registering  their  children 
for  StoryTime  should  watch  for  notices  in  the  local  newspapers  and 
listen  to  WARA. 

To  honor  Mrs.  Rudolph  Osgood  who  has  served  the  Norton  Public 
Library  so  weU  for  many  years  the  Directors  presented  the  library  with 
the  bock  Oriental  Art  published  by  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Art.  Mrs. 
Linda  L.  Ramseyer,  who  supported  the  library  with  her  time  and  with 
gifts  of  books  and  money  through  the  years,  willed  $1000.00  to  the  Norton 
Public  Library  Building  Fund.

Mr.  Curtis  Dahl  spoke  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  of 
the  Norton  Public  Library  on  Stephen  C.  Earle,  the  architect  who 
planned  the  library.  His  lecture  and  the  slides  of  other  examples  of  Mr. 
Earle's  work  brought  added  interest  in  the  building. 
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The  policy  of  exhibiting  the  works  of  local  artists  was  continued 
with  the  paintings  of  Mrs.  Emily  Holt,  Mrs.  Barbara  Johnson,  Mrs.  Riga 
Martin,  Conrad  Leonhardi,  George  Johnson  and  Jack  Hoffman.  Anyone 
interested  in  exhibiting  his/her  art  should  contact  the  library. 

There  have  been  continuing  exhibits  of  Bicentennial  materials.  The 
highlight  of  the  library's  participation  will  be  a  float  in  the  October 
parade.  The  coordinators  for  this  are  Mrs.  John  Hiltz  and  Mrs.  Mason 
Johnson. 

A  new  registration  policy  began  in  March,  1976.  All  registrations 
are  now  limited  to  a  three-year  period  with  renewal  upon  request.  The 
re-registration  of  old  library  patrons  will  end  September  1,  1976:  after 
that  date  everyone  will  receive  new  ID  numbers.  In  the  1975-1976  year 
there  were  402  adults  and  296  children  registered. 

1831  new  books  were  added  during  the  year;  147  of  these  were  gifts. 
2888  books  were  borrowed  from  the  EMR  Bookmobile.  210  books  were 
borrowed  on  InterLibrary  Loan  through  the  Taunton  Public  Library.  31 
films  were  borrowed  from  the  Boston  Public  Library.  As  the  price  of  all 
materials  increases,  there  will  be  more  borrowing  from  the  regional 
sources. 

One  problem  which  should  be  of  interest  to  all  taxpayers  in  Norton 
is  the  replacement  cost  of  books  lost  or  not  returned  to  the  library. 
There  are  hundreds  of  books  which  borrowers  have  negleced  to  return. 
Each  replacement  costs  an  average  of  $16.95!  The  book  budget  does 
not  allow  for  many  new  books  if  there  are  many  such  replacements. 

This  is  a  reminder  to  all  town  officers,  special  commissions  and/or 
others  preparing  reports:  Norton  By-Laws  —  Town  Offices  —  11: 
A  copy  of  any  report  or  study  produced  by  consultant 
and  paid  for  with  Town  funds  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Town  Clerk  immediately  upon  its  completion  and  shall 
be  kept  as  a  permanent  Town  Record,  and  a  second  copy 
shall  be  retained  by  the  Town  Library  for  public  use. 

The  Directors  of  the  Norton  Public  Library  continue  to  plan  wisely 
for  the  library's  future  growth.  The  public  is  exceptionally  well  served 
by  a  very  capable  staff. 

Personally  I  must  thank  the  Directors  for  their  concern  and  kindness 
to  me  during  the  past  year.  I  am  sincerely  grateful  to  all  the  staff  and 
especially  to  Mrs.  Barbara  Johnson  into  whose  hands  the  library  fell  one 
day  last  November.  There  was  no  interruption  of  the  daily  service  to 
the  public.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

This  report  covers  the  time  period  of  January  1,  1975,  through  June 
30,  1976.  We  have  not  reported  to  the  townspeople  for  eighteen  months 
and  the  reason  we  have  omitted  our  yearly  report  is  that  we  have 
changed  our  election  and  town  meeting  time  to  coincide  with  the  State 
mandated  fiscal  year  —  July  1  to  June  30.  Last  March  when  the  annual 
report  was  due  we  decided  to  delay  the  report  six  months  so  its  printing 
would  coincide  with  the  fiscal  year.  This  would  make  it  easier  for  bud- 
getary reasons  and  it  would  preclude  multiplicious  estimates. 

The  last  eighteen  months  have  brought  many  changes  to  the  govern- 
ment of  Norton,  through  elections  and  appointments.  In  this  time  span 
there  have  been  two  town  elections,  one  of  which  brought  a  new  face 
to  the  Board.  Paul  G.  Rich  was  elected  Selectman  replacing  Thomas  J. 
Bryant,  Jr.,  who  decided  not  to  seek  re-election  in  1975.  Words  cannot 
express  the  dedication  and  hard  work  Mr.  Bryant  put  into  the  office  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  over  the  past  six  years  and  we  thank  him  for 
his  diligence.  The  second  town  election  saw  Mr.  Leonard  Silvia  re-elected 
to  the  Board. 

We  have  also  seen  changes  in  the  organization  to  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen. Mr.  Silvia  was  elected  Chairman  in  1975  and  reliquished  the 
post  in  May  of  1976.  He  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Raymond  Patenaude  who 
will  serve  until  1977.  We  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Silvia  for  the  fine  job  he  did, 
directing  us  in  a  time  of  great  inflation  in  the  economy  and  many  un- 
settling issues  before  the  Board. 

This  past  year  and  half,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  have  received  nu- 
merous resignations  from  posts  falling  within  their  jurisdiction.  Some 
of  the  resignations  are:  William  Duggan,  our  Executive  Secretary,  who 
decided  to  further  his  education;  Majorie  Richmond,  the  Town  Account- 
ant, who  retired;  our  Police  Chief  Edward  Bartley,  to  whom  we  have 
dedicated  our  Annual  Town  Report;  Building  Inspector  Audley  Childs; 
and  lastly  our  Town  Counsel  Robert  Kalis.  It  has  been  very  difficult  for 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  find  replacements  for  these  people  of  such 
high  caliber  but  after  many  meetings  and  long  hard  discussions,  we 
feel  that  we  have  selected  people  capable  of  their  tasks.  We  have  been 
fortunate  to  replace  our  Town  Counsel  with  a  local  person,  Mr.  Eugene 
Boyle.  Mr.  Joseph  Grimaldi  of  North  Attleboro  assumed  the  duties  of 
the  Building  Inspector  and  we  appointed  Mr.  George  Belcher  as  Town 
Accountant.  We  chose  Mr.  George  Glaiel  as  Executive  Secretary,  having 
previous  experience  at  that  position  for  the  Town  of  Plainville.  Although 
we  haven't  selected  a  permanent  Police  Chief  as  of  yet,  Mr.  Benton  W. 
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Keene,  Jr.,  our  Acting  Chief,  has  been  doing  an  outstanding  job  in  lead- 
ing that  department. 

We  have  been  fortunate  to  retain  our  present  staff  and  I  don't  think 
it  should  go  without  being  recognized  that  Marjorie  McBride  took  on 
additional  responsibilities  and  a  greater  share  of  the  work  load  during 
our  search  for  an  Executive  Secretary. 

Some  of  the  more  noteworthy  deeds  that  the  Board  has  accomplished 
over  the  past  eighteen  months  are  as  follows:  we  helped  institute  a  Master 
Plan  for  the  Town  of  Norton;  we  were  very  instrumental  in  opening  a 
new  police  station  on  East  Main  Street  and  we  feel  this  is  one  of  the 
finest  in  the  area;  we  have  taken  affirmative  action  against  the  pollution 
of  our  wells  with  the  construction  of  Route  1-495.  As  it  now  stands  we 
have  come  to  a  written  agreement  with  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Works  for  the  protection  of  our  wells,  now  and  in  the  future.  We  have 
approved  of  the  purchase  of  a  new  ambulance  with  the  most  modem 
equipment  available  and  also  we  have  applied  for  many  Federal  grants 
and  we  were  most  fortunate  to  receive  a  $54,000  Federal  grant  which  was 
used  for  the  installation  of  water  mains  in  the  Norton  Grove  area.  The 
Board  has  reactivated  aerial  spraying  for  mosquitoes  and  its  has  also 
acquired  new  land  adjacent  to  our  present  sanitary  landfill  to  expand 
our  dumping  facilities.  Establishing  a  sewer  commission  and  trying  to 
obtain  an  examination  date  for  a  permanent  Police  Chief  has  also  been 
accomplished  by  the  Board. 

In  order  to  make  our  Town  government  more  efficient  the  Selectmen 
have  set  new  policies  concerning  Town  committees.  When  an  appoint- 
ment has  to  be  made  to  a  committee  that  falls  within  its  jurisdiction, 
the  Board  receives  recommendations  from  the  Chairman  of  that  par- 
ticular committee  as  to  whom  to  select.  We  find  it  more  beneficial  for 
that  particular  committee  as  well  as  to  the  Board  because  we  are  start- 
ing to  get  more  people  involved  in  Norton's  government.  Collective  bi- 
annual meetings  between  appointed  and  elected  committees  is  also  a  new 
change  in  policy.  This  allows  everyone  to  be  kept  abreast  of  happenings 
and  actions  in  other  committees  and  no  one  is  left  in  the  dark. 

The  last  change  in  policy  is  that  we  chose  a  private  firm  to  do  the 
annual  audit  of  the  Town.  We  strongly  feel  that  a  private  firm  makes 
many  new  recommendations  that  the  State  auditors  neglect.  Although  the 
private  firm  costs  more,  we  believe  the  Town  will  save  money  in  the 
long  run. 

With  regards  to  the  Police  Department  whose  manpov/er  has  almost 
doubled  over  the  past  eighteen  months,  we  have  been  fortunate  to  receive 
a  Federal  Grant  for  a  police  highway  safety  cruiser.  Now  we  have  four 
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(4)  men  on  each  shift  and  we  have  three  (3)  cruisers  patrolling  the  town 
at  all  times,  to  give  our  citizens  the  utmost  in  police  protection. 

This  Board  has  appointed  all  new  members  to  the  Board  of  Fire  En- 
gineers due  to  the  resignations  of  past  members.  Our  Fire  Department 
has  also  grown  and  has  become  more  knowledgable  in  emergency  pro- 
cedures because  of  special  training  at  the  Fire  Department  Academy. 
This  academy  along  with  the  Police  Academy  gives  our  men  and  women 
expert  training  in  handling  emergencies  which  will  be  beneficial  in  times 
of  crisis. 

We  have  also  revised  our  Board  of  Health  rules  and  regulations.  We 
have  published  our  Town  By-Laws  which  was  long  overdue.  This  enables 
the  people  of  Norton  to  be  aware  of  what  is  expected  of  them  and  what 
is  expected  of  the  Town. 

The  Board  has  put  in  many  long,  difficult  and  dedicated  hours  in 
the  direction  of  Norton.  We  have  been  criticized  by  committee  members 
and  townspeople  alike  but  this  we  expected  when  we  took  the  job.  We 
have  rolled  with  the  punches  and  we  believe  that  all  the  decisions  we 
have  made  were  in  the  Town's  best  interests. 

We  also  believe  we  have  been  very  fortunate  in  serving  the  citizens 
of  Norton.  With  all  the  meetings,  discussions  and  debates  we  have  not 
been  too  busy  so  as  to  neglect  our  Bicentennial  celebration.  We  appointed 
our  Bicentennial  Committee  which  produced  a  very  successful  Ball  in 
May  and  are  busy  making  plans  for  our  Bicentennial  parade  in  October. 
We  have  also  chosen  a  flag,  the  "Liberty  and  Union  Jack"  which  be- 
longed to  the  Bristol  County  Regiment  of  Militia  which  included  two 
militia  corps  from  Norton.  We  also  hope  to  appoint  a  Town  Historian  to 
be  an  annual  appointee  henceforth. 

Again,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  is  trying  to  keep  the  people  well  in- 
formed on  happenings  in  the  past,  the  present  and  future.  You  have  prob- 
ably noticed  that  the  Town  Report  was  delivered  to  you  this  year.  We 
hope  to  continue  this  home  delivery  so  no  citizen  will  be  left  without  one.

parcel  of  land  herein  previously  mentioned  Lots  1-2  and  3  on  a  Prelimi- 
nary Plan  entitled  "Oak  Ridge  Estates"  dated  July  11,  1972,  presented 
to  the  Norton  Planning  Board,  said  three  lots  being  those  bordering 
directly  on  Oak  Street,  the  whole  amount  of  land  to  be  purchased  or  taken 
by  the  Town  to  include  all  the  property  or  properties  shown  on  said  plan 
of  "Oak  Ridge  Estates"  with  the  exception  of  said  three  house  lots  front- 
ing on  Oak  Street,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.

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ARTICLE  45.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
by-law:

Section  1.  Purpose:  This  By-Law  is  for  the  purpose  of  estab- 
lishing basic  rules  and  regulations  for  the  Norton  Police  Depart- 
ment. 

Section  2.  Appointments: 

2.1  Applicants  for  the  appointment  must  meet  the  following  re- 
quirements to  be  eligible  to  file  an  application: 

a)  Must  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  with  a  permanent 
residence  in  Massachusetts  of  not  less  than  one  year  immediately 
prior  to  the  date  of  application. 

b)  Must  be  of  good  moral  character  and  reputation. 

c)  Must  be  at  least  21  years  of  age. 

d)  Must  have  a  valid  non-restricted  Massachusetts  Motor 
Vehicle  operator's  license,  (at  the  time  of  filing  application) 

e)  Must  have  a  High  School  diploma  or  have  passed  a  High 
School  Equivalency  examination. 

2.2  Applicants  who  meet  the  above  requirements  shall  file  an  ap- 
plication with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  such  applications  to  be 
obtained  at  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

2.3  If  the  applicant  meets  the  above  stated  requirements,  he 
shall  be  eligible  to  take  a  written  mental  examination  which  shall 
have  sections  testing  the  applicant's  skills  in  English,  basic 
mathematics  and  law  enforcement.  This  test  shaU  be  similar  to 
the  CoUege  Entrance  Examination  Board  tests  as  established  by 
the  Educational  Testing  Service,  Princeton,  N.J.  A  score  of  70% 
correct  shall  be  considered  a  passing  score. 

2.4  If  the  applicant  passes  the  mental  examination,  he  shaU  then 
be  required  to  pass  a  physical  examination  to  be  given  by  a  physi- 
cian appointed  by  the  Selectmen.  This  examination  shall  be  con- 
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ducted  at  the  Town's  expense.  If  an  applicant  fails  to  pass  the 
physical  examination,  he  will  not  be  considered  eligible  for  ap- 
pointment. 

2.5  Applicants  who  have  successfully  passed  the  mental  and 
physical  examinations  will  be  further  oraUy  interviewed  by  the 
Chief  of  Police  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

2.6  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  select  any  applicant  who  has 
passed  the  above  examinations  and  who  has  been  recommended 
for  appointment  by  the  Chief  of  Police.  Applicants  so  appointed 
shall  be  known  as  Police  Trainees,  and  during  a  training  period 
may  be  summarily  discharged  without  hearing.  If  the  Trainee 
successfully  passes  the  prescribed  course  of  training,  as  required 
by  General  Laws,  Chapter  41,  Section  96B,  he  will  then  be  consid- 
ered for  appointment  as  a  regular  police  officer. 

2.7  The  period  of  appointment  shall  be  for  two  years.  During  the 
first  nine  (9)  months  of  the  first  appointment  period,  a  member 
of  the  department  shall  be  on  probation  and  may  be  summarily 
discharged  without  hearing. 

2.8  After  the  first  appointment  period,  a  member  may  be  re- 
appointed for  another  2-year  term  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Chief  of  Police  provided  he  has  passed  such  physical  examination 
as  is  prescribed  by  the  physician  appointed  by  the  Selectmen.  AH 
subsequent  appointment  periods  shall  be  for  2-year  terms. 

2.9  No  member  shaU  be  denied  reappointment  if  he  has  served 
satisfactorily  for  more  than  four  years.  No  member  who  has 
served  satisfactorily  for  more  than  four  years  shall  be  discharged 
for  failure  to  pass  such  physical  examination  as  is  prescribed 
hereunder,  but  he  shall  continue  to  be  employed  with  duties 
adapted  to  his  physical  condition. 

2.10  Applicants  for  the  position  of  Chief  of  Police  must  meet  the 
following  rquirements,  in  addition  to  those  set  forth  in  Section  2.1: 

a)  Must  have  a  minimum  of  ten  years  of  law  enforcement 
experience.  An  Associates  degree  in  law  enforcement  will  be 
equivalent  to  two  years  experience.  A  Bachelors  degree  in  law 
enforcement  wiU  be  equivalent  to  four  years  experience.  A  Mas- 
ters degree  in  law  enforcement  will  be  equivalent  to  six  years 
experience. 

b)  Must  have  a  minimum  of  five  years  experience  in  the  su- 
pervision of  other  law  enforcement  personnel. 
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Section  3.  Promotions: 

Promotions  shall  be  made  on  merit  by  the  Chief  of  Police  with 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  No  promotion  shall  be 
made  until  all  applicants  shall  have  been  given  a  formal  written 
and  oral  examination.  All  promotional  examinations  shaU  be  de- 
signed to  test  for  the  specific  skills  required  for  the  position  to  be 
fiUed.  All  vacancies  in  higher  grades  shall  be  posted  and  all  mem- 
bers of  the  department  shall  be  entitled  to  apply  and  to  take  the 
designated  examination. 

Section  4.   Discharge,  Removal,  Suspension,  Transfer,  Reduction 
in  Grade  or  Abolition  of  Office: 

4.1  During  the  first  nine  months  of  the  first  appointment  period, 
the  Chief  of  Police  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  the  absence  of  a  Chief  of  Police,  may 
discharge  any  member  without  hearing. 

4.2  During  the  remainder  of  the  first  appointment  period  and 
during  any  subsequent  appointment  period,  members  of  the  police 
force  may  be  discharged  without  their  consent  only  after  a  public 
hearing  before  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Any  discharge,  removal, 
suspension,  transfer,  reduction  in  grade  or  abolition  of  office,  and 
all  related  actions  shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the 
procedural  provision  and  requirements  as  set  forth  in  General 
Laws,  Chapter  31,  Section  43;  it  being  specifically  intended  here- 
under that  there  be  no  involvement  of  the  Massachusetts  Civil 
Service  Commission,  its  officers  or  boards  in  any  action  com- 
menced hereunder.  Appeals  would  be  made  to  the  Town  of  Norton 
Personnel  Board  rather  than  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

4.3  Any  officer  who  is  agrieved  by  a  decision  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  under  the  provision  of  Section  4.2  may  appeal  said  de- 
cision to  the  Town  of  Norton  Personnel  Board.  The  decision  of 
the  Town  of  Norton  Personnel  Board  would  take  precedence  over 
all  prior  decisions. 

4.4  Individuals  presently  on  Civil  Service  shall  retain  all  their 
present  rights  of  hearing  and  appeal  under  the  Civil  Service  rules 
and  regulations. 

Section  5.  Discipline: 

5.1  Members  oi  the  police  force  shall  be  subject  to  disciplinary 
action  which  may  include  temporary  suspension,  demotion  or  dis- 
missal for  any  of  the  following  offenses: 
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a)  The  use  while  on  duty  of  alcoholic  beverages  or  any  nar- 
cotic drug  not  prescribed  by  a  physician. 

b)  Neglect  of  duty. 

c)  Any  neglect  or  disregard  or  disobedience  of  orders  of  a 
superior  officer. 

d)  Any  violation  of  the  criminal  lav^^  or  of  the  laws  or  ordi- 
nances of  any  city  or  town,  or  of  any  rule  or  regulation  having  the 
power  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations. 

e)  Any  inefficiency  detrimental  to  the  department  or  the 
general  public. 

f)  Causing  or  procuring  any  person  to  directly  or  indirectly 
solicit  or  request  any  officer  to  take  action  by  way  of  advance- 
ment or  promotion  in  behalf,  or  for  the  benefit  of  any  member  of 
the  police  department. 

g)  Conduct  unbecoming  an  officer  or  member  of  the  police 
department. 

h)  Any  violation  of  this  by-law  or  of  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  police  department  now  or  hereafter  established. 

i)  Any  act  detrimental  to  the  good  order  and  repute  of  the 
police  department. 

j)  Unjustifiable  use  of  any  weapon  while  on  duty  or  other- 
wise. 

k)  Any  flagrant,  or  willful  misuse  of  equipment  of  the  Town 
of  Norton. 

Section  6.   Rules  and  Regulations: 

6.1  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  draft  a  manual  with  detailed  rules 
and  regulations  governing  the  operation  of  the  department,  and 
submit  same  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  approval.  After  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  has  approved  these  rules  and  regulations, 
they  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and  each  officer  shall  be  given 
his  own  copy  of  these  rules  and  regulations.  All  members  of  the 
department  are  required  to  familiarize  themselves  with  these 
rules  and  regulations. 

Section  7.  Severability: 

In  the  event  that  any  section,  paragraph  or  part  of  this  by-law  be 
for  any  reason  declared  invalid  or  unconstitutional,  every  other 
section,  paragraph  or  part  shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect. 

(Board  of  Selectmen) 
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ARTICLE  47.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  the  School  Recreation  Program,  or 
take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.  (School  Committee) 

ARTICLE  48.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  disband  the  "Future 
School  Building  Sites  Committee"  as  authorized  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Moderator  by  a  vote  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  2,  1964,  imder 
Article  34  of  said  meeting,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

(School  Committee) 

ARTICLE  49.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  disband  the  School 
Building  Committee  as  authorized  to  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  by 
a  vote  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  4,  1968,  under  Article  28  of 
said  meeting;  said  disbandment  to  be  effective  on  the  date  when  the 
Norton  Public  High  School  is  transferred  to  the  authority  of  the  Norton 
School  Committee,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

(School  Committee) 

ARTICLE  50.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Mod- 
erator to  appoint  an  Elementary  School  Building  Committee  to  consist 
of  ten  persons ;  and  that  said  Committee  be  authorized  and  empowered  to 
study,  negotiate  for,  and  recommend  to  any  Annual  or  Special  Town 
Meeting  the  purchase  of  sites  for  two  elementary  schools;  and  further 
that  said  Committee  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  hire  architects  and 
consultants  for  preliminary  planning  of  said  schools  and  study  of  said 
sites,  and  to  expend  appropriated  sums  for  the  same,  or  to  take  any  other 
action  relative  thereto.  (School  Committee) 

ARTICLE  51.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  $10,000  for  the  Elementary  Schools  Building  Committee  to  pay 
expenses  incurred  with  the  selection  of  sites  and  preliminary  planning 
of  schools,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.   (School  Committee) 

ARTICLE  52.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  or  take  by 
eminent  domain  for  the  purpose  of  a  water  storage  tank  a  certain  parcel 
of  land  in  Norton  situated  on  the  northerly  side  of  Harvey  Street  contain- 
ing 2.02  acres,  bounded  and  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  an  iron  pin  in  the  northerly  side  line  of  Harvey 
Street,  said  point  also  being  on  the  edge  of  New  England  Power 
Company's  power  line  easement;  thence  running  N39°-21'W,  300 
feet  along  the  edge  of  said  easement  to  a  point  for  a  comer; 
thence  running  N50'39'E,  270  feet  by  remaining  land  of  Maple 
Realty  Trust  to  a  point;  thence  S39°-21'E,  332.49  feet  by  land  of

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
by  taxation  or  transfer  from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  for  the 
purpose  of  purchasing  a  mini-bus  for  the  Council  on  Aging,  to  be  used 
for  the  transportation  of  the  elderly,  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto.  (Council  on  Aging) 

ARTICLE  62.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  Master  Plan  Development  for  the  Town  of  Norton, 
or  lake  any  other  action  relative  thereto.  (Planning  Board) 

ARTICLE  63.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  publication  of  the  Subdivision  Control  Laws  in  book  form 
and  the  drawing  of  maps,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

(Planning  Board) 

ARTICLE  64.  To  see  if  the  Town  wiU  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
bylaw  entitled  "Salary  Administration  Plan,"  or  take  any  other  action 
relative  thereto: 

Section  1.  The  Personnel  Board 

There  shall  be  a  Personnel  Board  appointed  by  the  Moderator 
consisting  of  five  members,  other  than  employees  or  elected  of- 
ficials of  the  Town.  One  member  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term 
of  one  year,  two  members  for  terms  of  two  years,  and  two  mem- 
bers for  terms  of  three  years.  All  subsequent  appointments  shall 
be  made  for  terms  of  three  years.  Any  vacancies  shall  be  fiUed 
by  the  Moderator  within  thirty  days  of  notification  that  such  va- 
cancy exists. 

Section  2.   Duties  of  the  Personnel  Board 

a)  The  Personnel  Board  shaU  draft  Classification  and  Salary 
Plans,  and  shall  present  these  plans  to  the  next  Annual  Town 
Meeting  for  approval.  Once  such  plans  are  approved  by  the 
Town  Meetmg,  the  Personnel  Board  shall  administer  the  Classifi- 
cation and  Salary  Plans,  and  shall  establish  such  policies,  pro- 
cedures and  regulations  consistent  with  said  Plans,  as  it  deems 
necessary  for  the  administration  thereof. 
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b)  The  Personnel  Board  shall  maintain  personnel  records  of  all 
employees,  including  therein  such  information  as  it  deems  de- 
sirable, said  records  to  be  kept  by  the  Town  Accountant  on 
behalf  of  the  Personnel  Board.  Department  heads  shall  furnish 
such  information  as  shall  be  requested  for  this  purpose. 

c)  The  Personnel  Board,  from  time  to  time,  shall  review  the 
work  of  all  positions  subject  to  the  Classification  Plan.  Such  re- 
views shall  be  so  scheduled  as  to  cover  all  such  positions  at  inter- 
vals of  not  more  than  three  years.  In  case  of  necessity,  the  Per- 
sonnel Board  may  tentatively  add  a  new  position  to  the  Classi- 
fication Plan  or  reclassify  an  existing  position  to  a  different  group 
subject  to  the  subsequent  ratification  of  its  action  by  a  formal 
amendment  of  the  Classification  Plan  at  the  next  town  meeting. 

d)  The  Personnel  Board  shall  from  time  to  time,  review  the  Sal- 
ary Plan.  It  shall  keep  informed  as  to  pay  rates  and  policies  out- 
side the  service  of  the  Town,  and  shall  recommend  to  the  Town 
any  action  which  it  deems  desirable  to  maintain  a  fair  and 
equitable  pay  level. 

e)  Upon  recommendation  of  a  department  head,  supported  by 
evidence  in  writing  of  special  reasons  and  exceptional  circum- 
stances satisfactory  to  the  Personnel  Board,  said  Board  may  au- 
thorize an  entrance  rate  higher  than  the  minimum  rate  for  a 
position,  and  such  other  variances  in  the  Salary  Plan  as  it  may 
deem  necessary  for  the  proper  functioning  of  the  services  of 
the  Town. 

Section  3.   Classification  Plan 

The  positions  of  all  officers  and  employees  in  the  service  of  the 
town  (whether  full  time,  part  time,  seasonal,  casual,  special,  Civil 
Service  or  others)  other  than  those  positions  filled  by  popular 
election  and  those  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  School 
Committee,  shall  be  classified  by  titles  in  groups  listed  in  a 
schedule  entitled  "Job  Classification  by  Groups." 

Section  4.   New  or  Changed  Positions 

Whenever  a  new  position  is  established,  or  the  duties  of  an  exist- 
ing position  are  so  changed  that  in  effect  a  new  position  is  created, 
upon  presentation  of  substantiating  data  satisfactory  to  the  Per- 
sonnel Board,  the  Board  shall  allocate  such  new  or  changed  po- 
sition to  its  appropriate  Group. 
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Section  5.   Titles  of  Positions 

No  persQn  shall  be  appointed,  employed  or  paid  as  an  employee 
in  any  position  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Classification  Plan, 
under  any  title  other  than  those  of  the  Classification  Plan,  or 
under  any  title  other  than  that  of  the  job  the  duties  of  which  are 
actually  performed.  The  job  title  in  the  Plan  shall  be  the  official 
title  for  all  purposes  having  to  do  with  the  position  and  shall  be 
used  to  designate  the  position  in  all  payrolls,  budget  estimates 
and  official  reports,  and  in  every  other  connection  involving  per- 
sonnel and  fiscal  processes. 

Section  6.   Reclassification  of  Employees 

No  employee  may  be  reclassified  to  a  job  in  another  group,  either 
higher  or  lower,  until  the  Personnel  Board  shaU  have  determined 
such  a  reclassification  will  be  consistent  with  the  Classification 
and  Salary  Plans.  There  shall  be  only  one  reclassification  in  any 
twelve-month  period  for  any  employee  except  in  unusual  cir- 
cumstances. 

Section  7.   Job  Descriptions 

The  Personnel  Board  shall  maintain  written  job  descriptions  of 
the  jobs,  or  positions,  in  the  Classification  Plan,  describing  the  es- 
sential characteristics,  requirements  and  general  duties  of  the 
jobs.  The  descriptions  shall  not  be  interpreted  as  complete  or 
limiting  definitions  of  any  job,  and  employees  shall  continue  in 
the  future  as  in  the  past  to  perform  any  duties  assigned  by  depart- 
ment heads,  supervisors,  or  other  administrative  authority. 

Section  8.  Salary  Plan 

A  Salary  Plan  is  to  be  established  by  vote  of  the  Town  in  town 
meeting  to  provide  minimum  and  maximum  salaries,  or  single 
rate  salaries,  for  the  groups  and  positions  in  the  Classification 
Plan.  The  salary  range  or  rate  of  a  group  shall  be  the  salary 
range  or  rate  for  all  positions  classified  in  the  group. 

Section  9.   Amendment  to  Plans 

The  Classification  and  Salary  Plans  may  be  amended  by  vote  of 
the  Town  at  a  regular  or  special  town  meeting.  No  amendment 
of  either  plan  shaU  be  made  until  it  has  been  presented  by  signed 
petition  to  the  Personnel  Board  and  acted  upon  by  the  Board. 
Upon  receipt  of  such  a  petition,  the  Board,  after  giving  the  peti- 
tioners, the  heads  of  the  departments  and  employees  affected  at 
least  three  days'  written  notice,  shaU  hold  a  hearing  of  the  parties 
interested  to  consider  the  proposed  amendment.  If  the  Personnel 
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Board  shall  fail  to  act  on  an  amendment  so  presented  within  fif- 
teen days  after  the  hearing  thereon,  the  Board  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  disapproved  the  amendment.  The  petition  may  then  be 
presented  to  the  town  meeting,  if  so  desired.  The  Board  may,  of 
its  own  motion,  after  a  similar  hearing  of  the  parties  interested 
propose  an  amendment  to  either  Plan. 

Section  10.   Civil  Service  Law 

Nothing  in  this  By-Law,  or  in  the  Salary  Plan,  shall  be  construed 
to  conflict  with  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws.  (Finance  Committee) 


ARTICLE  65.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following  by- 
law establishing  an  Historic  District  and  an  Historic  District  Commission 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40C,  General  Laws  as  amended,  said 
District  to  consist  of  portions  of  Mansfield  Avenue,  West  Main  Street, 
Taunton  Avenue,  Howard  Street,  Pine  Street,  Library  Square,  East  Main 
Street,  Elm  Street,  and  lands  abutting  thereon,  all  as  shown  on  a  plan 
entitled,  "Proposed  Norton  Historic  District  Compiled  from  Assessors' 
Maps.  Sheets  17  and  23,"  as  affixed  to  the  final  report  of  the  Norton 
Historic  District  Study  Committee  report  dated  April,  1975,  and  filed 
with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Planning  Board,  or  take  any  other 
action  relative  thereto. 

Proposed  Historic  District  By-Law: 

Section  1.  Title:  This  by-law  shall  be  known  as  the  Norton  His- 
toric District  By-Law  and  is  adopted  pursuant  to  Chapter  40C  of 
the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  as 
amended. 

Section  2.  Purpose:  The  purpose  of  this  by-law  is  to  promote 
the  educational,  cultural,  economic  and  general  welfare  of  the 
public  through  the  preservation  and  protection  of  the  distinctive 
characteristics  of  building  and  places  significant  in  the  history  of 
the  Town  of  Norton  or  their  architecture,  and  through  the  main- 
tenance and  improvement  of  settings  for  such  buildings  and  places 
and  the  encouragement  of  design  compatible  therewith. 

Section  3.  Historic  District:  There  is  hereby  established  under 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  40C  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended  an 
historic  district  to  be  known  as  the  Norton  Center  Historic  District 
which  shall  be  bounded  as  verbaUy  described  in  the  Final  Report 
of  the  Norton  Historic  District  Study  Committee  dated  April,  1975, 
filed  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Town  Clerk  and  as 
shown  on  a  plan  affixed  to  said  Final  Report  and  entitled  "Pro- 
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posed  Norton  Historic  District,  compiled  from  assessors'  maps, 
sheets  17  and  23."  Said  description  and  said  plan  shall  be  parts  of 
this  by-law. 

Section  4.   Historic  District  Commission: 

a)  Membership:  There  is  hereby  established  under  Chapter  40C 
of  the  General  Laws  an  Historic  District  Commission  consisting 
of  seven  (7)  members  and  two  (2)  alternate  members,  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  including  one  member  from  two  nomi- 
nees submitted  by  the  Norton  Historical  Society,  one  member 
from  two  nominees  submitted  by  the  Chapter  of  the  American  In- 
stitute of  Architects  covering  Norton,  and  one  member  from  two 
nominees  submitted  by  the  Board  of  Realtors  covering  Norton,  and 
at  least  one  resident  of  the  district.  The  Commission  shall  also  in- 
clude one  member  nominated  by  any  landowner  owning  more  than 
one  third  of  the  land  area  contained  within  the  District.  The  mem- 
bers chosen  from  nominees  made  by  the  American  Institute  of 
Architects  and  the  Board  of  Realtors  need  not  be  residents  of  the 
Town. 

b)  Terms  of  Office:  When  the  Commission  is  first  established, 
two  members  and  one  alternate  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of 
one  year,  two  members  and  one  alternate  for  a  term  of  two  years, 
and  three  members  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

c)  Vacancies:  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  within  60  days  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  by  appointment  for  the  unexpired  term. 

d)  Compensation:  All  members  and  alternate  members  shall 
serve  without  compensation. 

Section  5.  Duties  and  Powers  of  the  Commission:  The  Historic 
District  Commission  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  His- 
toric District  Commissions  as  provided  by  the  Historic  District 
Act,  General  Laws,  Chapter  40C,  and  of  subsequent  amendments 
thereto  unless  specifically  limited  by  this  by-law. 

A.  Rules  and  Regulations:  The  Commission  may  adopt  rules 
and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  His- 
toric Districts  Act. 

B.  Expenditures:  The  Commission  may,  subject  to  appropri- 
ation, employ  clerical  and  technical  assistants  or  consultants  and 
incur  other  expenses  appropriate  to  the  carrying  on  of  its  work 
provided  that  the  Town  appropriates  funds  for  these  purposes. 

C.  General  Regulatory  Powers:  The  Commission  shall  have 
control  over  new  construction,  reconstructions,  alterations,  move- 
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ments  and  demolitions  of  all  exterior  architectural  features  of 
buildings  and  structures  within  the  Historic  District  which  are 
visible  from  any  public  street,  public  way  or  public  park  within 
the  Historic  District,  except  as  limited  by  this  by-law.  The  term 
"structure"  includes  stone  walls,  fences,  driveways,  walks,  ter- 
races, steps,  pavings,  signs,  lights  and  appurtenant  fixtures  on 
lots,  buildings  or  structures.  For  purposes  of  this  by-law,  any 
structure  partially  within  the  Historic  District  shall  be  considered 
wholly  within  the  district.  The  Commission  may  also  administer 
for  the  Town  any  properties  which  the  Town  may  vote  to  place  in 
its  care,  and  may  be  assigned  other  related  powers  by  vote  of 
the  Town. 

D.  Considerations:  In  passing  upon  matters  before  it,  the  Com- 
mission shall  consider,  among  other  things,  the  historic  and 
architectural  value  and  significance  of  the  site,  building  or  struc- 
ture, the  general  design  arrangement  of  the  features  involved, 
and  the  relation  of  such  features  to  similar  features  of  buildings 
and  structures  in  the  surrounding  area.  In  the  case  of  new  con- 
struction or  additions  to  existing  buildings  or  structures,  the  Com- 
mission shaU  consider  the  appropriateness  of  the  size  and  shape 
of  the  building  or  structure  both  in  relation  to  the  land  area  upon 
which  the  building  or  structure  is  situated  and  to  buildings  and 
structures  in  the  vicinity,  and  the  Commission  may,  in  appropriate 
cases,  impose  dimensional  and  setback  requirements  in  addition 
to  those  required  by  the  applicable  zoning  by-law. 

E.  Waiver  of  Review:  The  Commission  may  determine  from 
time  to  time  after  public  hearing  that  certain  categories  of  ex- 
terior architectural  features,  structures  or  signs  may  be  consruct- 
ed  or  altered  without  review  by  the  Commission.  The  Commission 
may  after  public  hearing  set  forth  the  various  designs  of  certain 
appurtenances,  such  as  light  fixtures,  which  will  meet  the  require- 
ments of  an  historic  district  but  no  such  determination  shall  limit 
the  right  of  an  applicant  to  present  other  designs  to  the  Commis- 
sion for  its  approval. 

Section  6.  Limitations: 

a)  The  Historic  District  Commission  shall  not  make  any  recom- 
mendation or  requirement  with  regard  to  new  construction,  re- 
constructions or  additions  except  for  the  purpose  of  preventing 
developments  incongruous  to  the  historic  aspects  or  architectural 
characteristics  of  the  surroundings  and  of  the  historic  district. 

b)  The  reconstruction,  substantially  similar  in  exterior  design, 
of  a  building,  structure  or  exterior  architectural  feature  damaged 
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or  destroyed  by  fire,  storm  or  other  disaster,  provided  such  re- 
construction is  begun  within  one  year  thereafter  and  carried  for- 
ward with  due  diligence,  shall  be  exempt  from  the  control  of  the 
Historic  District  Commission. 

Section  7.  Procedures:  The  Commission  shall  conduct  all  of  its 
business  and  execute  all  of  its  duties  in  accordance  with  the  Gen- 
eral Laws,  Chapter  40C,  Sections  1-17,  as  amended. 

Section  8.  Copies  of  Permits;  The  Building  Inspector  and  the 
Planning  Board  shall  be  responsible  for  passing  on  to  the  Historic 
District  Commission  eopies  of  all  requests  for  permits  for  ex- 
terior construction  or  reconstruction  involving  buildings  or  land 
located  within  the  Historic  District. 

Section  9.  Severability:  In  the  event  that  any  section,  para- 
graph or  part  of  this  by-law  be  for  any  reason  declared  invalid  or 
unconstitutional,  every  other  section,  paragraph  or  part  shall  con- 
tmue  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Section  10.  Effective  Date:  Following  Town  Meeting  approval, 
this  by-law  takes  effect  immediately  when  the  following  conditions 
have  been  met:  (a)  approval  by  the  Attorney  General  of  the  Com- 
monwealth; (b)  filing  of  a  map  of  the  boundaries  of  the  Historic 
District  with  the  Norton  Town  Clerk,  the  Norton  Building  Inspec- 
tor, and  the  Registry  of  Deeds,  Taunton,  Massachusetts. 

(Historic  District  Study  Committee) 

ARTICLE  66.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
by-law:  No  person  shaU  use  or  consume,  or  attempt  to  use  or  consume, 
any  alcoholic  beverage,  wine  or  malt  liquor,  as  defined  in  Chapter  138, 
Section  1,  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  in  or  upon  any  public  place 
or  place  to  which  the  public  has  a  right  of  access,  or  licensees,  including 
but  not  limited  to  all  public  ways,  roads,  sidewalks,  parking  lots,  parks 
and  commons,  cemeteries,  municipal  buildings,  schools  and  the  grounds 
and  athletic  fields  appurtenant  thereto,  and  which  shall  include  any  motor 
vehicle  or  bicycle  when  parked  or  moving  upon  any  of  the  aforemen- 
tioned places  or  locations.  Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit 
the  duly  licensed  use  and  consumption  of  said  liquors  as  provided  by  law, 
or  the  use  and  consumption  of  said  liquors  in  or  upon  private  property 
or  dwellings  as  may  be  permitted  by  law;  or  take  any  other  action  rela- 
tive thereto.  (Board  of  Selectmen) 

ARTICLE  67.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  aerial  spraying  for  mos- 
quito control,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.      (By  Petition) 
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ARTICLE  68.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  construct  a  sidewalk  on  North  Worcester  Street  to 
start  at  Route  123  and  terminate  at  Richardson  Avenue,  or  take  any  other 
action  relative  thereto.  (By  Petition) 


ARTICLE  69.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  by-law 
voted  under  Article  40  at  the  1968  Annual  Town  Meeting  by  striking  out 
the  first  paragraph  of  Section  1  and  substituting  the  following:  "There 
shaU  be  a  Finance  Committee  consisting  of  fifteen  citizens  of  the  Town 
who  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Town  election:  Five  to  be  elected  for 
a  term  of  one  year,  five  for  two  years,  five  for  three  years,  then  five 
members  to  be  elected  annually  thereafter  to  serve  for  a  term  of  three 
years.  The  members  of  said  Committee  shall  serve  without  salary.  Said 
Committee  shall  choose  its  own  officers,"  or  take  any  other  action  rela- 
tive thereto.  (By  Petition) 


ARTICLE  70.  1)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  and  revoke 
the  action  taken  under  Article  23  of  the  1970  Annual  Town  Meeting  and 
thereby  dissolve  the  office  and  position  of  Executive  Secretary  to  the 
Selectmen,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.

therefore,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.  (By  Petition)

RECORD  OF  THE  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 
May  5,  1975 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:15  P.M.  in  the 
Norton  Middle  School  Auditorium,  West  Main  Street,  by  Town  Moderator 
Joseph  E.  Yelle,  and  with  a  quorum  being  present  (189),  the  Pledge  of 
Allegiance  to  the  Flag  was  led  by  Moderator  Yelle. 

Moderator  Yelle  introduced  State  Senator  Robert  E.  McCarthy  of  the 
newly  created  Norfolk,  Bristol  and  Plymouth  Senatorial  District. 

Moderator  Yelle  then  made  the  following  remarks  in  regards  to  the 
Bicentennial:  "This  Town  Meeting  is  carrying  on  a  very  long  and  proud 
tradition,  this  is  the  266th  year  that  the  Town  of  Norton  has  been  holding 
consecutive  Town  Meetings.  In  the  Town  Meeting  House  located  in  the 
center  of  Norton  Common,  200  years  ago  this  month,  in  May,  1775,  about 
two  weeks  after  Lexington  and  Concord,  the  Town  voted  to  buy  guns  and 
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bayonets,  and  to  establish  companies  of  Minutemen  from  the  Militia 
training  list."  With  that  short  note  on  cur  long  and  proud  traditions,  the 
Chair  recognized  Mr.  Patenaude  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Raymond  N.  Patenaude,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  and  seconded  by  Selectman  Thomas  J.  Bryant,  Jr., 
that  this  Town  Meeting  be  adjourned  on  completion  of  the  article  or  busi- 
ness under  discussion  at  11:00  P.M.  to  Wednesday,  May  14th,  at  8:00  P.M. 
at  the  Middle  School.  Motion  voted,  unanimously. 

Selectmen  Patenaude  then  addressed  the  meeting,  and  stated  that 
this  would  be  the  last  meeting  for  Moderator  Yelle,  and  that  he  has 
served  the  Town  weU  both  as  Town  Moderator  and  Selectman,  also  that 
Selectman  Thomas  Bryant  is  leaving  the  Board  after  serving  for  six 
years  and  two  months,  the  two  months  being  due  to  the  change  in  the 
Annual  Town  Election  from  March  to  May.  Mr.  Patenaude  stated  that  he 
beheved  that  both  Mr.  Yelle  and  Mr.  Bryant  deserved  a  standing  ova- 
tion, which  the  meeting  tended  to  both  officials.

Patenaude  that  the  Town  rescind  the  I^and  Use  By-Law  approved  Sep- 
tember 24,  1971,  and  that  the  Town  instruct  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
cease  and  to  terminate  all  actions  arising  thereunder,  and  that  the  Town 
adopt  in  place  thereof  the  following  By-Law: 

Not  withstanding  any  zoning  or  general  By  Law  approved  prior 
hereto,  effective  January  1,  1976,  neither  the  Town  nor  any  Board 
thereof  shall  issue  any  permit  for  the  removal  of  loam,  soil, 
ground,  borrow,  or  any  other  earth  material;  except  that  the 
Board  of  Appeals  shall  upon  proper  application  have  the  authori- 
ty to  extend  any  existing  permit  for  a  specified  period  to  complete 
any  said  operation  in  process  on  the  date  of  adoption  hereof;  and 
said  Board  of  Appeals  shall  require  any  applicant  hereunder  to 
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provide  accurate  topographic  maps  to  define  the  extent  of  pro- 
posed earth  removal  or  excavation,  a  bond  or  other  security  to 
ensure  compliance  with  conditions  imposed,  the  replacement  and 
replanting  of  the  topsoil  after  the  excavation  and  a  certificate  by 
a  registered  land  surveyor  that  the  final  grading  conforms  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Board  of  Appeals;  and  said  Board  of  Appeals 
may  further  impose  any  other  reasonable  regulations  for  the  pur- 
poses of  protecting  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  Town  in 
regulation  of  each  individual  application:  it  being  the  intention 
hereof  to  terminate  all  earth  removal  operations  within  the  Town. 
Motion  voted,  by  majority  voice  vote. 

A  question  was  raised  on  Article  3  as  to  the  motion  being  within 
the  scope  of  the  Article.  Moderator  Yelle  ruled  that  the  motion  is  within 
the  scope  of  the  Article. 

(ARTICLE  3.  Disapproved  on  October  30,  1975,  by  Acting  Attorney 
General  Robert  W.  Bonin  in  that  the  vote  taken  on  this  by-law  was  be- 
yond the  scope  of  the  Warrant. )

of  the  Norton  Finance  Committee,  that  $5,535,894.67  be  raised  and  appro- 
priated, that  $1,782.33  be  transferred  from  the  Dog  License  Account,  that 
$108,381.00  be  transferred  to  the  Police  Department  Wages  and  Salaries 
Account,  and  $59,788.00  be  transferred  to  the  Fire  Department  Wages  and 
Salaries  Account  from  the  1975-76  Revenue  Sharing  Account  upon  receipt 
of  said  funds,  and  that  $48,593.00  be  transferred  to  the  Fire  Department 
Wages  and  Salaries  Account  from  the  1973-74  Revenue  Sharing  Account, 
to  be  used  during  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1975,  for  the  specific 
purposes  and  in  the  proportions  hereinafter  designated,  and  that  said 
funds  be  used  only  for  such  purposes  and  in  such  amounts  and  propor- 
tions under  the  direction  of  the  respective  officers,  boards  and  committees 
of  the  Town:

December  19,  1975 

Board  of  Selectmen 

This  codification  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Norton,  Massachu- 
setts, was  adopted  under  Articles  30  and  31  of  the  May  14,  1975,  Town 
Meeting,  and  approved  by  the  Attorney  General  of  the  Commonwealth 
on  October  30,  1975. 
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Article  30.  That  the  Town  adopt  the  by-law  codification  entitled 
"Norton,  Massachusetts,  Town  By-Laws,  January  31,  1975,"  together  with 
those  amendments  listed  on  a  separate  page  entitled,  "The  following 
amendments  to  our  Town  By-Laws  are  recommended  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,"  also  including  the  gravel  removal  by-law  adopted  imder 
Article  3  of  the  May  5,  1975,  town  meeting  and  the  Norton  Zoning  by-law 
approved  by  the  special  town  meeting  of  April  16,  1974,  as  the  complete 
codification  of  our  Town  By-Laws. 

Article  31.  That  the  Town  rescind  all  by-laws  adopted  at  previous 
town  meetings  hereto  other  than  those  listed  below: 

1.  The  codification  entitled  "Norton,  Massachusetts,  Town  By- 
Laws,  January  31,  1975,"  together  with  those  amendments 
listed  on  a  separate  page  entitled,  "The  following  amendments 
to  our  By-Laws  are  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen." 

2.  The  gravel  removal  by-law  adopted  under  Article  3  of  the  Town 
Meeting  of  May  5,  1975. 

3.  The  Norton  Zoning  By-Law  approved  by  the  special  Town 
Meeting  of  April  16,  1974: 

(Note:  The  gravel  removal  by-law  referred  to  in  Articles  30  and  31 
above  was  not  approved  by  the  Attorney  General.) 

TOWN  MEETINGS 

1.  The  annual  Town  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of 
May  each  year.  (Approved  January  14,  1974.) 

2.  The  Selectmen  shall  notify  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  the  date  of 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  by  causing  attested  copies  of  the  Warrant  of 
such  meetings  to  be  posted  at  the  several  Meeting  Houses  and  at  least 
three  other  public  places  within  the  limits  of  the  Town.  Voters  shaU  be 
warned  of  any  special  meetings  by  the  posting  of  Warrants  in  the  same 
manner.  (Approved  May  5,  1942.) 

3.  150  registered  voters  of  the  Town  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at 
Town  Meetings  except  such  parts  of  meetings  as  are  devoted  exclusively 
to  the  election  of  officers.  (Approved  April  1, 1971.) 

4.  The  procedure  and  conduct  of  the  business  portion  of  aU  Town 
Meetings  shall  be  governed  by  "Town  Meeting  Time,"  by  Johnson,  Trust- 
man,  and  Wadsworth.  (Approved  September  4,  1974.) 

5.  Any  matter  requiring  a  two-thirds  or  greater  vote  of  a  town  meet- 
ing shall  be  decided  by  baUot,  or,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Moderator,  by 
a  unanimous  voice  vote  or  a  tallied  standing  vote;  provided  that  if  as

many  as  fifteen  of  the  voters  present  so  request,  the  vote  must  be  by 
ballot.  (Approved  September  4, 1974.) 

TOWN  OFFICERS 

1.  The  voters  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  shall  elect  not  more  than 
eight  men  as  constables,  who,  on  having  qualified  shall  perform  the 
duties  of  such  office  provided  for  by  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth.  (Ap- 
proved March  24, 1930.) 

2.  The  Selectmen  may  grant  licenses  to  such  persons  as  to  them 
may  appear  proper  and  suitable  persons  to  be  junk  collectors,  to  collect 
by  purchase  or  otherwise,  junk,  old  metals  and  second-hand  articles  from 
place  to  place  within  the  Town  of  Norton  and  they  may  prescribe  that 
such  persons  may  conspicuously  display  badges  on  their  person,  or  signs 
upon  their  vehicles  or  both,  when  engaged  in  collecting,  transporting  or 
dealing  in  junk,  old  metal  or  second-hand  articles,  and  may  prescribe 
the  design  thereon.  The  Selectmen  may  prescribe  the  terms  upon  which 
such  licenses  may  be  granted.  Such  licenses  shall  continue  in  force  for 
one  year  from  the  date  of  their  issue  and  may  be  revoked  at  any  time 
by  the  Selectmen.  The  holders  of  such  licenses  shall  be  subject  to  all  pro- 
visions of  law  relating  thereto.  Any  place,  vehicle,  or  receptacle  used 
for  the  collecting,  keeping  of  the  articles  aforesaid  and  aU  articles  of 
merchandise  therein,  may  be  examined  at  all  times  by  the  Selectmen, 
Police  Officers,  or  by  any  persons  authorized  by  them  to  do  so.  AU 
scales,  weights  or  measures  used  in  their  business  by  such  collectors  of 
junk  shall  be  tested  and  sealed  by  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  of 
said  Town.  (Approved  March  24,  1930.) 

3.  The  Selectmen  shall  have  the  authority  to  prosecute,  defend  or 
to  otherwise  settle  all  claims,  suits  or  controversies  of  which  the  Town 
is  a  party,  and  to  employ  legal  counsel  if  they  deem  such  action  neces- 
sary. (Approved  March  24,  1930.) 

4.   All  Boards  of  Officers  of  the  Town  shall  cause  records  of  their  doings 
and  accounts  to  be  kept  in  suitable  books,  which  shall  be  kept  in  their 
respective  offices  when  in  use,  and  in  the  town  vault  when  not  in  use. 
(Ap])roved  March  24,  1930.) 

5.   The  Selectmen  shall  have  the  power  and  may  from  time  to  time 
sell,  after  first  giving  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale,  property 
take  i  by  the  town  under  tax  title  procedures,  provided  that  the  Selectmen 
or  whomsoever  they  may  authorize  to  hold  such  public  auction  may  re- 
ject any  bid  that  they  deem  inadequate.  (Approved  June  6,  1940.) 

(Sections  6  and  7  have  been  rescinded.) 
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8.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  close  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
Warrant  30  days  prior  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  and  forward  a  copy 
of  the  warrant  for  that  town  meeting  to  the  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee.  (Approved  January  20, 1975.) 

9.  The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  shall  consist  of  the  Chief  of  the 
Norton  Fire  Department  and  five  men  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  Each  fire  company  shall  be  represented  on  the  Board  of  Fire 
Engineers  by  a  resident  within  the  area  covered  by  the  company.  No 
member  of  any  fire  company  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  on  the  Board  of 
Fire  Engineers  with  the  exception  of  the  Fire  Chief.  (Approved  April  7, 
1958.) 

10.  The  Town  Clerk  shall  maintain  a  complete  and  up-to-date  copy 
of  the  Town  By-Laws  which  shall  be  available  to  the  Public.  (Approved 
September  4, 1974.) 

11.  A  copy  of  any  report  or  study  produced  by  a  consultant  and  paid 
for  with  Town  funds  shall  be  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  immediately  upon 
its  completion  and  shall  be  kept  as  a  permanent  Town  record,  and  a  sec- 
ond copy  shall  be  retained  by  the  Town  Library  for  public  use.  (Approved 
September  4,  1974.) 

STREETS 

1.  No  person,  except  an  officer  of  the  town  in  the  performance  of 
duty,  and  those  acting  under  such  officer's  order,  shall  obstruct  any 
public  sidewalk  or  way  or  any  part  thereof,  or  break  or  dig  the  ground 
of  the  same  without  first  obtaining  written  permission  from  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  therefor.  (Approved  March  24, 1930.) 

2.  No  person  shall  suffer  any  cow,  horse,  mule,  goat,  sheep,  swine 
or  other  such  animal  to  go  at  large  upon  any  of  the  ways  or  highways  of 
the  town.  (Approved  March  24,  1930.) 

3.  Any  person  intending  to  erect,  repair  or  take  down  any  building 
on  land  abutting  on  any  public  way  in  the  town,  and  who  desires  to  use 
any  portion  of  said  way  for  rubbish  or  building  material  must  first  obtain 
written  permission  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Such  permit  shall  be 
upon  the  condition  that  the  licensee  shall,  first:  keep  a  sufficient  number 
of  lighted  lanterns  between  sunset  and  sunrise  at  or  near  the  part  of  such 
way  obstructed  or  unsafe;  second:  shall  keep  a  railing  or  guard  around 
the  same  while  such  construction  shall  continue;  third:  restore  the  way 
to  its  former  condition  and,  fourth:  execute  an  agreement  to  indemnify 
the  town  against  all  damages  arising  from  the  existence  of  such  obstruc- 
tion. (Approved  March  14,  1930.) 
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4.  No  person  shall  suffer  any  wood  or  coal,  or  any  cart  or  wagon 
or  other  impediment  to  remain  within  the  limits  of  a  street  or  upon  any 
sidewalk  so  as  in  any  manner  to  obstruct  the  travel  thereon,  or  for  more 
than  twenty-four  hours  after  he  has  been  notified  by  the  Selectmen  or  by 
any  officer  having  charge  of  the  highways,  or  by  any  constable  or  police 
officer,  to  remove  the  same  (Approved  March  24,  1930.) 

5.  No  person  shall  throw  or  deposit  in  any  manner,  or  allow  to  be 
dropped  from  a  vehicle  upon  any  public  way,  place  or  square  in  the  Town, 
any  article,  substance  or  material  which  may  prove  dangerous  or  in- 
jurious in  any  respect  to  the  hooves  of  animals,  the  tires  of  bicycles,  or 
the  rubber  tires  of  automobiles  or  other  vehicles.  (Approved  March  24, 
1930.) 

6.  No  person  shall  distribute  papers,  circulars,  or  advertising  matter 
through  the  public  streets  or  public  places  of  the  town  in  such  manner 
as  to  make  a  litter.  (Approved  March  24, 1930.) 

7.  (Section  1  has  been  rescinded.) 

Section  2,  The  superintendent  of  streets  or  other  officer  having 
charge  of  ways,  for  the  purpose  of  removing  snow  or  removing 
ice,  from  any  way,  may  remove  or  cause  to  be  removed  to  some 
convenient  place  including  in  such  term  a  public  garage,  any 
vehicle  parked  on  town  ways  or  streets  during  the  hours  pro- 
hibited in  preceding  section  which  interefere  with  such  work, 
and  may  impose  liability  for  the  cost  of  such  removal  and  of 
storage  charges,  if  any,  resulting  therefrom,  upon  the  owner  of 
such  vehicle.  (Approved  November  9,  1959.) 

8.  No  person  shall  stand,  obstruct  or  loiter  on  any  sidewalk  or  any 
public  way  in  such  a  manner  as  to  interfere  with  a  free  passage  for 
pedestrians  or  motor  vehicles.  (Approved  January  20,  1975.) 

FINANCE 

The  Town  adopted  the  following  Finance  Committee  By-Law  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  the  limits  of  authority,  setting  forth  the  duties 
and  responsibilities,  and  defining  the  membership,  of  the  Norton  Town 
Finance  Committee. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Finance  Committee  consisting  of  fifteen 
citizens  of  the  Town.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  five  members  each 
year  for  a  term  of  three  years,  the  terms  of  said  members  to  expire  on 
the  30th  day  of  June.  The  members  of  said  Committee  shall  serve  with- 
out salary.  Said  Committee  shall  choose  its  own  officers. 
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Any  member  of  said  Committee  who  shall  be  appointed  or  elected 
to  Town  office  or  other  permanent  Town  Committee  or  permanent  Town 
Board  shall  forthwith  upon  his  qualification  in  such  office,  cease  to  be 
a  member  of  said  Committee.  Members  absent  from  one-third  of  the 
regular  meetings  in  any  calendar  year  may  be  removed  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  other  members,  present  and  voting.  In  the  event  of  any  va- 
cancy in  its  membership,  the  Finance  Committee  shall  notify  the  Mod- 
erator in  writing,  and  the  Moderator  shall  thereupon  fill  such  vacancy 
within  thirty  days. 

Section  2.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consider  all  matters  of 
business  included  within  the  articles  of  any  Warrant  for  a  Town  Meeting 
and  shall,  after  due  consideration  report  thereon  its  recommendations 
as  to  each  article.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  report  in  print  its  recom- 
mendations as  to  each  article  in  the  Warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing and  shall  distribute  its  report  to  each  of  the  voters  of  the  Town  at 
least  seven  days  in  advance  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  The  recommen- 
dations shall  be  those  of  the  majority  of  the  Committee. 

The  annual  Report  shall  state  the  total  amount  of  the  appropriations 
recommend  by  them  on  the  entire  Warrant  and  the  approximate  tax 
rate  based  upon  such  recommendations;  the  Report  shall  additionally 
contain  a  statement  of  the  doings  of  the  Committee  during  the  year,  with 
such  recommendations  or  suggestions  as  it  may  deem  advisable  on  any 
matters  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  the  Town.  It  may  issue  recommen- 
dations on  the  referenda  and  other  matters  on  any  ballot  other  than  the 
choices  of  individuals  for  office. 

Section  3.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  authority  at  any  time 
to  investigate  the  books,  accounts  and  management  of  any  department 
of  the  Town,  and  to  employ  such  expert  and  other  assistance  as  it  may 
deem  advisable  for  that  purpose,  and  the  books  and  accounts  of  all  de- 
partments and  officers  of  the  Town  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of 
the  Committee  and  any  person  employed  by  it  for  that  purpose.  The 
Committee  may  appoint  sub-committees  and  delegate  to  them  such  of 
its  powers  as  it  deems  expedient. 

Section  4.  The  various  Town  Boards,  Officers  and  Committees 
charged  with  the  expenditure  of  Town  money  shall,  not  later  than  90 
days  prior  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  prepare  detailed  estimates  of 
the  amounts  deemed  by  them  necessary  for  the  administration  of  their 
respective  offices  or  departments  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  with  ex- 
planatory statements  of  the  reasons  for  any  changes  from  the  amounts 
appropriated  for  the  same  purpose  in  the  preceding  year.  They  shall  also 
prepare  estimates  of  all  probable  items  of  income  which  may  be  re- 
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ceived  by  them  during  the  ensuing  year  in  connection  with  the  adminis- 
tration of  their  departments  or  offices,  and  a  statement  of  the  amount 
of  appropriation  requested  by  them  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year.  Such 
estimates  and  statements  shall  be  filed  with  the  Town  Accountant  who 
shall  at  once  transmit  same  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  duly  consider  the  estimates 
and  statements  filed  by  the  Town  Boards,  Officers  and  Committees,  and 
may  confer  with  said  Boards,  Officers  and  Committees,  and  hold  hear- 
ings, if  they  deem  it  advisable.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  thereupon 
recommend  such  sums  and  in  such  division  of  items  as  it  considers  nec- 
essary and  convenient.  (Approved  April  24,  1968.)  (Amendment  approved 
January  20,  1975.) 

(Sections  1,  2  and  3  have  been  rescinded.) 

4.  Any  appropriation  for  any  department  shall  itemize  the 
total  amount  to  be  appropriated  for  salaries  and  wages,  for  new  equip- 
ment and  for  other  expenses,  except  Chapter  81  and  90  Highway,  and 
all  Federal  and  State  Construction  program  appropriations.  Each  num- 
bered item  will  be  considered  as  a  separate  appropriation,  and  each 
such  appropriation  may  be  expended  only  for  the  stated  purpose,  unless 
voted  by  the  Town  Meeting.  Approved  July  3,  1969.) 

USE  OF  LANDS  AND  BUILDINGS 

(BY-LAWS  I,  II,  III  and  V  have  been  rescinded.) 

BY  LAW  IV.   House  Numbers: 

All  buildings  on  or  near  the  line  of  public  or  private  ways  within  the 
town  shall  be  numbered  by  the  Planning  Board;  said  numbers  to  be  not 
less  than  two  inches  in  height  to  be  placed  upon  the  building  or  appur- 
tenances thereto  by  the  owner  or  occupant  thereof  and  to  be  so  placed 
as  to  be  visible  from  the  street  or  way. 

Failure  to  affix  said  numbers  as  required  within  the  sixty  days,  after 
written  notice  from  the  Planning  Board,  shall  constitute  a  violation  of 
this  by-law,  subject  to  a  penalty.  (Approved  June  7,  1956.) 
BY-LAW  VI.   Trailer  By-Law: 

(Section  1,  parts  of  Section  2  and  all  of  Section  3  have  been  rescinded.) 

Section  2.1.2  (Refer  to  Article  IV,  Section  4.13  of  the  Zoning  By-Law.) 

2.1.2  OUTSIDE  OF  TRAILER  PARK.  In  areas  external  to  an  ap- 
proved trailer  park,  house  trailers  shall  be  used  or  parked  only  as  pro- 
vided below: 
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a.  The  Board  of  Health  may  grant  a  permit  for  a  house  trailer  to 
be  parked  and  used  as  a  residence  on  private  property  (such  property 
shall  be  considered  to  include  occupied  dwelling  lots)  for  a  period  not 
to  exceed  30  days  in  any  one  year.  The  Board  of  Health  may  extend  the 
permit  for  an  additional  30-day  period,  if  requested  to  do  so. 

Water  supply  and  sewage-disposal  facilities  for  such  a  trailer  must 
be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

b.  The  Board  of  Health  may  grant  a  permit  for  a  house  trailer  to 
be  parked  and  used  as  a  residence  while  a  house  is  being  constructed 
on  the  same  premises.  Such  a  permit  shall  be  valid  for  one  year,  but  it 
may  be  extended  by  the  Board  of  Health  for  one  year  additional  if  the 
Board  is  satisfied  that  construction  of  the  house  is  being  carried  forward 
in  good  faith.  If  the  construction  ceases  to  be  carried  forward  in  good 
faith,  the  Board  shall  revoke  the  permit. 

The  sewage  facilities  to  be  provided  for  such  a  trailer  shall  be  the 
same  as  the  facilities  required  by  the  Board  of  Health  for  a  dwelling. 

c.  An  unoccupied  and  unused  house  trailer  may  be  parked  on  pri- 
vate property.  (Approved  April  7,  1958.) 

4.  The  maximum  number  of  outstanding  trailer  park  or  mobile 
home  park  licenses  issued  under  General  Laws  Chapter  140  shaU  not 
exceed  at  any  time  the  number  of  said  licenses  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Health,  and  in  conformity  with  the  applicable  Zoning  By-Laws  as  of 
December  11,  1972.  (Approved  March  5, 1973.) 
BY-LAW  VII.   Inspector  of  Gas  Piping: 

An  inspector  of  gas  piping  and  gas  appliances  in  buildings  shall  be 
appointed  annually  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  (Approved  May  2,  1962.) 

BY-LAW  Vni.  Solicitors: 

No  solicitation  or  offer  to  buy  or  seU  any  goods,  items  or  services 
shall  be  made  at  any  household  without  a  permit.  Such  permit  may  be 
issued  to  any  reputable  person  by  the  Police  Department  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  two  doUars,  the  permit  to  be  effective  for  the  calendar  year  of 
its  issue.  Solicitors  for  non-profit  charitable  and  religious  organizations 
shall  be  exempt  from  paying  any  fee  for  such  permit.  This  By-Law  shall 
not  apply  to  persons  who  are  otherwise  licensed  to  perform  their  trade 
or  business,  or  to  students  in  connection  with  any  enterprise  related  to 
their  particular  school  system.  (Approved  May  2, 1962.) 
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BY-LAW  IX.   Motor  Boats: 

1.  No  person,  while  on  any  inland  waters  within  the  Town  of  Norton, 
or  on  the  shores  thereof,  shall  annoy,  or  cause  annoyance  to  another  per- 
son, or  utter  any  profane,  threatening  or  abusive  or  indecent  language 
or  loud  outcries,  or  do  any  obscene  or  indecent  act. 

2.  No  person  shall  throw,  drop,  or  otherwise  place  in  the  water  or 
on  the  shore  of  any  of  the  inland  waters  within  the  Town  of  Norton  any 
paper,  rubbish,  glass  or  refuse. 

3.  All  power  boats  operated  on  any  inland  waters  within  the  Town 
of  Norton  shall  be  registered  with  the  Police  Department,  and  shall  bear 
a  number  on  both  sides  of  not  less  than  four  inches  in  height  and  one- 
half  inch  in  width,  assigned  by  such  department,  in  a  form  clearly  visible 
from  a  distance  of  not  less  than  100  yards. 

4.  Power  boats  shall  not  be  operated  on  any  inland  waters  within 
the  Town  of  Norton  at  a  speed  to  exceed  10  MPH  after  7:00  p.m.  or  one- 
half  hour  after  sunset,  whichever  is  earlier,  or  before  9:00  a.m. 

5.  Power  boats  shaU  not  be  operated  at  a  speed  in  excess  of  5  MPH 
within  100  yards  of  a  bathing  beach. 

6.  Power  boats  shall  not  be  operated  on  any  inland  waters  within 
the  Town  of  Norton  within  75  yards  of  any  shore  line  at  speeds  in  excess 
of  10  MPH. 

7.  All  boats  operated  after  one-half  hour  after  sunset  and  before  one- 
half  hour  before  sunrise  must  be  equipped  with  a  light  for  emergency  use. 

8.  A  power  boat  is  defined,  for  the  purposes  of  these  regulations,  as 
any  boat  powered  by  an  internal  combustion  engine  permanently  or 
temporarily  affixed  to  said  boat. 

9.  Power  boats  must  at  all  times  be  operated  at  a  reasonable  and 
proper  speed  and  manner,  having  regard  for  the  safety  of  the  public. 

Any  person  violating  any  of  the  above  rules  shall,  for  each  offense, 
be  punished  by  a  fine.  (Approved  August  23,  1956.) 

BY-LAW  X.  Racing: 

The  racing  of  any  kind,  namely,  by  means  of  motor  vehicles  or  "Go- 
Carts,"  is  prohibited  within  the  boundaries  or  borders  of  the  Town  of 
Norton.  (Approved  July  17, 1961.) 
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BY-LAW  XI.   Unregistered  Motor  Vehicles: 

Unregistered  motor  vehicles  which  are  unfit  for  use,  permanently 
disabled  or  have  been  dismantled  or  are  otherwise  inoperative,  shall  not 
be  stored,  parked,  or  placed  upon  any  land  in  Town  unless  the  same  shall 
be  within  a  buUding  or  in  an  area  unexposed  to  the  view  of  the  public 
and  abutters  or  in  an  area  properly  approved  for  the  keeping  of  the 
same  by  the  local  licensing  authority.  (Approved  May  4,  1965.) 

Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  by-law 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  for  each  offense.  Each  day  that  such  violation 
continues  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense.  (Approved  December  14, 
1966.) 

GENERAL 

1.  No  person  shall  behave  in  an  indecent  or  disorderly  manner  or 
use  profane,  indecent  or  insulting  language  in  any  public  place  or  on  any 
sidewalk  or  street  in  the  Town.  (Approved  March  24,  1930.) 

2.  Rubbish  of  any  description  shall  not  be  dumped  within  one  hun- 
dred feet  of  a  public  highway,  except  upon  such  a  lot  or  lots  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  Board  of  Health  as  a  public  dumping  place.  Any  per- 
son violating  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  for 
each  offense.  (Approved  March  30,  1936.) 

3.  No  person  shall  use  or  consume,  or  attempt  to  use  or  consume, 
any  alcoholic  beverage,  wine  or  malt  liquor,  as  defined  in  Chapter  138, 
Section  1,  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Lavv^s  in  or  upon  any  public 
place  or  place  to  which  the  public  has  a  right  of  access,  or  licensees,  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to  all  public  ways,  roads,  sidewalks,  parking  lots, 
parks  and  commons,  cemeteries,  municipal  buildings,  schools  and  the 
grounds  and  athletic  fields  appurtenant  thereto,  and  which  shall  include 
any  motor  vehicle  or  bicycle  when  parked  or  moving  upon  any  of  the 
aforementioned  places  or  locations.  Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed 
to  prohibit  the  duly  licensed  use  and  consumption  of  said  liquors  as  pro- 
vided by  law,  or  the  use  and  consumption  of  said  liquors  in  or  upon  pri- 
vate property  or  dwellings  as  may  be  permitted  by  law.  Approved  Oc- 
tober 30,  1975.) 

FISCAL  TOWN  REPORT 

The  Selectmen  shall  print  the  annual  town  report  for  the  period  be- 
ginning July  1  and  ending  the  following  June  30th  of  each  fiscal  year, 
said  report  to  be  completed  not  later  than  90  days  after  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year.  An  18-month  Town  Report  will  be  required  to  permit  this 
transition.  (Approved  October  30, 1975.) 
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COUNCIL  ON  AGEVG 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40,  Section  8B,  G.L. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Council  on  Aging 
for  the  purpose  of  co-ordinating  or  carrying  out  programs  designed  to 
meet  the  problems  of  the  aging  in  co-operation  with  programs  of  the 
Commission  on  Aging  established  under  Chapter  6,  Section  73;  of  the 
General  Laws. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  appoint  the  Council  on  Ag- 
ing consisting  of  nine  (9)  members.  Upon  acceptance  of  this  By-Law,  the 
Board  shall  appoint  three  (3)  members  for  three  years,  three  (3)  mem- 
bers for  two  years,  and  three  (3)  members  for  one  year  terms.  Members 
can  be  re-appointed  for  recurrent  terms.  The  members  of  the  Council 
shall  serve  without  pay. 

Section  3.   Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  membership  of 
the  Council,  by  reason  of  death,  resignation,  inability  to  act  or  for  any 
other  reason,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Select- 
men for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

Section  4.  The  Council  on  Aging  at  its  first  annual  meeting  and 
thereafter,  annually  in  April  of  each  year,  shall  elect  from  its  member- 
ship a  President,  2nd  Vice  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  Each 
officer  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  annual  election.  In  the  event  a  va- 
cancy occurs  in  any  of  the  offices  above,  the  Council  shall  hold  a  special 
meeting  for  the  purpose  of  electing  one  of  its  members  to  fill  such 
vacancy. 

Section  5.  The  Council  shall  prepare  and  submit  an  annual  report 
of  its  activities  to  the  Town  and  shall  send  a  copy  thereof  to  the  Com- 
mission on  Aging.  (Approved  July  24,  1972.) 

DOG  CONTROL 

Under  the  Dog  Control  By-Law,  all  citizens  have  a  responsibility  to 
see  that  dog  owners  are  accountable  for  the  actions  of  their  dogs.  In  es- 
tablishing this  by-law,  the  Town  of  Norton  recognizes  that  the  right  of 
dog  ownership  carries  with  it  the  responsibility  to  provide  adequate  con- 
trol to  insure  that  no  dog  be  a  danger  or  nuisance. 

Section  1.  The  annual  fee  for  every  dog  license  shall  be  one  dollar 
over  the  fee  established  by  the  State,  with  the  extra  dollar  to  be  used 
by  the  Town  for  the  administration  of  the  Dog  Control  By-Law.  No  fee 
shall  be  charged  for  a  license  for  a  dog  specially  trained  to  lead  or  serve 
a  blind  person  provided,  that  the  division  of  the  blind  certified  that  such 
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a  dog  is  so  trained  and  actually  in  the  services  of  a  blind  person.  No 
license  fee  or  part  thereof  shall  be  refunded  because  of  the  subsequent 
death,  loss,  spaying  or  removal  from  the  Commonwealth  or  other  disposal 
of  the  dog,  nor  shall  any  license  fee  or  part  thereof  paid  by  mistake  be 
paid  or  recovered  back  after  it  has  been  paid  over  to  the  county  under 
Chapter  104,  Section  147  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  2.  No  person  shall  own  or  keep  in  the  Town  any  dog  which 
by  biting,  excessive  barking,  howling  or  in  any  other  manner  disturb  the 
quiet  of  the  public. 

Section  3.  Complaint  of  Nuisance.  If  any  person  shall  make  a  com- 
plaint in  writing  to  the  Dog  Officer  that  any  dog  owned  or  harbored 
within  his  jurisdiction  is  a  nuisance  by  reason  of  vicious  disposition  or 
excessive  barking  or  other  disturbance,  the  Dog  Officer  shall  investigate 
such  complamt,  which  may  include  an  examination  under  oath  of  the 
complainant,  and  submit  a  written  report  to  the  Selectmen  of  his  find- 
ings and  recommendations,  together  with  the  written  complaint.  Upon 
receipt  of  such  report  and  examination  of  the  complainant  under  oath, 
the  Selectmen  may  make  such  order  concerning  the  restraint,  muzzling 
or  disposal  of  such  dog  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  Dog  Officer, 
who  after  investigation,  may  issue  an  interim  order  such  dog  be  re- 
strained or  muzzled  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  fourteen  days  to  enable 
the  Selectmen  to  issue  their  order  following  receipt  of  the  report  of  the 
Dog  Officer.  If  the  Selectmen  fail  to  act  during  the  period  of  the  interim 
order,  upon  expiration  of  the  period  the  interim  order  automatically  is 
vacated. 

Section  4.  The  Dog  Officer  may  restrain  or  muzzle,  or  issue  an  in- 
terim order  to  restrain  or  muzzle,  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  fourteen 
days,  any  dog  for  any  of  the  following  reasons: 

a.  For  having  bitten  any  person. 

b.  If  found  at  large  or  unmuzzled,  as  the  case  may  be,  while  an 
order  for  the  restraint  of  such  dog  is  in  effect. 

c.  If  found  in  a  school,  schoolyard  or  public  recreational  area. 

d.  For  having  killed  or  maimed  or  otherwise  damaged  any  other 
domesticated  animal. 

e.  For  chasing  any  vehicle  upon  any  public  way  or  way  open 
to  public  travel  in  the  Town. 

f .  For  any  violation  of  Section  2. 

Upon  restraining  or  muzzling,  or  issuing  an  interim  order  to  restrain 
or  muzzle,  the  Dog  Officer  shall  submit  in  writing  to  the  Selectmen  a 
repoi't  of  his  action  and  the  reasons  therefor.  Upon  receipt  of  such  report, 
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the  Selectmen  may  make  such  order  concerning  the  restraint,  muzzling 
or  disposal  of  such  dog  as  may  be  deemed  necessary.  If  the  Selectmen 
fail  to  act  upon  the  report  during  the  period  the  dog  is  restrained  or 
muzzled,  upon  expiration  of  the  period,  the  interim  order  is  automatical- 
ly vacated. 

Section  5.  Appeal  of  Restraint  or  Muzzling.  The  owner  or  keeper  of 
any  dog  that  has  been  ordered  to  be  restrained  or  muzzled  or  has  been 
restrained  under  this  article,  may  file  a  request  in  writing  with  the  Dog 
Officer  that  the  restraining  order  be  vacated,  or  that  the  dog  be  released, 
and  after  investigation  by  the  Dog  Officer  such  officer  may  vacate  such 
order  or  release  such  dog  if  the  order  or  restraint  was  imposed  by  him. 
If  the  order  was  imposed  by  the  Selectmen,  the  Dog  Officer  shall  submit 
a  written  report  of  his  investigation,  with  his  recommendations,  to  the 
Selectmen,  who  may  vacate  such  order. 

Section  6.  Any  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  who  shall  fail  to  comply 
with  any  order  of  the  Dog  Officer  or  Selectmen  issued  pursuant  to  this 
article  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine.  (Approved  October  29,  1973.) 


ZONING  BY-LAWS

fflSTORIC  DISTRICT  BY-LAW 

Section  1.  Title:  This  by-law  shall  be  known  as  the  Norton  Historic 
District  By-Law  and  is  adopted  pursuant  to  Chapter  40C  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  as  amended. 

Section  2.  Purpose:  The  purpose  of  this  by-law  is  to  promote  the 
educational,  cultural,  economic  and  general  welfare  of  the  public 
through  the  preservation  and  protection  of  the  distinctive  characteristics 
of  building  and  places  signficant  in  the  history  of  the  Town  of  Norton  or 
their  architecture,  and  through  the  maintenance  and  improvement  of 
settings  for  such  buildings  and  places  and  the  encouragement  of  design 
compatible  therewith. 

Section  3.  Historic  District:  There  is  hereby  established  under  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  40C  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended  an  historic 
district  to  be  known  as  the  Norton  Center  Historic  District  which  shall 
be  bounded  as  verbally  described  in  the  Final  Report  of  the  Norton  His- 
toric District  Study  Committee  dated  April,  1975,  filed  with  the  Board  of 
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Selectmen  and  the  Town  Clerk  and  as  shown  on  a  plan  affixed  to  said 
Final  Report  and  entitled  "Proposed  Norton  Historic  District,  compiled 
from  assessors  maps  sheets  17  and  23."  Said  description  and  said  plan 
shall  be  parts  of  this  by-law. 

Section  4.  Historic  District  Commission: 

a)  Membership:  There  is  hereby  established  under  Chapter  40C  of 
the  General  Laws  an  Historic  District  Commission  consisting  of  seven  (7) 
members  and  two  (2)  alternate  members,  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  including  one  member  from  two  nominees  submitted  by  the 
Norton  Historical  Society,  one  member  from  two  nominees  submitted 
by  the  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  covering  Norton, 
and  one  member  from  two  nominees  submitted  by  the  Board  of  Realtors 
covering  Norton,  and  at  least  one  resident  of  the  district.  The  Commission 
shall  also  include  one  member  nominated  by  any  landowner  owning  more 
than  one  third  of  the  land  area  contained  within  the  District.  The  mem- 
bers chosen  from  nominees  made  by  the  American  Institute  of  Architects 
and  the  Board  of  Realtors  need  not  be  residents  of  the  Town. 

b)  Terms  of  Office:   When  the  Commission  is  first  established,  two 
members  and  one  alternate  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  one  year, 
two  members  and  one  alternate  for  a  term  of  two  years,  and  three  mem- 
bers for  a  term  of  three  years. 

c)  Vacancies:  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  within  60  days  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  by  appointment  for  the  unexpired  term. 

d)  Compensation:  All  members  and  alternate  members  shall  serve 
without  compensation. 

Section  5.  Duties  and  Powers  of  the  Commission:  The  Historic  Dis- 
trict Commission  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  Historic  District 
Commissions  as  provided  by  the  Historic  District  Act,  General  Laws, 
Chapter  40C,  and  of  subsequent  amendments  thereto  unless  specifically 
limited  by  this  by-law. 

A.  Rules  and  Regulations:  The  Commission  may  adopt  rules  and 
regulations  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  Historic  Districts 
Act. 
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B.  Expenditures:  The  Commission  may,  subject  to  appropriation, 
employ  clerical  and  technical  assistants  or  consultants  and  incur  other 
expenses  appropriate  to  the  carrying  on  of  its  work  provided  that  the 
Town  appropriates  funds  for  these  purposes. 

C.  General  Regulatory  Powers:  The  Commission  shall  have  control 
over  new  construction,  reconstructions,  alterations,  movements  and  de- 
moHtions  of  all  exterior  architectural  features  of  buildings  and  structures 
within  the  Historic  District  which  are  visible  from  any  pubic  street,  pub- 
lic way  or  public  park  within  the  Historic  District,  except  as  limited  by 
this  by-law.  The  term  "structure"  includes  stone  wall,  fences,  driveways, 
walks,  terraces,  steps,  pavings,  signs,  lights  and  appurtenant  fixtures  on 
lots,  buildings  or  structures.  For  purposes  of  this  by-law,  any  structure 
partially  within  the  Historic  District  shall  be  considered  wholly  within  the 
district.  The  Commission  may  also  administer  for  the  Town  any  prop- 
erties which  the  Town  may  vote  to  place  in  its  care,  and  may  be  assigned 
other  related  powers  by  vote  of  the  Town. 

D.  Considerations:  In  passing  upon  matters  before  it,  the  Commis- 
sion shall  consider,  among  other  things,  the  historic  and  architectural 
value  and  significance  of  the  site,  building  or  structure,  the  general  de- 
sign arrangement  of  the  features  involved,  and  the  relation  of  such  fea- 
tures to  similar  features  of  buildings  and  structures  in  the  surrounding 
area.  In  the  case  of  new  construction  or  additions  to  existing  buildings 
or  structures,  the  Commission  shall  consider  the  appropriateness  of  the 
size  and  shape  of  the  building  or  structure  both  in  relation  to  the  land 
area  upon  which  the  building  or  structure  is  situated  and  buildings  and 
structures  in  the  vicinity,  and  the  Commission  may,  in  appropriate  cases, 
impose  dimensional  and  setback  requirements  in  addition  to  those  re- 
quired by  the  applicable  zoning  by-law. 

E.  Waiver  of  Review:  The  Commission  may  determine  from  time 
to  time  after  public  hearing  that  certain  categories  of  exterior  architec- 
tural features,  structures  or  signs  may  be  constructed  or  altered  without 
review  by  the  Commission.  The  Commission  may  after  public  hearing 
set  forth  the  various  designs  of  certain  appurtenances,  such  as  light  fix- 
tures, which  will  meet  the  requirements  of  an  historic  district  but  no  such 
determination  shall  limit  the  right  of  an  applicant  to  present  other  designs 
to  the  Commission  for  its  approval. 
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Section  6.  Limitations: 

a)  The  Historic  District  Commission  shall  not  make  any  recommen- 
dation or  requirement  with  regard  to  new  construction,  reconstructions 
or  additions  except  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  developments  incon- 
gruous to  the  historic  aspects  of  architectural  characteristics  of  the  sur- 
roundings and  of  the  historic  district. 

b)  The  reconstruction,  substantially  similar  in  exterior  design,  of  a 
building,  structure  or  exterior  architectural  feature  damaged  or  destroyed 
by  fire,  storm  or  other  disaster,  provided  such  reconstruction  is  begun 
within  one  year  thereafter  and  carried  forward  with  due  diligence,  shall 
be  exempt  from  the  control  of  the  Historic  District  Commission. 

Section  7.  Procedures:  The  Commission  shall  conduct  all  of  its 
business  and  execute  all  of  its  duties  in  accordance  with  the  General 
Laws,  Chapter  40C,  Sections  1-17,  as  amended. 

Section  8.  Copies  of  Permits:  The  Building  Inspector  and  the  Plan- 
ning Board  shall  be  responsible  for  passing  on  to  the  Historic  District 
Commission  copies  of  all  requests  for  permits  for  exterior  construction 
or  reconstruction  involving  buildings  or  land  within  the  Historic  District. 

Section  9.  Severability:  In  the  event  that  any  section,  paragraph 
or  part  of  this  by-law  be  for  any  reason  declared  invalid  or  unconstitu- 
tional, every  other  section,  paagraph  or  part  shall  continue  in  full  force 
and  effect. 

Section  10.  Effective  Date:  Following  Town  Meeting  approval,  this 
by-law  takes  effect  immediately  when  the  following  conditions  have  been 
met:  (a)  approval  by  the  Attorney  General  of  the  Commonwealth;  (b) 
filing  of  a  map  of  the  boundaries  of  the  Historic  District  with  the  Norton 
Town  Clerk,  the  Norton  Building  Inspector,  and  the  Registry  of  Deeds, 
Taunton,  Massachusetts.  (Approved  October  7, 1975.) 
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SALARY  ADMINISTRATION  PLAN 

Section  1.  The  Personnel  Board:  There  shall  be  a  Personnel  Board 
appointed  by  the  Moderator  consisting  of  five  members,  other  than  em- 
ployees or  elected  officials  of  the  Town.  One  member  shall  be  appointed 
for  a  term  of  one  year,  two  members  for  terms  of  two  years,  and  two 
members  for  terms  of  three  years;  all  subsequent  appointments  shall  be 
for  terms  of  three  years.  Any  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  Moderator 
within  thirty  days  of  notification  that  such  vacancy  exists. 

Section  2.   Duties  of  the  Personnel  Board: 

a.  The  Personnel  Board  shall  draft  Classification  and  Salary  Plans, 
and  shall  present  these  plans  to  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting  for  ap- 
proval. Once  such  plans  are  approved  by  the  Town  Meeting,  the  Per- 
sonnel Board  shall  administer  the  Classification  and  Salary  Plans,  and 
shall  establish  such  policies,  procedures  and  regulations  consistent  with 
said  Plans,  as  it  deems  necessary  for  the  administration  thereof. 

b.  The  Personnel  Board  shall  maintain  personnel  records  of  all  em- 
ployees, including  therein  such  information  as  it  deems  desirable,  said 
records  to  be  kept  by  the  Town  Accountant  on  behalf  of  the  Personnel 
Board.  Department  heads  shall  furnish  such  information  as  shall  be  re- 
quested for  this  purpose. 

c.  The  Personnel  Board,  from  time  to  time,  shall  review  the  work 
of  all  positions  subject  to  the  Classification  Plan.  Such  reviews  shaU  be 
so  scheduled  as  to  cover  all  such  positions  at  intervals  of  not  more  than 
three  years.  In  case  of  necessity,  the  Personnel  Board  may  tentatively 
add  a  new  position  to  the  Classification  Plan  or  reclassify  an  existing 
position  to  a  different  group  subject  to  the  subsequent  ratification  of  its 
action  by  a  formal  amendment  of  the  Classification  Plan  at  the  next 
town  meeting. 

d.  The  Personnel  Board  shall  from  time  to  time  review  the  Salary 
Plan.  It  shall  keep  informed  as  to  pay  rates  and  policies  outside  the 
service  of  the  Town,  and  shall  recommend  to  the  Town  any  action  which 
it  deems  desirable  to  maintain  a  fair  and  equitable  pay  level. 

e.  Upon  recommendation  of  a  department  head,  supported  by  evi- 
dence in  v^riting  of  special  reasons  and  exceptional  circumstances  satis- 
factory to  the  Personnel  Board,  said  Board  may  authorize  an  entrance 
rate  higher  than  the  minimum  rate  for  a  position,  and  such  other  vari- 
ances in  the  Salary  Plan  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  fimc- 
tioning  of  the  services  of  the  Town. 
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f.  The  Personnel  Board  shall  serve  as  an  Appeals  Board.  Any  non- 
school  employee  of  the  Town  who  feels  that  he  or  she  has  been  discharged, 
removed,  suspended,  transferred,  reduced  in  grade,  or  in  any  way  unjus- 
tifiably treated,  may  appeal  to  the  Personnel  Board  in  writing,  stating  the 
grounds  for  his  appeal  and  submit  such  appeal  to  the  Personnel  Board. 
Such  Board  must  then  grant  a  hearing  to  the  aggrieved  appointee  within 
10  days.  After  such  a  hearing  the  Personnel  Board  must  transmit  its  rec- 
ommendations and  findings  on  the  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or 
the  appropriate  appointing  body  who  may  reconsider  its  prior  action.  The 
Board  of  Selectmen  or  appropriate  appointing  body  must  advise  the  ag- 
grieved appointee  of  its  decision  within  10  days. 

Section  3.  Classification  Plan:  The  positions  of  all  officers  and  em- 
ployees in  the  service  of  the  Town  (whether  full  time,  part  time,  seasonal, 
casual,  special,  Civil  Service  or  ethers)  other  than  those  positions  filled 
by  popular  election  and  those  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the 
School  Committee,  shall  be  classified  by  titles  in  groups  listed  in  a  sched- 
ule entitled  "Job  Classification  by  Groups." 

Section  4.  New  or  Changed  Positions:  Whenever  a  new  position  is 
established,  or  the  duties  of  an  existing  position  are  so  changed  that  in 
effect  a  new  position  is  created,  upon  presentation  of  substantiating  data 
satisfactory  to  the  Personnel  Board,  the  Board  shall  allocate  such  new  or 
changed  position  to  its  appropriate  Group. 

Section  5.  Titles  of  Positions:  No  person  shall  be  appointed,  em- 
ployed or  paid  as  an  employee  in  any  position  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Classification  Plan,  under  any  title  other  than  those  of  the  Classi- 
fication Plan,  or  under  any  title  other  than  that  of  the  job  the  duties  of 
which  are  actually  performed.  The  job  title  in  the  Plan  shall  be  the  offi- 
cial title  for  all  purposes  having  to  do  with  the  position  and  shall  be  used 
to  designate  the  position  in  all  payrolls,  budget  estimates  and  official 
reports,  and  in  every  other  connection  involving  personnel  and  fiscal 
processes. 

Section  6.  Reclassif cation  of  Employees:  No  employee  may  be  re- 
classified to  a  job  in  another  group,  either  higher  or  lower,  until  the 
Personnel  Board  shall  have  determined  such  a  reclassification  will  be 
consistent  with  the  Classification  and  Salary  Plans.  There  shall  be  only 
one  reclassification  in  any  twelve-month  period  for  any  employee  except 
in  unusual  circumstances. 

Section  7.  Job  Descriptions:  The  Personnel  Board  shall  maintain 
written  job  descriptions  of  the  jobs,  or  positions,  in  the  Classification 
Plan,  describing  the  essential  characteristics,  requirements  and  general 
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duties  of  the  jobs.  The  descriptions  shall  not  be  interpreted  as  complete 
or  limiting  definitions  of  any  job,  and  employees  shall  continue  in  the 
future  as  in  the  past  to  perform  any  duties  assigned  by  department 
heads,  supervisors,  or  other  administrative  authority. 

Section  8.  Salary  Plan:  A  salary  plan  is  to  be  established  by  vote 
of  the  Town  in  town  meeting  to  provide  minimum  and  maximum  salaries, 
or  single  rate  salaries  for  the  groups  and  positions  in  the  Classification 
Plan.  The  salary  range  or  rate  of  a  group  shall  be  the  salary  range  or 
rate  for  all  positions  classified  in  the  group. 

Section  9.  Amendment  to  Plans:  The  Classification  and  Salary 
Plans  may  be  amended  by  vote  of  the  Town  at  a  regular  or  special  town 
meeting.  No  amendment  of  either  plan  shall  be  made  until  it  has  been 
presented  by  signed  petition  to  the  Personnel  Board  and  acted  upon  by  the 
Board.  Upon  receipt  of  such  a  petition,  the  Board,  after  giving  the  peti- 
tioners, the  heads  of  the  departments  and  employees  affected  at  least 
three  days'  written  notice,  shall  hold  a  hearing  of  the  parties  interested 
to  consider  the  proposed  amendment.  If  the  Personnel  Board  shall  fail 
to  act  on  an  amendment  so  presented  within  fifteen  days  after  the  hear- 
ing thereon,  the  Board  shall  be  deemed  to  have  disapproved  the  amend- 
ment. The  petition  may  then  be  presented  to  the  town  meeting  if  so  de- 
sired. The  Board  may,  of  its  own  motion,  after  a  similar  hearing  of  the 
parties  interested  propose  an  amendment  to  either  Plan. 

Section  10.  Civil  Service  Law:  Nothing  in  this  By-Law,  or  in  the 
Salary  Plan,  shall  be  construed  to  conflict  with  Chapter  31  of  the  General 
Laws.  (Adopted  under  the  provision  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  41,  Sec- 
tion 108A,  on  June  17, 1975.) 


REPEAL  AND  AMENDMENT 

1.  Any  proposed  additions  or  amendments  to  these  By-Laws  must  first 
be  presented  to  the  Selectmen  in  writing  and  be  incorporated  in  the  War- 
rant for  any  annual  or  special  town  meeting  for  action  by  the  legal 
voters  of  the  town.  Such  amendments  or  additions  may  be  adopted  by 
a  majority  vote.  (Approved  March  24, 1930.) 

2.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  By- 
Laws  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  each  of- 
fense. (Approved  September  4,  1974.) 

3.  All  other  By-Laws  of  the  Town  are  hereby  repealed.  (Approved 
March  24, 1930.)

1.  General  Law  —  A  legislative  act  which  applies  generally  to  the  Com- 
monwealth or  its  citizens. 

2.  Special  Act  —  A  legislative  act  which  refers  to  a  specific  city,  town, 
district  or  other  regional  government  agency  or  to  a  person  or  group 
of  persons. 

3.  Resolve  —  Deals  with  matters  of  a  more  immediate  or  temporary  na- 
ture; e.g.,  setting  up  a  temporary  study  commission,  or  payment  of 
private  claims,  etc. 

ARTICLE  32.  Motion  was  made  by  H.  M.  Pastra-Landis  that  the 
Town  accept  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40,  Section  8G  of  the  General 
Laws,  regarding  Mutual  Police  Aid  Programs  Agreements: 

A  city  or  town  which  accepts  this  section  may  enter  into  an  agree- 
ment with  another  city  or  town,  or  other  cities  and  towns  to  pro- 
vide mutual  aid  programs  for  police  departments  to  increase  the 
capability  of  such  department  to  protect  the  lives,  safety,  and 
property  of  the  people  in  the  area  designated  in  the  agreement. 
Said  agreements  may  include  the  furnishing  of  personnel  services, 
supplies,  materials,  contractural  services,  and  equipment  when 
the  resources  normally  available  to  any  municipality  in  the  agree- 
ment are  not  sufficient  to  cope  with  a  situation  which  required 
police  action.  Such  agreements  to  be  concluded  between  area 
towns  and  the  Town  of  Norton  acting  by  and  through  its  Board 
of  Selectmen. 

This  motion  was  seconded  by  Selectman  Leonard  P.  Silvia.  Motion  voted, 
by  unanimous  voice  vote.

(Secretary  of  State  notified.) 
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ARTICLE  33.  Motion  was  made  by  H.  M.  Pastra-Landis  that  the 
Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  for  the  purchase  or  tak- 
ing of  a  parcel  of  land  located  on  the  eastern  side  of  North  Worcester 
Street,  shown  on  the  Assessors'  maps  as  Lot  #258,  on  Sheet  No.  26,  and 
recorded  in  Bristol  County  Registry  of  Deeds,  Northern  District,  Book 
1670,  page  1028,  consisting  of  30,221  square  feet  more  or  less.  This  mo- 
tion was  seconded  by  Selectman  Leonard  P.  Silvia.  2/3  vote  required.

This  motion  was 
seconded  by  Selectman  Raymond  N.  Patenaude.  Motion  voted,  nnanimons- 
ly,  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  37.  Motion  was  made  by  H.  M.  Pastra-Landis  that  the 
Town  establish  a  Building  Code  Board  of  Appeals  and  to  authorize  the

Section  1.  —  THE  PERSONNEL  BOARD 

There  shall  be  a  Personnel  Board  appointed  by  the  Moderator  con- 
sisting of  five  members,  other  than  employees  or  elected  officials  of  the 
Town.  One  member  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  one  year,  two  mem- 
bers for  terms  of  two  years,  and  two  members  for  terms  of  three  years, 
all  subsequent  appointments  shall  be  for  terms  of  three  years.  Any  va- 
cancies shall  be  fiUed  by  the  Moderator  within  thirty  days  of  notifica- 
tion that  such  vacancy  exists. 

Section  2.  —  DUTIES  OF  THE  PERSONNEL  BOARD 

a.  The  Personnel  Board  shall  draft  Classification  and  Salary  Plans, 
and  shall  present  these  plans  to  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting  for  ap- 
proval. Once  such  plans  are  approved  by  the  Town  Meeting,  the  Person- 
nel Board  shall  administer  the  Classification  and  Salary  Plans,  and  shall 
establish  such  policies,  procedures  and  regulations  consistent  with  said 
Plans,  as  it  deems  necessary  for  the  administration  thereof. 

b.  The  Personnel  Board  shall  maintain  personnel  records  of  all  em- 
ployees, including  therein  such  information  as  it  deems  desirable,  said 
records  to  be  kept  by  the  Town  Accountant  on  behalf  of  the  Personnel 
Board.  Department  heads  shall  furnish  such  information  as  shall  be 
requested  for  this  purpose. 

c.  The  Personnel  Board,  from  time  to  time,  shall  review  the  work 
of  all  positions  subject  to  the  Classification  Plan.  Such  reviews  shall  be 
so  scheduled  as  to  cover  all  such  positions  at  intervals  of  not  more  than 
three  years.  In  case  of  necessity,  the  Personnel  Board  may  tentatively 
add  a  new  position  to  the  Classification  Plan  or  reclassify  an  existing 
position  to  a  different  group  subject  to  the  subsequent  ratification  of  its 
action  by  a  formal  amendment  of  the  Classification  Plan  at  the  next 
town  meeting. 

d.  The  Personnel  Board  shall  from  time  to  time,  review  the  Salary 
Plan.  It  shall  keep  informed  as  to  pay  rates  and  policies  outside  the 
service  of  the  Town,  and  shall  recommend  to  the  Town  any  action  which 
it  deems  desirable  to  maintain  a  fair  and  equitable  pay  level. 
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e.  Upon  recommendation  of  a  department  head,  supported  by  evi- 
dence in  writing  of  special  reasons  and  exceptional  circumstances  satis- 
factory to  the  Personnel  Board,  said  Board  may  authorize  an  entrance 
rate  higher  than  the  minimum  rate  for  a  position,  and  such  other  vari- 
ances in  the  Salary  Plan  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  func- 
tioning of  the  services  of  the  Town. 

(Section  f.  was  voted  as  an  amendment  to  the  original  motion.) 

f.  The  Personnel  Board  shall  serve  as  an  Appeals  Board.  Any  non- 
school  employees  of  the  Town  who  feels  that  he  or  she  has  been  dis- 
charged, removed,  suspended,  transferred,  reduced  in  grade,  or  in  any 
way  unjustifiably  treated,  may  appeal  to  the  Personnel  Board  in  writing, 
stating  the  grounds  for  his  appeal  and  submit  such  appeal  to  the  Person- 
nel Board.  Such  Board  must  then  grant  a  hearing  to  the  aggrieved  ap- 
pointee within  10  days.  After  such  a  hearing  the  Personnel  Board  must 
transmit  its  recommendations  and  findings  on  the  appeal  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  or  the  appropriate  appointing  body  who  may  reconsider  its 
prior  action.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  or  appropriate  appointing  body 
must  advise  the  aggrieved  appointee  of  its  decision  within  10  days. 

(Acting  Attorney  General  Robert  W.  Bonin  ruled  on  October  30,  1975, 
that  this  by-law  adopted  under  the  provision  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  41, 
Section  108 A,  it  need  not  be  approved  under  the  provisions  of  General 
Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  32.) 

Section  3.  —  CLASSIFICATION  PLAN 

The  positions  of  all  officers  and  employees  in  the  service  of  the 
Town  (whether  full  time,  part  time,  seasonal,  casual,  special.  Civil 
Service  or  others)  other  than  those  positions  filled  by  popular  election 
and  those  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  School  Committee,  shall 
be  classified  by  titles  in  groups  listed  in  a  schedule  entitled  **Job  Classi- 
fication by  Groups." 

Section  4.  —  NEW  OR  CHANGED  POSITIONS 

Whenever  a  new  position  is  established,  or  the  duties  of  an  existing 
position  are  so  changed  that  in  effect  a  new  position  is  created,  upon 
presentation  of  substantiating  data  satisfactory  to  the  Personnel  Board, 
the  Board  shall  allocate  such  new  or  changed  position  to  its  appropriate 
Group. 

Section  5.  —  TITLES  OF  POSITIONS 

No  person  shall  be  appointed,  employed  or  paid  as  an  employee  in 
any  position  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Classification  Plan,  under  any 
title  other  than  those  of  the  Classification  Plan,  or  under  any  title  other 
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than  that  of  the  job  duties  of  which  are  actually  performed.  The  job  title 
in  the  Plan  shall  be  the  official  title  for  all  purposes  having  to  do  with 
the  position  and  shall  be  used  to  designate  the  position  in  all  payrolls, 
budget  estimates  and  official  reports,  and  in  every  other  connection  in- 
volving personnel  and  fiscal  processes. 

Section  6.  —  RECLASSIFICATION  OF  EMPLOYEES 

No  employee  may  be  reclassified  to  a  job  in  another  group,  either 
higher  or  lower,  until  the  Personnel  Board  shall  have  determined  such 
a  reclassification  will  be  consistent  with  the  Classification  and  Salary 
Plans.  There  shall  be  only  one  reclassification  in  any  twelve-month  pe- 
riod for  any  employee  except  in  unusual  circumstances. 

Section  7.  —  JOB  DESCRIPTIONS 

The  Personnel  Board  shaU  maintain  written  job  descriptions  of  the 
jobs,  or  positions,  in  the  Classification  Plan,  describing  the  essential 
characteristics,  requirements  and  general  duties  of  the  jobs.  The  descrip- 
tions shaU  not  be  interpreted  as  complete  or  limiting  definitions  of  any 
job,  and  employees  shall  continue  in  the  future  as  in  the  past  to  perform 
any  duties  assigned  by  department  heads,  supervisors,  or  other  adminis- 
trative authority. 

Section  8.  —  SALARY  PLAN 

A  salary  plan  is  to  be  established  by  vote  of  the  Town  in  town  meet- 
ing to  provide  minimum  and  maximum  salaries,  or  single  rate  salaries, 
for  the  groups  and  positions  in  the  Classification  Plan.  The  salary  range 
or  rate  of  a  group  shall  be  the  salary  range  or  rate  for  all  positions  clas- 
sified in  the  group. 

Section  9.  —  AMENDMENT  TO  PLANS 

The  Classification  and  Salary  Plans  may  be  amended  by  vote  of  the 
Town  at  a  regular  or  special  town  meeting.  No  amendment  of  either 
plan  shall  be  made  until  it  has  been  presented  by  signed  petition  to  the 
Personnel  Board  and  acted  upon  by  the  Board.  Upon  receipt  of  such  a 
petition,  the  Board,  after  giving  the  petitioners,  the  heads  of  the  depart- 
ments and  employees  affected  at  least  three  days'  written  notice,  shall 
hold  a  hearing  of  the  parties  interested  to  consider  the  proposed  amend- 
ment. If  the  Personnel  Board  shall  fail  to  act  on  an  amendment  so  pre- 
sented within  fifteen  days  after  the  hearing  thereon,  the  Board  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  disapproved  the  amendment.  The  petition  may  then  be 
presented  to  the  town  meeting  if  so  desired.  The  Board  may,  of  its  own 
motion,  after  a  similar  hearing  of  the  parties  interested  propose  an 
amendment  to  either  Plan. 
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Section  10.  —  CIVIL  SERVICE  LAW 

Nothing  in  this  By-Law,  or  in  the  Salary  Plan,  shall  be  construed  to 
conflict  with  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Selectman  Paul  G.  Rich  and  seconded  by  John 
N.  Schneider,  Jr.,  that  the  proposed  by-law  entitled  "Salary  Administration 
Plan"  as  printed  in  the  Finance  Committee  report  be  amended  to  include 
the  following  Section  under  Section  2. 

(1).  The  Personnel  Board  shall  serve  as  an  Appeals  Board.  Any 
non-school  employees  of  the  Town  who  feels  that  he  or  she 
has  been  discharged,  removed,  suspended,  transferred,  re- 
duced in  grade,  or  in  any  way  unjustifiably  treated,  may 
appeal  to  the  Personnel  Board  in  writing,  stating  the  grounds 
for  his  appeal  and  submit  such  appeal  to  the  Personnel 
Board.  Such  Board  must  then  grant  a  hearing  to  the  ag- 
grieved appointee  within  10  days.  After  such  a  hearing  the 
Personnel  Board  must  trasmit  its  recommendations  and 
findings  on  the  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  the  ap- 
propriate appointing  body  who  may  reconsider  its  prior  ac- 
tion. The  Board  of  Selectmen  or  appropriate  appointing  body 
must  advise  the  aggrieved  appointee  of  its  decision  within 
10  days. 

Vote  taken  on  the  amendment,  results:  Voted  unanimously. 
Vote  taken  on  Article  64  as  amended:  Voted  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  65   Taken  up  previously. 

ARTICLE  66.  A  motion  was  made  by  Selectman  Raymond  N.  Pate- 
naude,  and  seconded  that  the  Town  vote  to  adopt  the  following  by-law: 

No  person  shall  use  or  consume,  or  attempt  to  use  or  consume,  any 
alcoholic  beverage,  wine  or  malt  liquor,  as  defined  in  Chapter  138,  Sec- 
tion 1,  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  in  or  upon  any  public  place 
or  place  to  which  the  public  has  a  right  of  access,  or  licensees,  including 
but  net  limited  to  all  public  ways,  roads,  sidewalks,  parking  lots,  parks 
and  commons,  cemeteries,  municipal  buildings,  schools  and  the  grounds 
and  athletic  fields  appurtenant  thereto,  and  which  shall  include  any 
motor  vehicle  or  bicycle  when  parked  or  moving  upon  any  of  the  afore- 
mentioned places  or  locations.  Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  pro- 
hibit the  duly  licensed  use  and  consumption  of  said  liquors  as  provided 
by  law,  or  the  use  and  consumption  of  said  liquors  in  or  upon  private 
property  or  dwellings  as  may  be  permitted  by  law. 
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After  much  discussion,  Selectman  Paul  G.  Rich  made  a  motion  which 
was  seconded  to  move  the  question.  2/3  vote  required,  with  results  being 
delayed  at  this  time. 

Chairman  Pastra-Landis  requested  a  quorum  count  at  this  time.  The 
count  was  taken,  and  155  voters  were  present. 

Vote  was  taken  on  motion  to  move  the  question,  and  Moderator  Mc- 
Donald declared  the  motion  voted.

This  motion  was  sec- 
onded. Motion  for  reconsideration  lost,  by  majority  voice  vote. 

(ARTICLE  66.  Approved  by  Acting  Attorney  General  Robert  W. 
Bonin  on  October  30, 1975.) 

ARTICLE  67.   Taken  up  previously. 

ARTICLE  68.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the  Town  raise 
and  appropriate  $55,750.00  to  construct  a  sidewalk  on  the  westerly  side  of 
North  Worcester  Street,  to  start  at  West  Main  Street,  Route  123,  and  ter- 
minate at  Richardson  Avenue.  Motion  lost,  by  majority  voice  vote. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  reconsider  Article  68.  Motion 
lost,  by  majority  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  69.   Lost  for  want  of  a  motion. 

ARTICLE  70.   Lost  for  want  of  a  motion. 

ARTICLE  71.  A  motion  was  made  by  Selectman  Paul  G.  Rich  and 
seconded,  that  the  Town  vote  to  layout  and  bound  Robinson  Lane,  and 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $450.00  therefore.  Motion  voted,  by 
unanimous  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  72.  A  motion  was  made  by  Selectman  Paul  G.  Rich  and 
seconded,  that  the  Town  vote  to  layout  and  bound  Gary  Road,  and  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $350.00  therefore. 

Motion  was  declared  voted  by  majority  voice  vote  by  the  Moderator. 
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Seven  persons  stood  to  challenge  the  vote.  A  standing  tallied  vote 
was  then  taken,  results:  Yes  22;  No  62.  Motion  lost,  by  majority  tallied 
vote.

b)  Recall  Petition  —  Any  one  hundred  (100)  voters  of  the  town 
may  initiate  a  recall  petition  by  filing  with  the  Town  Clerk  an 
affidavit  containing  the  name  of  the  officer  sought  to  be  recalled, 
and  a  statement  of  the  grounds  for  recall.  The  Town  Clerk  shaU, 
within  ten  (10)  days,  deliver  to  said  voters  making  the  affidavit, 
copies  of  petition  forms  demanding  such  recall,  printed  forms 
of  which  he  shall  keep  available.  The  forms  shall  be  issued  by 
the  Town  Clerk  with  signature  and  official  seal  attached  thereto; 
they  shall  be  dated,  shall  be  addressed  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
and  shall  contain  the  names  of  all  persons  to  whom  they  are 
issued,  the  name  of  the  person  whose  recall  is  sought,  the  grounds 
of  recall  as  stated  in  the  affidavit,  and  shaU  demand  the  election 
of  a  successor  in  the  said  office.  A  copy  of  the  petition  shall  be 
entered  in  a  record  book  to  be  kept  in  the  cffice  of  the  Town  Clerk. 
The  recall  petition  shall  be  returned  and  filed  with  the  Town 
Clerk  within  twenty  (20)  days  after  the  issuance  of  the  forms  by 
the  Town  Clerk  and  shall  be  signed  by  at  least  twenty  (20)  per 
cent  of  the  registered  voters  of  the  town,  who  shaU  add  to  their 
signatures  the  street  and  number,  if  any,  or  their  residence.  The 
Town  Clerk  shall  submit  the  petition  to  the  registrars  of  voters 
in  the  town  and  the  registrars  shall,  within  ten  (10)  days,  cer- 
tify thereon  the  number  of  signatures  which  are  names  of  regis- 
tered voters  of  the  town. 
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c)  Selectmen's  Action  on  Receiving  Petition  —  If  the  petition 
shall  be  found  and  certified  by  the  Town  Clerk  to  be  sufficient 
he  shall  submit  the  same  with  his  certificate  to  the  Selectmen 
without  delay  and  the  Selectmen  shall  forthwith  give  written 
notice  of  the  receipt  of  the  certificate  to  the  officer  sought  to  be 
recalled  and  shall,  if  the  officer  does  not  resign  within  five  (5) 
days  thereafter,  order  an  election  to  be  held  on  a  date  fixed  by 
them  not  less  than  forty-five  (45)  nor  more  than  fifty-five  (55) 
days  after  the  date  of  the  Town  Clerk's  certificate  that  a  suffi- 
cient petition  be  filed,  however,  that  if  any  other  town  election 
is  to  occur  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  the  certificate,  the  Selectmen 
shall  postpone  the  holding  of  the  recall  election  to  the  date  of 
such  other  election.

If  the  successor 
fails  to  qualify  within  five  (5)  days  after  receiving  notification 
of  his  election,  the  incumbent  shall  thereupon  be  deemed  re- 
moved and  the  office  vacant. 

e)  Propositions  on  Ballot  —  Ballots  used  in  a  recall  election  shall 
submit  the  following  propositions  in  the  order  indicated:

Immediately  at  the  right  of  each  proposition  there  shall  be  a 
square  in  which  the  voter,  by  making  a  cross  (X)  mark  may  vote 
for  either  of  the  said  propositions.  Under  the  proposition  shall 
appear  the  word  "Candidates,"  the  directions  to  voters  required 
by  Section  42  of  Chapter  54  of  the  General  Laws,  and  beneath 
this  the  names  of  the  candidates  nominated  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided. If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  upon  the  question  of  recall 
is  in  the  affirmative,  the  candidate  receiving  the  highest  number 
of  votes  shall  be  declared  elected.  If  a  majority  of  votes  on  the 
question  is  in  the  negative,  the  ballots  for  candidates  need  not 
be  counted. 
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f)  Repeat  of  Recall  Petition  —  No  recall  petition  shall  be  filed 
against  an  officer  within  ninety  (90)  days  after  he  take  office, 
nor,  in  the  case  of  an  officer  subjected  to  a  recall  election  and 
not  recalled  thereby,  until  at  least  ninety  (90)  days  after  the  elec- 
tion at  which  his  recall  was  submitted  to  the  voters  of  the  town. 

g)  Appointment  of  Person  Recalled  —  No  person  who  has  been 
recalled  from  an  office,  or  who  has  resigned  from  office  while 
recall  proceedings  were  pending  against  him,  shall  be  appointed 
to  any  town  office  within  two  (2)  years  after  such  recall  or  such 
resignation."

"The  major  concern  expressed  by  the  majority  of  those  in 
attendance  was  that  part  of  the  area  proposed  to  be  amended 
from  residential  to  commercial  which  fronted  on  Smith  Street 
be  left  residential  so  as  to  conform  with  the  existing  use  on 
Smith  Street  as  a  residential  area. 

"Mr.  Pino's  description  of  the  property  was  then  amended 
to  delete  the  200  x  200  foot  lot  on  Smith  Street  and  the  lot  will 
remain  residential.
